Altogether 8,116 cnugi ants were accommodated in Calcutta, including 
667 remaining fiom tho previous year Of these, 663 were rejected as unfit, 
152 deserted, 1.3 died, 470 weie discharged for various leasons, and 6,223 oi 
about 77 pei tent were despatched to the colonics, 1< nving 595 in two of tho 
depots at the close of the year for subsequent disposal 

Of tno numbu despatched, 5,350 weie Hindus and 873 Muhammadans. 

Tho percentage undci the head of “ Rejected as,unfit ” has nsen from 
7 56 m the previous year to 8*16 in 1898, and tho Protector’s attention is diawn 
to the request mude m puagiaph 6 ol the Resolution of this Government on 
lus ltepoit for the >eui 1X97 that special attention should bo paid to the 
niattci of awarding < ompuisalion to poisons who aro brought down to Calcutta 
at great inconvenience to tliomsolves and thon lejected as unfit. A lepoit oi 
what has been done to meet tho orders of Government should bo submitted at a 
very caily date

earned on each being 518 as compared with 474 m 1897. The four steamers 
conveyed emigrants to Natal only The delation of the voyigo vailed from 22 
days to Natal, to 120 days to Dcmciaia, the avcidge duration being 73 da>s 
as against 52 m 1897 

The aggregate mortality on the vanous voyages was 27 is agunst ‘>8 in 
1897 The laigcst number of d< iths (0) occuned on the S S Unnnto, bound 
to Natal, and was due to an epidemic of influenza associated with pneumonia 
Though them was a console! iblo diminution m I ho numbei ot steamers engugod 
m the emigiation tiade it as satisfactory to note that time was a marked 
'^ccieaso in the doatli-iatc 'I'lns cannot, howovei, bo looked on as anything 
btit a lemaikable exception to the geneial mle that the speedier tho vo)age the

These figures are of some value and interest, but tho Lieutonant-Govomor 
was surprised to find in the course of some enqumes last spring how gieatly 
the savings of emigrants in ’the same ship \aned, and how largo wiis the 
number of thoso who camo liomp with practically no saxmgs at all As 
long as some men aio thrifty and some aie not, there must be "variation*- of the 
soit, but he had hoped to find a moro uiufonn standaid of prosperity among 
returning onugiants than those enquiries disclosed lb Banks lias the comlort 
of tho emigrants constantly at heart, but it is necessaiy that ho and the Govern¬ 
ment should know more than they do about the prospects tho severul colonies 
hold out To this end the Lieutenant-Governor would be glad if tho Piotcctoi 
would continue these enquiries m all returning ships to ascertain what piopoi- 
tion has not saved, and so far as he can, the reasons that have led to 
failure,

Preliminary description and general consideration ot the system 

Amu a few prehnimniy onqumes at Nagpui T derided to mvcstigite the 
conditions of vunatular (pmnaiy and middle school ) education m the 
Gtntial Provinces foi the past 18 ycnis only In this I was guided by tlu 
fact that lip to about tlio yeai 1880, no attempt was appirintly undo to 
mtioduce any of what may bo called the modem ideas and methods m edrt i 
tional mattas into tho system employed I Tune, it did not appear nece-.sjiy 
to go back beyond tins date in my onquuy Fiom 1880, howevu, tlu mling 
authorities m the Central Pi ounces appeal to have appieoatul the but tint 
modem methods had begun to diffoi largely troin the oldoi style of cdu< ition, 
and they hence began to lutrodmi changes 

They fust took up tho neiessity of physical tiaimng in "(bools m addition 
to the ordinaiy subjects of mental training, and fiom about this date (1880) dull 
began to bo tauglit in schools, and it has been since stun lily oncouiaged, while 
more lately it has been reduced to a complete system At lust appaicntR the 
methods of drill weie paitly on European models, but it lws been found that tl e 
native systems of drill and exercise arc moie populai, and henco a book Ins 
been prepared and issued (m 1897-98) called the DeGit Kasarat , which is the 
manual for drill m all pnmury and vernaculai schools m tho Contial Provinces 
1 had peisonal opportunities of witnessing the system of dull in six schools 
(five hoys’ and one gills’), and 1 confess to have been very muck suipnsed by the 
. r . , t , , . _ , , systematic way in which the dull was done and by

• I may mention tho sy stem was more or less Euro 

pean, but m tho case of the boys’ it was puiely native drill and gymnastic s 

It appeared to me that this very complete and definite system of dull has 
had a most excellent effect on the tone of the schools, and also on the physiquo 
of the children. I am also of opinion that this drill has given to the schools 
a discipline which is *very much suponor to that found in the schools of 
Bengal. The pupils were smartly obedient to ordors, both at drill and also m 
the i&bool classes, and the attitudes and motions of the body and limbs in the 
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dull weie quickly anil accurately gone tluough m a most systematic manner 
m obedience to bint commands. In passing I may point out that the system 
mtioduced m the Central Piovincos has no connection or lcsomblanoe to nnhtaiy 
drill, but that it i" only intended to exoitise thoroughly the vanops muscles 
and parts of the body No apparatus is lequired foi this dull, and hence there 
has been and vv ould be absolutely no ox pi use m its introduction into schools 

I need Jmdly point out the veiy gnat influence which such a system of 
drill has upon discipline. Drill is mdoed ono of tho best, if not quite tho best, 
means of teaching and onloicing discipline and obedience in schools, but m the 
schools m lleng.il this valuable aid to sound education has been to a great extent 
di'ieaairled and ncglt < ted, or at all events it has ncvei been leally encouraged 
to tin extent it should have bci n 

As tins is a portion ot i dm ation which costs notluflg, and < an bo introduced 
with actually no pi el 1 min uy ariangum nts oi tiaining, time does not seciq to 
be any mason w by a system ot dull should not at once be made compulsory 
m Uengal m all schools liom tlie putnaiy stage upwauls All that would be 
necessuy would be to prepan a, woik oi clc-ii lption oi the dull to boused, 
liki the Until Kano at employi d m the Centiul Piovim os, and to circulate it 
to all s< bools Tin i ost oi the Uesln Kasmoi is 1 anna (> pus only 

Anangenunts hiving bei i) made to impiovo the discipline and physical 
condition ot the pupils, i iiw years latei the luthoiitn s of the Central Provinces 
introduced cbuiges with tlie object of improving the eduiational methods uscdui 
biliools, and in this they kept m view that it is nucssaiy m eduiation not only 
totiamtln iru mm v and reasoning powcis hut also to tiam habits of oliseiva- 
tion, thought and mfi cme, md iho to ti un tin haul and eyo Ticino about 
1887, m addition to tin oulinav subjected school tc aching, the feubject ot 
di iwing (hand and eye tiainmg) was mtioduced m all m ho. Is, and this was 
followi d in 1888-89 by the inti eduction ot the methods of kmdi lgm ten teach¬ 
ing, object lesson teaching, science teaching (jiliysical science in middle town 
schools and iguiultuii m iuial pumaiy schools) md also by tho liitioduction ot 
manual ticuumg 

The subjects winch wtie t night uiulei the he id of manual training weie (1) 
clay modelling, (2) papei-cutting and pitti lii-iouinug, v-i) cardboard woik, and 
(4) wood woik oi slojil As bitoio stated, manu d tiuuuug m schools was intro¬ 
duced as a compulsoiv subject by Sn A Mackenzie m 1888-89, but m tin year 
3891 9? it was specially l('legated to the ilassoi optional subjects, and to a 
gieat ext< lit neglected and .ilmobt abolished under the ordeis of Su A P. 
McDonnell. Hence this buhjoit was scauily given a fair trial, as it was only 
taught foi two yiais, hut the evidence show id that clay modelling and papei- 
tulrmg, &i , weie distinctly populai and useful, though cardboard woik and 
wood woik weie less congenial The opinion of tho inspectoi of Schools, who 
was deputed to show mo tho < ducational system of the (Jential Provinces, was 
to the effect that though it might have been a little piematuie to mtiodueo 
manual ti lining bioailcast and compulsonly into the schools m 1888*89, yet its 
almost pi ictical abolition in 1891-92, wlmi it had ically begun to gain a hold 
on tho schools, was a great nnstuko, and decidedly letiograde in chaiacter. 

Though manual tiaming of the foinis mentioned has almost msappeaiod 
fiom the oidmaiy schools, yet it is btill taught m the noimal schools for 
teacheis, and 1 saw good paper-cutting, pattern-fanning, progiess in 

the Nagpui Noimal School. I also saw the lemavjs of nyinua.1 tiainmg 
woik m the village, Ac , schools, and in some of them the clay objects modelled, 
&c., aio still kept foi nispei tion and arc fanly good. 

Tlu* lcmaming four subjects, which may be token as being modem subjects 
or motliodh ol eduiation, inanely, di awing, kindergarten teaching, object-lesson 
teaching, and science teat lung (physical science and agucultuie), are still m use 
in many', it not almost all, the veinacuhu schools, and on the whole the results 
obtained appear to he decidedly satisi'actoiy The details of such teaching will 
be included undei the descnption of the work done m the various classes of 
schools in a later section oi this report. 

About 1894 complaints appear to haye been received to the effect that the 
numbei of subjects to be learned, and the length of the instruction m verna¬ 
cular schools had become too gieat, and the plan was then, adopted of dividing 
the subjects into compulsory, and optional, and into subjects to be taken by 
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town schools and thoso m rural districts. In the case of the schools away 
from towns, &c , they are practically almost all of the upper primary class, and 
for the primary rural schools the compulsoiy subjects now m use are leading, 
writing, antlynetic, and geography, and the optional subjects grammai, 
object lessons or elementary science, kindergarten occupation*, manual training, 
and drawing. In addition, m the readers which are employed undor the head 
of reading m classes III and IV, agriculture and the elements ot science neces¬ 
sary for the explanation of the agucultural facts, as well as elementaly sanita¬ 
tion, are included, and these do not, therefore, appear as sopaiato subjects 
in the curriculum, for they are part of the compulsory course In the case of 
the optional subjects mentioned, practically all ex< cpt manual training aio now 
taught in almost all schools. 

* In connection With the? study of agrioultuio, it should be mentioned that 
m all tjie schools I saw where agnmlturo was taught, theie were school guldens 
attached These gaidens aie divided into plots, which have to be kept m order 
usually bv two boys woilung jointly Mo^t of these school gaidens weie leally 
very good, and weie well kept up 

The schools situated within municipalities and towns aio usually of the 
class of middle schools, and the cumculum foi the middle schools is slightly 
different from that detailed above In the classes up to and including class 
IV, corresponding to the uppei piitnaiy standaul, diawing is compulsoiy In 
addition to reading, writing, arithmetic, and geography, objict lessons aie also 
compulsory m the Inst tlnee classes, while ioi class IV to VI completing the 
middle course, a certain amount of science is taught, the text book m classes V 
and VI being a translation of Balfom Stewait’s Pnmei ol Ph} mcs In class IV 
oi the uppei primaly class an elementary knowledge ot ainnnls and plant* and 
of metals and ot othei substances used m the aits and manufactuies is icquutd 

The optional subjects foi the vernaculir middle town schools aie kmdci- 
gmten occupations, manual training, drawing, sui' r eymg, anil nunsmation 
m classes V and. VI, history m classes III to VI, and geometiv and algebra in 
cla&s VI Sanitation and agriculture aie Tgun included in the oidmaiy 
reading lessons m the text-boo<s piescubed foi middle schools, but m the i i*e 
of aguculturo it is only intended to be taken m urban schools Of the optional 
subjects, kindeigarten and drawing aie piactically always taken up, while the 
other subjects which are lead in the schools \ary undei diffeient local cncum- 
stances. 

In the case of vemaculai girls’ schools needle wmk i* compulsoiy in 
addition to reading, writing, aiithmetie, and geogiaphy while the optional 
subjects aie grammar, objeit-lcssons or iluiuntaiy science, kindugiiten 
occupations, manual training and chawing Sanitation is again included in the 
loaders used, and is thus a compulsory subject In the gills’ schools the 
needlework is said to be good, and among optional subjects Lindt rgai ton is 
well taught. 

The method of the intiodiiction of the now subjects into the schools 
appears to have been simplicity itself, inasmuch as a simple departmental 
older was issued that such subjects should bo taught m the future m all schools 
under the authonty of Government and m those receiving public aid At the 
same time, the subjects weie introduced into the nomul schools, so as to 
gradually provide Jtramed teachers, and from yoai to )eai a consideiable num¬ 
ber of mufassal teachers weie called m fiom then schools to receive special 
eouisos of instruction at the normal and otlior training schools 

As this method had the disadvantage that foi a time a good deal of the 
teaching would have boen given by persons not actually trained oi m- 
stiucted m such subjects, it was airanged to have conferences of Inspectois 
and Deputy Inspectois and of masters, district by district, each conteiencc 
lasting about three weeks, at which such subjects as kmdeigaiten wmk, 
object-lessons, drawing, manual training, slojd, &c, were thoroughly ex¬ 
plained to the masters to enable them to pass on the instruction to the schools 
At a later date also agricultural confeiences foi enforcing the tcucinng of 
simple agricultural facts werb held among the masters, &c 

The methods of supplying, trained teachois m the schools m the Cential 
Provinces are, howevei, much more satisfactory than m Bengal No person is 
now allowed to commence a career' as a paid public tcachei or would be 
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allowed as a new teachei to pH sent pupils for a reward from public money, 
unless lie Inis passed the departmental examination or tests as a teachei The 

school teat bus are naturally when compaicd

,u tht Coi, "“ 1 ti dining sclioolb in the Cential Provinces have 
beeu steadily turning out a good supply of train¬ 
ed teacheis, so that at tho piescnt tune about 7o pci cent of tho masters m

Dftails or work in Scnoois 

Tho following are the classes of schools wlurh weie inspected and consi¬ 
dered on my visit to the Oeutial Piovmces — 

Primary schools, Girls’ (primary) school-, 

Middle „ * Noimal or training schools, 

Agnoultural tiaming schools, 


all of which foim part of the scheme foi vemaculai education m that pro 
vmce 

Having given pieviously a brief outline of tho changes which have been 
made in the system, it is now proposed to st ite buefly a few faets with 
leierevricc to the' couises of instruction followed in each of tho clause's oi schools, 
anei to point out moie in detail those portions ot tho woik in which the methods 
followed differ eonsideiably fiom those m uso in Bengal, and which appear 
to be improvements on the Bengal system 

In the* hare outlines of tho scheme of education, the system followed m tho 
Cential Provinces shows gient snmlauty to that existing m Bengd Thus 
the pi unary education is divided into two stages— 

(1) The Lower Tamary | (2) Tlio Upper Prramy 

But theie is this difference that while in Bengal tho gre'at nnvjoidy of bdioola 
ate of tho lower pntnaiy class, and having staited as lower pinmrv schools 
lcmain as such, m the Ooutial Piovmces if a sehool is started as one of tho 
lovvei primaly standaiil, evciy effoit is made to taise it cpnekly to the uppci 
primary standaid 

Here undoubtedly the advintage iosts with the Central Piovmees’ method 
There is, however, m Bengal a lathei gieitci difference between tho 
lower primary and upper pi men y staudaids thin is tho case' m the Ceiitral 
Provinces 

In lower primary schools in lleugal we have the classes i ' B btandard ’ aud 
“A Standaid” and the lower pnuiaiy class Thtso exactly conespoml to the 
three classos belonging to the lowci pumaiy s«hool in the CVntial Provinces 
In Bengal theie is above thu lower pumaiv class a higl ei class (cl.iss II) and 
then tho upper pumaiy class, but in tho Conti’1 Piovincts tin* pupils of class 
III, the lower pinuary class, pass at oneo into c 1 iss IV oi to the upper pumaiy 
standard Thai is m Bengal it takes five yens to lcnli the upper pnnwry 
standaid while in "the Centril Provinces it takes only toui }eais 

Above the uppei pumaiy standaid in U> m>ul wo have the second class 
of a xmddlo school and then tho first chss ni the middle school ttumhird, 
which is exactly parallel to the system in the Ccntial Piovmces, whole the V 
and VI classics use to the middle standaid Usually, as in Bengal, promo¬ 
tions aro mado onco a year, and thus while ox yeais aie given m the 
Central Provinces to teach tho middle stage ot education, seven yeais uu 
usually occupied m the Bongal schools 

The standaids of work in middle and pumaiy btandirds ot ho) verna¬ 
cular schools and also in gills’ vein.tcular schools ^vvlncli usually only rise up to 
tho upper primary standard), aro shown in the following talmlai statement 
This is the school eumculum as defined m the Central Provinces Education 
Manual, slightly abridged by the omission of tho reading courses in the various 
vernacular languages met with in the schools

A few remarks may bo written on each of those subjects 

1 Lull, which is earned on systematically m e\cry class of schools, and 
winch lias been attc nded with most satislactoiy usults The text book of dull 
and gymnastics, “ Dcshi Kasai.it, ” in Hindi and othei vcinaculais was issued 
in 1. 97-98 

A bncf statement of the mime of the work done in boys’ schools will be 
submitted 1 iter on The aetuil book is being tianslated into English, and a few 
copies of the translation will be printed so that it may bo consideied by tin* 
('oninntteo on Veinacnlai Text Books, winch is sitting, and the Committee will 
discuss its suitability lor intioduction into Bongal schools, 

In the case of guls’schools the system of dull followed is chffc rent fiom 
that m the hoys’ schools, and instead, pcihaps, of using the* tenn drill, it would 
bo moie conect to say the guls aie piactised in action songs and calisthenics 
Some of the exercises gone through by the guls wue, howei er, veiy satisf u t. >ry 
Practically a veiy sunplo modification of the exeiciscs used m an English 
girls’ school would bo sufficient for Indian gills’ schools No special bo >h for 
this appears necessary at piesent in the case of Bengal sihools 

2 Drawing (ham/ ami c y < tunning )—This is a second point m which tin 
Bongal schools might take a wholesome lesson fiom those in tho Ccntial Pio- 
vinces In my inspection I found that m some Central Pi ounce s’ s< liools the 
diawing of bojs m the puniaiy classes was fully equal to, and indeed sometime^ 
supenor to, the diawmgs done by boys in Bengal m tho fust class of zilli 
schools, and who aie pi eventing themselves in the diawing standaid of the 
Calcutta Rntiance Examinafion 

In the schools in the Central Piovmccs, oidinaiy kmdeigaiten diawing is 
taught in tho lowest classes, and fiom about class III oidmary freehand dr iwmg 
from copies is piactisod 4 In the teaching of diawing in class i or classes l and 
II, a kmdergaiton blackboard (1 tiled m one inch squares) is used in tho schools, 
the cost of which is about IJs 4, wlule in the case of diawing from c opies, at 
first the “ South Kensington” copies were supplied to tho Cential Piovnucs’ 
schools, but these have been leplaced by cauls with locally propaiod litho¬ 
graphic copies of figures, &c , aud on the back of these cauls the dnections or 
instructions jto bo given by the teachor, and which are requiied foi the woik of 
copynig, aie given m the various vernaculars The cost of these copies (about 
30 or 40 in number) is only Re 1-14 Beyond this there is no extia c< st to 
the school, for in the kmdeigaiten diawing the copies aie made on tin 
children’s slates, and m tho highei drawing the pupils provide then owe 
. pencils and drawing bogks, the l&ttei costing only ono anna each 

Thero therefore again appears to be oveiy icason why drawing should be 
introduced into Bengal schools. 
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3 A Agncultme is another subject which is highly important in a country 
hko India, and while fauly well taught m an elementary manner m the vema- 
culai schools m the Central Provinces, it is scarcely considered or studied in 
Bengal schools t 

The poitmns of the readers for the third and fourth classes m the schools 
m the Cential Provinces cuinculum, which deal with agriculture, are based on 
u Fullei’s Agricultuial Primer adopted for use m elementary schools or classes 
m the Cential Piovincts” The following are briefly the subjects which 
aie discussed in this Primer — 

Lesson or Chapter 1 —Tho similaiity between the growth of animals and 
plants 

Lesson II— V —The different paits of a plant 
Lesson VI —Plants, like animals, giow by feeding 

Lesson VII—XV —The thico chief requisites for successful cultivation— 
(1) good seed, (2) plant food, (3) careful protection 

Lesson XVI —On agricultural macluneiy and implements 
Lcbsm -XT II —The management of faim cattle 
Lesson XVIII —The law of landloid and tenant. 
r riicie me also ccitam appendices on common cattle diseases 
In order to onsuie that this poition of the teaching is not considered to bo 
simply an oial lesson, only to be committed to memoiy and not understood, 
special circulais have been issued to the nonnal s( hools for teachers, etc , whrch 
detail tlie nature of the practical teaching winch should be attempted by the 
Milage school masteis A tiee translation into English (with explanatoiy 
letnaiks) of one of tho special vernacular agricultural cnculais (illustrated by 
diagrams; is appended, so that it may be clearly seen how far the experimental 
or practical poition of agucultuial work is pushed Hence it will be seen the 
teaching of agncultuio m the pi unary schools in the Cential Piovmces has its 
practical as well as theoietical side

EXPERIMENTS Nos 1 and 2 

Buttle ru/tutt 
Pictures A aud B 

Apparatus ier/tt/rrd —Two bottles, two corks with a hole m tho mid41e 
and split on one side up to the middle hole, a few seeds of any gram you want 
to germinate, a small basin, thin blotting paper, water, manuro or soil, 
wiappmg paper 

Ihpa immt A —In the basin supplied place a piece of thin blotting-paper 
and moisten it with water and then placo the seeds jon it Cover the seeds with 
anothci piece of blotting paper, also inoibtencd with water Koop the blottmg- 
papci always moistened with water, and in about four or five days the seeds will 
geimmate and will be soon fit for removal 

Take the bottle and the cork Introduce the young plant through the sht 
of the cork into the middle hole of it, and put a little piece of cotton-wool m the 
hole so that tho plant may not tall down or through tne hole. Put the cork mtp 
the bottle so that tho roots of the plant may reach the water in the bottle 
Wiap a piece of paper round tho bottle, and then keep it m an airy and well 
lighted place 

Change the water once in two or four days The plant will grow for a 
time and then will begin to fade away, and finally will die altogether. 

Experiment B .—Arrange everything just like m the experiment A, but 
while changing the water put plant food* into it 

* Plant food may thus be prepared — 

Take some fertile soil or good manure (cow dung manure is best) and place it in a bucket full of water 
The soil or the manure will mix itself in watef, and after a few hours all the soluble portions of plant food 
in the soil or the manure will bo dissolved in water Then filter the muddy Water though blotting 
paper until it is clean or simply pour off the clear water free from the sediment at the bottom of tho 
bucket. Keep this water in a bottle and use it for this experiment. ® 
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In this case the plant will grow in just the same manner as if it were plant* 
ed in the ground. But its roots being always m water, which is not the case 
with the plant m the ground, it will not be equally vigorous and productive. 

What we learn from this experiment is that loots of plants take in plant 
food dissolved in water, while the plant in the expoiioient A lived for a short 
time only and died away as there was no food in the water. 

MAGNIFYING GLASS 
Picture No J 

The magnifying glass is intended for showing the small parts of a flower, 
etc., as detailed in the roading book Experiments with the magnifying glass 
are made frequently throughout the course 


EXPERIMENT IV —Omote 

Every plant is formed of colls (use of magnifying glass) At the end of 
the loot of a plant there is a cell which takes the nourishment of the plant m 
It is in fact a closed bag, and sucks m tho plant food littlo by littlo when the 
food is presented to it dissolved m water. 

Tms experiment is to show that a thinner or less dense liquid passes 
thiough a membrane into tho thicker or donser liquid in larger quantity than 
the flense liquid passes outwards, in other woids, plant food dissolved in the 
watei m soil may pass into the roots of a plant. 

Picture No 4 

Appaiatus required —A wido-mouthed bottle , a tube open at both ends, 
the one end enlarged to the shape of a funnel, bladder, sulphate of copper, 
or milk, or solution of honey oi treacle. 

First fill the bottle with common drinking water, and then preparo a strong 
solution of sulphate of copper Tie over the enlarged end of the tube with 
the bladder by means of stnog tied tightly, so that air may not onter, and 
then fill this tubo with the strong solution of sulphate of copper, or with milk, 
oi with solution of honey or treacle, and then dip the widened end into the 
water in the bottle, and hold it m its place by means of a cork Mark the 
place where the liquid in the tube stands now (A). After half an hour or so 
tho liquid will rise in the tubo above tho point (A), snowing the liquid from the 
bottle has entered into the tube. On the other hand, it will bo seen a small 
quantity of the liquid from the tube has passed into the bottle, as the water m tho 
bottle is coloured with milk, etc, but that the quantity passing outwards is 
smaller t,hn.n that passing mwards is shown by tho rise of tho hquid in the tube 

This process is called osmoso. By this process the plants take their food 
from the water m the soil by means of their roots. 

' TBANSPIK1TION 
Experiment No. 5 

To show the.process of transpiration (or perspiiation) through the pores of 
the leaveB, etc., of plants. Note—Tho hard stems of plants have not the power 
of transpiration. 

Apparatus required —A good transparent glass jar or bottle, and an earthen 
pot containing a plant with healthy leaves 

Place the glass over the plant, and expose the whole apparatus to bright 
sunlight or daylight. After naif an hour you will see tho inner surface of the 
vessel quite dim with the watery vapour exuded from the leaves of the plant 
The cold of the glass gradually condenses the vapour, which begins to flow 
down from the inner surface of the glass, showing that watery vapour is 
always exuded from the surface of plants. This action of the leaves of plants 
is called transpiration. 

(Watery vapour is exuded not only from green leaves, but from other 
green portions of the stem through interstices called stomata.) 
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EVOLUTION OP OXYGEN FKOM PLANTS 
Experiment No 6 

To show that living plants in the form of green leaves, etc., have the 
power of decomposing cat borne acid dissolved m water, etc , and of assimilat¬ 
ing the carbon while setting free the oxygen, which is again'added to the 
atmosphere 

Apparatus roquired — A large bottlo with a wide month, a few leaves of 
any plant, a small earthen basin which can hold the mouth of the bottle , a 
bucket full of water 

Fill the bottlo with water and leaves, and invert it in the basin full oi 
water, bo as not to leave any air bubbles at the bottom of the invorted bottle. 
Keep the bottle with the basin m the strong sunshine for about three hours 
You will observo afterwards that some gas bubbles are seen adhering to 
the back of the leaves. This gas will collect in the upper part of the bottle.. 
This is the oxygen gas evolved by the leaves through the stomata m tho action 
of respiration. That this gas is not common air, but oxygon, may bo proved 
by testing its propeities 

The gas will probably relight a chip of wood the end of which is glowing, 
(a e., a lighted piece of wood just blown out, but not fully extinguished) 

POBMiTlON OP CIIVLK PROM LIME-WATEB 

Experiment No 7 . 

Apparatus required —A glass tube of half an inch m diameter and a tew 
inches long, lime-watei, a glass vessel 

Pour a little lime water* m the glass vessol, dip one end of the glass tube 
with your right hand into the solution. Hold the vessel m your left hand. 
Then blow in air with your mouth Atter a few minutes, the clear water will 
become turbid, and finally will assume a milky appearance, owing to the 
loimation of chalk f It this milky water wore allowed to stand still for a 
few houis, the chalk will settle down, and clear water will float on its surface 

Tho following is a list of the apparatus required to be supplied to each 
pi unary school for the puipose of such experiments Tho list is divided 
into two parts, the first part containing tho apparatus which is essential, and 
the second part appaiatus which it is desirable should also be supplied to 
each school, if funds peimit, to unable further experiments to be performed 
1 ho cost of the fust set is Re. 1-14, and of the second or non-eesential set 
Rs 2-12, making altogether only Rs. 4-10.

A very important practical portion m the teaching of agncultuie in the Central 
Provinces is to be found in the fact that m every school wheie there is the 
slightest facility for it, a school garden is started. Naturally, these school 
gardens can be better fostered m the schools m the country than in those m 
town. The usual plan is for the plot of ground available to be marked out by 
small low raised banks into a number of separate plots, usually perhaps two or 
three yards square, and for each plot to be handed over to two of the boys of 
the school, who have to do practically all the work in connection with the plot 
in the way of sowing the seeds (usually those of vegetables and flowers), weed¬ 
ing, watering and generally bringing the crops up to matunty, when the 
produce of such plot of ground belongs to the boys who cultivate it. 

The only expense in such a school gaiden is (1) for laying out the 
garden m the flrst instance, (2) for procuring the seeds, and (3) in some 
cases where watei may have to be drawn up from a deep well. &c, a 
slight cost for part of tho time of a cooly to diaw up watei, &c. As the 
thud is an expense which can usually bo avoided, and the second is one, 
which if the school-master understands his work can be pi evented by lus col¬ 
lect mg and saving the seeds, etc , from the plants that are giown in the garden, 
pihctically the cost of a school garden usually reduces itself to the cost of 
laying it out m the flrst instance, amounting possibly to Rs 3, Rs 5, or 
Rs 10 according to the sizo of the garden Even this cost may be 
avoided by the school-master (with the aid of the villagers, &c ) doing the 
work himself In the same way any tools required by the boys in the cultiva¬ 
tion of their plots can always be borrowed from thoir own homes. 

Definite instructions are issued in the form of circulais to school-masters, 
etc., on the subject of school gardens, dealing with the soil of the garden, the 
area wanted, watering, manuring, cultivation, Bowing and transplanting, and 
also indicating ‘the various crops, vegetables, flowors, etc, which may bo grown 
at different seasons of the year m such school gardens. 

3(B). It has been pointed out that m town schools agriculture is partly 
replaced by the teaching of a general elementaiy course m science m tho 
upper primary standard, while physical science commences after the upper 
primary standard, and continues through the middle standard. The latter 
course is to a considerable extent similar to the plan adopted in middle schools 
in Bengal, where physical science is usually taught. There is, however, one 
point ol difference, inasmuch as m the schools m the Central Provinces apparatus 
u provided for demonstrating the simple physical facts, while in middlo 
schools ‘in Bengal apparatus for such purposes is usually entirely warning 
On* the other* hand it irf, in my opinion, dqubtful whether the selection of the 
Physical Science Text-Book ana of the apparatus to^llustrate it in the Central 
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Provinces schools is quite judicious. In the case of the apparatus given, I am 
suie the selection is too ambitious, and sevoral of the pieces supplied are not, 
and could not be, piopeily used. In Indian schools of this type the apparatus 
must be of exceedingly simple and inexpensive nature—apparatus which can be 
rcnewod or repaired locally in small villages by ordinary bazar artizans. This, 
however, is not the case m the Cential Provinces, ana m several cases I saw 
pieces of appaiatus (such as Tate’s air-pumps, Magdeburg hemispheies, &c ) out 
of order, which certainly could not be ropaired by the master of the school or by 
any local artizan, and winch were hence qiute useless The cost ot the usual 
simple sot of apparatus to teach physical scionco in middle schools m the Central 
Piovmces is said to be about Rs 26 or Rs 27, but in largci towns under rich 
municipalities as much as Rs 150 to Rs 200 is spent for this purpose 

In the case of the scionce subjects taught in class IV (upper primary 
class) of the town schools in the Central Piovmces, it is paitly of the nature of 
that which is taught as agncultuie m village schools and partly elementary . 
natural history, etc It is only intondod in this course to givo a slight* and 
superficial knowledge of the materials met with m every-day life. There does 
not appear to bo veiy much to comment on with reference to this section of the 
eouise The subject and tho teaching of it aie probably not entirely satis¬ 
factory 

4 Kinder gat ten —Kindergarten methods aro used in the lower classes 
of the schools, and all the teachers who aie now sent out from the training 
schools have to go tlnough this system as a legulai pait of their mstiuctipn 
As mentioned pieviously, kindergarten diawing is practised in the lower classes 
Kindeigartcn or action songs aro also encouraged, and m many schools the 
tn»t six of the kindergarten gifts are employed m teaching Tho post of a 
set of the first six of Froebol’s gifts, as made at Nagpur, is said to be about 
Rs 7, but they are also made up in villages by carpenters, &c , for the use of 
village schools (whore they aro perhaps not quite so well finished as at Nagpur ) 
for about Rs 4 only The following is a short description of tho gifts 
alluded to — 

Tho fiist six kindeigaitcn gifts of Fioebel are usually— 

The fiibt gift of six soft balls, commonly of rubber covered with colouied 
worsted, but may be of wool only, lopiesenting the pnmaiy and secondary 
colours With these the young pupils aie taught to distinguish colouis ana 
to become acquainted with differences m material, shape, weight, and the 
properties of the balls Games are usually designed in which the balls play a 
prominent part 

The sec ond gift consists of a spheie, cylinder, and cube in wood It offers 
opportunity foi compaiison fiist with the rubber balls, and then between the 
articles which constitute this gift as to shape, etc , etc 

The third gift is a cube (usually two niches) divided once m every way, thus 
forming eight cubes With thebe various exercises in construction, etc, are 
earned out. The fouith, fifth, and sixth gifts consist of a cube variously divid¬ 
ed, and these aie used for similar exeicisos, but more advanced than those of 
tho third gift 

Beyond these, as aiule, the schools do not go, though the seventh gift, a 
series of thin slabs or tablets, squares, half squares, equilateral pieces, etc , etc , 
loi making patterns, and the eighth gift a number of small wooden rodB used 
foi making figures, letters of the alphabet, etc., would certainly beuBeful. From 
the tenth gift (consisting of arrangements for diawing) upwards, practically 
Froebel’s gifts mtioduce the elements of hand-and-fye and manual training. 
They illustrate drawing, paper cutting, paper weavipg and interlacing, model* 
ling, etc , etc., and these ure usually included under these particular headings m 
schemes of goneral education. It I might venture an opinion on the kinder¬ 
garten teaching m the Central Provinces, I should remark that this part has 
been taken practically bodily from European books, and it is doubtful whether 
more satisfactory results could not have been obtained by working on 
Froebel’s principle or system, but giving the system, etc., what might be called 
a local atmosphere Some of the gifts, in the form of wooden cubes, divided 
into complicated geometrical sections, are undoubtedly quite unfamiliar to Indian 
children m their ordinary lives, and it would probably have been better to 
select materials and objects for kindergarten work which are to be found in 
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©very village, or which aie easily within the power of construction of eveiy 
village school-mastei 

5 Objeci-lessons —I found in every villdgo school that I went to 
small collections of objects which were used foi the purpose of object-lesson s 
Generally also the village school-master had eithei himself prepared or had 
persuaded a yillago coiponter to prepare a small (upboaid or bo* with compart¬ 
ments for stoung these objects, most of them being duly named and kept \n a 
particular compartment of the box or cupboard I heaid also one or two object- 
lessons given by the masters of the schools, but owing to my ignoiance of 
Mahatkt, I can give only tho genetal impression that the teaclieis seemed to 
know how to sot to work to give object lessons 

Again, if I may make a cuticism, it is to the effect that possibly tho objects 
chosen might have been selected moie judiciously In some cases, ^ arious 
metals including even such valuable bodies as silver and gold, and the on s of 
such metals weie taken "as objects for lessons, and to my surprise gold quaitz 
• and silver ore were actually m the collections of some schools It appealed 
to me that it would be bettei if the objects weie such that they could 
all be piocuicd in the school-house oi m the immediate neighbour¬ 
hood of each school, so that theie would bo no expense m making the 
collection, and all the objects woiked with would bo well known Further, 
it would be a great advantage if the boys of a school weie mado to collect 
objects themselves, winch would foim pait of a small school collection, and which 
would be used subsequently for tho object lessons m the class These collections 
could be* wholly oi partially renewed from yiar to year by fiesli batches of 
pupils In this way the chi I di en would take much more intei cst—ev en a pei sonal 
inkiest—in the subject of the object lessons, as they would deal with objects 
inoie oi less belonging to them If the system of object-lesson teaching is 
extended to Bengal schools, some such plan as this could bo tiled, for it 
would be ceitainly moic economical, and piobably more interesting and 
effective as a means of education 

0 Manual tiammq —I legiet very much that owing to the discouragement 
which has been shown to this subject m +he Contial Provinces since 1891-92, I 
was unable to free the system at work m any of the village schools It is, 
however, still taught m the training schools, and I was satisfied with the pnpei- 
cutting and pattc m-making which 1 saw at the Nagpur School I saw, howcvei, 
no clay-modelling except m the shape of fonnor specimens of woik So fai as 
1 could judge, theso two loims of manual training must have boon working 
iaitly satisfactorily, and it was ceitamly a pity, when progitss had been made, 
that they weie more oi less stopped All the foui oidinary foi ms of manual 
training, papei work and clay modelling with tho addition ol caul-boaid woik 
and slojd work, seem to me to be voiy suitable for introduction into Bengal 
schools, but Ike woik must be done m an exceedingly elemental y way, and it 
must be a cheap system, and one that will not lead to tho idea that any foim 
of tiade is being taught or fosteied That is, it must be taken up from the 
purely educational point of view, and piobably no tools other than knives, 
scissois, &c , could bo made admissible in such couises m schools The intro¬ 
duction of trade oi artizaiv implements-— at all events at fust—might probably 
lead to fnuch opposition, and might prevent any piogiess being made in this 
important educational tiaming 

us really concludes the mticism of the modem subjects taught m the 
vernacular schools of the Central Piovinces It does not appear necessary m 
any way to review the comise of instruction adopted m such subjects as reading, 
writing, arithmetic, geography, history, &c , tor the methods followed m the 
Central Provinces and Bengal appear to bo fanlv similar It may, however, 
be lemarked that while lustoiy and Euclid find a place m the upper primary 
course m Bengal, they are not taught even as optional subjects m pi unary schools 
m the Cential Provinces In other lespects the subjects taught are more or 
less similar 

The abo\e remaiks also exhaust probably all that it is necessary for me to 
say on the subject of the education ot boys up to the middle standard 

In the case of girls’ education m the Central Provinces, I may remark it i& 
exceedingly backward and limited in amount Very few girls’ schools indeed 
exist, and the great majonty of these only teach up to the uppei pi unary 
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standaid. There is little necessity, theiefore, fur noticing these schools in detail 
It may, however, be mentioned that in girls’ pumary schools needlework is 
compulsory, drawing, giammor, object-lessons or elementary science and 
kindergarten occupations and manual training being optional, of which any two 
may be taken Sanitation, though not specially mentioned, is leally com- 
pulsoiy, as it is taught m the reading lessons in the 3rd and.4th lloaders. 
In the matter of agriculture, the chapters on this subject m the thud and fourth 
Keadeis aio cancelled for the girls’ course 

Tlieio is also a difference in the method of teaching drill and gymnastics, 
and the physical exeicises used m the gnls schools are more correctly described 
as action songs and calisthenics lather than drill and gymnastics The 
sj stom which I saw followod m a gals’senool in Nagpur was more or less 
English or European m its charactci 


CLASSIFICATION OF VERNACULAR SCHOOLS AS REGARDS SOURCES OF* 
INCOME, AND NOTES AS TO INSPECTION OF SCHOOLS 

AiJiosr the whole of the schools in the Central Piovinces are undei public 
management, i eceive aid from public funds, and submit to tegular inspection 
fiom the officois of the Educational Depaitment It is stated that there are less 
than 100 “venture” primaiy schools m the wholoof the piovinco and no “ven¬ 
ture’’middle schools, while the total numbu of pnmaiy schools in 1896 97 was 
and of middle schools 149 Hence piaetically the vcntuie schools m.iy* be 
2,109 neglected in any discussion of the condition of education m the Central 
Provinces These vernacular schools appeal to be divided into threo classes — 

(A) Those maintained by Government oi by Boaids such as District 

Councils, Boaids, Municipalities, etc , tho expenses being wholly 
met fiom public funds This maybe called the “fixed giant’’ 
system 

(B) Those maintained wholly by payment on tho results of the examina¬ 

tions plus bdiool fees This may be called the “ result grant ” 
system 

(C ) Thoso maintained paitly by rontnbution fiom giants mado by 

Government to public bodies, and paitly by “payments by 
icsults’’ of the examination, etc , of the pupils This may be 
called the “combined” system 

The schools of classes A and C constitute by fat the largei number, those 
of class 13 aie not so much encouraged In this respeit the schools in 
the Cential Piovinces exhibit a maiked contiust to tho pnmaiy schools in 
Bengal, wlioie all except a small propoition belong to the result grant 
sy stem, * e , they are paid solely by i exults 

Thoiesult giant system, m which a considerable number of schools in the 
Central Piovinces aie woikmg, also diifeis decidedly from the system as woikod 
in Bengal The Central Piovinces system gives a school aid calculated partly 
on the number of passes m an examination conducted aftei pi escribed standards 
and partly on the avoiage attendance of pupils No schopl is oxammod for a 
icsult giant which has not on the date of examination met on 180 school days 
from the date of the last examination, or m tho case of new schools fiom the 
date of lcgistialion These qualifications (and others which are'noted below) of 
the method of sole or simple payment on examination'results appear to be very 
wholesome, and might probably be extended with advantage in Bengal. 

Tho subjects for examination in tho vernacular schools, as pointed out 
previously, are divided into two classes, compulsory and optioual In these 
examinations no pupil can earn a grant who has not attended the school for at 
least 90 days To pass m a subject he must obtain oue third of the maximum 
marks, but ho cannot earn a grant in mote than four optional subjects There 
are alsc age restrictions In the compulsoiy subjects of any standard no pupil 
can earn a grant unless he passes in at least two of these subjects. In tho optional 
subjects of the fust standaid no pupil can earn a grant unless he parses in the 
three compulsory subjects of the standard. In other standards he must pass m 
at least two subjects. 
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In the combined system of schools the fixed grant cannot oxceed Rs. 6 per 
mensem, and the result grants are given at the rate of 50 per cent, of the m aximum 
rate attained in result grant schools 

In order to pass the upper primary examination a candidate must pass m 
the three compulsory subjects and at least two optional subjects. 

I made inquiries into the working and losultsof thethreo classes of schools, 
A, B, and 0, as indicated above, and I was assured by the Inspector of Schools 
that— 

Clast A —The fixed grant system (schools fully maintained from public 
funds) aie by fai the best, they give the best kind of 
teaching and education, but on the other hand they arc the 
most expensive of the thice classes 

Class B —The lesult grant system (schools paid no fixed grant, but only 
paid bn the lesults of examination, etc) These aie the 
woist of all the classes of schools m the Central Piovmce 1 -, 
giving tho poorest education and least satisfactory disci 
pline, but on the other hand they are decidedly the 
cheapest. 

Class C —The combined system (schools paid partly by faxed grants 
and partly by results grants) These stand intermediate 
between A and B, and give a fair education, while they 
aie decidedly cheapei than A, but moro expensive 
• than B 

Speaking generally, the housing of schools of classes A and C is better 
than that of B, though attempts aie made to giadually piovido schools of class B 
with suitable school buildings by appealing to private subset lptions, District 
Boards, etc 

It will ba seen that class B piactically couesponds in its method of woikuig 
and general conditions to the oidinary lower primaiy schools m Bengal 

Another point which is worthy of note m the case of those schools is that 
while there are only 2,109 primary and 149 middle schools in the Central Pro 
vmces, and a correspondingly small number ot high schools, yet theie aio foul 
Inspectois ot Schools (in addition to the Iuspoctoi-General, who is an energetic 
inspecting officer), and 30 Deputy Inspectors of schools foi supoi vising the woik, 
giving loughly to each supenor inspecting officer 450 primaiy and seconuaiy 
schools and to each Doputy 75 only It will thus be seen that tho suponoi in¬ 
specting officers can bo, and are, much moie m touch with and have far gioatoi 
peisonal control over elementary education in tho Cential Piovinces than is 
possible in Bengal with its enormous numbei of schools and relatively smallei 
stafi of Inspectors Further, the Deputy Inspectors in the Contial Piovinces 
can* give long personal visits to schools, to teach new fonns of nistiuction, oi to 
correct mistakes, etc , while in Bengal the Deputy Inspectors have piai tically 
no time and no such opportunity of woikmg in detail with puiuuy schools. 
It is probably certain that to this relatively very strong inspecting staff a 
considerable part of the success of the Central Provinces educational scheme has 
been due, for the numeroiftt inspecting officers 'lave been able to personally 
and individually work out m the schools the improvements which it had been 
decided by Government to introduce 

The good results are also duo paitly, if not largoly, to the system of 
training of teachers in noripal schools, which has baeu practised in the Cential 
Provinces to a larger extent than is the case in Bengal 

IJence it appeals necessary to review briefly the existing system of train¬ 
ing schools as carried out in the Central Provmcos 

Training Schools for ieachers. 

Training schools —There are three training schools ioi teachers in the 
Central Provinces One isfor teachers m English andnativo schools in Nagpui, 
and. the others for native school teachers only in Raipur and Jubbulpoie Pro¬ 
bably about 100 to 110 teachers are trained and turned out each ycai, and is 
, there are roughly only about 2.200 schools m fhe Central Provinces, tho supply 
would appear to be fauly ample. 
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Tho training institution at Nagpur, contains two departments, a secondary 
andaprmmiy In the secondaiy departmentgiaduates,F A certificate-holders, 
and those that have passed the matriculation examination of any Indian univer- 
sit) are trained for a year for employment m colleges and in high schools and 
in those middle schools winch teach English In the primary department 
students are prcpaied for employment m pnmary and vernacular schools 
generally by one or two years’ couise, according to the standard woikcd for. 

In tho normal school anangements aie made for instruction in— 

I —The Punciplcs of Education 

II— „ llistoiy „ „ 

III— „ Practice „ „ including organisation of a school, 

methods of teaching, discipline, &c, and 

IV— Extra subjects (which may be taken up optionally), Physical 

Science, lhawing, and manual training 
V — And in tho loivei paits of ihe school anangements are made for 
continuing the general education ot the teaclu is * 

In the highest giade of teachcrship examination all tho first four of tho 
above subjects aie taken up and have to be passed. Foi the secondny grade of

Only teacheis who have passed tin usual teaehership examination aie 
now allowed to |om sehoolswluch receive aid from public funds, and companng 
tho standard winch has to he leached toi even pumaiy teachers m tho Central 
Piovtnces with the standard ot qualification, ol lather the want of qualifica¬ 
tions, of the ordinary gin us m pnmaiy schools in Bengal, it will he seen how 
backward Bengal is in this lespect 

It has not boen thought uecessaiy to add bore any figuics as to the cost 
of tho oidinaiy work of normal or tiaimng schools Such schools already 
exist at Calcutta, liooghly, Dacca, Bankipur, &c , and their cost m Bongaf is 
well asceitamed 

Tho above subjects icpicseittod the oidmary courso of instruction for a pri¬ 
mary toadior up till recent years Since, however, agriculture has boon made 
a more prominent subject ot teaching in primary schools, the course of m- 
btiuction foi teacheis has also been extended, and they are now called upon to 
go thiough a six months’ course in agne ulture, theoretical and piactical, and on 
the methods ot teaching it, in the agncultural school attached to the Agncul- 
tuial Exponmental Farm at Nagpur This course is partly theoretical, partly 
practical in tho laboratoiy, and partly piactical on the Faim.. In addition also 
each tcachei has a plot of ground given lum, about two yards wide by five or 
six yards long, which ho has to cultivate entirely himself (to dig, to plant, to 
weed, to water, etc , etc ), and tho produce of this during the six months’ course 
belongs to the student 

Batches of about CO are taken each half-year, of whom about a quarter 
consist of students who have just passed through tho training school, while the 
remaining 45 consist of actual teacheis of schools who are drafted up from thou 
schools, two or three being selected from oach district for each course. At the 
end of six months there is tho usual examination on which certificates are 
issued In this way about 110 to 120 teachers of primary schools are trained 
annually m agricultural methods, and as time goes on practically all the teachen 
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of the province will become thus trained. In the case of the training school 
students who have just passed as ceitificatod masters, they receive a scholarship 
allowance of Rs 5 a month, while the actual masters drafted from the mufassal 
schools receive their own full pay, the pay of their substitutes being provided 
by the various^ District Councils, Boards, etc., under whom they are serving 

As this represents an important development m the method of tiaimng 
primary teachers, which is not at all represented m Bengal at present, and as it 
is connected with certain proposals made on the establishment of tho Lower 
Agricultural Class at Sibpui (which has been lately opened, but which has not 
yet filled), it will be perhaps well to give a few details of the kmd of instruc¬ 
tion followed, and as to the staff, etc , required m the institution. 

The following is the curriculum of study m the class which is intended for 
the instruction of vernacular school teachers —

As stated previously, theie is a higher (English) class m aguculture the course 
for which extends over two yens and which is held in the same building 
with the vernacular master’s agucultural class These students on passing out 
havp a preferential claim on certain revenue settlement and Court of Wards 
appointments As this class is mtciestmg at the present time, os it coiresponds 
to tho now agricultural class at Sibpur, I made a few enquiries as to its 
working The numbeis attending it arc not large, as theie are only fourteen 
students m the first-year class and four students in the second-year The

Teachers' Manuals 

The last point it appears necessary for me to refer to m connection with 
mv visit to the Central Provinces is on the subjoct of teachers’ manuals 
* i ias b 0 en found desnable there to prepaie books foi tho use of teachers 
of* various giades of schools, treating on tho various phases of school life, 
and the best methods of obtaining good rosulta 

A manual was piepared many years ago by Mr. Carnduff, who was an 
Inspector of Schools in the Central Provinces This work, or at all events the 
English edition, is now qut of print. A work called Stksa Pat) a, which is still used 
bv teachers in many schoolsln the Central Provinces, is said to be a Hindi trans¬ 
lation of Mr CarndufFs work It appears to bo a work which has done, and is 
doing good It contains chapters on the qualities roquirod in masters and pupils, 
and on the procedure as to registers, time-tables, management of schools and 
c j nnfT n f , e te. etc. Then follow instructions as to the best methods of teaching 
classesvanous subjects invanous standards, and afterwards general subjects deal¬ 
ing with the management of school work, tho connection of teachers with school 
committees, the nature of school buildings and school apparatus, etc Thero 
was and is, undoubtedly, ample scope for such a work, and specially there 
is scope for such a work in Bengal. 

As Mr. Carnduff’s work is out of pnnt, and as the introduction of modern 
subiects and methods of teaching had rendered tho work out of date 
Mr Spence, the Hoad Mastei of the Nagpui Training or Normal School, has 
written a Teachers’ Manual, wlrch is, I believe, really to be printed Transla¬ 
tions of it are now being prepared m Hindi, Mahrathi, etc, and I am informed 
when the foundations tire ready, the work .will be simultaneously published in 
English and tho vernaculars. 
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Tho Committee which is now sitting for the purpose of revising or remod¬ 
elling the system of vernacular education m Bengal had at one of its first meet¬ 
ings come to the conclusion that a Teachers’ Manual is urgently wanted for the 
use of school-masters in Bengal, and the fact that the want has also been fonnd, 
and is being supplied in the Central Provinces will probably show that the con¬ 
clusion of the Committee was sound 

Concluding bemabks. 

In concluding my remarks on the subject of the vernacular education in the 
Central Provinces, and comparing it with that m Bengal, I am constrained to 
remark that in such mattors as drill, drawing, agricultural teaching, physical 
science teaching, kindergarten teaching, and object-lesson teaching, the verna¬ 
cular schools m tho Central Provinces are very decidedly m advance of any¬ 
thing we can show in Bengal In the matter of manual work also a good begin¬ 
ning was apparently made in the Central Provinces, and so far as it went the* 
attempt was successful, and proved that manual training can be introduced in 
Indian schools. 

All these modern methods and subjects of education therefore have been 
shown to be practical m one province, and it remains to be seen whether equally 
successful, or possibly more successful, results could not be obtained in other 
provinces, such as Bengal Experience has there shown that such subjects are 
well suited to Indian children, and that thoy take much interest in them, and 
further that the introduction of modem methods of teaching does not enhance 
the cost of education, while European experience has proved that education 
conducted on these lines is far more satisfactory and gives far better rosults 
than when confined to tho old methods and subjects of teaching

1 am dnected to acknowledge the leccipt of youi letter No 180T , dated 
the 4th ultimo, submitting a copy of the Cflhutta Municipal Bill as amended 
by the Select Committoo with u copy of the Committee’s leport Theso papeis 
have been caiefully considered by His Excelltncy m Council, and I am to 
conimumeato the following it marks and proposals 

2 The late Lieutenant-Governor ot Bengal, Sir Alexander Mackenzie, set 
forth the giounds foi tho mtioduction ot this Bill in Mi Risley’s lettei 
No 383T M , dated tho 17th Juno 1897 lie diew attention to certain matteis 
m respect of which tho existing system oi municipal government in Calcutta 
had failed, and to ceitam fhigiant abuses wlucli had glow n up undei it 
Tho principal giounds foi the mtioduction of the present Bill, as suimnaiizcdby 
him, weie as follows — 

(1) the oompleto failure of the elective system to secuie adequate 

representation even of the different mteicsts existing in the 
native city *, 

(2) tho practical exclusion of European men of business from all shaie 

in tho municipal government of Calcutta, 

(3) the growth of paity spirit and the appearance among the elected 

Coflimissioners of a class of professional and m some cases coirupt 
politicians, ** 

(4) the abuse of the Cop m it tee system, which paralyzed the executive 

officers and demoralized the suboidinato staff, and 

(6) the consequent bieakdown of the conseivancy and watei supply of 
the town and of eveiy depaitment of municipal admmistiation 

3 The Government of India fully accepted the necessity foi the remedy 
of theso abuses, and thoy assented generally to the principle of the pioposed 
legislation, while m iexpect of details they idled at that eaily stage upon 
the high aulhonty of Sir Alexandei Mackenzie In submitting the Bill to tho 
Secretary of State (Despatch No 1, dated the 6th January 1898), the Govern- 

• ment of Indiq said “ Wjs desire to give oui fullest support to the Lieutenant- 
Governor in his endcavoui to improve the system of municipal government and 
to temqve the saqitary defects of Calcutta, und we approve of $he mtioduction 
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in the Legislative Council of Bengal of a Bill based, on the general lines of the 
Bill under consideration. But we have refrained for the present from any 
general discussion of the details of the Bill; and we think that the responsibility 
tor them should rest with Sir Alexander Mackenzie.” It may be noted also that 
in this Despatch the Government of India, even at that early stage, indicated a 
preference, as regards the constitution of the General Committee, tor the model 
of the Bombay City Municipal Act. It was only in deference to Sir Alexander 
Mackenzie’s Btiongly-cxpressed objections that they did not at that time persist 
in their views in this respect 

4 The Secretary of State (in His Lordship’s Despatch No 25, dated the 
10 th February 1898J, after summarizing the views of the Bengal Government 
and of the Government of India, communicated m very cautious language his 
acceptance, not of the Bill itself, but of the principle that the executive should 
be strengthened, and that the bodies representing the trade of Calcutta should 
have a voico on the General Committee. He added that he would watch “ 
with interest the discussion of the proposed Bill in the Council of the Lieutenant- 
Governor 

5. In these circumstances the Bill was introduced into the Local Council 
on the 19th March 189b, and it was referred to a Select Committee on the 4th 
April 1898 Meanwhile Sii Alexander Mackenzie resigned the office of 
Lieutenant Governor, and Sir John Woodburn succeeded him on the 7th 
Apnl 1898 In opening the winter session of the Local Council on the 12th 
November 1898, His Honour made a statement upon the course of business 
lie dwelt especially on this Bill, the consideration of which by the Select 
Committee w as to be the main work of the session He accepted fully the 
decisions of the Council, winch had endorsed the proposals of his predecessor 
lie specially quoted with appioval the opinion of Sir Henry Harrison, a distin¬ 
guished Chuuman of the Corporation, that “ under its present constitution theie 
is a lack of moti\ o power The energies of the municipal government expend 
themselves in cuticism and not in action,” and His Honour added, “in the 
administration of a great city there must be provision for prompt, steady 
and efficacious action, and there is no room for doubt that reform of some sort 
is needed ” 

6 The Select Committee began their sittings on the same date, the 12th 
Novembei 189b, and have met forty times, discussing the Bill section by section, 
and devoting to it what appears to have been a very patient and thoiough 
examination 'ihey have carefully considered the Bill itself, the voluminous 
(nticisms leferred to in the first paragraph of their report, and the views of the 
Calcutta Building Commission They have recognized the limitations imposed by 
the reference from the Local Council under which they were acting, but they 
have proposed a large number of alterations, some of which are of considerable 
importance And now the amended Bill with their report is submitted for the 
leucwed consideration of the Government of India 

7. The Government of India cannot tail to realize that they have a special 
responsibility in this case It would be strange indeed if they did not feel a 
peculiar interest m a measure affecting the municipal constitution of a city, 
which is not merely the capital of the Piovince of Bengal, but also the seat of 
the Imperial Government and the capital of the Indian Empire. They are 
deeply persuaded of the importance of a local administration, which shall 
adequately represent the various great interests that have placed; and still keep, 
Calcutta m its piemiei position m India, and which shall* be businesslike, 
efficient, and free from scandal or leproach. At the same tune it would be 
their natural desno, in the interests both of continuity of administration and of 
public harmony, to see these objects attained, not by any contravention of the 
broad principles of Local Self-Government aheady conceded, but by a curtail¬ 
ment of the abuses to which m practice they may have become exposed, and by 
a restriction, within limits suggested by experience, of the range of their future 
operation. In these opinions the Government of India are convinced that they 
have the sympathy of tho Lieutenant-Governor. 

8. In the course of tho passage of the Bill through its various stages, 
much criticism has been bestowed upon it from many quarters, and, while a 
good deal of this cuticism has been of only ephemeral* value and has rested 
upon no solid foundation, the Government of India have been led, after a carefpl. 
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and independent investigation, to think that there are features in Sir Alexander 
Mackenzie’s Bill, which are not in entire accordance with the principles just laid 
down, and which might not m practice ensure that amicahle and patriotic 
co-operation of all parties m the future municipal government of tho city, 
which is essential to its efficient administration 

9 The first of these points is the want of correspondence, in constituent 
proportions, between the Corporation, which is still left under the Bill with its 
original numbers (75) and constituent elements (50 elected by wards, 10 elected 
by bodies representing trade, and 15 appointed by the Government^ and the new 
General Committee of 12 members, to be constituted in the opposite propor¬ 
tions of 8 from the 25 members representing trade or appointed by tho 
Government and 4 from the oO ward members. This proposal, however fairly 
it may be held to give representation on the General Committee to the leading 
interest in tho city, and however well it may have been expected by Sir 
Alexander Mackenzie to work m practice, is undoubtedly illogical, inasmuch as 
it introduces a wholly different basis of representation in the small executive 
body*from that upon winch the larger administrative body is constituted 
Moreover, it lias been anticipated that this lack of proportion, and the divcigent 
mteiests which it may be expected to some extent to create, will be hable to 
produce friction between the two bodies, upon whose harmonious co-opeiation 
the future government of Calcutta must so largely depend To the success of 
any scheme of municipal reform the absonce of such a spiut of concoid would 
unquestionably be detnmoutal, if indeed it did not m the long run piove to be 
disustious. 

10 Such were tho opinions which the Government of India had been led 
to form by attitude of public opinion towards the Bill, and by a careful study 
of the Bill itself at tho time when the Select Committee began their labours. 
It has now emerged from tho Select Committee, aud the Government of India 
are called upon to consider the Bill m its amended shape 

11. In some respects tho Bill is now a stronger and a better Bill than 
when it was introduced into the Local Council. Passing over minor details, in 
respect of which theio has been improvement, there have been inserted, for 
example, sections 26-D, 26-E and 26-F m place of sections 22 and 63 (6) of the 
Bill as introduced These modifications follow the English law, and the powers 
of inspection and of prompt and effective intervention thus bestowed will enable 
the Local Government to exercise much moio efficient control. And though an 
appeal will still he to the Government of India, the provision for the suspension 
or action pending appeal has been very propeily abandoned Another instance 
of the improvement of the Bill in important respects is the action taken in the 
Select Committee to reduce the burden of woik and responsibility laid upon the 
General Committee by the Bill as originally introduced. 

12. On the other hand, the fears entertained by- tho Government of India 
as regards the institution of co-ordinate authonties and as to the possibility of 
friction resulting therefrom have been confirmed by changes which havo been 
made in the Bill in the Select Committee, and by the opinions recorded by the 
Honourable Messrs Narendra Nath Sen and Surendra Nath Banerjco m their 
Minute of Dissent The powers of the Corpoiation over its officers and ovei 
the work of the General Cotnmiltee have been very consideiably increased by 
the provisions of sections 28-J, 57 and 66 regarding the appointment and leavo 
of the officers, and by the provisions of sections 79, 95 and 126 regarding 
contracts, control and finance, as well as by several other provisions of perhaps 
minor importance. At th® same time an unequivocal aeolaration has boon 
made by the two mombois of the Local Council, who represent tho opinions of 
the majority of the Corporation as constituted by the present Bill, that “ an 
emasculated Corporation, but lately in possession of supreme power, must view 
with uneasiness, if not with positive jealousy, tho creation of authorities, 
hitherto subordinate to it, but now rendered independent of it, in respect of 
the balk of their powers and functions.” The Government of India are not 
without alarm that the want of homogeneity aheady complained of may, if 
uncorrected, prejudicially affect the future succoss of the measure. 

13. In these' cixoumstanees, the Government of India havo carofully 
considered whether the Bill should receive their sanction m its present form, or 
whether it is soBoeptihle (without any such radical reconstruction as would 
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pioduee general irritation and throw away the labours of the past year) of 
modifications either of pnnciple or form which would meet the objections pre¬ 
viously stated, and lessen, if not altogether remove, the possibilities of future 
friction The Government of India have been struck, m their examination of 
tho giounds advanced both by Sir Alexander Mackenzie and Sir John Woodburn 
for the measure, by the allegation that the existing Coiporation has devoted itselt 
to speech and to criticism rather than to action This chaige, while doubtless to 
some extent duo to the tomper and spmt in which it has approached its work, is 
m the main to bo attributed to the considerable and, as it would seem excessive, 
numbeis of the municipal body Their numoiical stiength, when viewed m 
legard either to tho numbor of electors by whom the majonty are returned, or to 
the expei lence of municipal institutions elsewhere, seems to be disproportionately 
and unnecessarily lai go There can be no leason why a number of voters 
letumed as only 13,890 out of a total ward population estimated at about 
650,000, oi a proportion of littlo moie than 2 percent, should return as many 
as 50 mcmbeis, oi why tho interests of a city even of ovei 681,000 inhabitavts 
should inquire the seivices of 75 Commissioneis for their proper protection 
The Government of India are disposed, therefore, to think that a most effective, 
though hitherto unsuggested, check upon the abuses and anomalies complained 
ot might 1)3 found m a reduction of tho numerical strength of tho Corpoiation 
14. Such a i eduction might fuitlier enable tho Government of Bengal to 
secuie that moie just and adequate representation of tho various interests that 
compose the corporate life and wealth of Calcutta, which has been the avowed 
object of the piomoteis and suppoiters of tlier existing Bill, without presontmg 
the illogicality of form, or producing the possible faction, associated with 
the measure now under discussion. It should be found, if possible, in a plan 
whrh would recognize, and constitute in some sort, an equality of balance 
between the two mam mteiests and classes m the population of the city, viz , 
the huiopcan inteiesf, laigely propondeiatmg in wealth and influence, and the 
Native interest, laigely preponderating m numbeis 

13 It will bo icmcmbeiod that already, ala vciy early stage in the 
Jnstoi) of this Bill, tho Government of India had indicated a partiality for the 
Bombay model, as legards tho constitution of the Genoi il Committee, and the 
numencal iatio existing between its constituent elements and those of the main 
body of the Corporation. Their attention has been lecalled to this suggestion 
by a lemaikable paiagraph m the able Note of Dissent lecoided by the two 
native members of the Select Committee w r ho have most distinguished themselves 
by then fiank and intelligent criticisms of tho present Bill. It will be found 
that they there (paragraph 24 of then Note) throw out the following noteworthy 
suggestion — 

Tho constitutional part of tho Bill, as we have already remaiked, is largely modelled 
on the Bombay Act of 1888 But the fact is lost sight ot, that while the Bombay Aot is the 
natural outgrowth of the systems of mumoipal administration, previously m force in Bombay, 
the principles of that A* t are entirely foreign to tho spirit whioh has okaraotenzed the 
municipal legislation of Cilcutta smoe 1863 Besides, the present Bill only partially 
borrows fiom tho Bombay Act, incorporating some of its objectiouable provisions, while 
all those which tend to populinze that system have been altogether left out In the oourse 
of this Note we have pointed out how m ceitam important inspects the provisions of the 
Bill differ from thoso of the Bombay Act, and we now propose to draw attention to some 
of the most prominent features of tho Bombay Aot whioh find no plaoo m the present 
Bill In Bombay the Corporation is the superior administrative body It ohooses its 
own Premient, who is tho cluof spokesman of the Municipality The Standing Committee, 
corresponding to tho General Committee under the Bill, is loally a' Committee of the 
Corporation, and not so merely in name, fully two-thirds of its members being eleoted by the 
Corporation There is thus a solidarity of feeling among tho majority of the members of 
the Standing Committoe, who owe their positiou, and ope responsible to one ocntral authority, 
whoso poluy they are obliged to carrj out with the utmost lojalty The Standing 
Committee too elects its own Chairman, and the Municipal Commissioner, the Chief Executive 
Officer, is not even a member of either the Corporation or the Standing Committee The 
Municipal Commissioner performs all executive woik and oarnes out all orders of the 
superior administrative body It is true he is appointed by Government, but the appomt- 
me'tis lor a renewable prriod of three vears, and his salary cannot be increased beyond 
Its 2,500 a month except with the approval of the Corporation Can any one say that this 
is the constitution that is pioposod for Caloutta under the Bill? We ore no advocates of 
the Bombay system, but if is at all to be given a tnal in Caloutta, we are oertamly of 
opinion that it will not do to borrow from it here and there, but that the system should be 
introduced into Calcutta in its entirety. * * 
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16. The Goverpment of India ore inclined to think that in this suggestion 
and in a more close adaptation of the Bomhay model, might be found the solu¬ 
tion for which they are seeking 1 am desired, therefore, to submit, for the con¬ 
sideration of His Honour the Lieutenant Governor, the following amended plan 
for the constitution of the leformed Corporation of Calcutta and of its Committees 

17. The Bombay Coipoiation is composed of two factors equal in numbeis, 
and consisting respectively of members elected by the wards and of 
mombers appointed by the Government 01 dieted by lepiesentative bodies 
These two sections consist of 36 membeis each, m a total of 72 Foi the 
reasons already named, the Government of India are inclined to think that this 
total, which falls little short of the 75 hitherto allotted to Calcutta, is not 
required m the latter city m the mteiests eitlici of adequate lepiesent'ition oi of 
efficiency They are tliemoio disposed to take this view iu the case of Cah utta, 
because any attempt to laiscthe stiength of what may be desenbedas the Euio- 
pean element to the existing level of the Native element would not incielygicat¬ 
ty augment total liumbei s, whu h are already m their opinion excessive, but would 
give to European interests a share in the numcncal stiength of the Corpoiation 
to which it is believed that they nave no desiie to liy claim, whilst it the 
Native proportion in the Coiporation were diminished by 14, and the Euiopean 
proportion were mcieased by 11 so as to follow exactly the Bombay model, it is 
conceived that while the objection alieady stated would apply to the ineica>o of 
the Euiopean section, serious exception would also be taken to a induction of the 
Native element, which would (ither involve a ladical loconstructionof tho wauls, 
or*would call into existence an illogical and ill balanced scheme of representation 
I am accordingly to suggest that the future Cah utta Coiporation should, like 
that of Bombay, consist of two equal iaotou, the strength of which should bo 
determined by that of the moiety now rerurm d by what are m the mam Euiopean 
interests In other woids it is advised that the Corporation should be composed 
of 50inembus, 25 being elected as now by the 23 wards into winch the city is 
alieady divided, and being putially nominated (as now) by the Government 
and partially elected 'as now; by bodies repusentmg commeraalinterests. Tho 
Bombay model would m this way bo faithfully rcpioduced, though with smaller 
numbeis, in Calcutta There would be created a strict equality and balance of 
interest between the European and the Native elements. And, owing to the fact 
that no reconstitution of the existing wards would be required, and that the 
European element would continue to be constituted as at present, the change could 
be introduced with tho minimum of friction and delay Iu speaking, however, 
of the European element the Government of ludia must guard themselves against 
a possible mismterpretation of the phiaso For convenience sake tho term 
may bo employed and has here been employed by them But they are well 
awaie that the section of the Coiporation of which they aie spoakmg need not 
necessarily be exclusively European m its composition, since it is to the Bengal 
Government and to tho power of nomination enjoyed by the latter that certain 
non-Euiopcan and Native dements of the population of Calcutta must look for 
representation, m the event of their being unable to secure it under the existing 
method of election by wards. Tho Government of Bengal have never failed 
in this respect to considei the interests of the sections of the population here 
alluded to, and it is not unlikely that under the amended scheme which is now 
suggested, their good offices may be called into action m defence of non- 
European and Native interests, that might otherwise remain unrepresented m 
the remodelled •Corporation To this extent must a qualification be admitted 
m the use of the'phrase fahich has been employed in this paiagiapli 

18. The Select Committee have alieady m section &9A followed tho 
Bombay model in giving to the Coi poration power to appoint Special Committees 
to consider matteis which are reserved by law for decision by tho Coipoia- 
tion, and to delegate such of thou duties to such Committees. Tho Bill ako 
provides in section 88 for tho appointment of Sub-Committees by tho Geneial 
Committee. But I am desiied specially to suggest that that model be moie 
nearly followed in the constitution of the General Committee. They note the 
special approval with which the Honouiablo Messrs. Naiendia Nath ben and 
Surendra Nath Banerjee draw attention to that feature of the Bombay constitu- 
tion which provides for flie formation of what is there known as the Standing 
Committee. Their words are as tollow —“The Standing Committee, cone 
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spending to the General Committee under the Bill, is really a Committee of the 
Corporation, and not so merely m name, fully two-thirds of its members being 
elected by the Coiporation There is thus a feeling of solidarity among the 
majority o! the members of the Standing Committee, who owe tneir position 
and are responsible to one cential authority, whose policy they are obliged to 
carry out with the utmost loyalty ” The Government of India, who see much 
foice in this argument, are disposed to recommend to His Honour the Lieutenant- 
Govei noi a similar piocedure at Calcutta They think that a General Committee, 
tlioiouglily representative both of the principal interests involved and of the 
larger Corporation, and qualified to discliaige the important duties which it is 
pioposed to place upon its shoulders, might be constituted by the nomination, 
as m Bombay, of one-third of its total number of 12 members by the Govern¬ 
ment and by the election of the remaining two-thirds by the Corporation 
itself. * 

19. The circumstances of Bombay, however, differ materially from those 
of Calcutta, in one respect, viz , in the numbois and strength of the various*' 
communities that compose the total population of tho city, and are represented 
m tho Municipal body. The Bengal Government will doubtless, therefore, 
find it desirable to suggest some plan that will secure to that proportion (two- 
thirds'! of the Geneial Committee which is to be elected by the entire Cor- 
poiation a strictly fair and proportionate representation of tho constituent 
elements of the electoral body Otherwise it might be possible for either party, 
m the chances of voting, by a bare numerical majority, to swamp the General 
Committee, and to secure that the onturo two-thirds proportion should be of their 
own political complexion or class Such a result would be destructive of that 
fan or representation of interests which the Government of India, equally 
with Sir Alexander Mackenzie and Sir John Woodburn, desire to secure And 
it wOuld be fatal to the harmonious |co opeiation of all parties m the futuro, 
which, they hope by this suggestion to produce. 

20 I am also to suggest that it might be desirable to lay down rules 
foi the appointment of tho Special Committees and Sub-Committees which 
would secure their being truly representative, in respect of their constituent 
elements, of the Corporation or General Committee appointing them. Tho 
piovisions regarding the making of rules and byo-laws for the conduct of the 
business of Special Committees and Sub Committees under sections 89A and 
090, m connection with sections 595 and 597, might be extended to include 
their constitution in general agreement with the principles already laid down 
It might not bo necessary or feasible for all such Special Committees and Sub¬ 
committees to be homogenous in constitution with the body appointing them, 
but it is clear that in some cases at least such homogeneity alone would secure 
efhciency and obviate friction. 

21. Such aio the outlines of the revision of the existing scheme which, 
m the interests of tho future efficient and orderly administration of Calcutta, the 
Government of India commend to the consideration of the Government of 
Bengal No scheme that can be proposed will secure the unstinted approbation 
of all parties. The Bill already introduced has excited no small share of criti¬ 
cism Exception can also doubtless be taken to the provisions of the suggested, 
oi indeed of any other possible, modification of that Bill The Government of 
India, however, who in framing these proposals have been actuated by a sincere 
desire to promote haimony equally with good government in the future, entertain 
the hope that there may henceforwaid be a truce to such dissension, and that 
the Bill as remodelled may be accepted by all classes'ln the spirit m which its 
modification has been discussed and put forward by thorn. For the successful 
municipal admimstiauon of a city like Calcutta, composed of such various and 
important interests, and with fortunes so momentous at stako, are required both 
a high standard of public duty on the part of those of its citizens who may be 
willing to enter its service, and the friendly and disinterested co-operation of 
every section of the community. Such a co-operation the Government of India 
confidently hope that Hib Honour the Lieutenant Governor may. look forward 
to receiving That evils and abuses have grown up in the existing municipal 
system will not be disputed That they stand in need of correction cannot be 
domed. It should be the aim of all parties so to apply or to accept this correc¬ 
tion as to purge the reputation ox the city, of which* they are the guardians,

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from the least stigma of reproach, and to vindicate the wisdom of the decision 
that twenty-three years ago first accorded the privileges of Local Self-Govern¬ 
ment to the capital of the Indian Empire.

1 am directed to acknowledge the receipt of youi letter No 93, dated the 
17th Juno 1898, convening the views of the Government of India on the 
subject of the Calcutta Municipal Bill. 

2 It is pointed o t id paragraph 9 of your letter that there ri a want of 
correspondence, in constituent pioportions, between tbo Corpoiation, which is to 
conBifit of 75 members, of whom 50 aro to be elected by wards and 25 are to bo 
selected by Government and bodies representing commercial interests, and the 
new General Committee, which is to consist of 12 members to bo constituted 
m the opposite proportion of 8 from tho 25 members selected by Govern¬ 
ment and commercial associations, and 4 from the 50 members elected by the 
wards. It is anticipated that this lack of proportion, and the diveigent 
interests which it may be expected to create, will be liable to produce friction 
between the two bodies upon whose haimomous co-operation the future 
government of Calcutta must depend. It is also obseived that the defects 
of tho existing Coiporation have been duo to a great extent to the fact that 
the numbers of the Municipal body weie excessive It is theieforo proposed to 
reduce the number of Comnussioneis, so that tho future Calcutta Coiporation 
should, like that of Bombay, consist of two eaual factors, aid in ouler to effect 
this object, it is suggested that the Corporation should be composed of 50 
membeis, 25 being elected by the 2) wards into which the city is at present 
divided, and 25 being partially (as now) nominated by Government and 
paitially electod by bodies representing commercial inteiests With ngaid to 
the General Committee it is suggested that the Bombay model should again bo 
follow id, with oeitam leseivations necessary on account ot the specitl fcatiues 
of Calcutta, and that two-thirds of its membeis should be eliitod by the 
Coiporation The object ot the reseivations suggested above i> to secure that 
tho members of the Geneial Committee, who aie to be so olected, should 
constitute a strictly fair and pioportionate repi osentation ot the constitu* nt

3 The Lieutenant Governoi desires me to acknowledge tho courtesy 
with which the Government of Iudia have discussed the solution, which tiny 
have presented to his considoiation, foi the tutuie government ot Cihuttx. 
The solution is one which had of couise been examined by himself in study¬ 
ing the manifold cuticisms upon tho scheme ot the Municipal Bill, and the 
precedent and authority of tho Bombay system assumed, undoubtedly, the 
gieater prominence when the dissenters from the itpoit ot tne Sell ct Committee 
.had declared thoir geneial adhoienco to it The Lieu ten in t Govtinoi has not 
therefore been suiprised that an annotation of tlio Bombiy system to tho 
circumstances and conditions of Calcutta is commended to hnu by the Govern¬ 
ment of India 

4. With the Government of India as it has always been with himself, the 
first consideiation is the good government of Calcutta —tbo piompt and efficient 
discharge of the multifarious duties, which tho administiation of so great a 
city involves The adaptation ot the Bombay system, winch the Govern¬ 
ment of India pioposo, does not conflict with the airungcments which he 
considered to be net essary m Calcutta to that end, and he has no objections 
to offer to the settlement of tho issue on tho lines they lecomumnd Tho 
reasons which led him personally to piefei the maintenance ot tho present 
lumbers of the Coiporation have been publicly stated and weie betoio the 
Government of India They havo held that the>i. lcasons aie outweighed by 
the danger of fnc ion m a Corporation, wheio tho executive nod managing 
committee is out of harmony.with the main bodj' Sn John Woodburn has 
'never concealed the force oi theso objections, and lie will not press lus pcisoual 
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opinion on this point farther against the deliberate conclusion of the Govern¬ 
ment of India 

o With regard to tho suggestions in paragraph Id of your letter, that 
provision should be mado to secure to the portion of the General Committee, 
which is to bo elected by the Coipoiatiou, a proper representation of the 
constituent elements of tne Corpoiation, he recognizes that such provision is 
necessary. The necessaiy amendment will accordingly bo introduced into 
the Bill.

the scan caused by the plague. It has not been stated that it was wholly due to 
this oauso and, fiom the lnqumes made at the time, the Lieutenant-Governor 
was greatly disappointed to find that the mun cause was nothing loss than the 
laMty of the Municipal suboidmates Had they insisted on the punctual 
taking out of lice uses, and applied tor summonses against defaulters m due 
time, the Magistiatca Coiuts would not have been swamped with 14,416 appli¬ 
cations m the month oi June 1898 Tins mattei foimed tho subject of 
coirespondence with tho Coiporation, meaauies were taken to assist the Magis¬ 
trates m the disposal of the work as quickly as possible and, after much delay, 
a system was introduced, which ought to have been adoptod long before, for 
ensuring that neglect m taking out licenses shall have reasonably piornpt notico 
and action. But it is altogethei wiong tli it tho Cnmmal Courts should be used as 
tho ordinary method foi enfoicmg the payment of taxes, and the Select Com¬ 
mittee on tho Calcutta Municipal Bill have most pi opeily introduced a piocodure 
for tho recoveiy of arieais ot these taxes, which will very greatly leduco the 
necessity for proceeding against defaulters m tho Courts and prevent, tno 
Lioutcnant-Goveincn hopes, tho possibility of theiecurrence of a stato of affairs, 
which justly excited \ciy stiong comment

Of tlie^t 
the police sent up 29,390 cognizable cases and obtained convictions m 28,413, 
or 9l> 77 per cent The Magistrates took up dne<t 2,138 cases and convicted 
m 798 or 37 32 pei cent 01 3b,814 non-cogni/able cases instituted m the 
town, only 8,810 were actually tiled The l>ulk oi the cases which did not 
come on for trial weio, no doubt, those under the Mumcipil Act, foi omission 
to talse out licenses, of which the Chief Piesidoncy Magistiato explains tint a 
very laige number was suuck off because scivico of processes could not be 
effected, while many moie wue dismissed owing to the licenses being sub^e 
quently taken out 

4 The cases declaiAd false in the town and suburbs dunng the yeai 
were 152 in number, the peiccntage of falso to true cases being 19 Out of 
111 false cases m tho town, prosecutions undci the Penal Code weie instituted 
m 15. In 10 of these convictions wero obtlined, and lines weie imposed, 
aggregating Its 77, m 4 cases the accused weie discharged, and 1 caso was 
withdiawn Out of. 41 faltfe cases m the subuibs piosecutions wue instituted 
m 8, m 7 of which convictions were obtained, linns aggregating Its 100 being 
imposed m 5 cases and the accused m the rem uinng i being sentenced to two 
and three months’ unpiisonment respectively It is not shown whether any use 
was made of the provisions of sections 250 and 35 J, Cimnnal Pioccduie Code, 
m the Courts of tho Stipendiary Magistrates Intoimation on tins subject 
should bo given m future reports The numbei of piosecutions foi false 
chaigcs is again small, and the punishments awaided in the cases tiled appeal 
to be generally quite inadequate lor so serious an oilcnce. 

5. Property stolen and recovered —Tho value of propeity stolen m the 
town and suburbs was Rs 2,76,460 against Rs # 3,06,963 m 1897, and the 
* recoveries amounted to Rtf 1,82,350 against lis 1,72,029, the peiccntage on 
the property stolen being 65 95 against 56 23. 
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0. Cognisable ounces m llic Town —The total number of cognizable 
offences in the town was 25,796 against 26,592 in the preceding year. A 
decrease o< cui red in offences, both serious and minor, against the person and 
property under the Indian Penal Code, and also m offences under special and 
local laws There were 10 oases relating to coinage and forgery of currency 
notes against 7 in 1897, two important convictions being obtained in respect 
of forged notes Two riots were committed m connection with plague 
measuics, in both of wliwh convictions wero obtained. In 2 cases of 
muider capital sentence was passed in 1 the accused is still at large, and m 
the fourth tho murderer was found to be insane There was one case of 
muider by lobbers, in winch no clue could be obtained Cases of grievous 
hmt docreascd liom 47 to 39, and cases of kidnapping also showed a leduetion 
fiom 0 to 1 Tho nuinbei of robbencs was 3—the same as in 1897. 
Burglaries weie fewer than in the preceding four years, being 124 against 
152 in 1897, 185 in 1896, 134 in 1895 and 141 in 1894 Detection 
followed m 73 cases, and 77 persons were convicted. Thefts also show a 
largo docreaso, tho total being 1,000 against 1,700 in 1897. Of theso, 857 
cases wero detected, 855 persons being convicted There was a further 
decioaso in tho numbet ol eases of cnminal breach of trust, tho total for the 
y ear being 153 against 187 m 1897 and 476 in 1896 Many cases of a civil 
nature appeal to ha\e been formerly brought before tho Magistrates. Action 
was taken against vagrants and bad characters under Chapter VIII, Criminal 
Procoduie Codo, m 242 cases against 80 m 1897, and 235 peisontf were 
required to furnish security for good behaviour against 85. The increase 
shows greater energy on tho part of the police in d direction m which it was 
needed The largei number of cases and of persons bound down possibly 
accounts in part for the decrease in burglaries and thefts Offences against the 
Police and other A< ts numbered 12,312 against 10,717 in 1897, and there 
were 108 prosecutions under the Slapping Act against 70 in 1897. The 
cases under tho Port Act were 784 in number, being approximately the 
same as m the pieieding year Piosci utions for cruelty to animals showed a 
doucase from 7,323 in 1897 to 6,630 m the year under review. 

7 Non cognisable crime m the Town —Thrco important cases of forgery 
were successfully prosecuted during the y ear In one of them an attempt was 
made haudulcutly to obtain possession of a large sum of money lying to the 
credit of a suit pending before the High Court Soveial of those cases aro 
undei enquuy, and it appears that a number of persons have been engaged for 
some time in putting forward false claimants for money in deposit in the 
High Couit The number of cases under the Calcutta Municipal Act was 
nearly double that in the preceding year, as already shown. Bogus firms 
carrying on fraudulent business, details of which have been given in previous 
reports contmuo to decrease, the number at tho end of the year being 42 
against 57 at the end of 1897. 

8 Cognisable crime m the Suburbs —There was a decrease in cognizable 
offences in the suburbs from 7,301 in 1897 to 6,419 in 1898 It was 
common to all classes of (lime, except class 1 (offences against the Stato, 
public tianquilhty, safety, and justice) There were 7 cases of counterfeiting 
com against 6 in the previous year A serious not occurrod, in which 
two medical officers on plague duty were attacked by a mob. On their being 
followed into the second storey of a house where they had been given 
shelter by tho owner, one of tho officers fired and wounded two men, 
both of whom died subsequently Seven of the rioters were convicted 
and sentenced to various terms of imprisonment. There wero 3 murders 
against 4 and 29 cases of grievous hurt against 34 in 1897. Cases of hurt by 
a dangerous weapon foil from 38 in 1897 to 21 m the year uhder review. 

A dacoity occurred m the outlymg Tollyganj section. Arrests were made, 
but no conviction was obtained Burglaries and thefts showed a decrease 
from 127 and 631 cases respectively in 1897 to 71 and 330 cases in 1898. 
In the suburbs, as in the town, proceedings were taken against a larger 
number of vagrants and bad charactcis, under the preventive sections of the 
Criminal Procedure Code. Forty-one persons were sent up, and order to 
furnish security for good behaViour was passed against 26, 3 being still under ' 
trial at the end of the year 
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9, Non-congnieable crime. —The total numboi of non-cogmzable cases was 
6,178 against 6,777 in the previous year There was a decrease in the number 
of municipal cases from 5,270 in 1897 to 4,439 in 1898. 

10. Suicides and accidental deaths —There were 89 suicides during the 
year against *101 in 1897. The number of accidental deaths was 329 against 
331 m 1897. The Police appear to have exercised greater vigilance in 
checking rash driving, 130 drivers having been prosocuted for this offence 
against 100 m 1897. The number of fatal accidents in the Port of Calcutta 
was 87, of which 73 were by drowning 

11 Working of the Arms Act —At the beginning of the year 3,249 fire* 
arms were in the hands of licensed dealers. The number imported was 3,715, 
and 1,319 weapons were purchased m the country In all 5,309 weapons were 
sold against 5,568 in 1897. The balance in band at the end of the year 
consisted of 3,610 pieces Importations of guns and rifles were smaller than 
in the previous year. The figures show that revolvers and pistds are imported 
in steadily increasing numbers year by year Twelve prosecutions were msti 
tuted under the Arms Act duung the year The most important case was a 
prosecution of an officer of a German steamer fur importing a number of 
revolvers and offering them for ale without a license 

12. European Vagrancy Act — At the close of 1897 there were 17 European 
vagrants in the Work-house, and 48 were admitted during the year. Twenty- 
seven were released on obtaining employment Altogether 11 persons were 
deported, after entering into agreements under the Vagrancy Act. Twenty- 
two seamen had resott to the Alms-houBe, and passages were arranged for them 
by the Superintendent 

13 Fire-Brigale Act.— The Brigade was employed at 40 fires during 
the year, 13 m the town and on the nver, 13 in the suburbs, and 14 m 
Howrah The number of fires attondod in 1897 was 32 The manual engines 
at out-stations rendered assistance m 10 fires Eighty-nme other fires 
occurred m which the loss was trifling, being under Its 7 in each case 
The estimated loss of property by fiie during the year was Its. 4,93,220 against 
Its 2,43,760 in 1897 

14 Strength and discipline of the Police Force Tho sanctioned strength of 
the Force at the end of the year was 3,004 against 3,007 on the last day of 
1897. This number includes police permanently supplied to the Port Com¬ 
missioners and other public bodies and private individuals. Sixteen members 
of the force weie punished judicially dunng the year against 5 in 1897 
Fifty-nine men were dismissed against 60 in 1897 The total of minor punish¬ 
ments was 501 There were 20 desertions against 6 in tho preceding year 
Proposals were submitted to the Government of India during the year for 
sanqtion to a considerable increase to the strength of the Force, and final ordeis 
are awaited The necessity for a body of aimed polico was again felt in the 
past year, during the excitement which arosj on the occurrence of plague and 
the adoption of precautionary and preventive measures A large force of 
Military and Reserve Police was brought down from the districts, and thoir 
presence in the city proved of great value to the Commissioner of Police m 
preserving order. 

15. Old offenders and Anthropometry —The police kept surveillance over 
744 released offenders. Out of 1,093 persons convicted of offences againt pro¬ 
perty, and whose antecedents were unknown to the polico, previous convictions 
were proved against 164—lay means of authiopometry in the case of 27, and by 
finger prints in the other ca^es. Previous convictions were proved ngamst 480 
offenders in all, against 517 in tho previous yeai. 

16. Judicial Work —Mr Pearson was on loave from the beginning oi 
the year until the 2nd April, from which date until the end of the year he 
held the office of Chief Presidency Magistrate Mi Bonnaud officiated dunng 
his absence. The Hon’ble Nawab Bahadur Syed Amir Hussein, c i E , was 
Magistrate of the Northern Division during the year, except from the 14th 
October to the 28th November 1898, when Mr Bonnaud acted. 

17. Court of the Chief Presidency Magistrate —The total number of ease* 
instituted dunng the year and pending from the previous year was 10,930 

* against 11,986 in the previous year. A total of 11,963 peisons was con¬ 
cerned in these cases, of whom 10,659 were convicted an 1 1,292 discharged. 
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Appeals were preferred against the order of the Court in 27 eases* In 
21 cases the appeals were summarily rejected and iu 0 they were dismissed. 
Motions were made to the High Court m 8 cases, of which 1 only waa 
successful 

18 Court of the Northern Division Magistrate .—The total number of cases 
instituted was 16,812 against 16,966 m the year preceding. Of 18,749 persons 
appearing before the Court, 17,989 were convicted and 696 were acquitted 
or discharged Appeals were preferred in 42 cases, and the order of the Lowe® 
Couit was upheld m all except 1, which was remanded for re-trial. Motions 
were made to the High Court m 22 cases, and of these 1 was partially success¬ 
ful, the case being lemandcd for fuither evidence. 

19. The following statement compares the number of persons against 
whom process issued in non-cognizable cases, with the numbeis actually appear¬ 
ing boforo tho Court m each of the past two years —

20 Worl of Honorary Magistrates —A total of 2,070 casos was trans¬ 
ferred for trial to the Bench of Honorary Magistrates against 2,493 m the 
previous yoar, and 2,599 cases to Honorary Magistiatos sitting singly as 
compared with 2,944 in 1897 Of the 4,669 cases thus transferred, 3,264 were 
from the Southern and 1,405 from the Northern Division Of 6,475 persons 
who appeared bt foie the Courts in these cases, 4,659 were convicted and 1,788 
acquitted or discharged Appeals were proferred m 14 of the cases, but tho 
conviction was upheld in all The nigh Court was moved in 6 cases, m 2 of 
which the order was set aside. Tho number of Municipal cases which came 
before the Honoiary Magistrates was 32,702 Of these, 16,890 were struck off, 
and of the 15,812 cases which came on for trial, 10,271 resulted in acquittal or 
discharge and 5,227 iq conviction. The amount of fines imposed m Municipal 
cases was Rs. 30,989-14 against Rs 23,280-14 in the provious yoar. Out 
of this amount a sum of Rs. 22,257-8 was realised Practically the whole of 
the cases instituted by the Corporation under Act II (B.C.) of 1888 is 
disposed of by the Honorary Magistrates The very large number of cases 
struck off indicates much waste of labour in issuing processes, which could 
have been avoided if the Municipal establishment bad beon more energetic in 
compelling tho taking out of licenses An extra clerical staff had to be employed. 
Since the commencement of the present year three additional clerks have been 
sanctioned for tho Bench for one year. If it be found necessary to retain this 
establishment permanently, the mattei should be separately submitted for the 
orders of Government Tho Lieutenant-Governor desires to thank the Hono¬ 
rary Magistrates who have assisted in disposing of the large amount of work 
dono by the Bench, aud especially those whom'Mr Pearson mentions as having 
frequently attonded out of their regular turn to take the place of absentees. 

21 Since the close of the year the Government has received represen¬ 
tations fiom public bodies urging the necessity for the appointment of a third 
Stipendiary Magistrate The matter will be settled on the Lieutenant-Governor’® 
return to Calcutta. 

22 The efficiency of the Calcutta Police Administration has been main¬ 
tained under Mr James’ control, and he again acknowledges the assistance 
rendered by Mr, Paget, the Deputy Commissioner* Several of the Superintend' 
eats and Inspectors are commended for tbeir good work* 
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Obdbb. _Ordered that a copy of this Resolution be forwarded to the 

Commissioner of Police, Calcutta, for information and for communication to 
the Presidency Magistrates. 

Ordered that a copy of the Resolution be forwarded to the Commisaionei 
of the Presidency Division, the Chairman of the Corporation of Calcutta, and 
the Municipal Department of this Government, for information.

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RESOLUTION ON INLAND EMIGRATION REPORT FOR 1898 

GENERAL DEPARTMENT —EMIGRATION 

Calcutta , the l 90th July 1899. , 

RESOLUTION —No 2186 

Read— 

The Report of the Superintendent of Emigration, Caloutta, on Inland 'Bmig Ht f.mn 
for the year 1898 

Db. C Banks held the appointment of Superintendent of Emigration 
throughout the y oar 

2 In accordance with the ordors of Government contained m paragraph 
3 of the Resolution on tho Inland Emigration Report for 1897, the Superinten¬ 
dent of Enngiation has in section 1 of his Report summarized the more import¬ 
ant questions connected with Inland Emigration which engaged the attention 
of Government duiing the year These woie— 

(1) tho precautionary measures adoptod by Govemmont to protect the 

tea ludustiy irom the spread of the plague, 

(2) tho ariangcmcnts for the segregation of emigrants infected with 

cholera, small pox, and other contagious diseases at Sara, 
Naihati, and the various halting places along the emigration routes 
to the labour districts in Assam, 

(3) the lcvision of the rules issued under the Assam Labour and Emigra¬ 

tion Act, I of 1882, and the Inland Emigrants’ Health Act, 1 (B.C ) 
of 1889, m order to improve the transit of emigrants to Assaln, 
Sylhet and Cachar, and 

(4) the opening of an alternative route foi emigrants proceeding to 

Cachar and Sylhet via Chandpur 

The arrangements under items (2) and (3) m the above list are now being 
cainod out, the orders of the Government of India as to the establishments 
proposed for the vanous halting places having been recently received 

Besides these administiative measuies, tho amendment of tho Assam 
Labour and Emigration Act, I of 1882, with tho object of lemoving abuses in 
connection with tho lecruitment and despatch of coolies to Assam, was under 
consideration, and since the close of tho year tho opinion of thiB Government 
on the subject has been submitted to the Government of India 

3. Con tractor a’ emigrants —There were three licensed contractors with 
depots in the suburbs of Calcutta during 1898, of whom one closed hiB 
business on the 9th July 1893 They had 14 recruiters working undei them as 
against 15 in the piccoding year, and they registered 2,867 coolies as against 
5,227 m 1897. This laige decrease of 2,360 in the number of emigrants 
reciuitod on behalf of licensed contractois duiing tho year was no doubt 
due to the greater prospeiity of the agncultuial population and the abundanco 
and cheapness of food-supplies Of tho 2,867 coolies, all but 30 were registered 
in the 24-Parganas, which corroborates tho Conclusion drawn in last year’s 
Resolution that contractois depend largely on the numerous free emigration 
depots m Calcutta for their supply of labour Of the coolies registered, 45 per 
cent weie natives of Bengal, 1 5 came from Bihar, nearly 5 per cent, were 
natives of Orissa, hardly any came from the Nojth-Western Provinces and 
Oudh, 21 per cent were natives of tho Central Provinces, 7 per cent, of 
Central India, and 19 per cent, were natives of Madras. These details are 
baBod on the statements of the emigi ants themselves, and cannot be regarded 
as absolutely concct. Out of tho 2,867 emigrants, 5 wore discharged and 6 
deserted from sub dopots, reducing tho total number to 2,836 To this number 
mubt be added 99 coolies who were already m the depots on ( the first day of 
the year, and one infant boin in a depdt, raising the total number of persons 
accommodated in tho depOts to 2,956. Of these, 41 were discharged, 78 
deserted, 3 died, 1 was rejected, 52 lemained over m the depdts at the 
close of the year, and 9 were unaccounted far. These last belonged to the 
dep6t which was closed during .the year. The percentage of sickness during t 
1898 amounted to 0 27 as against 1 82 in the previpuB year, and the death- 
rate per nulle waB 1*01 as against 6 87. These figures show that the health 
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of the e mig rants was good, and no case of choleia, small pox, chickon-pox 
or measles occurred during the year. The percentage of conti acts for four 
years on the total number of contracts registered rose to 90 9 as against #14 
in the previous ydar The emigrants despatched to Goalundo numbered 2,817, 
including 49 despatched from Calcutta on the 3 st December 1897 Of these, 
1,957 emigrants were landed in Assam, and 839 went toCachar and Sylhet 
4 Special Local Agents —During the year under report 11 special local 
agents were licensed as against 8 m the previous year Thou recruiting opcia- 
tions, which were confined to the districts of Manbhum, Ranchi, the Hontbal 
Parganas, and Smghbhum, resulted in the enlistment of 7,447 emigrants as 
against 15,471 in 1897. This considerable falling oil mthe number registered, 
notwithstanding the employment of a largoi number of special local agents, 
must also be attributed to the return of piospenty locally. The propoition of 
labourers to dependents was approximately 3 to 1 Of the entue number, 
Manbhum contributed nearly 73 per cent, Ranclu 2G 5 per cent, and the 
Sonthal Parganas 0 5 pei cent Of the total number ot emigiants, 7,201 
were registered for AsBam, 81 for Cachar and 105 foi Sylhet Of these, 5,186 
were despatched to Goalundo, wlieie they arrived without casualty, while 
at Goalundo there were 34 releases and 7 descitions, the number of ennsiants 


being thus reduced to 5,345, of whom 5,207 were embaiked for Assam, 80 for 
Cachar and 58 for Sylhet Of the number despatched to Assam, 15 deserted and 
9 died, 8 of the deaths being duo to cholera, the percentage of the total number 
of casualties amounting to 0 46 and of deaths to 0 17 as against 0 84 and 0 69, 
respectively, m the previous year No casualties occuncd among the emigrants 
embaiked for Cachar and Sylhet Ono bundled and eighteen emigrants lilt 
for Assam vid Dhubri, and duly amved at then destination 

5 Certificated garden saidars —There wtie 4,306 cirtificatcd gulden 

sardais and 31 “aidarms as ugain't

local agents were cancelled or certificates of gulden saidars withdrawn dunng 
the year The number of coolies registered by garden smdaia and sardaims 
amounted to 13,624 and 71, respectively, as against 18,775 and 184 m the 
previous year—a decrease, for which the piospcnty of the agnmltural 
population and the abundance and cheapness of iood-grains is again responsible 
Of the.13,695 emigiants, 12,522 wero registered tor Assam, 3bl loi Ca< lini, and 
812 for Sylhet Ihe total numbei of emigiants who left the districts of 
recruitment during the yeai for embaikation at Goalundo was 19,280, ot 
whom 10 were released, 2 deserted, and 2 died at Goalundo Of the 
remaining 19,266, 17,052 weie embaiked foi Assam, 875 foi Cailmi, and 1,139 
for Sylhet Out of tho 918 sardan emigrants who were despatched to Assam 
vid Dhubri, 4 died of choleia at that place, and tho remaining 914 were landed 
at their destination as theio was no casualty on the pussage by steamer 

6. Free emigrants —The tiguros as to froe emigration, wlueh aio only 
approximately accfbrato, are derived fiom information leceived from tho 
Emigration Agents* at Gealundo and Dhubn as to the numbei passing 
through these stations. Their reports show th it 21,054 free emigiants lett the 
recruiting districts for Goalundo, and 1,463 foi Dliulni, giving a total of 22,517 
as against .54,934 in 1897. Of tho coolies who tiavellcd via Goalundo, 3 
deserted, 2 died, and 31 wero released at that place, the total casualties thus 
amounting to 36 Of tho remaining 21,018 emigrants, 8,314 weie bound foi 
Assam, among whom 2 desertions and 8 deaths subsequently occurred, but no 
casualty of any description occurred e/t route among the 4,465 and 8,239 fieo 
emigrants who embarked for Cachar and Sylhet, respectively Out ot the 
1,463 free emigrants who wero despatched to Dhubn, 1,431 eventually 
arrived, the casualties numbering 32 as against 187 m the pievious yeai In 
addition to this number, • 6,950 free emigrants who embarked at Goalundo 
were landed at Dhubri for the purpose of exocuting contracts, bringing the 
actual number of amvals at Dhubri to 8,381. This numbei was muoased 
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by the 5 emigrants that remained at Dhubn at the close of the previous year 
to 8,386 Among these there were 218 casualties, viz., 208 released, 6 
desertions, and 4 deaths. Eventually 8,155 were re-embarked and 13 left 
behind at Dhubn Of the number embarked, 7,952 executedrlabour contracts, 
and 203 proceeded as free emigrants. 

7 Execution of contacts —The following statement gives the figures 
connected with the execution of contracts under the Awwwi Labour and Emi¬ 
gration Act I of 1882 —

Fifteen thousand and ninety-four contracts were executed dunng 1.898, of 
which 6 per cent were for thiee years, and 94 per cent, for four years. 
In 1897 the number of contracts executed was 23,873, of which 41 per cent, 
wore foi throe years, and 59 for four years 

8 Offences connected with emigration and inspection of depots -—The quarterly 
letums of offences connected with emigration submitted by district officers 
and their annual reports of inspection of cooly depots are dealt with separately, 
and need not bo noticed heie 

9 Summary —The following table summarizes the statistics of emigrants

Taking all classes of emigrants together, the results of the year’s operations 
show that during 1898 there was a decrease of 48,065 in the number of 
coolies embarked for the labour districts m Assam, an obvious consequence of 
the abundant harvests and improved comfort of the'later year. 

10 Transport —Emigrants weie conveyed from Goalundo to the labour 
districts by Bteamers, and these vessels were .inspected at certain places en route 
by officers specially appointed for the work. The average length of the river 
journey to Assam was dunng 1898 from six to eight days, and tb Cachar and 
Sylhet from one to six days. Of the 3,934 batch way-biUs of emigrants proceed¬ 
ing via Goalundo, issued in 1898, 3,443, or 87 per cent., were eventually 
returned to the Supenntendent of Emigration. In 1897 out of a total of 
4,199 batch way-bills issued, 3,634, or 86 per cent., were returned to that 
officer. In regard to the despatches from Dhubri, out of a total of 261 batch 
way-bills issued, 209, or 80 per cent., were returned in 1898 as against 817 , or 
77 per cent, m the preceding yfear. . 

11. Casualties —As compared with the decrease in the number of emigrants 
despatched to the labour distnets, there has been more than a corresponding

Excluding cases undei the Land Acquisition Act, the figures are as

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There wu an increase under all heads of litigation except that of appeals 
itt the Lower Courts, the total of all cates being 381, against 310 ana 262 
respectively m the two preceding years. Excluding suits compromised, re¬ 
manded or‘Withdrawn, the percentage of successful cases Was lower than in 
either of the two preceding years, being 71*7 against 82 2 and 74 5 in 1897 and 
1896 respectively. 

4 Ottt of 64 appeals before thfe High Court, 33 are shown as 
having been compromised, remanded or Withdrawn It would be convenient 
if in future years the cases remanded ate shown separately from those com¬ 
promised or Withdrawn. Five cases were decided against Government and 
of each of these the Legal Remembrancer gives a brief account In three the 
Government was defendant-respondent, ana in two defendant-appellant In 
the Lower Appellate Courts the percentage of successful cases was 69 2, twelve 
cases being decided against Government. In five of these a second appeal 
has been preferred to the High Court In the Courts of first instance there

The percentage of successful appeals before the High Court was 85 7, 
against 60 in the previous year and 75 in 1896-97. This result is satisfactory 
That in the Lower Appellate Courts was less so, only 56 6 per cent, of the cases 
having been successful, against 76 5 m the preceding year In tho Courts of first 
instance the number of cases was large, 2,625 suits having been instituted Of 
these, excluding cases compromised or withdrawn, 95 3 per cent were successful.

The percentage of realisations was practically the same as in the preceding- 
year The heaviest outstanding balances were m the districts of the 
24-Parganas, Ranchi, Midnapore, Tippera, Darbhanga, Gaya, Fandpur, 
Chittagong and .Rackergunge The explanations given of the short realisations 
show that in Midnapore, Gaya, Fandpur and Chittagong the success attained 
in realising amounts which were recoverable dunng the year was very small. 
A sum of Ks 450-5 6 was distributed in rewards to officers m three districts 
whose speoial exertions led to the recovery of sums aggregating Rs 3,800-6-9, 
which could not be realised m the ordinary way 

7. In Court of Wards’ cases the realisations under decrees were worse than 
in either of the two preceding■years, being only 26 3 percent, against 30*2 and 
28*8.

Letters No 288A, dated the 30th Maroh 1899, from the Board of Revenue, 
No 329S, dated the 21st February 1899, from the Director of Land Reoords, 
and No 7<i6L R, dated the 16th November 1898, from the Commissioner 
of the Ohota Nagpur Division, reviewing the Settlement Officer’s Final Report 

Letter No 669A , dated the 16th June 1899, from the Board of Revenue, on the 
subject of the grant of pattas to the raiy&ts 

The new settlement of the Palamau Government estate began to take 
effect from September 1896, but the report of the Settlement Officer, which 
bears date the 24th Ootober 1897, reached Government on the 7th April 1899. 
It appears that the correction of the proofs was much delayed owing to the 
want of time on the part of the officer engaged on the work, so that the final 
copies were not issued until August 1898. Considerable delay also occurred 
in the submission of the remarks of the Divisional Commissioner. The 
Lieutenant Governor, agreeing with the Board, is unable to regard the 
explanation offered as wholly satisfactory. 

Notwithstanding certain inaccuracies noticed by the Commissioner of the 
Division, the Report with its appendioes contains much interesting information 
relating to the physical features of the country, its agriculture, the habits 
and customs of the people, and other matters. But the accounts given m it of 
the traverse and cadastral survey, the preparation of the records, and the 
determination of the rates of rent, are meagre, and much too little has been said 
of the valuable work done by the Deputy Commissioner, Mr W R. Bright, 
who fully discussed every important question which came before Government 
in connection with the settlement, and by whom the proceedings were organised 
from the beginning, and practically the whole of the survey and record¬ 
writing and some part of the attestation supervised. 

2. The Government estate, the settlement of which forms the subject of 
the present report, lies in pargana Palamau, part of the district of the same 
name. This tract, a hilly and wild region, was conquered irom its Chero 
rulers in 1773 A.D. After sevoral successive settlements made with the 
descendants of the old Rajas, the ostate was purchased by Government in 
1812 at an auction sale for arrears of revenue. In 1816 it was granted to the 
Raja of Deo, in the district of Gaya, as a reward for loyal services rendered, but 
was resumed in 1818 m consequence of oppression on the part of the Raj 
agents, a remission of Rs. 3,600 a year from the revenue of his Bihar estates 
being allowed to the Raja by way of compensation 

3, The native rulers of Palamau had alienated a large part of the pargana 
as jagvn and other tenures granted at quit-rents, subject to a right of re-entry 
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in default of heirs male. Government on acquiring the rights of the old 
Rajas did not resume these tenures. After a searching enquiry made in 
1893-94, they have been recognised as estates, permanent, heritable, and 
transferable and the right of Government to resume on failure of male heirs 
has been abandoned once for all. The villages not so given away, known, as 
khalsa or personal villages, constitute the Government estate, which has been 
settled raijatwan from time to time, with thikadars to collect the rents from 
the raiyats. 

4. The last rogulat settlement was commenced in 1864 and completed 
in 1872. The total number of villages settled was 401 with a total area of 
278,635*81 acres (or 427 55 square miles), out of which 30 villages were 
subsequently included in the Palamau Reserved Forests, while 12 were added 
to the roll by roBumption or lungle-cleanng The terms of settlement of the 
several villages were so fixed as to expire simultaneously on the 31st Maroh 
1894, but, when the resettlement operations were in progress the existing 
settlement was extended to the 31st March 1896 in order to admit of the 
completion of the proceedings. 

5 Proposals for a resettlement of the estate were submitted to Govern¬ 
ment in September 1892, but the survey was not commenced until July 
1893. The traverse survey was practically completed m the survey year 
1893-94. Cadastral survey was commenced m November 1893, but, owing 
in great part to the slowness of the local Kol amins, was protracted till the end 
of the survey year 1894-95 In August 1895 Government decided that, in order 
to set back encroachments made by jagirdars or other tenure-holders and to 
protect the Government estate from further encroachments, tho external 
boundaries of all the khaha villages should bo surveyed and • demarcated m 
accordance with tho revenue survey of 1860, except where this had already 
been done m the course of the survey of the cultivated blocks This work 
was commenced on the 10th November 1895 and completed on the 12lh June 
1896. The initial record-writing was done by the survey amins under the 
supervision of Babu Rameshwar Prashad, and this officer also did some amount 
of attestation under the guidance of the Deputy Commissioner, Mr Bright, 
who had drawn up detailed rules for both khanapvn (initial record-writing) and 
attestation. The Settlement Officer, Mr D H E. Sunder, joined on the 
17th November 1894 The attestation work was completed m the survey 
year 1894 95, except for one village, which was dealt with m the follow¬ 
ing year Assessments were completed and announced to the raiyats by the 
end of April 1896 Jamabandu or rent-rolls were published in August 1896 
in accordance with the provisions of Act VIII (B 0 ) of 1879, and extracts 
showing the details of the lands m each holding and the rent payable were 
distributed to tho raiyats The submission of the final report was delayed till 
October 1897, in consequence mainly of the deputation of the Settlement 
Officer to famine—relief 

By a notification of the 17th July 1894, all waste lands the property of 
Government in the khaha villages, with the exception of lands used by the 
villagers for cultivation or habitation, had been declared “ Protected Forests ” 
Accordingly the Settlement Officer was required to mark off, in consultation with 
tho local Forest officers, tho village areas in blocks of a convenient shape, adding 
to the cultivated lands such quantity of waste land as would be sufficient 
for the needs of the villagers The blocks of waste land left out of these 
village areas, if of suitable size, were to form Protected Forests. It serins, 
howevbr, that the Settlement Oihcer failed to grasp the intention of Government, 
and his final report contains no mention of 'what he did in this matter: After 
the close of the settlement operations, this work was entrusted to the Sub-Deputy 
Collector, Babu Rameswar Prbshad, m charge of the Government Estate, trim 
has completed it, and bis report on the proceedings is being separately consi¬ 
dered by Government. 

6 The Palamau Government estate as now settled comprises' 399 1 
villages. The total area traversed, including jungle and Waste, is 272*000 
acres, or 425*23 square miles, of which 137,520 acres, 6T 293 93 square miles, 
from the occupied area, and hove been cadastrally surveyed. 
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The aggregate area, cultivated land eulturable, including homestead, held 
by tenants is 65,546 acres, of which 56,378 51 acres are reported to have been 
found actually under cultivation The Settlement Officer calculates the 
increase m cultivation since the last settlement at 331 per cent, taking the 
total cultivated area at that time to have been 17,511 44 acres The cultivated 
area shown m Table III appended to Mr L R Forbes’ Report of the last 
settlement is, however, 43,436 35 acres, and on this basis the increase in 
cultivation amounts to only 39 6 per cent The discrepancy has been noticed 
by the Commissioner of the Division, and a copy of the explanation called 
for by him should be submitted to Government 

oi the total cultivated area 10,438 30 acres are double cropped Rice 
occupies 33 84 per cent of the cropped area, while 54 39 per cent is covered 
by other food-crops r lUie total irrigated aiea reported by the Settlement 
Officer is 8,558*58 acres Ahars, or reservoirs made by throwing embankments 
across drainage hollows or across the natural slope of fields, constitute the 
principal source of irrigation Mr Sunder has recommendod the construction 
or improvement of certain aha> <t The matter is receiving the attention of the 
Board and the local officers, and the Licutenant-Govornor will be glad to 
have a leport on the action taken to give effect to the Settlement Officei’s 
recommendations. 

7 A great part of the population of Palamau consists of aboriginal tribes 
who weie not accustomed to the ordinary system of assessing each bigha of 
land at a certain rato of lent, known in Pal.im.iu as the uttokar system, which 
was, therefore, at the last settlement adopted only in the case of villages where 
cultivation was moio permanent and the rmyats weie of the more advanced 
castes In the more jungly villages lying chiefly to the south, the system 
adopted was the panudan sjstim, which was the only ono the aboriginal 
raiyats understood, and undei which certain oi the village lands, generally the 
lowlands fit for paddy, weie divided into a numbei of panas oi shares, each of 
which earned with it the right to cultivate a certain extent of blnta or 
upland fico of lent The parias were classified as first, second and thud class, 
accoiding to the soil contained m each, and a rent was fixed for the whole 
area according to the class in which the paria was placed 

For the new settlement it was at fust decided that the uttalcai system 
should be introduced wherevei possible, it being left to the discretion of the 
Settlement Officer to contmue tne crude pat tadm i system where ho failed to 
induce the laiyats to accept the other method Subsequently, m the course 
of Ins proceedings, the Settlement Officer found that the general development 
of the country had been such that there was no need to settle the estate 
partly on the uttakar and paitly on the panudan system, and in accordance 
with a recommendation made m his Rate Report, Government decided 
that throughout tho estate the settlement should be made on the ultakat 
system 

8 After considerable discussion it was finally decided that for purposes 
of assessment the two broad divisions of cultivated land, dhanlchet and bhita, 
should each bo divided into tin ee classes First-class dhankhet is the lowest 
land on which most water remains, and which is therefore host suited to 
winter rice, the other two classes possess the some character but in lower 
degrees First-class lluta is tho land on which bhadoi oi autumn paddy, wheat, 
barloy, maize and sugar cane aie grown, lands yielding mama (clnmne c orotund), 
linseed and gram have b£en classed as second class bhita, and those producing 
til or jinjilh (sesamum tndteum), cotton and pulses have been classeq as third- 
class bfnta. This classification is the same as that current in the adjoining 
districts of Hazaribagb and Lohardaga, but the Sc ttlemcnt Officer observes that 
while it. ajfbears to be understood by the moio intelligent rai) ats of the higher 
castes, tho bulk of the people cannot grasp tho distinction between the several 
classes 

Whilst the above classification of soils was retained unaltered fi om the 
last settlement, the similar tuple division of villages was abandoned, and m 
its place a more complicated division, based on a vauety of factois, was 
introduced. 
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In fixing the rates, Government was influenced by the consideratum that 
Falamau is still m a backward condition, partly owing to the absence of rail¬ 
ways, and the vicissitudes of the rainfall. Therefore it was decided for the 
most part to keep to the rates of the previous settlement, and m some oases 
those rates were even reduced. r

The classification ofraiyats into settled, occupancy and non-occupancy 
raiyats has been made m accordance with the principles of the Tenancy Act, 
although that Act is not in force in the Chota Nagpur Division, and although 
occupancy rights are unknown m the jaqinlari villages The large percentage 
of non-occupancy raiyats shown above is duo to the unstable disposition of the 
people. Besides the concession of occupancy nghts, all tho raiyats, whether 
rent-paying or not, have for the first time been given mahua trees free of rent 
at the rate of two trees per raiyat m the northern and four in the southern 
villages The flower of these trees, dried and preserved, forms a a valuable 
article of food for tho lower classes. The resident raiyats have also been 
allowed to hold their homestead lands rent-free, the total area of land thus 
left unassessed being 991 51 acres, or an average of 0 19 acre per raiyat 
Of the rent free holdings, tho service tenures, which are resumable, are held on 
the distinct understanding that they will be retained in their tenures only so 
long as the raiyats are satisfied with them. Tho Lieutenant-Governor agrees 
with the Commissioner and the Board m thinking that the lands comprised m 
the chaukidari tenures, amounting only to 29 acros, need not be resumed, and that 
the service tenures referred to m paragraph 97 of the final report need not bo 
specially sanctioned since they are all resumable save those called khQttttt, which 
appear to be petty maintenance grants given by the former Chero Bajas to 
jaktrtf Brahmans and others 

10. The total raiyati rental fixed at the last settlement was its. 40,843* 
This by various means the thikadars or farmers increased to Bs. 57,693, which 
was the rent actually paid as ascertained at attestation. The new rental being 
Bs 74,433, the increase on the attested rental amounts to 29 pejt cent. The 
Lieutenant-Governor agrees with the Board in thinking that (paragraph 6, 
Board’s report,) the incidence of the rent per acre, viz. Be 1-2 3, is moderate. 
The increase in the rental is due ohiefly to extension of cultivation and has 
been accepted by the tenants.

The "Tactual expenditure incurred, and the time occcupiod were, however* 
more than double those originally contemplated, this being due to tho fact 
that the original estimates wpro based on the assumption that only 110 square 
miles would have to be ca*dastrally surveyed, whereas in reality the area was 
294 square miles 

11 To the rental of the estate should be added the revenue derived from 
the followmg specieB of tiees — 

(1 ) Mahua trees —Those in excess of the number allowed to the raiyats 
free of rent have been settled for the period of the settlement (15 years at 
4 annas per tree in the northern villages and at 2 annas m tho southern 
villages 

(2) Asm trees , used for rearing silk cocoons, sold by auction annual'y by 
the Deputy Commissioner either for the whole estato or for groups of villages 

(3) Khair trees used for the manufacture of kath or catechu and m 
growing lao The Deputy Commissioner has been left free to settle these 
trees from year to year to the best advantage. Tho manufacture of kath 
involves the destruction of the trees It was therefore decided in 1896 that m 
villages whero khuir trees are numerous some of them might bo allowed to be 
felled, but that m others it might not be advisable to allow such destruction, 
specially where the trees are used for lac cultivation Khair trees are used also 
foi house posts and ploughs, and for making charcoal, and the Settlement 
Officer lecommcnds that the destruction of these trees m the Government estate 
should be stopped altogether The Deputy Commissioner does not agree m 
this recommendation The Conservator of Forests will be requested to have 
the trees m question inspected, and to submit a report as to whethei, looking 
to the rules relating to these trees in the reserved and protected forests, it 
would be inadvisable to give effect to the decision already anived at by 
Government.

The excess mahua treeB have been settled for a period of 15 years with 
the raiyats for Rq. 3,270 per annum, the palas and kusum trees were settled 
for 1896-97 at Ks. 10,087, and the revenue obtained from kath m that year 
was Re. 265. No revenue was obtained from silk cocoonB in 1896-97. 

12. The term of settlement of the land revenue has been fixed at 15 years, 
commencing’’from the beginning of the Fasli year in September 1896. The 
kists fixed at the last settlement were 4 annas, due on the 28th Octobor, 8 annas 
on the 28th January, and 4 annas on the 28th March, paid respectively from the 
sale-proceeds of the bhndot crops, of the paddy and other khan/ crops, and of 
the rail crops Rents for mahua and lac-beanng trees were payable on the 
28th March along with the last kist of land revenue. These kists have been 
continued, but it appears that a large balance generally remains uncollected at 
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the end of the financial year, owing presumably to the rah crops not being ready 
for the market till the end of April, and mahua and lac till May The Lieuten¬ 
ant-Governor therefore accepts the recommendation of the Board and the local 
officers that the 4 anna instalment of land revenue paid from the sale-proceeds 
of rab% crops should be fixed for the 28th of April, and that rent 44 for mahua and 
lac-beaung trees should bo made payable in one instalment on the 28th of 
May In view of the cncumstances leferred to a report is desired as to 
whether there is any need to make a similar change m the dates at present 
prescribed foi the collection of land levenue m the district of Palamau

Letter No (>5T A, dated the 19th June 1899, from the Dueotor of the Department 
of Land Records and Agriculture, Bengal, submitting the above 

The Annual Report of the Cml Veterinary Department, Bengal, for the 
year ending 31st March 1899, which was due on the 1st of June reached this 
Government 23 days after the date fixed for its submission, or two months 
earlier than was the case last year. The Lieutenant-Governor hopes that the 
Director of Land Records will find it possible to submit the report still 
more punctually in future. The report affords a clear and short account of 
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the important matters with which the Department has to deal, and the Statistical 
tables appended to it contain much valuable information in a convenient 
form. 

2 The Veterinary College —In the year under report the status of the 
1 ten gal Veterinary School was raised to that of a College, and the course 
of instruction was extended from two to three years. The institution has 
fairly earned this promotion by good work in the past, and the Lieutenant- 
Governor has eveiy confidence that its future will justify the action of 
Government Rovised rules for the admission of the students, the regulation 
of their studies, and the admission of animals into the hospital attached, to the 
col logo have, since the close of the year, boen published under Government 
Notification No 523T —It, dated the 14th June 1899. 

Though the number of students attending the college throughout the 
year under report was smaller than in previous years, the results of the 
annual examinations of the institution were most satisfactory. All the six 
students of the fust-year class, and the 15 students of the second-year class 
passed creditably and were promoted to the lespective highei classes At 
the prize distilbution made by the Lieutenant-Governor at the college premises 
on the 25th Maich last, he had the pleasure of expressing his satisfaction at the 
excellence of the airangcments of the institution, the thoroughness of the 
instrmtion impnited to the students, and the rapid advance made by it within 
the short space of five } ears from the commencement of its existence 

J Stipends —Out of the 30 monthly stipends of Rs. 5 each annuall\ 
allotted by Government, only four were awarded in class A, and 10 m class 
B of the college during the veai undei report The remaining students were 
assisted, six by District Board Stipends, one by the Burdwan Raj Stipend, 
and one by the Shew Buksh Bagla Scholarship 

4. The Managvg Committee —The Managing Committee was strength¬ 
ened by the addition of Mr C L S Russell, ( s , and Mr Abdur Rahman, Khan 
Bnhadui, and after the piize distilbution, at which the Lieutenant Governor 
commented on the «mall amount of mteie-t shown m the college by 
Muhammadans, two othei members, i i/, the Ilon’ble Nawab Syed Amir 
Hossein, cu, and Maulvi Budruddm Haidar Khan Bahadur, were appointed 
It is hoped that the addition of these gentlemen will induce tho community to 
which they belong to turn their minds to a form of employment, which m 
other provinces has proved very attractive to them 

5 The VcPnnary Infbmaiy —There has been a large increase in the 
number of sick animals tioated m the lnfirmaiy and in the income from fees 
for treatment and shoeing There is still, however, much room for develop¬ 
ment, and tho Lieutenant-Governor hopes that as further knowledge is gained 
of the advantages offered by the institution the public gonerall), and official 
bodies especially, will resort to it with increasing frequency and confidence 

G Veterinary Assistants —Of tho 35 students who passed out of the insti¬ 
tution as Veterinary Assistants from March 1896 to Marcn 1898, 19 have obtained 
permanent appointments, 3 are in temporary employment, 10 have started 
pnvate practice, 2 arc studying medicine, and 1 only is out of employ at 
present It is cleai from those figures that there is a considerable demand for 
vetennary assistants, which is likely to still further increase in the neai 
future, and the students have the great encouragement of a practical certainty 
of immediate employment on completion of their curriculum 

7 Veterinary Dispensaries —Altogether mno vetennaiy dispensanos were at 
work in this Province duung tho year under leport Those at Silamarhi, Patna 
and Dumraon were established duung 1897-98, and tho remaining six at 
Gaya, Mnzaffarpur, Cuttack, Balasore, Burdwan and Tippera were newly 
oponed duung the year. Preparations weie also made for tho opening of 
two more dispensanos at Dumka and Kanti, but thess could not commence 
regular opeiations until aftor the close of the year From the accounts given 
in tho report ot tho woiking of these mno disponsanes, it appears that the Sita- 
marhi, Patna and Dumraon dispensaries weie m good order, each of them 
showing a surplus of income over expenditure Tho.workmg of the Balasore 
and Cuttack dispensanos was also satisfactory, though their financial condition 
was not so sound as those of tue three mentioned above The Gaya and the 


( 
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Muzaffaipur dispensaries were established too late m the year to make much 
progress Considering that Burdwan was one of the few districts m Bengal 
which suffered very seveiely fiom the outbreak of cattle disease during the year, 
the amount of work done by the Veterinary Assistant, appointed by the District 
Board of that district, was very small. The arrangements of the f J ippera 
dispensary are not satisfactory, and the attention of the Distuct Board is invited 
to the matter 

In the letter with which this report was forwarded, the Director of Laud 
Records emphasised the need these infant institutions are in, of the caie of the 
Commissioners and District Magistrates The Lieutenant Governor fully 
agrees with him that the hearty help of those officers should he given, 
especially in the early yeais of the dispensaries 

8 Outh ealcs of contagious disease among cattle —Reports of the outbreak's 

of cattle disease in epidemic form were received 
from 529 districts during the yeai under report, 
but tbe services of Vetty inary Assistants weic 
required only in the distiirts noted on the margin 
Then services clearly saved the peasantiy much loss 
Tho largest numlicr of deaths was reported from 

Cuttack, where, out of 5,425 total deaths, 2,586 oi 48 per cent weie from 
nndeipest alone The disease, however, was most fatal m Chittagong where, 
out of 3,422 animals attacked with the disease, 3,251 or 95 per cent arc said 
to have died Burdwan and Pun also suffered severely fiom the disease, and 
the latter fiom foot and mouth disease as well 

During tho yeai the Dnectoi of Land Rocoids arranged with the Inspector 
Geneial of Police, that m ordor to give earlier intimation of the outbreak of 
cattle disease, the officers in. charge of police-stations should send post caids 
dncct to tho Superintendent, Civil Veterinary Department, Bengal This was 
done for two or throe months towards the end of the y ear and the ai rangement 
was found to woik well. 

9 Hindu pest experiments —Successful experiments were conducted duung 
tho year by Veterinary-Major Raymond, to demonstrate the value of scium 
injection as a preventive and a cuie for lmderpest Expenments wcie also 
conducted by lum with rinderpest hides and hides of animals, winch had died of 
malignant sorethroat, from which it appeared to be (eitam that no danger could 
anse from tho exportation of such hides into foreign countnes The enqumes 
mado in the pievious year into the value of Koch’s system of bilo injection 
were also continued with favourablo results 

JO Operations undei the Glanders and Faicg Act in Noith Bihar —Tne 
operations under the Glanders and Farcy Act, which wcie commenced in ttie 
threo districts of Saran, Chnmpaian and Muziiffaipui in the latter pait of the 
year 1897-98, were continued throughout tho 5 ear under report The Super¬ 
intendent, Civil Veterinary Department, lias piomiscd to submit a leport 
when they are completed 

11 . Cattle-fans , shows , c —The Lieutenant-Governor observes that the 
Superintendent could not manage to visit personally more than two cattle- 
fairs in the Province, as compared with five m tho pievious year This was 
due to his pressing duties in connection with the numerous scientific experi¬ 
ments carried on by him, and the high picture at which both ho and Ins 
college staff had to woik throughout the yeai Vctorinary-Majoi Raymond 
leeogmscs, however, the importance of tins launch of his work, and will no 
doubt be able to devote more lime to it in the picsent ) ear. 

1 2 Hbrse and pony breeding in Bengal — The enqumes which wei e instituted 
at the desire of Sir Alexander Mackenzie into the possibility of lmpioving the 
breed of country ponies in Bengal, were conducted by Vcterinarj-Major 
Raymond throughout the year, and aftor its close he submitted to Government 
a repoit, in which ho suggested that the opeiations should, in the first instance, 
be confined to the Bihar districts, Darjeeling and Sikkim, as being the most 
promising localities in tho Province, and might then if desnod be gradually 
* extended to the districts of Lower Bengal, where the necessity for such 
operations is not s 6 great at piesent. It has been decided to confine piesjnt 
expei intents to two districts of Bihar.

11 Fniai cial and General —The receipts from fee s and the Provincial 
shuie ot the expenditure of the Civil Veterinary Depaitment, Bengal, during 
thcyeai 1898-99 weie Rs 6,04(5-12-9 and Rs 37,0116-10 respectively, as 
against Rs 1,988 and Rs 27,310-3-11 during 1897-98 

Veterinary Mnjoi Raymond was on torn for a penod of 119 days, during 
the year undi r lcpoil. 3 ho Goveinment of India having declined to meet the 
• xpendituio on account of the entertainment of a Personal Assistant for the 
Superintendent to carry on a portion of his duties during his absence on tour 
iiom Calcutta, this Goveinment has been compelled to abandon the proposal

1'IBST I'OBEC \8T OF TUB 8UGAHCANE CHOP IN BENGAL, 1809 

Explanatory —The following preliminary foiecast of the 
area and outturn of the sugarcane ciop m Bengal is issued 
under the recent oiders of Government diiecting that two 
forecasts of this crop should m future be submitted in tlio 
place of the note on the crop that has hitherto been in¬ 
corporated in the final note on the t abi harvest. This is 
the first separate note on the sugarcane crop published by this 
Department. 

Estimates of the sugar produced from other sources than 
cane will be included in the final forecast of sugarcane to be 
issued in December next, as the juice of the date palm, which 
is the only other source of sngar in Bengal, ib usually extract¬ 
ed in the winter, and no reliable estimate of the outturn can 
at present be made. 

2 Character of the season —Frequent showers fell m 
the early and latter parts of January, and the total rainfall 
for the month was above the average in all Divisions, except 
Ori6sa, where it was only half the norma) Ram fell in scat¬ 
tered showers at tho beginning of February m most parts of 
the Province, and after a short spell of fine weather, again 
fell m heavy showers towards the close of the month m the 
south-eastern districts Tho total rainfall for the month 
wa«, however, much below the normal in all partB of the 
Piovince, except East Bengal. In March the rainfall was 
less than the normal in all parts, except North Bengal In 
April more than the aveiage rain fell m all districts, except¬ 
ing North Bengal, where it was slightly in defect The rain¬ 
fall m May was, on the average, below tho normal in Noith 
Bengal and in the Bhagalpur and Chota Nagpur Divisions, 
noimal in the rest of Bihar, but much abovo the normal in 
Onssa and Lower Bengal. In June tho rainfall was geneial, 
and largely above the noimal in all parts of the Province, 
except Orissa, while tho lainfall in July has also been 
unusually heavy* On the whole, the season has been favoui- 
ablo for the cultivation and growth of sugarcane, oxcept 
in some gf tho districts of Lowei Bengal, especially in 
Nadia,* Khulna, Pabna, 'Bogin, and Noakliali, where the 
crop* appears to have suffered fiom excessive rain In 
Dacca the crop has been paitially damaged by sugarcane 
disease*. 
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3 Area sown —In the note on the outturn of the rabi 
crops in Bengal, published m April last, the normal aioa 
under sugarcane m the Province was shown as 996,100 acres 
The normal area has since been revised by some District 
Officers, in consequence of which the provincial total stands 
at 896,700 acres, showing a reduction of about 100,000 acies 
Even this figure appears to be high, and the figures returned 
by some of the District Officers appear to repiesent maxima 
rather than normal areas. 

The total area under sugarcane this year is estimated 
at 868,300 acres against 868,900 acres cultivated in 1898. 
These figuies do not, however, illustrate tho general exten¬ 
sion of cultivation since last year, observable from a 
detailed examination of the district returns. This extension 
would have shown an increase of nearly 18,000 acres since 
1898, had it not been counteracted by a reduction due 
to climatic causes alone iu Nadia and Pabna, and to an 
unexplained drop of 6,900 acres in Manbhum. The figures 
for this district appear open to doubt. 

4 Outturn —From the statomont appended to this note, 
it will be seen that an outturn aboi e the normal is expected m 
6 districts, while m 19 districts the outturn is estimated at 
the normal. In 7 other distucts the estimate vanes between 
90 and 100 per cent., in 6 others between 80 and 90, and 
m the remaining 8 districts it falls below 80 Generally 
speaking, it wonld appeal that the prospects of the sugar¬ 
cane crop aro good in the comparatively dry districts of 
Bihar, Orissa and Chota Nagpur, and indifferent m the 
damper districts of Lower Bengal 

According to the returns of the District Officers, the out¬ 
turn of the sugarcane crop in Bengal should bo estimated at 
96 per cent of a normal crop against 90 per cent estimated 
m 1898, but as there appears to be a tendency on the part 
of some District Officers to underestimate the outturn, it 
may be safely anticipated that the sugarcane ciop for the 
Province will, as fax as can be at present foreseen, yield 
about a normal outturn in tho current year

I am directed to submit the Report on the working of the Indian Factories 
Act, XV of 1881, as amended by Act XI of 1891, m Bengal, during the yeai 
1898 Tho prescribed statements, Forms I and II, are appended 

3 Number oj factories and system of work —The total number of factories 
actually at work at the end of the year 1897 was 167 Sixteen factories weie 
brought under tho Act during the yoar under report, via , 3 in the 24- 
Parganas, 1 m Hooghly, 1 in Howrah, 8 in Dacca, 2 m Purnea, and 1 in 
Cuttack At tho same time 2 fac'oncs in Howrah were removed from the 
list, and 1 m Jessore remained closed dui mg the y„ar. Tho total number of 
factories actually at work at the close of the year 1898 was therefore 180. In 
88 factonos woik was carried on by shifts or sets, m 73 by midday stoppages, 
in 4 by a combination of shifts and midday stoppages, and in 14 by other 
means Thero is one factory in Dacca, not at work at the close of the year, for 
which no return was received. Tho number of factories exempted from tho rule 
requiring a Sunday or weekly holiday was 33 as against 28 in tho previous 
year Tho average daily number of operatives in the mills aggregated, men, 
women and children, 165,027 against 166,828 m 1897 The details for both 
years are given m the tablo below To it have been added, for the purposes 
of illustiating tho growth of factories m Bengal, the figures for 1893 —

* A largo factory at Sorajganj was destroyed by the recent earthquake, and tbo business was re opened on now premises 
erected near Calcutta 

If the returns have been accurately furnished, tho plague scare of 1898 
produced no serious diminution of labour at the factories except in the city 
of'Calcutta Proper The managers had just cause for anxiety, but the effects 
seem to have been much smaller than was at the time believed. 
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The Special Inspector of Factories reports that electricity as an illummant 
has becomo quite general in tbo large mills and m a few workshops, but that 
as a motive power it is little used. 

The question of tho closing of jute mills early on Saturdays was considered 
during tho year, and a special report was submitted to tho Government of 
India on the subject The mill-owners agreed to close their mills entirely on 
Saturdays for six months, commencing from tho 1st April 1899, an arrango- 
mont which happily obviatod the necessity of futuie consideration of the 
conflicting proposals on the subject. Subsequently, however, to t'ne great 
regret of all concerned, this agreement was abandoned by the contracting 
parties, and the niattor stands exactly where it did * * * * 

3 Inspections —Ten factories were inspected once, 12 factories twice, 41 
thrico, and 114 moro than three times Three factories m the district of Dacca, 
viz, tho jute presses of Mr. J Nicholas, Tanbazar, and of Messrs Alexander 
and Company, Sital Lakliya, and the jute factory of Messrs. Watt Brothers 
and Company, Madanganj, wore not inspected. An explanation of the omission 
to inspect these fat tones will be called for. It is reported that the results of 
inspections weie generally satisfactory, and that tho suggestions of the inspect¬ 
ing officers as regards sanitary ariangements, fencing of machinery, and other 
matters were, as a rule, readily attended to by the mill managers 

4 Sanitary art angemenls and ventilation —The sanitary condition of tho 
factories and the sanitary airangements in them continued to be genoially satis¬ 
factory Factories were, as a rule, well ventilated, and piopor stops were taken 
by mill managers to keep them clean 

5 Quarters for operatives. —There is still much that is unsatisfactory m the 
reports received this year Tho Supeuntendent, Campbell Hospital, made 
certain imnaiks with regard to tho oveiciowded and msauitary condition of the 
bustis m Cossipore-Chitpur The Magistiatc of the 21-Parganas, to whom 
the matter was reforred, reports, however, that he visited some of these 
bustis where cases of plague had occurred, and was generally satisfied 
with their cleanliness The Civil Medical Officer of Serampore states that the 
mill hands there are mostly low-class up country people who habitually 
neglect all rules of sanitation, with the insult that their bustis become hot beds of 
disease Similaily, the Magistrate of Howrah wntes that the mill operatives, 
chiefly from Bihar and tho North-Western Provinces, live in ill-ventilated huts 
specially set apart for them They cluster in hundreds on undramod sites, and 
are a source of danger to others These men are for tho most part drawn 
from country villagt s where rules of sanitation are unknown, and it is not 
strange that they should keep to the rustic methods to which alone they are 
accustomed On the other hand, all the best nulls in the neighbourhood of 
Calcutta have constructed excellent quarters for their coolies They find it 
profitable to do so Even rustics of the Upper Provinces prefer clean, tidy, 
healthy dwellings, if they can get them, and the mill which provides these will 
always command tho best supply of the best labour For this reason, that good 
housing of tho mill hands is to the true inteiert and advantage of the mills them¬ 
selves, the Lieutenant-Governor has the hope that the example of the better mills 
will quickly spread Meanwhile the Magistrates of Howrah and Serampore will 
use all their influence to that end 

6 Vaccination of operatives —As a rule no one is admitted into a factory 
unless ho has been vaccinated Why the practice is *not invariably insisted 
on appears from the following remarks of the Magistrate of Howrah *— 

“ The up-country part of the population is, however, averse to vaoom&tion, and unprotect¬ 
ed persons are everywhere sufficiently numerous to be a great souroe of danger when small¬ 
pox appears. Attempts to get managers of factories to me their influenoe in this matter 
have not, as a rule, been successful It appears to mo that there is {i great and, I think, 
excessive tenderness on the part of managers in doing anything to arouse the prejudices of 
their employes, and this has undoubtedly been increased by the scares involving a temporary 
loss of labour which have ocourred m recent years In some respeots it seems to me that this 
is pushed beyond the lmnts of real prudence I mean that the employes learn to count on 
getting their own way and that future trouble is thereby Btored up ” 

7 Water-supply. —The water-supply in sofbst factories, though drafrn 
from various sources was, as reported last year, generally satisfactory. 
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8. . General health of the operatives —The general health of the operatives 
was good daring the year. A few cases of cholera occurred at the Pottery 
Works of Messrs. Born and Company at Ramganj, and in the Narayanganj 
cooly lines m the district of Dacca; but these octunonces were not due to any 
negligence on the part of tho managers to adopt procautionary steps The 
Commissioner of the Presidency Division has made the following observations 
on this subject — 

“ The general health of the operatives was, on the whole, good During the latter half* 
yew, malarial favor prevailed in some quarters There was an outbreak of low malarial 
fever at the fiudge*Budge and the Clive Jute Mills Dr Gomley, who was espe* 
oially appointed to report about this, considered that the prevalence of the disease 
was for the most part duo to the insanitary condition of the bustis near those mills 
He suggested oertam remedies, aud steps are now being taken for the improvement of 
tho bustis on the lines suggested ” 

9 Wages and general condition of the operatives —There was no material 
change during the year under review in tho rates of wages paid to different 
classes of opeiatives, which are generally higher than those prevailing 
for agricnltuial labour m tho neighbourhood It is, howevei, to be borne 
in u md that the coolies leciuitcd horn the Noith-Western Provinces and Bihar 
come heie to save tho greatest sum of money m the shoitest time They 
ngidly limit their expendituio to tho lowest sum necessaiy to support, not 
health, but life They live m the meanest huts, and cat tho worst food, because 
these are the cheapest Hence theie is no necessary connection between the 
wages ieceived by thorn, and their physical condition Last year it was stated 
that tho condition or the operatives in the Kajla Silk Filature was poor, though 
the rate of wages paid was fair The Commissioner of the Rajahahi Division 
reports that duimg the yeai under report th'e operatives in this factory 
received good wages m comparison with those received by lahoureis employed 
on other works. Then condition is lepoited to have been tolerable. 

10 Employment of tvomen and children —Tho rules regaiding tho employ¬ 
ment of womon and children were duly observed Light woik such as 
spinning, weaving, &c , was given to thorn Women and children were 
employed m large numbers m juto and cotton mills and piesses, where the 
system of woik was carried on mainly by shifts or sets, with intervals of lost 
and general and occasional holidays Special care was taken not to admit 
children of doubtful ages until they were examined and passed by the 
certifying surgeons. Accidents to children in cleaning the liiaclnneiy when it 
was in motion were very few, and these win e duo to disobedience of the 
factory rules 

With legard to tho impropei employment of childion Mr Duke, Magis¬ 
trate of Howrah, on two or three occasions detected childien under age 
working in certain lute mills Tho excuse mvauably was that their presence 
was unauthorised, that they had come with food for their parents He remarks 
that it is against tho interest of tho managers to enrol children m their books 
as workers until they are worth the pay of their class, hence there is a strong 
temptation to let them hang about the mills and pick up the necessary know¬ 
ledge beforehand He suggests rb the best remedy the absolute prohibi¬ 
tion of the presence of such children in rooms m which work is going on— 
a piohibition perhaps hardly required by the piesent dimensions of the evil. 

The Special Inspector has made the following remarks on this subjeet — 

“As several fatal acoidents have happened in jute mills to women working at the 
softeners, i think it would not.unduly hamper the managers if women were forbidden to 
work at these maohines, at least at the feed-end the work is deoidedly arduous, and bangles 
on tbeir arms and wrigs, and anklets on the feet, have, on several oooasions, been the direct 
cause of fatal aoontents In the majority ot mills only men ate employed lor this work " 

Tho fataFaccidents to women in jute mills were this year very numerous, 
and these lemarlgs will be commonded to the managers of all jute nulls. 

11 Fencing of machinery —The machinery m the factories is generally 
reported to have been properly fenced The following remarks aie quoted 
from the report of the Speoial Inspector of Factories — 

“It will be seen from the list of fatal aooidonta that several have ooeurrod again at 
the jute-softener. 1 have always considered this maohine one of the most dangerous to work 
• 'at, and years ago reoommendedfthat automatio travelling tables should be fittel at both ends, 
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and thus avoid the necessity of placing the jute by hand near the rollers 1 inquired into 
the cause of the last aooident at this machine, which ocourred at the Sibpur Jute Mill, and 
it appears that the woman allowed jute to become entangled with her foot I calculate 
that six or eight seconds must have elapsed before her foot entered the rollers, and had any 
of the workers about (and there were numbers of them) thrown over the lever to stop the 
machine, no accident would have happened , but it transpired that many hearing her screams 
rushed away, and those that came to her assistance simply pulled at her not one having 
the sense to throw over the ldver I do not think anything fuither oan be done to 
guard the machine, but, as already suggested, women might be forbidden to work at the

The lamfall for the year was normal The low temperatuie which 
prevailed in January 1899, did considerable injury to the nuneiy beds of tire 
Mungpoo Division, and the moztality among the seedling plants was so great 
that the proposed extension of the plantation for the coining yeai will have 
to be considerably curtailed The number of trees uprooted at the plantation 
for their bark was 469,440 against 245,109 in the previous jeai, while 170,13b 
young trees were planted out The result of the year’s operations was that 
the total numbei of living plants , excluding the nuisery stock, which amounted 
to 138,080) at the close ot the year was 2,179,245 

2 The crop ot the year amounted to 23(>,098 lbs of dry bark, all ot 
which was obtained from the trees uprooted in the Government plantations in 
Sikkim The bulk of the bark was of the quinine-producing soit, and, with 
the exception of l, 06 <i£ lbs supplied to medical depdts oi sold to Govern 
ment offaceis and to the public, the whole ciop was, as usual, made over to the 
cinchona factory for manufacture into quinine and febnfuge Besides the 
baik obtained from cropping, 131,615 lbs of baik were purchased from private 
plantations in Sikkim and Southern Indiu The Superintendents of Cinchona 
Cultivation,'Bengal and Madras, met at a conference to consider the question 
of the relationship of the Bengal and Madras factories, respectively, towards the 
hark market in Southern India, and a definite understanding was come to 
regarding future purchases of bark in that locality 

3. The outturn of the factory was 10,335 lbs of sulphate of quinmo and 
3,921 lbs. of oinchonafebrifuge against 10,149 and4,076 lbs, respectively, in 
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1897-98 The following statement compares the issues of the year with 
those of the preceding year —

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5 The expenditure on the plantation amounted to Rb. 58,472 against 
Rs. 66,509 in the previous year, the decrease being chiefly in the temporary 
establishment and in the salaries of European assistants The amount spent 
on account of the factory fell from Rs 89,278 to Rs 65,468. Of this reduction 
however, Rs. 25,756 was due to smaller purchases of bark in Madras, and the 
Superintendent points out that this cannot be regaided as a tiue saving as it 
would have been to the advantage of the factoiy to spend the full allotment 
of 'half a lakh 

6. N The cash receipts show a surplus over cash expenditure of Rs 35,579, 
but, owing to the fall in the price of bark, there has been a large decrease in the 
value of the stock m hand, And Dr Train estimates the net profits at Rs 10,879 
as against Rs 11,632 last year Under the circumstances this must bo hold 
to be satisfactory.

The Tmnnial Repoit was duo to Government on the 1st of May and was 
submitted ou the ‘Jid of July It is explained that the delay is du6 to the 
necessarily laige volume of statistics lequircd and the difficulty of obtaining 
conect figuies fiom the local officets 

2 A'umbet oj D^ptusm ics —The numbei of dispensanes rose from 4.i0 
in 1895 to 492 m 1898 There is a giatiiying increase in the number of Local 
Fund dispensanes, which have increased from 21 o to 289 during the 
period undu ieview To this total the DiBtuct Board ot Backet gunge 
contuhuti d no less tlian U now dispensaries In the .same district a system of 
medical idiot was mauguiated which Colonel Hendley ughtly legards as being 
almost as mipoitant as tho opening of new dispensation This is the bringing 
ofmedual aid to tho homes of the people by entrusting simplo medicine 
chests to the headmen of villages remote tiom dispensaries. Another system 
favourably noticed by Colonel Hendley is that by which a medical officei 
visits ceitam centies at short fixed intervals This system has been worked 
with success hi Ranaghat by private igcncy, and is said to be employed exten¬ 
sively in tl o moio spaisely populated paits of Russia Both systems socm well 
suited to Bengal, and the Lieutenant Goveinor will be glad if the lnspector- 
Gcneial of Civil Hospitals can arrange to give them a moro extended tnal 

i Admiflistt a turn —An unsatisf u tory featui o of tho adnunistiation noticed 
m the last lepoit was the infeiiority of the subordinate medical staff relatively 
to that of other piovitiees During the past three ycats important steps have 
been taken towards lcmedying tbi", both by improving supei vision and by 
the mtiodaction of seveial necessaiy leforms Of these the most noticeable 
is tho improvement m the position ird pio«pccts ot Civil Assistant Surgeons 
Seven Civil Suigt oucies have recently been allotted to this class of medical 
olhceis, and a scnioi giade on Rs 300 per mensem has been created. 
Unoiuplo) ed pay, which was felt as a sonous hardship, has also been abolished. 
These ilinngos should go far towaids increasing tho attractiveness of this 
branch of the sc l \ ice. . 

In the mattci ot the medical education of Hospital Assistants an important 
advance has been made by extending the epurse of instruction in vernacular 
medical schools fiom three to four yenis, with tho special object of including 
medico-legal work in the curriculum «* 

It was noted in the last resolution as a sonous defect in medical administra¬ 
tion that the powci given to tho suppoiters of private dispen&nes of engaging 
any medical men they chose often led to the appointment of unsatisfactory 
pei sons This has since been remedied by making all such appointments subieot 
to the approval of the Inspector-General of Civil Hospitals Colonel Hendley 
is now of opinion that still more power m this respect should be put into the 
hands of tho Inspector Genoial of Civil Hospitals, and that he should be given 
authority to remove any man whom he considers incompetent, and to veto 
the removal of any incumbent It may, however, be ooubted whether the 
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advantages to be gained by a more efficient and centialised control would not 
be more than counterbalanced by the alienation of sympathy and interest of 
those who support the institutions, and who would feel that then powers and 
nghts had been impaired Another change which has been made is the fixing 
of an average rate of contribution from local bodies for tlio loan of Government 
Medical Officers Instead of paying the actual grade pay of the officer 
pinpointed—a charge which often weighed lauvily on then resources when 
irsqemor officer was appointed to a pooi dispensary or was piomoted while 
m cnargo of it—they are now required to pay a fixed conti lbution inespective 
of the grade of the officer in charge. The advantages of this change are 
obvious, and the system'has worked excellently in piactice 

4. Inspections —Tlio number of inspections ot outlying dispensaues by 
Civil Surgeons lose fiom ‘191 in 189(1 to 409 m 1897 and 420 m 1808 Colonel 
Hondley has paid paitirular attention to the question of inspections and has 
treated the subject in a thoroughly piactical mannoi While reducing where 
necessary the numbei ot inspections previously piescubed, he has taken great 
pains to ensuio that inspections shall m nil cases ho thoiougli, and suth as 
will bo of piactical assistance to the Civil Smgeons’ suboidinatcs Sinc< his 
appointment in Apul 1898, Colonel Hendlcy has himself visited ncaily all 
the important civil stations m Bengal, and subsequently to the amalgamation 
of the Sauitary Commissioners office with that of tho Inspector Gencial of 
Civil Hospitals, he has had the benefit of Majoi Dyson’s assistance in this 
branch of woik 

5. Management by loial bodies —The number of dispensaries managed by 
local bodies during the last three years was as follows —

In the last Triennial Repoit the Insptctoi-Gencial of Civil Hospitals had 
to complain that local bodies generally showid a want of interest with legard 
to the management of dispensanes. Colonel Hondley now lepoits an improve 
mont in this lespect Ho has, however, still some complaints to make, oi which 
the most impoitant is given as follows in his own words — 

“ Municipal contribution towards tho maintenance of dr peusanes is fitful, and is 
regulated m accordance with the amount of private subsc upturns, iVc , that is to say, it tho 
lnoome of a dispen&aiy from these and other sources is sufficient jiut to meet its bare lequne- 
ments, the Municipality expends nothing fioiu municipal iunds upon it Nogicat 
improvement or reform can he hoped for unless it u laid down thit, no mattu whatevir tho 
mcomo from local souroes may be, the municipaluios must coLlnbuto a ccitam peicentago 
ot their income towards the maintenance, lmprovi mont, (to, ot the medical (bauties under 
their care, oi that they must moot all ordinary charges, leaving most extensions and all those 
extra expenses which go to make up tho success of a medical institution to the chanty of the 
publio ” 

The Inspector-General has already submitted proposals to Government on 
this point, and the mattei has been separately considered and oidcis passed 
Whilo fully sympathising with Colonel Hendley’s laudable desire to lemove tho 
deficiencies in dispensaiy administration xvlnch do no doubt exist, the view of 
the Lieutenant-Governor is that the piopoi remedy is to be found, not 
in fixing a minimutd foi all municipalities, whose needs and lesources 
must vary according to their circumstances, but in watchiug individual 
cases of neglect* and in stimulating expenditure m such cases by bunging 
them to the notice of the local officers. To adopt Colonel Ilendley’s pioposal 
would bo to check tho flow of pnvato charity by declaring that it shall in no 
case whatever suffice. It is to be observed that additional motive powei m this 
matter has been given to municipal expondituie on medical chanties by the 
amendment m 1896 of section 69 of the Municipal Act, undci which medical 
expenditure is now under the oontrol of the Commissioner That muiucipah 
ties are on the whole not backwaid relatively in contributing to dispensanes is 
shown by the fact that m 1897-98 the municipalities of the Noith-Western 
Provinces with a total income of nearly 45 lakbs contributed Rs 60,000 to 
dispensaries, while in Bengal out of an income of 38 lakbs municipalities con¬ 
tributed Rs. 1,86,000. Moreover, the figures given in paiagrnph 12 of Colonel 
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Ilemlley’s repoifc show th.it tho proportion of patients treated m municipal 
disponsuies to tho population of the municipalities themselves is 48 61 per 
cent —a fact which cleaily indicates tha t tho area of municipal chanty extends 
fai beyond municipal limits Tho Lieueiiant-Governoi observes with pleasure 
that municipalities aro on tho whole fully sonsiblo of their obligations in tho 
matter of medical chanty, and has no doubt that, as opportunity servos, there 
will bo still fuilher adwuuemcnt in this important duty

The lncto.tse in the number of outdoor patients in 1898 is paiticularly 
s-iti&f ictoi j, inasmuch is it occunediu an exceptionally healthy year and one 
in which the tea of plague measures might havo been expocteu to deter the 
people ti om h iving locourse to Government dispensanes. In othoi provinces 
the attendance shows a large falling otf, which is ascribed mainly to this 
cause, and the fact that tho contiaiy was the case m Bengal is testimony to 
tho nit reusing populanty of the dispensanes and to tho confidence felt by tho 
people m their administration

As has been noted m previous reports, a principal cause of the comparatively 
low attendance m Bengal is the number and populanty of the local kobirajes 
and hakims, whoso paid service are largely preferred by the people to the 
gratuitous services of tho dispensaries So far as this is evidence of tho 
prosperity and independence of tho population of Bengal, and of their reluct* 
anco to avail themselves of chan table assistance when they hie able to help 
themselves, it is a mattoi for satisfaction rather than regret. Colonel Hendley 
expiosses himself as not unmindiul of the claims of private practitioners, and 
rightly disclaims all idea of compotmg with them. At tho same time he con* 
aiders that the charitable dispensanes have not yet reached all those for whom 
they are intended, and ascribes the reluctanco to attend of those who would 
otherwise do so as m pait due to the low standard of accommodation and 
the want of additional comforts m them The Inspector-General of Civil 
Hospitals does not lose sight of the fact that the proportionate expenditure 
on patients is considerably higher m Bengal than in most other provinces, and 
his remarks on this subject contained in a circular addressed by mm to all Civd 
Surgeons doserve quotation They ate as follows — * 

“ In nine cases out of ten it is not so much to want of money as to want of pernstanoe 
and ingenuity that the bad ooadition of oqr hospitals is to be attributed. A good Surgeon 
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who is possessed of tact, skill and onthusiasm, as a rule, will soon be able to indoctrinate others 
with some of his /oil, and af all evouts be able to make a number of small impiovemcntH 
which will add tothe pi»pulaiit> of bin dispensary and increase the comfort of the p opl< 
under his care It dots not tako iuu< li money to put up a low pictures m a ward, to 
whit( wash the lowei panes of a window so as to prevent papers by from looking into th** 
room, to make a pathway across a swampy compound , to crtct screens so that women nsa> 
be seen ill privacy, to denusn walls and floois, noi dots jt lnwer the Hospital A distant s 
dignity oi evm Ins liifluuico to be courltous to all and polite to wjincn oi kind to childicn ** 

There can bo no question as to the soundness of those c imnently piac- 
tiifo^iomaiks, and no doubt that the method s.Uigt sto I in tin in must do much 
to warns nusing the attendance m the Bengal dispens mes to its propei level 
The Lieutenant-Grovel nor earnestly commends tin m to tho officers m charge 
of dispensaries and hospitals throughout the province These may scum small 
matteis, but it is those little acts of c onsideration and tlioughtfuliipfeb foi the 
comfort of the patient, that add, out of all piopoilion to thui appaient value 
to the attidctivoness of a liospit il

The mam somces of income are of course contrbutions from local funds 
and private subscnptiofls Of these, the former has already been noticed. 
As regards subscriptions. Colonel Hendley now renews a suggestion previously

OUTRAGES ON WOMEN IN MYMENSINGH. 


Tho Hon’bie Raja Ranajit Sinha Bahadur of Nashipur asked — 

Has tlio attention of the Government been drawn to the reports which 
appeared m tho Indian Minot of the 22nd June last and the Uiiabadi 
of 13th, 20th and 27th Jausla 1306 B S. and other' nowspapers legarding 
tho outrages and assaults ou women in the district of Mymonsingh, and will 
the Government be pleased to state what steps, if any, it has taken in the 
matter 9 

The non’ble Mr. Bolton replied — 

“ The statements which appeared m the newspapers attracted the notice of 
the Government and reports were called for from the Magistrate Of the district 
and the Commissioner. There has been no marked increase m offences 
against women during the present year, but many cases h&yo occurred in 
recent years, the crime having been prevalent m the distnet lor a very long 
period During both Sir Charles Elliott’s and Sir Alexander Mackenzie’s 
admimstiation orders were issued to ensure more effective investigation of cases 
and prosecution of offenders The Police have not since been remiss, and 
many convictions, accompanied by heavy sentences, have been secured. These 
punishments have presumably not been without efieot on the bad characters, 
but further special action appears necessary. The Lieutenant-Governor has 
accordingly sanctioned the deputation of Special .Police Inspectors to the 
district, to assist the ordinary Police. These officers will take up all serious 
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cases reported, and the detection of dime will, it is hoped, be more prompt 
and effectual. They will also be utilised for enquiries as to the propriety of 
proceedings against desperate and dangerous characters under section 110 (J) 
of the Code of Criminal Proceedure.” 

WATER-SUPPLY IN THE MUFASSAL 

The Hon’ble Raja Ranajit Sinha Bahadub of Nashipub asked — 

Will the Government be pleasod to lay on the table a statement, distiict by 
district, showing the amount spent on account of the water supply m the 
mufassal and the number of wells and tanks excavated and re-excavated for the 
last 5 years? 

The Hon’blo Mb Bakes replied — 

“ I will lay on the table a statement showing the amount spent on water- 
supply by District Boards and Municipalities during the five years 1893-94 to 
1897-98. The other figures asked for by the Hon’ble Member are not 
available.” 


SALARIES OF MINISTERIAL OFFICERS 

The Hon’ble Babu Jatba Mohan Sen said — 

Having regard to the sympathetic views entertained towards the ministerial 
officers by the Government, may I be permitted to ask whether the Government 
may be disposed to grant annual increment to the salaries of the ministerial 
officers, who are allowed under the present rules biennial increments ? This 
arrangement, 1 ventuie to suggest, will not prob&bly effect any appreciable 
alteration m the budget statement 

The Hon’ble Mr Bakes replied — 

“The views of this Government regardmg the salaries of ministerial 
officers have been expressed on several occasions in this Council, and were 
stated again during the last budget debate It has already been explained that 
the sanction of the Government of India is required under the rules before any 
general measure of the kind contemplated can be undertaken Subject to such 
sanction, it is the Lieutenant Governor’s desire to take up the question when 
financial conditions permit but His Honour docs not consider that the conver¬ 
sion of biennial into annual increments would be an appropriate or economical 
method of dealing with it.” 

STATEMENT AS TO THE COURSE OF BUSINESS 

The Hon’ble the Pbesident said —“ Gentlemen of the Council,—The first 
item on the list of agenda to-day is a statement—and it shall be a short state¬ 
ment—by the President as to the legislative business that will come before the 
Council during this session It is probable that later on m the session a Bill 
will be brought before you for consideration in regard to the appointment and 
remuneration of the establishment of Civil Court amins. That will be a short 
and simple Bill. Otherwise your time will be absorbed by the great and 
engrossing discussion regarding the Calcutta Municipal Bill Under ordinary 
circumstances it would have been our duty to-day to commence the discussion 
upon the Report of the Select Committee which presented its opinions last April 
As you all are aware, Jhere has been received from the Government of India a 
grave and important despatch, in which the Government of India convey 
to us their opinion that there should be a material alteration in the constitution 
of the Corporation of Calcutta My answer to that as Lieutenant Governor of 
Bengal is m your, hands. To that answer I have nothing to add, and from that 
answer I have nothing to retract. It is now the business of the revived Select 
Committee to consider the recommendations which have been made to it by 
the Government of India The Select Committee will be re-constituted to-day, 
k and it will be its business to go through the draft prepared by the Select 
Committee of April and tq determine in what way changes are necessary to 
* give effect to the views of the Government of India.” 
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CALCUTTA MUNICIPAL BILL. 

The Hon’ble Mb Bakes moved that the Hon’ble Mr. Mackenzie and the 
Hon’ble Ms. Apcar be added to the Select Committee on the Calcutta Munici¬ 
pal Bill 

The Motion was put and agreed to 

The Hon’ble Mr Bakes also moved that the Hon’ble Babu S urendhanath 
Banehjle be re-appointed to the Select Committee on the Calcutta Municipal 


The Motion was put and agreed to. 

The Hou’blo Mb. Bakes also moved that the Calcutta Municipal Bill be 
referred back to the Select Committee for further consideration, with reference 
to the correspondence between the Government of India and the Government 
of Bengal, which was published in the Supplement to the Calcutta Gazette of 
the 12th July, 1899, and with instructions to report within two weeks He 
said. — 

“The object of this motion is to enable the Select Comroitteo to consider 
the viows exposed by the Government of India m tboir letter No. 93 pf the 
17th June last, which have received the acceptance of the Local Government 

“ After the remarks that have fallen from His Honoui tho President, it is 
not necessary for me to enlarge upon the proposals put forward by the Govern- 
mont of India Thoso proposals and tho reasons for thorn have been before 
the Public siuce the I2lh of last month, and aie no doubt farpiW to all 
Members of this Council They are foui in number. Fustly, it is proposed to 
reduce the number of Ward Commissioners from 50 to 25, so that the Corpora¬ 
tion shall consist of 50 Commissioners, of whom one half are elected at ward 
elections and one half are appointed by Government or nominated by special 
constituencies Tins plan follows generally the model of the Bombay Corpora¬ 
tion. Secondly, it is proposed to follow the same model in respect of the 
constitution of tho General Committee, and to provide that of tho total number 
of 12 members, eight shall be elected by the entire Corpoiation and four shall 
bo appointed by Government. Thudly, it is proposed to enact provisions to 
secure that the propoition of the General Committee which is to be elected by 
the entno Corporation, shall be a strictly fan and proportionate repiesentation 
of the constituents of the electoral body And fourthly, it is proposed to lay 
down rules foi the appointment of Special and Sub-Committees which shall 
secure their being truly representative. 

“ These proposals, it adopted, will involve comparatively few changes m the 
Bill as now amended, and the Select Committeo should have no difhculty in 
coming to a decisiou upon them within the time allowed 

“ There is, howevei, another point as to whieh I wish to say a few words, 
for although it arises directly out of the proposals of the Government of India, 
it is not expressly mentioned in the correspondence I refei to the 
arrangements for constituting the first body of ComuusHioncrs under the new 
Bill. It will be within the recollection of Members that the Solect Committee 
proposed that the 25 Commissioners appointed by Government or nominated 
fey the Chamber of Commerce, the Trades Association,'and the Port Trust should 
all vacate their seats on the 1st April, 1900, the date on which it is expected 
that the Bill will come into force but that, at the instance N offhe members 
representing the Coiporation, it was provided that the 50 elected Ward Com¬ 
missioners under the present Act should retain their seats until 1st April, 1901, 
the date up to which they would have been entitled to sit if there were no 
change in the law. This anangeiment was urged upon us with a view to 
avoid the trouble and expense of bolding a fresh general election in advance 
of the dsual date As the original Bill proposed no change in the nnmhar of the 
Commissioners, there seemed no good reason why the wishes of the representa¬ 
tives of the Corporation should not be acceded to aqd for this reason the Select 
Committee agreed to adopt thfem. 
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The Hon’ble the President said“ Gentlemen,— -I think it would be the 
wish ol all of you that every reasonable consideration should be given to 
any Hon’ble Member of this Council, particularly to a newly* joined Member, 
who has described the difficulties of his position in the very feeling language 
in which the Hon’ble Mr. Apcar has described his difficulties to you. But 
I venture to think that the question upon which he and other Hon’ble 
Members of this Council wiBh to addresB us is, after all, however grave, not 
a very complicated or difficult subject. The issue before us at this moment 
is simply the proposal of the Government of India as to the alteration in 
the constitution of the Corporation. Theso are, as I have said, grave matters 
m which wo are all deeply interested, and upon them there are very strong 
and differing opinions But the issue is not one which requines great study 
or extremely elaborate application. And therefore I think it will meet all 

a oses of Hon’ble Members of this Council if, m order to give time to 
ty prepare themselves upon an iBsue of this description, I adjourn the 
Council till Monday The Council is accordingly so adjourned ”

Lfetter No 4306, dated 26th April 1898, from the Inspeoior-General of Juls, eub« 
mitting the Annual Reports on the Alapore and Hazanbagh Reformatory Schools 
for 1898. 

Read also— 

The Reports for the years 1897 and 1898, and the orders of Government recorded 
thereon 

The Report on tho Reformatories for the year 1898 was received from 
the Inspector General of Jails m print on the 2'Jrd May. 

2 The two institutions had, on tho last day of 1897,554 inmates, of whom 
212 were at Ahpore and S42 at Hazanbagh The number of boys who were 
released, or transferred, or who died or escaped was 178, and the admissions were 
92, the total number remaining at the end of tho year being thus 468, of whom 
194 were at Alipore and 274 at Hazanbagh Of these, 804 were Hindus and 
148 Muhammadans, 15 belonged to aboriginal tribes, and 1 was a Native- 
Christian. The admissions dui mg the year fell off largely, the figure for 
the previous year being 167 and the average for the five preceding years 135 
The decrease was presumably due in a large measure to the use by Magistrates 
of the provisions of section 31 of Act VIII of 1897 Information on the 
subject is not, however, available, and the Commissioners of Divisions will bo 
requested to furnish it m future, for incorporation in this report It is expected 
that, under the provisions just mentioned, tho annual admissions into the 
Reformat™ ies will be substantially reduced Rules were issued, under the Act, 
in February last, defining what youthful offenders should be sent to the 
Schools by the Courts and regulating the periods of their detention The number 
of releases from the institutions was considerably in excess of admissions, 
including the cases of 40 young boys whom the Government thought it 
desirable to roleaso under section 14 of tho Act, on account of their extreme 
youth. The Lieutenant-Governor will be obliged if the Commissioners will 
examine the records in recent admissions to see whether there are cases 
which might have been more suitably disposed of under section 31 The 
daily average number of boys was 203 98 at the Alipore School and 311 16 
at the Hazanbagh School, as compared with 189 89 and 344 04 respectively 
m 1897 The general health of the boys was good, although there was an 
increase, as compared with the previous year, both in the number of admissions 
to hospitals and in the average number of sick, due, at Alipore, to epidemics 
of chickon-pox and mfluonza, and, at Hazanbagh, to an increase in eases of 
intermittent fever. 

3. Offences, Punishments , and Marks .—The total number of offences 
recorded at Alipore was 217 against 222 in tho pievious year, and at Hazan¬ 
bagh 173 against 2£8. In all, 95 boys, or 46 per cent of the daily average 
number of inmates, were punished dunng the year at Alipore, and 111 or 36 
per cent at Hazanbagl). The Inspector-Gcneial reported on the marked 
divergence in regard to offences and punishments betwoen the two schools 
which the Lieutenant-Governor commented on m tho Resolution on tho Report 
for 1897. Thp^roturns showed a continuous decrease in offences at Hazan¬ 
bagh against u continuous increase at Alipore, and a much higher proportion 
of ** senouB” offences, with fewer punishments for such offences at Hazanbagh 
than at Alipore.' The Inspector-General explained that the high proportion of 
“ senous ” offences at Hazanbagh was due to thefts of fruit in the garden and 
attempts to damage looms and otherwise obstruct the new industry of blanket¬ 
weaving which was then being introduced, and that the personal influence of 
Mr. Hill, who has had charge of the Reformatory for many years, probably 
* ‘enables him to maintain disciplme with fewer punishments. The matter is 
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not of praotical importance, as the Lieutenant-Governor is satisfied that there 
is no laxity in the management of either School, but the Inspector-General 
will probably be able to ensure a more uniform classification of offences for the 
future. Marks for good conduct were earned by 172 boys or 84 per cent, at 
Alipore, and by 295 boys or HO per cent at Ilazaribngli. Marks are awarded 
weekly and entitle the boys to a small money gratuity, half of which may 
bo spent in small luxuries, such as fruits and sweetmeats, while the other 
half is placed in the Post-office Savings Bank for the benefit of the boys on 
their release. The advantage of earning marks being thus immediately 
apparent is said to bo well understood and appreciated 

4 /intiaction and Gymnastics —The only change made in the educational 
system duung the yeai was the discontinuance at Hazanbagh of night school 
from 6 to 7 30 The Supeuntondent found that little good resulted 
from it, and the difficulty in maintaining discipline among tl e boys while 
doing their lessons at that hour m a bad light was gieat Night school was 
abandoned at tho Alipoie Institution in 1897 for similar reasons Both the 
Kcfonnatoiies wore visited by the Inspector and Deputy Inspector of Schools oi 
thou respettive circles. The teaching of dull and gymnastics is reported to 
have been continued during the year with good effect. At Aliporo spoits were 
occasionally held on holidays, and tho boys competed for small prizes. 
The trades taught at Alipore were the same as m the provious y ear, 
viz , carpentry, book-binding, cane work, blacksmith’s work, gardening, tin- 
work, and printing. At Hazanbagh slioo-making and tin work wero disconti¬ 
nued, owing to failuio to obtain woik to employ tho boys engaged in them. 
Blanket-weaving was also discontinued The trades lemainiug are weav¬ 
ing, tailonng, carpentry, blacksmith’s work, and gaidemng. Tho question 
of the piopor training to bo given to tho boys at tho Reformatories has 
engaged the Lieutenant-Governor’s attention Tho results of the enquiries 
made as to the occupations followed by the boys after then release, as stated 
in the next paingiaph, show a fair pioportion of tho boys actually earning a 
living, but voiy few, indeed, making use of tho training which they received at 
the Schools The caste system is a serious impediment m the case of Hindu 
boys, but more of the Muhammadan boys ought to be found omployed in the 
trades taught to them It is clear that more endeavour must be made to adapt 
mstiuction to tho hereditary occupation of tho hoys, and more systematic 
effoits to obtain employment for them on their discharge Only tlion can it bo 
hoped that the mstiuction given at the schools will result m equipping a largei 
proportion of the boys foi earning a livelihood in aftei-hfe Tho pursuit of 
profit m the Rofoimatoiy industries is a most laudable object, but it can be 
carried too far Tho lust and essential object is to teach boys their own trade,* 
as a trade they are likely to follow on discharge if they are not incorrigibly 
ldlo or vicious Tfie variety of instruction will cost money, but the money 
must not bo giudged A separate communication will be addressed to the 
Inspector-Geneial on this subject He has abcady interested himself in 
findiug employment for boys taught weaving at Hazanbagh, and the thanks 
of the Government are due to Mr Mehta cit, proprietor of the Empress of 
India Mill and a member of the Board of the Alipore Reformatory, for con¬ 
senting to give a trial to some of these boys at his mill on their discharge. 
Five hoys have recently availed themselves of the oppoitumty thus offered to 
obtain suitable employment 

5. Charactci ana occupation of released boys .—Of 66 boys discharged 
from the Alipore School in 1897, 41 were reported to be well conducted, 
17 could not be traced, 6 were in jail, 1 was looked on as a suspicious 
chaiacter, and 1 had died Of 72 boys released from tho Hazanbagh 
School, 27 were well conducted, 7 not traceable, and 5 m jail, 5 were viewed 
with suspicion, 1 had died, 5 bad emigrated to other distnets, and 22 were not 
reported on The failuie to obtain information regarding many of the boys 
released fiom this institution was noticed last year, and it should not have 
recurred The Inspector-General of Jails is requested to draw the Superinten¬ 
dent’s special attention to the point, and to insist ott complete reports being 
punctually submitted m future. The employment of the polico to make these 
enquiries will bo discontinued. The boys are likely to be less disposed to evade 
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information as to their residence after release if another agency were employed, 
and the services of educational inspecting officers ana members of village 
panchayats, as well as of private persons of respectability who may be willing 
to give th^ir assistance, will be utilised. In the letter from the Dome Depart¬ 
ment, No 424, dated the 15th September 1898, the Government of India 
direoted that m future annual reports a statement should be furnished showing 
the industries followed by the boys at present in the schools and by boys after 
release, contrasting the numbers following agricultural with those following 
other pursuits Neither of the school repoits gives details as to the number of 
boy sounder detention following each of the trades taught Information on this 

{ joint is, however, furnished by the Inspector-General of Jails in his forwarding 
etter. The reports contain a statement showing the occupation of boys after 
release, but the information regarding thoso following agriculture is not precise 
The head under which the largest numbor of leleased boys is shown is that of 
labourers. A proportion of these is probably engaged m field operations, and 
in future those so employed should be shown under the head of agriculture 
Of the boys discharged in 1897 from both schools (138), only 8 aio shown as 
following the tiades taught to them. Of tho rest legardmg whom information 
was obtained 63 were in employment of sonic kind 

* 6 Manufactures —The financial results of the manufactures m tho schools 
show a net profit at Alipore of Its 9,862 9 6 against Rs 7,098 8 8, and at 
Hazanbagh of Rs 9,2<>8 15-2 against Rs. 5,9G0 0-1, in the previous year The 
profit per head of tho number employed was Rs 54-12-8 against Rs 42-9 m 
1897 at Aliporo, and Rs. 35-10-4 against Rs 2o 7-7 at llazanbagh 

7 Financial .—Tho total cost of the Aliporo Reformatory was 
Rs 22,662-15-7, and of tho Hazanbagh Reformatory Rs 22,738-1 The cost 
per head for each boy was Rs 110-9-5 at the former school and Rs 73-0-11 at 
the latter, against Ks 119-5-3 and Its 71-5 2 respectively in 1897 The 
mcreasod cost per head at Hazanbagh was mainly due to a largo issue of new 
clothing to the boys and the beaviei incidence per head of establishment eliaiges 
on a smaller number of boys 

8 Genet al —One boy was admitted from Assam dunng the year With 
a view to allow of transfers as a means of maintaining discipline among 
the guard, orders wore issued towards the end of the ycai sanctioning the amal¬ 
gamation of the three lowest giadcs of waidcis at tho Hazanbagh 
Reformatoiy with tho warder establishment of the Central Jail of that place 
The desirability of a similar change at Alipore is undor consideration 
Sanction was also granted to the renewed cntoitainment of a Cml Hospital 
Assistant foi the Hazanbagh School On the i eduction of the Hazanbagh 
Jail from a Central to a District Jail, it was ananged that one of the Civil 
Hospital Assistants attached to the Jail should also attend on tho Reforma¬ 
tory boys, and the appointment of a special medical ofiicoi for tho school 
was dispensed with The increase of work m the Jail, consequent on 
its reconversion into a Central Jail, necessitated the renewal of the scpaiate 
appointment for tho Reformatory The numbei of visits to tho Alipoie 
School paid by members of the Board of Management was 39 against 37 m 
tho previous yeai At Hazanbagh 10 visits were paid by members of the 
Committee against 5 m 1897.

THE JAIPUR GOVERNMENT ESTATES 


REVENUE DEPARTMENT—LAND REVENUE

RESOLUTION—No 3712 

Read— 

The Final Report on the settlement ol the Jaipur Government Estates 
Read also— 

Letters No. 423A, dated the 9th May 1899, from the Board of Revenue, No 490$, 
dated the 14th Maroh 1899, from the Director of Land Reoords, and N o. 1207, 
dated the 27th Ootober 1898, from the Commissioner of the Bajshahi 
Division, and a Note by the Collector of Bogra, reviewing the Report of 
the Settlement Officer. 

The Jaipur Government estates, with an aggregate area of 44*1 square 
miles, are comprised in 153 villages, lying a few m the district of Rajsnahi, 
the rest in that of Bogra. Of some of these villages Government is sole 
proprietor, m others it has a separate share, and in the iemamder it is a 
joint proprietor The tract, which is well watered, and has a fertile soil, 
and a rainfall generally sufficient for purposes of agriculture, appears, from 
rums and other evidence, to have been at one time populous and flourishing, 
but, owing to a change in the course of the rivers, it became malarious 
and partly depopulated, and dense jungle is still to be found in many places. 
The construction of the Northern Bengal State Railway, which runs through 
the estates, the making of new roads, the establishment of new markets, and 
the general rise m the value of agricultural produce, have brought about a 
marked change for the better. While formerly settlers had to be attracted by 
low or nominal rentB and advances of money, and were ready to throw up 
their holdings if the slightest mcreaso m the lent was proposed, there is now 
an immigration of cultivators from other districts, and a consequent demand 
for land 

2. The Government estates were originally eight in number, seven of 
which were purchased by Government at revenue sales, between 1828 and 1837 
A.D , for nominal sums, as neither the owners nor any one else would hold the 
lands at the revenue fixed They were let out to farmers, who held them up 
to 1878, when direct management was introduced on tho completion of a 
settlement made for 15 years. The remaining estate escheated to Government 
in 1882 In 1894 the eight estates were by amalgamation reduced to two, m 
order to obviate much unnecessary work. 

3 A resettlement under the Bengal Tenancy Act was ordered in January 
1883. As the maps of 1878 were imperfect, and as the record-of-nghts had 
not been kept up to date, a fresh survey and record-of-nghts was considered 
necessary. The survoy was begun by a professional party in February 1893, and 
was completed m June 1894 The Settlement Officer first appointed joined 
on the 9th February 1894, when the cadastral survey witu initial record* 
writing was in progress, but proving incompetent was removed in August 
following. In November 1894, Babu Sarat Chandra Das, Deputy Collector, 
was appointed Settlement Officer, and was in charge of the operations till the 
17th of June 1896, except for a short interval m the recess of 1895. This 
officer was another unfortunate selection, for during his long tenure of office 
he did very little, and much of what he did had to be done over again by his 
successor, Mr. Sorab S. Day, who was obliged to re-attest 91 of the 121 
villages dealt with by his predecessor. The work was no^ finished till 
February 1898. 

4. In the villages in which the Government lands are mixed up with 
private estates, attestation was difficult, as neither the tenants nor the 
agents of the private proprietors had any idea of the estates to which 
particular plots of land belonged; and it was therefore necessary to make a 
comparison, plot by plot, between the present maps and records and those of 
1878. The subsequent proceedings m these villages also appear to have given 
much trouble, audit is evidently a desirable conclusion that application be 
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made for the partition of kismnt Saguna, to which the joint tenures are 
confined. Thnrshould be effected as speedily as possible. 

5 Proceedings under section ^03 of the Bengal Tenancy Act having been 
sanctioned by the Board of Revenue, on applications made by the landlords con¬ 
cerned, in lespect of the principal pnvate estates whoso lands *bre interlaced 
with the Government estates, the survey and record-of-lights embiaced the 
whole aiea of the 153 villages m which the Government lands lie The aiea 
of the whole tract surveyed is 34,558 acres, or about 54 square miles, of which 
28,233 acres, or 44*4 square miles, belong to Government, and the lemammg 
6,325 acres, or 9 9 square miles, to pnvate proprietor The following table 
compares the results of the present and the previous survey in respect of the 
Government estates —

The apparent increase in the total area of the estates by 96 acres is 

attributed to the greater accuracy of the present survey made by tho plane- 
table, as compared with tho prismatic compass survey of 1878. Statistics as to 
the cultivated area m 1878 not being available, it is not possible to ascertain 
exactly the increase in cultivation smeo the last settlement, but there has been 
an increase of 3,880 acres, or about 21 per cent, in the settled area, which 
approximately repiosents the increase m cultivation. 

6 In tne whole area surveyed, the extent under crops was found to be 
21,307 acres, of which 7,869 bore two crops m the year winter nee occupied 
11,007 acres, oi 37 7 per cent, of the total of 29,176 aores, and bhadoi or 
autumn rice 6,366 acres, or 21*8 per cent Jute was found to be the next 
most important crop of the tiact, occupymg, as it did, 4,187 acres, or 14 3 
per cent , but the recent nse m the pnee of nee and the coincident fall in 
that of jute has had the effect of bringing under nee much of the land 
formerly sown with jute. There are over a thousand acres of sugarcane.

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The utimrardara are holders of tenures granted in perpetuity at a fixed 
rent, some of them before the Permanent Settlement. The fent-free tenures 
are of three kinds, viz — # 

(1) Brahmotlar tenuies, or lands granted for the support of Brhhmins, 

(2) Pvpal tenures, or lands granted for the peiformance of rites at the 

tombs of pus or Muhammadan saints, 

(3) Btskar tenures, oi small plots of land granted by Government to the 

khas rnahal raiyats for the purpose of excavating tanks, 

8 Transfer of raiyats’ holdings were formerly unknown, as, for reasons 
briefly explained m paragraph 1, lands were not considered of much value 
Owing to tho change that has since taken place, cultivators’ nghts are now 
valuable, and the custom of transferring them by sale, without seeking the permis¬ 
sion of the landlord, has groan up It is stated, that the Manager of the Govern¬ 
ment estates has avoided the open lccognition of this practice by causing the 
vendor to hie a written relinquishment and then settling the holding with the 
purchasoi In spite of this, however, the Settlement Officer found numerous 
instances where even this formality had been disponsod with, and he entered 
the new tenants in his records Care must be taken to see that the splitting 
up of holdings is not allowed 

9 Tho number of under-rniyets holding lands under the Government 
raiyats is large, being 3,767 This is stated to losult from a practice, prevalent 
among the raiyats of the Jaipur estates, of holding lands under caoh othei It 
is stated that the laiyat-landloids do not stand on ceremony m ousting then 
under-rai y ats, who can acquire no occupmcy-lights, as there is no custom m 
then favour Tlipre would, howevoi, appeal to be no leason why these under- 
raiyats should not enjoy the measure of protection affoidod them by the 
provisions of the Bengal Tonancy Act, and it is desired that the local officials 
will endeavour to enforce an observance of the law so far as lies in their power 

10. At tho time when the Government estates were let in farm there weie 
very few raiyats, and the farmer found it necessary to settle tho lands practi¬ 
cally foi what lie could get, wheieby great inequalities resulted m the rents 
In 1865 an attempt was made by him to introduce a scale of rates but the 
laiyats would not agree, and were picpared to relinquish their holdings, and at 
last tho farmei had to accept whatever they chose to pay At the settle¬ 
ment of 1878 the attempt was repeated by the Settlement Officer, but the 
raiyats again icfused to pay the new rents, and an addition of from 1 anna to 
4 annas in the rupee to the existing lent was made by compromise, the 
exact mciease being a matter of bargain m each case This arrangement 
caused gieatcr inequalities of rent than ever In 1882 Mr D J Macpherson, 
who had been deputed m connection with the Tenancy Bill to enquire and 
report on the piacticability of framing tables of uniform rates in these estates, 
found that there was still greater competition among landlords for raiyats than 
among raiyats for land, and came to the conclusion that any attempt to mtio- 
duce rates based on soil classification would probably fail 

Under these cucumstances it was found, as was indeed to be expected, 
that each raiyat was pay mg a specified rent for a specified area of land without 
reference to the capabilities of the soil, and that the incidence of rent was very 
unequal A fuithor development of the country had, however, taken place 
since the date of Mr Macpherson’s roport, and ^it was decided that an 
endeavour should again be made to equalise the incidence of the rents. The 
Settlement Officer describes the principle of the assessment in the words of the 
Commissioner He says he was directed to take the moro highly-assessed 
holdings as tho standaid and then to level up to thoso the rates** of rent of the 
other holdings As the description stands, it would certainly be understood 
that a uniform late of rent was imposed on all tenants. It is abundantly 
clear, however, from the Settlement Officer’s papers that nothing of the 
sort was intended, and nothing of the sort tree done What was meant was 
that, below a certain maximum of existing rent-rate, there should be drawn up 
a senes of lower rates, graduated according to soil or other agricultural 
advantages This was m fact suggested by some of the raiyats themselves, who 
strongly piotested against an all-round addition to the existing rents, such as 
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was made in 1878. Tke legal basis of enhancement applicable was that of the 
nse m prices since the former settlement, and this, it appeared from careful 
enquiries independently made by the Settlement Officer and the Manager of the 
estates,^admitted of an increase of 8 annas m the rupee, or 50 per cent. The 
lands were classified as follows — 

(1) Uastu or homestead lands which, m accordance with the custom 

prevailing in the tract, were to be most highly assessed 

(2) Cultivated lands, which were divided into high and low lands, the 

. latter being the better class of the two Each cla^s was sub* 

divided, accoidmg to the local practice, into aul (first class), dam 
(second class), chhuim (third class), and ckahaiam (fourth class) 
Fust-class high lands included lands beaung thatching glass oi 
bamboo clumps 

(3) Fallow and wasto 

For the purpose of deteimimng the new rates, the scveial villages were 
divided into seven gioups, oach group consisting of villages which showed a 
similarity in the aveiage of the existing lcuts paid by the gioup of roiyats 
paying the highest ients A separate scale of rates tor each group was then 
worked out, subordinate to this maximum, for the several classes of soil m the 
group. These lates ranged from two rupees to tight annas per acie in the 
best groups, from one rupoe to four^ annas in the poorest The rates so 
determined were applied to holdings paying the lower rent-iates It the result¬ 
ing rent was less than the existing rent of the holding, the latter was taken, but 
if it was greater than the existing rent, plus an enhancement of £0 per cent, 
pltls a fair rent for any excess area, it was reduced to the total thus obtamed 
In assessing excess areas, a deduction of 5 pei cent of the ontuo area of the 
raiyat’s holding was made as a concession to possible errors m the measurement 
of bis lands at tho previous survey, and the late of lent generally imposed on 
the excess area thus deteimined was that fixod for second-class low lands as 
being the average of the scale of rates determined for the group On this 
method, the existing rents of 1,335 out of the 5,690 Government laiyats have 
been letaincd, and those of 3,691 raiyats enhanced The remaining 673 raiyats 
were found in possession of unsettled lands for which fan rents wcie settled 
As many as 5,044, oi 88 5 per cent., appeared befoie the Settlement Officer and 
accepted the rents assessed The ients of 055 rai)ats were settled ev-partc on 
their failure to attend There was no suitundoi section 106 and no appeal to 
the Special Judge The Lieutenant Goveinoi is pleased to had that suitable 
rates of rent based on a classification of the soil have at last been introduced 
m these estates, and that this has been achieved at the instance, and with the 
geneial approval, of the nayats themselves 

11. The total rental ot the estates, ns finally settled in 1878, was 
Rs 38,338, which was found to have mcieased, owing to the settlement 
of waste lands, to Rs 39,872 m 1893 94, when the settlement operations began 
The new rental being Rs 51,068, there lias been an inciease of Rs 11,196, oi 
about 28 percent, over the rental of 1893 5)4 1 ho increase over the lental 

fixed in 1878 amounts to Rs 12,710, or about 33 per cent, out of which 21 pei 
cent appears to be due to the mcieasie in tho settled aieu since the last settle¬ 
ment, and 12 p ( cr cent, to the increase m the lates of lent based on the nso 
in prices. The collections under the new arrangements have, so far, been veiy 
satisfactory, and the .Lieutenant-Governor sees no reason to question the 
opinion that the assessment, if taidily, has been fairly dono Government 
A fa n derives a fluctuating revenue fiom femes, fisheries, tolls at markets, sales 
of trees, anjj/ permits for collecting honey, but the details tnd total amount 
of this income have not been stated in the repoit 

12 For the whole area dealt with, including private estates (34,558 
acres), the coal of the survey amounts to Rs 12,773-8-3, and that of settlement 
to Rs. 33,350-11-1, the incidence of cost per acre being—

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The cost has been excessive owing mainly to the bad work done by tabu 
Sarat Chandra Das, whose conduct has been separately dealt with. Out of the 
total cost o! Rs 46,124-3-4, Rs 6,728 have been apportioned to the private 
proprietors. , 

13 The Lieutenant-Governor confirms the Board’s action infixing the 
term of the present settlement at 20 years from tho 1st April 1898, the date 
on which the now rents came into force 

14. Tho rents aie payable in two kiBts—6 annas in September and 
10 annas m March The Settlement Officer, agreeing with the Manager of the 
estates, recommends that tho two kists should be equal, or 8 annas each The 
Lieutenant Governor wishes to be informed of the result ot the further 
enquiry which the Board mtond to make in order to ascertain whether the 
raiyats would agree to such an airangoment, and awaits the Board’s recom¬ 
mendations as to the maintenance of the settlement records 

lo The Lieutenant Governor agrees with the Board m thinking that 
much credit is duo to Mr Sorab S Day for the manner m which he has 
brought the settlement operations to a conclusion, but he is compelled to record 
his gieat legret at the absence ot supervision m 1894—96, which resulted fh so 
small an undertaking being so grievously delayed The acknowledgments of 
Government are also due to the Manager of the estates, Babu Annada Nanda

Letters No 540A, dated the 8th June 1890, fioni the Board of Revenue, No 5378, 
dated the 20th Mordi 1809, fxom the Director of tho Department of Land Records 
and Agnoulturo, and No 2818, dated the 8th Decemboi 1898, from the Colloctoi 
of Noakhali, reviewing tho Report 

Ln August 1896 orders weie passed for tho settlement of five Government 
estates m the distuct of Noakhali undei the piovisions of Chapter X of the 
Bengal Teuancy Act, the suivey being made by the piolessional Survey 
Department Three of theso estates are small and tho final lepoits lelitmg to 
them have been disposed of by the Board. Foi tlie remaining two, Lakhi and 
Badu, a bingle lopoit lias boon rightly submitted, for they aie adjoining 
alluvial formations of the same cnaracter aud entncly owned by Government 
The Director of Land Records has suggested that for tho future the two 
estates, which have always been similarly treated, should bo amalgamated tor 
purposes of scttloment and collection of Government revenue, and tho Boaid 
have callod for reports from the Collector and Commissioner It is desued that 
the decision of the Board may be communicated to Goveimnert 

2 The two estates in question are chars lying off Sandwip, and piobably 
of later formation than that island. They fiont tho sea, and aie exposed to 
the dihmatmg action of tho tides At tho last census the people numbered 
.3,764, the majority being Muhammadan In spite of their litigious disposition 
they are exceedingly prosperous, and the vv ages of an ordinal y labourer art 
5 annas a day. To the happiness of tho Hindus there are, it appears, somt» 
drawbacks, for not only uo they lie under the social cloud common to their race 
m Shndwip, but owing to tho calamity of the flood of 1876, which earned off 
throe-fourths of the people, they had to rosort to widow-inarriago r l his has so 
far lowered their prestige with the people of the mainland, that they now arc 
for all practical purposes excluded from their castes 

The two estates were m tho hands of the Salt Depaitment up to 1839, 
when they were transterred to the Collootor It was not, Lowevei, until 184b 
that the latter took steps to grant leases, foi the purpose of icclamation, 
free of rent, and seveh years later they weio again given rent free to a Mr. 
Ronald, whose family continued to hold them, at increasing rents, until 1867 
They continued in farm until 1872, since whw li year they have been held khas 
From the four measurements of 1846, 186.), 1876 and 1-97, it appears that 
Lakhi is diminishing m size somowhat rapidly, whilst Badu is slightly increas¬ 
ing- ,, . 

The present survoy and settlement proceedings were commenced m Decem¬ 
ber 1896, Mr. E F Beikeley took charge of the Burvey, and Babu Bhupendra 
Nath Gupta, Officiating Doputy Collector, was in charge of the settlement 
The survey and record-writing were finished by the following hot weathei. 
The settlement operations wero completed by September 1898 and tbe final 
report was submitted two months later 

3. Since the laBt settlement which took effect from 1883-84, Char Lakhi 
. has lost 4,167 acres by Alluvion, and Char Badu has gained638 acies by alluvion. 
The present areas of the two estates are 15,642 and 5,745 acres, respectively, 
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the area of the two together being 33*42 square miles. The following table 
gives statistics as to the settled and cultivated areas —

4 In the present settlement the lights of the inhabitants have been 
classified accoidmg to tho noinendituio of the Tenancy Act The local 
names hotvladars , nim-koivlada?s } hnshahsy nnii jotihu s aie used somewliat loosely, 
and, m tho case oijoldat^ with two entirely diffoient meanings The hoivladar 
was the ongmal tenant, who brought the land undci cultivation If his land 
exceeded 100 bighas, or was mainly cultivated by undei-tenants or sub-tenants 
of longstanding, he was lecorded as a toriure-holdc i , othei wise as a settled 
laiyat Similaily, the nun howladai s have been entcied as undei tenure holdeis

The Settlement Officer has not furnished mfoimation as to tho mcasheld 
or the rents paid by llio under-tenants Occupancy lights are fieely sold, and 
it is stated that tho landloids ncvei deny the light of an occupancy laiyat to 
alienate lus holding It is also slated that non-occupancy raiyats and even 
under-raiyats usually tiansfu their lights 

6 In both Lakhi and Badu the soil consists of a noli loam, with little 
sand in it, and there is very little difference m tho quality of tho cultivated 
lands. The classification made is as follows —

7. The legal ground for enhancing the existing rates of rent was that of 
the rise in tho puce of me For purposes of compaiison the quinquennial 
period^ 1879-1883 and 1892 96 were selected, and it was asceitamed that a 
rupee would purchase 23 seers 2 chitaks in the foimei penod, and 14 sceis m 
the latter, or, in othei words, that the maximum enhancement permissible 
under the l engal Tenancy Act was 7 annas m tho lupee But tho only class 
of tenants whoso rents have been generally msod aie the howladars, via , those 
who have been classod as tenure-holders and those who have been given the 
status of settled laiyats Theso men, or their piedecessois m title, as the fust 
settlers, had to contend with many difficulties and to undeigo considerable 
trouble and expense in clearing the jungle'and bunging tho land under cultiva¬ 
tion, anchffhey suffered very severely, both m life and property, from the 
cyclone storm-yvavo of 1876 It was, therefore, decided that, whether 
classed as tenure-holders or settled i aiyats, their rents should not be raised by 
more than 25 per cent. In accordance with this punciple, the late of rent for 
hasila lands hejd by howladars lias been raised from 10 annas to 12 annas 6 pies 
per standard tfigha, except foi five howladars in Lakhi, who had for a long time 
been paying rent at a rate of 8 annas a bigha, which has been raised to 10 
annas. In each case the rent settled waB accepted by the tenant, and there has 
been not a single appeal against the Settlement Officer’s decision. 

8. No application was filed for the settlement of fair rents for under 
tenants, but certain of the landlordsiropresentcd to the Settlement Officer that 
the rests paid by some of their tenants were unusually low, and in the ense of 

. • 42 under-tenants in Lakhi and 10 in Badu, tho existing rents were enhanced 
with the consent of the parties concerned.

The Settlement Officer states that, owing to the extension of cultivation 
since five last settlement, the levenue demand could have been raised from that 
given m column 2 ol tho above statement to Rs 26,053 1-11 m Lakhi and to

Read again— 

The Report of the Sanitary Commissioner, Bengal, for tho year 1897 and the Resolu¬ 
tion cl Government reoordod thoroon 

Tho report, which was due on the 1st May, was loceived on July Cth The 
delay is duo to tho fact that the Sanitary Commissioner necessanly had to 
de\ oto almost all lus time to the supervision of plague measures ITie report 
was submitted foi the first time through the Inspectoi-Gonoial of Civil Hospitals, 
who has appended to it a valuable noto m winch he reviews the salient points 
in the sanitary histoiy of the year, and compaics the conclusions drawn from 
the hguics with those derived from the statistics of hospitals and dispensaries 

2 Ihilh-iate —The number of births registered m 1898 was 2,543,701 
against 2,625,814 m tho pieviousyen , tho latio pei mille of population being 
15 79 as against 36 94 in 1897 and 35 61, the nveiago offthe pievious five years 
A particular interest attaches to the figures foi the yeai under lepert, which 
illustrate the concluding chapter m the history of the recent famine. 
The decrease m tho birth into was anticipated by the Sanitaiv Commissioner 
m his last ropoit, and is now considered by him to be without doubt due to the 
low vitality of the people m the preceding year caused by the effects of famine 
xnd high puces lie points out that tho numbor of baths was everywhere 
i onsidcrably higher dui mg the last five months of the year than during the 
earlici months, and that this was particularly noticeable in those parts of the 
Province which were most severely affected by famine. 

While, however, theie can bo no doubt that tho famine did exercise a 
< eitciin influence in this respect, its effects are nevertheless by no means so clearly 
maiked as would natuially he expected, and the view of the Sanitary Commis¬ 
sioner must be acu pted with modifications If the famine were the solo cause 
of the i eduction m tlic birth-rate, we should expect to find that there had been 
a con espemding reduction m the bnth-rate of other provinces where famine 
prevailed, and that in Bengal tlu reduction was most distinctly marked 
in the distiicts most seveiely affected by the famine Thnj, however, is not the 
case. Both in the North-Western Provinces and m the Central Provinces tho 
birth-rate shows an increase, the foimer having actually risen from 31 10 m 
] 897 to 37 35 in 1898 , and in Bengal, of the 15 districts which were classed 
as famine districts, six including baran, Champaran and Muzaffarpur, show an 
appreciable increase over the previous year’s bnth-ratc In Saran tad Cham- 
pin an tho bnth-iatewas m advance of the mean of the previous five years, while 
tbo butli rate in the Patna Division as a whole, which last year was the lowest 
in the Province, now stands above those of Burdwan and Chota Nagpur, and 
is only fractionally lower than tho average. Moicovor, referehce*to the figures 
of pievious yeais shows that the greater ineidencoof buths in the later months 
of the year is by no means an abnormal state of things. It was pointed out 
by Government in 1894 that it was due to certain months being considered as 
lucky or unlucky for the celebration of marriages, and this view was 
accepted by the Sanitary Commissioner in his report for 1895. It would 
appear then that the fall m the birth-rate during the year under report is 
due, aB tho Inspector-General of Civil Hospitals points out in his note, 
not solely to tho effects of the famine, but in great part to other special causes 
which can only bo fully ascertained by a careful study of the subject ex tending 
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over a long term of years. Attention, however, must again be drawn to the fact 
which has dn several previous occasions been pointed out, that considerably 
gieater accuracy in registration must be attained bofore the vital statistics of the 
Province can be considered as a basis on which definite and satisfactory 
conclusions can be founded 

Among individual districts, Murshidabad stands fust with 43 59 followed by 
Tippera (43 40) and Noakhah (42 22) Malda shows a remarkable decline 
from 47 40 last year to 41 5b this year. Calcutta is, as usual, at the bottom of 
the list*with 13 98, the departure of women from feai of plague having doubt¬ 
less caused the large decrease since last yeai Of mial districts Shahabad stands 
lowest with 29 79 Among towns, Jangipur has been taken to tho head of the 
hst by a riBe from 37 67 to 42 82, while Jamalpur in Monghyr is second with 
44*05 as against 52 62 last year. 

In only 12 imal aicas was tho recorded biitli-rate up to the gencial 
estimate for the whole Province of 50 per roille, and of these theie weio 3 in 
each of the districts of My men singh and Murshulabad The lowest buth-rate is 
as usual in Jlialakati. The Government of Indu having m their leview of the 
loport for 1897 repeated an opinion pieviously expressed that the extiaordi- 
nanly low rate recorded was due not so much to any special cause as to 
defective) registration, a careful enquiry was made by the Pamtary Commis¬ 
sioner and the Distndt Magistrate, which disclosed tho curious fact that out of 
a total* population of 2, t65 of whom 399 ore females, only 49 of the lattei are 
married women capable of bearing childien The birth-rate, how f ever, has 
increased from 211 to 8 45 since last year 

3. Death-rate —The number of deaths registeiod m 1898 was 1,888,468, 
giving a ratio of 2t 57 per mille as against 2,341,632 and 32 94 m the previous 
year, and an average for tho past 10 years of 2,044,902 and 28 77 Tho mor¬ 
tality from fever and eholcia was particularly low, and tho other principal 
diseases also show a docline Climatic conditions and an abundant Bupply of 
food were no doubt the most important and obvious factors m bringing about 
this fortunate state of things. 

In towns tho death-rate, owing to the general absence of epidemics, fell to 
the remarkably low figure of 27 50, as against 55 09 last year, and an average 
for the last five years of 34 15 

No exceptionally high death-rate was recorded anywhere, the only towDs 
which exceed the piovincial estimate of 44 per mille being Garulia (52 84) 
Malda (49 54) and Soiampore (44 72). 

Only 14 rural areas as against 60 last yesu show a death rate in excess of 
44 per milln. In Maskha] and Cnakana the aftei-effects of the cyclone and 
stornj-wave which devastated Chittagong m 1 97, made themselves felt in the 
shapo of a severe epidemic of choloia, and in Sihgun m Darjeeling the malaual 
lever of tho Terai claimed even more victims th m usual. 

4. Death-rate foj age and sex —The death-rate among males in 1898 was 
28*75 as against 35 87 m 1897 and 30 87, the avei ago of tho preceding 10 
years Among females it was 24*40 as compiled with 30*03 and 26 68 The 
diagram appended to tho report again shows that at oveiy stage of life the 
mortality among males is reported to be slightly highoi than that among 
females So fai as children aio concerned, tlie Inspector Geneial points out 
that the experiorfce of India does not diffor ftom that obsoived m Europe In 
bis last report, Mqjor Dyson cxpiossed with some confidence the view that 
tlje explanation was to bo iound in tho gicater difficulty of icaiing male 
children, and the gueator extent to which male adults are exposed to accidents 
and the hardships and viu.-sitydos of an outdoor life in the fields. As 
regards children, Ins previously expressed mow holds good, but Majoi 
DyBon now admits the difficulty of mamtnmng the conoctnoss oi figures 
which show that the mortality among women of cluld-bcanng ago is less than 
that among males of the same ago, and, while partially admitting tho 
soundness of the explanation that registration in the caso of females is 
more defective than in the case of males calls attention to the large 
number of widows of child-bearing ago, who aio exposed to neithei tho 

* penis of childbirth nor to tho hardships undcigono by the male sox Until, 
however, the standard of correctness in legistration is considerably highci than 
at present, it will be impossible to give a satisfactory explanation of this and 
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othor difficulties which present themselves in the examination of vital statistics.

It is cunous that the mortality among Musulmans during the year under 
report is given as 29 53, as against 25*51 among Hindus. The variation is 
unexplained, and is not a normal one 

5 Registration —The perpetual stumbling-block of defective registration 
was dealt with by the conviction of 1,935 persons for failure to register and 
the cautioning of 362 more The amount of fines imposed was R». 3,062. 
During the year 239,885 births and 151,285 deaths were enquired into by 
the vaccination staff, with the result that 3,332 births and 1,776 deaths were 
found not to have been registered at the thanas. If these figures could be 
regarded as typical, they would indicate that registration is defective to 'the 
extent of 13 per mille in the case of deaths and of 11 per mille in the oase 
of births. The accepted normal estimates are 50 per mille for births and 
44 per mille for deaths m Bengal. It is probable, however, that the veri¬ 
fication itself was not altogether complete. It must be remembered that it 
is only since 1892 that any real progress in the improvement of registration 
has been made. In order to verify the estimate as at present accepted, the 
results of the approaching census must be awaited. When they are known, 
much that is now hypothesis will be ascertained fact, and will provide a 
starting point from which more satisfactory deductions can be made than is 
at present the case The Inspector-General of Civil Hospitals selects the 
low moitahty registered in Chota Nagpur as a particular instance which 
throws doubt on t the general accuracy of the returns 

6 Principal diseases ,—The question of the influence of meteorological 

conditions on the prevalenco of fever and cholera is a perennial subject of 
discussion. In the present year the mortality from fever hue been lower than 
usual, and that from cholera the lowest ever recorded in the Province. The 
former of these facts Major Dyson can only ascribe to the general healthiness of 
the year, the latter he considers to be due to the almost normal rainfall of the 
year and the satisfactory agricultural outturn. - 

The following table snows the mortality from these two causes and the 
corresponding rainfall in 1898 and each of the five preceding years.—-

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A glanoe ftt these figured will show how difficult it is tQ establish an imme¬ 
diate connection between meteorological conditions and the prevalence of these 
two diseases. In 1804, when the rainfall was almost exactly the same ad in the 
year under report) the mortality from each of them was the highest in the 
quinquennium, and the decrease in fever in 1897, which was noticed in last year’s 
report as being due to the early cessation of the rams in the previous year, has 
occurred to a still greater extent m 1898, in spite of the abundant rainfall of 
1897. It appears impossible to generalise on this subject with the means at 
our disposal, but much may bo expected from Colonel Handley’s proposal 
to psepare medical hiBtoru b of each district, which shall combine information 
as to the character and peculiarities of the country in each particular instance with 
observations on the varying local influence of meteorological conditions on the 
public health. The mortality from* cholera was highest m Chittagong (7 92), 
while Pun, where the congregation of pilgnms usually gives nse to a high 
death-rate, of whioh an unfortunate mstanco has occurred dunng the current 
year, was comparatively free from it m 1898. 

The high rate ot mortality m Chittagong has already been explained. 
The'Samtary Commissioner and the Inspector-General of Civil Hospitals have 
under consideration a plan for working oat in full detail the sanitary arrange¬ 
ments necessary to guard against outbreaks of cholera at fairs and assemblages 
of pilgnms. The Lieutenant-Governor hopes that it will he found possible to 
' pot this plan into force at once Inoculation against cholera has been earned 
* on thVoughout the year at the Purulia cooly depdt, and while no information 
is available from Assam as to its results, the work is obviously a necessary 
one, and is reported to have been well and carefully conducted The seasonal 
incidence of tne disease was highest m Bengal ana Onssa dunng the first five 
and thelast months of the year, while in Bihar it was highest m April and May. 

Fever claims, as usual, by far the largest number of victims, though for¬ 
tunately fewer than last year. It is again pointed out that in the mind of the 
cb&ukidar fever includes all diseases except cholera and small-pox, and the 
Inspector General of Chvil Hospitals specially notices the probable inclusion 
of respiratory affections and parasitic disorders. The character of the country 
and tne habits of the people, however, >make a large mortality from malarial 
fevers unavoidable In the last report special notioe was given to the opinion 
of the lato Civil Burgeon of Fandpur to the effect that the high mortality from 
fever in that district was,due in greet part to the practice of steeping jute us ell 
the standing water available The opinions of other Civil Surgeons have 
accordingly been invited, and the Sanitary Commissioner agrees with the views 
expressed by the Civil Surgeons of 10 out of 13 of the districts where the 
practice obtains, that, though disagreeable, it is not proved to be specially 
favourable to the development of malaria. In so far, however, as the practice 
fouls the water supply, it must prejudice the public health, and is probably one 
of the causes of bowel-complaints. 

Of individual districts, the death-rate from fever was highest in Noakhati 
(35*18), Dinajpur(83*48) and Rajshahi,3l*16), all of which show an increase 
on last year's figures In each of these districts a high rate of fever mortality is 
constant, and the only special factor noted by the Civil Surgeons is m Raishahi, 
Whe re waves of unhealthraess of the nature of influenza passed over the district 
in March, August and October. 

The mortality was lowest in Pam ( 5*53), Calcutta (8 89) and Bandu 
(9*89j, It was as usual much lower in urban than in rural areas 

7. Small-pox —14,269 deaths from this cause, or *20 per mille, were 
registered during the year under report as against 19,655, or 27 per mille m 
the previous year. By far the highest mortality (5 82) was tn Pun, where 
the disease is believed to be fostered by the practice of inoculation. This 
question is engaging the speoial attention of the Sanitary Commissioner. 

8. Dyemery and Diarrhoea —The deaths from this oause were 37,155—a 
large failing off from last year and from the average of the last 10 yean The 
decrease is ascribed to the plentiful harvest and to the lesser moidenoe of 
malarial fevers. The highest deafch-rqfces were returned from Calcutta (4 61) and 
Howrah (4*08). 

0. Other taum —The mortality from other causes, excluding injuries 
and those already noticed, was 320,081 as against 350,180 in the previous year. 
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The decrease in expenditure on water supply is more than accounted lor 
by the reduction of capital expendituie m Howrah and Bhagalpur by Rs. 72,000 
and Rs 244,000 respectively 

The largo mciease m expendituie on conservancy is due to salutary 
apprehensions of the advent of plague 45 75 per cent of tho total mcomo 
of municipalities was spent on sanitary works, ongiual and recurring. 
Major Dyson notices with regret that m certain important towns nothing was 
spent on original sanitary works, but until definite instances of actual deficien¬ 
cies and neglect are pointed out, the Lieutenant-Governor hesitates to impute 
default to any local body simply on the ground of their expenditure sheet 
under this heading being blank for the year. Tho principal deficiency noted in 
all n umcipalitics is tho want of pucka drains and of proper levelling of the 
drains. These defei ts are universal in the smaller municipalities, and are m thoir 
case more or less inevitable owing to want of funds It may, moreover, be 
noted that the desirability of having pucka drains everywhere is by no means 
universally admitted Special remarks were made on this subject in the last 
Municipal Ri solution It is satisfactory to note that in almost all cases where 
defects are mentioned, remedial measures have been adopted. In Dacca, where 
the most serious detects are pointed out, great progress has been made in im¬ 
proving the conservancy, though much yet remains to be done. The Sanitary 
Commissioner includes in his report a table showing the comparative death-rate 
before and after the introduction of drainage and water-supply systems in 
vanous towns m Bengal He, however, admits that the deficiences of regis¬ 
tration in the earlior yeai s prevent any useful inference being drawn from the 
figures—a remark which unfortunately applies, as has already been noticed, to 
most of the statistical portion of tho report 

11, Precautions against plague — The four observation camps at Chausa, 
Chakradharpore, Mairwa and Khurda Road were in full working order through¬ 
out 1898 In the Chausa Camp 636,819 persons were inspected and 24,776 
were detained Among the latter there were 18 deaths, only 5 of which were 
from plague The expenditure incurred was Rs. 89,359. At Chakradharpur 
57,624 persons were examined and 6,012 dotained There was not a single 
death in the camp. The cost amounted to Rs 61,860. At Mairwa the number 
of persons inspected and detained was 177,501 and 4,757 respectively. There 
were four deaths during the year, none of them from plague The cost was 
Rs 68,520 At Khurda Road 110,08.1 persons were examined and 3,478 
detained. One death from small-pox occurred m the «jamp. The expenditure 
was Rs. 5,063. 
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12. Sanitary Board .—The Board were unfortunately unable to hold more 
than one meeting during the year. They were, however, enabled by circulation 
of file%to undertake the usual consultative work, the moat important scheme 
which oame under their consideration being that for the supply of filtered water 
to the municipalities on the right bank of the Hooghly Eight alternative 
projects were prepared by tho Sanitary Engineer, the estimated cost varying 
from 24 to 35 lakhs. These have been separately submitted to Government. 
The possibility of providing a supply of drinking-water for the Patna Muni¬ 
cipality from wells sunk in the old bed of the river Sone has now been fully 
proved^ end the work has been taken in hand. 

An important experiment in sewage disposal was inaugurated during the 
past year by the Sanitary Engineer, who was placed on special duty in England 
for the purpose of enquiring into the subject. 

His proposal to carry out experiments on the septic tank principle has been 
sanctioned by Government, and is now being earned out. The Lieutenant- 
Governor wifi await the results with much interest The suggestions made last 
year by the Board with a view to causing experiments to be made locally on 
the system of filtration through cinders of sullago water and waste liquids have 
been circulated to all municipalities From the reports received it appears that 
little or no attention has been paid to the subject by municipalities, and that no 
results of any importance have boen achieved It is probable that the sugges¬ 
tions of the Board were found to involve more intrusion on the privacy of 
houses than municipal authorities were willing to undertake, or individuals to 
submit to. 

13. Inepections —Major Dyson was on tour for 162 days during the year 
Almost the whole of his time had to be devoted to the organisation and inspec¬ 
tion of precautionary measures against plague, and the ordinary sanitary work 
of the Province has of course suffered from this to a certain extent Indirectly, 
however, it may bo hoped that compensation will be found in the increased 
attention on the part of local bodies to sanitation generally, and conservancy 
in particular, which has been the resuU of the fear of plague which has over¬ 
hung the Province during the year under report Should it prove to have 
thoroughly and permanently awakened the local authorities to the supreme 
importance of an efficient system of sanitation, the plague will have dene the 
people of Bengal a service which will go far to counterbalance the trouble and 
anxiety which it has caused. 

The Lieutenant-Governor desires to thank Major Dyson for tho care he 
has bestowed on sanitary administration geneially ana in particular for the 
untiring energy and attention to detail which he has displayed m all matters 
relating to the protection of the Province against plague

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SUMMARY OF THE METEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL, AND OK THE METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVATION 
TAKEN IN ASSAM, FOR THE MONTH OF JULY 1899 


Weaihpr during the past month was romarkablo on account of the complete absence^ 
c) clonic storms over the 11a mil for the almost continuous low pressure over the Pro vim 
Assam and Burma As no depression of any depth passed inland trom the sea, the vaiil 
tionsof pressure oi the differences from the normal wire generally small or of modern 
amount, but as the defect was continuous and westerly winds prevailed over the westoj 
districts, the moist eoutkuly winds fiom the Bay, which were quite up to avoiage atiengtl 
failul to obtain the usual outlet north-westward up the Ganjotio plain The result wa 
heavy general ramf ill over the greater pait of the Piovmce, with a moro irregular d^sliib 
ution than in mdinary ycais 

The nart of tlio Province where defect m rainfall was greatest was naturally m thesouth- 
westoin distiu ts, including Orissa and tlo south of Chota Nigpur, where the south-westerly 
winds were most pr< valent The deficiency, however, was m ueaily all eases small, as may be 
seen from Oussa receiving on an arerago tor the whole Division 9<) p 0 r cent of the normal for 
tho month, ird Cl ota Nagpur 110 per cent, tho excess in the latter bomg due to the heaver 
lulls in the north of the Division 


A \ory noticeable peculiarity m tho rainfall distnbution is that in sub-montane districts 
whether m the east or north of tho Province, and probably over the lower ranges of the hills* 
falls were in almost all cases m slight defect, whereas at higher levels, as m the Darjeeling 
hills, there was a fairly large excess A marked contrast is shown hetweon Baxa and Dar¬ 
jeeling, at the loimei of whiok there was defeit of 16 inches and at the latter excess ot 11 
inches This slight deficiency extended along tho toot of the Himalayas as far as Daibkanga 
but from there excess steadily increased, and was greatest m Champaran and Bettia fc 

Though no ejelomo storm occurred over tho Bay, depressions were not wanting iftlnnd, 
and during the latter half oi the month a continuous slight depression obtained over Bihar* 
The fust depression began about the 4th m tho noith of the Bav owing to a rapid fall of 
pressure in the east It remained diffused, but moving northwards instead of to the wrest 
it caused heavy general rain in Bengal When the recovery ot presume bogau ui Burma* 
an<t the ea&t of tho Province a day or two later, the depression became better defined 
and moved rapidly westward on the 7th, after winch the pressure distribution was normal 
and rainfall was neither so heavy nor general 

Pressure again fell m the east on the 9th, and as dofect in that region slowly but 
steadily mtensiht d during the subsequent days, the conditions of the beginning oi the 
month were almost restored The low pressure concentiated and tho second shallow 
depression of the month began over Lower Bongal on the 13th, the area oi doiect, some¬ 
what over 15 mih, extending eastwards trom Calcutta This depression followed a more 
wcsteily course than tho previous one, but it filled up over the cential distnots and westerly 
winds lontinuid unchanged m Orissa, Chota Nagpur, and tho wist of Bihar On the 
morning of tho 14th, the depression was well definal with a centre near Krishna^ar, and 
pressure was in detect ovtr tho wholo ot Bengal Proper by amounts up to a fifth *of an 
inch On the iOth, after a rapid rise, tho depression was faint with a centre near Nava 
Dumka, and on the 16th the distubution was practically normal 

Dunng these days, betwoen the 13th and 16th, heavy general ram fell over the whole 
Province The heaviest falls were m Bihar, more especially on the 15th, when the 
depression was filling up In Monghyr on that date a large proportion of the rainfall 
stations received amounts varying from 4 to 8 inches, and the smallest fall was 2 5 mohes 


After the middle of tho month a Blight depression formed over the north-west of the 
Province, with a fairly regular cyclonic circulation of light winds The monsoon winds from 
the Bay were not so strong as m the early part of the month, but the cyclonic circulation and a 
blight oscillatory movement of the area of lowest pressure was sufficient to maintain continuous 
rainfall in all except the south-western distruts Pressure rose somewhat towards the end 
of tho third week, when there was excess of nearly a tenth of am inch over the Provmoe and 
the north of the Bay This excess continued for a few days only ,A rapid fall in Bihar was 
followed by a slight depression, and further heavy rainfall in that area about the 2fith and 
26th, after which the high pressure was restored ‘and beoame an important feature of the 
weather conditions not only for the remaining days of July, but well into August 


With the development of high pressure at the end of the month, rainfall to a large 
extent ceased, but there were still cloudy skies and light scattered showera, and temperature 
was not above the normal except by small amounts in Bengal Proper. In the western 
distnots on the lost day of the month there was still a moderate defect 
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Pteasure was relatively low in Burma, Assam and Bengal Proper during a great part 
of the month, and at times dofeot at eastern stations was very little under 2 inch. In the 
south-western districts, on the other hand, readings were more frequently m excess The 
avorage difference from the normal vanes from excess of 02 inch at Cuttack to defect of 
about 04 inch m the east 

It was low almost continuously in the early part of the month, but during the latter 
half there was a tendency for high pressure to develop It did not become established till 
towards the dose, when high pressure prevailed over the province and the north of the Bay, 
and the distnbution became more uniform than is usual at the end of July 

Temperaiw e —As a marked feature of the prevailing weather conditions was heavy 
cloud with frequent rainfall, temperature was generally low, especially during the day 
Maximum temperature on an average for the mouth was below the normal, except at a 
few of the more southern stations, and in the west of Bihar there was a large defect, os 
muoh as 6° at some stations Minimum temperature was practioally normal, except m the 
west of Bihar, where on an average lor the month there was defect of 1° to 2° 

Mean tomporature was practically normal m Bengal, Orissa, and Chota Nagpur, defect 
in all divisions being less than half a degree In Assam thoro was defeot of 1° and m Bihar 
of 2° 

Rainfall has been exceptionally heavy and continuous over a great part of the province, 
and evon m the south-western distnots, where it was least in amount, it all but reached 
the average fall In Orissa on an average for the whole division the defect was only 
13 inch In Ohota Nagpur there was excess of 133 inches, m North Bengal 3 87, 
m East Bongal 4 32, in South-West Bengal 6 65, and m Bihar 8 08 

As thunderstorms with heavy local ialls were much more numerous than usual over a 
great part of the province, the distnbution of rainfall is mark* d by greater irregularity than 
m ordinary years, when the monsoon current in Jul> passes hotly over the province towards 
North-West India, and is not subjected to tbo frequmt checks which have been a marked 
feature of the past month Though the individual falls are irregular, the averages are more 
uniform than usual, the various divisions of Bengal Proper and Bihar receiving almost 
similar amounts South-West Bengal received on an average 18 68 inches, North Bengal 
20'61, Bihar 21 7, and East Bengal 21 88 

As the falls have been so irregular no general idea can be given of the distribution, 
exoept by the tabular statement which precedes this, but it may be notioed that there were, 
much the eamo as m June, three centres of heavy rainfall—one in South-West Bengal, in 
which falls wore 10 to 15 inches in excess, one in North Bengal, and the third in the west of 
Bihar, where excess amounts were of similar magnitude, viz , 10 to 15 mobes 

The groatest defect was 4 inches in the south of Orissa, and the area of deficient rainfall 
included the whole of that division, exoept part of Balasore district and the south oi Chota 
Nagpur, where defeot varied up to 3 inches 

In North Bengal, the extreme north of Bihar, and near the Garo and Tippera Hill 
regions rainfall was slightly below the normal, the differences being 1 to 2 inches, except at 
Siliguri and Baxa, where defect was 9 and 16 inches, respectively 

The following table gives a oompanson of the falls m tho various divisions during tko 
month of July with the normal fall, the actual being given as a percentage of the normal 
fall The table also shows the actual falls for eath ot the previous months of tho year 
expressed m tho samo way, and the last column of the table shows the total of the falls of 
the past sevon moptks of the year m oach division expressed as a porcentage oi the normal 
fall —

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2. The increase is again attributed to the more general employment of 
Indian seamen in the Mercantile Nary* The difference between the total 
number shipped and dischargeCis doe to the engagement at Calcutta of an 
increased number of native cr*for service in vessels trading from the tJnited 
Kingdom and elsewhere. The men engaged in service for Qerman vessels were 
chiefly engine room crews shipped through the Calcutta Shipping Office in 
accordance with the Merchant Shipping Act, the usual bond of indemnity for 
lasoars sailing under a foreign flag being filed in the offioe. 

3 The number of British seamen shipped during the year shows an inorease 
of 86 on the figures of the previous year. The number shipped exceeded the 
number discharged by 239 during the year. During the last six yean the 
number shipped has exceeded those discharged regularly, and has aggregated 
°wuul,200 men on the whole period. This is partly accounted for by the fact 
thro the seamon come from other ports, Bombay, Chittagong, Rangoon, Singa¬ 
pore and clsowhere m search of employment, which, it seems they succeed m 
finding to the extent indicated, and, probably, partly to the fact that a 
certain number of men desert from ships m Calcutta As regards Indian 
seamen, there has been an increase both m the number shipped ana discharged 
which, as explamod above, is due to the more general omployment of this class of 
seamen The difference between the numbers shipped and discharged is partly 
due to the crews engaged for service to the United Kingdom not having returned 
at the end of the year, and partly to fact, just stated, of the larger numbers of 
this class which are annually employed The number of Chinese discharged 
exceeded those shipped by 130. Those men appear to stay m the country m 
increasing numbers. 

4 The number of seamen of all nationalities shipped in, and discharged 
from, foreign vessels through their Consulates, and not included ,ig^the figures 
given above, are—

5 There were only 48 deserters against 86 during the previous year; the 
decrease being ascribed to the faet that the rates of seamen’s wages repained 
uniform throughout the year 

6. The receipts of the Calcutta Shipping Office amounted to Rs, 
as compared with Rs. 47,313 during the previous year. As 
year, the largest increase is under shipping and discharging fees, whiefi shows 
an increase of Rs 2,379 and is due to the increased operations in shipping and 
discharging seamen The increases under other heads are small, and do not 
call for any remark * 

The expenditure during the year amounted to Rs. 22,928, afr^watednetion 
of Rs. 1,086 on the preceding year, due almost entirely to reduced oharges 
under “Establishment” and “supply of forms.” The former reduction was 
partly caused by the diminution of exchange compensation allowance, and 
partly by the fact that none of the superior officers were on leave.

8. There was a small increase of Rs. 530 under Ticket Money, which it 
attributed to an increase in the number of Indian seamen shipped on sailing 
vessels, principally vessels chartered for the conveyance of Indian emigrants to 
the West Indies, who had allotted part of their wages for the benefit of their 
families. 

9. The decrease of Rs. 2,856 under “ Deposit money of British seamen” it 
4 owing to smaller sums having boon received from British and foreign seamen 
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left behind from their chip* in hosptlW and jail. The oM sailing ships 
trading to India are being replaced by steamers which make short voyages and 
consequently such of the crews of these vessels,as are discharged or left abroad 
have unally smaller amounts due them as wages than formerly. Of the 
total deposits, Ba 26,744 represent the voluntary deposits of 217 seamen, 
the balance, Rs. 815, being deposited by masters of ships as the wages of eight 
seamen who had either refused to sign their accounts or were too ill to receive 
their money. 

10 Under “ Deposit money of Native seamen” there is an mcreass of 
Rs. 13,268, which is due to the wages of the crews of three steamers discharged 
at out-ports having been remitted to the Calcutta Shipping Office for payment 
to the men who were sent on to Calcutta as passengers. 

11. Under“ Estates of deceased Native seamen ” there is a reduction of 
Re. 3,061; but this is accounted for by the fact that m the previous year the 
transactions were increased by the wages of the crews of two vessels lost at 
sea having been remitted to Calcutta by the owners for payment to their 
relatives. 

12. The value of seamen’s money orders increased from Rs 11,934 
in 1897-98 to Rs. 12,603 during the year under review The increase is 
small, and is due to the more favourable rate of exchange prevailing during 
the year. 

13. The number of distressed seamen sent home during tho year was 
27 against 47 m the previous year. The causes of distress were sickness 14, 
lniuriCb 8, and paucity of employment 5. The local institutions m Calcutta 
wnioh afford relief to seamen on the largest scale are the District Charitable 
Society and the Sailor’s Home, both of which are largely helped by Govern¬ 
ment A considerable number of the inmates of the former are British and 

* foreign seamen, as also of the Government Workhouse, which is m tho 
same premises, and part of the work of both institutions is to find ships for 
seamen. 

14. The Shipping Master, Calcutta, reports that there appears to be no 
nppreoiable ohange in the condition of European seamen. The better class of 
men reported last year as serving in the merchant ships trading to the port 
continues, and the appearance of a British sailor unable to read oi write is 
beoomtng more rare. The demand for las cars continues to increaso 

16. At the port of Chittagong the number of seamen shipped and 
discharged was 42 and 53 against 33 and 95 during the previous year There 
is a large decrease in the number of discharges, which is due to a smaller 
number of ships having paid off their crews 

16. There were 11 deserters, 8 of whom were Europeans and 3 lascars, 
during the year against 3 during the previous year. This increase is attributed 
to the.bigber rate of wages prevailing at Calcutta, viz, £3-5 to £3-10 against 
£2-5 to £2-15 at which the seamen joined Three of these desorteis were 
arrested at Calcutta and brought to Chittagong and convicted One was 
also arrested at Chittagong and put on board his vessel, the others woie not 
found. 

17* The receipts Qn account of Trust funds amounted to Rs. 3,231 and 
consisted of deposits received on account of the balance of wages of 12 British 
and 6 Native seamen discharged by mutual consent, of 22 Native seamen dis¬ 
charged qp termination of agreement, of 7 British seamen discharged under 
medical certificate, and of one deceased.

An important chunge was effected in the tariff during the year under 
review by Act XIV of 1899, which was passe d for the purpose of enabling 
countervailing import duties to be levied on bounty fed aiticles, and which 
.was made effective against all bounty fed sugar by the orders of the Govern- 
*ment*of India Iho additional duty was, bowover, not paid before the close 
of the year, as the orders apply to imports under bills of-ladmg signed subse¬ 
quently to the passing ot the Act referred to The duty on level boxes was 
reduced from 5 per u nt to 1 per cent, and machineiy and component parts 
thereof for the manufacture of paraffin candles and for the distillation of 
spirits and nitrate of <>da, muiiate of potash, sulphate of ammonia, sulphate 
oi potash and kainit salts, smgally and sozille, were exempted from duty. 
Since the close of the year, all machinery has been exempted from duty, thus 
removing a feitile souice of inconvenience and misunderstanding

The total net value of the foreign import trade m merchandise Bhowed a 
decrease of Rs 9,16,688 or 3 per cent The decrease is exclusively m 
free goods, there having been an increase in the receipts of dutiable goods., 
The decrease, however, is very small and calld for tiOremarks. Owing to 
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larger leceipts of gold from the United Kingdom, Australia and China, thei e 
was an increase of Rs. 36,10,186, or 11 per cent, m the impoits of treasure. 
The total value of the stores imported on behalf of Qovernment stood at 
Rs. 1,80,77,447 against Rs 2,13,25,189 in the pievious year This decreaso 
is ascribed to smaller receipts of railway materials and metals, chiefly pig iron, 
which, owing to the rise in prices m England, had to be supplied fiom the 
local iron works The total value of the foreign export trado in Indian 
produce shows an improvement of Rs 79,23,289 The impiovement was ex¬ 
clusively m dutiable articles and is due to larger shipments of nco and paddy 
to almost all the importing countries The value of expmts of Government 
stores fell off by 43 per cent. The decrease was confined to the exports of 
foreign stores and was owing to the unusually lmge shipments of copper com 
to the Straits Settlements in the previous year As m pieviouB years, there 
were no exports of treasure on account of Government. In the coasting trade 
there was a decline of 26 per cont and of 7 per cent respectively, m the value 
of imports and exports of merchandise. The decrease in the formei isattubut- 
able to the smaller imports of nee from Burma, and in the latter it is attri¬ 
butable to the falling off of the trade with Bombay, and is confined to oil seeds 
and jute manufactures The existence of plague must hate affected this 
branch of the trade of Bengal with Bombay Including Government transac¬ 
tions, the total value of the trade of the provinco stood at Rs 9>,10,54,241 
against 1 Rs 98,21,51,284 in the previous year, showing a decrease of 
Rs. 3,10,97,043 or 3 l per cent 

5 Trade of Calcutta with foreign countriei —The following table shows 
the.total value of the foreign trade of Calcutta With the several countries with 
which commercial transactions were maintained and the pioportion in which 
it was divided between them dunug the past fivo years — 
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It will be seen that, as usual, the bulk of the trade was earned on with 
the United Kingdom, but tho proportion which this bianch boars to tho entire 
foreign trqde of the poit declined during tho year from 53 87 per cent m 
1897-98 to 52 38 per cont The falling off in value was equivalent to nearly 2 
per cent., and the total trado recorded is the smallest since 1892-93 'JJhe 
decreaso occurred n> both imports and exports The falling off under imports 
is .chiefly due to the smaller imports of treasure, as there was an improvement 
in the imports of merchandise, chiefly cotton, woollen and silk goods, While the 
short despatches of raw jute, jute .manufactures, lac, hides and skins, raw silk, 
Baltpetre, woollen manufactures, raw wool, and cotton (raw) account for 
the decrease under exports There was a great reduction in the value of 
tea despatched to the United Kingdom, though the quantity despatched 
was nearly two million pounds in excess of that of the previous year. Germany 
has gone ahead of the United States, and occupies the second place in the 
list, but the total value of the tiade shows a decline of 1 6 pei cent, as com¬ 
pared with that of the previous year There was a remarkable l eduction in the 
* * trade of beet sugar, and it is believed that the additional duties recently imposed 
on this article fiom bounty-paying countries will check its growtli m 
future yean. The United States occupy the third place in the list. The falling 
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off was entirely m exports. It is worthy of note that for the .first time, tho 
United States supplied themselves with paddy from this pout m,the past year. 
As m tho previous year, China occupies the fourth place, hei sharenn the trade 
bomg 5 86 per cent, against 5*89 per cent m the previous year. The total 
value of trade, however, shows a slight advance, equal to *7 pei oent, on the total 
valuo of the previous gear’s tiado The quantity of opium despatched to 
Hong Kong rose m quantity from 22,771 chests to 21,519 chests, and its value 
stood at Rs 2,47,09,110 against Rs. 2,35,06,832 m the previous yeai. Ceylon 
comes next and has changed place with the Straits Settlements The value of 
trade has risen higher than that of the previous year, showing an increase of 
14 por cent Tho increase is due chiefly to the larger imports of treasure and 
is also attubutablo to heavier expoits of giam and pulse and coal The trade 
with the Straits Settlements has unproved considerably, and shows a percen¬ 
tage of 3 'JJ against 3 67 m the previous yeai It is worthy of note that gloss 
wares were for the first time impoited from tho Straits. The met ease of 29 per 
cent in the tiade with Australia is attubutablo to the increased importation 
of gold and of horses It is lemaikablo that out of a total quantity of gold 
valued at nearly 234 lakhs, about 77 lakhs were received fio.n Australia No 
coppei, howevei, was imported fiom Australia dunng the past year The 
trade with France fell by 8 per cent This is mainly duo to tho diminution 
of e\poit-> owing to the smaller despatches of oil seeds, raw jute, hidoa and 
skins, and xaw cotton In impoits there has been an increase of 46 pei cent, 
which is attnbutable to larger receipts of silk piece goods and othei articles of 
luxury The increase of 11 por cent in tho total value of the trade with 
Austua Hungary m spite of the large decrease m tho expoits of raw hides, 
raw jute, raw cotton, lac and jute manufactures, is aicounted for by tho 
tianster to that country of the bulk of the sugar trade lost by Geimany and 
the United Kingdom, and by the larger receipts of woollen and cotton goods, 
metals, paper and apparel In the trade with Belgium theic was au nnpiove- 
ment ot 22 p<n cent due to larger imports of matches and cotton twist, and to 
the more extensive shipments of oil seeds and giam and pulse Tnetiade with 
Italy fell by 16 per cent owing chiefly to the smaller despatches of raw jute, 
raw cotton and til seed The improvement of 25 per cent, m the Mauritius 
trade is attributed to the increased exports of rice and treasure and impoits of 
bugar 

6. Shipping in Calcutta .—Tho pioportion which the trado of Calcutta 
earned through the Suez Canal during the year under review boro to its total 
foreign trade was 72 6 per < eat as against 73 9 per cent m the previous year, 
a unable clnango clearly due to the increased trafhc with Ceylon and South 
Africa Tho table below compares tho total snipping entering inwards and 
clearing outwaids without touching at any other port and the aggregate

The total imports of cotton goods, including twist and yarn, exceeded 
those of the year 1897*98 by about two erores of rupees in value or by 14 per 
cent. The heavy fall in the value of imports under twist and yam is attrib¬ 
uted to reduced price of the raw material, to the overstocking of the market in 
consequence of enormous receipts in 1897-98, and to some improvement in 
the purchasing power of the rupee. As regards the increase under cotton 
goods the Collector of Customs writes— 

“ All this indioatea a healthy revival of the cotton trade after the unsatisfactory years 
1898*97 and 1897*98, and u attributable to the increasing prosperity of the people, a steadier 
exchange, and an easier money market. Confidence was early restored, and has been 
followed by a steady flow of business. The quantity imported is a record for the past decade, 
though this is not the oase as regards the value of the trade In the Lancashire industry 
almost every mill is reported to have shown a profitable working during the year, and there 
seems every prospect of a continuance of prosperity in that trade ” 

The decrease of 19 9 per cent, in metals is ascribed to the increased 
demand at home and the consequent advance in pnces There was a decrease 
of 3*2 per cent in the value of imports of mineral oil as compared with the 
previous year, though the quantity increased by 2 1 per oent. Russian and 
United States oils made a slight progress; but the trade m Sumatra received 
a check in the year under review, and it is said that many of the wells there 
which were yielding very large supplies have been exhausted, while others 
which are still working are yielding a reduced quantity. The Collector of 
Customs believes that this result is only temporary. Machinery and mill 
work fell off by 27*6 per cent. The degrease is attributed to the absence of 
demand for new maemuery. As anticipated by the Collector of Customs in the 
previous year’s report, the articles imported consisted chiefly of “ spares ” and 
“ renewals,” and it is said that the looal foundries and Railway Workshops now 
make a variety of articles formeily obtained from abroad. The Collector of 
Customs observes that paper and flour industries show no signs of requiring 
more maohinery, but the development of cloctnc lighting and motive power 
may bo expected to lead to further importations. Sugar shows a decrease of 
6*9 per cent. The decrease was shared by the United Kingdom, Germany, 
China , Straits .Settlements and other countries, while Austria-Hungary, 
Ma uritius and Java show a material increase Act XIV of 1899 for dealing 
With bounty-fed articles did not come into force till the 20th March 1899 ana 
hence the new duties have not affected imports dunng the year under review. ( 

The increase 6f 24*7 per cent, in the importation of ale, beer find porter 
attributed to tbo return of the European troops whose messes are supplied 
with English beer from Calcutta, from the frontier expeditions dunng which 
the trade was diverted to Karachi. “Pilsener” Boer winch is said to include 
all brands called by that name, whether made in England or on the continent 
has maintained the first place. Next comes <( lnd Coope ” followed by 
“Tennant,” “McEwan” and “Bass.” “ Younger and Sons” has fallen from 
the second to the math _ place. A new brand, that of Eraser and Company, 
fees gained a good position dunng this its first year and oomes next to 
*■ to “Younger and Soju/’ The improvement of 6 per cent, in the imports of 
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vpmta and ltquois was shared by all descriptions of spirits with the exception 
ol gin. In brandy there was an increase of 8,568 gallons, owing to larger 
imports fiom the United Kingdom and France The total importation of 
-wine has fallen from 115,706 gallons in 1897-98 to 109, 715 gallons, show¬ 
ing a decrease of 6 1 poi cent The decrease occurred m claret (0,701 
gallons), port (317 gallons), and shony (818 gallons), while champagne and 
other wines increased by 3 j0 gallons and, 1,523 gallons i opectivel y The fall¬ 
ing off of 13 9 per cent m tho Salt trade both in the imports from foreign 
countries (except Egt pt which shows slight mcienso and fiom Indian ports is 
said to bo duo to the abnormally higli imports of the pieccding year and the 
consequent overstocking m bona Hold ware and cut lory fell by 6 2 per 
cent owing to smaller lcceipts fiom the United Kingdom, as there Was an 
accumulation of stocks due to heavy impoitations Low that, country dm mg 
the two preceding years Continental manufactures nevertheless advanced 
by moro than 51 pei tout owing, it is said, to their low puces, and chse 
i csembkvnco to Biitish goods In woollen goods theio was an improvement 
of 27 pei cent The import tiadc in these goods seems to have partially 
lecovoitd fiom tlio effects of the fain .no of the two pievious ycais, but it is still 
considerably below the average Amongst other imports matches improved 
by 6 6 per cent and apparel by 4 9 per cent , while agricultural implements 
declined by 32 6 pei tint drugs and medicines by 8 per cent and umbiellas 
by 23 1 pei cent Tho u*>e or matches locally made was generally discon¬ 
tinued The imports of umbrellas from ollici countnes than tho United Kingdom

however, disappointed m consequence oi the abundant harvest everywhere A better fate 
crop is expected this ye u ” , „ 

Sma’lei txpoits wore made to tho United Kingdom, Austna-Hungary, 
France, Germany, Italy, Spam, and the United States, while Ghijia, Japan and 
Austialia tooklaigoi supplies in juto gunny-bags there was a falhng*off of 8*5 
per cent mainly due to the slioit juto uop, and also, it is said, to the scar¬ 
city of laboui m the jute mills owing to the plague scare, la the total 
exports of opium them was an mcieaxe of 8 8 per cent, due to the larger 
shipments to tho btiaits, Ilong Kong, and Cochin China. The exports of tea 
increased by ovei foui million pounds or 2 8 per cent, oWig to larger shipments * 
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to all the importing countries except Atwtfaha, Cape Colony, and the Straits 
The production of the last, year wag the largest on lecord. The majority of 
tlio teas of the past year hate been of common grades, and the average price 
stood at 8 annas 1 p’o per lb for the year against 8 annas 6 pies m 1897 98 Tho 
price per lb has now gone back to the average of the 5yeais preceding the great 
rise of 1894-95. The growth of the consumption of Ceylon tea in the United 
Kingdom was suddenly checked m the past year. In oilseeds there was an 
increase of 54 7 ptr cent. Among these, linseed the puncipal article of export, 
increased by 81 8 per cent owing to larger shipments to the United Kingdom 
France, Germany, and Holland Poppy seed also advanced by 17 8 per cent 
while rape and til, the other soeds exported, declined by 22 7 por cent, and 
. 96 8 per cent iespectiv°ly Thero was a maik' j d improvement m the total 
shipments of nee and paddy equal to 83 5 per cent over tho previous year, 
tho result of an abundant nco hat vest m Bengal duiing the past ye<« Lnigcr 
supplies were taken by all the consuming comtues, with the exception of 
Kdumon and China In indigo tlioie was an increase of 14 5 per cent due 
to increased outturn and to a i eduction of stocks m tho home market. The 
average selling ptico, however, as declared m the shipping bills, shows a 
further decline from that of the previous year, having fallen fiom Ks. 180 to 
168 per maund. The Collector of Customs obseives — 

The unsatisfactory elate oE the market, brought about by over production m prtvous 
years and by the consequent retention of large stoik* in the home markets, to which a 
number of producers shippe d diroot m the hope of securing better prues that never came, 
coupled with the foot that the hulk of the production ot sub'equfnt seasons has been of 
unsuitable or inferior qualities, has boon further accentuated dining the last 3 ear or two by 
the scare about the production of artificial indigo, at a much lower puce than had been 
thought possible, bj the Badische Company in Germanv Hub, it is known, was, however, 
being produced at a loss , and as it is now stud to be less mutuble than the natural dye lor 
many purposes, the scare has, for the present, oeased lluppily, howiier, this scare bus now 
woiked itself out, as tho synthetic or artificial indigo, the product of Geiman laboratones, 
has been found unsuitable for many purposes, and it will not, theiefore, sen ,ubly mtcrfeie 
with the natural d 3 e 

The export of raw hides, the largest item under tho head of hides and skins, 
decreased by 13 per cent owing to heavy slnpn.i nt» of those art dos to the con¬ 
tinent of Europe and America, from the Caps of Good Hope, w hot e there w as 
a great mortality in cattle due to rinderpest '1 ho decline of 9 3 per cent m 
dressed hides is attributed not only to smallei supply, but also to a smallei 
4emand. There was, however, on increase ol 9 3 pri cent 111 raw skins 
due to larger supplies to tho United Stat s The quantity of wheat export¬ 
ed during the year was nearly 46 times laigu than in the pievious 3 car 
owing to the abundant harvest of tho year undei review This was due to the 
great but temporaly rise in price, occasioned by the Spanish Amem-in wai, 
and by speculation m the States The trade in raw cotton with Austm- 
Hungary mcroasod by 205 8 per cent, with Bi Igium by 2815 pci cent., witii 
Germany by 17*4 per cpnt, with China by 19 1 per cent, and with Japan by 
263, while the trado with the United Kingdom fell away % ?8 7 pei cent, with 
Franco bv 60*4 per cent., with I f uly by 42 9 pu cent, and with othci countaes 
by 38*8 per cent. The total exports of raw cotton wero 1 - o per cent m excess, 
01 those of the previous year The exports of shellac decieased in quantity by 
23 percent, owing to shorter despatches to all tho importing countaes with tho 
exception of the United States. The decrease m the \ nine of tho exports is attu- 
buted to the limited demand foi the established and mcic exponsn e nnuks Thero 1 
was .a falling-off of 2 3 per oent m the expoi h> of law silk as compaicd with 
ls97-08h The trade* with the United Kingdom fell by 26 4 pei cuit, while 
France and Italy took 25 1 per cont. and 32 1 poi tent more than 111 1897 98 
The quantity ^exported to “ othqi countaes ” uKo mcieustd by 2 b» 3 pei cent 

The Collector of Customs observes —

There can be no doubt that the greater care now taken in tho reeling of Bengal silk is 
causing it to be more generally used, and is opening out new outlots for it But tho Indus*!}' 
has to co ntend with the dire disease, pehnne, which well nigh ruined sencultuie in Frann 
The Europeans interested m the trade have for a long timo Ik on trying to induce the nit no 
rearers to adopt Pasteur's system of seed-selection and mu mg, hut with very httlo sui io-v. 
The Committee now working aj Berhampore have, horn \or, sucoeodocj^ m interesting n lew 
rearers in that system, and it is to t,o hoped that tho supic&s wbioli t-iese reaiois luu. Jn>l 
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with their worms will indues others to take it raj.. Owing to the ravages of pobrins during 
the j ear under review, the total quantity ot jpoafod. Ws less than in the preceding 

year As, however, the European filatures took ttmow thWame quantity as Wore, the pro¬ 
duction of native reeled-silk suitable for looal consumption was considerably redmoed. 

In the important dtstnofa of Molda and Raj aha hi the interest taken in 
the new methods is much more intelligent and keen than it is in Berham- 
pore, and the Lieutenant-Governor from what he saw there has reason to hope 
that tho piotection given by theso methods will load to a rapid expanslop of 
an ancient industry 

9. Treasure —Tho increase of 38*1 per cent in the value of the net 
imports of gold and silver combined was, it is said, due, to a certain, extent, to 
the excess of oxports of Indian produce over imports into it, to an improvement 
in the exchange value of the rupee and to the unfavourable exchange 'between 
Australia ana England. The importation of gold increased by 46 4 per ednt, 
while there was a decrease of 22 8 per oent. in the imports of silver. The 
expoits of gold were nominal, and there was a decrease of 36 5 per cent, in the 
exports of silver owing to smaller supplies to every country except Mauritius. 
t 10 Subordinate Pot ts. —The total value of the foreign tiade of the port 
of Chittagong fell fiom Rs 81,60,349 to Rs 68,25,931, showing a decline of 
Rs 13,24,418 or 16 per cent This took place both m imports (44 per cent.j 
and exports (8 per cent) and is attributable chiefly to smaller receipts of salt 
from the United Kingdom and of railway materials for the Assam-Bengal Railway, 
and to non-receipt ot keiosene oil from America, as well as to the absence -of 
shipments of raw jute to Dunkirk and the diminished exports of tea. The 
exports of rice, however, advanced owing to the good crop of last year The 
imports of liquois fiom foreign and Indian ports rose by 12 2 and 12 3 pei cent, 
respectively In the coasting trade, the imports largely diminished owing to 
smaller receipts of raw jute from Naravanganj, while larger shipments of 
country goods, viz, gram and pulse to Akyab, mitigated by a smaller shipment 
of treasure to Calcutta and Rangoon, raised the value of the exports 

The total value of the trade, both foreign and coasting, at the Orissa ports, 
ns compared with 1897-98, decreased at Balasoie from Its 1,45,67,116 to 
Rs. 1,44,95,217 and at Cuttack from Rs 27,63,354 to Rs. 26,41,553, while at 
Pun it rose fiom Rs. 4,61,219 to Rs 6,00,912 The net amount of Customs 
duty, inclusive of the duty on imported salt collected at the Orissa ports, 
however, lose from Rs. 5,91,736 to Rs 6,02,704, showing an increase of 
Rs. 10,968 or 1 8 per cent The impiovement is chiefly attributed to larger 
collections made on account of expoit duty at all those poits. 

The trade at Narayanganj, which is earned on, as usual, with coast ports 
only, fell fiom Rs 60,40,026 to Rs. 45,47,277, showing a decre a s e of 
Rs 14,92,749 or 24 per cent. This was the combined efleet of a decr eas e of 
Rs. 16,37,414 or 28 3 per cent in exports and an increase of Rs. 1,44,665 or 
56 2 pei cent, m impoits Salt was the only dutiable article imported into this 
port and the duty on it rose from Rs. 7,15,777 to Rs. 9,89,103, showing an 
mciease of Rs 2,73,326, or 38 2 per cent. The* trade m kerosene oil 
re appeared and the quantity imported was^ 317,084 gallons during the year, 
but largo supplies are said to be still obtained by other routes from Calcutta! 
Tho oxports of rice increased by 2,113 cwt. or 41 per cent. The decline in 
exports from Narayanganj is said to be partly due to a short crop of jute and 
p'utly to the cheaper rates of freight charged by the direct inland service of 
steamers to Calcutta by which route raw jute was shipped to Calcutta in sre- 
forente to Chittagong 

11 The Lieutenant-Governor’s thanks are again due to the Bofird of 
Revenue and the Collector of Customs for their supervision of the Department 
during the year. The report of its operations is aB usual full of interest. The

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CALCUTTA MUNICIPAL BILL 

The Hon’ble the PEFBiDtur read the Elon’blo Mr. Baker’b motion that 
the Calcutta Municipal Bill be leforred back to the Select Committee for 
further con sid eiation with rcfeietice to the correspondence between tho Gov¬ 
ernment of India and the Government of Bengal, which was published in the 
supplement to tho Calcutta Gazette of the 12th July, 1899, and with instructions 
to leport within two weeks. 

The Hon’ble Babu Surendranath Banerji'e, by leave of the President, 
moved the following amendments to the above motion, via — 

(1) fot “two weeks” substitute “six woeks”, 

(j) add at tho end the woids “and that tho opinions of the Coiporation 
and othei public bodies bo invited with reference to such corre¬ 
spondence.” 

He said —“ Su,my fiist words will bo words of regret at tho retiremont from 
this Council of my fiieiul Babu Noiendranath Sen 1 do not in the smallest 
dogiee desuo to make any inflection upon my hon’ble fuend to my left who so 
worthily lopresi nts the Corporation, and m whose hands I am suro the interests 
ol the rate-payers of Calcutta in legaid to the Calcutta Municipal Bill will be 
perfectly safe But the tido of hum in circumstances sometimes demands a fear 
fiom us Bate ilia lathrymce —sang Virgil m the olden tunes Those who 
weio associated with Babu Noienduwmth Son m Ins arduous labours m con¬ 
nection with tho early stages of the Calcutta Municipal Bill must share 
the rogiet that he has not been permitted to participate m then toils and 
anxieties amid the closing scenes of the final struggle. 

“ Ilowevci that may be, now that we have been placed once again by a 
fortunate accident m possession of oui dolibeiative functions, if we have made 
a mistake, wo may nctify it, if we have acted, I will not say m defiance 
of, but if wo have acted not m conformity with, the dictates of public opinion, 
wc may now pay that ampler homage to public sentiment which, as it seems 
to me, is nnpeiatively called for at our hands m dealing with a measuie such 
as this, affecting as it does the habits and eveiy-day lives of tho people , for 
a municipal nu asuic is essentially a measure of sanitation, and m order that 
it may be successful, that it may piomote the great ends of sanitation, it 
must enlist the sympathies of the people on its side By no stretch of language, 
however, can it be said that the Municipal Bill, even as icvised by tho Select 
Committee, has seemed the sympathies or the support of the community, 
whom it most deeply affects On the contiary I will say this—that m the 
whole course of my public hfo, now extending over the space of nearly a quarter 
of a cent uiy, I have not witnessed a moasuio which so profoundly stirred the 
heaits and excited the apprehensions of the people of Calcutta as this Bill has 
done Thou appiehensious may be well-iomidcd or ill-founded—I believe 
them to be wcll-f»und<>d—but theie they aie—real, intense, deep-seated, influ¬ 
encing the thought and moulding the feelings of the people, driving them m 
their thousand s to those great public met tmgs held all over tho town with a view 
to recoid their piotest against this measuie A protest so real and so influertml 

and at tlic same time* so universal and so all-peivading, a responsible Government 
could not lgnoi o It is with thankfulness we note that the action of the Govern¬ 
ment of India bus been determined by the attitude of public opinion I may 
or 1 may not lie able to assent to the proposals of the Government of India*. I 
am afiuicl I cannot assent to them, but all the same I foci that 1 should be false to 
myself and to my lepresentative chaiactei if I did not place on record the expres¬ 
sion of my admiung gratitude for the spirit in which that Govtorpment have 
approached the consideration of the subject, the temper of the discussion, the 
sensibility to public opinion which their intervention at this stage indicates, and 
above all foi the desire by which tin y are actuated and which pervades every 
line of the despatch, to arrive at a settlement that shall be conducive to the 
efficiency of municipal administration m Calcutta, and yet at the same time 
preserve intact the great principle of Local Self-Government. As m the past. 
so in the future, 1 hope and trust Your Honour’s Government and the 
Government of India will be pleased to extend to our observations that 
indulgent consideration which both these Governments are accustomed to

accord to the temperate expression of responsible opinion In that hope and 
m that confidence I approach the consideration of this subject. Could I per¬ 
suade myself to believe that the Government of India has definitely made up 
its mind, that it is inexorably wedded to the opinions it lias expressed, and that 
it is inaccessible to the voico of roason and lemonstianco, I for one would not 
waste my breath nor waste the time of the Council in a vain endeavour to 
persuade But I know that tho Government is highly deferential to the 
expression of public opinion, to the clear and unemng dictates of reason and 
sound sense, and, therefore, it is that I have taken upon myself the task of 
entering upon a somewhat piolotiged discussion of the issues raised m the 
lettei of the Government of India 

“ The letter of the Government of India begins with a statement of the 
principal grounds, as summarized by the Government of Bengal, upon which 
the amendment of the Calcutta Municipal Law is based To tluee of these 
grounds 1 desire to call attention, because m the first place they Beem to me 
to bo important grounds which aie now published for the first time In the 
second place they seem to bo absolutely unsustainable They make a levela 
tion in lespect of which it will be my duty to ask my hon’ble friend m charge 
of the Bill to make some sort of an explanation.” 

* The Hon’ble tho President said —“I apologise for mtenupting the 
non’blo Member, but this is a point of order I cannot permit any discussion 
of tho leasons given by the Government of India at the beginning of then 
letter The point to which we aie limited is the discussion of the changes 
m tho Bill which tho Government of India have desiied should be made I 
cannot allow any discussion of the icasons which have led the Government 
of India to como to thoir decision 

r lho Ilon’ble Habit Surfndranath Banektce said —“With yourpeimission 
I desuo to make one observation, namely, that the grounds to which I desue 
particulaily to call tho attention of the Council are grounds which do not appeal 
in tho lcttoi of tho 7th Muich, 1898 These gioimds are absolutely new, there- 
foio they aro not covered by Youi Honours ruling that these matteis ha>o 
been decided.” 

Tho Uon’blo the President said —“ I rtgiet I can heai no discussion on 
that pomt ” 

The Hon’ble Bmiu Suulnduana'Iii Banskjfs said —“ That being the ruling 
of Your Honoui, I shall procoed to lay befoic you statements which have been 
made in the lettei of tho Government of ItiJn, statements which aie open to 
challenge and contradiction, and therefore it seoms to me that, having legaid to 
such statements, a cash has been made out foi the appointment of a Commission 
of Enquuy ” 

Tho Hon’ble the Prfsident said—“This is a point which has Ken 
discussed m Council bcfoie I must ask the Hon’ble Member to proceed 
with the remainder of his speech. These aie points which I cannot allow to 
be re-opeiu d ” 

* Tho Hon’ble Baiiu Surende anath Banertte said —“ I want to suggest 
that in tho letter of tho Government of India tlieie is ono matter which raises 
a point which I think admits of, discussion Tho Government of India say 
that the ^Mad principles of Local Solf-Govonmu nt aie to be pieserved, but 
that thoy aie to be so re-cast as to cheek abuses and securo tho continuity of 
administration. If abuses aie to bo discovered and to bo checked, the best 
way of discovering and chocking them is by the appointment of a Commission 
of Enquiry.” 

The Hon’ble tho Presidfnt said—“ I must repeat that that point has 
boon discussed and decided by tho Council, and I cannot permit it to bo re¬ 
opened.” 
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The Hon’blo Babb Surendrahath Baneejee continued —“I bow to Your 
Honour's decision and will loave that point. Tho Government of India in 
tho 7th paragraph of thoir letter say — 

‘ The Government of India cannot fail to realise that they have a speoial responsibility 
in this cose It would be strange indeed if they did not feel a peouliar interest m a 
measure affecting the municipal constitution of a city, whioh is not meroly the capital of the 
Province of Bengal, but also the seat of the Imperial Government and the oapital of the 
Indian Empire They are deeply persuaded of the importance of a looal administration, 
whioh shall adequately represent the various great interests that have plaoed, and still keep, 
Calcutta in its premier position m India, and whioh shall bo businesslike, efficient, and free 
from scandal or reproaoh At the same time it would be their natural desire, m the interests 
both of continuity of administration and of publio harmony, to seo these objects attained, 
not by any oontravention of the broad principles of Looal Self-Government already con¬ 
ceded, but by a curtailment of the abuses to whioh in praotioo they may bave become 
exposed, and by a restriction within limits suggested by experience, of the rangB of their future 
operation In these opinions the Government of India are convinced that they have the 
sympathy of the Lieutenant-Governor * 

“As I read this paragiaphltake it to mean that no changes in the present 
municipal system of Calcutta are to be introduced which would be in contra¬ 
vention of the broad principles of Local Self-Government already conceded. 
If I am able to show that the proposals of the Government of India are 
u direct conflict with their avowed policy and the principle which they heie 
lay down, I am entitled to ask the Government for a re-consideration of their 
detailed proposals ("The Hon’ble the President said —“That is a perfectly 
legitimate argument ”3 What then, Sir, are those broad principles of Local 
Self-Government which have already been conceded and which I contend 
have not only been assailed but completely superseded by the proposals of the 
Government of India? These principles may be classified under three 
heads — 

“ In tho first place, the parainountcy of the Corporation was affirmed 
The Corporation was declared to be the one supreme authority m the 
admmstration of municipal affairs, fixing the rates, controlling expenditure, 
regulating financo, making the supenor appointments, m short, controlling, 
guiding, supervising the affairs of the town This was no new concession. 
The paramouutcy of the Corporation had been recognized in tho consti¬ 
tution of the Corporation under the Justices. The principle was only 
re-affirmed in 1870 In tho second place, and this I regard as the dominating 
feature of the great concession of 1876, the rate-payois of Calcutta were 
now for the first time allowod to elect their own representatives m the 
proportion of two-thirds of the entire number of the Corporation. In other 
words, tho Government of Calcutta, the control of its municipal affairs, was for 
the first time definitely entrusted to the representatives of the rate-payers. 
This was the cornerstone of the great system of 1876—the essence of the broad 
principles of Local Self-Government, that were then conceded—and it is this 
caidmal feature of the system which is now seriously menaced by the proposals 
of the Government of India. Lastly, as a safeguard, because tne Government 
had paited with its powers and functions in this matter, the Government claimed 
and asserted the right of control over the Municipality, a control, however, which 
was to be exercised from without and not from within. These were tho three 
broad principles—especially the second—that formed the prominent featuros of 
the concession of 1876. Now the proposed system of co-ordinate authorities is 
in direct conflict with theparamountcy of the Corporation Make the Chairman 
and tho General Committee co-ordinate authorities, make the representative 
Coipoiation possessed of only certain definite -powers, and the supremacy of 
the Corporation is at an ond. With regard to this matter, I must ray that the 
letter of the Government of India givos a very uncertain sotlnd. Nowhere 
does the Government of India distinctly approvo of the system of co¬ 
ordinate authonties, nowhere does it disapprove of it, though it quotes with 
approbation tho strong expression of opinion from the dissenting members, 
where they Hpeak of an emasculated Corporation recently m possession 
of supreme authonty, viewing with uneasiness, if not with jealousy, the estab¬ 
lishment of co-ordinato authorities. I hope the principle of co-ordinate 
authorities has been abandoned. I hope the Hon’ble Member in charge of tho 
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o|< Bengal, tbffy Injunctions and orders of the I^wm.1

“ But it is the proposals of the Government of India to reduce the number 
of Commissioners and to confine the reduction exclusively to the elected branch 
of thp Corporation that seem to meto completely supersede the concessions 
made in 1878. They restrict, and indeed practically abolish, Local Self- 
Government in Calcutta. To roduce tha number of Commissioners is to restrict 
the diffusion of local .interest. To rmgitce the elected element in the Cor¬ 
poration so as to place it to s hopeless, minority is to lay the axe at the root 
of the system of Local Self-Government In Calcutta.

Thus from 1803 id 1899, for A period 
extending beyond the hfo-tinie of a generation, the number of, Municipal 
Commissioners has never boon less thad seventy-two And has sometimes 
exceeded one hundied Look at the question from another Ppint ,of viepr. 
No Lieutenant-Governor from 1863 to 1899 ever recommended the.reduction 
of the number to wliat is now proposed by the Government of India. Many 
Lieutenant-Governoi s, possessed of the largest local experience and Intimately 
acquainted with our municipal affairs, have expressed theniSeiVCS' fn 'favour 
of the higher number of 72 or 75 If, therefore, in spite of what has been 
the accepted constitution of the Corporation ever since there has been a* 
Corpor ati on, m spite of the overwhelmning consensus of opinion on the port 
of responsible rulers of the province, it ib proposed to reduce the number, the 
ohange can only be justified on the strongest grounds supported by thc’Clearest 
necessity A mere desire to correct an illogicality of form will not do. _ The 
reasons must be so self-evident, so palpable, so overwhelmingly impressive in 
their character as to carry home conviction to the most untutored mind. 
Have we such reasons disclosed to ub in the letter of the Government of India? 
Let us examine the letter somewhat closely. The Government of Indih say in 
the 13th paiagraph of their letter.— 

* The Government of India have been struck, in their examination of the grounds 
advanced both by Sir Alexander Mackenzie and Sir John Woodbnm for the measure, "by the 
allegation that the existing Corporation has devoted itself to speeoh and to aritlcum rather 
than to aotion This charge, while doubtless to some extent due to the temper and spirit in 
which it has approached its work, is m the mam to be attributed to the considerable end, as 
it would seem exoessive, numbers of the municipal body Their ntunenoal strength. When 
viewed in regard either to the number of electors by whom the majority are returned, or to 
the experience of mununpal institutions elsewhere, seems to he disproportionately and unneces¬ 
sarily large Ihere can he no reason why a number of voters returned as only 13,890 out 
of a total ward population estimated at about 6d0,000, or a proportion of little more than 2 
per oent, should return as many as 50 members, or why the interests of a city even of over 
681,000 inhabitants should require the services of 75 Commissioners for their proper protec¬ 
tion The Government of India are disposed therefore to think that a most effective, 
though hitherto unsuggeeted, oheok upon the abuses and anomalies complained of might be 
found in a reduction of the numerical strength of the Corporation ’ 

“The Government of India Bay that the Commissioners are devoted to 
criticism rather than to action, and with a view to prevent the waste of tune in 
frivolous talk, it is deemed necessary to reduce the number of Commissioners 
I respectfully venture to join issue with the Government m this statement of 
facts. I go further and I contend that even if the facts were such as they 
are represented to be, they would involve no reflection on the character of the 
Corporation, for, by its constitution, the Corporation is a delibeiative body, its 
business is to discuss, to criticize ana to resolve upon action. There never was a 
greater authority on municipal affairs than Sir Henry Harmon—to him belongs 
the unique honour of being quoted by the friends as well as the opponents 
of this Bill,—and he says that * the Executive alone can push on the works * 
But £ respectfully decline to accept the statement that the Commissioners are 
given to criticism rather than to action. If that were so, how are we to account 
for the magnificent sanitary works which have ohanged the faee of Calcutta 
and have made it, despite the plague, one of the healthiest cities in the 
Province? Again and again has this been brought against the Corporation, 
and as often it has been refuted Many of the eminent men, who, from time 
to time, have presided over the deliberations of the Corporation, have defended 
it against an imputation which it has not deserved. We all remember Mr. Lee, 
whose early- death we so deeply deplore, and the very last words which he said 
from his place as Chairman—words to which his early death has imparted a 
pathetic interest—wore these — 1 ‘ 

* Less frequently now than of old, because the outside publio u better acquainted with 
the foots, hut still, occasionally, we hear insinuations that mnoh time is wasted In this hall by 
long speeches from the Mumoipol Oomnussioners No charge epuld Jty further from the 
mark.

“ I would Kke to repeat with Mr. Lee the question—* How many dehbera- 
tive bodies in the world would dispose of work in less tune!’ The same 
charge has been brought against deliberative bodies of even higher status and 
dignify, and has. been dismissed as unworthy of notice. Let me quote the 
observations of Sir Henry Fowler m the recent debate in Parliament on tho 
Calcutta' Municipal Mil:— 

‘He was not sure that the Mother of Parliaments was free from that objection But 
with the Englishmen who understood the working of Parliamentary aid Municipal life and 
Local Self-Government in all its ramifications, those objections would not weigh in the 1 >ast 
against the general principle of enlisting the people iu their own Self Government.' 

“ Eyen if it were admitted for argument’s sake that there were prolonged 
’debates in the Corporation which involved waste of time, » the remedy to be 
found in the reduction of the number of elected Commissioners ? Here, agrin, 
I am able to rely upon the high authority of Sir Henry Harrison, -who was of 
opinion that the matter of number was immaterial, that there would be only a 
few Commissioners, the leading Commissioners, who would speak and the 
others would be quiet listeners. Sir Henry Harrison, speaking in the course of 
a debate in this Council on the 4th February, 1888, said — 

* At the same time I attaoh very little importance to this point I do not believe thor e 
will be any practical difficulty in working, whethei tho number of Commissioners be 75, or 
60, or 80, beoaose we know that the time taken up by dicouwion does not depend on the total 
number erf Commissioners present, but upon those Commissioners who wish to speak, and m a 
Corporation of even 40 members, the leading Commissioners would, for the most part, be 
returned, and these would take an active putt m the discussion as at present I do not think 
that in this respect there would be any great difference in a body of 40 members, and a 
Corporation of 80 Commissioners, of whom 15 nr 16 would, as a rule, take part in the discus- 
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We only revise the work of the Committees in general meetings of the whole body of Com¬ 
missioners.’ 

“My own experience entirely confirms the opinion of Sir Henry Harrison, 
and, if so, tbe reduction of the number, looked at from this point of view, is 
wh&lly unnecessary. 

“Then it has been said the number is excessive when viewed m connection 
with the experience of similar institutions elsewhere Here, again, I find myself 
at variance with the’facts as stated by the Government of India. I hold in 
my hand a statement which shows that in some of tho gieat towns in the United 
Kingdom with a less numerous and a less homogeneous population, the numbei 
of dommissioners vanes from sixty-four to over ono hundred I will lead

“Looking at the figures which I have just read, and having regaidto the 
population of Calcutta, which is over 650,000, aud is certainly more diversifitd 
than that of any of the English towns to which I have referred, it cannot be 
said that the present number of Commissioners is excessive as compared with 
those of other towns. 
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“ Then, again, it haa been that thjfes^aberolOoaDMai^Aani fit large 
as compared with the paucity of votera. Wm^cik m lofestflP&'wf’' Art lie 
have no universal suffrage here, ahd the quMimrtitttis of toffdM ftrtdttertsiftid 
by law Every rate-paver is not a voter. It fit only these vfbo pt$ fat# ftfcd 
taxes to tho extent ox Rs 21 a year who are etttitled to be Iky 

down an artificial limitation ana then yon find fault with thp 4ftrt#sa, The 
ropresontative character of the Ward Comtniwio&era is, howevavftrt to ha 
judged by the number of those who vote fox them. They repnean# 1 ' iharieb 
and the poor alike I would remind the Council of that wdU-vnoiltlx proddstoa 
m the Municipal Law which allows poor house-owners to ehdm a lower 
percentage of valuation. These applications aip all sent to the ward Commis¬ 
sioners for their opinion. These men have no votes. They are far too IjpW 
to have any votes. The Ward Commissioner is their representative M Well as 
that of the richer voters in the ward. , , . 

“I am free to admit that the question of number is one mart or less of 
opinion But whether as regards the number or the strength of the represen¬ 
tative element in the Corporation, you cannot lose light of file past history of 
Calcutta or the policy which the Government has hitherto pursued. If waned 
a tabula rasa, we might inscribe on it what we pleased. But Calcutta has a 
municipal history, and that history has created associations and ideas in the 
publio mind which no responsible legislator oak ignore. Municipal institutions,, 
like all other institutions, are a matter of growth. Obr municipal institutions, 
though English m their origin, hive taken a' firm, root in the Indian mihd, 
because they are so entirely in accordance with our ancient institution^ the 
panchayet system and the village communities. Any violent change involving 
a distuibance of these institutions wong the lines in which they are aooustomea 
to move would be a shock to popular feeling which no Legislature can ignore. 
I should be false to myself ana to my iepr©sen|ati?e character if 1 did not say 
from my place in this Council thatthe proposals Of the Government of India as 
regards the reduction of thenumbfll of Commissioners, and espeoially as regards 
the strength of the representative element, have excited the deepest alarm and 
apprehension in the public mmd. We aigue somewhat in this way—it may be 
that we argue m our ignorance or in our innocence—but the line of argument 
we adopt is somewhat as follows —If it is considered necessary to cut 
down talk by reducing the number of Commissioners, why apply tbe pruning- 
knife to the elected branch of the'Corporation and keep intact the number of 
nominated Commissioners ? The nominated Commissioners can talk just as 
much and just as eloquently and sometimes just as tediously as the elected 
Commissioners, as my hon’ble friend Mi Oldham wiB be able to say. If the 
object be to curtail talk, there ought to be a reduction all round; but instead of 
that, it is the elected element alone that is to be cut down. 

“ Distasteful as the reduction of the number is, it is the curtailment of the 
elected element m the Corporation, while the number of offioial and nominated 
Commissioner remains the same, which has filled tho community with alarm 
and astonishment Here again the ordeia of the Government of India involve 
a violent disturbance of the municipal traditions of Calcutta. Ever since tho 
Corporation has been reorganized upon a popular basis* the rate-payers have 
enjoyed the right of electing two.thirds of the entire Corporation. 8& Richard 
Temple via* mdee I prepared to go further. He was willing to raise the 
proportion of elected Commissioners to three fourths of the entire number, if the 
Legislature agreed to fix the number of Commissioners to be elected by the 
different nationalities. The matter again came up for consideration in 1888, 
when tho municipal System of Calcutta was revised. There were two 
conflicting proposals Mr Irving, representing t the Trades Assoriattah* moved 
in this Council for the reduction of the number of Commission^* to 00 
and tho representative element to one-half. Babu Kalm ath JC$t|ut moved 
that the numbtr be raised to 80 and that three-fourths ofImp entire 
number be elected by the rate-payers Tbe Government < ^Uc|#jE ^ both 
the proposals and the spokesmen of the Government wert (t mMMOEr Harrison 
and the late Mr Colman Macaulay* 'Sir Henry Bagrittm 

* 1 " 6 <wd»t to follow the old Bass as laid do*p wwJbattwis two- 

thirds of the Commissioners to be eleofced by the Wards, and I thereto* trust fbeO«wdl will 
on the fullest consideration adhere to the proposals before Jn the Bifi,* 
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“ You must not imagine that the arguments of Sir Henry Harrison wi 
based upon mete sentimental considerations, or that lie was actuati d by ti 
mere desird to preserve what is old What ho sud m effect was tins—that l 
the number was reduced and if the elected clement was reduced to ono-half, 
the business would suffer, for it would bo didicult to not the European Com- « 
missienors to attend. Ho, theieforo, objected to A[i Irving’s proposal, not on \ 
sontimontal but on practical grounds of the highest moment Lot mo m tins \ 
connection quote the remarks of Mr Ooltnan Macaulay, who ioi mmy yoais was 
Secretary to Government in cluigo of the Municipal Department, and aitoi wards 
became Chief Secretary — 

* I oppose the amendment of the TTon ble Mr Irving on the ground that it involves the 
contraction of both the pnnoiple of cleotion and that of luprc-icntation ’ 

“Again — 

‘I think that, looking to tho experience we have had of the working of the fleotive 
system os a wholo, we Bhould be fully justified, were we m I ho position of our prudocea'-or'i, 
the legislators of 187b, in taking the proportion of two thirls elected by tho rate¬ 
payers For this roason € will certainly oppose my friend the llon’blo Mr Irvine’s 
amendment ’ 

“It is now pioposcd to undo tho past, to di-card tha lessons of tho past, and 
to deprive the rate payers of Calcutta of tho piopution of lopiosontition which 
they have hitherto enjoyed with the full eoiv’unenc o of the Government 
since 1876, and which even Sir Alexander Mackenzie did not want to deprive 
them of If tho object be to strengthen Europe an representation, surely it *is 
not necessary to curtail Indian representation m the Corporation Tlieie are 
the European waids which may elect Euiopean leprcsontaliveg , theie aie tho 
special Euiopean constituencies which may return Euiopean members, and 
thero is the Government with its losorve power of nomination which may appoint 
European Commissioneis I have a complaint to make against the European 
community and tho Government m this matter The European community has 
not availed themselves of the opportunity created for them by the Govern¬ 
ment, and the Government has not exercised tho power it possesses of balam mg 
inadequate Euiopean representation If tho Government and the European 
community had done their duty m the mattei, the complaint of inadequate 
Euiopean representation would never have been heatd And surely a law 
cannot be said to have failed when it has not been fairly tried This is 
what Sir Ilonry nairison said in 1888 from Ins place m this Council — 

‘ And then as regards tho power of nomination this gives a p >wer whn h tho Government 
has never used to the fullest extent It has never so u-( d tho power of nomination exclusively 
to strengthen the motive power in the Corporation, and this ought to be tried before the 
fundamental proportions are twanged ’ 

“ But, Sir, it has been said that the reduction in the proportion of the elected 
element in the Corpoiation follows the Bombiy model The words used are 
that ‘ tho Bombay model is faithfully reproduced except as regaids numbers ’ 
Hero, again, I am constrained to dispute the position oi tho Government But 
if it woro otherwiso , if tho proposals of tho Government involved a faithful 
imitation of tho Bombay model, which they do not, even then 1 should be dis¬ 
posed to object What have we got to do with tho Bombay municipal system? 
Tho municipal Instoiy of Bombay is diffeient from ouis Its traditions are 
not our traditions We aie proud of our municipal system, the pioduct of the 
wisdom and statesmanship of distinguished Bengal Civilians It is very 
much in advance of the Bombay system. In Bombay only one-half of the 
members of tho Corporation are elected by the i ito-pav era, hero m the Calcutta 
Coiporation two-thirds of tho members are returned by tho rate-payers. In the 
municipa^jiios in tho interim of tho Bombay Piesidency only one half of the 
membors are elected, in our municipalities in tho interior two-tlurds of the 
members are elected In the Bombay Presidency as a rule, tho municipalities 
in the mo fasti do not elect thoir Chairmen, m Bengal as a rule they elect their 
Chairmen. Are we to bo depnvod of a precious nght which wo have learnt 
to value and to cherish merely to satisfy the demands of logical precision 9 Logic 
. is a great art, but it scarcely enters into the calculations of tho legislatoi If 
it is illogical to have two thirds of elected lcpresentatives in tho Corpoiation 
and only one-tlurd in tho General Committee, why not meot the requirements 
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/ logic by raising the propoition of elected moraberB to two-tlnrds of the 
ofatiie body in tho General Committee * i> If the demands of logical necos- 
oijity may bo satisfied by a downwaid as well as by an upwaid movement, 

/ why prefer tlio downwuid movement 9 Is that consistent with the dignity 
and the statesmanship of tho Government of India ? Asa dissenting member 
of tho Select Committee, l have recoided a strong protest against the mtio- 
’ duction of tho Bombiy system but if the Bombay system is to be forced 

* upon ns, let us have tlio system iu its entirety, with its good and bad features, 

with its defects is will as its points of excellence I venture, however, 
to challenge the position that wo have a faithful reproduction of tho Bombay 
system m the piojjo-d oi the Government which I am now considering Let 
us examine the 1 lets — 

“Thueau 72Cominissionoisiuthe Bombay Corporation, elected and nomi¬ 
nated, as tollows—10 elected at the waid elections, 16 elected by the Justices, 
2 elected by tho Chambti ol Commeite, 2 elected by the University, and lb 
appoint!d by the Government 'Lite wards, 1 flunk, wo may fairly take it, 
are Indian constituencies, the Umveisity and the Jutdreqp are also Indian cons¬ 
tituencies , the bulk ot the Justices and the bulk ot the Fellows being Indians 
There are 572 Justicts, of whom 135 aro Indians, there are 312 Fellows of 
whom 208 aie Indians Theioforo we have tins f ict, that the wauls are Indian 
constituencies, the Justices and the University are Indian constituencies , and 
these tlireo constituencies between them lotnm 54 out of 72 Commissioners, 
oi throe fourths of the entne Corporation Will that be tho caso m connection 
with the constitution of the Calcutta Coipoiatiou under the oidcisof tho Govcr i- 
nunt of India ? I say no, and I am sme you will say no, wlien jou hate hoard 
me Tho Calcutta Coiporation, as it will be leconstituted in accordance with tho 
propo-als of tho Government of India, vv ill consist of nu mbors who will bo 
nominated and elected as lollows—25 Commissioners will be elected by the 
ratepaveis, 10 will be returned by special constituencies, and 15 will be 
nominated by the Government Tho 25 Commissioners elected at the ward 
elections will be Indians, I take it that they will bo Indians, though I don’t think 
they will all be Indians, for the European waids, aftei this unhappy strife, 
will make serious efiorts to leturn Eniopean repiesentatives, but 1 will take it 


foi aigument’s --ako th it the 25 elected Commissioneis will bo representative 
of Indian interests The 10 mcmbtis returned by the special constituent les will 
be Europeans, and the 15 appointed by tho Government will bo representative 
of intei csts other than those ot tho Indian rate payers. Thus maCoipoiation of 
fifty members, with the official Chanman, tho representitivos of tho late-payers 
will bom a min'inty, and if the European wards return European representatives, 
the popular olemont will be in a hopelt ss minority In the Bombay Corporation 
the representatives ot tho Indian rate payeis are m a majority, m the Calcutta 
Coiporation, as it is now ahout to be reconstituted, the represontalives of the 
Indian l ite p *ytrs vv ill oc in a minority, and perhaps in a hopeless minority Is 
this, I ask a faithful reproduction of the Bombay systom ? 

“Let us foi a moment examine the bearing of this important chango 
upon the broad principles of Local Scdf-Government. Whut is Local Self- 
Gov imment but the administration of local affairs by tho representatives 
of tho local public 9 But what botomes of Local Self-Goivornment when 
the it pierentativcs of tho people aie reduced to a hopeless minority— 
to a condition of pitiable nnpoitence—in tho body that controls the 
municipal ailaus of the town 9 And what is the justification for these far- 
reaching changes? No charge of inefficiency has been brought against tho 
Coipoiaiion ot Cab utta On the contrary, eminent Lieutenant Governors have 
testified to tho abdny and zeal of the Commissioners and to the continued success 
of municipal administration in Calcutta. Sir Henry Fowler, qpea&fng from 
his place in the Ilouse of Commons, ob-eived in February last that he discovered 
no evidence of the break down of the system. I am bound to say that the Bill 
us now revised by the Select Committee is distinctly worso and more retrograde 
than the Bill submitted in April last. That Bill vested the power of 
the purse m the repiesentatives of the people. The deliberation of largo 
questions also belonged to them. All this power and Authority will now be 
gone They will not control finance or regulate expenditure. The rates and 
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taxes will not be fixed by them Their voice will be impotent for good or evil. 
The Hindu and Muhammadan rate-payers pay tho bulk of the taxes, but their 
representatives will have no hand in determining how they are to be spent 
The result wall bo disastrous to tho ends of economical .ulm initiation It is a 
universal truth, confiimed by the exponence of mankind, that the strongest secu¬ 
rity of the public puiBO is its control vested in the lcpiesentatives of the rate¬ 
payers When you have to spend other people’s money you ate apt to bo extra¬ 
vagant When you Bpend jour own money you have the strongest motives to 
bo economical, and the successful administration of the finances of tho Calcutta 
Corporation is a conspicuous example of the tiuth of this remark When it is 
horde in mind that finance is the backbone of oveiy form of administration, 
municipal or otherwise, I have no hesitation m saying that it is a pcnlous 
experiment to depuve tho lcpiesentatives of tho rate-payois of that financial 
control which they havo hithc i to exercised, with so much credit to themselves 
and benefit to the public. 

I have just a woid or two to say with rogaid to the constitution of the 
Geneial Committee as it will be affected by tho ordeis of tho Government of 
Lidia Tho constitution of the General Committee has been the subject of 
considerable criticism both heie and in England T cannot say that the alter¬ 
ations proposed by the Government of India in tho smallest degree help the 
rate payeis oi improve then position In tho 13ill, as originally revised by tho 
Select Committee, tho ropicspntatives of tho rati payero on the Geneial Com 
mittee wire foui in numbei out of a total ot twelve In the Bill, as furthei 
revised by tho Select Commith i, the numbei is still four Of the twelve mem¬ 
bers of the General Committee, eight indeed will be dieted by tho Corporation, 
f>ur being appointed by the Government But these eight mombeis arc to be 
elected in act erdanco with the constituent elements of the electoial body, con¬ 
sisting of elected and nominated Commissioners m equal propoitions, and tins 
has been mteipreted to mean that of the eight Commissioneis to lie elected by 
tho Coiporation, fom aie to be elected and four aie to bo nominated Com 
missionors Thus, Su, as m the Corporation, so also m the General Committee, 
tho lcpiesentatives of the rate payers will bt m a hopeless minority 

Those are the obscivations which I desire to make on tne letter of the 
Government of India I would now call attention to the terms of my 
amendment I am suic the Council will consider my amendment to be 
icasonable, having legud to the important nature of the changes proposod 
Probably my hon’blo fnindm chaigo of the Bill will say that theie aie 
only two or three questions which have to be consuleied, viz , the constitution ot 
tho Corporation, tho constitution of the Genenl Committee and ot tho Special 
Committees. Tho^o in themselves would be questions of sufficient importance 
to neod caicful coi sideiation But that is not all I would refei tho lion ble 
Mombci in cliaige of tho Bill to p iragrapks 7 and 8 of the letter of tho Govern¬ 
ment, from which it will appeal that the Government is of opmoii that Sir 
Alexander Mackenzie’s Bill is not m accordance with the broad principles ot 
Local Self-Government, and the whole Bill will have to be consuleied m the 
light of those puuciplcs The Government of India say — 

‘In the oouroe ot tho passago of the Bill through its various stages, much eiitioism has 
been bestowed upop it troui m iny quarters, and, w lulo a good deal of this criticism has 
been of only ophemeinl value and has rested upon no solid foundation, tho Government ot 
India have been led, a/ter a careful and independent mve-tig ltion, to think that there are 
features in Sir Alexander Mackenzie’s Bill wbicli are not m entire accordance with the 
principles just laid down and wluoh might not m praitue ensure that amuable and patnotio 
co-operation of all parties in the iuture municipal government of tho city which is essential 
to its efficient administration ’ 

“ I wpuld m this eonnoctioh call attention to paragiapb 20 of the letter of 
the Government of India iegaiding the constitution ot Committees and Sub¬ 
committees. This is a matter of consideiablo difficulty and lequnes much 
caieful thought This is what tho Government sij — 

“ l ara also to suggest that it might ho dosirablo to lay down rules for the appointment of 
the Spouiol ('omuntteee and Sub Committees wluoh would ‘sauio their being tiuly lcpre-mti- 
tive, m lespeot of theu constituent element-, of the Oorpoiation or Geneial Coramithe 
appointing them The provisions regarding the making of rules and bye laws toi thi > onducl 
ot tho busnKss of> s jemal Comnuttois and Sub ConiuiM.es under sections 89A and i90, m 
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connection with poet ions 595 and 597, nv^ht bo extended to include thoir constitution in 
pcnmal ngmment with the piimipli a already laid down It might not be necessary or 
Joasiblo lor all such Special Committees and JSub-Gommittees to bo homogenous in constitu¬ 
tion nith tho body appointing them, but it is clear that in some oases at least such 
1 omogoneity alono would secure tfhoienoy and obviate friction ’ 

“ I theieforo hope tluit Your Honour’s Government will see its way to nccopt 
my motion A few wen ks’ dolay m the passing of this Hill will not bo time 
wasted, if it gives the public an opportunity for considering a measure of this 
magnitude and impoitaiice 

“Ido notki o v tint I should be justified m furthei detaining tho Council 
His Excellency tho Vntroy has expressed tho hope that theio may now bo a 
truce to all disunion, and he has appealed to oui patuotism t) vindicate the 
cause of Locd Self-Government in the capital of the Indian Empire. An 
appeal addiesscd to oui patuotism, coming from so exalted an authority and 
from a Viceioy whoso utterances have been so sympathetic, is bound to make 
a deep impie>sion upon our minds But a highci patriotism—the love that 
we owe to oui countiy, the duty that binds us to the Government—demands that 
wo should iaise our voices m teims oi earnest protest and lemonstiance against 
propisils which aie inconsistent with tho wisdom and tho policy of the 
Government and will wieck the best prospects of Local Self Government m 
tho capital of tho Indian Etnpno TIow can we vindicate Local Self-Govern¬ 
ment, when Local St If Government will be at an end f How cm theio bo 
any amicable co-opeiati<>n on oui pait when a cheushcd institution is laid 
low to thogiouiid * We hav« learnt to value Local Self-Government We love 
it, we cheiisli it, tho lond devotion of a people clmgs to it It has stimu¬ 
lated oui public spirit It lias mspned us with a sense of responsibility and 
that modelation which nevei fails to follow m the tiam of responsibility It 
is a noble seminaly of popular and political education Wo have derived 
from it inestimable benefits and we desire to tiansnnt it, unsullied and 
ummpaned to oui children and oui children’s children With such an 
aspiration tho Government of this country must sympathize Fai be it from 
us to wish to exclude oui European fcllow-citi/ens fiom their legitimate share 
m the administration of our municipal affans Their interests and our interests 
aio in many respects common But they cannot wish us to be Uitlanders in 
the city of our birth We shall indeed bewoiso than Uitlandeis, for the 
TTitlandois never had the franchise—we aie to be deprived of tho franchise 
that wo possessed It has always boon the crowning glory of the British 
Government nevei to withdraw a privilege which it has once confeired There 
have no doubt been tempoiary abenations, like the eccentric lties of the 
planets, but the Government has soon lesumed its steady career of beneficence 
and progress I trust, Sir, it will be our high privilege to be able to associate 
Your Honour’s administration and that of His Excellency the Viceroy, if not 
with tho expansion, at any rate with the preservation of an institution which 
while it has contubuted to the sanitary improvement of Calcutta, has stimulated 
the public life of the people and has holped the cause of popular and political 
education which it is one of the avowed objects of tho Government of India 
to fostei and to piomote 

\ 

The Hon’blo Mr Mackenzie said —“May it please Your Honour,—I rise, 
Sn, to oppose tho amendment proposed by the llon’ble Bdbu Surendranath 
Banerjeo on tho ground that postponement will make it impossible to pass thu 
Bill this session, and I consider it detrimental to tho best interests of Calcutta 
that legislation should be longer delayed In the Note of Dissent, signed by 
two Hon’ble Membeis of tho Select Committee, and largely icferred Ao by the 
Government of India m thoir recommendations to the Government oi Bengal, 
complaint is made that 1 The Bill, as amended, makes littlo or no change m the 
constitutional pait of tho Bib as originally introduced, and that only as legards 
two matters has any concession been made in this pait of the Bill, and the last 
of these concessions is nullified bv the powers reserved to the Government.’ 
From that view, Sir, I diffei entirely. 1 find that very considerable changes 
have been made by the Select Committee, and, but for the ( powers reserved to 
the Government, ’ I have no hesitation m saying that I for one would not be 
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m the position I am in of being able to give my vote in support of the measure. 
Government control, however, is an engine only to be brought into play on 
great occasions, and cannot bo called upon for every-day purposes In my 
opinion, Sir, the only practical way to mcreaso the ‘motivo power’ m tho 
proceedings of the Coiporation would bo to laigely increase the powers of 
tho Chairman, empowering him to do, and holding him responsible for doing, 
all the ordinary work of tho town, the Geneial Committee acting as an 
advisory or consultative Boaid, tho mam body of the Commissioners being 
restricted to a quasi-legal function To restore to tho Corporation the* power 
of electing the high officers of tho city merely opens a door for canvassing and 
jobbery, which has not been wanting m the pa«,t * 

“ To this extent, Sir, I have to deprecate the action of the Select Com¬ 
mittee m their doalmgs with the Bill As to the necessity foi tho mtro 
duction of radical changes, there can be no leasonablo doubt, but if doubt 
did exist, perusal of the letter fxom the Government of Bengal to the Govern¬ 
ment of India, dated 7th March, 1898, would dispel it Much capital has 
been made m vauous quarteis, in which the Bill is opposed, of ‘ tho blow 
at the root of Local Self-Government ’ Perusal of the ‘ piccis of opinions ’ 
(Papers 2 to 35• will show that this is tho universal 'war try’ of the 
opponents of the Bill at their public meetings m the Town Ilall, and m each 
of the several ‘Wards’, and more astonishing still it presents itself as tho 
‘ bogey’ of the Government of India m its recent conespondence with the 
Local Government regarding tho Bill. Speaking of these public meetings, 

I may say that there is nothing to show that the samo set of people were not 
present at each and all of these meetings, whipped up to constitute themselves, 
for the time being v political agitators to swell the importance of tho opposition' 
In fact, Su, m Paper No 7, we find one of tho Wards (No 81 appointing by 
‘ Resolution’ delegates to the number of 79 to attend the public meeting 
held at the Town Hall on 31st August, 1898. But, Sir, bo that as it may, 
this Bill, as its title indicates and as its provisions show, is distinctly a 
Calcutta Municipal Bill, and for my pait, I have never seen or heard any 
thing quoted to controvert the arguments adduced by Mr Risley m his 
speech m this Council Chamber on 4th A pul, 1898—tliat tho aigument 
as to its being tho death-blow tq Local St lf-Government m Calcutta is 
absurd for the reason that one of the chief limitations of the Govern 
ment of India’s Resolutions on the subject of Local Self-Government 
is ‘ that it doeB not apply to Presidency towns ’ Now, Sir, when I first 
read tho Government of India’s letter No 9., dated Simla, 17th June, 
1899, addressed to tho Bengal Government atm read m page 7 of that 
lotter, tho roference to ‘ the broad principles of Local Self-Government already 
conceded’, and again m paragraph 21 of the said lotter where it lofer&to 
the necessity to ‘ vindicate the wisdom ot the decision that 23 yeais 
ago first accorded tho privileges of Local Self Government to tho Cupital of the 
Indian Empire,’ it occurred to me that uthei the Government of India or this 
Council had been seriously misled, and I set rnj self to enquire into the matter, 
with the result that I find the Government ot Bengal neve r so much as asked 
for or lecommended Local Self-Government foi tho Capital of the Indian 
Empire, and that its application to that Capital was oxpiessly excluded by the 
Government of India’s own Resolution No 17, dated 18th May, 1882, para¬ 
graph 4, from which I quote as follows — 

‘ Meantime, however, it will bo convenient that the Governor General m Council shoul 1 
explain somewhat more fully than he has hitherto dono, the goneral mode m which he would 
wish to see effect given to the principles of Local Sell-Govenmnnt throughout British India 
outside tins Presidency towns ’ 

“ But, Sir, of course the reference to the concession having been made 
23 years ago, shows that while tho Resolution of tho Government of India, 
dated 18th May, 1882, expressly excludes Presidency towns, we havo the 
somewhat phenomenal position presented to us of what is oxpiessly toibidden 
in the present having been conceded in the past To examine tho position <3 
years ago, one has <0 go back to tho Proceedings in this Council extendin' 
Irom December, 1874, to April, 1876, and from a careful perusal of the ncoid 
of tho debates on the measure at that time before the Couucil, I have come to 
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the conclusion that, as regards Local Self-Government said thon to have been 
conceded, tho most ever asked for by the late Hon’ble Babu Knsto Das Pal, to 
quote his own words, on 3rd April, 1875, was— 

‘ If it was advisable to give the citizens of Calcutta tho right of Self-Government, they 
ought to have it fully and unreservedly But then the question would arise, suppose the 
elective system be conceded, should the Chairman be eleoted by the representatives of the 
town, or should his appointment rest with the Government F Now there could be no thorough 
elective system unless the Chairman's appointment were also made eloctive,’ &o, &o 

“Then on 26th February, 187b, the late Hon’ble Babu Knsto Dab Pal 
spoke as follows — 

‘The rate payers of Calcutta could not but be grateful lo His Honour tbe President for 
the liberal announcement he bad made in announcing that ho was willing to give them the 
privileges of Self Government, but thoy wanted a reality, and the question was whether the 
Bill, as framed by the majority of tho Select Comimttoe, gavo a reality With one voioe the 
rate-payers hod declared that it was not a reality, that it could not be a reality so long as 
the main spring would be in the hands of Government, and that it oould not therefore be 
lookod upon as a boon or a blessing ’ 

“ This, Sir, by one of the first, if not the first, native gentleman to agitate 
for Local Solf Gevornment, and he recognises (1) the impossibility of conceding 
the principle, and ,2) the fact that it had not been conceded Ills Jionoui the 
President’s answer to the latter quotation was as follows — 

‘It is perfeotly true, as has been stated by three Hon’ble Members, that I never 
promised to give the Calcutta community bd elective systom without Government control, and 
on 27th November last, I promised an elective system on condition of a certain limited 
Government control ’ 

“Themost, Sir, that the then Lieutenant-Governor ev§r suggested con¬ 
ceding, was a restricted principle of election, but no Bill smeo framed has 
suggested depriving them of that. Therefore, I submit. Sir, to say that, 
twenty-three years ago tho pnvileges of Local Self Government were first 
accorded to tho Capital of the Indian Empire is an on or which it is impossible 
to conceive the Government of India have fallen into Then, Sir, as to the 
meetings hold in each of the ‘ Wauls What are these Wards, and what 
then importance as lepresonting public opinion? Are they important political 
divisions, such for example as Westminster, or are they, as I suppose, 
simply thanas or divisions tor police administration purposes and such like ? 
It is a fallacy to suppose that the body of rate-payers take any real interest 
in the present system, or that the present Commissioners truly repiesent 
them This point was brought out by Mr. Risley m his able speech 
in this Council Chamber on the 19th March, 1898, when he showed that 
on the statistics of the ward elections of 1895 the registered electors amount 
to only two per cent of the total population of Calcutta, and the figures of the 
1898 election show an exactly similai result. Does such a jresult show that the 
privilege is as much cherished as the agitators would have it believed to be 9 
I'he so-called ‘ boon ’ in reality has been mainly prized by those who sit as 
Commissioners and by their followers—not by the mass of the people who 
know or care little or nothing about it I find the following to be an analysis 
of opinions ‘ For r and ‘Against’ the BUI — , 

‘ For (1) Central National Muhammadan Association, (2) Bengal Chamber of 
Commerce and its alliod associations, (3) Euiopoan and Anglo-Indian Defenoe Association, 
(4) Cnloutta Trades Association, (5) Imperial Anglo-Indian Association 

‘ Agamt (l) Bengal NationalChamber of Commerce, (2) Indian Association, (3) nine 
so called “ public meetings,” hold between dlst August, 1898, and loth Maroh, 1839,(4) 
four “ ward " meetings held between same dates ’ 

• 

“What Calcutta requires, Sir, is representation of interests, not races 
Commerce made Calcutta By commeice, I moan European commerce, and 
by that Calcutta has existed, and will continue to exist The history of 
Calcutta shows it to have been little more than a mud bank until European 
me chants settled there The present Bengali population who clamour for 
the Government of Calcutta aro not for tho most part natives of the plade, 
but have been attracted to it. As long, therefore, *as Calcutta holds a 
prominent position in relation to the commerce of the world, so long have 
the representatives of Commorco a right to demand that they shall hare 
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a preponderating voice in the Municipal Government This principle is 
met by the present proposal of the Government of India, and in this view 
it has the support of the important interests which I have the honour to re¬ 
present on this Council 

“ The interests of Government and of Foreign Commerce aro more import¬ 
ant than all other interests put together, and ought consequently to be at 
least equally represented It has been a matter of common complaint that 
Europeans have not hitherto attended and shared m the municipal administra¬ 
tion of the city. The reply to this has been—and I would now beg to reiterate 
it—that while European merchants can and will find time to attend business 
functions, they will not give their tune to functions where talk is tho order of 
the day, and in which in the matter of arriving at any practical conclusion, they 
are in a hopeless minority Undor the provisions of the new Bill, I honostly 
believe they will attend and do good work As an indication of this, I may be 
permitted to say that at the last general mooting of the Chamber, held in 
February last, special reference was made by the President and other promi¬ 
nent Members, to tho Bill now before the Council, and of the necessity there 
would be, and the opportunity which would occur, for members of the mercan¬ 
tile community interesting themselves m the election of representatives of the 
Chamber on the Municipality under the new Act It was then suggested, and 
the suggestion has been adoptod, that under the new Act the Vice-President of 
the Chamber should generally be nominated to the General Committee The 
Chamber of Commerce, m common with tho other European bodies, aro looking 
to the Bill being passed this session, and I trust, Sir, that you may see fit to 
direct tho Council to see that in this they axe not disappointed, ana that the 
amendment favouring further postponement may be negatived ” 

The Hon’ble Mb. Apcab said —“ I take this opportunity to thank you Sir, 
for having acceded to my request in part, and adjourned the Council on 
Saturday last The time gained has been a help to me, at the same time I 
feel it to bo due to mjr self to say that it has been insufficient to do justice to 
myself The intervening day being Sunday, I have not been able to utilise it 
to obtain the papers I have wanted from the Municipal Office I have been 
wholly occupied, since the adjournment on Saturday, up to the time when I left 
foi the Council Chamber, collecting material for my speech, and putting together 
papers to which I wish to lefor to-day I have been hurried to a degree, and I 
feel conscious that I shall take up more time to-day than if I had been allowed 
more time for consideration I wish very distinctly to say that I am not pre¬ 
pared to make my speech 

“ Before I enter into any discussion, however, it will be unbecoming on my 
part not to pay a tribute to the hard work done in this Council by my prede¬ 
cessor, particularly in regard to tho present Bill before us. I now turn 
to speak on the Motion moved by my hon’ble fnend, which ioadB as follows — 

‘That this Bill be referred baok to the Select Committee fu. further consideration, with 
referenoo to the correspondence botween the Government of India and the Government of 
Bengal ’ 

‘ The pronouncement by the Supreme Government of their views on the 
subject of this measure has been waited for with anxiety, for thoso who arc 
opposed to its principles were not without hope that, coming to tho i onsideration 
or the question with an open mind, and bowg intimately acquainted with the 
conditions of popular and representative institutions, His Excellency would not 
entirely favour the strange and startling changes that are propoaod to bo made 
in tho constitution of the Corporation of Calcutta Now that the letter of tho 
Governntent gf India has bcon publiShod, it forms a notable and eloqm nt 
addition to tho litoiature on the subject I heartily support the desue 
expressed in it that there might be an end to the dissensions that have been 
created by the Municipal Bill The fair promise that seemed to undeilio 
portions of that lettei has not been realised m the suggestions conveyed b> it, 
in such courtoous terms, to the Local Government, and vhilo I am thankful tor 
* small mercies, I must plainly say that dissatisfaction with regaid to tho 
measure is m no degree allayed by the fresh proposals that now aie made 
The mam feature of the new recommendations is the reduction of the elected 
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members fiom 50 to 25, the nominated members being maintained at 25, and 
tho ieduction being obtained by having only one member for each ward instead 
of, is now, two members 1 have nune than one objection to this proposal I 
shall hrst mention the one which bungs into prominence the flaw that, as it 
seems to mo, mns through the Hill m so serious a degree—tho omission by 
the fiamers of the Bill to consult those with intimate practical experience of the 
administration. It suicly cannot bo intended that no Muhammadan shall be 
elected ? Yet tho induction ol tho members, as proposed, will tend to bring 
about that result flm Muhammad ins will practically be disenfranchised 
They will, it is tiuo, continue to have tho power to vote, but it will be a vain 
and useless labout to exemse that pow< i in favoui ot thoir co-religionists All 
tho Muhammadan Commissioners elected at tho last election came in socond on 
the poll, with a single exception, who himself has told me that his position on 
the voting was h r gcly due to Hindu support, for their votes were shared by 
him with las Hindu colleagues, ami he has further expressly asked me to 
repiesont m the Council that, if there is to bo only one member, tho election 
will assuredly be fought out on class linos, that it is inevitable that m his waid 
all the Hindu votes will be east for a Hindu, it will be a Hindu who will 
be elected over a candidate belonging to any other community, and that the 
sumo lesult will be experienced in every ward now returning a Muhammadan 
repiesentative I think that to oxclude Muhammadans from election 'Cvould 
cause a real haidslnp to that community, as I shall later endeavour more fully 
to explain 

“ The reason given for reducing tho number of elected Commissioner? is 
to make it more in proportion with tin numbor of the voters In examining the 
number of repicsentatives with loference to the number of voters, the Munici¬ 
pality cannot he compaied with a political body I urgently ask consideration 
for what I have to say In a political assembly you havo large issues dis¬ 
cussed, which affect not individuals merely, but, groups of persons If for 
political purposes, votes be given to persons who are capable, or aie supposed 
to bo capable of undoistanding the burning question of the hour, the views 
held by such poisons may comprise the views of all who need be considered, 
and their votes may give a proper and sufficient repiescnt&tion of a locality 
Not so tho 50 elected Commissioners r l hey do not represent their wards m 
tho Parliamentary souse Not the least important one of a Ward Commis¬ 
sion ei’s duties is the inspection of his ward And both Ward Commissioners 
seive a useful purpose m this respoct But this is by no means all He is not 
elected only to repiosent the views which may be enteitamcd by the voters 
in Ins constituency or any group of them With rogaid to large issues, .your 
predecessor in othce, fcnr, as well as his spokesman in this Counoil, eulogised 
the Municipality for the manner m which they treat large issues Sir 
Alexander Mackenzie, even in In# Entally speech, exprossly admitted this 
lie said — 

‘The Municipality ha9,1 am afraid, many shoitoomwgs to answer for But I must 
say this, that I have nover been one to agroo that it 1 us shown niggardliness, or been 
backward m sanotionmg money for either water supply or dunnage ’ 

“Again, Mr Risley, in his reply, m the debate in Council,!said— 

‘No one denies that much has boen done, and a great deal of money spent 1 have every 
wish to do ample justico, and I admit that it is in their dealings with large issues that we 
boo tho CommibbionoiB at their best,’ 

“ So that there can bo no reason to cut down the number of elected Com¬ 
missioners because of any party fee’ing about what is the more important 
business of then administration The Administration touches the., every-day 
lite of each of the inhabitants, and particularly bo m the ciowded and poorer 
paits of the town, which lie m the noitheru quarter and in the suburbs A 
Ward Commissioner lopresents the whole of the inhabitants of his Ward in a 
special sense, for las duties may lie with any individual among them, and so 
his repiesentative ci aractcr may bo said to be, in effect, based on universal 
suffrago, and not only with regard to the voters in hy constituency. Those 
who have votes may have common cause of complaint with those who have no 
votos But the suflermgs of tho poor are widely different often to the 
expenencos of their well-to-do neighbours While, those who are in good 
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circumstances can make their voices heard independently of the Ward Commis¬ 
sioners, the poorei classes cannot do so And tho Muhammadans aie among 
the poorest of the inhabitants of Calcutta I do not exaggerate the melancholy 
truth when I say that the rccoid of tho Municipal Executive is detestable 
It is the poorer inhabitants who aie harassed by them most, it is the poorer 
inhabitants who need help most Tho system of Municipal Administiation 
that tho Government have m their wisdom givi n them, has taught them to go 
to their Ward Commissioners fur assistance And, fuither, thoio can bo not a 
shadow of a doubt that tho knowledge that eirh Ward Commissioner has a 
voice m the administration ol the Municipality is an effective ioim of piotcc- 
tion fiom the subordinate staff Peinut me to rjuoto Sn Henry Harnsou m 
my support on the question of the usefulm ss of the elected Commissioners 
In enumerating tho gum to Municipal Administiation on the elective system, 
he said — 

# ‘ Fomtlily, tho elective system Ins been successful m this, that people know that they 
have a Commissioner who irpiesents them, and wli<n they have a complaint, li it is not 
immediately attended to hy the Exeeutivo, they appeal to get the assistance oi then 
Commissioner This has some benefn ml results, it <. iusls some degree ol self-reliance m 
the people wheu they know that they have someone to whom they can go if they do not get 
immediate rodress * 

“ Sir Ilemy Hamson was stating facts that were the outcome of his experi¬ 
ence so far back as 1888 Ten years have parsed, events have developed, and 
the pool people have learned to nly inoio and inoie on the assistance of their 
Ward Commissioneis, and tiny will feel the witlidiawal oi the piactical support 
of tho Wald Commissioned tlu moio now, and it will cause discontent which 
need not be raised In dealing with this paiticulu matt* i 1 have touched upon 
a wnloi aspect than that ahertmg the Muhammadans You, Sn, cannot have 
tilled to obseive, I am sure, that my comimnts have a bearing upon tho posi¬ 
tion of native elected Commissioners geneixlly, and not only about elected 
Muhammadan Oommissioneis, and also upon the laigoi issue of the new constitu¬ 
tion that is pi oposed, which completely depnves the general body oi Commis¬ 
si onus fiom an effective and direct voice m the administration of the Munici¬ 
pality 

‘‘My hon’ble friend, Babu Surendranath Bancrjee, has relieved me of 
the task of quoting the spei cli of Mr Colmau Mac aulay who was Chief Secre¬ 
tary to the Local Government and a Meinbei oi the Council when the Act of 
1888 was passed It will be seen how he reguded the 1 eduction of the numbeis 
to 60 as being a contraction of the principles both of election and of represen¬ 
tation Here it is propose 1 >o contract the principle oi election only, and to 
a greater degree than was proposed m the amendment winch he opposed It 
will also be observed how emphatically he spoke of the success of the elective 
system 

61 r l he Select Committee who lcported on the Act of 1888 advised on the 
question oi the nominated Oommissioneis, that out of tho 25 nominated Com- 
nnssioneis the Chamber of Commeico and othei bodies should be given the right 
to nommato 10 membeis The Lieutenant Governor of the day, Sir Steuart 
Bayley, one of the most experienced of Youi Ilonoui s predecessors, with great 
knowledge oi the Province and of the Euiopcan non-oflicial world of Calcutta, 
m replying to an amendment of the Muhammadan Mombor of the Council that 
the Government should retain the nomination of the wliolo 25 members m 
their own hands, said — 

4 To come back to this partioulor point my own position is this The proposal of 
the Select Committee will have the efteot oi whittling iway to a certain extent the power of 
the Local Government m regard to* making nomuntions, and ior that reason I shall vote 
tor it I think that as time goes on, it will probably be found more and more possible to 
keep down the proportion of nominations left in the hinds of the Government, but at tho 
same time I am not msonsible of the objections which have betn brought forward to tho 
proposals of the Seleot Committee as to their paiticular distribution There is sometiung 
m what was said that there is no guarantee that these bodies, whatever thoy may represent 
to day, will represent the same interests hereafter And if you onoe stereotype tho particu¬ 
lar distribution, you will have to go through a long and disagreeable process to alter it At 
the same time the Select Committee have given the subject serious thought, and I am not 
sure that any better proposal oan be made It \iould be unseemly for me at least to voto 
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or bringing the whole of the nominations back to the hands of tho Government, but 1 have 
not tho slightest wish to influence any Hon’ble Member Irom voting as he wishes ’ 

“ It will be observed that Sir Steuart Bayley was not so much impressed with 
the idea of the ovorwlielmning necessity for special i epresentation of commer¬ 
cial mteiests as something apart from the ordinary and geneial interest of rate¬ 
payers, and I shall show that he had a bettei appreciation of tho situation 
than has later piovailed His speech is also notable for the tone of apprecia¬ 
tion towards tne Corpoiation, and tho progressive development that he lore 
shadowed in holding out the prospect of the Govemmont withdrawing more 
and more from reserving the powers of nomination 

“ I would point out also the result of the adoption of the proposal to cut 
down election—that is to say, to have only one elected Commissioner for each 
ward—will be that the number of places available foi nomination for other 
communities will be diminished, because to redress the inequality that 
will be caused by the exclusion ol Muhammadans by election, a larger number 
of them will have to bo nominated. If they are to have a sufficient 
proportion of members on the Corporation, if even the whole numbei be not 
allotted to Muhammadans, the opportunity of nominating other interests 
will bo most seriously curtailed, lor instance, amongst others, the class of 
Hindus whom Mr ltisley so much favours—I mean those who will not submit 
themselves for election , those who would more directly represent Government 
interest, such as the Commissioner of Police and othcis, those who could be 
legarded as sanitary authorities, such as Dr Sanders, Dr. Charles, Dr Banks 
and otheis, the member for the caiteis, cow-kecpeis, washermen and bustec- 
wallas, whom Sir Alexander Mackenzie so much fancied as a very useful addition 
to the Coiporation, and that very impoitant class, the European rate-payers— 
will all rim the risk of being left insufficiently repiosonted Practically it will 
come to this—and it is important, since the Govemmont themselves lay such 
emphasis on the difference between the i epresentation of the trade interest and 
that ot the rate-payers—European interest will bo confined to tbo representa¬ 
tives of the Chamber of Commerce, and 1 have known this body on one occasion 
to return one European, who was a journalist, and three Hindus, the Trades 
Association, the presence of whose membeis I always welcome, and tho Poit 
Commissioners Tho interests of the tiading communities are identical with, 
and are inseparably involved m those of the European late-payers But it can 
bo easily seen, as I shall explain latei, that the mteiests of the mercantile firms 
are not necessarily identical with those of the rato-paveis Fiona my own 
observation I feel bound to say that I cannot regard representation by nomi¬ 
nation for MuhammadanB as satisfactory as repiesentation by election, where 
it can be obtained It will be enough if I say that my leason is that there can 
he no doubt that those who arc elected aie in closer touch with their consti¬ 
tuencies, and represent them far better than those who may be nominated 
I am suie that my hon’ble colleagues who are Muhammadans will agieo with 
me that the selection by themselves of the men whom they wish to repiesent 
them, and the responsibility imposed on the elected Commissioners towards 
those to whom their election has been due, meates an effect, both on those who 
vote and on the candidates, that is nothing but for good 

“ The point that 1 make in these comments is this 1 ha Government of 
India have said in their letter that the fiist ground for the new Bill is the 
failuie to secure, under the present conditions, adequate representation by the 
elective system, and this, as is apparent, with special reference to the Muha- 
madans, for they liavo added 1 even in tho native city ’ The result of the new 
proposal—an unexpected result I feel suie—will be to annihilate the chances 
of Muhammadans for election. We arc as much liable to do harm by want of 
thought as by want of heart. On tho other hand, we find that the Government 
of India have condemned in a mannei so cleai that we cannot lose the impres¬ 
sion of it, that the propoitiou of 12 on the General Committee is illogical with 
reference to 75 on tho geneial body. If it is not intended to destroy the elec¬ 
tive system, and I take it that it is not, the numbers of the elected Commis¬ 
sioners should not ho reduced as is proposed. And to be logical and consis¬ 
tent, tho numbers on tho General Committee must be increased The Euro 
peans now number 8 elected Commissionois. This number, I think, under the 
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new proposals, will be reduced to 3. They may, however, hold 4 seats 
Although the Europeans now number only 8 among the ward or elected Com¬ 
missioners, my view is that with any organization their number could be raised 
to 12 or 14. I will speak from my own experience In the year 1885 tho 
Health Society was started for the sanitary reform of Calcutta. It was started . 
by Europeans, under the auspices of Sir Henry Cunningham, but it comprised 
some native gentlemen also One of theu plans was to sccuie the return of 
Europeans as elected Commissioners. Amongst others, all of whom weie 
successful in their elections, I was solicited to stand for election, and it was in 
this way that I came to join the Municipality Before then, I had neither any 
idea nor inclination of doing so The Health Society is dead, and I fear all 
Buch organizations will meet with tho same fate m busy Calcutta 

“ If it is not to crush tho elective system, and I do not for a moment believe 
it is, what is the puipose to bo seived by reducing the numbei ? I can think ol 
only two that may be intended I take the hist to be to provont waste of tune 
by speeches. This has boon dealt with by my hon’ble friend (Babu Surendra- 
nath Banerjee), and ho again has relieved me greatly, and I neod only vciy 
briefly refer to that point It would be as absurd to suppose all the 75 members 
of the Corporation speak at the moetmgs held throughout tho ycai as that the 
600 and odd members of tho Ilouse of Commons all speak m a single dobate 
On an average about 5 speak in one debate The discussion is confined from 
years end to years end to only a few of tho Commissioners I think to not more 
than 14 or 16 in numbei Any ono outside this group veiy larely speaks 
I think one could very nearly guess before going to a meeting, the names of 
those who will speak The Euiopeans take a fair share m the discussion 
I should guess geneially that my hon’ble fueud here, Mr. Oldham, would be one 
of the speakers He speaks to express his opinion He would not speak, I am 
sure, if ho thought he was only wasting timo by so doing And if he speaks, 

I am sure he is fair-minded enough to concede to others tho right to express 
their opinions It is not tho number of persons in an assembly that occupies 
time. It depends on the individuals who may speak, and 1 again only am 
supporting Sir Henry Harrison’s view when I say that a reduction even to 40 
Commissionois would not make any appreciable difference in the time occupied 
at the meetings 

“ The only other purpose I can think of that the reduction in the numbei 
of tho Corporation is intended to serve is to undormine the Hindu predomi¬ 
nance in the Corporation That the Hindus are in a majority numerically, of 
course, cannot bo denied. I am, however, going to advance a contention that 
will astonish the Council, since it is diametrically opposed to all that has bren 
so confidently relied upon on tho point. I say there is no Hindu predominance 
in the sense that the term is always used. I say that the other communities are 
not kept m a hopeless mmoiity at the meetings, because the Hindus do not, as a 
matter ot fact, use their numbers to outvote them. If the Council will test the 
question of prodominance with me I hope it will be made clear '1 bo whole of 
the business of the administration is, in the fiist instance, dealt with in Committee 
and chiefly in the General Committee. We have it from Sir Henry Harrison 
that in his time only 5 per cent, ofj the items were challenged 

“ I think that it will be an advantage to give Sir Henry Harrison’s descrip¬ 
tion of the system of work m his own words. This is what he said in this 
Council, when the Act of 1888 was passed — 

'He believed the system of work which had gradually developed itsolf in tho Munici¬ 
pality was eminently advantageous and reasonable Of course the greatest part of tho work 
must be done by the Evooutivo officers, hut that pirtioa which the members of the Corpora 
tion were ablo to look into was dhieily done by Committees Committees had no linal 
power of fheir pwn, and were entiroly subordinate to tho Commissioners-m mooting Tho 
result was that the whole work of the Corporation was done by these Committees , but any 
single member of the Corporation, and the Chairra >u espeoially, who often availed himself 
of‘the power, could virtually appeal from tho deoision of a Committee, if he choso, to the 
gieat body of the Commissioners Therefore, tho Corporation, as a whole, hod pro'tioslly 
fallen into the position of a Court of Appeal on every great question of interest In 19 out 
of 20 oaseB the decisions o/ Committees on min or questions were passed without discussion 
on the assumption that the work was done well, it was only the twentieth case that was 
fought out over again ’ 
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“ My experience tells mo that we have decidedly a smaller percentage now 
In the Genual Committee, which u by far the most lmpoitantCommittoe of all. 
the Hindus aie in an overwhelming majority The Hon ble Mr Oldham, the 
k piestiitativo of the Chambor, and of the Trades Association—one from each,— 
my hon’ble fuend Pnnce Bukhtyar Shah with myself, aie the only non-Hindus 
out ot the IS members In actual attendance the Hindus have a still greater 
idv antage If the Hindus a otod all on one side, then* would be no waste of time, 
it least on their pait—tiny would comeprepaied to support each other and would 
vote togcthoi, and tlicio would be the most happy despatch of all tho items of 
business But wo know that this is not what happens Thetc are the warmest 
discussions, and in my items are hotly contosted, with the Hindus on either 
side My hon’blo inuid Mr Oldham, who is ono ot the most hard-working 
iml regulai attendants of the meetings, lias again and again earned his motions 
with tho sup]nut ot Hindus Take an instance that oceuirod only the othei 
d ly My Jion bk fnend to my right (Babu Suiemlranath Baneijco', raised 
t i]uestiou ot Hindu fochng to give stiength to his opposition to a resolution 
moved by mj si It But I earned my motion with the suppoit of Hindu votes 
Again, in nothing moio, to judge fiom Mr Risely’s stiong strictures, would 
Jlmdu class fu lmg be uioic obseivable than in tho appointment of tho highei 
ofiicois oi tin* Cmpoi ition, all of ttiem most desirablo appointments Novel the- 
liss, since the «stablishniint of the Coiporition, no Hindu has yet boen 
ippomted to bo the Municipal Engineer—a Hindu has novel yet been appointed, 
i l this muntry ot olheuting appointments, even to act for tho Engmeor—or to 
bo tho Societal}, or the Health Olhcer Audit is not as if the matter had not 
boon tested Tlicio have been stiong effoits made to H‘cuio the e lee tion of Hindus 
loi each oi the appointments I havo rofoned to, but m not a single instance has 
it been sucu ssful 1 luvc long thought, and I am glad of the present oppor- 
*umty of public 1> deelaung after a long t\])ciience of the Municipalit}, that the 
idea ubout, Hindu picdommance is a myth I was speaking on this voiy 
subject to au lion'ble fnend, and his obseivation is so apt that I will, with 
Ins poimission, use lus cxpiessiou He lcpliedto my question, with quick lush 
wit, that In had obsoivod a piedommance of Hindu intelligence, but he had 
not obsoivod then pridominance m any other way I adopt this obseivation 
Perhaps the picdommance of the natuie my lion’ble fnend mentioned ex¬ 
plains the situation 

“1 think that the control of the Municipal Administration by the general 
body of numbeis serves a very useful purpose It keeps the whole body of 
them in touch with the woik that is being done, and gives many most valuable 
isnstants by reason of the active help, as I in practice have personally 
found, that the s}stom enables every Commissioner, so mirded, to give to the 
more influential in the Coipoiation. And what is a very impoitaiit consider- 
ition to those familiar with the working of the administration, it gives recruits 
to fill tho places of any that fall out of the ranks of the General Committee and 
i cady to take up their woik 

“ I unhesitatingly say—to use one of Sir Alexander Mackenzie’s expres¬ 
sions—it is abject nonsense to assert that the system is abused Mr 
Unity would Lave you to behevo that ‘the young Bengal, or new India, or 
whatever yen may call them,’ as he phrases it, holds sway and fhat the oldei 
and wiser he ids aie lulcsl by them It is not so The contrary is the fact It is 
the very Commissioners who have received unstinted praiso fiom Sir Alexander 
Mackenzie, limn Mr Risley, and from our present Rulers, who by them 
experience and standing are the real leaders m the Corporation, and 
have held thoir positions for ten and twenty years to my own personal 
knowledge. The younger men, to my regret sometimes, and to their chagrin, 
are thiust aside and are barely listened to, unless they have some^hm^ of real 
unpoitdiico to bay Let me again draw attention to Sir llenry Harrison’s 
\eiy stukmg picture ot the leaders of tho Corporation. If it was true in 1889, 
that which he found most conspicuous ten years ago has matured and has 
proportionately become moro valuable now lie said — 

‘There were some porsons exoellontly intentioned who havo fitted and fumed beoause 
the wheels of the chariot of progress have at timeB tarried, but was not any progress at all 
in such a trial an almost unparalloled sucoess ? Was it not still more gratifying to refleot 
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that this experimental system had in sober troth developed m many of the most ex* 
penenoed Commissioners that moderation m judgment, that sense of responsibility in action 
and discussion, that toleration of opposition, that praotioal sagacity wnioh is at once the 
test of the expenenood administrator and the best guarantee for the confidence bestowed 
in him f Was it not a legitimate triumph that, now that the necessity of making more 
sustained efforts for the improvement of the Suburbs of Oaloutta was at last fully realised, 
no better oourse suggested itself than to make them over to the samo body who had reclaimed 
the town of Calcutta ’ ? 

“ I will not speak a word of comment to mar the eloquence and the impres¬ 
sive picture of the words that I have quoted But I will warn the Govern¬ 
ment that the inevitable consequence of the courso which thoy are pursuing 
will be to throw away the result of what has been proved to be a wise and 
statesman-like policy, for those whom they most value m the administration 
will assuredly not romain It is not unfitting that I should apply to the policy 
now bemg adopted, in contrast to the moving eloquenco of Sii Henry Harrison, 
my warning m the words of the very homely adage ‘ It is well to make 
sure before emptying the bath, that the child is not being thrown out with the 
suds.’ 

“I fear that you, Sir, may think mo exceedingly unfriendly, owing to the 
lund pictures that havo been painted of the meetings of the Commissioners, 
if I wero to express a very strong rogrot, since one learns so much more 
by seeing than by hearing, that you havo never taken pai t m any of the 
proceedings of the Municipality And yet, in legislating on tins most impoitant 
Bill, I venture to say that I have the advantage over you, Sir, in boitig on my 
part intimately ana piactically acquainted with my suoject If you, Sir, 
have not been a Member of the Corporation, you have trusty councillors 
in this Chamber, m the person of my hon’ble friends Mr Baker and 
Mr Oldham, who have had sufficient experience to enable me to refer to them 
I can give semes of instances of the practical use of tho system that requires 
confirmation of tho proceedings in Committees by the General Meeting I shall 
refer, however, to only two, and I choose them because of the presence here 
of my hon’ble friends, the Member in charge of the Bill, and Mr Oldham 
The Hon’blo Mr Baker will remember the tramway question, how at tho instance 
of the Chairman of the time, an exceedingly improvident arrangement had been 
sanctioned by the Goneral Committee, ana how my hon’ble friend was one of the 
strongest supporters of the Commissioner who moved that the resolution of the 
General Committee should not be confirmed The Chairman had not a woid 
to say in suppoit of his own motion when tho position was explained, and the 
amendment was earned with his acquiescence There can bo no gainsaying 
tho fact that, by tho action of the General Meeting, the Corporation and the 
rate-payers escaped a most improvident arrangement, which included m 
its terms the taking over by the Coiporation after 21 years user, the 
property of the Tramway Company at tho rate of 140 per cent of the 
capital stated to bo invested, irrespective of depreciation of tho property and 
without any enquiry as to what sum in truth constituted the invested capi¬ 
tal And further, Sir, as was later confirmed by tho highest legal opinion, 
the proposals could not have been supported in law And all the while the 
Chamber of Commerce and the Trades Association wero intervening to support 
the proposals^on behalf of anew Company that was going to work the Tram¬ 
way Company’s business Turning to the Hon’ble Mr Oldham, I would ask 
him, on his part, .to recall how a resolution which had been earned on his own 
motion m General Committee relating to Contract No H of the Suburban 
Drainage Scheme There were questions involved which the Acting Engineer, 
m the absence, on leave, of the Engineer, had referred to in a Note as being of 
tho highest impoitance, on which the directions of the General Committoo 
should he obtained. These questions had arisen owing to the unbusinesslike 
proceedings of the Engineer’s Department When tho matter came up before 
the General Committee, tho Acting Engineer had given up charge and was not 
in office, and it is not surprising to me that the Note should not have been 
placed beforo the General Committee. In General Meeting, the same Com¬ 
missioner who had obtained a reference back on the tramway question, 
pointed out that material considerations had not been before the General 
Committee. The Chairman who had beeu absent on leave when the question 
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was before the General Comnuttoo, at once agreed with him and said that the 
matter must go back. My hon’ble fnend need not have said anything, 
because there was no opposition to the motion for a referenoe back, but he 
felt it to be incumbent upon himself to explain that ho had moved his resolution 
in Committee under a complete misapprehension. I hear on all sides that ‘ You 
must admit’—that‘You cannot deny’—and other such expressions that there 
is great waBtc of time in these meetings, because of the constant references 
back of questions to Committees I dony that there are constaut references 
back and I ask that when 96 and 97 per cent, of the work of Committeo is 
passed without evon discussion, is it light to condemn, without knowledge, from 
preconceived rotions, and without stopping to enquire whether there is not 
reason for references back m say 1 or 2 per cent of the matters that come 
before the General Meetings ? 

“We hear much in condemnation of the proceedings of the Commissioners 
by persons who have no\ er attended a meeting of the Corporation and possibly 
know nothing of tho business of public bodies in this oi m any other country 
Let me invoko the testimony of a most highly competent critic, well versed in 
public affairs, whose expenences place him immeasurably above those who have 
been so ready to behttlo the Corporation At one of our meetings m 1888,1 
remember we were honoured with a visit from no less a personage than the 
Viceroy You, Sir, will Bee that, after all, I was not so very unfriendly m having 
wished that you had taken a personal part in the proceedings of the Munici¬ 
pality Loid Dufferm had been some time m India, and knew many of those 
who took pait m the proceedings on that day There was a discussion 
on the budget—a more dry subject it would be hard to find to sit down 
and listen to I remember that before His Excellency left tho meeting he 
wrote a noto—I saw the writing and I am very sorry that it has not been 
presorvod in the archives of tho Corporation—to be read to tho Corporation 
I am glad to say that his words havo been preseived to us, for the Chair¬ 
man, before the close of that day’s meeting, read tho note out to the meeting 
and it forms a part of the records of our Corporation I will read from the 
pioceedings of the day—28th of March, 1888 — 

‘ The Chairman said that, before passing on to the fixing of tho rates and taxos for the 
ensuing year, which was the next item of business, ho wished to inform the Commissioners 
that His Exoellonoy the Viceroy had noted the great pleasuro he had derived from having 
had an opportunity to be present at their proceedings To see so many persons of position 
and intelligence, ropresontmg as they do both the European and the Native element, devoting 
their tinio and talents to the improvement of tho town of Calcutta, was very satisfactory ‘ 

“Lord Duffonn gives a refutation to those detractors of tho Municipality 
who speak of its membeis as being men of no position, who represent none .but 
thomselvos, mere lawyers and corrupt politicians, and I would draw attention to 
tho ring of the words that follow, because they seem to convey the strong 
impression that had been created m Lord Duffenn’s mmd — 

‘He must also add that ho had been mueh struck by the orderly, praotical, and dignified 
manner m which tho business of tho meeting had been conducted, hta best sympathies and 
good wishes would always accompany the labours of the Municipal Council and the welfare 
of tnobo whoso affairs they administered ’ 

“ Tho object of the changes m the law are, it is said, to induce the 
European Mercantile community to join the Corporation I have the fullest 
sympathy with the desire to obtain them as working members Thoy have 
the oppoitumty now, but they do not use it If they speak of waste of tune 
m the Geueial Meetings, lot them learn that the woik of the administration is 
done in Committees, where speeches are not made, and where they can hold 
tbeir own, if they only will give the time that is»required, and always will be 
required, whether the present constitution is destroyed or not. My hon’ble 
friends Mr Baker and Mr. Oldham have been able to join the (General Com¬ 
mittee and attend regularly tho representatives of the mercantile and trading 
community could do the same, if only they would be willing to give the time 
that unavoidably must bo required for the transaction of business This again 
is by no means a new question. Sir Stuart Hogg expressed his opinion 
during the legislation of 1876 that thoy could never be got to give their time 
to the work that they were birds-of-passage and not permanent residents 
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of the city, and as very busy men, they could not be expected to serve as 
active members of the Corporation. Sir Henry Harrison, another Chairman, 
speaking after an experience almost as long as that of Sir Stuart Hogg, bore 
testimony to the same effect There is no class of persons whom I would wel¬ 
come more cordially m tho Corporation, and to secure whose services I would 
be more willing to make sacrifices, if only I could think that they would be 
found to be useful and active members. But I am convinced that it is hopeless 
to expect it It is a most important consideration that the working members 
should give continuous servico for a series of )ears We have Hindu Com¬ 
missioners, whose homes are here, who have continuously for 20 or 23 years 
been active Commissioners I know no one amongst tho loaders of the 
Corporation who has been for loss than 10 years working regularly, and I may 
say unsparingly They give tho utmost assistance to the Chairman, tho incum¬ 
bent of which office is being constantly changed With Europeans, tho exigen¬ 
cies of their businesses, the climate, absence from their home country, all will 
operate to cause very short spells of membership Individuals will think 
that if they have served one or two years, they have done their turn, and 
others Bhould undergo the martyrdom that they have had to suffer The 
result will be that before they nave served their apprenticeship to become 
serviceable members, they will have left and the same process will be repeated 
with each successive member. Mr Risley falls foul of Sir Stuart Hogg 
for having suggested that the European community are buds of passage, ana 
expi esses amazement at the idea because, foisooth, Europeans are interested 
m their firms, and their firms continue to carry on business here That is to 
say, a business man working heie to-day, will enter the Corpoiation because, 
after he has retired, lus firm may or may not be cairymg on business here, and 
he may or may not continue to nave an interest in it We must recognise that 
the work of the Corporation requires leisure, and the high pressure at which 
businesses must now be conducted, does not admit of lcisuie being provided 
for those engagod in them, for service on the Municipality Again, the whole 
idea of a continuing interest is purely speculative, and the force of the reason 
asBeitcd has no force with me In the fiist place the business firms, it is 
not even suggested, have suffered from any maladministration of the Muni¬ 
cipality, and, m the second place, they contribute to the administration only an 
insignificant amount m their expenses, in the shape of a license tax which is 
faxed and invaiiable They have successfully lesisted all attemp's to levy octroi 
duty Only tho other day, when the Building Commission confiimcd all that the 
Corporation have long been saying without being credited, that tho whole of 
their revenue is requited for their ordinaty administration, that the opening out 
of tjie congested paits of the city is of the first importance for its sanitary 
improvement, ana invited the Chamber of Commerce, amongst other bodies, to 
suggest sources from which money could be obtained for tho purpose The 
Chamber of Commerce declined to make a single suggestion, for tho obvious 
reason that whatever they might suggest one or other of the businesses earned 
on by their members would lie touched. The members of the vanous firms are 
concerned only for their personal comfort and convenience while they reside 
here, and, circumstanced as thoy are, they undeniably are only birds of-passage. 

“ Then Mr. Risley tells us that because they servo on the Port Trust, 
they will with'equal readiness, if only the constitution is changed, seive on the 
Corporation I would point out that the two institutions cannot he placed m the 
gamo field for the purposes of comparison The Poit Trust deals with the trade 
of the port. The members of the Board transacting the business of the 
Trust, are men connected with the trade of the port—impoits, exports, 
shipping, tradeis, railways, manufacturers, together witn whom, the representa¬ 
tives of the Government and* the Municipality, give to the Board complete 
representation of all the interests oonceincd The woik is congenial to 
busmoss men, and I suppose not one item out of 100 is not mtolligiblo or 
interesting, and generally business in which one or the other of the firms to 
which the representatives belong, aro m some way affected. Many of the 
members serve on tho Board as part of tho management of their own business 
concerns. Thoir interest, wlule on tho Port Trust, centres lound then own 
businesses, in which their capital is invested. The business done in the Port 
Trust meetings affects the business of the Port with which all aio m touch 
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The opoiations of the Port Trust influence the cost of the business of the 
Port, and they aro concerned to watch their own interests If economy is 
not practised, and close supervision, their own interests would suffer 

“Itistiuo that fees arc paid for attendance in the Port Trust, The 
members are busmess men, and if money is offered, they pocket it But fees 
do not make the diffeience in then acceptance of office. The profits of their 
own businesses aro involved in the opoiations of the Port Trust, and whether 
foes were paid or not, thero would bo oompotitors for office from among 
the same class who now send members. It is now proposed to give fees 
for attendance at Committee meetings in the municipality. Payment has 
never boon made before It was proposed in 1888, and the idea was very 
decisively rejected I think that it is a needless oxpendituie, and ought 
not to be incuriod as a new depaituio m the administration If the payment 
will make a difleience m inducing any peison to join, I would regard 
him as not a desirable membei in the Corporation, and I fear that the 
payment ot fees will lead to mischievous results 

“ Tlicio is the gicatest difference m the work of the Municipality in contrast 
with that of the Poit Trust It is not of a congenial kind for the class who 
join the Poit Trust, and not one item of business out of 50 will interest 
them ft deals in a largo measure with conditions of life which is stiange to 
them The Municipality has to do with the every-day lives of the people 
of this country, but thoy aro not m touch with them, and least of all with 
the pooler classes foi whom the piosont elected Commissioneis, who are 
natives of the country, have done so much. They cannot show sympathy 
with clashes of whose wants, requirements, and habits, they are wholly ignoiant 
In the Poit Tiust thoy look aftei not only thou own interests, but also of 
thoso of the mercantile public in general, with whom thoy are closely in touch 
And most important distinction of all, there will not bo the same incentive 
to economise in the administration Since they will not feel extravagant 
expenditure m the Municipality personally or in their business firms, it will 
bo immatiiial to them whether the iates are raised to 25 per cent, and we 
know that tho limit of enduranco by the poor is 19£ per cent In the Port 
Tiust they would be careful because tho operations of that body affect their 
own businesses All this will inevitably load to fhe Europeans becoming apa¬ 
thetic, and in oidor to save themselves trouble, gladly leaving the work, so much 
ot which tin y do not undeistand, whether by their own inexperience m the 
administration, or their want of knowledge of the character of tho questions 
that may be under disc ussion, to be taken up by those whose interest may be 
to make themselves busy and useful I firmly bolieve that we shall not have 
the admmistiation woiked under the influence of the European element, for 
whom such gnat sacrifices are being made, but its threads will fall into the 
hands of a few, and perhaps of an interested few. The prospect of fees will 
make tho impecunious eager to serve on the Committees, and particularly the 
General Committee, which will be, as now, the Finance Committee of the 
Corporation. And the very fact that they are impecunious will be a help to 
them, because the tender-hoarted, for the sake of making a little provision for 
one or other of their importunate friends, will support their candidature and 
vote for their election And it by no means is impossible that influential 
contractors will make efforts to obtain admission of friends into the General 
Committee who, if successful in gaming admission, will represent the interest 
of the contractors in the Committee. My contention is strengthened by tfee 
Government of India, because I cannot be taken as vaguely protesting that 
theso things aro possible Tho Government of India puts forward as one of 
the grounds for legislation that there is corruption among the Commissioners 
Now when the Government solemnly make a statement of this nature, and 
base legislation upon it, wo must take it that they have good grotfnds for it ” 

Tho Hon’ble the President said —“ I am sorry to interrupt the Hon’ble 
Member, but that is a matter which I must exclude from discussion to-day ” 

The Hon’ble Mb Apcab said —“ I, of oourse, bow to the ruling, and I 
would only explain that the letter u mentioned in the motion bqfore us and is 
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under reference to the Select Committee, I merely refer to what I rely upon 
m my argument ” 

The rion’ble the PursiniNT said —“ I cmnot allow tliat statement in the 
letter to bo refen ed to.” 

The ITon’ble Mu Atoau eontmuod —“l bow to the ruling I will keep 
myself within the ruling, mid 1 will not rely on tin suggi stion as one contained 
m the letter I avow it independently of the letter We must a* cept the 
possibility of sucli a condition ot things I do not Bay that it is possible only m 
Calcutta The Manchester Pol tee Scandal, and otl or scandals m vunous Town 
Councils and Municipalities in the United Kingdom show that wc cannot 
expect Munn ipalitic s to be immaculate Ami tne smaller the body we have, 
the more real is the dangei that we must piovide against. And when we retnli 
the detunct Mctiopoliian Boaid of Woiks «>£ London, we cannot expect that all 
small bodies will lx immaciilaW One ot tho scuous defects in a small body 
is that theie may be < oirupt prisons in it, and it that defect exists now, it will 
exist latei on Wo ha\c oui defence now agunst any suspicion of wrong 
doing The 75 Oommissioneis h ive been letemd to as so many masters of the 
Executive It shows an uttci want of acquaintance with the subject for any 
suggestion of flu kind to bo made, for no Coimnissionei can gi\e any older 
individually Hut they may tiuthtully be ngilded as the e)cs and ears of 
tho late payors If time is a lumour of a suspicious tians-utmu which may 
have escapi d the vigilance of the Committu, tho Commissioneism tho General 
Meeting come clown on it like tlio leucocjtts m the Republic of the Body, 
and with thin silent sensible samtaiy vote, and cuie it 

“The Bill, bn, was explained to us, when it was introduced, as being 
on the model of tho Bombay Act. If we are asked to accept the view that 
we have, in this Bill, the Bombiy constitution transplanted to Calcutta, I shall 
not expiess my opinion with sufficient emphasis if I say of tho constitution 
pioposcd toi Calcutta, Diablnncnt change ui route r The Bombay Act gives a 
viulo, wmkable constitution This Bill, if it becomes law, will give a 
maimed thing, that will bo found unwoikaole and pregnant with hanldnp 
and mischief Ilovvevei, Sn, tlio Govmnnen* of India have set before 
themselves the laudable puipose of giving an administration tliat ‘shall secure 
the adequate lepiescalation of tho venous great mteiests that have placed 
and still keep Calcutta m its present position m India md which shall be 
businesslike, efficient and fieo fiom scandal and reproach ’ If I may say 
so, our leqiuiements cannot be bcttei descubed, ana the inhabitants of this 
city aio indebted to the Government tor a true appreciation of thou le- 
sponsibility m the mattei of oui municipal administration We must be 
clear in the fust place as to tho various gieat interests that should bo le- 
presented, and nj tho next, we should recognise that adequate lepicsentation 
is not the presentation of so many places to make up a ceitain pei cent age 
with relation to tho whole body of Commissioners Theie cannot, I take it, 
be any difference of opinion that, unless wo secure a sufficient number of really 
representative men, who will fill places m tho coimneicial interests, those 
places will become so many wasted places, and m consequence the very object 
for which they have been assigned to them would be defeated Theie 
can be no doubt that it will not answer any good purpose unless those icturned 
. are truly representative men, wlio will entei the Corpoiation to serve the 
public, and repiosont tho interests whuli they have been sent theie to rc 
present, and for no othor puipose. Coimneicial interests, which aro so inti¬ 
mately bound up with my o # wn that I almost depend upon them, have placed 
Calcutta m its present forward state, and flic undeniable) admission befoio 
that Calcutta is not only m the fiont lank of places in India, but also keeps 
hei place, shows that these interests have hitlieito not been piejudiced b} an} 
maladministration of the town Among the many allegations that have been 
thrown broadcast against the Corpoiation, I have found no specific ore 
that it is suggested has, in fact, caused mjuiy to the tiadmg mtere&ts of tln^ 
city I shall moot?tho allegations against the Commissioners that undeihe the 
words I have quoted from the Government lettei, and I am glad of the oppoi- 
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tuiuty of showing that they cannot st mil the test of examination, far less can 
they thin bo taken to have been limttul to the tiaile of tho poit 

“ I lie Government ot Indu lavs stiess on the necessity of the administra¬ 
tion being businesslike The ui gent necessity of this quality no one has 
insisted upon with gieatoi emphasis than I It has boon my coustaut ciy as my 
llon’blo tinndsMi Uiku mil Mi Oldlixni will lememhci, tint we wero not 
businesslike, but it is Enough no fxrdt of the Commissioners I will give an 
example of what I ulci to ’ 

The Ilon'hh M> 13am k said — ‘‘I use to ordei Tlieie is no question at 
ill in lelation to the pist adnumstration ot the present Coipoiation ” 

Tho lion bio tin* IVc-mrsT said —“The Council came to a conclusion on 
that point Tin question whether the Corporation lias oi has not done its 
duty in the past is biyoud the pale ot the. Council ” 

Tin Ibm hie Mi Apr ar sad —“I wish to point out that the Coveinment 
ol Imlii lmo nulnated that tho admnnstiation is unbusuiesslike, and I claimed 
to be entitled to show to what such cluuges aie duo ” 

The Ilon’ble tho Pi lsiDLNr —“Pi.need ” 

The IIou hlo Mr Afcar continued —“Tne Tianiway Company had for 
mine than live > 0.08 complained of a nuismcc, of the most offensive diameter, 
m x diaui at thru Kuldeipoio Depot No attention was paid to them The 
mattu b( came so soi ious that it attiarted the attention of the Government, and 
in Dicemboi of 1890, Mx Risley, the Si cietpiy of the Loral Government in 
the Muiiici| al Depaitment, wrote to the Chairman of tho Corporation to draw 
the attention oi the Commissioneis to it, and called upon them to abato the 
musanic Even a letter fiom the Government had not the effect dcsned In 
Dcccinbi r, 1897, the Distuct Magistrate, on the report of his Sanitary 
authonty, wiote to thieaten proceedings in the Cununal Comt Then the 
Municipal Executive woke up The Local Government authority in the 
person of tho Commissioner of the Division the Engmeei, the llealth Officer, 
and tho Local Engineci of the Municipality met the Chairman at tho spot 
The Engineer to tho Corpomtion pioposed that tho new pumping machinery 
requiicd loi tho diaiuago scheme under constiuction should be telegraphed for 
and obtained liom England without calling for tenrlors Tho proposal of 
the subordinate in bis department to utilise a portable engmo then in the 
Municipal Stoics, and niako a short length of brick drain at a small cost, w&s 
pieferied, anil tho Engineer was directed to submit estimates without delay 
The Chaumau again and again urgently called for the estimates that wero ordeied, 
and up to the time when he went away on leave, in March following, they had not 
bom submitted. The now Chau man, shortly aftoi entering upon offico, at the 
r lose of a mooting of the General Committoe, when only a few members, myself 
among the number, were left, without due notice, brought up the proposal that 
had boon ujected, without a word of information that the permanent in¬ 
cumbent of Ins office had already given his decision m the matter, and without an 
inkling being giv< n of the past history of tho question, asked us to give the Engineer 
a freo hand, to enable him to telegraph to England to purchaso the pumping 
engmo at the < ost of Rs 60,000 This would have mvolvod a largo portion 
of the di unago under construction being taken over prematurely, wnich, in 
the existing cnuunstancos which I do not wash to enter into hero, would have 
been a vi ly undesirable pi ik ceding. The Chairman continued to press for the 
sanction until fonnal objection was taken on the ground of want, of notico, 
when he withduw his proposal, undertaking to bring it up again, with duo notice, 
m the following week Although he had represented the matter to bo of the 
most urgent character, and although I personally reminded him of it on more 
than, one o< c xsion, the subjoit was never again brought up. Now, this is a 
matter about which the aggueved persons would naturally ppeak of as being a 
gross negloct on tho part of the Commissioners When the Secretary to the 
Local Government wrote officially to draw the attention of the Commissioners 
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to tlio nuisance, ho naturally would bo undor the nnpiossionthat the Commission 
ors had been made acquainted with his letter and hid been neglectful. When the 
District Magistrate threatened piosecution, he would naturally think that it was 
the Commissioners who had been stnrod into at tion by reason of lus threat The 
tiuth is that, fiom first to la'-t, the Commissioners were kept wholly ignoiant of 
the subject I w is led to i nqun e into tlio matter by quite a chance cneum- 
stanco, and then tlio whole ot tin facts weie ehcitoil It seems an inertdible 
story, hut I embodied the facts m a Note which vv is placed foimally before the 
General Committee, when tho Conumssioueis muvod intimation ot tlio mattei 
ioi the fiist tune, and not a single statement of fac t could ho domed In Febru¬ 
ary last I went down to the spot and found it still a foul nuisance Nothing had, 
up to that d ito, been done, although, more tlnn a yeai he!oie, the Chairman 
had issued specifu ordois in tho matter. Is it surprising that the Complaints 
Committee was instituted when we have proceedings such as theso occurnng rj 
Now it is bad enough that tho Engmeoi should lnve neglected to cany out the 
Chairman’s oid< rs It is had enough that lmniedi itely the permanent incumbent 
goes away on leave his locum &»■»? should endeavour to entnely reveiso his 
orders, it is bad enough that a Chairman endeavouis to get a sanction for such 
laigc expenditure m so nregul ir a manner, it is bad enough that even tlio com- 
plunt of the Local Government sliould bo unheeded and that the Com¬ 
missioners should bo kept ui absolute ignorance of it But worst of all is w'hat 
we suffer so mudi from, that tho Engineer should disregnd the Cliau man and 
dare to act as he dul in this matter, and that he should be allowed to do so 
with impunity Wo arc blamed for interfering with the Executive wheie is the 
interference line Wo aro blamed for hampering the Chan man with Com- 
nutteos and m olhei ways m what havo wo been in fault m this question * 
You may iosr«d tins as a solitary instance, I can givo you others We know 
how the public attention .has been drawn to the Town llall, and how much 
hlamo has been thrown upon tho Commissioneis. What aio the facts ” * 

The Ilon’ble Mu Bakfr said —“ The Hon’ble Member is making an attack 
on the Executive ” 

The Ilon’hlo Mr Apcar said —“It has been ruled that I can do so 
I have given one illustration, and I wish to show that it is liy no means an 
isolated instance ” 

The Hon’hie the PuLsmrNT said —“We have had one illustration, and 
I think that is sufficient ” 

The Hon’ble Mr Apcar said —“1 wish it to bo understood that I am 
prepared to give other instances. If it is accepted that the instance I have 
given is only one mstanCo out of many, 1 have no desiie to take the tiouble of 
quoting others, or to occupy the time of the Council fuitlier I am content 
to leave the point on that footing With the rulings Horn tho Chair m lespect 
of the letter of the Government, I am embarassid as to how I should proceed 
I have no wish to contravene any order, and if I may ask it, I would enquire 
whether I may rofOr to an expression of Su Hemy Harrison that the Commis¬ 
sioners were lacking in driving or motive power, which has been quoted by the 
Government of India as an opinion which is relied upon by the Local Govern¬ 
ment to show the neoessxty of an influx of Europeans’’ 

The Hon’ble the President said — “ Proceed ” 

The Hou’ble'Mn Apcar said —“I am glad of the opportunities of refeinng 
to this point now The quotation is an isolated extiact from a speech which, if 
read in its entirety, would he found not to hear out tho view in support of which 
it is quoted But it will suffice if I answer by showing that, as a matter of fact, 
Sir Henry Harrison m the very speech that is quoted from, opposod the proposal 
of making the proportions of the bodies of Commissioners equal, by roduung tho 
number of elected Commissioners, and increasing that of the nominated Com¬ 
missioners, and the debate on the two amendments being taken together, he also 
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opposed tho proposal to increase tho number of electod Commissioners to three 
loinths, and decrease that of the nominated to one fouith It is obvious, in 
such cneumstanccs, that a carefully selected sentence might mislead He 
suppoited m the '■nine spiech the pioportion that then was existing, which was 
the view of the Govt rmnent, and was earned, that is, to tho pioportion of two- 
thirds elected to one tluid lioinin ited which the Government now wish to change 
If Sn Henry Hamsun desired to havo more nominated Commssioners, in othei 
words the oppmtumty of having more Europeans in tho Ooiporation, ho would 
have suppoiti d the amendment mt equal propoitnms which he declined to do 
Tho wTiulo nualnct m the pit sent pioceedmgs is that they aro being con¬ 
ducted bv those who aio ignorant of the past lnstoiy of the questions that are 
laisod To mo, it is veiy apnaunt that Sir Hcniy ll.mison hud tho question 
of the ro id now named after him md called Uaruson lfoad, m his mind ne 
had mido tho question his own and pressed it with great urgency. IIis 
opinion w ts tint owing to the bt ttorment clauses, the whole cost of the pio- 
jeet would be covcied Some ol the leading Hindu Commissioners were of 
opinion that lus c&timato was an impossible one The mt cost m tho lesult 
ptovcd to be maily 28 lakhs Now, when a pioject is recommended by its 
piomotei ns one the lost of which would be ml, and tho cost is found to 
amount to t ouipai itivcly such au enormous sum, it must bo admitted that 
tho opposition was not without reason An isolated phrabo used. m 1888 
is lakod up as a giound for a change to-day His there been any enquiry to 
show whether the idea, even if tine m yeais past, is tiue now, and even if the 
moaning of the woids is that which is now attempted to be put upon it ‘ J If 
an) enquuy wcio instituted, it would he found that the Commissioners have by 
no means been larking in initiative it would bo shewn whether wc have seen 
au\ pioject fiom the Chairman since Sir Henry Ilauison leftus, and to take one 
instance only, how £ have had to stiuggle foi 6 yeais against the stolid opposi 
tion of a Chau man against me bofote sanction was g uned for the construction 
of a load that < iscd the overcrowded tiaffn oh Russa Jioad, give a convenient 
appioai li to Kalighat and filled up 18 oi 13 highly insanitary tanks, and I 
would also mention that with reference to loids which tho Building Commission 
lcconnuondod to open out the congested quarteis of the town, I earned a 
motion unanimously, asking the Government to commence action by taking 
steps to considei the alignments of the loads, the cost of them, and how the 
mouey foi them should be obtained A lettei was wntten by the Corpoiation 
in May last year Up to to-day not even an acknowledgment of the letter has 
been leceived tiou the Government 

“ Sir, m my opinion, the controveisy hinges on the question whether 
the gencial body bhallhold m thin hands, for exircise directly oi indirectly, 
the authoiity to control the goneixl administiation of the Municipality, acting 
openly, ami with full responsibility This is the system 6f municipal govein- 
nunt that pievails in civilized countnes, and was extended to Calcutta 86 years 
ago Tluee and twenty years ago tho eleetivo system was introduced, after an 
open enquiry at which Counsel were hoaid, and in view of tho mixod communi¬ 
ties m Calcutta, among whom it was thought that tho Hindus must he in a 
pumanent majonty at the polls, a constitution on the principle of election and 
of n pioontation by nomination was established in the proportions of two-thirds 
to ono-tlmd, and this constitution was 10 -enacted on the progressive lines, in the 
Act of 1888, which it is the object of the present Bill to* repeal. The proceed¬ 
ings of 187(> and thoso of 1888 were s^veially m charge of Sir Stuart Hogg 
and Sn Homy Uaruson, who had respectively been the Chairmen of the Corpo¬ 
iation foi nine and eight years in the interval before 1888 there had been a 
suggestion to alter the constitution, but the? Government sot thoir face against 
any such idea Sir Henry Cunningham, who m 1884 lod the agitation on 
sanitary questu ns that resulted m tho Beverly Commission, of which we have 
hoard so mui h during these proceedings, who had founded the Health Society 
which I have before mentioned, and had also led the agitation which resulted 
m the amalgamation of the suburbs with the town area, ventilated the idea of a 
Municipal Board of Control on the lines of the Port,Trust, but on re considera¬ 
tion lie abandoned it The reception that he met with at the hands of Sir Rivers 
Thompson, who was Lieutenant-Governor at the time, was such that he even 
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publicly withdrew the suggestion and apologised for having made it. It will be 
useful, m these days when the Beverly Commission is so much put m evidence, 
to see how well the Corporation were supposed to have come out of the enquiry 
and the confidence placed m them at the time by the very person to whom so 
much was due for its appointment I shall quote fiom a public address 
delivered*by Sir Henry Cunningham on 5th Maich, 1883 in Calcutta Tho first 
portion of the extract relates to the speech of Sir Henry Ilairison, the Chairman 
of the Corporation, m submitting the report of tho Beverly Commission to the 
Corporation — 

4 Now I am Bure that all of ub must feel this to be a most satisfactory announcement 
Of the 37 reforms suggested by tho Commission, 4 can bo effected by Government, and we 
need not fear a9 to them Of tho 18 specifio suggestions, 11 are wholly and 4 partially 
earned out, and only about 3 is there likely to be a difference of opinion Of the 13 
recommendations of general policy, 10 are already adopted, and as to the 5, the Com- 
missioneis have not docided, but have intimated no relm tance to adopt them As to this 
small rosiduum, wo shall, 1 .im suro, all of us join m the ChairmWs Lope that tho Com¬ 
missioners will view the subject as tho authors of tho report fiamod it—in a conciliatory 
spirit 9 

“ We have had this Commission quoted ag unst us m au authoritative fashion, 
as if the speakei knew all about the subject, when bo appaiently could not have 
known anything of its histoiy, and relied upon as showing losults as they m 
the present clay, condemnatory to tho Corpoiation, when tho one who actually 
was the complainant, at whose instance the Beverly Commission was appointed, 
characterises the stat< mint, not of a Commissioner, but of tho official Chan- 
man of the Corpoiation, to use his own woids ‘a most satisfactory announce¬ 
ment * As a mattci of fact, as might have been expected, and as it has been 
with much detail been pointed out, tho Coipoiation have carried out, and m 
some instances moio than fully carried out, the recommendations of that 
Commission 

“To proceed with refcienco to the proposal of a Municipal Board of the 
character of tho Tort Tiust — 

4 1 hero ha-, been an id A, duo m part, I am afraid, to somo words of mine, that there 
was a wish to ignore tho enormous benefits conferred on the city by tin great measures 
of sanitary rtioim carried out of late years by the Corporation, and some people havo 
chosen to attnbuto tho whole of the reoent movement m favour of sanitary inform to a 
latont wish to doprccialo popular institutions and Local Self-Government m particular 
Thcroweio some expressions of nine with which His Honour tho Lnutenant-Governor, 
m ono of his Ik solutions, said that he could not sympathize Now there I am glad to be at 
one with His Honour, because [ do not sympatmzo with them either, and I heartily wish 
they were unsaid it they gave any ono pam I have never heard of any ono so ignorant and 
so foolish as to undervalue wliat has already been done As tho original prospeotus of the 
Health Society and, it has revolutionl/ed the sanitary condition of many parts of tho town 
For my own part so strongly do I ftcl this that I do not at all expect that any further 
impro\emcnt m the city can bo on so gioat a scale oi have such wide-reaching cllects as the 
improvements ol tho past They have reduced the mortality of the town by noarly 100 per 
cent, from 22,009 to 12,000 , and the programme of rofoim which I have described to night 
contemplates onlj r a further saving of 7,000 lives from town and suburbs together 9 

“After this, the idea of a conti ol by a small body, until it was lcsuscitated 
by this Bill, was tioated as dead as is the idea of protection m England It 
will thus be seqp that, not onlySn Richard Temple and Sir Steuait B lyley, who 
were our Lieutenant-Govomois when the Acts of 1876 and 1888 were passed, 
but also, m 1881, Sir Riveis r l hompson had the subject of tho constitution 
brought directly under their consideration, and not any of them would consent 
to change tho piesont constitution, and Sir Riveis Thompson even shaiply 
declined to entertain the idea The whole way through, as I shall on a 
future occasion show, eveiy single element in this controversy has a prototype 
thus wo have had an appalling document that has been spoken to rn that famous 
speech, m the* shape of a report by Dr. Payno in 1877, which Sir Ashley Eden 
put aside m a Resolution of a Statesman, and oven that famous Entally 
speech is not now matter 

“ Lot me refei again to the Act of 1888 The European community had 
for some time before been leading an agitition foi tho amalgamation of the 
Suburbs with the toWn of Calcutta for municipal administration, and the 
Corporation, who were willing to allow then neighbours to participate in tho 
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bonefita of their water-supply, for the sake of administrative convenience, 
supported tho idea. The Government through their Executive Officer of the 
distnct, who was the Chairman of the body constituting the Suburban 
Municipality, which worked with closed doors, were intimately associated with 
its administration. And the Act of 1888, which is a progressive development of 
the previous law, was passed, as I liavo already said, to amend the Act of 1876, 
and also for the purpose of amalgamating the suburban area with the town, 
that is to say, an aica of about 13 square miles, with about a quarter of a 
million of inhabitants, was added under the Act to the town, compusing about 
six square miles, with a population of about 400,000 If the Government in 
truth entertained an unfavourable opinion of > the admimstintion of Calcutta, 
if they thought that the Calcutta Commissioners weie not fit to be entrusted 
with the administration of the town, if they thought they were corrupt, if 
they thought that Hindu predominance and obstruction did indeed hold sway, 
if they thought that any other constitution was better calculated to give 
good results, then why in the name of common sense, and of wise and proper 
government, did they insist—for there was active opposition in the town for 
tho reason, among others, that tlio Suburbs weie in a backward state, would 
consume more than its fair share of our funds to bo pluced m a sanitary 
condition, and m the Subuibs becauso it was feared that their rates, amounting 
then to 7 per cent, would be increased—why I say did they insist upon 
amalgamation and upon the Calcutta Corporation taking over charge ui ah 
enormous inhabited area, with the piospcct of 14 moio Hindus being added 
to an aheady bloated contingent of Hindus, when they could have so easily 
worked then will upon the Suburbs, and have given them a model Municipality 
after their own lioait, leseiviug tho utmost power in the Executive, and 
with every appliance for lcpressing the time-wasting Babu 9 The fact of 
tho mattei was that tho Government were anxious to be quit of all 
lesponsibihty in being connected with the Municipal Administration of the 
Suburbs, foi obloquy and odium are inseparably connected with every 
Municipal Administration, and they thought that whatever strictures—and 
I am not one to depieiiate the wholesome effect of cuticism, whether 
applied to Bumbledom or to higher authority—that may havo been passed upon 
the Coipoiation, tho Commissioners were showing increasing aptitude for 
local aduimistiation, and had provod themselvos capable of undertaking 
greater responsibilities If tins is not true, then I invite the Government 
to give some explanation how they could have been so neglectful of the 
inteiests committed to them as to lecklessly hand them over to the charge 
of a coirupt, incapable, and obstructive body 9 And as to the Europeans, 
if they really consideied the Corporation to be incompetent and perverse, 
I would invito thorn also to give an explanation how they came to agitate— 
Mr Irving, who rcpiesented the Trades Association in this Council, was one of 
the leaders of the agitation—for the amalgamation of an immense area m 
order that it may be admimstci ed by a Corporation to winch they so much 
objected I must not omit to mention that throughout all the discussions that 
havo taken place, whenever objections have been made, they have been of the 
same btcicotyped charactei, and there nevor has been a suggestion thrown out 
in tins Council on behalf of the non-official European community that they 
desnod the proceedings to be conducted in private and not in the full blaze of 
publicity The native community have consistently and ( strongly pressed, 
to their ciedit be it said, for publicity as being the best safeguard that ip 
available, not merely against arbitrariness, but also agaiust malversation and 
jobbeiy 

“ I have been studying thd proceedings of the Bengal Council when the 
Legislature dealt with the law relating to ’the Corporation on previous 
occasions, and I havo found every one of the various questions ithat form the 
proposals in the picBent Bill, and all the shortcomings of the Commissioners 
that havo been brought up in connection with it, have been raised again 
and again They were ail discussed when the Act of 1876 was passed, and 
again when tho Act of 1888 was passed. Thus we have had a proposal for an 
Act on the lines of the Bombay Municipal Acts, for a Municipal Board on 
the lines of our Poit Trust, fhe objection to the exoessive numbersmthe 
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Corporation, and of its unwieldmesa for practical work, a proposal to reduco 
the number not to 50 —nothing so venturesome was ever attempted—but to 60 , 
for the proportion of elected members to be reduced to one-half of the whole 
body, tne obstructiveness of the Hindu Commissioners, their predominant 
voting powers, oven the payment of fees, havo all boon discussed. After 
debates of the fullest and keenest character, after the most scuous deliberation, 
all these contentions were decided—as it was hoped, finally decided But 
there is this difference in the present position Before, on the first occa¬ 
sion, it was the Government who met the objections that I havo mentioned, 
and after the fullest consideration, they granted the present constitution to tho 
Corporation. On the second oppoitumty, they refuted the solf-same arguments, 
they freely aocepted what had before been dono as a settled policy, which 
they were able to support by powerful reasons of their own, drawn from the 
actual exponenco of the woikmg of the admnustiation, and they deliberately 
reaffirmed the constitution, but on progressive lines In the present day, every 
argument that the Government on previous occasions refused to accept, is given 
as a reason for a change, every punciple that was stronuously fought for by 
the Government themselves, is lejected, and we have to contemplate the 
Government of tho day m Bengal bringing forward a Bill that embodies prin¬ 
ciples more revolutionary than was ever oven suggested by tho most uncompro¬ 
mising opponents of the Coxporation, since tho present constitution was 
granted to that body 

(( I am no enthusiast m favour of the present administration, on the contrary 
I think it greatly needs reform But I join issue on tho Bill. And I think, too, 
if the Government had attended to the requests fiom the Corporation to legis¬ 
late and give them powers they have not, the Coiporation would have escaped 
some of tho blame that has been sought to attach to that body 

“ It does not follow that because a certain law has been enacted that it never 
shall be changed Bat it does follow that when a constitution foi the govern¬ 
ment pf an impoitant institution has been gianted, and maintained through a 
senes of years, as tho settled policy of tho Government, it should not be 
changed except for reasons of the most conclusive natuie, and the Government 
for their own good name and for the happiness and contentment of a loyal 
people should be leady to show that the change is not wrought by the caprice 
of any ruler It docs follow that after the Government have been so ready to 
make use of a body of peisons for many years, and after they have repeatedly 
acknowledged that that body have borne tho drudgery of the administration and 
have rendered great benefits by their labour and service to the chief city of 
their Empire, after they have deliberately shifted the burden of a heavy charge 
on to their shoulder from their own, and m so doing marked their confidence m 
them, as was done on the amalgamation of the suburbs, I say it docs follow that 
those who have done so much, should be treated with full and fair consideration. 
And I cannot say that this lias been done. Those who have felt themselves so 
painfully aggrieved have again and again appealed in the most earnest—almost 
pathetic—manner that they may be given a chance of showing that the statements 
upon which this most important legislation, which so seriously affects their 
interests, is proceedmg, can be displaced, that the statements are onc-sidcd, and 
they should not be condemned unheard. But tho Government of this great 
dependency of *England have continued to treat their own statements m the way 
Hon Quixote treated his helmet, as if they me too tender to bo put to tko test. 
The statements have been accepted because of the authoritative mannor in 
which they have been brought forward It is due to the public that opportunity 
be given of regarding them from more than one point of view. If there are 
inaccuracies, they should be corrected so that they should not mislead. And 
above all, it should not be left dpen to any ono from his place m the Legislature, 
not lightly, with a due sonse of his responsibility, to say, as I do say face to 
face with the Government of the day, that those statements embody miscon¬ 
ceptions of fact that have distorted and prejudiced the whole question 
ab tmtio. I hasten to say that I appreciate, Sir, that the Bill, in its policy and 
m the form m which it was introduced, cannot be attributed to any person who 
is in charge of the measures or is m any degree responsible for tbo policy of 
the Government, nor is there any one in the Government to-day who is 
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answerable for the statements on which the Bill was ostensibly based. Our 
present lulers havo succeeded to a damaging heritage, and the sympathy of all, 
whether snppoitcrs or opponents of the Bill, is duo to them in the very difficult 
position m which they find thomselves placed * 

“As has been repeatedly stated m Council on bohalf of the Government in 
past yoars, we have not a tabula iuia to work upon, and the safest and best 
course is to pioceed on settled lines, and if X show, as I am conhdont 1 shall be 
able to do, that the statements on which Mr. Rislev has lelied cannot bo acted 
upon, I am not without hope that m the final result tho present support to tho 
principles of tho Bill iv ill not be maintained I am aw.no that you, Sir, have 
expressed approval of tho Bill I vontiue to say, and I cannot be fai wrong, 
that it is hi cause the statements on which it lias boon based have been relied 
upon I a< knowledge tho advantages—nay even tho necessity—of a continuity 
of policv but I cannot admit it is imperative at any cost oi m all cucumstancos. 
Official tradition is a strong factor, but if homage is paid to it in the piesent 
matter, oi independently of that idea, if the pnnciple of the Bill is in tho result 
accei ted, uoluice will be done to a tradition yet moic potent and with more 
far -rtac lung in effect It is a tradition that has grown with the growth, boon 
s.tieni’dhrned with the stiongth of England, it is tlie tradition that her own 
public institutions, and thoao that havo come into being under her fostering care, 
have been a formed rather than revolutionised, that they havo grown rather 
than amide And a dcputuio fiom this tiadition would be the moio lemark 
able m this Legislature, wheio we aio ruled by a patoinal Government, in whose 
hands power continues steadfastly, and where no system of party Government 
finds place In considering the recomnn editions of youi immediate predeces¬ 
sor, Sn, wc cannot lose bight of the fact that they can only be adopted by 
i ejecting the policy of youi piedocessors boforo him 

«< f do n ot belong to the samo political comphx.on ui class as thoso who aio 
the most excited about the measure, and aio the cluet opponents of it I have 
no paitiban fouling oil the subject, and I do not concern in) si If with any §6tt- 
tunentul views tbout Local .Self-Government m connection with tho question 
But I speak with an expenence lar gieatci and moio mtmixte than that of any 
peison sv ho has been officially connected with the Bill bofoio the Council I have 
a peisonal and peimanent interest at stake, and I am anxious for that to be done 
which will bo the best for the welfare and piospority of this city I coidially 
in knowledge that you, Su, and tho Government of India axe actuated by the 
best of motiv e% 1 ask that the same consnleiation bo shown to mo ab that which 
I readily idrnit to be youi due If I could think that m tho bunion of respon¬ 
sibility tint now lies upon the Government you would indeed bottei those who 
blame you, it l only could think that yoj, in reality, would bo guarding those 
interests which I am assured, m my own mind, it is youi smoeie dobiie to pro¬ 
tect you would have my vote But I say fiom my mneimost conviction, it 
the 1 Bill m its piesent form becomes liw, in the result the best safeguards that 
now oust will be destroyed, and the efficiency of tho municipal admimstiation 
will lit impaired m a marked degree And I shall feci the greater legrot, 
b< i aits., the passing of the Bill, m all its attendant circumstances, will certainly 
h i\ o a b ul political effect ” 

The llon’ble Db. Asutosii Mukitopaiuiyaya said —“It is not without some 
relur tance th it I rise to offei a few lemaiks upon the motion and the amend¬ 
in' nt now before the Council When I camo heie this morning I could not 
poi iiiado m) si If to behove that thoie wasieally any room for prolonged debate, 
uni* ss indeed, we deliberately chose to wander away fiom the question before 
tin Council The situation,if I appicliend it rightly,is this, undoi the standing 
legislative oiderswo wtio bound to submit for the approval of the Government 
of India the Bill as repoited upon by tho Select Committee.#that Govern¬ 
ment, aftei a careful, and, it is said impartial conBideiation of the whole ques* 
tion, h.s come to tho conclusion that ceitam changes of tho greatest importance 
aro essential, in so iir as the constitution of the Municipality is concerned This 
decision is embodied in a despatch which it will ho idle to dony practically con¬ 
veys a mandate to us, although it is couched m extremely courteous language 
If this is the light view of the position m which we find ourselves, a position which 
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probably none of ub anticipated when the Bill was sent up to the Government 
of India, I confess I find it difficult to discover what practical advantages 
aro to be secured by a criticism of that despatch If my hon’ble friend, who 
opened the debate to-day with one of thoso speeches which wo all delight to hear, 
had ventured to assort that the decision of the Government of India 18 not 
binding upon us, if he had ventured to suggest that though the independence 
of this Council is somewhat mythical, we are at libeity to disregaid the views 
of the Government of India, and proceed with the consideration of the Bill, 
clause by clause, his remurks would have been peifectly intelligible to me. If, 
on the other hand, my hon’ble friend had taken up a moie moderate posi 
,tion and had vontuied to suggest that the Council should appioach tho Govern¬ 
ment of India and respectfully ask foi aie-c msuleration of their decision, on the 
ground that the views of tho Members who repiesontcd the mteiosts of the 
Corporation had not been lightly appreciated, his romaiks would have been 
perfectly m order In suppoit of such an amendment, it would have been open 
to mo to show that the despatch from tho Government of India was remarkable 
for the fact that tho conclusions embodied m it were not deducible from tho 
premises To take a coneuto instance, m support of such an amendment, it 
would have been perfectly legitimate to show that assuming, as indeed it is 
assumed in the 13th paragiaph of tho lcttci iiom tho Government of India, that 
the allegation is well-founded, that the existing Coiporation has devoted itself 
to speech lather than to action, assuming fuithei, that m older to check tho 
abuses and anomalies complained of, it is necessaiy to reduce tho numerical 
strength of the Corporation, assuming all tins,it does not notcsbanly follow that 
tho proposed reduction should ho confined to tho body of elected Commissioneis 
alpno Indeed, if these positions are giantod, and I shall assume for my 
present puipose that they are granted, it would follow that tho reduction should 
not bo confined to the body of elected Commissioners alone, but should bo 
extendod to the body of nominated Commissioneis as well, unless, indeed, the 
Government is further prepaied to affiim tint tho vice of speech without action 
is monopohsod by tho elected Commissioneis, and tho abuses complained of aro 
traceable to thorn exclusively But these comments, howevei just and well- 
founded they may bo, aie somewhat pointless m relation to the amendment 
before the Council If these considerations cannot have any piactical effect on 
our action in the picsent stage of the Bill, I submit with great confidence that 
the wisest course would he to lofiam from such ineffectual cutiusms At the 
same time I frankly confoss that the amendment pioposed by my hon’ble 
friend seems to mo a very reasonable one, and it has my hearty suppoit ” 

The Hon’ble Babu Juba Mohan Spn said —“ I do not propose at this late 
hour to onter into a detailed examination of tho proposals of tho Government 
of India, especially those lclating to tho proposed reduction m the numbei 
of elected Commissioners and the introduction of tho Bombay s)stcm into 
oui municipal constitution which I intended to dwell upon Tho matter has 
beon sufficiently discussed by the Hon’ble Mombei who proposod tho amend¬ 
ment, but I should like to offer one oi two observations. The spmt in which, 
and the couitesy with which, tho Government of India has dealt with this sub¬ 
ject has led me to entoitiun the strongest hopo that if a proper loprcsentation 
, is made to the Government of India on tho subject they will be prepared to 
re-eonsidei the matter. But the reason why wo should accept this amend¬ 
ment is supplied Jjy tho letter of the Goa eminent of India ltBelf, where it is said 
that the pioposal which they now make is new, having never been suggested 
bofore. That being so, it cannot bo doubted that a proper and sufficient tune 
should be allowod to tho public to express their opinions on the matter, and to 
press their repiesentations upon the Government of Bengal, the Government of 
India and upon the Select Committee, and it is proper and I should say just 
that further flme should be given to enable tho Select Committee to enteitam 
and consider the views that may be expicssod by the public on the changes 
wfyeh are proposed to be made in the Bill It is therefore desirable, that the 
amendment proposed aliould^be adopted.” 

The Hon’ble Mb! Oldham said :-*•>“ Su, my bon’ble friends who lepic&cnt 
the Corporation have twice appealed to mo for confirmation of their statements, 
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and though 1 am 'able to give that confirmation, the fact in no way diminishes 
the strenuousness with which I would oppose this amendment. They have made 
some general remarks in which my name has been brought in, m corroboration, 
and I bog, Su, for permission to reply to them The Hon’ble Ur. Apoar 
began his speech by pointing out that the diminished representation now 
proposed to be given must have tho effect of obliterating the Muhammadan 
representatives on the Corpoiation But what are tho actual facts under the 
piesent constitution wlm.li he defends and would maintain 9 In the General 
Committee of tho Coiporation which was eleoted tho othor day, so far as it is 
composed of elected Commissioneis, there is not one single Muhammadan, and 
so far as it is composed of nominated Commissioneis, only one Muhammadan* 
has been returned, my noble fuend the Sahibzada Muhomod Bakhtyor Shah, 
who is not oven a resident within the Corporation’s aiea ” 

The Ilon’blc Mb Apoab said —“ I was referring to Muhammadans m 
relation to the wards ” 

The Ilon’blo Mr Oldiiam continued — u I understand my friend’s correction, 
but do not see how it lessens the force of what I say. The wholo controversy 
hitherto has turned upon tho constitution of the General Committee which is 
tho embodiment of the elective and representative principle in the whole Corpo¬ 
iation, and Muhammadans are excluded from it. Theietore, tho present consti¬ 
tution does not allow adequate Muhammadan representation, and Government 
must be looked to for a now constitution to rodtess tho balance. My hon’ble 
fnend went on to deny that tlieio was anything like a Hindu predominance in 
tho Coiporation He said that this Hindu piodommanco was an absolute 
myth IEow can he possibly reconcile that statement with the facts 9 The 
Hindu picdommanco is an absolute demonstrable fact, and is the fact which 
induees me to opposo this motion for postponing the dob ite It is true that 
I do not join, and have never joined, m the mdictment against tho Corpora¬ 
tion For more than a yeai I have been a Commissiouei myself, and have 
woiked with them, and theiefoie lia\e been able to understand moro cleaily 
than before how, fiom time to time, such men as Sit Honry Harrison and 
Mr Cotton and Mi Lee, and now the present Chairman, Mr Buglit, have 
stood forth as the champions of the Commissioners 1 believe them to be an 
upright and devoted body of men w ho have carried out with singular ability 
the duties entrusted to them, but I deny that they are representatives Why 
in the veiy waid in which I live, and m which, under piessure of the plague, 

I have become a (self-constituted Waid Commissioner, though tho Euiopean 
vote is fax stronger than tho Indian vote, my elected colleagues are two 
Muhammadan gentlemen, one of whom is not evon a resident. Taken by itoelf 
the circumstance is one which I peisoually could not regret, because one of 
these colleagues—a young gentleman, Maulvi Agba Mahomed Musa by name— 
was last year the life and soul of the Ward Vigilance Committeo in tho constant 
duties which it undeitook, and you, Su, have already acknowledged the useful¬ 
ness of the work done by these Ward Committees. But though £ congratulate 
myself on having such a colleague, this result was a happy accident, and he was 
in no sense a pioduct of a representative system ouch a system has been 
tnod as an cxpciiment, and the experiment has completely failed. I do not 
concur with the Hon’ble Mr. Mackenzie m the history he has given of the 
introduction of Local Self-Government and in the reasons he assigns for except¬ 
ing Calcutta and tho other Presidency towns from the measures announced in 
1882 Thcie is no doubt m my mind that, m the year 1876, it was intended 
to givo as lull a measuie of representative government to Calcutta as was pos¬ 
sible, and that in 1882, when Local Sell Government for the interior was intro¬ 
duced, the Piesidency towns were excluded nora the new provisions, only 
because a measuie intended for the mufassal could not be framed on so brand a 
basiB as one foi Calcutta This does not altei the fact that the system of repre¬ 
sentation tued m Calcutta has failed* In 1888 it was amended in some respects, 
bat still it failed. It was an experiment from the.first, and the failure has been 
so complete that, unlike the speakers on the oth&piide, I think that Government 
has still in this matter a tabula rasa on which to write, add a cleat field for the 
trial of a different plan 
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“ My hon’ble friend, Balm Surendranath Baneriee, in tho beginning of 
his speech, dwelt upon tho broad bans upon which his remonstrance was 
founded. Ed referred to the popularity of the broad principles of Local Self- 
Government, wjneh, I say, does not exist m Calcutta and to the general feeling 
on the subject among the people, while, so far as I havo been able tQ see, no 
such general feeling exists nqjthis city. It is now more than a year since this 
agitation has been started we hare had the means of observing it, and the 
longer it has progressed the more clearly it is seen that it is focussed in and 
confined to the class whom my hon’ble friend represents—I mean, the 
Bengalis. Perhaps at this stage 1 should ask what exactly wo mean when we 
speak of tho Bengalis? I daiesay a person who thought himself well informed 
might reply that they are the people living under the government of the Lieu¬ 
tenant-Governor of Bengal, and that there are 72 millions of them. There is no 
need, in this Council, to dilate on such a delusion as that But whom do we 
mean when wo Bpeak of the Bengalis ? We only mean that intellectual race 
who are now oornpet ng with us m nearly evciy field, and I think out-stnppmg 
us m some. We mean only those whom I would call the Brahman and the 
lesser Brahman By the lesser Brahman I particularly refei to the Baidya, who 
occupy in Bengal the place token by the Kshatnj a in Upper India, and who are 
sprung from the Brahman, the honoured offspnng, though not the heirs. Then 
there is the great class or caste of the Kayastlia, with whoso claims Mr. Risley 
was so .much impressed that, in that monumental woik of his, he assigns them 
m Bengal a position almost higher than tho Brahman’s This, however, the 
Brahman or the Baidya would not concede, aud I think that I say nothing 
derogatory of the Bengali Kayastlia when I lefer to them too as lessor 
Brahman. I do not foiget that from the habits of life of the Brahman there were 
associated with them m thoir households othus who thus managed to paitake 
of their influence and their lore, and so we see accounted for some of the 
nobility of Bengal, among them that distinguished lady, tho late Maharani 
Swarnamayi, or as anothoi instanco, that eminent man, a patriot and a Bengali, 
tho late Knsto Das Pal, or m another direction, our distinguished fellow- 
citizen and man of science, Dr Mahendra Lil Sircar But such exceptions 
only emphasize the fact, precisely as the Hon’ble Mr Apcar’s presence m their 
ranks does, that the class to which I reforms a single class, the Brahman and 
tho lesser Brahman 

“ The opposition which this measuxp has met is wholly a Hindu opposition, 
and I can now further nairow it down by pointing out that it is wholly a 
Bengali opposition I deny that they are an> thing like a numencal majority 
in this city, or among tho rate payors To mako an estimate, you must 
eliminato all Europeans, Austialians, and Amincans, and foreigners, all the 
numerous Hindustanis and Unyas, all Muhammadans, and also all those who do 
not belong to races or castes from whose hands a Brahman can take water, and 
then you will have left the Brahman, the lessei Biahman and tho nine castes, 
who are an absolute and oompaiatively small minority of the Calcutta lato- 
payers. It is impossible to give the exact figmes because the census lias not 
distinguished the Hindu inhabitants by race, and the next census should do so 
, But, as one instance, I would appeal to the figuios of the Excise Revenue in 
Calcutta alone as showing the ltnmenso numencal superiority of the races m 
Calcutta who do not follow the well-known habits of temperance and abstinence 
observed: by the Brahman and the lesser Brahman—that is, the Bengalis, of 
whotn I Bpeak. I have already acknowledged tho intellectual superiority of 
these yfeople, but it is also a fact that the power of expression with which they 
are gifted is out of all propoition to their numbcis Because they express them¬ 
selves so well and their intellectual powers are so high, we cannot be blinded to 
the fact that they are monopolisingjthe sole powei in the Corporation. That they 
have used their, powers otherwise well 1 have admitted, and to this I can 
testify. But their monopoly is complained of by others, and as long as it exists 
there is no representation m its true sense m this city As regards the com¬ 
plaints against this monopolising, the case briefly is that the city was founded 
200 yean ago by Englishmen on $ site which even now, in common pailance 
among the people, is s$td not to be India, for it is a country which tho 
Tandavas never visited. The town vfas founded for commercial purposes and 
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as a commercial colony, and m this colony the Indian oolomsts were allowed 
to join. They came first foi security, and then for the sake of partnership, 
and later on foi their own comfoxt and for the pleasures and advantages of 
civilization, and it is these last comers who are now found fighting for political 
powei with the succossois of the English settlers, and a small body of them 
is actually and exclusively pu dominant in tho civic Government I cannot 
say that they have usm pod this powei They have attained it by fair means 
and their own abilities, and because it was loft to them But it has become a 
monopoly and is complained of, and as it is not ropiescntation, it has to be 
taken from the m lor it has turned out to be something quite different from 
what was intended The sole difficulty I have found, so fai ns my own 
attitude in tho case was concerned is, that we aro now ondeuvouimg to take 
away, aftei 21 yeais, a powei of which they have boen faithful tiustecs 
and which they have exercised so well 

“ I have accorded my tubuto to the Commissioners, though it must be 
lemembcic 1 that in doing so I spe ik as one of them, who cannot uppiaise them 
so justly as an outsider Nor do I by any moans admit that they aro perfect 
on all points oi that thou effiuoncy cannot bo impioved, or that it is not 
noccssaiy to impiove that efficiency They themselves do not lepresent 
business or eommeicial classos, but all bolong to a paiticulai class—the Bengali 
literate cla«s—the lawycis, the •journalists, tho professois I do not suppose, 
bn, that any one can lmagmo that when I onumeiato these classes 1, do so 
with any tinge even of disparaguuont—tho lawyers, the professors, the jour¬ 
nalists—tho classes who have always stood m the fore front whore liberty and 
oultuio prevailed Tho point m the ptosont connection is that they aio not the 
business men in a eommeicial city, they aio untiamed m tho woik they have 
to do, and they liavo no admmistiativo expenonco Last year, for nine 
months, I had the honoui to hold tho position of Chau man of the Port 
Commissioners, a body to whom both tho Hon’ble Mr. Mackenzie and the 
Ilon’ble Mr Apcar havo alluded, and though tliero is no constant parallel 
betweon their woik and that which comes befoie the Geneial Committee of the 
Coiporation, theio mo many subjicts which should bo dealt with in the same 
way I used sometimes to come horn a meeting of tho Poit Commissioners 
to a mooting of the Genoial Committee, and I am free to admit that I found 
myself more at home m tho Committees of the Corporation than among tho 
Poit Con missioncrs The icason uas that tho former’s method was tho method 
to which I was used, that is, the lawyer’s method, to get to tho bottom of a 
case by labonous inquiry and pkmful analysis and puicly intellectual effort 
In the Port Commissioner I found myself associated with 14 men who were 
a great deal better than myself as regaids tho business winch had to be done, 
because they thoroughly understood it befoiehand and know how it was to bo 
earned out. Their Chairman fulfilled, an entirely different function and, but 
that it seems to leffect on the Coiporation I would say that, while among the 
Port Commissioners the Chairman talke 1 and the Commissioners acted, m tho 
Coiporation it waB tho Commissioners who t ilked and tho Chairman who had to 
take action, ancl then to answu to the Commissioners. The two bodies 
of course arc diffeicntly constituted But it is tiue that in tho Corporation, 
while the Chairman is too often lolt to himself and without support, 
tho Commissioners, on the othci hand, fail to realise the tremendous 
strain they put upon him and on all their Executive by tho other de¬ 
mands they make upon their timo m meetings. In mliny matters, as£ for 
instance, in the great drainage woiks now m progiess, tho General Codhmttco 
of the Cmpoiation might well take lessons from the Port Commissioners, and 
undei tho provisions oi tho Bill they will bo ablo to havo the benefit of that 
administrative oxpeiience and business knowledge w'hicli is tho common quality 
among tbe Poit Commissioners, but m the General Committee practically docs 
not exist In fact, the only business man among them is my ftiend Babu Nahn 
Behan Sncar whom I notice opposite as an attentivo listener, of whom Sir 
Alexander Mackenzie in this place said the Corporation could not dispense 
with his seivices. 

“ I see 1 have made a note about tho parallol jrhich my hon’ble friend 
(Babu Surendranath Banerjee) drew from a comparison with certain towns in 
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England where the population is on much the bame scale as that oi Calcutta 
1 submit that there is no such parallel because the populations of those towns 
are homogeneous, and I have described how vory different it is m Calcutta 
where, in consequence, tho balance haB constantly to be adjusted Then there 
is that argument which has so constantly been brought forwaid, and which 
Sir Stuart Hogg seems to have originated 1 mean the birds-of-passage argu¬ 
ment. I remomber Sir Stuart Hogg’s regime well Benevolent it was no 
doubt, but it was despotic and autocratic to a degree which it is bard to 
realize m times like these When I think of him as using this astounding 
argument, I can only look on him as giving up, with both hands, in tho very 
plentitude and wautonness of power, everything that might be urged on his 
side. Do those who use this argument as applied to Calcutta t ver reflect on 
the circumstances and Municipal Government ot the city of London 9 I mean 
of the area lying within tho old gates and walls, the jurisdiction of the Lord 
May or, and I suppose the nchest and most famous Corporation in the world 9 
Will they urge that the business men who manage it, because they are only too 
anxious to leave it, and will not even pass their nights within it, but, when they 
have finally done with it, betake themselveB to the country, and often to distant 
lands, are unfit to manage it and are not interested m its Municipal Government 9 
Why should it be supposed that Englishmen who look forward to retiring from 
business should be less concerned m the welfare of Calcutta and m the efficiency 
of its Government ? Is it even prvmd facte probable that the English, after 
founding and developing a city in tho East, which has come to be one of the 
great cities of the world, would be as careless about its future as about its 
present 9 And this is what the argument really implies ” 

The Hon’ble Raja Ranajit Sinha Bahadub of Nashipub, said —“Your 
Honour, I beg to propose as an amendment that instead of two weeks four 
weeks’ time be allowed, so that the public might have sufficient time to consider 
tho Bill and submit their views upon it ” 

The Hon’ble Mb. Baeeb said —“ I rise to order The non’ble Member is 
precluded from moving this amendment Under the Rules no amendment 
can be moved without previous notice given ’’ 

The Hon’ble the Pbesident said —“I must point out that under Rule 21 
of the Rules for the Conduct of Business in the Council the Ilon’ble Member 
is out of order, and I regret I cannot allow him to move his amendment.” 

. The Hon’ble Raja Ranajit Sinha Bahadur of Nashipub, continued — “I 
bow down to Your Honour’s decision and I shall not take up the time of the 
Council with any lengthy observations, but 1 desire to offer a fow remarks 
on the proposals now before the Government 

“ We are grateful to the Government of India for the very kind and 
sympathetic way in which they have perusi d various criticisms on tho Bill 
and for the kind assurance they have given that there would be no contra¬ 
vention of tho broad principles of Local Self-Government already conceded 
The Government is disposed to grant us a concession in the constitution of the 
General Committee on the model of a Standing Committee of Bombay, but, 
Sir, we could not welcome this concession as the number of elected Commis¬ 
sioners in the Corporation is reduced to half, and the Corporation itself is not 
allowed a free hand in the election of two-thuds of the members of its General 
Committee, like that of Bombay I think the Government is inclined to reduce 
the numerical strength of the Corporation, on the belief that the existing 
Corporation has devoted itseft to speech and to cuticisms rather than to 
action. As t have no personal experience into the working of the Calcutta 
Municipality, I must refrain from making any observation on the point, but 
the Resolutions on the Administration Repoits of tho Calcutta Corporation of 
previous years lecordod by Your Honoui’s predecessors in office, extracts 
of which I shall read with Your Honour’s peimission, will show that thcio 
has been marked and gradual improvement in the administration of the Calcutta 
Corporation and that its Commissioners all along have done oxcellcnt woik. 
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“ I quote extracts from the Resolutions on the Annual Administration 
Repoits for the years 1889-90, 1890-91, 1891*92, 1892*93 and 1893-94 — 

‘The Lieutenant-Governor considers that these results, showing how 
largely the Commissioners devote their time and trouble without remuneration 
to municipal duties, affoid the most satisfactory evidence of the growth of public 
spirit m the Mctiopolis ’ And again . ‘Upon the whole, there can be 
no doubt that the administration of the Calcutta Municipality during the past 
year waB marked by very satisfactory progress, great attention to work on 
the part of the Commissioners and improvement in all directions ’ 

&c, &c, &c, &c 

‘ (2) Notwithstanding defects of form which have been pointed out, the 
report discloses much excellent work done by the Commissioners and real pro¬ 
gress made m several important branches of municipal administration ’ 

&c, &c, &c., &c. 

‘ In conclusion, the Lieutenant-Governor desires to congratulate the Com¬ 
missioners on the improvements in the administration which have been earned 
out during the year and on the progress which has been made m works bene¬ 
ficial to the health and prospenty oi the city.’ 

&c, &c, &c, &o. 

‘ The Commissioners themselves have, as a whole, displayed a care and 
attention to their duties, which is veiy mentonous and has in some cases risen 
to the level of devotion ’ 

&e, &c., &c., &c. 

< The thanks of the Government are due to the Commissioners for the 
interest which they have displayed throughout the year in the administration 
of the Corporation and the time and trouble which they have bestowed on the 
large questions as well as matters of detail brought under their considera¬ 
tion ’ 

1 The present number of Commissioners was fixed after a mature and 
deliberate consideration, and I do not think that there has been any special 
necessity to make such a radical change now m that respect. If the Govern¬ 
ment of India have come to the final determination to reduce the numerical 
strength of tho Corporation, I beg to submit that the reduction should not fall 
on the shoulders of the elected Commissioners only, as m such a case it will 
strike at the very root of Local Self-Government, the fundamental principles 
of which will be violated. If, following the Bombay system, the Government is 
inclined to reduce the number of elected Commissioners, I beg respectfully to 
pomt out that the system proposed to be introduced here materially differs from 
that adopted in Bombay. The Bombay Corporation elects its own President 
and the Standing Committee its own Chairman, but here the official Chairman 
acts as President of both the Corporation and General Committee. And again 
in Bombay, though only half the number of Commissioners is elected at ward 
injections, out of other half 16 are elected by Justices, 2 by Fellows, and only 
2 b> \the Chamber of Commerce But here there is no election by Justices or 
Fellow*?, and no seat is allowed even to native merchants or house and land¬ 
owners, vr'hereas 10 seats are allowed to European mercantile communities. So, 
Sir, if the Bombay system is at all to be given a trial here, I beg to submit 
that it be adopted m its entirety, and that out of 25 seats reserved for nominated 
and appointed Co mmissioners, other representative bodies of Calcutta, such as 
the British Indian Association, the National Chamber of Commerce, the National 
Muhammadan Association and the like, should also be allowed to be represented 
in the Corpoiatmn, ana tho Corporation should be left unfettered in the election 
of two thirds of the mefcabers of the General Committee. As the Government 
appoints 4 members of General Committee, 1 humbly think that the Govern¬ 
ment appointees in the C,_p 0 ration should have no voice in the election of the 
rest of the members of the tenoral Committee In conclusion, I leave the matter 
m Your Honour’s hands wi£ full confidence that under your benign and 
sympathetic rule our appeal 71 u DO t g 0 m yam.” 

The Hon’ble Mb Baker sa^ —“ The discussion to-day practically divides 
itself into two parts, which ht^ jj ut a Vendor connexion with one another. 
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In the first place, we have the amendment moved by the Hon’ble Babu Suren* 
dranath Banerjee, the effect of which is to extend the time in which the Select 
Committee is to report from two weeks to six weeks, and to invite further 
expressions of opinion from the Corporation and other public bodies. In the 
second place wo have tho lengthy, elaborate, and I may say, discussive criti¬ 
cisms wmch have been delivered to*day—not only upon the proposals of the 
Government of India, but upon a great variety of other matters, which, in my 
judgment, are not strictly speaking before the Council. I shall deal with these 
two matters separately, and, as the amendment ;of my hon’ble friend is a 
comparatively small matter, I shall take it up first and very briefly, because 
what my hon’ble fnend said upon it has already been met by the Hon’ble 
Mr. Mackcnz’e I am entirely opposed to the proposal to postpone the con¬ 
sideration of tho Bill by the Council for six weeks, because, as the Hon’ble 
Mr Mackenzie has said, if this is done, it will be absolutely impossible for the 
Council to dispose of this Bill during the present session To-day is tho 7th 
August If we give six WGeks to the Select Committee to submit its report, 
that will carry us on to the 18th of September, and then, when the report is 
submitted, it will be necessary to re-publish the Bill as amended by the Select 
Committee, and that will involve another fortnight’s delay. That will bring 
us to the boginning of October, shortly before the Puja holidays, when no 
business can be done, and it will be necessary for the Council to adjourn, and 
wo shall not be able even to begin tho discussion of the Bill itself before the 
cold weather session. There are the strongest grounds for deprecating any 
such delay. The Bill has been before the public and the Council for a long 
time, and the subject has been discussed tor, I think, two and a half years. 
It is now eighteen months since the Bill was formally introduced. During that 
time the Bill has received an enormous amount of most minute and most careful 
criticism and examination not only by the Corporation and the vanous public 
bodies to whom it was referred, but also at the hands of the Select Committee. 
And it is unhappily true that some of the proposals in the Bill have given rise, 
among a certain class, to a good deal of bitterness and recrimination. The 
constitutional sections of the Bill are regarded in some quarters with dislike and 
even with dismay. I think therefore that any further delay is greatly to be 
deprecated During the last two years, the Municipal Commissioners, the 
Municipal Executive, and tho Municipal establishments have been m a state 
of agitated suspense and uncertainty—a state of things which cannot but do 
harm and cannot conduce to harmonious or efficient work. It is imperatively 
necessary, therefore, to bring this unfortunate controversy to a termination 
with the least possible delay, and I trust the Council will not endorse any 
device for protracting this matter further. 

" The hon’ble the mover of the amendment has referred to the 8th 
paragraph of the letter of the Government of India, and said that in that 
paragraph the Government of India indicated certain features of the Bill 
which are not in entire accordance with the principles laid down, and he 
suggested that it would therefore be necessary for tho Select Committee 
to go through this Bill over again. Now, that is not the case at all 
In the very next .paragraph of the letter the Government of India indicate 
what are the features to which they take exception, and in a subsequent part of 
the letter they inchoate the remedies whioh in their opinion should bo applied, 
and at is to those features only that the SeleotCommittee will have to refer, and 
they will not have to go through the whole Bill again. It has been said by the 
hon’ble mover of the amendment that the Corporation ought to have an 
opportunity of expressing their views. That is not an argument to which I can 
attach much weight. The Corporation is very strongly represented in this 
Council by six, if not seven, members, who are also Members of this Council. 
What the flon’ble Member probably referred to was the elective section of the 
Corporation, but even that is most tally, and if I may venture to say so, most 
efficiently represented by the hon’ble mover of the amendment and the 
Hon’ble sir. Apcar, who are both elected Members of the Corporation We have 
'heard to-day the exhaustive and vigorous attack on the proposals of the Govern- 
• ment of India with which the two Hon’ble Members have favoured us, and 
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'which will leave the Corporation little or nothing to say. Ido not think that if 
an opinion waa called for fiom the Corporation, they would bo able to add one 
single observation or one single argument which has not alroady been adduced, 
oi to bring forward ono single new factor illustration in support of those argu 
mcnts The proposals of the Government of India aro no doubt very important, 
but as has been pointed out, they are comparatively simple, and it is possible to 
state the substuncc of them in a vory few woids. The amendments which will 
be necessary to give effect to those proposals aie comparatively fow and com¬ 
paratively simple They are already m print, and if the Select Committee 
will give then attention to tho matter, I fool sure theie will bo no difficulty m 
completing the amendment of the Bill in tho manner which is desired by the 
Government of India within the period which has been named m my motion 
That is all I have to say in regard to the amendment now before the Council. 

“ I now turn to the mueh more impoitant proposals of tho Government, of 
India which have leceived the acceptance of tho Bengal Government This 
question is a very much moie important one than the Ilon’ble Member’s 
amendment I will divide the pioposals of the Government of India into two 
parts—first, that portion of the proposals which relates to tho constitution of 
the Corporation itself, and thou 1 will deal with what has been said with regard 
to the constitution of the General Committee Pumaiily, the pioposal put 
forward by the Government of India is that the number of the electod Commis 
sioners shall be reducod from 50 to 25, and that the number of the wholo body 
be reduced from 75 to 50 The loasons given by the Government of India for 
these proposals are two In the hist place they point out that in tho past the 
Commissioners have been too much addicted to talk—to speech and criticism— 
rathei than to action, or to allowing action to be taken, and the Government of 
India consider that the reduction in their number will tend to pi event this 
tendency in tho future. Secondly, they considor that by this reduction there 
will be established in Calcutta a strict equality and balance of interests 
between the European and native elements in the Corporation, oi, as I should 
prefei to put it, between the elected Commissionoi s on the ono hand and the 
repiesontatnes of the Government and of foreign trade on the other 

“ With rcgaid to tho allegation that too much time is taken up m making 
speechos, I do not desire to say very much Both the Ilon’ble Babu Surendranath 
Banerjee and tho Hon’ble Mr Apcar have challenged it, and the former has 
referred to tho opinion expressed by Sir Henry Harrison m 1888. Personally, 
I have nover attached much weight to the proposal to roduco the number of 
Commissioners, per sc and I am \eiy much inclined to agree with Sir Henry 
Harrison that the time taken up m speaking does not depend so much upon the 
number of the Commissioners, but upon the number of those who desiro to 
spoak I lather doubt whether, if tho total number of Commissioners is reduced 
by one-lhird, there will be a proportionate deduction in the titno ocoupied in 
speaking But there is good deal to be said on the other side In the first 
place, the proposal for a reduction in the number of Commissioneis does not 
stand by itself It is intimately connected with and forms an integral part of 
the very important reform proposed for the re adjustment of the balance of 
interests between the two wings of the Corpoiation Then again, Sir Henry 
Harrison was no doubt a very strong and efficient Chairman, ana his opinion on 
all municipal matters carries high authority, but thero have been strong and 
efficient Chairmen since bis time, vitcra fortes post Agamemnona , if I may vary 
a well-worn quotation, and some of these strong and efficient Chairmen have 
held a very decided opinion that the piesent number of Commissioners is too 
great for efficient administration And, lastly, there is tho undoubted fact, which 
cannot be denied, that 50 Commissioners are not likely to take up so much 
time m speaking as 75 Commissioners, so that thero will be some reduction in 
the time taken up in talk, although it may not be in proportion to the actual 
numerical reduction 

“ But tho second roason adduced by the Government of India for the reduc¬ 
tion of the number of Commissioners is of much greater weight, and to my 
mind it goes to the root of the whole matter, and it will be necessary for me to 
occupy the attention of the Council for some little* time in dealing with it 
Some of the Hon’blo Members have told us to»day that representation is the 
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true and only basis of taxation, and they have said in one way or another that 
no system of Government which does not placo tho municipal administration 
of Calcutta in the hands of the elected representatives of the rate-payers l* in 
accordance wit^t the true principles of Local Self-Government. I understand 
that this is a correct description of the proposition laid down by the- Hon’ble 
Babu Surendranath Banerjee. The Ilon’ble Mr. Apcar pointedly drew atten¬ 
tion to the fact that a very small proportion of tho municipal rates is paid by 
the mercantile community m Calcutta The hon’ble mover of the amend¬ 
ment also statod that the Ward Commissioners were the elect of the people, 
although he was good enough to admit that they woio not actually elected by the 
whole of the rate-payers. I fully expected that some figures would have been 
laid before the Council by the Hon’ble Members who opposed my motion, to 
show to what extent the elected representatives on the Corporation do actually 
represent the people of Calcutta, but they have not done so I will now 
supply that omission. I will refer to the figures of registered electors and the 
figures of registered rate-payers. Tho number of registered voters in Calcutta 
is 13,890 , » e„ about 2 per cent of the total population. The number of rate¬ 
payers is 60,518, that is the number of persons who pay the consolidated rate 
There are also a certain number of persons who pay other municipal taxes, such 
as the tax on horses and carriage-tax, the tax on carts, the license tax on trades 
and professions, and other small items It may be taken that the total number 
o£ rate-payers of all kinds is between 62,000 and 63,000 Now I will ask 
the Council to consider the true significance of these figures—13,890 against 
63,000” 

The Hon’ble Babu Subendbanath Banebjee said —Those who do not 
pay Rs. 24 a year should be excluded.” 

The Hon’ble Mb. Bakeb continued —“ What has been said is that the 
elected Ward Commissioners are the representatives of the rate-payers 
But the figures show the fact that they are not elected by so much as 
one fourth of the total number of the rate payers The total number of 
the persons entitled to exorciso the franchise m Calcutta is less than one- 
fourth of the rate-payers, less than 2 per cent, of the whole population, and 
less than 3£ per cent, of the wholo male population of the town This is 
a state of things which has not even an approximate parallel m any town 
m England of which I am aware The lion’blo mover of tho amendment 
has referred to some figures showing the number of members of different 
Corporations in England They are, I believe, quite accurate, and I think the 
Hon’ble Member is entitled to all the advantage he can derive from them. 
Bat I should like him to look into the figures and numbers in the cases he has 
citod—towns liko Glasgow, Leeds, Birmingham, Hull and Manchester—to 
look at the total number, and to compare the proportion of voters, and of regis¬ 
tered electors, with* the total population of the town He will then find 
that in Glasgow there is one registered voter for every seven of the popu¬ 
lation , m Birmingham, one m five, m Leeds, one m four, while in Calcutta, 
the number is one m fifty of the population In English towns women have 
votes, m Calcutta that is not the case. Therefore it is necessary to take 
only the male *population of Calcutta, which, according to the last census, 
was 415,000 This means that the number of the registered electors is 
only 3£ per cent of the whole number of males Now I think it is obvious 
upon the face of these figures, that no sort of conclusion can be drawn from 
them to show that the elected representatives of the rate-payers in Calcutta have 
any claim to be considered as standing on the samo footing as the corre¬ 
sponding representatives m England The figures referred to by the Hon’ble 
Member are .not such as I think the Council should accept as having any 
bearing upon the matter of representation. Some people m this country 
talk of the elective system as if it was a means to an end The hon’ble *he 
mover of the amendment said that the Ward Commissioners were the elect of 
the people, that the supreme power of control should he vested in the 
representatives of the .rate-payers, and that any reduction in their number 
will lay the axe to the root of the principles of Local Self-Government 
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“ It is, I assert, nothing of the kind, the elective principle is only a means 
to an end A far safer guide, the only safe guide, for our present purpose, 
is to have regaid to the principle of repiosentation, the representation of 
interests. It is because the system of election m Calcutta has wholly failed in 
practice to yield tiuly representative results that it has been found defective 
and now stands in need of reform That system has hitherto placed the whole 
Executive power m tho hands of a single class 1 mean the middle class 
Bongali Hindus The Hon’ble Mr Apcar m his speoch denied that there was 
any Hindu predominance But I maintain that the fact is notorious and cannot 
be domed Out oi the 50 electod members of the present Corporation, 37 are 
Bengalis, and it is my experienco and the experience of every ohe who has sat 
on tho Municipal Board and more especially on the General Committee, that 
the Hindu representatives on the Corpoiation can, if they wish it, sweep every¬ 
thing before them [The Ilon’blo Mb Apcar said —“ My point is that they do 
not sweep away evciythmg m their own way ”] I clo not wish, for one instant, 
to say a single word of dispai agement of this class, or m depreciation of their 
merits md many good qualities Thero are many of these whom 1 am proud to 
regaid as my peisonal friends, and I hope that there are some who look upon mo 
in the samo light But is it in aceoid with any legitimate scheme of Local Self- 
Government, that the whole adnumstiation of municipal affairs in a town, such 
as Calcutta, should be placed m the hands of a single class, and that class one 
which, as Mr liislcy has pointed out, has no special aptitude for trade and who 
look upon tho foreign commerce and trade of Calcutta as no particular concern 
of then s ? 

“ We have been told that the Europeans, including Euiasians, form a small 
numoncal minority of the whole population, and wo have been told that the 
amount of taxes paid by the commeicial community is comparatively insignifi¬ 
cant The propoition they pay is commonly said to be 3u per cent [The Hon’ble 
Mr Apcar said —“ Personally they may pay largely, but as business firms they 
do not pay much ”3 It is argued from these facts that it is unreasonable and unjust 
that the Government and the commercial community should receive an equal 
degree of representation with the native and non-commorcial classes [Tho 
flon’blo Mr Apcai spoke as if tho Corporation had croated Calcutta. I deny 
that statement I altogotner reject tho pioposition that you can come to any con¬ 
clusion on tho question of representation of interests upon tho basis of an estimate 
of mere number or of municipal rates Thero are two gieat causes which have 
mado Calcutta what it is, which have raised it from its position as a small obscure 
thinly populated village, to its present position as a groat, noli, flourishing 
and populous city The first is the fact that foi many yeais it has been the seat 
of the Government, both of the Imperial and Provincial Governments, and the 
capital of the greatest Empire in this Continent, and, secondly, tho fact of tho 
existence in it of an enormous foreign trade It is no exaggeration to say that 
these two causes acting together, and more especially tho second of them, have 
actually created and called into existence nine-tenths of tho whole value 
of pioperty in Calcutta The non’ble Mr Oldham has lefened to figures 
relating to the Excise Revenue of Calcutta I will refer to the figures of the 
Income-Tax If the Council refers to the Income Tax returns, they will find that 
m a single year the towns of Calcutta and Howrah taken together pay 
Income Tax, approximately, in amount equal to the amount paid by the 
who’e of the rest of Bengal taken together And to what is that due ? 
If we subtract from the Income-Tax paid by Calcutta the amount paid by tho great 
body oi Go\crnment seivants, if wo subtract the whole amount paid by the 
juto and other mills and by European and native firms engaged m the foreign 
tiadc of the poit, and if, lastly, we subtract tho amount paid by the great 
mass of otliei peoplo who are attracted tq Calcutta to minister to the 
wants of those classes, how much will remain? It will not be more than the 
meicst fraction of what is paid at present The Ilon’ble Mr Oldham had 
also rcftrii'd to tho gn>at foreign population of Calcutta I do not think it is 
generally kno.vn how large a proportion of the population of Calcutta is com¬ 
posed of fomgneis—foreigners not merely to the city, but to the province of 
Bengal r l he other day, I had occasion to look at the last Census Report 
oi Calcutta, and on glancing at the table dealing with language, I found 
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some very striking figures. The Jiotal population is put down at 650,000 
persons, and of these only 360,000 claimed Bengali as their mother tongue, 
the remainder, 290,000 claimed as their mother tongue some language 
or languages, none of which are indigenous within 250 miles of Calcutta 
Even this is not all, for it is notorious that a gieat number of those who serve 
as clerks, who work in such numbers in Government and business offices 
in Calcutta, are not natives of this city, but have come here to earn their 
livelihood. Can we imagine what would be the fate of Calcutta if, by any 
cataclysm of nature or any political misfortune, it should cease to be the seat 
of Government and be deprived of its foreign trade? Can any limit be 
placed on the degree of rum in which all classes would be involved 9 Nine- 
tenths of the value of landod property would be swept away, and in a brief 
space of time the town would dwindle away to the level of Port Canning or 
Diamond Harbour As Mr Risley admirably expressed it wlion introducing 
the Bill into Council, landloids would lose their tenants, lawyeis would lose 
their clients, shops would lose their customers, schools would lose their pupils, 
and Calcutta would sink to the position of a city of the dead, a decayed and 
deserted capital, liko Biuges, orRavonna, or the once famous Cinque Ports. 

“ To measure the lelative importance and value of the interests represented 
by Government and foreign commerce by the amount of municipal rates 
which is paid by traders, is as much as if we should seek to measure the value of 
national education by tho salaries paid to the teachers, oi the value to the 
country of a great 1 ail way by tho dividends paid to the bbareholdeis These two 
inteiests—the interests represented by the Government and by forcigncommerco 
—are of greater importance and value to the well-being of Calcutta, than all 
other interests taken togethei. and so far fiom its being unjust to give them 
an equal measuro of representation on the Municipal Boaid, I maintain it would 
have been perfectly legitimate and equitible to givo them a still higher 
proportion of representation 

“The Hon’ble Babu Surendianath Banerjee has referred to the fact that 
in 1876 Sir Richard Tomple would have been piepared to accept a pioposal to 
hx the proportion of elected Commissioners at tbreo-fourths of the whole 
number upon certain conditions, that is, that different nationalities should 
be represented , I think Sir Richard Temple was leferung to the motion 
brought forward by the Hon’ble Mr Brookes on behalf ot tlio non official 
European*. The Hon’blo Member also mentioned tho motion brought forward 
by Mr. Irving m 1888, to reduce the proportion of elected Commissioners 
from two-thuds to one half I am glad that these two pioposals have been 
refei red to, because they lllustiate, in a very significant way, the attitude 
of {lie nou-official Europeans in this mattci, and tho growth and development 
of opinion amongst them. Mr Biookes brought foiward his motion in 1876, 
at a tamo when the principle of election had been entuely untned in Calcutta, 
and no one knew how the punraple would work m practice. The whole 
thing was an exponmcnt The opinion which Mi Biookes expressed was 
based entirely upon a prt>ri punciples. It was not denvcd from experience 
But twelve years’ experience was quite sufficient to teach the non-official 
Euiopeans their lesson During these twelve yoais they saw how the elective 
system had worked, and they took the eaihest opportunity m their power 
of proposing that some more icasonable proportion of elected members should 
be allotted to thpm 1 think the motion brought forward by the non’ble 
tyr. Irving in 1888 was entitled to greater weight than that of tho Hon’ble 
Mr Brookes m 1876, for the reason that tho one was based upon experience, 
while the other rested only on theory. 

“ The Hon’ble Mr. Apcar lias made what I can only regard as an attack 
upon certain, proceedings of nie Executive It does not appear to me that 
that is a matter altogether germane to tho motion beforo tho Council, and 
I regrot the more that it was made because I hive no peisonal knowledge of the 
facts and am not in a position to make any romaiks upon it. But I am given to 
understand that theie is a complete answer to all that tho Hon’ble Mi Apcn 
has said, and that although the facts stated by him are substantially acciuate, 
nevertheless the inferences he sought to draw fiom them are entuely mcoucct 
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“ A good deal has been said, in the course of to day’s proceedings, 
about the Bombay system and of its advantages ana disadvantages, 
and the Hon’ble Member, Babu Surendranath Bauer]ee, was at some 
pains to declare that he was opposed to that system, and, so also was 
the Hon’ble Mr. Apcai I understood the former to suggest that the 
Government of India wero under a misapprehension m quoting a certain pas- 
sago in the note of dissent signed by the Hon’ble Babu S&rondranath Bauerjee 
and Babu Norcndio Nath Sen as indicating that those Hon’ble Members were 
m favour of that system. Since this correspondence was published I have 
noticed that the passage in question m the note of dissont has been adversely 
criticised, m somo of the Anglo-Indian papers, as calculated to mislead, and it 
is possible that these criticisms were m the mind of the Hon’ble Member when he 
made tho disclaimer I allude to Now it is not within my province to intervene 
between the Hon’ble Merabei and his critics, and I do not doubt that he is 
quite able to take care of himself But in fairness to the Hon’ble Member 
I ought to state cleaily that neither he nor Babu Norendro Nath Sen 
at any time gave tho Select Committee to understand that thoy were in 
any way advocates of the Bombay system On the contraiy, on one occasion 
when this matter came incidentally before the Select Committee, the Hon’ble 
Membets oxpiossly stated that they did not want the Bombay system There 
has certainly never been any misapprehension m my mmd as to tho attitude 
of these two gentlemen in this matter, and I think tho other Members of the 
Seloct Committee, if lefoired to, will bear mo out 

“ On tho othei hand, I do not think that the Government of India can fairly 
be charged with any misapprehension An attentive study of thoir letter of 
the 17tb June will show that the Government arrived at their preference for 
the Bombay system as a model for Calcutta, by an entirely independent 
examination, and m paragraph 15 of that letter they plainly state that their 
profcrenco had been actually expressed at a very early stago in the history of 
the Bill. The proposals of the Government of India have been aruved at 
without any reference to tho note of dissont, and it is obvious to any one 
who will read the note of dissent that the two things arc by far from identical. 
The Government of India have never proposed to introduce the whole of 
the Bombay sj stem into Calcutta, neither has any one else that I know of. 
What has been pioposed is to select certain features of the Bombiy system 
winch h ivo been found by experience to work well, and which appear to be 
suited to the airangcments of Calcutta, and then to engraft those features upon 
the Calcutta constitution Each of the parts so proposed for importation rests 
upon its own merits, aud m no case lias any suggestion been put forward merely 
because it forms part of the Bombay system. 

“ Both tho Hon'blo Babu Surenaranath Banerjee and tho Hon’ble ftaja 
Ranajit Smglia Bahadur complain that the arrangements proposed by the Govern¬ 
ment of India, m respect of the constitution of the Corporation, do not follow in 
substauce the Bombay model Even if it were true they do not follow the 
Bombay model I am not particularly concerned to defend it, because, as I 
have said before, theie has never been any intention to follow that model 
slavishly, but when these gentlemen tell us that the baBis of the Bombay 
system is not one-half elected and one-half nominated members, I must challenge 
that allegation [The Hon’ble Babu Surendbanath Banerjee * said —“I said 
that it a close analysis is made between the system in force m Bombay and the 
system now proposed, it will bo found that they are not identical.”} 1 do 
maintain tins, that the basis of the Bombay constitution is undoubtedly one-half 
elected and one-half nominated Commissioners. Who are the Justices in Bombay ? 
How do they get thoir appointments? These Justices in Bombay do not 
correspond to tho Honorary Magistrates m Calcutta, they do not try cases like 
Honorary Magistrates do hero. What their functions are I do not know, except 
that they have the power of returning a certain number of members to the 
Bombay Corporation But one essential feature regarding them is this—that 
tho whole of the Justices are nominated by the Government, and they hold 
their ofhco purely and simply as nominees of the Government, and therefore, 
m effect, there is no practical difference between thp Justices nominating 
certain mombers of the Bombay Corporation and the fifteen Commissioners 
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who are to be nominated by the Government here. If the Hon’blo Member 
contends that the Councillors elected by the nominated Justices owe their 
seats to election, why does ho object, as he has dono, to the precisely similar 
arrangement which is proposed for the General Committee? It has been said 
that four of the members to be elected to the General Committee by the 
nominated Commissioners wdl bo nominees of the Government, how thou can 
he say that the 16 members to be elected by the Justices in Bombay are not 
nominees of the Government ? 

“The Hon’blo Mr. Apcar said something to the effect that the reduction 
in the number of ward Commissioners from two to one m each ward will 
have the effect of entirely disfranchising the Muhammadan community 
That statement has to a considerable extent been answoiod by the Hon’blo 
Mr. Oldham The Muhammadan community possesses nine por cent of the 
vo ting power , possibly a considerable nnmbt r of them will be knocked out, 
but I am not prepared to admit that the whole of them would be knocked out. 
If it wore so, the remedy would be m the hands of the Government, who 
would appoint a considerable number of Mulnmmadans. Then the Hon’ble 
Mr. Apcar said that would diminish the power of the Government to nominate 
representatives of other communities, bat wlnt he inferred from this is not 
correct, because as the total number of Comimssionois is reduced, the lelative 
value of nomination will be increased, and the powers of the Government 
will in no way be mteifered with 

“This is all, I think, I need say in rofeionce to the first part of the 

pioposals of the Government of Incua in leguid to tho constitution of the 

Corpoiation. 

“ I now turn to what has been said m legurd to tho constitution of the 

General Committeo The object of the pioposu! with rcfoienee to the 

constitution of the General Committee, the mam object, is to get rid of the 
want of similarity, which existed m the original Bill, between the constitution 
of the General Committeo and the constitution of tho Corpoiation , and surely 
this object is sufficiently reasonable in itself not to call for any elaborate 
defence ? Thoio can be no doubt that the absence of sinnlaiity in the constitu¬ 
tion of these two co ordinate authorities is i possible souico of friction and 
of danger, and to a certain extent it was a defect m the original Bill And no 
one pressed this argument in tho Select Committee with grcatei force and 
persistence than the Hon’ble Members who lopiesented tho Corpoia f ton It 
was probably unavoidable, so long as tho elected Commissioners out-numbered 
the nominated Commissioners by two to oue But now that these two wings 
are to bo made of equal strength, the reason for it disappears 

■“ From some remarks, which have been made to day, it seems to bo supposed 
that in tho General Committee there will not bo a tiue balanco of interests 
between tho two parties, the elected section and the nominated section Some 
gentlemen seem to think that the Government will invariably select its fom 
members from among tlie nominated Commissionoi s only I know of no 
authority for such a suggestion The Government intends to piesoivo an 
absolutely free hand m tho selection of it-> four members on tho General 
Committee, and will always endeavour to select thoso Commissionois who, m 
its opinion, are* most likely to do honest and etfacunt woik, without regard to 
the particular wing or section of the Corporation to which they belong 

“Then, again, it has been urged that it is wrong in pnnciple for the 
Government or any outside authority to make any direct appointments to the 
General Committeo, and that once the Corpoiation is constituted by election 
and nomination, thero should be no further mtorfcionce, and that the Commis¬ 
sioners should be left to elecj to the Genei al Committee any persons whom 
they think fit’in any manner authorised by law As a matter of theory I am 
not prepared to accept this view without much stronger reasons than have boen 
adduced. And as a matter of precedent, wo know that this is tho veiy system 
which has worked and worked well m Bombay But apart from either theory 
or pceoedont, there is a good practical reason why the Government should be 
directly represented en the General Committee. Under the law of 1888 tho 
General Committee is a mere Committee of the Coiporation, it has no poweis of 
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its own, and all its resolutions aro subject to tbo confirmation of the Corpora* 
tion m Mooting But under the new Bill wo have changed all that. Under the 
new Bill the General Committee will becomo a co-oidinate authority It will 
possess considerable independent powcis, and none of its resolutions, with certain 
spec ihcd exceptions, will leqiuro confirmation by the Corporation. It will be 
an ind< pendent and, within its own splioie, a governing body Therefore, it 
seems to me there is is much leason ioi Government to be directly represented 
on the General Committee as on tho other co-oidmato authority, the Corpora¬ 
tion itself 

“ 1 now pass on to what lias been said by tho Hon’blo tho Raja of Nashipur 
m reference to tho pioposal that the eight members of the General Committee 
who aie to he elected shall be chosen m equal piopoitions fiotn the two wings 
Ho said thoie was no such rule in Bombay. That is quite tiue, but I do not 
admit that the fact that time is no such rule mBombay is any reason why there 
should not lx* such a lule heie The Council aie awaie that m tho Corporation 
the elected and the nominated membois are to be equal in numbers Now if 
we follow the Bomba) mlo and allow these eight members to be elected to the 
Gem lal Committee by the whole body of Commissionois elected and nomi¬ 
nated, and iE each section puts foiuaid its wholo voting power, then each of the 
two sections would bo ablo to elect one-half of the eight members This 
result is what Government desnos to attain, and it has been thought desirable 
both by the Government of Indu and by the Government of Bengal that 
provision should be expiessly made toi it m the Bill, and that it should not be 
left to the nioie chances ot election 

“This is all I need say, as I think I have answeied every relevant 
point which has been raised There aie many other points to which I have 
expiissly not lefciml, because they appealed to me to be points which go 
beyond the motion before us But, so far as 1 can recollect, I have 
gatheicd together all the relevant aiguments. I hopo and I confidently expect 
that tlie Counul will leject the amendments pioposed by tho Ilon’ble Babu 
Suiendianath Baneijco ancl will aciept the substantive motion which I have 
made ” 

The Ilon’ble Me Apcar said —“ T desire to say a few words by way of 
personal explanation The ITon’blc Member m cliaige of the Bill has challenged 
a statement 1 have made, and said there is a complete answer to it. I only 
reiened to the matter in illustration of the unbusinesslike way m which the 
woik ot the Municipality is done. If it happened to be an attack upon the 
Executive, 1 am sony, but that was not my primary purpose The facts were 
formall) mentioned bcfoio the General Committee, and there was no contradic¬ 
tion to any of the facts I put forward I shall be glad to Bupply the Hon’blo 
Member with a copy of my note on the subject.” 

Tho Hon’blo Baku Surpndkanaih Banerjef, m roply said —“I hope 
and tiust that tho Council will not follow the advice of tho Ilon’ble 
Membci m cliaigo of the Bill and roject my amendment The Hon’ble 
Mctnbd has lemarked that if the amendment was accepted it wpuld be impos¬ 
sible to dispose of tho measure m tho present session of the Council. I think 
that m a matter of this magnitude and importance it is very desuable that the 
public should have the amplest oppoitunity of considering and discussing the 
lcsults which would follow from tho adoption of the highly important changes 
pioposed by the Go\ eminent of India I desiro to con cct some mistakes of 
fact which the ITon’blc Member m chaigo of the Bill has made m tho course of 
his si >cc < h lie s.ud that this Bill has been before the public for two years and 
a half, hut ns n nnttei offset it has been befoie the public "for one year 
and fru months, tin* first intimation of the mo.ismo having been givon in 
Fcbiuuy Isos r l ’ion there are important points which the public and the 
public bodn s hew not considered, questions l elating to tho reduction of tho 
numbn oi<lutcd Commissioners, the constitution ot the General Committoe 
and oihei mat*ms ’these aro questions which have mover been before tho 
Corpoifitiuu and tho public, and I think it right that they should now bo 
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consulted m regard to them. My hon’ble friend has observed that the Cor* 
poration is well represented m thw Council, and it is not necessary to refer 
it again to the Corporation. Why then was the Bill originally referred to 
the Corporation? It is a matter of the fiist mipoitance, and I hope my hon’ble 
friend will agree to refei tho Bill to the Corporation whom it most vitally 
affects. Let us have some moro light, some kindly light thrown upon the sub¬ 
ject I am not quite suie that the European members of the Corporation 
might not be opposed to the dangerous innovations which have been proposed 
by tho Government of India I think it would bo only fair to lofer tho Bill 
to the Coi poration for their opinion upon the new proposals before the Council. 

“ Then there are tho remaiks made by the ITon’ble Membci who repre¬ 
sents tho University, in the course of which he said he could not believe that 
any criticisms which might now bo made would affect tho question I regret 
I am not prepared to accept that view I have said that the Government of 
Bengal and the Government of India are highly deferential to the expression 
of public opinion If wo ate able to put foiward views that are sound and 
reasonable, I have not the slightest doubt tint the Government will pay to 
those views tho consideration to which they an' entitled 

“ Then there is the lule which guides oui deliberations, that when amotion 
is made for reference to a Select Committee, the Members of the Council 
have the opportunity of declaring their view» on the principle of the measure 
so proposed to be lefcmd Therefore, wo ought to take tins opportunity 
of saying what we have to say, and leave it to the Government to accept or not 
the proposals which we put foiwaid 

“I am vmy eony that certain remarks should have boon inado m tins 
Council which imply a leflcction upon some of those who have taken part 
m tho agitation against this Bill. Such remaiks are, I think, deeply to bo 
deploiod Tho Hon’ble Mr Mackenzie was pleased to say that a number 
of agitators had got up an agitation at public meetings m this town and 
elsewhere against this Bill, and that all tl.is agitation was tho work of wire¬ 
puller of which the Government need not take the slightest notice ” 

. The Ilon’blo Mr Baker rose to order —“ The Hon’ble Member is only 
entitled to reply to remarks made upon his amendment Ho is not entitled to 
loply on the onginal motion.” 

The Hon’blo tiif. President said —“The Ilon’ble Membei can reply to the 
remarks which have been made ” 

The Hon’blo Babu Surendranath Baneujee contmued—“Men repie- 
sentmg the largest interests in this town have taken pait m these demonstiations 
and have lecoided then protest against the provisions of this Bill, and it is 
idle to say that theso meetings were got up by wno-pullers and political 
agitators It is all veiy well foi my hon’ble friend to call others political 
agitators, liht what would he say if his accuseis weic to turn lound upon him 
and urge that he was a bit of a political agitator himself and that he sent lound 
a circular to the tea-plantcis of Sylhet and Cachar asking them to set up an 
agitation m favour of this Bill 9 Would he not feel indignant and would we 
not sympathize with him m his distress 9 At the public meetings which have 
been referred to, tho richest men in this town weio piesent—tho representatives 
of the Seals, the Mulhcks, the Sets, the Raj is of Sobha Bazai and of vanous 
other influential families, of gentlemen who own about tin co-fouiths of tho 
European portion of tins town What would bo tho fate of the Ilon’blc 
Membei and his fiiends it they inade up then minds to oust them fiom then 
palatial residences at Chowrmgheo 9 Wh) they would bo like the wandering 
Jews and othei homeless people 1 

“As to the votois in England, the qualification was a £10 rate, which almost 
every householder possesses UeieitisRs 24 ajcai [The Hon’blo Mr Bvkir 
—The eompanson is not between Re. 21 mid £10, but tho annual \ ilue ot 
the house on which thb tax is assessed The valuation of tho limine is t!0, 
gild oveiy body inhabiting a house of that assessed value is a votci, lieu* 
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it is an assessment of Rs ISO a year.] That is so, and it amounts to 
universal suffrage for almost every dwelling in England has that valuation. 

“Once again I desire to say, on behalf of the people of Calcutta and of 
thoso whom I have tho honour to reprosent, that if the recommendations of the 
Government ot India are embodiod in this Bill, it is oui delibeiate opinion that 
it would mean a iloitli-blow to the prospects of Local Self-Government in 
Calcutta My lion’blo tnond the member m chaige of tho Bill is not aware of 
the deop-seated disappointment which will result by rushing this Bill through 
in its final stages It would bo much better to allow a Tittle time for tho 
discussion of this nnasnre than to hurry it through m this fashion That is the 
dictum of political wisdom, and I ask that the Council will adopt that dictum 
by its vote ’ 

The Hon’blo nib PfiESinbNT said —“ It will be expected of mo that on an 
occasion of so much uupoitance I shall close the debate myself I tlnnk it is 
haidly necessaiy aftei the excellent speech the Council nas heard from the 
Ilon’ble Mernbci m charge of the Hill And at this stago of the afternoon, 
what 1 have to say should be said as shortly as I cau. I should like to speak to 
tho Ilon’ble Meuibois who are opposed to the Bill m the fiank and simple 
words that come horn sympathy in then disappointments When I first spoke 
upon this Bill l.i&t Novembei, 1 remwubor saying that I realised their pain and 
vexation It is not possible that a measure of this kind could have been 
mttoducod without lousing these leolmgs Every member of a body, which 
is alleged to have disappointed expectation, is certain to loscnt the imputation 
with waimth But it is against human uatuie not to be Sony foi the man who 
means well and novel thcless does not succeed And it has been m that attitude 
that I stand to this Bill to-day My regret is sincere that it should be neces¬ 
sary to wound the feelings of a body whoso intentions have boon excellent 

“But, as 1 said last yen, tenderness of fooling cannot bo allowed to stand 
m the way of cliangf s that are essential to the good govci nment oi the capital 
city ot India, and 1 he judgment which I expressed last ycai, and which I 
vontuied to think was impaitml, was that the changes of constitution proposed 
in tho Bill woie essential. I have listened with interest to-day to the eloquent, 
and m manv points piactical, speeches which have been delivered m opposition 
I listened with lespcct to the assuiam es of tho Hon’blo Members who are 
themselves Municipal Commissioners that the administration of Calcutta is all 
that it should bo, and that, if them aro defects, it is not the Coiporation that 
aio to blame I am not, as they are, an expert, but nevertheless m a mattei of 
this soit I must trust my own eyes and my own experiences, and with what- 
cvei regret I say it, I am compelled to say that in my judgment there is 
imperious need of improvement m the methods of administration m our city 

“ '1 he opinions of tho majority of this Council, the opinions which I expressed 
last year, and which I have now been compelled to reiteiate, and the dissents 
from those opinions which were recorded by the Ilon’ble Membors, have now 
been befoie another tnlmnal. I want you to consider what that tribunal is 
It is a Government of India so completely changed witlnn the lust two years 
that the Military Membei of Council is the only representative loft of the body 
which accepted the proposals of Sir Alexander Mackenzie in 1897 It is a body 
of tho highest and most experienced officials m India, and it is prosided over by 
a Governor General who has engaged himself, as you all know, with the most 
lively intoiest m inquiring for himself into the monts of this controversy. *It 
was to tins body that our controversy was submitted. I can conceive no body 
whose impartiality and whose judgment wero moro to bo trusted 

“Tho judgment has been that for efficient administration a change in the 
constitution of the Corporation must be made, and that we mast go still 
further than wo proposed in the amendment of tho constitution. That 
conclusion is, of course, a disappointment, but I think all reasonable men will 
admit that it is a conclusion which wo must now aocept without further demur. 
A dissatisfied party appeals from the High Court to the Privy Council. But 
if the Phvy Council decides against him, he may personally consider the 
deoision wrong, but there is no more to be said or done. That is the case here 
There lias been an appeal to a tribunal whose impartiality none can impugn, 
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and that tribunal with a courtesy and consideration which only illustrate the 
strength of its opinion has given its judgment. To that judgment we must 
conform 

“ Of cou^e, it is a disappointment to the losing side. In that disappoint* 
ment I can myself participate, for the judgment is, in a measure, against 
myself. The conclusion is not that Sir Alexander Mackenzie’s Bill went too far, 
but that it did not go far enough, and that the number of elected members on the 
Corporation must be reduced from fifty to twenty five. Sir Alexander Mackenzie 
was of opinion that this reduction was unnecessary so long as tho Executive 
was strengthened and strong. Tho Select Committee gave the Local Govern¬ 
ment clear and definite powers of intervention in case of any miscarriage. 
With this safeguard I myself was prepared to be responsible for tho good 
government of the city without further change of the constitution That is not 
the opinion of the Government • of India. Thoyhavc balanced, as 1 did, 
advantages and disadvantages They give greater weight than I did to the 
danger of friction, and call upon us to make an adjustment which shall avoid 
it. This is the deliberate conclusion of an impartial tribunal. I may and do 
regret it, just as some other Members of this Council havo done to-day, but the 
arguments they use have never been absent from the minds of my predecessor 
or myself, and I cannot deny that in their seiener atmosphere the Government 
of India are better judges, than wo m the stress of contest, as to tho exact 
weight that should be attached to them. I have, therefore, on the part of my 
Government accepted their conclusion I cannot expect tin Hon’blo Mem¬ 
bers who oppose the Bill to accept it without objection, but I am sure that they 
and the community of Calcutta will, m their iurther attitude m this discussion, 
remember the character of tho tribunal which has given this decision and the 
sympathetic assurance with which that decision has been convoyed It is final, 
it has to be accepted What has now to be done, let us, for the reasons given 
by tho Hon’ble Mr Baker, do as quickly as a just consideration of details will 
permit I indulge tho hope that tho Council will join m this resolve, firstly, 
because of the notable moderation of the speeches that havo been ma le in 
opposition, and, secondly, because of tho assurance that my hon’blo fxiend 
Babu Surendranath Banerjeo gave us m his opening speech—if he thought 
the Government of India had finally made up then mind, he would not waste 
time That the Government of India has made up its mind ho may take it 
from thou lottor to bo absolutely certain. In that concljiiion tho Local 
Government has finally concurred. 

“ For the reasons the Hon’ble Membei in charge of the Bill has given, thero 
will be no difficulty m completing tho revision ot the sunple dotails that will be 
committed to them within a fortnight, and I trust the Council will accept the 
motion of tho Hon’ble Mr Bakei. Thero are two matters to whicn the 
Hon’ble Mr Baker has not referred, and about which I would like to say a few 
woids to the Council The first is, that it was with much reluct nice that I was 
compelled to intervene and call to order two Ilon’ble Members who addressed 
us this afternoon. One of the points on which the expression of views was 
about to be made was that of tho allegation of corruption among the Municipal 
Commissioners of Calcutta That is a matter on which the Corpoiation, I 
see, are about to address me, and upon which the Corporation will have an 
immediate reply from myself It is unnecessary to go further into it now. 
It is not a matter to discuss heio. Tho second matter is as to the charactei of 
tho administration of Calcutta in the past. I also ruled that this was out of 
order and beyond discussion, for the reason that the Government of India had 
come to their conclusion upon that point and had confirmed tho opinion of 
Sir Alexander Mackenzie The other question to which I wish to refci is that 
which my hon’ble friend Babu Suiendranath Banerjeo mentioned at the end 
of his first speech. Ho said this was a measuio which was a death-blow to 
the prospects of Looal Self-Government in Calcutta 1 venture to remind him 
and all the Members of this Council of what I said on this subject last Novem¬ 
ber. I said then that Local Self-Government was confined to no singlo and 
solitary system. Local Self-Government may be carried out and carried 
* forward m many differeht forms and fashions, and the man who should refuse 
to amend the system of Local Self-Government, which was not fulfilling 
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expectations, would bo the most deadly enemy of the whole system of Local 
Self-Government. Tho friend of Local Self-Government is the man who 
accepts experience and makes modifications accordingly. Therefore, I must 
take tho liberty to diffei from my hon’ble friend, and I can adsure him that, 
so far fiom this measure being a death-blow to Local Self-Government, it is the 
truest help that Local Self-Government can in fact receive Whatever disap¬ 
pointment it may bring to one particular class, the result will be sustained 
success and improvement in tho administration of Calcutta.”

Commandbb P J. Falle, bim, took over control of the Port Officer’s 
Department from Commander B. P Creagh, r i m., on the forenoon of the 1st 
April 1898, and has presided over the Department throughout the year. 

2 The stiergth of the Bengal Pilot Service, at the clo^e of the ) ear, stood 
at 50‘, showing a reduction of two, as compaied with the pievious ycai. This 
was caused by one Pilot having resigned, and one retired Tlieie are thieo 
grades ot Pilots, via. Branch Pilots, Master Pilots, and Mate Pilots, and the 
number on the list is divided between these giades as follows — 

Branoh Pilots . ... 16 

Mostor Pilots • •t • 2d 

Mate Pilots . . 9

of these seven Branch Pilots and ono Master Pilot are licensed 

3 The number of Leadsmen inci eased from 9 on the 31st March 
1898 to 11 at the close of the year. In the lcview of tho pievious year, 
it was stated that, owing to tho laige reduction from 13 to 9 of the staff of 
apprentices, arrangements had been made to obtain from England the services 
of five additional Leadsmen. During the year thieo apprentices were appointed 
in England, but as ono apprentice resigned during the year the total increase 
m the number has been only two. Subsequent to the close of the year, two 
moie apprentices were appointed from England, and the Secretary of State 
has been requested to send out another apprentice, who will arrivo about the 
end of the current year. No local candidate applied to bo examined m April 
1899, and arrangements have been made to hold a special examination m 
November 1399 for the admission of a local candidate. 

4 In 1893 it was decided to gradually reduce tho strength of the Bengal 
Pilot Service, so as to give thorn moie frequent employment, and thus make 
them more efficient. In 1895 tho first stop was made in this direction by 
reducing tho number to 55, and now the stiength has fallen to 50, which was 
the numbci contemplated in 1893.

0 The following statement shows tho number of vessels diawing over 21 
feet piloted mwaicls and outwards during the last two years — 
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Compared with tho previous year, there has been a decrease m tho number 
of steameis inwards and an mcrcaso m outwaids, and a decrease in the number 
of sailing ships both inwards and outwaids 

7 Only ono vinnoI was neaped duiing the year During 1896-97 
45 vessels wcie detained, and in 1897 98 six vessels weio detained for want of 
water, and the gradual leduction m those numbers appears to show that the 
several channels ot tho nvei have raipioved. 

8 There weio 27 groundings and 4 collisions during the year against 33 
and 8 respectively, duiing tho previous year Of the groundings, 13 were 
either accidental or slight, 4 due to alteration of channel, and 2 in which the 
Pilots were not to blame In tho case of the collisions, one vessel, the 
S S Mecca, was totally lost, Bnd in two others damage was caused The percen¬ 
tage of casualties to vessels was 1 27 against 1 66 and 1*90 m the two 
previonB years r lhis rccoid is satisfactory. 

9 Thirty throe preliminary onqumes were held by the Port Officer 
during the year, of which 3 were referrod to Departmental Courts of Enquiry. 

In two of these tho Pilots were found guilty of negligence and want of proper 
care, and weie suitably punished. In the third case, the Departmental Court 
found that tho Pilot was not to blame The Government however, considered 
that the Pilot’s action amounted to rash and negligent navigation, but as he 
had bocn acquittod of blame by the Court, no punishment was inflicted on him 
beyond the lecoid of the opinion of Government. 

10 Threo special Marine Courts were also held during the year. In the 1 
first case, resulting m the loss of the S S. Mecca, the Court was or opinion that 
the casualty was due to an error of judgment of the Master, who was drowned, • 
The Court was further of opinion that the Chief Engineer of the S.S. Lindula’ 
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the vessol against which the Mecca collided, was to blame for want of energy- 
displayed by him in repairing the shaft of his vt ssol, and he was wai ned to 
keep his log # in a more methodical manner The Chief Engineer of the S S 
Mecca also was severely censured for gross negligence in omitting to close the 
watertight door of the engine room of tho vessel In the second case, the Court 
found the Tug Master guilty, and suspended bis certificate as Master, and his 
license as steam-tug pilot, for thiee months, a local certificate of competency as 
Mate bomg granted him for that period In the tlmd case, winch was one of 
gioundmg near Vizagapatam, the Court found tho Master guilty, and his 
ceitificato was suspended for three months. 

11 The Inland Steam Vessels Act was amended during the year to 
enable Local Governments to frame rules foi the pi otection of inland vessels 
from collisions Rules were accordingly framed and submitted to the Govein- 
mout of India, and are at present under consideration. 

12 The SS Guide made 21 tnps during tho year As explained m 
previous years, those trips are made chiefly m towing pilot brigs to and from 
their stations, and in supplying them with stoics, water, and provisions

A not decieasc of Rs 2,16,811 appears, of which Rs 2,10,457 was due 
to the discontinuance of the allowance gi anted in the previous yeai as compen¬ 
sation foi deanie.ss of provisions. r llie figures of oxpendituio aie, however, 
still subject to final adjustment m the Accountant Geneial’s office The 
budget estimates wore again largely exceeded, although n'o large item of unex¬ 
pected expendituie had to be met duimg the year. Greater care m preparing 
them must bo exeicised 

l Recruitment of investigating officers —Five appointments of Inspector 
and 14 ) of Sub-Inspector were given duung the year to students who had 
passed tlnough the tiaming school at Bhagalpur. Ten students after under¬ 
going the course at tho school failed to qualify for any appointment Of the 
total of 158 students who thus passed through the school, 82 were selected for 
admission into the school on the results of competitive examinations, which are 
held twice during the year, 13 wem admitted by nomination without being 
loquued to appeal at an open examination, and the lemamdcr were selected 
polico ofliccas alicady m the service ol Government The school year at Bhagal- 
pur is divided into throe terms, and no set 6f students receive training for 
moio than one teim, oi thioe months Tho first and third termB are dovotod to 
i ho candidates bclected at the two competitive examinations, the second being 
set aside foi the tiaimng of English-knowing officers already m the force. In 
last yoax’s rcpoit Mr Henry expressed his opinion that tho ponod of training 
was too bhoit to bo really effectual. This appears tb be the case, and the 
Government will be ptepared to conbider any proposal which the Inspector- 
Geneial of Police may dcbne to submit in the matter. The Sub Inspectors 
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who are appointed from the training school appeal, on the whole, to give satis¬ 
faction Jt is very necessary, in the interests of tho newly appointed young 
oiliceis themselves, as well as of police work, that they should be retained 
for a timo in pqpts wlioie they may aoquire piactical experience under close 
supervision before they are sent to independent chaigos 

5 Town Police —Tho total strength of the town poluo of the Piovince at 
the end of tho year was 5, ’•00 officers and men Tins forco was employod m 
providing police protection to 1V3 towns A rediu turn was made in tho number 
of town chaukulars and an mcicase m the number ot constables, tho total of 
constables boing 3,109 at tho end of the year against 2,994 at the boginning, 
that of chaukidars having been i educed from 2,182 to 2,026 The sj stein of 
night patrol which lequues tho police to be constantly moving and piovide* 
for a self-checking lecord of their movements is now m foioe m neaily all the 
larger towns to which suen a system is suited The complaint is ugam nude 
that many municipalities do not sufficiently help tho police by pioviding 
adequate street-lighting, or by supplying oil foi police lanterns wheie cHiciont 
street-lighting is beyond then means This mattci has lepeatedly boon biougbt 
to the notice of the municipalities, and should still bo picsscd whenever their 
financial position admits of then making provision foi tho expenditure 

6 Jlurpl Police —Tho total number of village rhaukidars atthe beginning 
of tho year was 166,222, of whom 117,999 were undci the Villago Chaukidan 
Act, VI(BC) of 1870, or ActV(BC) of 1887, w Inch is the corresponding 
enactment for the Chota Nagpur Division. The remainder were eithei under 
Regulation XX of 1817, or were holders of servico tenures of vanous kinds 
At the close of the year tho total numbei had been reduced to 161,967, through 
tho abolition of a large number of the chaukidars under Regulation XX or 
remunerated by sei vice lands, and tho substitution of fewei men appointed under 
the Acts The total number of chaukidars under the Acts at tho end of tne 
year was 122,195 against 117,999 at the end of the preceding yeai, the othei 
classes of chaukidars having been reduced during the yeai fioui 48,222 to 
39,772. In tho Burdwan Division, which still has the largest number of 
chaukidars not under the Village Chaukidan Act, satisfactory piogiess 
was mado duimg the year m the substitution of chaukidars appointed 
under the Act, the number of caseB dealt with being moie than double that 
of the previous year The estimated value of the annual cash emoluments 
of chaukidais now amounts to Rs 68,19,499, giving an aveiago nonthly wage of 
somewhat less than Rs 3 8 per head The appointment of daiadnis to super¬ 
vise this laige body of men made much progress The total number of these 
men at the ond of 1898 was 5,851 against 3,646 atthe end of the pi coaling 
year. J?ho Dacca and Patna Divisions take tho lea 1 m this mattei Tlio 
Lieutenant-Governor tiusts that the position wlm h these men should occupy 
as head chaukidars has been, and will be kept steadily in view Tin y should 
closely supervise tho chpukidars in their duty of watch and waul, and should bo 
responsible, jointly with tho chaukidais, for the rcpoitmg oi oceuneiices within 
their circles to tho station police, but they should not in any way be assimilated 
to the legulai police and given a status akin to tlut of mfeiioi police officois. 
They aie moie likely to give satisfaction to the people, by whom the y aie paid, 
and to prove a desuablo class of officers, if they remain puicly iui il police¬ 
men 

Since the close of the year a notification has issued extending the Village 
Chaufcidan Act of 1870 to the distucts of Cuttack, Balusoio and Pun in tho 
Onssa Division, and it now xests with the District Othceisto take prompt action 
to give effect to the provisions of the Act. The introduction oi tho Act will 
greatly improve tho chaukidan system, which 1ms hitherto depend* d on service 
lands, generally inadequate, foi the remuneration of the village police. It was 
deferred until tile resumption of *the lands could be earned out, and this has 
now been accomplished in the piesont resettlement of tho Piovinco, 

The reorganization of the Sonthal Paiganas chaukidan system has 
been for some time under tho consideration ot tho Government, and a draft 
Regulation under 33 Vic, Cap 3, has recently been submitted for the ordcis of 
tho Qovornor-Genoral m Council. The object of the measure is to piescrve, 
but regularise, the existing local system, strengthening and improving it wheie 
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it is weak or defective As m Orissa, it is necessary to provide for the better 
and more rogular i enumeration, of the chaukidars 

7 Rewards granted and fines inflicted on chaukidars .—The various District 
Chaukidari Rewaid Funds started the year with a balance of Rs 56,378, 
and the amount credited to them during the year amounted to Rs. 57,643. 
The latter sum is large, the concsponding figure for the previous year being 
Rs 35,293. All penalties, including fines on chaukidars, realised underiot VI 
(BC.) of 1870, are credited to the funds Mymensmgh shows Rs. 13,053 
credited to the district fund dui mg the year. This is a very large amount, 
and the Commissioner will be requested to roport the respective proportions 
of ponalties and fines on chaukidais of which it is made up. Along with the 
increase in income there was a conesponding rise in the total of rewards paid 
out of the funds to deserving chaukidars, the disbursements on this aocount 
amounting to 11s 45,037 against Rs 32,946 in 1897. In the Jessore district 
a system has been introduced of granting good-conduct allowances of one 
rupee per mousom to chaukidars who have done good work, the charge being 
debited to the District Chaukidari Reward Fund. The system has the Lieute¬ 
nant-Governor’s approval, provided that too large a liability is not inourred on 
this account. 

8. Station beat system .—This system, which was noticed in the Report and 
Resolution of last year, was continued during the period under review. It 
consists of the deputation of constables from the stations at regular intervals 
to visit the rural areas, divided into boats, and report any matters of interest 
and importance to the police. It n> reported to have had some success in about 
twenty districts Elsewhere it could not be regularly earned out, owing to 
pressure of work, sickness among the constables and difficulty of locomotion 
during the rams. It was pointed out m last year’s Resolution that it was 
desirable to restnet the system to villages which are known to be the residence 
or resort of bad characters, in order to avoid harassment to the people, and 
the Lieutenant-Governor trusts to the discretion of the Inspector-General m 
extending it with great circumspection. In localities, where the appointment of 
daffadars has provided for satisfactory reporting, this additional security might 
possibly be dispensed with 

9 Railway Police .—The total sanctioned strength of the Railway Police 
amounted to 675 at the end of the year against 670 at the beginning, one 
Inspector and one head-constable having teen added to the strength of the Assam- 
Bengal Railway police, and one head-constable and two constables sanctioned 
for the Mymensingh-Jamalpur extension of the Eastern Bengal State Railway. 
The question of the control of the railway police on the Bengal-Nagpur Railway 
formed the subject of correspondence with the Government of India. It was at 
first proposed that the control of the force throughout the line should vestnn 
the Administration of the Central Pi ovinces. In view, however, of the projected 
transfer of the head-quarters of the Company from Nagpur to Calcutta and of 
the fact that in the near future much the larger portion of the line would he in 
Bengal, it has been decided by the Government of India that this Government 
should control the police on the whole line. 

10. Temporary Force .—The outbreak of plague necessitated the employ¬ 
ment of a large temporary force of police. A staff of 3 Inspectors, 4 
sergeants, 52 head-constables, and 187 constables was employed at the Hague 
Observation Camps at Chausa, Mairwa, Chakradharpur, and Khurda, and at 
other places, and a temporary addition of 20 head-constables and 300 constables 
was made to the police reserves of certain districts, as a precaution against 
any sudden demand for men aiising from the presence of plague in the 
Province 

11. Special constables and additional and private police .*-The number of 
cases in which special constables were appointed under section 17 of Act V of 
1861 was 10 against 19 in the previous year. The total number of persons 
appomtod was 612, of whom 529 wore employed for some days in the *Dar- 
bhanga district to assist in keeping the peace at the §adar station and at the 
head-quarters station of the Madhubam subdivision on the occasion of the Bakri 
Id and the Muharram festivals. A similar precautionary measure was thought 
advisable m 1897, but, as local feeling at those festivals subsides, less resort 
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should be had to the provisions of the section. The number of cases m which 
additional police were entertained under section 15 of the Act was 10 against 
13 in the preceding year. The largest force sanctioned was one of 57 officers 
and men quartered m and aiound Ghatal m the Midnapore district owing to 
the attitude bf the people m connection with precautions to meet the plague. 
Two Inspectors, 12 Sub Inspectors, 37 head-constables and 482 constables 
wore supplied to private individuals at their own cost under section 13 of the 
Police Act. 

12. Military Police .—The sanctioned strength of the Military Police at 
the end of 1898 consisted of four companies, each one hundred strong, one new 
company having been added during the year for employment m the neighbour¬ 
hood of Calcutta in the event of disturbances among the operatives employed 
in the numerous mills on the banks of the liooghly The three companies 
previously existing were maintained at their full strength at Dacca, Dumka and 
Bhagalpur, respectively A new barrack is under construction for the accom¬ 
modation of the A Company at Dacca The newly sanctioned company has 
been temporarily accommodated at Bandel near Hooghly, pending the construc¬ 
tion of permanent barracks, the selection of the site for which is still under the 
consideration of Government A healthy and fairly central site near the nver 
is necessary, and it lias not yet been obtained A detachment of the C 
Company was deputed from Bhagalpur for duty m Calcutta during the plague 
nots, and was of much assistance to the Commissioner of Police On the 
occasion of the Bakn Id a portion of the Dumka Company was sent to take 
its place at Bhagalpur, to be m readiness on the line of rail should any district 
requite jts help Fortunately no such need arose 

13 District Police Reserve —As stated above, a tempoiary increase of 20 
head-constables and .300 constables, to meet contingencies arising out of the 
plague, was specially sanctioned by Government Tno extra force has been 
distributed at diffeient head-quarter stations whence the men can be easily 
transfered when required. A permanent addition of one Sub-Inspector, two 
hfead constables, and 30 constables was made to the District Police Reserve m 
Howrah, as a supplement to the formation of a company of Military Police for 
the neighbourhood of Calcutta 

14 Casualties —The percentage of casualties due to deaths retirements, 
discharges, &c., was practically the same as in the preceding year, being 
8 2 against 8 3m 1897. The average daily percentage of sick in hospital 
to actual strength was 1*2 against 1*3 in the preceding year The average 
was highest (17) m the Presidency, Rajshahi, and Chota Nagpur Divisions, and 
lowest in the Railway Police (*3) and m the Chittagong Division (8) These 
figures do not, however, represent the real proportion of the force rendeicd 
inefficient by ill-health. There are hospitals only at the head-quarters of thd 

♦districts, and officers and men are frequently ill for short periods at police- 
stations m the interior while others have to take leave owing to sickness 

15. Torture anS extortion by the Police —Fewer charges of torture 
were laid against the police during 1898, the number being 13 against 23 in the 
preceding year Two of these did not come before the Magistrates, there being 
no evidenco. Of the remainder, only four weie declared to bo true cases of 
torture. The other cases were found to be false, either maliciously or through 
a mistake of fact, or to be offences under minor sections of the Penal Code. 
Convictions were obtained in two cases In one of the cases declared false, 
the complainant was prosecuted and convicted under section 211 of the Indian 
Penal Code Charges of extortion were also fewer, there being 85, as computed 
with 149 in the previous year. Of these, 8^ came before the Magistrates, and 
were disposed or during the year, with the result that 12 were dismissed under 
section 203 of the Code of Criminal Procedure, 45 weie declared to be false or 
due to a mistake of fact, and 9 fended m acquittal oi discharge, 13 m conviction 
for extortion, and 3 m conviction on other chaiges One case was withdiawn 
In Mymensingh, where the very large number ot charges against the police has 
been noticed in previous years as indicating systematic persecution, there 
were only 15 complaints of extortion in the past year, all of which were 
declared false by the Magistrates, against 27 in lo97. 

16. Punishments —The number of officers and men punished show* a 
considerable increase as compared with the previous year, the numbei judicially 
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convicted and sentenced being 418 against 334 in 1897 and that punished 
departmentally 3,856 against 3,278 The number punished departmentally 
with fino shows an increase from 1,471 to 1,764, ana the average amount of 
hno inflicted was higher than in the preceding year Tho Lioutenant-Govemor 
is sorry to And that the orders which have been so frequently given in this 
matter are by some District Superintendents so persistently disregarded, 
it is impossible to maintain a contented police force, if men ana officers alike 
aio subjected to fino and depaitmcntal punishment for every little offence. 
If a man is not brought up by a lepcated £ummg, it is better to get nd of him 
altogether It is evidently useless to give mere general instructions, and the 
Lieutenant Governor requests tho Inspector-General to submit the explanations 
of the District Superintendents of the districts of Jessore, Saran, Bhagalpur 
and Cuttack In the first of these districts tho punishments aggregated no less 
than 77 pei cent, of the numbeis of the officers and men of the District Police. 

17 Conduct of the Police .—Thero was an increase of men woanng good- 
conduct stupes from 9,575 to 10,792 The increase hi the number of schools 
for tho edu< ution of the rank and file of the polico, which has been more than 
doubled during the year, is satisfactoiy. These schools now oxist at the head" 
quarters of 38 districts As regards the conduct of the police generally, the 
repoits of tho local officers are, with some exceptions, favourable. Improve* 
ment is obsened, and it will increase with the gradual removal of the bad 
ofhcois and the close supervision which is exercised by the Magistrates and 
Commissioners and the superior officers of the Department. The reduotion in 
the number of charges of extortion and torture is a feature of the past year 
which may be cited to tho credit of the police. The discipline of the force, 
when deputod to maintain order on occasions of religious excitement, has 
always been good. 

18 Inspections —Mi. Henry was on tour for 77, and Mr. Pratt for 
58 days All the districts weie inspected either by the Inspectoi-General or 
by one of the Deputy Inspectors-Genoral, with the exception of the distnots 
of Palamau and the 24-Parganas In the ease of the latter district this omission 
should not have occurred, and it is undei stood that an inspection has been carried 
out in the present year Midnapore, Patna, Pabna and Backergungo show the 
largest number of heinous cases locally investigated by the District Superin¬ 
tendent of Police In Balasore no cases were so investigated, while in each 
of the districts of Daijeehng, Palamau, Pun and Smghbhum there was only one. 

19 Suicides and accidental deaths —The number of suicides was approxi¬ 
mately tho same as in the preceding year, being 3,362 against 3,366 in 1897, 
The largest number ot such deaths was in Cuttack (296), aftor which come 
•Nadia with 252, Jessore with 216, Saran with 183, Dacca with 177, arid the 
24-Parganas with 164 cases The number of accidental deaths was 33,67Q, 
against 46,412 in 1897 The bulk of the decrease is under the head “Drown¬ 
ing,” which shows 11,093 loss deaths than in the preceding year, the explanation 
being that the cyclono and storm-wave in the Chittagong district caused an 
abnormal number of deaths under this head in 1897 

20 Crime ,—The following table shows the incidence of cognizable crime 
according to Divisions, excluding nuisance cases and caBes not investigated — 
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The fall in the number of cognizable oases investigated throughout 
the Province from 106,561 m 1807 to 00,628 m the year under review 
must have given relief to the police generally In 1897 the proportion of 
cognizable oases investigated to police officers of all ranks was so high as 6*8 
ana 5 8 in the Bhagalpur and Patna Divisions. In 1898 the highest numbers 
of cases per bead of the police force were 5 5m the Dacca Division and 5 4 
m the Bhagalpui*Division. These two Divisions have the smallest proportion 
of policemen to population, thero being m the Dacca Division only one police* 
man to 4,014, and in Bhagalpur one pwceman to ‘1,924 inhabitants. In Dacca 
it is explained that the small proportion is mainly due to the relative smallness of 
the staff in the Mymensingh district For the last three years tho Government 
has sanctioned the temporal y entertainment of five additional Sub-Inspectors 
m that district for the investigation of crime, and five additional officers 
have recently been deputed for special work m connection with casos of 
outrages on, and kidnapping of, women, which have been prevalent m the 
district for many years If a permanent addition to the force is necessary, 
the Inspector-General of Police should address the Government on the matter 
A comparison of the cognizable crime of the whole Province, excluding public 
and local nuisances, with that reported m the other Provinces of India shows 
that Bengal holds the lowest place for such crime in proportion to population 
The task of the police in suppressing crime has, however, been increased in 
recent yoars by the oponing of i ail ways, which has led to a great influx of 
labourers from Northern India and facilitated the movements of criminals. 

21. Police tests,— The following statement shows tho results of police 
work during the last three years as judged by tho usual tests —

The percentage of cases investigated by the police shows an increase m 
the past year, but the investigations, judged by the rosults m the Courts, were 
less successful It is of course true that in famine years there are many cases 
of simply theft in which the proof is easy, but with every allowance lor this 
factor tne outcome of the year is disappointing The best results were obtained 
in.the districts of Chittagong, Singhbhum, Cuttack, liowrah and Darjeehng. 
Luch of these districts stood high m the list last year also. The most 
unfavourable results appear against Palamau, Put noa, Dmajpur, Monghyr and 
Pabna. The Lieutenant-Governor agrees withtlio Inspector-General’s view 
as to the need of a good detective department Officers of the Inspector- 
General’s Reserve are now deputed from time to time for detective work, but 
they are ordinarily employed on office duties, and it has not been possible to 
meet the calls which have arisen for special officers to deal with serious 
outbreaks of crime without taking men from tho district police It is desirable 
that the Inspector-General should have a Reseive adequate for these require¬ 
ments,* and he has already been instructed to prepare a scheme for the 
strengthening of his Reserve. The men should be specially selected for their 
experience, trustworthiness and detective ability. 

22. Reported crime of the Province .—Tho following statement shows the 
totals of reported crime, cognizable and non-cogmzable, duung oach of the last 
ten years. The total of cognizable crime in 1897 was abnormal owing to the 
famine, and it was followed by an anticipated decrease m the past year The 
figure for 1898 still, however, shows a large mciease over that for 1896, 
and is higher than any, total of the decade, that for 1897 exoepted. The 
figure for non-cogmzable crime approximates closely to that for 1896. The 
total for 1897 was lower than probably it would otherwise have been owing to 
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the generally straitened circumstances of the people m a year of famine, which 
check resort to the cimnnal courts m petty cases

The gradual decrease in the percentage of eases declared false (the increase 
last year boing very slight) is a satisfactory feature in the crime returns. The 
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increase in convictions for false charges in the past year is also an indication 
that greater attention has been paid to the necessity of prosecuting m all cases 
in which evidence is available, and this should be maintained. 

The districts of Midnapore, Dacca, Mymensmgh, Patna, Saran, Darbhanga, 
Monghyr and Ranchi return the largest number of cases declared false, 
while the largest number of convictions for false cases was obtained In Midna¬ 
pore, Khulna, Patna, Gaya, Purnea, Puri, Manbhum and Smghbhum. The 
distracts in which most use was made o£ section 250 of the Code of Criminal 
Procedure were Bui dwan, Midnapore, Dacca, Shahabad, Muzaffarpur and Pun 
The section can be applied only in cases which have been judicially heard, 
but m such cases it affords a ready means of imposing some penalty for fri¬ 
volous or vexatious charges.

The percentage of refusals for the Province, as a whole, was smaller in the 
past year than m the preceding three years It appears, however, to have 
been unduly large m burglary cases in the Burdwan, Chittagong and 
Bhagalpur Divisions, and in theft cases in the Rajshahi and Orissa Divi¬ 
sions. There is no special reason why m this matter these Divisions 
should drffor from the other Divisions of the Province The view ex¬ 
pressed by the Government on this subject in the Resolution on the Report 
rot 1897, to which attention should be paid, may be briefly re-stated 
In petty cases, particularly of theft, whieh are unlikely to be snccessfully 
investigated and appear not to be the werk of professional criminals, enquiry 
may, with advantage, be dispensed with, needless harassment to the people 
being thus avoided When, however, there iB reason to believe that the offences 
have been committed by professional criminals, enquiry and a visit to the spot

28 Class I (Offences against the State and public tranquillity)— The most 
important heads of cutne m this class are offoncos relating to the coinage and 
noting and unlawful assembly The former offences show a marked decioase, 
the total of true oases being 176 against 255 in the preceding year. Out 
of these, 66 formed the subject of special ropoit to the offic Q of the Inspector- 
General of Police as being cases of importance, being ultimately returned as 
true Seven wore cases of counterfeiting Queen’s coins, 20 of possessing false 
coins and moulds and instruments for coining, 36 of uttering counterfeit coins, 
and 3 of passing quicksilvered pice Thirty-seven cases ended m conviction, 
and the 48 persons concerned m these were adequately punished The polico 
appear to be alive to the importance of checking the senous crime of counter¬ 
feit coming, and special measurea have been taken Tho figures given by the 
Inspector General of Police under the head “ Rioting ” show a marked decrease 
spread over all the Divisions of the Province Unfortunately, however, the 
method of calculation adopted has been different from that followed m arriving 
at the figure for the previous yeai, and the apparent decrease cannot be accept 
ed as coirect Tho detailed statistics for 1897 were compiled from figures 
supplied in a form m use previous to the introduction of the forms recently pre¬ 
scribed by the Government of India, and the figuies for that year, district by 
district, in the prescribed form are not now available to allow of comparison 
Out of 2,449 true cases shown for 1898, 1,685 ended m conviction. The total 
number of persons bound down to keep the peace throughout the Province was 
6,814 against 8,057 in the preceding year. The decrease is specially marked 
m the Dacca and Chittagong Divisions, while the Presidency Division shows 
a large increase m the number of cases. Attention was drawn in the Resolution 
on the Report for 1897 to the largo number of cases of noting, and the 
Commissioners were requested to take up the matter m respect to eaoh district 
where an unusual numbei of such cases had occurred, and to advise the Magis¬ 
trates as to tho pioventivo and police measures which should be adopted 
Reports were received from tho Commissioners, to which it is unnecessary to 
refer heio m detail. The matter should continue to receive attention. The 
inclusion under this head of all cases of unlawful assembly doubtless tends to 
increase tho unsatisfactory aspect of the figures, but 'the number of senous riots, 
olten attended with death, in some districts is such os to call for special vigilance 
and firm action, within the law, on the part of the authonties. 
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29, Class II(Serious o fences against the person) —The total of offences 
under this head shows a decrease from 5,950 in the preceding year to 5,145 m the 

S ear under review All heads of crime, except three, share the fall in numbers 
[orders of all kinds decreased by 34 oases, the total being 388 against 422 ha 
1897 Sentence of death was passed in 38 cases as against 19 in the preceding 
year. Murders in Backergunge have for some years past necessitated special 
measures In 1895 the total of murders in this district reached the large figure 
of 76, of which no fewer than 21 were by gunshot No case of murder by 
gunshot was reported in tho past year, but the number of other murders haB 
again shown a tendency to nse The total of murders of all kinds in this 
district in 1897 was 30, while that for the past year is 42 Of these, 7 were by 
poison. There were 37 true cases of drugging in the Province dunng the 
past year against 41 in the previous year In the majority it appears that 
the object of the drugging was robbery, and the facts, therefore, constituted 
offences under section 394, Indian Penal Code Attention was drawn in last 
year’s Resolution to the necessity of pressing the Courts to frame charges under 
that section, but it appears that they still refrain in some cases from 
proceeding under the section Cases of rape show a decrease fiom 129 m the 
piecedmg year to 99 in the year under review Tho prevalence of outrages on 
women in the Mymensmgh district lately formed the subject of a Bpecial report 
from the Magistrate of Mymensmgh and the Commissioner of the Dacca 
Division, and it was clear that, although the number of recent cases had been 
much exaggerated in published statements, special measures for dealing with 
the crime wore necessary Five special Inspectors have accordingly been 
deputed to the district for the purpose of investigating such cases, and they 
will also be utilised for making enquiries as to the propriety of proceeding 
against desperate and dangerous characters under section 110, Cuminal Pro¬ 
cedure Code 

30. Class III [Serums offences against property), —Crime m this class shows 
a most satisfactory decrease, common to all the heads The most important 
head is dacoity, and this serious enme decreased fiom 549 to 345 cases, 
Dacca alone, of all the Divisions, showing an increase of five cases The groat 
prevalence of this crime in the Chota Nagpur, Rajshahi and Bhagalpur 
Divisions in 1897 was specially noticed in the last Resolution Each Division 
shows a marked reduction of cases an 1898 In Pumea, however, in the 
Bhagalpur Division, there was an increase of 13 cases ovei the number (17) m 
the previous years. This outbreak of dacoity was brought to the notice of 
Government, and special measures were taken From a recent report from 
the Commissioner it appears that these measures have had tho desired effect, 
a considerable docrease m cases having occuired since the commencement of 
the present year. Credit is due to the Magistrate for his energetic action 
m this matter The other principal feature undei this class of crime is tho 
very large decrease m cases of lurking house-trespass, house-bieakmg, &c 
The numbor of such cases in 1897 >was 48,782, and this large figure was 
accounted for by the famine The total for the present year is 33,473, a 
figure which is not only largely below that for 1897, but is also smaller than 
that for 1896, compared with which it Bhows a reduction of 2,805 true cases 
31 Class IV ^Mmor ofences against the person) —This class also shows a 
considerable decrease, the total for 1898 being 1,970 against 3,116 in the 
preceding year. There is also a reduction of 301 cases in comparison with 
1096. 

32. Class V (Minor ofences against prop( i iy) —Thoie was a similar decrease 
m this class, not only compared with the piecedmg yoar, but also with the 
year 1896 The total number of cases, inc ludmg serials 3G and 37, was 75,258 
against 117,464 in 1897 and 82,433 in 1896 The great bulk of the cases falls 
under the heads of theft and ciiuunal or house tic-pass, and both show a largo 
reduction The improved circumstances of the people produced the usual effect 
in diminishing petty thefts 

33. Class VI ( All other cases), —'The total numbor of cases under this head 
was 47,654, being an increase of 1,225 cases as compated with the previous year 
Public and local nuisances show an mcrease of 1,476 cases, and offences against 
the Excise, Salt, Customs and Arms law's also rose Tho number of bad 
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livelihood and vagrancy cases decreased from 4,904 to 4,881. The number 
of persons dealt with in these cases, however, was larger. The total of 
acquittals was 1,176 against 1,003, while convictions numbered 3,863 against 
3,615 in 1897. This decrease m the number of oases with an increase in 
the number of porsons dealt with is, no-doubt, attributable to the alteration in 
the Code of Criminal Procedure which permits the institution of proceedings 
against more than one person m a single case The large number of acquittals, 
however, argues less care in the institution of cases It appears also that the 
instructions regarding the trial oi coses in the villages where the accused reside 
have not been generally complied with. Out of 4,373 cases only 1,955 were 
tried in the villages The Lieutenant-Governor desires that the action of the 
Magistrates in this matter should be more closely watched by the Commissioners. 
The numbei of persons registered for surveillance at the close of the year was 
51,678, being an increase of 2,179 on the figure for the previous year Out 
of this total 5,223 had absconded and 8,650 were in jail. 

34. Railway Police --The total number of cognizable and non-cdgmzable 
cases reported to the Hallway Police during the year was 3,576, against 4,630 in 
the preceding year Of these, 2,199 wore true cognizable cases, and 1,284 aided 
in conviction Theie were 813 railway accidents, resulting m the death of 289 
porsons, against corresponding figures for the preceding year of 708 accidents 
and 326 deaths Cases of obstruction increased from 21 m 1897 to 38 in the 
past year The number of these cases on the Assam-Bengal Railway aud the 
Patna-Gaya Branch of the East Indian Railway is marked On the former 
line a small force of additional police has been quartered at the expense of the 
neighbouring villagers near the scene of one of the accidents. The Inspector- 
General remarks that it has been found from past experience that obstructions 
arc, as a rule, placed on the lines by discontented coolies or villagers who have 
quarrelled with the gate keepers, and wish to get the latter into trouble, while in 
many cases bricks and stones are also placed on the rails by children with no 
criminal motive. 

35. Non-coqmsabk Crime —The total of non-cogmzable crime for 1898 as

The net increase of 4,165 cases consists almost entirely of petty cases of 
nuisances under class VI and of offences under the head “ Special Laws.” In 
the statement m paragraph 139 of the report the percentage of persons who 
appeared to persons summoned is shown to have been less than 60 m the districts 
oi Tippora, Murshidabad, 24-Parganas and Jessore The causes of the very * 
low percentage should be investigatd by the Commissioners. Some districts still 
riiow the number of persons attending as greater than that of processes issued. 
An explanation should be obtained and submitted to Government. In Mbngbyr 
the number of acquittals in non-cogmzable cases exceeded that of convictions. 

* his was the case also last year. The attention of the Commission&r is invited 
to the matter, and it is desirable that other Commissioners should also enquire 
into the cause of any unduly large proportion of aoquittalfe to convictions m 
districts of their Divisions Such a result is ordinarily due to indiscriminate 
issue of process without sufficient examination of the complainants in the first 
instance. Much harassment is thus often needlessly and unjustifiably caused to 
persons who are summoned, and the subordinate Magistrates cannot be too of ton 
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reminded of their duty to lift the complaints as fully as practicable on their 
institution.

'The figures for the past year are not satisfactory Allowance must, it Is 
true, be made in comparing the figures with those of the previous year for the 
large diminution m the number of potty cases which occur m a year of famine 
and which can be promptly disposed of, frequently without remand. The results 
compare, however, unfavourably, not only with those for 1897, but also with 
those for 1896. The percentage of cases disposed of at first or second hearing 
is less than m either or the two preceding years, while the percentages of cases 
remanded three, four, five, six or more than six times are iu each case higher 
than those of either 1896 or 1897. In five districts the number of cases dis¬ 
posed of at first or second hearing was less than 40 per cent of tho total of 
polioe oases coming before Magistrates for tnal. In Mymensmgh, the percontage 
of suoh eases was so low as 29 9 per cent, in Shahabad it was 31 6, in Ranchi 
32’4 in Birbhum 32 9, and in Farid pur 39 3 An explanation of these low 
percentages should be submitted to Government by the Oommissioneis con¬ 
cerned 

37 Previous convictions —The porcentago of pers ins convicted of offences 
falling under classes III and V (Offences against property) who were proved to 
have been previously convicted was 12 2 against 12 9 in the previous year. 
The fluctuations in the yearly percentage m ccitam distucts are remarkable, 
and the Lieutenant-Governor trusts that they are not due to unequal attention 
on the part of the police to this matter. The importance of discovering the 

t rofesBional criminals, m order that they may be adequately punished and 
opt under surveillance when free, need not bo dwelt upon T iking the different 
Divisions of the Province, the highest percentage of reconvictions is shown by 
Patna,*frhich returns no less than 18 per cent of such cases, the next Division 
being the Bhagalpur Division, with 12*4 per cent. The fluctuations in the 
districts of tho Orissa Division are marked. Pun this year roturns 24 8 
against 17 per cent last year, while Balasore, which last year returned 14 7 
per cent., snows this year only 5 6 per cent. 

38. iSystems of identification —Reference was made to tlio contral bureau in 
the office of the Inspector-General of Police m regard to 1,007 poisons arrested 
in the districts whom the local officors had been unable to identify. Of these, 
31 per eent. were identified, the corresponding percentage for tho preceding 
year having been the same. The central office has recoids in lespect of 48,000 
criminals, and in the case of 32,000 the data for identification now consist of 
finger-prints, those for the remainder being anthropomctiical measurements. 
Records of the latter kind are being gradually replaced by finger-print impres¬ 
sions. This system has been adopted now by other Piovmces, which were 
visited by Mr. Henry for the instruction of tho officers to be employed in 
working it. 

39. Character of officers ,—Mr Henry, now on Ioavo, was first appointed to 
officiate as Inspector-General of Polioe in 1891, and in the eight ycais during 
which he held charge of tho Department many impoitant improvements have 
been effected. The substitution' for the old class of officers of a more intelli¬ 
gent, better educated anS socially superior staff of subordinate officers, through 
the system of competition and of training at the Bhagalpur school, and the 
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improvement of the village pohoe system may be speoially mentioned as 
matters which received much of his attention. It is to him also that is due the 
development of the ingenious system of identification of orimmals by means of 
finger prints from which much is hoped. He has brought to the notice of Gov¬ 
ernment the work done by Messrs Pratt and Masters as Deputy Inspectors* 
Genera], and by Messrs. Pughe and Barnard as Assistant Inspectors-General 
m charge of Railway Police He has also recorded his obligations to Mr. 
Showers for his work as Peisonal Assistant. The names of the District 
Superintendents, Assistant Superintendents, and Inspectors who have been 
specially commended m paragiaph 44 of the report will be noted in the 
Appointment Department

With reference to your Circular memorandum No 44M , dated 18th July 1899, 
forwarding copy of Bengal Government letter No 3513M , of the Oth idem, calling for a 
report on the working of the Bengal Jute Warehouse and Fire-Brlgado Act for the \ear 
1698-99,1 have the honour to submit as follows — 

(1) The Fire-Brigade Budget for the yoor under report was prepared by tho Commissioner 
of Police under section 26 (1) of Act I (B C ) of 189 and was accepted by the Commis 
sionera of this Municipality at a special meeting held on tho 6th May 1898, so far as it 
related to this Municipality 

(2) Tho proportionate share of contribution at 1 per cent of the estimated amount of 
Rs 60,710 towards the maintenance of the Fire-Brigade establishment, viz , Us 607, was 
paid in two instalments The total amount realized as fees from the warehouses under the 
Act was Rs 1,266 6-6, against Rs 1,316 10-9 of the preceding year The decrease was 
owing to one durmah-mat shop, five firewood depots and two packing-case depots having ceased 
to exist at the beginning ot the year under report 

(3) During the year under review, 8 bcenses were issued for jute warehouses and 74 
for other descriptions of trade in inflammable materials, such as firewood, hay, straw, saw¬ 
mill, paoking oases, durmah mats, golpata depots, &o, against 8 and 82 of the preceding >enr 

(4) License fees on jute warehouses were levied at 6 per tent per annum on the annual 
value of holdings as assessed for payment of municipal taxes and at 10 per oent on otner 
descriptions of trade as mentioned above 

(5) All the owners of warehouses paid their license foes in due time, and therefore no 
prosecution was required to be instituted during the year 

(6) The jute godowns and firewood depots are mostly situated near tho Circular Canal 
whioh forms the western boundary of this Municipality There is only one mil) for 
manufacture of gunny-bag^ within this Municipality, named the Surah Juto Mill Company, 
Limited, on the north side of tho Narcaldanga main road and there are also throe roperies 

(7) No conflagration took place within the Municipality, and thoicfore the assistance of 
the fire-brigade jvas not required.

Final Report on the Jute Crop for season 1899 
Explanatory .—The first forecast of the jute crop for 
the season 1899, which was published on the 27th of June 
last, gave a general renew of the condition of the crop 
up to tho middle of that month. The present report 
contains approximate estimates of the area and outturn 
of tho crop up to the middle of September Returns are 
received by this Department from 26 districts, m which 
almost the whole of the jnto orop of Bengal is grown 
2. Character of the season ,—Up to the middle of June, 
the season, as stated m tho first forecast, was not on the 
whole unfavourable. The rainfall in January was 
generally above the nonud. In February, it exceeded 
the normal m East BeiJ|M|iir Jessore and in Midnapore, 
add fell short of the wnud in all the other districts. 
In March, it was generauybelow the normal. In April, 
it was above the normal and Well distributed In May, 
it was heavy in many important districts, but tbs 
excess then did not prove prejudicial. In June, there 
was an excess in all aistrigts except Khulna, Rangpur, 
Mymensmgh, Backenrtmga and Cuttack. In July, the 
rainfall was abnormally henry and continuous in almost 
all districts, Jalpaiguri, Batjeeling and Cuttack only 
recording falls a little W$lw the normal. In August, 
the rainfall was in exoew^M the normal in most of the

important eastern and northern districts of Bengal In 
September, the rainfall has not boon excessive and has 
been fairly equally distributed. 

3 Area cultivated —In the preliminary forecast, it 
was shewn that there had been a considerable increase 
m the area sown with luto over that sown last yoai, 
owing to a rise in the price of jute coincident with a 
fall m the price of nee. Since the date of the issue 
of that forecast, fuither special enquiries have been 
made m order to verify the figures of area then given, 
with the result that it is now reported that an area of 
1,971,300 acres has been sown this year as compared 
with an area of 1,624,400 acres sown m 1898, and a 
noimal aiea of 2,189,100 acres There has thus been 
an increase of over 21 per cent since last yeai 

4 Character of the u op —Up to the dato of the 
issue of the prelimmaiy forecast, the prospects of the 
crop were good, and it anus estimated that an outturn 
only slightly below the normal would be obtained fiom 
the aiea sown. Since then, the weatliei has been ex¬ 
tremely unfavourable and the estimates of outturn sent 
in fiom most of the puncipal jute-giowing districts 
shew a reduction on those previously submitted In 
fact, the two northern distiu ts, Jalpaigunand Rangpui, 
are almost the only exceptions to this, and the average 
estimate of the outturn compiled from the lotums ot 
the eleven most important districts has fallen fiom 93 
per cent, to 74 percent. It is possible, that the outturn 
i$ now somewhat underestimated, and it is noticeable 
that, m response to the recent rise in puce, a very large 
amount of jute has been brought into the market 
already It is probable, however, that the crop is being 
biought in moio lapidly than usual, and that the[ieturns 
shewing linpoits of jute into Calcutta will shortly fall 
off Taking all factors into consideration, it may be 
loughly estimated that 80 per cent of a normal crop 
will be obtained fiom the aiea sown tins year 

6. Of oss outturn .—It is estimated, that m a normal 
yeai, the outturn of jute amounts to 3 bales per acre or 
66 lakhs of bales for the Province, and m tlie prelimi¬ 
nary forecast, it was anticipated that the gross outturn m 
the current year would amount to 68 lakhs of bales, or 
87 per cent ot a normal ciop This would have repre¬ 
sented, m the usual phraseology employed, a 14-anna 
ci op In view of the unfavourable reports since received 
from the districts, this estimate must now be consider* 
ably i educed, and it seems improbable that the gross 
outturn will exceed 50 lakhs of bales or 76 per cent, 
of the normal outturn This represents what is more 
familiarly known as a 12-anna crop. 

In spite of the care with which information has been 
collected by the District Officers, this estimate cannot 
be better than a rough one, and the returns received 
from all the districts are appended m older that those 
who are interested m the ]ute trade may examine them* 
for themselves.

2 Licensed kdqmq-hovses —The number of licensed lodging houses in¬ 
creased from 1,409 in 1897-98 to 1,678 The increase is most marked m Pun 
town, the chatties on the Jagannath Road, where thero are two popular 
shrines, and at Gaya It is explained that, wlulo the opening of the East 
Coast Railway is likely to reduce the numbei of lodging-houses along the 
Jagannath Road, it will tend to increase the number of such houses at enrtain 
points along the railway route, where pilgnms usually halt, the total number 
thus remaining about the same At Gaya the increase is asenbed to the good 
harvest and to the abatement of the dread of inspection on account of plague 
The year moreover was more auspicious for pilgrimage than the preceding one 
The total numbei of lodgors accommodated during the year rose from 
36,897 m the previous year to 54,210. The mcieaso was shared by all the 
placos where the Act is in force, except Nadia and Chandbali, and was most

On tho whole, the Act appears to have been worked satisfactorily during 
the year in most of tho places in winch it was m forco, and the local officors 
generally have taken an interest in its administration, Tho Lieutenant- 
Goveinor regicts to see it loported that m Puri a want of co-opeiation existed 1 
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between the Municipal Commissioners and the Committee appointed under 
the Act, and His Honour trusts that the inert and obstructive spint in matters 
of sanitation, which the former have hitherto displayed, may shortly be replaced 
by willingness on their part to help tho Committoe, as they should, with 
money to carry* out the various sanitary improvements required for the town.

The Acts under which tho stamp revenue was collected during the 
triennial period under review were the Indian Stamp Act, I of 1879, and the 
Court Fees Act, VII of 1870, as modified by subsequent enactments The 
former '> Act was further amended by the enactment of Act XIII of 1897, 
in which provision was made for composition of duty payablo in respect of 
bonds, debentures and other certificates issued under the Local Authorities 
Loans Act, 1879, or any other law foi tho time being in foice Pumsion was 
at the same time made for leaving such bonds, debentuics or other certificates 
unstamped. After the close of tho year 1898 99, tho new Indian Stamp Act, 
II of 1899, which revised and consolidated tho Act of 1879, and recoived the 
assent of the Governor-Geneial in Council in January 1899, came into force. 
The Court Fees Act of 1870 was also furthoi amended by Act XI ot 1899 
with the object, first, of providing a check on the undervaluation of estates by 
persons applying for probate of a will or foi letters of administration, and 
secondly, ot giving,the revonue authorities gieater facilities for the lealisation 
of the mil amount of the duty payable on piobates and letters of admmistia- 
tion. This Act came into force with effect from tho 10th March 1899, and it 
is yet too early to offer any remarks on its woikmg The changes made 
during tho past three years in tho rules issued by Government, though 
numerous ana important from a departmental point of view, are not of sufficient 
general interest to call for special notice in this place The adnnmstiatiou of 
the Stamp Department m tho Sonthal Parganas, uInch, since the parsing of 
Act XXXVII of 1855, had been under tho Commissioner, came under the 
Board of Revenue with effect from the 1st April 1898

Tho average receipts were again highest in Calcutta (Rs 25,95,374), where 
neaily one-seventh of the entire stump revenue was collected, and lowest 
in Singlibhum (Rs 21,077) Mynumingh contiibuted more than 9J lakhs, 
24-Paiganas neaily 7| lakhs, Dacca more than 7} lakhs, Tippcra over 7 lakhs, 
Backcigunge nearly 7 lakhs, Midnapore 6f lakhs, Chittagong, Faridpur and 
Mu^affarpui over 4^ lakhs each, Jtssoro, Rangpur and Hooghly moie than 4? 
lakhs each, and Burdwan and Noakhali over 4 lakhs each. Tho general 
incidence of stamp revenue on the population of Bengal numbering 71,096,043, 
according to the census of 1891, was 4 annas and 9 pies per head 

4 'lhe statistics of revenue from impressed sheets, the most important of 
„ , . , the non-iudicial stamps, are of remarkable interest, 

-Non jad.ua! .lamp* aud affo J rd a 8tnkin g illustration of the conditions 

of agricultuial life m this country In England, an increase in the levenue 
from deeds and instruments is regaidcd as conclusive evidence of the activity 
and prosperity of the landed interest, and was singled out for remark as such 
in last year’s Budget Statement for the United Kingdom. But t]he above 
figures, iPad with the remarks of the local officers, make it clear that m this 
(ountiy it is in years of agricultuial depression and distress that the revenue 
from this source is highest, and that the large increase in it during the 
yeais 1896 97 and 1897 98 marks a correspondingly large number of 
transfers of holdings from the cultivating to the money-lending class. In 
1896-97 the sudden incidence of distress upon the poorer cultivators caused by 
tho failure of that year’s harvest was accompanied by a sudden rise of 8f 
lakhs m the revenue from this source In 1897-98 the continuance of distress 
through the first-half of the year caused a further nse of nearly half a lakh, 
while with returning prosperity m 1898-99 we find a sudden drop of 3J lakhs, 
bringing the revenue down to but a fraction above that of the average of the 
years 1893 to 1896. In the North-Western provinces the result was similar, 
but it may bo remarked that the high water-mark in those provinces WSfl 
reached in the first of the three years of scarcity, and that contraction of 
cred.t and other influences caused a decrease in these transactions during each 
of the two subsequent years, though it even then remained above the normal. 
From this comparison it would appear that the credit of tho raiyat and the 
capital of the mahajan are greater m Bengal than in the North-Western 1 
Provinces, 
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A« to individual distnots, it may be noted that m Calcutta, where business 
was unfavourably affected by famine and the plague scare, the revenue for the 
three years under report decreased by 5 5 per cent from the previous triennial 
average, and thqt in Chatnparan there was the large decrease of 15 1 per cent 
In the latter case the decrease is the more remarkable in that it follows on a 
decrease of 7 7 per cent in 1893 to 1896, which was explained by the Board 
of Revenue in their report for that period as due to parties awaiting the con¬ 
clusion of survey and settlement operations before entering Into fresh transac¬ 
tions The decrease in 1898 99 is asonbed to the Manager of the Bettiah Raj 
having interdicted the transfer of* raiyati holdings without the consent of the 
landlord From whatever cause, the revenue from this source in Champaian 
has fallen from Rs 54,329 in 1893-91 to Rs 28,991 m 1898 99 

Impressed labels, which are used only m Calcutta, deci eased during 
1898 99 by Rs 1,57,404, as compared with the figures foi 1897 98, but 
the average receipts from this source during the three years under review 
amounted to Rs. 8,14,447 against Rs 6,96,067 collected during the veais 
1893-94 to 1895-96, thus showing an increase of Rs 1,18,380 There 
was a decline of Rs 6,877 m the sale of 1 anna revenue stamps, commonly 
known as receipt stamps, dunng 1898 99, as compared with the receipts of 
the previous year, but the average receipts of the three years ending 31st 
March 1899 showed an increase of Rs 30,586, as compared with the figures 
for the preceding three years The increase occurred in all the districts except 
Backergunge, Dinajpur and Noakhali The Board of Revenue attribute this 
increase *• to the Detter observance of the law by the people to the grcatei 
vigil&nce on the part of Government officers in making known to the peoplo 
the requirements of the law, and to the facility afforded to the public tor 
obtaining these stamps through the agency of the post office ” 

The other classes of non-judicial stamps, which are of minor importance, 
showed a decrease of Rs 16,357 under share transfer stamps, Rs 3,136 under, 
foreign bill stamps, Rs 2,166 under advocate, vakil and attorney stamps, and 
of Rs. 23,376 under hundi stamps, and an increase of Rs 8,232 under onc-anna 
impressed stamps The decrease under share transfer and hundi stamps 
was mostly due to the stagnation of business in consequence of famine and 
plague. 

5. Under the head Judicial stamps are included (I) adhesive and 

impressed Court-fee stamps, (2) High Court service 
® stamps, (3) Calcutta Small Cause Court stamps, and 

(4) «+i»Tnpa for copies The figures now given indicate that the stross of 
scarcity, though it may compel the native of Bengal to sell or mortgage his 
ancestral holding, is yet powerless to induce him to forago in any degree his 
ta ste for litigation. Each of the three years now under review shows a steady 
a nd continuous rise m*the revenue from this source. The average income of the 
past three years from the sales of these stamps was Rs 1,13,70,309 under (P 
Rs 3,000 under (2), Rs 3,76,362 under (3), and Rs 6,54,337 under (4, 
making a total of Rs 1,24,04,008, or an increase of 6 2 per cent over the mcom« 
from the same sources m the preceding tnonmum Foity districts showed 
an increase and six a decrease. The largest mci eases were m Midnapore 
(Kb 76,697), Tippera (Rs 76,556), the 24-Parganas (Rs 45,768), Rangpur 
(Rs .44,459), Backergunge (Rs 39,920), Howiah (Rs 39,245), Bankura 
(Rs. ^6,904), Cuttack including Angul (Rs. 33,930), Saran (Rs. 31,950), 
Noakhali (Rs. 29,669), Fandpur (Rs 25,661), and Muzaffarpur (Rs. 25,538), 
the chief decrease being in Dacca (Rs 24,617) Theso increases and 
decreases are due to purely local influences, which it is unnecessary to recapi¬ 
tulate. Taking each denomination of Court-fee stamps sold during the yeais 
under review, there was an increase of nearly 4 lakhs in the sale of eight- 
aana*stamps, nearly 3 lakhs m one anna stamps, and over one lakhiu one mpee 
stamp*, while on the other hand theie was a decioaso of 40,893 in that of two- 
annt stamps. ,

7. The average number of prosecutions instituted annually for various 

breaches of the stamp law was 995 against 1,016 
executions j n the previous tnennium. The Lieutenant-Gov- 

ernoi notices with satisfaction the decrease in the number of prosecutions insti¬ 
tuted m all except the Presidency and Chota Nagpur Divisions. There was a 
marked increase of 639 in the number of cases instituted in Calcutta, and the 
Board attribute this to the success of the officers attached to the Stamp Depart¬ 
ment of the Collectorate m seising a large number of unstamped hundia which 
were issued from Fandpur and Backcrgunge and negotiated in Beliaghata in the 
24-Parganas.” The average number of persons bi ought to tnal was 991 against 
1,249, of convictions 389 against 1,020, and cf acquittals 73 against 162. The 
Board of Revenue bring to notice the fact that not a single rupee was paid as 
rewaid m 30 out of the 47 districts m the province, viz., in the whole of tne 
Orissa and Chittagong Divisions, m 4 districts of tho Burdwan Division, m 3 dis¬ 
tricts of each of the Presidency and Bbagalpur Divisions, in 5 districts of the 
Rajshahi Division, m 6 districts of the Patna Division, and in 2 districts of the 
ChotaNagpurDivision. In explanation the Board write —“The duty assigned 
to income-tax assessors of detecting evasions of stamp duty having been with¬ 
drawn, no rewards were paid to those officers in any of the districts except 
Palatnau. This explains the non-payment of regards or soanty payment in 
the remaining districts ” 

8. Several cases of fraud and defalcation were deteoted during the 

period under review, the most serious of which occurred in the Shanabad 
treasuiy, where Court-fee stamps to the value of Rs. 13,080-8 were abstracted 
from the double and single lock store* The enquiry disclosed that the 
abstraction of the stamps, which extended from 1891 down to July 1896, 
was rendeied possible only by neglect of rules and. culpable carelessness 
on tho part of the Treasurer and the Treasury Officer. Criminal proceedings 
against the stamp muharnr were instituted in respect of certain stamps found 
missing from the stock under single lock, and he was sentenced, on conviction, 
to two years’ rigorous imprisonment A similar, bat isolated, case occurred in 
tho Pun Collectorate, stamps to tho value of Rs 148-8 having been abstracted 
by a muharnr dunng the temporary absence of the Treasurer. The theft was, 
however, immediately discovered by the latter officer, aud resulted m the 
muharnr being sentenced to six months’ ngourous imprisonment a 

The working of the licensed stamp vendors was on the whole satisfactory, 
an exception being m the Siwan subdivision of Saran, where systematic frauds 
in obtaining refunds and in selling spoiled, stamps appear to have been 
committed No conviction, however, was obtained.

Fvrtt Report on (he Bhadot Crept in Bengal , 1899 

Explanatory —The present report funushes estimates of 
the area and outturn of all kinds of bhadot crops, including 
such food-crops as am paddy, maise, mid millets, for which 
no separate reports are published, and non-food crops, sudli 
as jute, indigo, and cotton, for which separate notes are 
issued by this Department. The normal arose nave been 
revised by some of the District Officers since the date of last 
year’s report 

Character of the tsaton —The Season has been character¬ 
ised by heavy and often excessive rain m most parts of 
these provinces. In April more than the average rain 
fell in all distw ts, excepting North Bengal, where it was 
slightly m defect. The rainfall m May was much above 
the noimal in Ornwa and Lower Bengal, fell below the 
normal in North Bengal and in the Bhagalpur and 
Chota Nagpur Divisions, and was normal in the rest of Bihar 
In June tne rainfall was general, and was much above the 
normal in East Bengal In Orissa, however, it was slight¬ 
ly deficient The rainfall in July was exceptionally 
heavy and continuous over the greater part of these 
* provinces, but there was a slight deficit again m Orissa, 
and the fail fell short of the normal also in the south of 
Chota Nagpur. In August, excessive ram fell in North 
Bengal, parts of East Bengal, Chittagong, and in the northern 
tracts, tucluding the whole of Bihar down to the north 
bank of tho Ganges, but the fall was considerably below 
the normal in Orissa and Chota Nagpur The rainfall 
in September has been general, except m Onssa and 
Chota Nagpui, where it has been insufficient On the whole, 
the season has been unfavourable to the bhadot crops, as the 
rainfall has been badly distributed everywhere, and has 
been so excessive as to cause great damage in many distnets, 
while some crops (especially paddy and jute) hare also 
suffered seuously in some distnets from insect pests. 
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Area cultivated —The area sown with all kinds ol bhadoi 
crops is estimated at 15,691,300 acres against 16,220,800 
acres sown in 1898 The decrease of nearly 3 per cent in 
the area sown is due to the unfavourable season It should 
be remarked that, whilst the area under all the important 
bhadoi food-crops shows a considerable decrease, tbei e has 
been, on the other hand, a perceptible increase in the area 
under the non-food crops This result has been mostly 
brought about by the extended cultivation of jute in prefer¬ 
ence to paddy due to the low price prevailing for paddy at 
the close of last year 

Outturn —From the statement appended to this note, it 
will be seen that out of 45 districts, only one district 
(fiirbhum) anticipates an outturn above the normal Six 
districts, viz., Dinajpur, Daijeeling, Rangpur. Tippera, 
Chittagong, and Cuttack estimate an outturn of 90 per cent 
or above 90, in 16 districts, the estimate vanes between 80 
and 90, and in the remaining 22 districts it falls below 80, 
the estimates for all the districts of the Patna Division, 
except Chumparan (88) and Darbhanga (59) falling below 
50 per cent. The crop which has suftered most would 
appear to have been maue, the estimated yield for the 
Province, m nearly 2 million acres, being only 33 per cent 
while a million acres of mandm are expected to give only a 
50 per cent crop. Taking the Province as a whole, the 
District Officers estimate the outturn of all kinds of bhadoi 
crops at 76 per cent, of a normal crop against 93 estimated 
in 1898. Making due allowance for a tendency to under¬ 
estimate the outturn, it may be roughly calculated that these 
crops will yield an outturn equal to 80 per cent, of a normal 
crop

2 Compared with the, figures of tho pre vious year, the value of the 6toreB 
received and issued during the year and that of the stores in stock at its 
close show a decrease of Rs 1,42,101, Rs 1,09,191 and Rs. 16,621 respec¬ 
tively. The decline m the receipts was mainly due to a falling off of Rs. 1,19,588 
in the value of imported stores and of Rs. 27,047 in the value of country- 
made miscellaneous ai tides purchased locally The decrease m the value of 
imported stores is attributed to the non-aruval from England of certain stores 
which were due during the year, and to tho fall in the prices of English stores 
from competition and the rise in exchange, whilo that m the value of eQuntry* 
made miscellaneous articles purchased locally was due to smaller dqmand for 
them, to the reduction in the rates of some of tho articles contracted for, and 
to the absence of any demand from staff and regimental officers on field service 
There was an advance of Rs 12,808 in the value of country-made paper 
This increase, which occurred chiefly in half-bleached paper, coloured paper, 
blotting-paper, azure-laid and trcam-laid papers, followed on an increased 
demand of the presses for printing forms 

3 The value of stores issued to Local Governments rose by Rs 60,562, 
and all provinces except tbe Punjab and Burma contributed to the increase. 
The largest increase, amounting to Rs. 36,778, occurred in the North-Western 
Provinces and Oudh The value of stationery consumed by the offices and 
departments of the Government of India fell off by Rs 1,11,224 The fluctu¬ 
ations will, as usual, bo explained in tbe reports on the consumption of station¬ 
ery which the Superintendent of Stationery submits to tbe several Local 
Governments and Administrations The issues to the Postal and Telegraph. 
Departments fell off by Rs 22,259 

4 The Lieutenant-Governor is pleased to learn that the stock of country* 
made articles at the close of the year was less than one month’s consumption.. 

5 The quantity of water-marked paper issued for use with adhesive 
court feo stamps diminished by 5,295 reams and its value by Rs. 17,209. The 
decrease occurred chiefly m the North-Western Provinces and the Punjab, 
the supplies to which declined by 2,435 and 2,636 reams respectively. A 
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decrease algo occurred in Bengal and Assam, while tho Central Provinces, the 
Hyderabad Assigned Districts, and the Native States of Orissa show en increase 
The Superintendent is unable to assign any reason for theso fluctuations, as the 
paper is supplied direct to Treasury Officers for sale to the general public 
according to their demands. 

0. The income and expenditure of the Stationery Department amounted 
to Rb 4,790 and Rs. 1,06,481, against Rs 4,953 and Rs. 1,09,877, respectively, 
in the previous year. The dcclino in the charges is chiefly attributable to 
a decrease under the heads “Establishment” and “Packing cases.” The 
diminution under the last-named head was caused by tho despatch of a smaller 
quantity of water-marked paper to the North-Western Provinces and Oudh. 

7. The total value of different articles of stationery issued, exclusive 
of deficiencies in stock-taking and miscellaneous adjustments, fell off by 
Rs. 1,15,003. The decrease is attributable mainly to smaller demands of the 
Survey and Settlement Department, the Public Works Department, the Quarter 
master-General m India, and the State Railways for drawing and lithograph 
papers and pencils, and of tho Government Presses for writing and coloured 
paperB, wax cloth, paste, mill* and straw boards and leather, to the issue of 
a smaller quantity of water marked paper, and to the absence of demands 
from the staff and regimental officers on field service The principal decreases 
occurred under wnting-paper (Rs. 61.253), lithograph paper (Rs 17,126), 
water-maiked paper (Rs. 17,136), leathers (Rs 27,039), and other aitides 
(Rs 13,725) On tho other hand, there was a noticeable increase undei printing 
paper (Rs. 36,332) and tracing cloth (Rs 13,274) 

8 The Bupply of paper to the various Government Presses rose by 
Rs. 23,307, and all the presses, with tho exception of the Government of 
India Presses and the presses in the Punjab and Burma, contributed to the 
increase The largest decrease, amounting to Rs 46,058, occurred m tho 
consumption of the Government of India Presses In Bongal tho quantity 
consumed fell off by 571 reams, but the value rose by Rs. 17,003. The 
causes which led to this increase will be explained by the Superintendent m 
lus report on the consumption of stationery and printed forms m Bengal The 
fluctuations m the demands of the other piesses cannot be explained by him, 
as they arc not under his control 

9 The substitution of country-made for European paper resulted in a net 
loss of Rs bl,702, while the substitution of country mado miscellaneous articles 
for articles of European manufacture effected a net gam of Rs 5,820 The 
use of country-made paper of the descriptions known as white printing, badami 
or .half bleached, blotting, white cartridge, brown glazed, coloured, badami 
cartridge, cieam wove and azuie laid resulted in a loss during the year 
of no less than Rs 1,70,123. Tho Superintendent has submitted an alternative 
statement showing that if all the charges incidental to the landing, stoiage, 
and despatch of English papeis to distant places up-country were taken into 
account, there would bo a net gam on all paper of Rs 63,629 mstoad of a loss. 
In accordance with tho orders contained in paragiaph 9 of the Resolution on 
the Admini6tiation Report of tho Stationeiy Department for 1897-98, the 
Standing Committee, appointed to consider the questions that from time to 
time arise in connection with the substitution of countiy-mado for English 
stationery and the settling of contracts for Indian-made stationery, met on 
the 25th Mai ch 1899 to determine whether the seven kinds of paper under 
which there was a loss during that year should oe obtained from England. In 
consequence of the stock m tho Stationery Oflice being small, and tho delay 
which was likely to occur in obtaining supplies fiotu England, and the want ot 
sufficient storage accommodation, the Coinnutteo was obliged to accept the 
tenders of* the Indian mills for the current year, but the question of the 
future supply must bo immediately settled 

10 The system of supplying newspapers and periodicals through the 
Stationery Office appears to have worked well during the yeai There was a 
slight decrease in the number of periodicals, but newspaporB, books and maps 
and exercise-books rose by 404, 5,351 and 22,299, respectively. Tho total 
payment for the newspapers, &o., amounted to Rs. 1,32,619, against Rs 84,420 
in the previous year. The increase is spid to bo mainly due to larger demands 
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for newspapers, &c, and to the payment in advance in staling fox foreign 
periodicals 

11 The details of the woik in the Form Branch will, as usual, be 
furnished m the report on the consumption of stationery in Bengal, and will be 
reviewed when that report is received The receipts and issues of standard and 
special forms, exclusive of the survey and settlement forms printed and supplied 
direct by the Superintendent of Government Printing, Bengal, show a con¬ 
siderable increase as compared with the previous year. The advance in tifie 
receipts was due to the larger demands of local officers, and to the receipt 
during the year of certain forms which were due in 1897-98 and of over seven 
millions of High Court forms which weie not due until 1899-1900. I'he 
increase in the issues is mainly attubutable to these causes. 

12 The receipts and charges of the Form Branch amounted to Rs. 35,385 
and Rs 47.470, against Rs 37,763 and Rs 47,637 respectively The decrease 
in the receipts was due to a smaller demand for forms by the Local Funds m 
Bengal and Assam, while that m the charges is attributable to reduced expen¬ 
diture under the head “ Contingencies ”

First note on the JndigcKcrop of the Lower Provinces of Bengal 
for the goer 1899. 

Explanatory .—The present note furnishes estimates of the 
area and outturn of indigo in the twenty-one mdigo-growing 
districts of these Provinces, The principal indigo-growing 
districts of Bengal are the five districts of “ North Bihar” ana 
the districts' of Puruea^ Malda, Nadia, and Murshidabad in 
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“ Lower Bengal ” The figures of normal area have been 
revised by several district officers since the date of last year’s 
repoit, in consequence of which the provincial total stands at 
514,500 acres against 582,400 acres in 1898 

Character of the season —The season was on the whole 
favourable for sowing and for the germination and early 
growth of the crop, but excessive and incessant rain m June, 
July, and August, together with floods due to that rainfall, 
ruined the prospects of a fair outturn 

Area sown —The area under indigo in 1899 is estimated 
at 437,400 acres against 478,100 acres cultivated in 1898. 
The laigo decrease (about 14 per cent) is duo to the steady 
decline of the industry in the chief indigo-growing districts 
of Lower Bengal, especially m Midnapore, Nadia, Murshida- 
bad, and Rajshahi, where several factories have been closed 
It is anticipated that the area under this crop in North 
Bihar will shortly be reduced also, but no contraction is as 
yet obseivable 

Outturn .—Bhagalpur (90 per cent.) is the only indigo 
district of any nnpoitance in which an outturn of over 75 
per cent, of the normal is anticipated The averago outturn 
expoctcd in tho three districts of Champaran, Muzaffarpur, 
and Darbhanga, in which 253,000 acres are under this crop, 
is only 37 per cont. It is probable that the average crop 
thioughout Bengal and Bihar will not exceed 60 per cent, 
of a normal or 16-anna crop. 

Messrs Baines and Company estimate a total outturn of 
15,250 factory mauuds of indigo m the districts of Lower 
Bengal as against an outturn of 21,000 maunds m 1898. In 
Bihar the estimate of the first cuttings amounts to a total of 
40,000 maunds against an outturn of 54,000 maunds from 
these cuttings m 1898 No complete estimate has yet been 
framed by this firm of the total outturn to be expected m 
Bihar. The reports received from all the chief mdigo- 
grAwin g districts are so gloomy that it seems improbable 
that the total outturn will exceed 15,000 maunds m Lower 

Bengal and 50,000 maunds in Bihar

First forecast of the winter rice crop m Bengal , 1899. 

Explanatory .—This report gives estimates of the area 
and outturn of the winter rice crop up to the middle of 
September. 

2 Character of the season .—The ante monsoon showers, 
which aro of great importance in the preparation of nee 
lands, commenced about the end of the first week of April 
In this month, the rainfall was above the average through* 
out these Provinces, excepting North Bengal, where it was 
slightly in defect In May, it was above the normal m 
East Bengal, Onssa, and 8outh-Weat Bengal In North 
Bengal and m the Bhagalpur and Chota Nagpur Divisions, 
it was below the normal, and m the rest of Bihar, it was 
practically normal The heaviest rain m this month fell 
in East Bengal, where the average foi the whole division 
was 14 inches compared with a normal fall of 10 inches 
The monsoon set m about the middle of June Heavy 
rain fell m this month in all parts of these Provinces, 
excepting in Orissa, where there was a slight deficiency. 
The excess was marked in North Bengal, Chota Nagpur, 
and in some parts of Bihar and South-West Bengal. In 
July, the rainfall was exceptionally heavy and continuous 
over the greater part of the Province, Onssa and the south 
of Chota Nagpur being the only tracts whero it fell shoit 
of the normal. The rainfall m August was excessive in 

• North Bengal. East Bengal, and Bihar, but noticeably 
deficient in Chota Nagpur and Orissa It was also a little 
below the normal m South-West Bengal. In September, 
the rainfall lias been general, except m Onssa and Chota 
Nagpur, where it has been again m defect 

Area cultivated —The figures of normal area under wintei 
nee have been now revised in the distnets of Rajshahi, 
Rangpur, Dacca, Noakhah, Saian, Purnea, and Manbhum, 
and, in consequence, the total normal area for the Province is 
now returned ps 31,244,800 acres, against 30,987,000 acres 
returned in the final forecast of the winter rice crop of 1898. 

• The area sown with winter rice this year is estimated at 
31,349,600 acres against 31,685,500 acres sown in the pre¬ 
vious year The small contraction in area is due to the 
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swamping of the low-lying nee areas by floods caused by 
excessive ram in the end of June, and in July and August, 
which prevented transplantation on many lands that had 
been already prepared for this crop. It is to be notioed, 
however, that the weather was favourable for sowing on 
high lands, so that the reduction of the area in low lands 
was compensated for, to some extent, by the cultivation of 
high lands not ordinarily grown with rice In some districts 
jute supplanted nee, owing to a nse m its price, and a simul¬ 
taneous fall m the price of nee at the close of last year. 

4. Character of the crop —From the district returns 
appended to this note, it will be seen that out of the 45 dis- 
tncts of these Provinces, 12 districts, vie , Midnapore, Dinaj- 
pur, Darjeeling, Rangpur, Bogra, Pabna, Dacca, Champaran, 
Bhagalpur, the Sonthal Parganas, Palamau, and Singhbhum, 
return estimates of crops above the normal of 100 per cent., 
six districts, vis , Birbhum, Mymensmgh, Chittagong, Gaya, 
Malda, and Manbhum return normal crops, and 26 distncts 
return crops varying from 75 per cent to below 100 per cent. 
Only one district, vts , Angul, shows a poor crop of 50 per 
cent. The returns from Bihar vary considerably, those 
from North Bengal are uniformly high, while the estimates 
sent up from Central and East Bengal and Onssa are on the 
whole poor On comparing the estimates of outturn for this 
year with the corresponding figures of last year, it will 
appear that 13 out of the 45 distncts report better crops 
than those of last year, three leport equal crops, and 29 
worse crops 

5. Outturn —The ncc crop in many low-lying areas has 
been damaged by excess of ram m the latter half of June 
and in July and August, and insects are reported to have done 
some injury m the districts of Khulna, Dacca, Backergunge, 
Noakhali, and Pun The weather has, however, been favour¬ 
able during September, and prospects are good at present. 
Taking all these circumstances into consideration, it may be 
estimated that 95 per cent of a normal outturn will be obtain¬ 
ed and it is possible that, if favourable showers fall in Octo¬ 
ber and the crop is harvested in fine weather, the outturn 
may reach the normal.

The numhei of districts under this class remains the same (13) as m the 
year 1897-98, but Birbhum has descended to class II and Hazanbagh and 
Rangpur to class III from class I of the preceding year? their places being 
taken by Nadia, Purnca, and Balasore All of these districts, except the three 
named last, showed equally good results during the last three years, ana the results 
are creditable to the officers concerned. Though Din&jpur, Pun, and Noakhah 
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retain tfieir former position, they show a decrease in both the current and 
arrear collections Both current and arrear demands were realised in full m 
Singhbhum during 1897-98, but m the year under review the percentage of 
current collections on net current demand was 98 9 The districts of Jalpai- 
gun, Singhbhuitt 1 , and Bogra succeeded in collecting the whole arrear demand.

Birbhum descended duung the j oar from the fn st to the second class, 
owing, it is said, to the non-payment of the cesses till after the close of the year, 
by certain 7 amindars who are habitual defaulters and against whom certificates 
issued Murshidabad and Gaj a rose to this class from classes IV and Til, respec¬ 
tively. In both these districts there was an improvement m the collection of 
cunont demand, but tho arrear collections showed pool results The short collec¬ 
tions in Muishidabad aio attributed to the difficulty experienced m realising ceBses 
direct from rent-freo lands, winch were valued perfunctorily at the last revalua¬ 
tion No explanation has been furnished of the falling off in Gaya, and the 
Collector has been requested to see that better results aie sccuied m future

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The figures in the first column of the above statement represent the per¬ 
centage of current collections on the current demand of the districts against’ 
which they are noted, after eliminating the sums affected by the period of grace, 
which ended after tho close of the year, for the realisation of which no coercive 
measures could be taken within the year The balance thus Arrived at is the true 
arrear for the collection of which the District Officer is responsible, and it is the 
figures in column 1 which must therefore be takon as the criterion of the work 
done. Nadia and Gaya have, as stated before, risen to classes I and II, respec¬ 
tively, while Manbhum and Mymensingh have descended to class IV On the 
other hand, Rangpur and Ha/anbagh have come down to this class from class I, 
and Cuttack, Fandpur, and Monghyr have gained a step Eliminating the 
amounts affected by the period of grace, Khulna, Rangpur, Champaran, Backer- 
gunge, Hazanbagh, Darbhanga, Jossore, and Ranchi succeeded m attaining the 
prescribed standard for the first class, exceeding 90 per cent The short collections 
in Rangpui were due to tho absence of voluntary payments on account of the 
very low puco of nee and other agricultural products In Cuttack, collections 
were retarded by tho defaults of some big zamindars, especially the /amindar 
of Aul. In Tippera and Ranchi, large sums, on account of the March kist, were 
realised after tho close of the year In the 24-Parganas the reason assigned 
is tho same as in tho last year, namely, that petty defaulters availing them¬ 
selves of the concession gi anted m 1895, whereby tho levy of interest for 
petty arrears was foibidden, withheld payment of cesses until the issue of 
attachment and sale notices The bad outturn of crops dm mg the last two 
years and the cyclone of 1897 told seriously upon the condition of tho people 
of Chittagong, and account for the short collections in the district The poor 
results in Muzaffarpui were duo to the damage done by tho floods of 1898 
The prevalence of distress m the first quarter of tho year and tho failure 
of the jute crop from which the laiynts get most of their ready mone y a re 
among the causes which contributed to the short collections m Jossore. With 
regard to Monghyr, the Board wnte —“ The majority of the zamindars 
pay their cessos through tipdai s or agents, who appear to be in the habit of 
utilising the money of their constituents for their own benefit The practice 
of paying Government demand through these agents, who watch the proceed¬ 
ings of the Arrear Collection Department and do not pay the cesses till 
certificates are ready to bo filed, is one of the causes which impede the 
collection from reaching the prescubed standard.” Midnapore has improved 
a little in collecting both cunent and arreai demands The bad results m 
Palamau are attributable to defaults by the zamindars of Sonepura, Nowa, &c.

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The figures in the first column give the same information as the figures m 
the first column of the statement for third class districts Saran, Hooghly, 
Shahabad, and Bankura have appeared in this list for the last four years, 'while 
Mymeneiugh and Manbhum have come down to this class fiom class III, and 
Pabna and Bure}wan from class II. Eliminating the amounts affected by the 
period of grace, Pabna, Bhagalpur, and Shahabad attained the prescribed 
standard as regards current collections Compared with the last year’s figures, 
current collections fell off in Shahabad, Bankura, Hooghly, and Saran, while all 
th ese districts, except Shahabad, showed an improvement in arrear collections. 
The short collections in Shahabad are ascribed to the general unwillingness of 
the people to pay the cesses, and in Bankura to the payment by somo of the big 
estates of their dues for the March kist after the close of the grace days 
The disinclination of the proprietors to pay the cesses until coercive measures 
were enforced, the attempts on tho part of numerous petty proprietors to evade 
payment in the hope that the co sharers would pay their dues, and mistakes 
on the occasion of the last evaluation are reasons given to account for the 
fallin g off in Hooghly Except the last mentioned one, however, no excuse 
is given for the shortness of collections which is not common to every 
dist rict m the Province, and the Lieuteuant-Govemor hopes that better results 
may be obtained m future The bad results m Saian are said to be due 
to the incorrect state of the Land Registration Register D, m consequence of 
which the work m the Certificate Department was delayed, and in many 
cases unsuccessful, and to the loniency shown m selling estates dunng the year, 
a leniency hardly to bo justified m view of the continued bad results of the 
last four years The Board of Revenue rightly consider the explanation 
ina dequate, and havo drawn the Bpecial attention of tho Commissioner to the 
matter. In Pabna, many of the proprietors did not pay their dues until 
coercive measures were taken, and notices of certificates for less than Rs. 5 
madn out for the last kist of 1897-98 were not issued till December 1898 m 
accordance with the rules as to water districts. In regard to Burdwan, the 
Board write —(i) “ The curreui demand was considerably raised, and the 
amount by which it was raised could not bo realised on account of the new 
assessment having been made late m the year, (») a sum of Rs. 10,168 was 
remitted by the Maharaja of Kasim Bazar after the close of the year, (m) 
Rs. 24,898 was also realised after the close of the year from the Burdwan 
Raj, (*») evasion of payment of arrears by parties who try to throw the burden 
of payment on their co-sharerB, (v) difficulty experienced in the realisation of 
arrears fiom revenue-free estates and rent-free holdmgs under direct collection 
on account of the non-registration of names by most of the proprietors and 
their successors and of the tiansfer of rights ana titles necessitating in many 
cases tbe. issue of fresh certificates.” The collections m Mymensmgh wore 
retarded by the defaults of somo of the proprietors of largo estates, while the 
poor results m Manbhum were due to the non payment of the cesses due by 
certain encumbered estates. Compared with the figures for the previous year, 
Bhagalpur showed an improvement in current collections, but as the arrear 
lists for the whole year 1897-98 could not be prepared kist after kist, there was 
a falling off m the percentage of arrear collections This explanation, as the 
Board nghtly observe, is not satisfactory

The number of certificates filed during the year 1898-99 has increased by 
23,806. The inceaBe occurred in all the Divisions except Rajshahi, Bhagalpur, 
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and Chota Nagpur The largest number of certificates was filed in the districts 
of Hooghly 00,567), Saran (10,530) Gaya (8,969), Midnapore (8,555), Patna 
(8,210) Chittagong (7,413) Shahabad v 0,020) Darbhanga (5,431) Muzaffarpur 
(5,311) and Cuttack (5,183) The number of objections filed against certifi¬ 
cates w?s 8,142 against 7,658 in 1897-98 In Saian, Jlooghly, Dacca, 
Gaya, and Mursludabad, the numbor of cancellations was 191, 172, 141, 
104, and 101 out of 835, 1,835, 581, 434 and 126, objections disposed of 
respectively. The defective state of land registration is the cause of the large 
number of cancellations m Saran and Dacca In Hooghly, it was due to double 
assessment, reduction of valuation on objection, and to failure to trace out 
lands or their holders In Muidudabad and also in Myrncn singh, it is 
attributed “putly to the death of the judgment-debtors befoie the certificates 
wore filed, and partly to the me-takes discovered on objections being filed 
that tlio judgment debtors were not liable for the amount under certificate ” 
m other woids, to caielessness in the Collectors office Closer supervision is 
evidently required m those two districts In 3,323 cases, as against 2,866 
m 1897-98, sales wero effected to lealiso the cesses The mcieasc was duo to 
a laige number of sales in Gaya, and the Board have asked the Collector to 
explain the cause 

8 Paitial valuations and revaluations were completed m the dis¬ 
tricts of Midnapoio, 24-Parganas, Khulna, Hajshahi, Dmajpur, Jalpaigun, 
Daijcohng, Kangpur, Bogra, Fandpui, Backeigunge, Tippera, Shahabad, 
Malda, and tlazaribagh.

the month in tho cxtieme west of Bihar was duo to this disturbance Between tho 16th and 
18th thoie occuncd tho greater part of the total fall for tho month in Shahabnd, Saran, 
and Chnmpann, amounting on an averago to 5 mohes 

The second disturb race hog in about tho 18th, probably m the south of tho Bay, and 
moving noitmvmls doveloped into a cy clonic storm of moderate seventy befoie the^centre

Taking into cons’dirition tho fad that at the only high level station from which 
infoimation is availibk, viz Pcdong, the heavy rainfall begin and ended twenty-lour hours 
beforo that at Daijcclmg, and also tho separation of the aieiot heavy lamfall from the 
• depiession shown m the lower atmosphme stiata, it appears possible that the phenomenal 
character of tho rainf ill was duo to a disturbance m tho higlioi strata as to which thore can, 
of course, bo only surmise 

Tho rainfall which begin on Saturday, tho 23rd, was maintained during the 24th and 
part of the 25th in tho Himalayas m consequence ol tho depression reaohmg the hilly 
region as a well defined depiossion ot modeiato depth and theioafter breaking up in 
the course of a lew hours, an occurrom o winch is invariably attended by heavy rainfall, 
at timos over a much wider are i than that immediately under the influence of the t cyclonic 
wind circulation 

At the beginning of tho month tho pressure distribution was normal over the Bay, but 
as there was a oonsiderabb defect inland, tho gradient was sloopor than usual at that season 
A fairly strong monsoon was blowing aoruss tho Bengal coast with Ian easterly tendency, and 
though lainfali was fairly general, the only heavy falls occurred in East md North Bengal 
Temperature variation from tho normal varied from oxoess of 7° in the south of the Circars 
to delect of 3 1 in North Bengal A steady moderate nso of pressure followed, the strength 
of the monsoon current diminished, and i ninfail became light and scattorc d first in the west 
of the province, and after two or throo days interval in tho eastern districts Fairly heavy 
general rainfall continued m East Bengal till tho 5th and in North Bengal till the 7th, after 
vvIik h runiall almost entirely coased till the 10th, exoopt m tho extreme) noith of North Bengal, 
Dunng tho early part of the month pressure was steadily above the normal over the pro¬ 
vince with general westerly winds On the 9th a diffused low piessure area appeared 'over tho 
noith ol the Bay, and led to a change of winds and indraught from the land aoross the Bengal 
coast, owing to whioh rainfall, as noted above, almost entirely ceased at inland stations. 

The depression continued shallow, and moving westward crossed the coast of the Circars 
on tho 11th, then moved north-westwurd, and on tho 14th was shown as a shallow diffused low 
pressure aiea over the North-Western Piovinces Up to that time sfcuth- easterly winds 
prevailed ovfr Bengal, and general, though usually light, rainfall prevailed over the provinoe, 
except in Bihar 

After the 14th the shallow depression moved eastward into Bengal and gave boavy 
ram to iho northern districts dunng its pipage The falls wjre heavy and general m the 
west of lhliar on the 15th, and rain continued Lilly genoral m that region ior about three 
da^B The aiea of heavy ram followed tho course of the depression eastward, the heaviest* 
falls occurring in North Bengal on the 17th and 18th 

About that time weather was becoming unsettled m the south of tho Bay, but was not 
apparent at the coast stations, except by the steeper gradient m Madras and Ceylon The 
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depression moved northwards, bat did not beoomo well definod till the 21st, when lowest 
pressure was near the oentre of the northern part of the Bay Strong winds prevailed over 
the Southern area, and on the 22nd the average velocity increased to 25 miles an hour at 
Diamond Island The disturbance advanced slowly northward, and on tho morning of the 
23rd the centre was near Saugor Island with a depth, as compared with the normal, of about 
25 inch » 

During its approach heavy ram had fallen in South-West Bengal and the adjacent parts 
of Orissa and Chota Nagpur, Saugor Island, Bolasore and Purulu, ail receiving at least six 
inches withm the previous 24 hours 

On the morning of the 24th the depression lay over North Bengal and tho east of 
Bihar, and was of about the same depth as when at the head of the Bay Cyclonic winds 
of moderate strength prevailed over the provinoe, and very heavy ram fell to tho north-west 
of the central area, notably at Bhagalpur, Banka, Arana, Furbesganj, Godda, Mohajama and 
Barko\)e, all of which received between 10 and I5 # inches 

During the 24th the depression appears to have turned oastwaid, and moving in a north¬ 
easterly direotion broko up on leaching the hills That there was no definite depression 
during the heavy rainfall on the 20th in tho lower ranges of the hills may bo inferred from 
the pressure changes which occurred at Darjeeling Pressure ft 11 05 inch on the 24th and 
rose 08 inch on the 28th, these ohanges being no larger than frequently ocour under 
ordinary circumstances The heavy rainfall probably extended some distance westward into 
Nepaf, but eastward it fell off rapidly in amount 

At 8 a m on the 25th all signs of the disturbance had ceased, except that there was a 
faint cyclonic circulation of winds m North Bengal Pressuio had risen very rapidly over 
the province, and, being m excess of tho normal, fine weather became general, and continued, 
practically without rainfall, till the end of the month. 

Pressure changes were small tlnoughout the month, except duung tho passage tho 
depression between the 23rd and 25th, when there was fiibt a rapid fall, then a very rapid 
recovery, the rise in North Bengal between 8am of the 24th and the same hour of the 
25th being 3 inch On on average for the month pressure was above the normal by 
nearly 06 mob in the south-wostern dishicts and between 01 and 02 inch in other parts 

Temperature —Temperatures were high during a groat part of the month, except in the 
north-east In Assam and tho adjacent part of North Bengal there was considerable defect, 
greatest at Dhubri, where it was 2° 4 From the north east excess increased towards the 
west and south-west, and was as muoh as 4° m part of Onssa and Chola Nagpur Minimum 
temperaturo was practically normal over the whole pi ounce 

Mean excess was 2° m Orissa and Chota Nagpur, 1° 7 m South-West Bengal, 1° in 
Bihar, and about half a degree m East and North Bengel 

The following table gives a oondensod summary of tho rainfall statistics of tho present 
year up to dato for each meteorological division, the iirst nino columns giving the aotual 
average falls in eaoh division for each month expressed as a peroentago of the normal, while 
the tenth column gives the actual rainfall of the first nine months as a percentage of the 
normal rainfall for that period — •

Rainfall —At the beginning of September the low piessuie in the east of the province 
diverted the moist winds from the Bay m that direotion, and general moderately heavy rain 
was of daily ooourrenoe in East and North Bengal and the adjacent part of Assam As 
pressurcr rose, the rainfall area contracted towards the east, and had practically ceased m East 
Bengal by the 7th, but continued in North Bengal till the 10th 

The rainfall during the remainder of the month was caused by the two disturbances 
referred to above Tho first caused general showery weather, though not heavy ram, till it 
began to move eastward from the North-West Provinces about the 15th, after which for 
several days heavy falls were numerous in Bihar and North Bongal 

About the 19th the second disturbance began to cause indraught fiom the province 
towards the Bay with the consequent decrease of rainfall, but as it moved northwards heavy 
ram set m and preceded the storm over a tract of country of varying breadth extending 
from the north-west of the# Bay northwards to Bhagalpur, after which it turned north¬ 
eastward across the Nepal Tern towards the Sikkim hills The areas of heaviest rainfall 
%wero m Manbhum, Godda, Bhagalpur, and from the extreme north of Purnea, norm-cast- 
ward In these the falls were from 10 to 15 inches and m the hills from 15 mohes upwards 
OVer the bract of varying breadth lying from south to north the falls varied between 5 and 
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ID inches, while to tho east and west only light or moderate rain fell 

The total rainfall for the month was m defeot except in the extreme east, where rainfall 
was fairly continuous throughout, and in the distriots over whioh the storm of the 23rd to 
25th passed The areas of exoess are m South-West Bengal, Manfrhum, North Bengal, 
the we^t of Bihar, and part of East Bengal The exoess was small except m the northern 
districts, whore it was generally between 5 and 10 inches, and in the Darpelmg Hills, where 
it was between 15 and 20 mohos 

In Onssa and the west of Ohota Nagpur there was a large defeot, generally between 5 
and 8 inches, and m the parts of the provmoe other than those referred to above there was 
usually a small defect On an average for the large divisions Noith Bengal reoeived 2 5 
inches m excess, East Bengal 17, and Bihar pr&atioally the normal amount The defeot m 
South-West Bengal was less than 1 inch, m Ohota Nagpur 3 5 mohes, and m Onssa nearly 
5 mohes 

The following tablo contains full data for the oompanson of tho actual and normal 
rainfall of the month of September m all districts of the provmoe The figures are denved 
from the averago and actual rainfall of the rnm-reoording stations m each diBtnot, due allow¬ 
ance or weight Tbemg made for the area which oaoh station represents This gives a more 
aoourate average than the arithmetical means given m the monthly meteorologioal tables 
The first column gives the normal or average district rainfall as determmed from the rainfall 
observations of the past 25 years, the seooud oolumn givos the aotual district rainfall as 
determmed from the weighted actual rainfalls of the month at the reporting stations in e&oh 
district, the third oolumn expresses the ratio of the aotual district fall of me past month to 
the normal rainfal as a percentage , and the fourth oolumn states as a percentage how much 
the district rainfall for the month vanod from the normal —

Theie is a steady progress m registration m Bengal, closely corresponding, 
as was to be expected, to tho incicase in the sale of non-judicial stamps, which 
was discussed in a recent Resolution The total numbei of deeds registered 
dunng the period under review is larger than that in any of the three preceding 
triennial pel mds The increase is equally noticeable m the case of deeds of 
which the registration is compulsory, and of those which it is at the option of 
Ike parties to register oi not, and it is not confined to deeds relating to immove¬ 
able propeity, but extends to other classes of documents A maiked feature of 
the period is a lapid increase of registration in Oris6a The increase for the 
whole triennial period as computed with that preceding is in that tract 33 per, 
cent, and m 1898 99 compared with 1895-96 it was no less than 72 per cent 
The In'qiector-Oeneial assents that the recent settlement operations m the 
Division have left the mipiession that occupancy tenancies are tiansferable, and 
that many tiansfeis have in consequence been made Whatever the impression, 
tlieio is no question as to the fact of the sudden and large expansion of transfers 
in Oin-sa It appeals from Statement XIII of tho Inspector-General’s report 
that tin gieat bulk of these tiansfers is fiom one raiyat to another, but m Pun 
the sales to the money-lending classes are now ominously froquent,* and 
enquiries will be made through the Board of Revenue The total receipts 
of the tm nmal pc nods show a steady advance in the income of the depart¬ 
ment, although tho mji plus left alter meeting tho expenditure fluctuates 
Tho laigest sui plus was that obtained for the tnenmum 1890-91 to 1892-93, 
which amounted to Rs 19,69,424 The next period showed a considerable 
decic ase, and it was explain* d m the last ti tennial Resolution that this was 
attnbutablo to tho oidtis of 189d, under which the minimum ad valorem 
legislation foe was r**duced fiom twelve to eight annaB. The immediate effect 
of the reduction has since been counteibalanced by an increase m the number 
oi deeds, and tho surplus for the peiiod which expired with the last financial 
v*.u was Rs 19,u3,575, nearly reaching the high figure mentioned above. 
Exp* nditure nearly keeps pace with the increase m receipts, but 83 per cent, 
of the charges consist of the commission fees and fixed salaries, w hich are 
legulatul by iule, the cost of establishment is moderate, and the Lieutenant- 
Governor finds no reason to suppose that there is any want of economy in the 
woiking *»t the depatment. During this period registrations were most 
numerous m 1897-98, when the prevalence of famine and distress in many 
districts, «specially those of Bihar, caused larger recourse to sales, mortgages 
and borrowing on money-bonds. Good crops and the* consequent return of 
prosperity led to a decline in registration dunng the past year 1898-99, but tho 
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total number of documents was nevertheless higher than in 1896-97, which 
also included some months of distress, and evidence is thus afforded of the 
tendency on the part of the people to avail themselves more and more of 
registration. In the recent Resolution on the Administration of the Stamp 
Department, notice was taken of tho marked fall m the sale of documentary 
stamps m 1898 99* as evidence of the rapid recovery of the people from the 
effects of famine There is similar evidence in tho registration returns, but on 
the stamps side the high water-mark was reached m 18% 97, on the registration 
side it was not reached till 1897-98 Registration is of course a later stage in 
a transaction than tho execution of the dcod which embodies it, but it is not 
uninstructive that legistration is not always so immediate as was to be 
expected. 

This is the fourth triennial report on the woiking of the department 
submitted to Government It will be convenient if, m preparing such ri ports 
m future, the Inspector-Geneial of Registration will base his remarks and 
comparisons more on the figuies and results of the tucnmal period rather than 
on those of tho single yeai which has just elapsed, the latter being noticed also 
where they call foi comment 

3 Compulsory registrations affeetmq immoveable property —Tho following 
statement furnishes the figures for deeds affecting immoveable property, the 
registration of which is compulsory, for the four last tucnmal periods —

The largo increase in deeds of gift presented for registration was noticed 
m the Government Resolution of 1896. The puiod under review shows a 
fuitbor considerable increase, the total number of such deeds for tho last 
triennial period being 29,324, as compared with 25,370 in the penod pieeeding 
The districts showmg the largest number of these deeds lelatmg to immoveable 
property are Mwlnapore, Dacca, Tippera, and Mymensingh The tlueo last 
districts have a large Muhammadan population, whose powei of disposing of 
property by will is restricted by then law, and tho Inspectoi-Geneial believes 
that there is a growing tendency to meet this disability by the device of 
transferring property by gift in old age or failing health Gifts of property 
are also frequently made to wives for the marriage dower, or by persons 
starting, on a distant pilgrimage Generally deeds of gift, aie more numerous 
in the districts of Bengal Proper than in Bihar and Orissa 

The total number of deeds of sale of immoveable proporty registered 
during the tnenn\gl period was 1.061,983, as compared with 882,427 in the 
preceding period* the increase being obsorved m deeds of both under and ovet 
Rs. 100 in value. The highest figuro was reached in 1897-98, and a consider¬ 
able fall occurred in the past year, a season of plenty having succeeded two 
years of pressure. Out of the total of 1,061,983 deeds of sale registered dunng 
the lasttuemual period, ao less than 736,03d related to raiyati holdings, 166,341 
of which weie held at fixed rates, and the remainder with the right of 
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occupancy The subjoined statement shows the large rue in registration of 
doods of this class —

The figures, the Lieutenant-Governor is glad to seo, indicato no increase in 
the percentage of those holdings which pass into the hands of money-lenders, 
the transactions being chiefly and increasingly between laiyats Tho Inspec¬ 
tor-General should have quoted the High Couit rulings to which he alludes 
as affecting transfers of holdings m Champaran and Dacca It is under¬ 
stood that ho refers, in one case, to the decision of the High Court of 1897, 
reported in the Calcutta Series, volume XXIV, page 353, m the case of Bhiran 
All Shaik Shikdar (defendant) versus Gopi Kant Shaha (plaintiff), in which it 
was ruled that, in tho absenco of local usage or custom to tho contrary, occu¬ 
pancy holdings are not saleable otherwise than at the instance of the landlord 
seoking satisfaction for a decree for ai rears of rent Enquiry will be made in 
the Revenue Depaitment in regard to the practice which is said to have 
spiung up in Clnmparan under which the landlord requires the tenant who 
desires to transfer to formally surrender the land, and takes a fee (salami) 
or enhanced rent from tho incoming tenant It may be noted that land so 
sunendered does not, as stated, become strut or proprietor’s land, but remains 
raiyati land Instruments of mortgage are only subjeot to compulsory regis¬ 
tration where immovoable property ot a value of Rs 100 oi upwards is hypo¬ 
thecated The number of such deeds for the period under review was 419,464, 
compared with 336,745 for the preceding triennial period The year 1897-98, 
for the reason already mentioned, shows the largest figure yet attained under 
this head, tho next highest being that for the last year of the triennial period. 
Most districts shaie the tailing off in numbers m this year, compared with that 
preceding Among the exceptions are Mymensingn and Tippera In tho 
former, it is explained that transfers of occupancy rights having been declared 
to be void unless sanctioned by custom, mortgages have taken their place in 
Tippera it is romaiked that money-lenders are now less willing than formerly 
to advance funds on a simple bond, and require the socunty afforded by a 
mortgage If, in Tippera, the mortgage of occupancy rights is valid at all, this 
change of practice will be beneficial by bringing the laiyat face to face with the 
dangers of debt to his tenure Tho interesting information which the Inspector- 
General gives will be brought to the special notice of the Board of Revenue 

Tho bulk of the remaining transactions under this hoad consists of leases, 
of which tho total for the period was 1,113,922, as compared with 1,003,132 
in the preceding triennial period The increase has occurred in both perpe¬ 
tual and term leases Perpetual leases are most numerous in the littoral or 
other districts of Bengal traversed by large rivers, where large alluvial areas are 
settled or resettled, and tenants requiro tho inducement of a permanent tenancy 
to undertake tho expense of clearing the land The average area of land taken 
on the term leuses is comparatively small, the annual rental being Rs 25 or 
under m no less than 76 4 per cent of the total number 
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The proportion of lettings in which pattae are given to the lessee as 
evidence of the'terms of his holding has somewhat decreased in the period 
under review, as compared with the triennial period preceding The reluc¬ 
tance of zammdars to grant pat las to the tenants executing kabultyate for their 
holdings has been commented on in past reports and resolutions Tho Inspec¬ 
tor-General ascubes it correctly to disinclination on account of tho expense 
and inconvenience involved, to an idea among the bigger rammdars especially 
that their dignity would suffer, and to an apprehension that put his would assist 
the tenants in establishing occupancy rights Where settlements are made under 
Chaptor X of the Tenancy Act, the need for pattas and kabuliyats disappears, 
their placo being taken by entries in the settlement recoids It is nowhere 
usual to grant pattas for loases of raiyati holdings, except when tho area is 
large or the tenancy is of some special kind 

4 Optional Registration affecting immoveable property —The following 
statement shows tho numbers of deeds affecting immoveable property presented 
for registration during the last four triennial periods of which the registiation 
was optional —

The most numerous class of deeds under this head is that of instruments 
of mortgago of value less than Rs 100 Tho mcreaso m the number of 
such registrations is vory marked, the total of 757,270 reached in the last 
period boing more than double that attained in the first of the four periods 
The largest total during the last three years is that for 1897-98, and this 
was to be expected Tho large figure for 1898-99 shows, however, that the 
incroaso in the preceding year was not entirely attributable to the famine 
The recognition by the people of the advantage which registration confers 
probably accounts for the increasing number of these documents presented for 
registration, and the same explanation may be offered foi the increase under 
the head of leases for one year or less ana miscellaneous documents 

5. Registrationsbot affecting immoveable property. —The following statement 
furnishes figures for the last four triennial periods Conesponding figures are 
also given for frills and authorities to adopt —

The only class of deeds under this head of which registration is compul¬ 
sory is that of instruments of gift, the obligation to register being imposed in 
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their case by the Transfer of Property Act. The number of such deeds shows 
an increase in the last triennial period, but some falling off in the past two 
years. It is remarkable that out of the 603 deeds registered during the past 
year, 310 were presented in the Dacca district. The majority of these related 
to gifts of jewels by Muhammadans to their wives at marriage. , 

The bulk of tho documents under* this head oonsists of obligations for the 
paymont of money The increase is steady, the fall m the past year being the 
natural consequence of agricultural prosperity. It is reported, however, that in 
some districts deeds of this kind are now less resorted to than formerly, and 
that security is now more generally required for loans The very marked 
increase noted above m optional registrations of mortgages of small value is 
probably in some measure due to the substitution of that class of deed for' 1 the 
simple bond without security 

The number of wills presented for registration shows atendency to decline, 
as is also the case with authorities to adopt. The number of wills deposited in 
sealed covers remains small. It has been found that of the wills deposited in 
this manner many he unopened long after the death of tho testator, whose 
wishes may thuB remain unfulfilled. The question whether action should be 
ttiken to bnng the existence of such wills to the notice of the persons presumably 
interested or whether tho wills should be opened if they are not claimed, has 
been considered, and the Government of India have decided that it must be left 
to tostators to make their own arrangements to cause effect to be given to wills 
thus deposited There are obvious objections to any interference on the part 
of the Government in the matter. 

6 Inspectiont —The total number of inspections made dunng the year 
1898 99 was 1,423, and this shows some improvement over the corresponding 
figure for the last year of the preceding triennial period. At the instance of 
this Government, the Government of India in 1897 sanctioned the conversion 
of the two appointments of Special Inspectors on salaries of Rs. 700 and Rs. 500, 
respectively, into three appointments, having attached to them the pay of 
Rs. 500, Rs 400, and Rs 300, respectively. Dunng the year 1898-99, out of 
428 offices open 296 wero inspected by the Special Inspectors. The Lieutenant- 
Governor is disappointed and dissatisfied, especially with the small number of 
inspections done by the third Inspector, and he expects a marked improvement 
in the present yeai The first Inspector must also inspect a far larger number 
of offices instead of repeating inspections of particular offices. Inspections by 
Special Sub-Registrars attached to each district involve their absence frpm the 
head-quarters stations, and difficulty frequently arise? in arranging for the 
registration duties of their sub-districts during their absence. With the view of 
obviating this inconvenience, and enabling the Special Sub-Registrar to 
perform his inspection duties with greater regularity, joint offices have been 
created at some head-quarters stations. The Sub-Registrar of these, having 
concurrent jurisdiction with the Special Sub-Registrar, is Able to perform his 
ordinary registration work dunng his absence. 

7. Value of Property transferred under registered deeds .—The aggregate 
value of immoveable property transferred by registered documents dunng the 
triennial penod was Rs bl,98,73,218, as compared with Rs. 52,02,11,989 
dunng the preceding triennial penod, the corresponding figures for moveable 
property being Rs. 7,74,02,786 against Rs 7,20,69,961 in the preceding period. 
This increase is mainly due to the transactions of the first year of the penod, 
a decrease having occurred m the two last years. 

8. It was noted in the Resolution on the last tnenmal report that there 
had been a very marked decrease in the number of registrations under sections 
12 (permanent tenures ) and 18 (holdings at fixed rates) of the Bengal Tenancy 
Act, the number having fallen from 79,109 in 1886-87 to 14,780 in 1895-96. 
The last year of the penod now under review shows a further decline, the total 
being 13,083 The discontinuance of registration of transfers of occupancy 
holdings, which is not authorised by the Act, partly accounts for the decrease, 
but these provisions are unpopular alike with landlord and tenant. The land¬ 
lords are unwilling to accept the small fees, or fear that acceptance might be 
construed into admission of adverse nghts, while the tenants ^object to pay the 
fees, as they are required stall to pay salami for mutation of names in the 
landlord’s office. The provisions of section 176 of ^he Act, which relates to the 
registration of encumbrances, are practically hiopertfilm Resort wfts had to 
registration under this section in two cases only during the year.

that for the first period. The following remarks of the Registrar of Calcutta 
regarding the large decline in registiation in the past year may be quoted — 

“The past year was a bad year for Calcutta offices The presentations here depend a 
great deal upon the trade of the plaoe Circumstances combiued and brought about results 
greatly detrimental to the interests of the mercantile community The general feeling of 
uncertainty and distrust m the fluctuating rates of exchange is the principal item Next 
may be noted the influx of English capital in the several departments of trade m Imda, 
which is gradually reduoing the number of companies out m India, and consequently a fever 
number of deeds are registered here The system of amalgamated tea and other companies 
is a new feature in Indian trade, and in a few of these newly consolidated companies several 
Indian oompames have been absorbed The last cause is the plague scare, which has to some 
extent frightened the lower olasses out of town, and the want of labourers and the high pnce 
of labour are indireotly affecting trade ”

The Report of the Commissioner of Exoise for the year 1898-99 with the observations 
of the Board of Revenue 

Mr. R. Q. Gupta held tho office of Excise Commissioner throughout the 
year. He had immediately under him three Deputy Collectors, ono as his 
Personal Assistant, and two as Travelling Inspectors of Excise In 18 districts, 
14 of which have central distilleries, the excise administration was in charge 
of Special Deputy Collectors, while in 20 districts ordmaiv Deputy Collectors 
were in charge of excise in addition to tttSiT regular duties. Sub-Deputy 
Collectors were in charge of tho nine most lrinotftaut distilleries, the remainder 
being in chaise of non-gazetted officers. l!n tho executive branch of the 
subordinate establishment, and among tho clerks m tho office branch, the 
numbers remained the same as m the previous year, viz., 201 and 141, 
respectively; while four of the old excise darogas were replaced by men of a 
~ipenor class. 
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2. Inspection *.—The lours of the Excise Commissioner ocoupied 121 days, 
and the Inspectors of Excise were on tour for 238 and 252 days, respectively. 
Every district and distillery and every depdt open throughout the year was 
visited by the Excise Commissioner himself or by one of his Inspectors. Most 
of the ganja warehouses, and a largo number of outstills and excise shops, 
were also mspocted, while all but 16 subdivisions in the province were visited 
by the Inspectors. With regard to inspections by Collectors, it is reported thait 
the Sadar Excise offices in Muzaffaipur and Darbhanga were not inspected 
at all, and that tbo distillery in Dumka, which had not been inspected 
once m the previous year, was again not inspected duung the year under 
review as often as the rules require. In 14 out of the 18 districts, in which 
Special Deputy Collectors were employed, the prescribed minimum of tounng 
(150 days) was attained In Darbhanga and Ranchi, where the deficiency was 
most conspicuous, the Board state the explanations received aro not satisfactory. 
For Deputy Collectors of the ordinary staff, who are employed on excise work, 
the minimum penod of touring is fixed at 90 days, m 17 out of 26 districts, 
the prescribed amount of tounng was done, the deficiency in the remaining 
nine districts varying from 10 days m Bankura to 77 m Singhbhum. The 
reasons generally given for insufficient tours are the paucity of officers at head* 
quarters, the exigencies of judicial or other work, and tho ill-health of the 
officers concerned. In two distnets, Manbhum and Birbhum, where thetourmg 
was insufficient m 1897-98, as well as m 1898-99, the Deputy Collectors who 
wore in charge for the greater part of both years were Mr. W. H Mackenzie 
and Babu Bisvesvar Bhattacharji. Tho explanations given of the short toura 
performed by these officers are insufficient The Board will be requested to 
insist on the presenbed minimum being fully worked up to in future. 

3. Revenue and chaujes —Tho excise revenue was, as in previous years, 
realised from fees on licenses for the wholesale and retail sale of distilled and 
fermented liquors and drugs, distillery fees, and duty on the actual quantity of 
country rum, country spirit proparod in central distilleries, opium, and hemp 
drugs that passed into consumption. Duty on imported liquors is an item of 
the Imperial Customs revenue. Tho following statement shows the gross excise 
revenue, the charges, net revenue, and percentage of charges on gross revenue 
for the last five years —

In order, however, to obtain the true figures for the net revenue derived 
from excise, there should be added to the charges hero given Rs. 12,308 on 
account of refunds, and Rs. 5,565 for the excess of rewards distributed over 
fines realised, the latter of which are credited not to excise, but to Law 
and Justice This raises the expenditure to Rs 6,92,376 and reduces the 
net revenuo to Rs. 1,27,34,852 against Rs. 1,20,46,526 m 1897-98. Thus 
m placo of the large reduction in the receipts which was noted last year, 
a considerable advance, not only on the revenue of the t previous yew 
but on the receipts of 1896-97, has now to be recorded, addmg another to the 
many proofs of the prompt return of the province to prosperity sinew the late 
famine. Calculated on the population ascertained at the Census of 1891 fatter 
allowing for natuial increase at the rate of seven per thousand per annum), the 
incidence of excise revenue per head of population during the year under 
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review amounted to two annas and ten pies, against two annas and eight pies 
in 1897*98. The net decrease of Rs. 2,700 in charges is accounted for mainly 
by the discontinuance of tlie gram compensation allowance given to menials 
in the previous year. 

4. Revenue by Divisions. —Distributed according to Divisions, the gross

It will be seen that the increase was shared by all the Divisions The 
largest receipts were obtained, as usual, m the Presidency Division, including 
Calcutta, and the smallest m the Chittagong Division The Presidency and 
Patna Divisions between them contributed about half the excise revenue of tbo 
Province. 

5 Revenue and Consumption —The relation of tho growth of consumption 
to the growth of revenue is illustrated by the following statistics of the four 
chief articles of Excise —

In last year’s Resolution, the fact that thd consumption of excisable 
articles diminished in a larger proportion than the revenue derived therefrom 
was noted as a satisfactory proof that the accepted principle of raising a 
maximum of revenue from a minimun of consumption had boon carefully kept 
in view. The above figures, however, chow that it is not possible to secure 
this condition at* all seasons or under all circumstances. In the year under 
review the increase m consumption was proportionately larger than that in 
the revenue, and the reason is thus explained by the Board — 

“The rates of quantitatwe duty levied on these artidos remained unchanged, but th° 
amounts whioh the vendors engage to pay at the commencement of eaoh year for the prmleg® 
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of sale did not moreose in proportion to the quantities which were ultimately sold. The 
consumption of eaoh of these artioles had reoeived a oheok during the previous year, and it 
was not to be expooted that the vendors, with their experience of that year, would offer very 
high fpos for the shops during the year und er report Tho license fees operate as a oheok on 
sudden fluctuations m revenue, and tho loss sustained by the vendors by an unforeseen 
docioaso m the consumption of one year is reoouped by the lower fees which they pay in 
succeeding years

The above statement shows that country spirits continue to bring m the 
laigest revenue, and that the chief increase during the year occurred under this 
head Taking tho porcentago of revenue under each head on the total 
excise lovenuo, countiy spirits stand first with a percentage of 44 8, followed 
by hemp drugs (21*7), opium (18 7), tan (7 4), pachwat (2 9), and lum (2,')) 
This older is tho same as that ot tho pieccamg year, except that pachwat and 
turn bavo changed places, the revenue from the former having exceeded that 
from nun during the past year 

7 Current settlements —The settlements for the current year, as made up 
to the end of May last, show a marked increase of Rs. 7,33,102 as compared 
with the previous year, and this has been shared by all the divisions in the 
province The most marked increase occurred in tho Chota Nagpur Division 
(Rs 2,55,463), followed by tho Patna (Rs. 2,05,022) ana Presidency 
(Rs. 1,08,213) Divisions. The improvement is undoubtedly owing to tho 
cessation of scarcity and the bountiful harvests of the past year which have 
resulted in the settlement of a laiger number of liccnsos and enhanced fees 
dunng the current year 

8 Country spirit —Country spirit forms the chief source of excise revenue 
in Bengal Its manufacture aud sale are carried on under two systems— 
tho fixed duty or central distillery and tho outstill system The oentral distil* 
lenes aio maintained by Oovernment, stills aro worked within them by 
distillers, and the liquor is passed out, after tho levy of tho distillery fee and 
tho duty, for sale at licensed shops The distillery fee, which is levied at 
the rate of annas per London-proof gallon, except in certain metropolitan 
districts where the rate is 1 anna per gross gallon, is taken as a contribution 
to the cost of the establishments, and as rent for the use of the premises. 
Duty is levied at varying rates, ranging from Re. 1-14 to Rs. 5 per London* 
proof gallon tor different districts Outstills, on the other hand, are licensed 
at monthly fees, no separate duty being charged. The oentral distillery 
systom is m force throughout the liurdwan Division, except in certain wild

tracts of Bankura and Midnapoie, and also throughout the Presidency, Dacca, 
and Orissa Divisions, with the exception of the hilly tracts of Cuttack 
along the frontier of the Garhjat States, and in the Sonthal Parganas district 
in the Patna Division and the districts of Monghyr, Bhagalpur, and pait of 
Hazanbagh, a dual system of central distilleries and outstills is maintained, the 
areas served by the distilleries being defined, and outsails being placed at such 
distances as to nrmmise the risk of smuggling of outstill liquor into those areas 
In the Rajshahi and Chittagong Divisions, in the Chota Nagpur Division, except 
a small portion of Hazanbagh and Munbhum, and m the districts of Puinea 
and Malda of the Bltagalpui Division, the outstill system alone is in force 

Of the total revenue from country spint, Rs 11,05,315 was contributed 
by central distilleries under the three heads of license fees (Rs 10,73,628), 
still-head duty (Lis 19,67,410), and distillery fees (Rs 64,247), and 
Rs 29,02,478 by outstills, the former showing an increase of Rs 3,65,252 and 
the lattei of Rs 1,51,529 over the receipts of the previous year The number 
of outstills sanctioned lose from 2,096 in 1897 98 to 2,104 m the year under 
review, and the number settlod from 2,018 to 2,076, while the number of shops 
sanctioned for tho sale of distillery spirits fell fiom 1,199 to 1,190, and the 
number settlod from 1,10 3 to 1,186 The increase in the number of outstills 
open during the ) oar is due to the le-opemng of outstills in the wilder parts 
of Cuttack where they had beon closed for some time owing to the introduction 
of the distilleiy system, and to the fact that a laige numbei (78/ of the 
sanctioned number of outstills had remained unsettled m tho p-e\ ious year 
owing to the famine. In the Kurd wan Division there wis an mciease of 
revenue in Burdwan, Bnbhum, Hooghly, and nowiah, against a decline m 
Bankuia and Mtdnapore, tho net increase being Rs 23,906 The increase 
was largest in Hooghly, where the employment of a special detective 
force has resulted in incicaseti consumption of duty paid liquor Tho increase 
in the consumption of duty-paid liquoi m Bankura, which has a bad name for 
illicit dealings, was not maintained during the yiar under reviow The 
Fieuidenoy Division Bhows an increase m revenuo of Rs 2,19,294 shared by all 
’’the districts, Calcutta alone contributing Rs 1,80,046 in the Rajshahi 
Division with the districts of Purnea and Malda, a small increase of Rs 858 was 
obtained. Tho Dacca Division shows an increase m revenue of Rs 9,302, 
which is shaied by all the districts except Farnlput. In the Chittagong 
Division, where the consumption of spirits is very limited, the revenuo rose 
during the year by Rs 3,961. 

The Patna Division, which for excise purposes is taken to include the districts 
of Monghyr, Bhagalpur, and Hazanbagh, and is under the dual system of central 
distilleries and outstills, yields the lurgest revenue from country spirits, the 
amount realised in tho past year being Us. 20,81,467 against Rs. 18,95,726 m 
1897-9% the increase occurring in both the distillery and outstill areas 
Four of the five districts in the Bhagalpur Division have already been discussed, 
and there remains only the Sontnal Parganas, from which an increase of 
Rs 11,001 in revenue is returned The Urwsa and Chota Nagpur Divisions 
have also loturned an increase of Rs. 12,264 and Rs. 60,654, respectively 

Before the le-mtroduciion of the distillery system generally in Bengal, 
the revenue fiom country spirits was (with tho exception of ono yeai, 1883-84) 
highest m 1887-88 (*52 lakhs), after which it began to decline, ull it stood at 
46 lakhs in 1890-91 In 1891-92 it commenced to use steadily till 1896 97, 
when it reached Rs. 60,80,000 In 1897-98 it receded to Rs 55,bl,000, owing 
to the famine, but made a complete recoverv during the year under review, 
the figure standing at nearly Rs 00,£-8,000 In last year’s Resolution, reference 
was made to the relative consumption of outstill and distillery liquor in different 
districts of the Province and tho proportion of revenue bi ought in by vend 
license fees complied with duty, which had led tho Government of India to 
infer a widespread prevalence of illicit distillation and sale and the snuMvling 
of outstill liquor into distillery tracts The Supreme Government sfj^Hbted 
the adoption of certain measures to safeguard tho excise revonue fromsllntry 
spirits, and the matter has been engaging the atteution of the Board and tho 
Local Government The final conclusions of this Government aro held in 
* abeyance, pending a further report from tho Board. Meanwhile, as an outcome 
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of this conespondence, an Experiment is being tned in the districts of Bankura 
and the Sonthal Parganas, which have a bad reputation for illicit dealings, by 
which distillery liquor is coloured red in order to facilitate the detection of 
outstill liquor when smuggled into distillery areas 

In accoidanco ivith the desire expressed by Government last year, the 
Excise Commissioner hasineoiporated in the present repoita statement showing 
the consumption ot outstill and distillery liquor in diffeient districts of the 
Province, tne mcidonco of taxation per head, and the piopoition of revenue 
brought in by vend license fees compared with duty. He prefaces Ins remarks 
by the statement that the figures ot consumption of outBtill liquor are based 
on information furnished by the licensees and by inspecting officers, and are 
almost valueless foi puiposes of close comparison. If any value whatever be 
attached to them, they would seem to show that the incidence of revenue is no 
greater in the distillery than in the outstill areas, though the distillery system 
obtains in the w oaltluest tracts of Bengal, and that there are great inequalities 
of consumption between distillery districts, between outstill districts, and 
between tho distillery and outstill aieas of the same district All this would 
prinut facie establish the existence of illicit dealings, but the Excise Commis¬ 
sioner urges that m analysing the figures, sufficient allowance should be made 
for those ethnological and religious factors that account for the drinking habits 
of a people, e g , the chief dnnkois aio Hindi speaking races, aborigines, and 
mixed tubes, and to a much less extent Bengalis, while Unyas are almost 
total abstainers, consumption also Juries inversely with the pioportion of 
Muhammadans m the population Mr. Gupta has also urged elsewhere that 
the consumption of country spmt should not be consideied by itsolf, but 
along with that of rum, paehwai, tan , and imported liquors, and that the 
mcidenco of this combined revenue is a safer guide than that of the levenue 
from country spmt alone. It seems, however, to the Lieutenant-Governor 
that, making all allowances for these disturbing factors, it is difficult to resist 
tho conclusion t lat illicit consumption does prevail in Bankura, Midnapore, in 
paits of lloogkly, Buidwan, Nadia, and Murshidabad, thto Sonthal Parganas, 
and to somo extent in Onssa, and that there is leakage of revenue m the* 
distillery areas m Bihar and Hazanbagh That this is so is not denied by 
the Excise Commissioner whose criticisms are confined to pointing out the 
oxtent to which mfciences may saft ly be drawn from tho figures supplied. 

9 Sites of shops —The rules foibidding the opening of shops in a bazaar, 
on high loads oi close to places of public resort, seem to have been carefully 
observed, due regaid being given to public opinion m the matter. Dating the 
ycai a liquoi shop ra tho 24 Parganas, an outstill in Monghyr and three tart shops 
in Ilooghly, Howrah, and Shahabad, lespectively, were removed m deference to 
local opinion, a liquoi shop m the 21-Pargauas and two outstills m Jalpeiguri 
were closed at the instance of a mdl managor and the managers of tea 
estates, m Midnapore tho site of a paehwai shop was changed on the complaint 
of a missionary, and in Angul an outstill was transferred from* the interior 
of a village to a place outside 

10 Country mm. —The supply of country rum is derived from Sibpur 
near Howiah, from Sakn m Darbhanga, fium Shakjabanpur in the North- 
Western Provinces, and from Aska and Arkot m Madras. Moie than three- 
fifths of the demand is supplied by the Shahjahanpur distilleiy. The revenue 
Iiom mm fell fiom Rs 4,14,665 to Rs. 3,15,613 in the year under review, 
the quantity consumed having declined from 77,979 gallons London proof to 
50,053 gallons London-proof. Noither the Board nor the Excise Commissioner 
have as yet been able to trace the real cause of the striking decline in con¬ 
sumption, and tho Lieutenant-Governor will await with interest the special 
lepoit piomiscd by the Board. Meanwhile, it would appear that the raising of 
the duty on country rum in January 1898 from Rs 5 to Rs. 6 has had a mope 

ct on consumption than was anticipated by the Excise Comniii* 
610 ^P bulk of the trade in mm is carried on through Calcutta, where 
the quantity imported during the year amounted to 36,920 gross gallons. 
Excluding tho quantity exported to Ass.un and Port Blair 1 , (4,682 gross gallons), 
the amount consumed in Bengal itself was 31,238, of which *20,010 gross 
gallons wore consumed in Calcutta and 11,328 w the mufassal. The quantity 
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farther Imported into the Bengal mufassal direct from Shahjahanpur amounted 
to 3,032 gross or 2,029 London-proof gallons. 

11. Imported Itquor —The excise revenue from imported liquor, which 
consists exclusively of fees for wholesale and retail licenses, rose from 
Rs. 2,91,635 to Rs 3,06,350 Nearly one-half of the total revenue was collected 
in Calcutta. The number of wholesale licenses was reduced by 12, and 
that of retail lfhenBes by 2. The changes aie ascnbcd to the ordinary 
fluctuations of trade. The Lieutenant-Governoi regrets to notice a large 
merease in the importation of German white spirit, which is mainly used for 
the purpose of being manipulated into brandy and whisky. This question, 
however, is not one which can be dealt with by the excise authorities, who can 
do nothing to stop the practice beyond bringing it to notice 

'Iart —No duty is charged on tan, the sap of the palmyra or date 
tree«J>ut revenue is donved from license fees for the sale of both fermented 
and'fjpfermented tan. Tho number of licenses for the sale of the feiraented 
liquor during the year increased from 13,233 to 13,262, and for unfer¬ 
mented tan from 1,568 to 1,872 The total receipts lose from Rs 10,14,265 
to Rs. 10,28,219, the bulk of the increase oceurnng under fees for fermented 
tan The increase under this head was heaviest m the Patna district, and 
is explained by the fact that owing to the late settlement of the tan licenses 
no advance fees were paid m March 1898, nearly the whole of the demand 
being realized within the year under review As usual, the bulk of the tari 
levenue was denved from the Patna Division and the districts of Monghyr and 
lihagftlpur, which contnbuted between them 64 3 per cent of the total receipts 
Calcutta shows the heaviest deciease, which is ascribed to the plague scare. 
The Madras tree-tax system, the theory of which is that every tree yielding 
tan should pay a tax according to a fixed rate, is being tiled, as far as is 
possible without amending the law, in selected aicas in the districts of the Patna 
Division, and Monghyr, Bhagalpur, Cuttack, Pun and Hooghly. 

13. Packtoat —Tins liquor, brewed from nee, forms the favourite 
beverage of the aboriginal tnbes found in the Burdwau and Chota Nagpur 
Divisions, the Sonthal Parganas, and the western half of Murshidabad. Another 
vanety, prepared from millet (mama), is much drunk m Darjeeling The 
revenue is derived from license fees for sale and for home biewing, and these 
fees together yielded during the year a revenue of Rs 4,46,441 against 
Rs. 8,70,843 in 1897-98, nearly three-fourths of which was collected m the 
Burdwan Division The total number of licenses for sale rose from 1,592 
to 1,606, and the number of licenses for home-brewing rose trom 7,911 to 8,655 

14. Qamja —The revenuo from ganja is derived from license fees and 

duty which vanes according to quality, thus “ cliur ” pays a duty of Rs. 9 per 
seer, “around” Rs 7 8, “ flat (small twigs) ” Rs. 7-4, and “flat (large twigs)” 
Rs. 6. In* Orissa, however, the rates are Rs 7-8 for chur, Rs 6-4 for round, lis 6 
for flat (small twigs), and Rs 5 for fiat ^large twigs) Flat ganja (laige twigs) 
which pays the lowest, rate of duty seems to be most m favour The following 
statement shows the main statistics relating to gauja rovenue m the last thiee

The area of land brought under ganja cultivation during tho year again 
decreased by 677 bighas, and the quantity produced by 376 maunds. The 
report called for liut year on the question of extending the area under 
cultivation so as,to ensure that the supply shall not fall short of the demand 
has not been received, but it u remarked by the Excise Commissioner .ghat 
the present tract with but slight additions is quite capable of meeting’all 
demands in full, and that there need be no apprehonsion of the unduo 
oontraotion of the area So long as the cultivators can get a fairly remunerative 
puce for the drug. The Board agree m, this opinion. The system of supply- 
'log Rajshahi ganja to the Tributary States m Onssa, under which the Chiefs 
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hare been requested to suppress the cultivation of the plant in the States 
ami obtain Rajshalu ganja at cost price and issue it to consumers after 
levying duty, continues to work wtll, and under it the smuggling of foreign 
(Garhjat) ganja is leported to have practically ceased The quantity exported 
to the North-Wistem Provinces was .150 maunds, to Nepal 199 maunds, to 
Assam 548 maunds, while 210 maunds were distributed between Coooh Behar, 
the Garhjat States and other places ' 

15, Bhang, Majum and Chains — Bhang , which is also known under the 
name of nddhi and sabzi (dued loaves ot the hemp plant), grows wild m many 
paits of Bengal, and is collected tor sale chiefly m Monghyr, Bhngalpur and 
Purnea. Tho number of licenses foi the sale of bhang rose tiom 880 to 351, 
and tho revenue mcieascd ftom Rs 64,033 to Rs. 67,240, but the consumption 
foil from 906 maunds to 965 maunds. The revenue from majum , a sweet 
preparation of bhnn >, amounted duung the year to Rs. 1,493 against Rs. 1 482 
in 1897 98 Choi as, or the resin exuding from the unseeded iemale !$jpmp 
plant, is tho essence of ganja m its greatest purity and strength, and is 
imported into Bengal from the Punjab The consumption remained noarly 
the same as in the pievious year, viz <0 maunds, while the revenue increased 
from Rs 19,932 to Rs 22,058 

16 Opium —Excise opium, % e , opium offered for sale in these Provinces 
as distinguished irom piovision opium prepared for export, is supplied to 
licensed vendors ftom the distuct ticasunes at prices varying from Rs 17 a seer 
m the Patna Division to Rs 33 a soei in Orissa The following statement 
lllustiates the demand during tho last thxeo years —

The number of permits to licensed diuggists to sell opium and its prepara¬ 
tions and poppy-beads for medicinal put poses, which are included m the 
number of licenses above, increased by 644, while the number of ordinary 
licenses for ictail sale fell by 11 Tho increase m consumption and revenue is 
asciibed to the geneial prosperity dining the year. The question of .the 
smuggling of opium to Burma has leen receiving close attention during the last 
two years, and the main remedy against this smuggling seems to ho m the 
employment of adequate preventive measures m Burma. The bulk of the illicit 
traffic is earned on in steamers from Calcutta, and the Customs Preventive staff 
has been on the alert, and mado seveial important seizures. Enquiry has 
shown that so fai as duty-paid opium ib concerned, its sale in the proauoing 
districts is too small to leave room for much smuggling. * 

17. Methylated spirit .—Ihe quantity of this spirit, which* is either 
imported or methylated locally, issued dunng the year fell from 66,448 to 
65,619 gallons, but the revenue remained almost stationary, viz Rs. 4,611. 
There was a large decrease (19,467 gallons) in the imports of ready-made 
methylated spirit, and this is ascribed to the working of the new rules which 
were intended to prevent the consumption of methylated spirit for drinking 
18 Offences against the Opium and Excise laws .—The number of arrests for 
offences against the Excise laws increased from 3,634 to 3,830. A large 
proportion of these cases are of a technical nature relating to illicit possession 
of various exciseable articles, and the fact that in spite of the admittedly large 
extent to which the Exoise laws are broken, so few cases of real importance 
have been instituted, would seem to indioate that dotective abihty m the 
Excise Department is not of so high a standard as it might be. The arrest of 
1,510 persons was effected by the Police, while arrests by Excise officers 
numbered 2,120, the percentage of convictions in the cases instituted by Excise 
officers being 89 2 against 85 7 in thoso instituted by the Police. There was 
an increase m the number of arrests for illicit distillation and m the number of 
persons convicted, the figures being 459 and 405 ag|mst 248 and 210 in the 
previous year For this increase, the Sonthal Parganas are mainly respon¬ 
sible. The amount of fines imposed for breaches of the Exoise laws and 

rules was Rs 71,909, of which Rs 52,533, or 73 per cent., were realised. 

* 
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A sum of Rs 58,098 was distributed in rewards to Police and Excise 
officers and informers against Rs 53,615 in the previous year Considering 
that the sole motive for bieakmg the Excise laws is the desue for pecuniary 
gain, and that tbe offenders whom it is the main object of the law to reach, 
viz , those who make a pioht out of breaking it, may reasonably bo considered 
able to pay a larger proportion of the finos inflicted than 71 pei cent, it may 
be doubted whether too much energy has not been expended in seiuung the 
punishment of technical, as opposed to serious, broaches ot the law Tho 
districts in which illicit dealings aie believed to be most prevalent have been 
indicated in paragiaph 8, and it behoves the Exciso Commissioner to apply the 
host mateual at his disposal in 8eurching out and bunging to justice the leal 
offenders m these areas, 

19 Miscellaneous —The year was marked by tho introduction of uni¬ 
forms for the officers of the Bengal Excise Depaitment All officers not above 
the grade of Sud- Deputy Superintendents in charge of Distilloues «re required 
to piocuie unifoims at their own expense, those tor nemal seivants being pro 
vided at the cost of Government

during the yeai The Excise Commission 3i expressess his obligations to 
the District Officeis geneially, and to some of them in particular, including

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QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

Alleged Illegal Sentence 

The Hon’ble Babu Subendranath Banerjee asked — 

Has the attention of the Government boon drawn to*the case of one 
Ilazle, who was convieted in May List by the Sub-divisional Officer of Ranigam 
of grievous hurt for having assaulted an old khansama named Hossciu Buksh and 
knocked out two of his teeth, and was sentenced to a fine of sixty rupees, or m 
default to suffer ngoious imprisonment foi six weeks ? Did the Magistrate in , 
his judgment say “ I consider that Ha/le committed a cowardly assault on a 
defenceless old man, and that ho should not be lightly punished?” Is*not a 
sentence of fine illegal upon conviction in a case of gnovous hurt under 
section 325, Indian Penal Code, which makes it obligatory upon the Magis 
trate to inflict a sentence of imprisonment? Having regard to the character 
of the assault committed by Qazle, which has been described by the Magistrate 
as “ a cowardly assault upon a defenceless old man,” and the obvious illegality 
of the sentence of fine, will the Government be pleased to take such action as 
the justice of the caso may demand ? 

Tho Ilon’ble Mb Bolton rephod — 

“The attention of Ihe Government was drawn to the case mentioned by 
fhe Ilon’blo Member. Tho conviction and sentence, and the law as to the 
punishment for tho offence of gnovous hurt, are correctly stated in the 
question The passage quoted also appears m tho Magistrate’s judgment. The 
accused was an Eurasian gunner guard of the East Indian Railway The 
Magistrate thought a fine of Rs 60 adequate, and awarded Rs 25 to the 
complainant as compensation, besides a small sum for costs The character of 
the punishment, it is evident, was carefully considered by the Magistrate, 
with full regaid to tho circumstances of both the complainant and the accusod, 
it was acquiesced in by the complainant, who could easily have moved the 
Magistrate of the district m the matter, and probably, therefore, the sentence, 
which gave him a compensation, was that which satisfied him Iu these 
circumstances the Government did not interfere ”

during the last three years 9 

The Hon’ble Mb. Slack replied ~ 

“ No returns giving the details asked by the Hon’ble Member are furnished 
to Government.” 


Encouragement to Indigenous Schools 


The Ilon’ble Raja Shashi Shaichablswab Roy BahadiAk, of Tabibpub, 
asked — 

Will tho Government be pleased to state how far, in its opinion, the 
, , Local and Municipal 

“ whero Municipal and Local Boards exist, tbe registration, 
supervision and cmourigemeiit of indigenous elementary schools, 
whether aidcii or unaidtd be ontrnsted to such Boards, provided 
that Boards shall not interfere in any way with suoh schools an do 
not desiro to recen o aid or to bo subject to the supervision of the 
Beards ” 


Boards arfe, in the matter 
of affording encourage¬ 
ment to the indigenous 
Sanskrit Rftd Persian 
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“ That the Aid given to elementary indigenous schools be a charge 
against the funds at the disposal of Local and Mumoipal Hoards, 
where such exist, and that every indigenous school, which is rc gis

Tho Hon’bleJMa Slack replied — 

“All the information on the matter to which the Hon’hle Member 
alludes in his question is contained m the annual reports submitted to Govern¬ 
ment by tho Director of Public Instruction A copy of the latest of these 
repoits, viz , that for the yeai 1897-98, has boon given to the Hon’ble Member, 
whose attention is invited to paiagiaphs 220 to 228 of the leport The 
Go\ eminent will welcome fiom the Hon’ble Member any information he has in 
regaid to the contributions to these schools, and will consider with him whether 
any action is necessary.” 

TIIE CIVIL COURTS AMINS BILL 

Tho Hon’blo Mb Bolton introduced the Bill to repeal the Civil Courts 
Amins Act, 1856, m Bongal, and moved that it be read in Council He said — 

“I beg now to intioduce tho Bill to repeal tho Cml Courts Amins Act of 
1850, in Bengal In asking for leave at the last meeting of the Council I 
explained tho teusons which have led the Government to the conclusion that it 
is desirable to abolish the system of Civil Court Amins and leave the Courts free 
to select Commissioners for local inquiries under section 392 of the Code of 
Civil Procedure. I stated that the Commissioneis would be selocted from the 
junior Pleadois and other competent persons m the districts, and rules as to the 
remuneration of such Commissioners will, no doubt, bo issued by the High 
Court. The existing Amins will not be prejudiced by the repeal of the Act 
They will retain their appointments, and bo employed on such duties as may be 
assigned to them, including local inquiries m districts in which there may not 
be a sufficient number of competent persons for appointment as Commissioners 
Tho present measure meots, 1 believe, with general approval, and, as it merely 
repeals tho Act in Bengal, with the proviso that the appointment and pay of the 
existing Amins are saved, I do not propose to move that it be referred to a 
Select Committee, unless any Member or the Council desires that the reference 
should bo made. The Bill will be published in the next Gazette, and I shall 
tata an early opportunity of moving that it bo considered in Council and passed 
Any suggestions with regaid to the working of the new system which any 
Hon’ble Members or outsiders may wish to offer will be gratefully received by 
the Government and fully considered ” 

Tho Hqn’ble Babu Boikanta Nath Sen said —“With your Honour’s per¬ 
mission I beg to offer a few remarks with regard to this Bill. As I have just 
come from the mufassal, and the mufassal people know a good deal of the work¬ 
ing of the Civil Courts Amins Act, and as my experience extends over a period 
of 35 years, I happen to know something about the working of this Act After 
the Civil Courts Amins Act was passed, came in the Civil Procedure Code of 
1859, that is, three years after that Provisions weie made m the Civil Proce¬ 
dure Code of 18o9 for the appointment of Commissioners to hold local investi¬ 
gations, adjust accounts and effect partitions Since then, the Civil Procedure 
Code has been amended several times We have the authority m the LocaI Gov¬ 
ernment to framo rules as to the qualification of Commissioners to be appointed 
for executing such commissions Practically, now-a-days, commissions are 
issued simply for holding local investigations to Cml Court Amins, and parti¬ 
tions and adjustments of account? are effected through other agencies This 
Bill no doubt is a very short Bill, but its potency should not be judged by its 
dimensions, because large interests are entrusted to those Commissioners, 
especially in districts subject to diluviou and allnvion. There can be no 
a possible objection whatsoever to the repeal of this Act, m fnct, perhaps 
many would hail it with joy. * But the Government is now attempting, 
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m order to secure efficiency, to taise the status of the Commissioners 
who are to be employed for such purposes. I would only venture to submit 
that, after the repeal of this Act, the Government will have to frame further 
rules under section 392, Civil Procedure Code Perhaps it would not be out 
of place if I wcro to suggest, as I consider these rules will have to be 
looked upon as a mero supplement to this Act, that the Copnmssioners be 
selectod from the junior members of the BaT, bomg sufficiently qualified, and 
a certificate of some sort may be enjoined upon them to be produced Of 
course it is not for me to suggest in what particular way the certificate 
is to be obtained A logal knowledge of sifting ovidence is absolutely 
necessary, as those Commissioners will hold local investigations, they have 
to sift evidence on examination of witnesses Then, if it be enjoined 
further that servico as a Commissioner for holding local investigations in 
a oortain number of cases be a condition precedent to the appointment 
of a Munsif, I submit that it would be raising the status of the Com* 
missioneis, and would at the same time be making provision for securing greater 
efficiency in respect of surveying works by the Judicial Officers as well. 

I do not moan to make any reflection on any ono, but I do mean to say that 
even amongst the present Munsifs and Subordinate Judges only some are 
acquainted with surveying and many of them find difficulties in disposing of cases 
in which theie aio complicated questions of surveys and maps In the course 
of 23 years, porhaps, if these posts of Munsifs and Subordinate Judges are filled 
up by these men, then I daresay there would be efficiency secured, and if 
the 1 expectation be held out to these junior members of the Bar, that that 
would bo a sort of stepping-stone to get the appointment of Munsif, it 
would have a moral influence over them, and it would be safeguarding against 
dishonesty. I submit therefore that if, m framing the rules which will have to 
bo framed, these matters be consideied, then no doubt proper measures would 
be takon for securing efficiency and honesty. There is also another aspect 
of tho question which I would venture to submit. The Bengal Tenanoy 
Act also contemplates local investigations. In the case of determination of 
the incidence of a tenancy, and m tho case of a demand for enhancement of 
rent on the ground of the rate of rent being below the prevailing rate, local 
investigations aro contemplated. If uniformity m the execution of commis¬ 
sions is to be attained, and if I rightly understood from the Hon’ble Member m 
charge of tho Bill that the object is to dispense with paid official agency and 
that non-official men aro to be employed to a certain extent, m that case 
theso Commissions might also be entrusted for execution to these junior 
membeis of tho Bar, but there is this difficulty, that m the Tenancy Act 
it is provided that the commission is to be issued to a Revenue-officer. Of 
course, this would necessitate a modification of tho Tenancy Act itself.? With 
these romarks I beg to entirely support this Bill, which ought to be passed 
without being referred to a Select Committee.” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Bolton m reply said —“lam very glad to have heard 
the remarks made by my hon’ble fnond Babu Boikanta Nath Sen. They 
will be useful in the consideration of the rules which should be passed with 
regard to the qualifications, especially in surveying, and the remuneration, 
of the persons employed under section 392 of tho Civil Procedure Code 
The Qon’ble Member’s suggestion that qualification in surveying, as dis¬ 
played in the carrying out of these local inquiries, should be held to,give 
a claim to junior Pleaders to appointment to Munsifships is also well worthy 
of consideration. I should myself be disposed to put that suggestion ita 
this way, that these local inquiries should be entrusted to the junior Pleaders 
who aro already registered as candidates for Munsifships, rather than that 
junior Headers who have been employed on these inquiries should have 
a claim to be registered as candidates for Munsifships We shall, after the 
repeal of the Act, have to communicate with the High jCourt with regard to 
the rules to be framed, and the present suggestion will be communicated 
to them for consideration and advice. The second suggestion niade by the 
Hon’ble Member was that these junior Pleaders blight be employed in incurities 
under the Bengal Tenanoy Act; but he admitted himself that a' difficulty» 
exists, inasmuch as the section of the Bengal Tenancy Act which provides for 
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local inquiries in rent Buits specifies the employment of Revenue-officers. 
Under these circumstances, until that section is amended—and that must 
form part of an amendment of the Tenancy Act generally,—I fear that no 
change can be made. Only two years have elapsed since one Chapter of the 
Tenancy Act was amended, and that was a sufficiently formidable under¬ 
taking. The Government will certainly be slow to undertake a general 
amendment of*the Act. The employment of Pleaders in these rent-suit 
inquiries, which my hon’ble friend Babu Boikanta Nath Sen would like to 
see introduced, is, therefore, unlikely to be accomplished for some time to come. 
I now move that the Bill be read m Council.” 

'The Motion was put and agroed to 

The Bill was read accoidmgly 

THE CALCUTTA MUNICIPAL BILL 

The Hon’ble Mb. Baker moved that the two Reports of the Select Com¬ 
mittee on tho Calcutta Municipal Bill be taken into consideration, and that the 
clauses of the Bill be considored in the form lecommended by the Select 
Committee. 

The Hon’ble the President said —“Before we begin tho discussion 
of the amendments which have been tabled, it may be as well that I should 
make a short statement on tho matter. The main principles of the Bill h&vo 
been settled by the Council These are, m ossence, four The first is 
that there shall bo three co-ordinate authorities, tho Corporation, the General 
Committoe, and the Chairman This was settled in the debates of April, 1898, 
and has been approved by the Government of India. The second is that the 
Corporation shall consist of 50 members, 25 elected and 25 nominated This 
was recommended to us by the Government of India, and accepted by us m 
our reference to the Select Committee last month The third is that of the 
General Committee two thirds shall be elected by the Corporation in equal 
proportions by the elected and the nominated Commissioners, and the remain¬ 
ing one-third by the Government. This was recommended to us by the Gov¬ 
ernment of India, it was in line with the adjustment of the General Committee 
on which tho Council decided in April, 1898, and it was accepted at the discus¬ 
sion of last month The fourth and last is that the powers and functions of 
the Chairman and also of the General Committee shall bo so clearly defined 
that within the limits of the powers and functions assigned to them their 
responsibility shall be exclusive and complete, and they shall not be subject 
to interference by the Corporation except when this is expressly provided m 
any cases This was accepted as the result of the discussions in April, 1898. 
These are the four essential and cardinal principles of the Bill. Some of the 
amendments of which, notice has been given directly traverse these decisions of 
the Council It will be my duty to declare that these are not in order There 
is a body of amendments of such vast dimensions, which are in order, and which 
we shall have individually and carefully to discuss, that I should not be doing 
my duty to the Council at large, if I admitted, m addition, the re-opening of 
discussion on the essential pnnciplos of the Bill, on which decisions have 
already been arrived at by the Council. 1 shall have the less hesitation in 
pursuing this course because every assistance which it was in my power to 
give hqs been given for the presentation of views on these points, which differ 
from those of the majority of the Council. The Bill has now been 18 months 
before the public. The principles were stated and discussed at three meetings 
of this Council in March and April, 1898. The conclusions of the Council were 
opposed m the, long and interesting Minute of Dissent by two Members of the 
Select Committee. The variations proposed by the Government of India were 
again discussed at the Council meeting of the 7th August, and all that 
could be said against tjje further conclusions of the Council is embodied in the 
further Notes of Dissent by the dissenting Membors of our second Select Com¬ 
mittee. There is thuB on the records of the Council a complete statement of 
*the Arguments on which the minority of the Council maintained an opinion 
Oj^xtod to that of the majority, and no object could be attained by a reitera¬ 
tion of those arguments,” 
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The Hon’ble Babu Surendranatii Banerjee Baid —“ With Your Honour's 
permission may I be peimitted to say a few words by way of explanation, at 
any late, of the attitude which the minority of the Council have felt it then duty 
to take with regard to some of those amendments to which Your Honour has 
just referred ? Some of us have botn connected with this Council for along 
time. I consider myself to be one of the oldest Members of this Council, m 
the sense that my connection has been of the longest standing, and I may say 
for myself that, with the exception ot the two cases which have been brought 
to my notice by the Hon’ble Mr. Baker, I do not remember a single instance 
in which any amendment has been ruled as being out of order because that 
amendment traversed any principles which have been accepted by this Council. 
And, Sir, referring to a discussion which took place in 1838 upon the Calcutta 
Municipal Act, I find that principles, the most vital, were traversed on the 
occasion when tho motion for the third reading of the Bill was mado and 
with the fall concuirence of the Picsident and the Hon’ble Member m charge 
of the Bill, and they weie traversed by no less a distinguished authority than 
the Hon’ble Mr Justice Gooroo Das Banerjee, who was at that time a Member 
of this Council ” 

The Hon’blo the President said —“This is a question of order 
I have stated the reasons which have led me to say that on certain main prin¬ 
ciples of the Bill tiiere can be no further discussion ” 

The Hon’ble Bauu Surendranath Banerjee said —“ I merely wish to 
plabe our case beforo Your Honour if you will grant me the indulgence to do 
so I think it my duty to point out to Your Honour that you are making a 
departure from those principles which have been affirmed before 1 would 
point out that tho principle of amalgamation was accepted by the Council m 
1888, and it was the main purpose of the Bill Dr. Gooroo Das Banerjee 
brought in an amendment tiaversmg that very principle, and it was allowed 
by the Lieutenant-Govornor at that time and by the Hon’ble Member in charge 
of tho Bill My friend Babu Kali Nath Mitter traversed another principle 
almost as impottant, namely, the principle that the representative element 
should consist of three-fourths of the entire body. He was allowed to bring 
in a motion to that effect, and Mr Irvmg brought in a motion of an opposite 
kind, namely, that only one-half of the members should consist of the represen¬ 
tatives of tne rate-payers. Therefore there are those precedents where the 
principle was affirmed, namely, that amendments were allowed which were 
in conflict with the principle alioady accepted by the Council, and it seems to 
me, Sir, having regard to the character or the Bill and the popular dissatis¬ 
faction which it has excited, that it is unwise to curtail discussion and shut 
out amendments on a ground which is altogether new and unprecedented 
according to the Rulos of this Council ” 

Tho Hon’blo ihl President said —“ I think the Hon’ble Member will 
admit that if we are to permit the re-openmg of discussions which have 
been concluded, we shall never get to the end of this business, and whatever 
may have been done in an individual instance, I think the majority of the 
Council will agree w ith mo in thinking that the re-openmg of the discussion 
of the principles of the Bill is no longer admissible.” 

The Motions were then put and agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Mb. Baker said —“ Before Mr. Apcar puts the amendments 
which stand in h’s name, I should like to make ono suggestion It wiV be seen 
that tho amendments Nos 3, 4 and 10* all hang together They are in form 
a mere matter of nomenclatuie, and the substantive amendments which they 
are dependent on aie Nos 16,* 25,26, f 39 and 534 H these three first amend* 
ments, Nos 3, 4 and 10,* are to be regarded as a mere matter of nomenclature,

t Amendment No 69 was “ that in section 8 (now 9), sab-seotion (2), the words from and including 
1 and the Chairman * to the end of the sub-section be omitted ” The amendment was put and lost at the 
meeting held on the 11th September, 1899 

Amendment No 63 was “that a new section, numbered 8A, be inserted in the BilL”* This smeimment 
was withdrawn at the meeting held on the 11th September, 1890* The said section is printed in the 
Proceedings of that date * 
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then I think, Sir, it will be convenient if the consideration of them is postponed 
until after we have decided the substantive amendments on which they hang. 
If, however, they are not to be regarded as a more matter of nomenclature, 
but as involving a principle, thon 1 have no objection to then being discussed 
at once in their present place, but an adverse decision of the Council upon 
those three amendment -1 would have the effect of striking out all the sub* 
stantive amendments which would 19 that case depend upon them Therefore 
I would venture to suggest for your consideration that amendments Nos 3, 4 
and 10* be postponed and taken up along with the dis< usmon on No. 16*, which 
is the first of Mr Apcar’s substantive amendments on this point.” 

The Hon’ble Mb. Apcar said —“With regard to amendment No 3*, it is a 
matter of nomenclature, and it relates to the pioper designation to bo given to 
the head of the Executive. I am going to submit that the Chau man should 
not be, as there designated, the head of the Executive, and if he is the head of 
the Executive, he should not be also the Chairman of the Corporation.” 

The Hon’ble tub PuEsronn said — 1 Tlion I understand the non’ble 
Member agrees to postpone the discussion of these amendments until we reach 
the substantive proposals upon amoadment 16* ” 

The Hon’ble Mr^Apcar said —“ I have no objection to amondments 3, 4 
and 10* standing ovot as the Ilon’ble Member suggests, to De taken up after the 
amendments lefeired to.” 

Section 3 

The Hon’blo Mb Baker said —“ The next two amendments, 3 and 6, relate 
to definitions, and it is the piactice to take amondments dealing with dehnitions 
at the closo of the Bill, when the whole of the substantive provisions have been 
disposed of. I would thereforo suggest that those two amendments, which 
stand iu ray name and in that of the Hon’hie Mr Buckley, may be allowed to 
stand over for the present ” 

The Hon’ble Babu Surendranath Banerjee said —“ They are such small 
matters that we can settle them at once.” 

The non’ble Mr Baker then moved the folio wing amendment, numbered 5> 
namely, that for clause (I) of section 5 the following bo substituted, namely, — 

‘ (I) “bazar” means any plaoe of trade (other than a market) where thoie is a collection 
of shops or warehouses ’ 

He said —“ It is rather difficult to explain the reason of this amendment 
without referring to a subsequent section of the Bill We discovered, in looking 
over the sections of the Bill which relate to markets, that there was no provi¬ 
sion which would enable us to require the owner of a bazar to introduce 
sanitary refoims We could not compel him to supply water to it or to 
pave it or cleanse it*or to do the same things to it which the ownei of 
a market is bound to do under section 507A {now 486)t, for a ‘ bazar,’ as defined 
in the Bill, is not the same thing asa ‘market ’ Therefoie, in communication with 
the Chairman, I propose to alter the definition of ‘ bazar’ given in the Bill The 
definition given m the Bill is this ‘ Bazar means any place of trade where 
there is a collection of shops or warehouses, and includes any place where a 
market is held.’ Well, I propose now to dehne bazar m such a way as not to 
include a market. A market includes a place where thore is a collection of 
Bhops for the sale of food or where there are stalls for the salo of food I pro¬ 
pose to alter that definition so as to make 1 bazar ’ and ‘ markot ’ two distinct 
things, and I shall subsequently propose in section 507A (now 4 6 ) to insert the 
words ‘ or any bazar’ after the word ‘ market.’ I undeistand the Hou’ble Babu 
Surendranath Banerjee, to whom £ have spoken on the subject, is in general 
agreement with me. Therefoie I shall say notlnhg fuithei on the matter.” 

The Hon’ble B abu *S urendranath Banerjee said '—“I entirely agree with 
the Hon’ble Mi;. Baker, in fact, I suggested to hnn that there was an omission

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in the Bill, and that we did not provide in the Bill for those sanitary measures 
which were required to be introduced not only in markets but also m bazars. 
Take, for instance, China Bazar. It is a place whioh requires a good deal of 
sanitation, but under the Bill as it was circulated we did not appear to take 
any powers which would enable the Corporation to make any sanitary arrange- 
ments m connection with China Bazar It struck me that this was a matter 
of importance, and I placed myself m communication with my friend the 
Hon’ble Mr Baker, and I am glad to give him my vote in this matter ” 

The Motion was then put and agreed to. 

Tho Hon’ble Mb Buckley moved the following amendment, numbered 6, *" 
namely, that the following clause be inserted m section 3, namely — 

* “ domestic building ” moludes a dwelling-house and any other masonry building whioh 
is neither a “building of the warehouse class ” nor a “pubho building” as defined in this 
section ’ 

He said —“ The motion which I have to submit to the Council relates to the 
definition of ‘ domestic building ’ The rules which are oontamed in Schedule 
XIVA (now XVII) of the Bill ana which deal with certain conditions apphcable, 
as the Bill now stands, only to dwollmg-houses, were based mainly on the 
provisions of the London Building Act. That Act not onlu dealt with dwelling- 
houses as defined in that Act, but also with domestic builamgs. Now, a dwell¬ 
ing-house is obviously a domestic building, but every domestic building is not 
necessanly a dwelling-house. For instance, undor the terms of the definition of 
the London Building Act, a shop or a stable oi, hore m Calcutta, a kitchen, is a 
domestic building. Obviously it is not necessarily a dwelling-house Now, some 
of the rules which are incorporated in Schedule XIVA (now XVII) of the Bill 
were clearly intended by the Calcutta Building Commission, on whose recom¬ 
mendations these provisions were mainly framed, to apply to such buildings as 
shops and stables I will give one example. Under section 24 of Schedule XIVA 
(now XVII) there is a condition that there must bo a certain space between two 
dwelling-houses The reason of that rule is to prevont the formation of very 
nanow gullies running between houses, and the Bill provides that you must either 
make the space of a certain width or yon must place the neighbouring buildings 
m contact with each other. It va^ obviously the intention that that condition 
should not only apply to dwelling-houses but also to shops and stables It is 
therefore necessary that wo should make a certain alteration m this Schedule 
by introducing the words 1 domestic building ’ The alteration will affect some 
other portions of the rules m the Schedule, but I do not think that Hon’ble 
Members will raise much objection to the results which will follow 1 therefore 
move the amendment which stands in my name.” # • 

The Hon’ble Babu Surbndranath Banerjee said —“ I am sorry to have to 
oppose this amendment The amendment runs as follow* — 

‘ “ domestic building” includes a dwdling-house and any other masqpiy building which 
is neither a “building of the warehouse class” nor a “ publio building” as defined in this 
section ’ 

“ Take the case of a Hindu temple That would be a ‘ domestic 
building ’ under this definition ” 

The Hon’ble Mb. Baker said — (( If the Hon’ble Member will look at the 
definition of ( public building,’ he will find that all places of public Worship 
are included m it ” 

The Hon’ble Babu Surendranath Banebjee said.—“ I am quite aware 6f 
that There are places of Hindu worship which are places’of private and 
not of public worship Here is a case in point. The late Babu Jadtdal 
Mullick had a temple attached to his house, but it is not a public temple 
m any sense of the term. My friend has been sufficiently lohg In tho 
countiy to know that there are Hindu gentlemen who have tefiogde# in their 
own houses. They are not public places of worship in the smallest degree;. 
but if you accept this definition, you would apply all the elaborate pro virions 
of the building sections to these private jfiafces of worship, dud I 4s a Hindu 
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feel it my duty to protest against a provision of this hind. I think it is 
a matter that ought not to be overlooked. It will introduce serious complica¬ 
tions in connection with places of worship And then, again, take the case of a 
kitchen A poor man has got a kitchen. That again comes within the defini¬ 
tion of ‘domestic building,’ and are you going to apply to a kitchen all those 
elaborate rules \jfith regard to buildings which you have found it necessary to 
introduce in this Bill ? I hope and trust that, having regard to these circum¬ 
stances, Xour Honour will not consent to the acceptance of a definition which 
blight be attended with serious complications, especially in regard to matters 
religious ” 

•The Hon’ble Mb Bakfr said —“ I think I can ro-assure the Hon’ble Mem¬ 
ber There is no intention whatever of applying all the provisions of the Build¬ 
ing Regulations or of the Schedules either to private tomplos, or to kitchens, 
or to anything else of that kind. The sole intention is to substitute the words 

* domestic building ’ for ‘ dwelling-house ’ in a very few of the rules m Schedule 
XIV A (now XVII) The principal one is the rule which provides for open 
spaces Rule 20 of Schedule XIV A (now XVII) is as follows — 

* Every room m a dwelling-house which is intended to be used as an inhabited room— 

(а) must be in every part not loss than ten feet in height, measured from the floor to 

the under side of the beam on whioh the roof rests, 

(б) must have a clear superficial area of not less than eighty square feet, and 

(c) must bo provided, for purposes of ventilation, with doors or windows opening 
directly into tho external air, or into a verandah, and having an aggregate 
opening of not less than one fifth of the superficial area of that side or one of 
those eidos of the room which faces or face an open space ’ 

“ In that rule we propose to substitute tho term i domestic building 9 for 
4 dwelling-house 9 It is quite clear that if an inhabited room is found inside a shop 
or m an office or in a stable, the regulations relating to inhabited rooms ought to 
apply to it Rule 22 of the same Schedule relates to the open space m rear of a 
house It is quite clear that the rules about open spaces at the rear and sides of a 
dwelling-house ought to apply to every building in which people live We 
know that m this town people do live in shops. It often happens that a man 
has a small house of which he uses the greater part as his shop, while he keeps a 
couple of rooms m which he lives and sleeps. That is the kind of case to which 
this rule is intended to apply. The next rule is 23, which is as follows — 

4 If any person desires to ereot a dwelling-house m a street laid out before the commence¬ 
ment of this Act ifpon a site which, before the commencement of this Act, was oooupied by a 
dwelling-house, and the site is*of such a nature that it is impracticable to provide an open 
•pace in the rear of the house of the dimensions prescribed by rule 22, the General Committee 
may relax the provisions of that rule 

1 Provide a that— 

* 

(а) such open space shall be left as the General Committee may consider practicable, 

having regard to all the circumstances of the oase, and 

(б) not more than two thirds oi the total area of the site shall be ooonpied by 

masonry buildings or verandahs.’ 

“’Well, that provides for the relaxation of the provisions of rulo 22 about open 
spaces at the back I cannot imagine that the Hon’ble Member will have any 
possible objection to that.” 

Tha Hon’blo Me. Buckley said —“ It is entirely in. his favour ” 

The Hon’ble Mb Bakes said —“ Rule 24 is the next one It is as follows — 

* (1) Exoept in localities where the erection of only detached buildings is allowed, if 

either side of a dwelling-house is not attaohed to the adjacent building, and if suoh side 
does not abut on qp open square or the like whioh is dedicated to publio use and is conse¬ 
quently not likely to be built upon, there must be botween the house and suoh building an 
open spaoe extending along the entire length of such eido and belonging exclusively to the 
house. • 

* (9) The minimum distance across suoh spaoe from every part of the house to the 
boundary line, or (if the boundary is a wall) thp inner edge of the boundary wall, of the land 
& building immediately opposite suoh part, shall be— 

(a) six feet, if there is a building next to suoh boundary hue or wall, or 

• (&) four feet, if there ut an open spqpe of at least four feet on the other side of suoh 

boundary line or wall.’ 
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“ This is on all fours with rule 22. I think the remaining cases are in 
rules 26 and 29. Those are the only caseB in which we propose to substitute 
the torm ‘ domestic building ’ for ‘ dwelling house,’ and it is quite clear that 
these are not matters m which the objections of the Hon’ble Babu Surendranath 
Banei jee will have any force.” 

Tho Hon’blo Mk Apcar said—“I have great sympathy with what the 
Hon ble Member has said, but what I am afraid of is that the sections may 
load to complications m tho future I think with the Hon’ble Member that thp 
pr j visions for the samtai y condition of dwellings are very necessai y Some* 
times it happens that theio are persons living even m a temple, and there may 
be considerable difhculty arising m the operation of the luw in such questions 
If I could see my way to have a clour definition and a cloar wording so as to 
got over the difficulty which my hon’ble friend Babu Surendranath Banerjee 
pointed out, I should certainly support tho Hon’ble Mr Buckley’s amendment ” 

Tho ITon’ble Babu Surendranath Banebjll said —“ I am m strong sym- 

S itliy with the Hou’ble Member who movod the amendment and with the 
on’ble Member in charge of the Bill with legard to sanitation, but I would like 
to mako a suggestion which might put an end to the difficulty, namel), to insert 
tho woid ‘inhabited’ before the woids ‘masonry building’ ” 

The non’blo Mr Baker said —“ That would not be possible ” 

Tho non’blo Mr Oldiiam said —*“1 should like to mention that Hindus are 
not the only poople who have places of private worship in their houses. Accord¬ 
ing to my fnend, tho Hon’ble Babu Surendranath Baneijee’s description of 
them, these places of worship aio essentially private, and I cannot see why, like 
private Catholic chapols, they should not bo subject to the restrictions which 
aio intended to provide for buildings of their natme ” 

The non’ble Mr Buckley said —“ It was at the suggestion of tho non’ble 
Babu Surendranath Banerjee that this motion was taken now instead of being 
takon, as the Hon’ble Mr Baker suggested it should be, aftorthe pioposed amend¬ 
ments, which are to be introduced m Schedule XIVA (now XVII), had been 
considered I think, had tho Hon’ble Babu Suiendranath Banerjte permitted 
the proposal of the Hon’blo Mr Bakei to be earned out, ho would have spen 
that the difficulties which ho has laised are rather imaginary As a matter 
of fact, I should personally not have tho least objection to Hindu temples 
being excepted I have no objection whatever to that, but 1 would point 
•out to the Hon’ble Member that the alteration, if m some respect? it is 
perhaps not altogether m accordance with his ideas, m two important respects 
is a direct concession to opinions which I know he holds As regard^ what 
the Hon’ble Member said about theie.bomg no objection to kitchens 'or stables 
being oxcepted from the operation of the proposod rule, I would point out to 
him that there are many parts of tho town—oven in the European part of the 
town—where two stables are a short distance from each other, and those are 
sometimes msanitai y places It would not do at all to use the expression ‘ inhabit¬ 
ed masonry building’ as is suggested, because that would permit uninhabited 
masonry buildings as well as kitchens and stables being built at short distances 
apait, which would be extromely insanitary. With reference to temples, I 
believe it is commonly the case that the Priests and other Officers of the temple 
do kvo in them, and sanitary rules which apply to other inhabited, buildings 
ought to apply to them.” 

The non’ble the President said —“ Do you accept the suggestion that 
Hindu temples should be excluded v ” 

The Hou’ble Mr. Buckley said —“ I have no objection to Hindu temples 
being excepted.” 

'The Hon’ble Mr Baker said —“ It would be better to let the definition 
stand, and then, when we come to the Schedule, we m&y be able to mako an 
alteiation in the rules of the Schedule.” 

Tho Hon’blo Mr. Bolton said “ I confess I should be better prepared to 
form an opinion on this amendment if further time wefe.ftUowod «Mf Its con¬ 
sideration.” ' *' 
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The Hon’ble tiie President said —“ I think that is tho best solution. We 
can consider this when we come to the Schedules ” 

The further consideration of this amendment was then postponed until 
Schedulo XIVA (how XVlt), Part IV, had been dealt with 

The Hon’tye rub President said —“ Tho lion ble Raja Bahadur Ranajit 
Sinha of Nashipur is unfortunately ill and there!me unable to be piesent 
.to-duy, but he has sent in a list of amendments winch he pioposcs m regard to 
The Bill. I cannot find any rule m the Rules tor tho Conduct of Business 
regulating this particular matter, but I have no doubt tho Council will 
accept my decision as President that the Hon’blc tho Raja Bahadur, ot 
Talnrpur, shall be allowed to move the amendnu nts m his namo ” 

The Ilon’blo Raja Shashi Shakhareswar Roy Bahadur, op Tahirpur, 
in the absence of tho lTon’blo Raja Ranajit Sinlu Bahadur, of Nashipui, moved 
on behalf of the latter that tho words “diphthcua, enteric fevor and typhoid 
fever” bo omitted from sub-clause (a) of clause {l'l) of section IS., He said — 

“ This paper, containing a few amendments suggested by my friend, the 
Hon’ble Raja of Nashipur, who is ill, as is known to you, Sir, and therefore 
not m a position to attend the meeting to-day, has boon placed in my hands 
with a request that I should move them on his belnlf, so 1 bog to move that 
tho words ‘diphtheria, enteric fovei and typhoid lover’ bo omitted from 
sub-clause (a) oi clause 12 of section 3 

“I think I should add heie that personally I am not in full sympathy with 
this amendment, because m my humble opinion the->e aie certainly diseases 
winch may bo classed as dangcious ” 

The llon’ble Mr Baker said — “I did not understand that this amendment 
would be brought on now, but I can explain why these particulai diseases were 
mentioned in the definition Thoy are taken fiorn tho definition of danger¬ 
ous diseases m tho English Statute for the picventum of diseases, and if you 
refoi to the definition given hoie, it will be seen that it is open to tho Govern¬ 
ment, by a Notification in the Calcutta Gazette, to add any other epidemic oi 
endemic oi infectious diseaso to this list 'L’hoictoie, if tlieio is any feeling 
that it would not be desitable to include such diseases as diphtheria, enteric 
fover and typhoid ffvei, I have not the least objection to accepting their 
omission, because it will be m the power of Government to insert them after¬ 
wards if it should at any time bo found desirable ” 

The Ilon’blo Babu Suuestdranath Banerjee said —“I think that these 
diseases, should bo included, and I may say as a late Membei of the Corpor¬ 
ation that we invited the Health Officer to tho conferences that we held in 

* connection with this matter, and it was in accoidance with tho advico given 
to us by the Health'Officer that wo included these diseases ” 

Tho M otftm was tkon put and lost. 

Section 4 

The Hon’ble Babu Jatra Mohan Si v moved that m soction 4, after the 
word “and” the words “subject to tho control of tho Corpoiation” be 
inserted. He said — 

“Section 4 proposes to enact how a question whcio a dispute as to whether 
a particular piece ot land or cluster of huts is oi is not a ‘ bus tee 1 or ( bustei 
land’ arises, # should be decided, and the powei has been given to the General 
Committee to'dccido those questions finally. 

“ ‘Bustre ’ and ( bustee land’ have been defined in the preceding section 

“ The question whether or not a pieco of land is oi is not a ‘ bun tec ’ oi 
1 bustee land’ is of very great importance tp tno owner 

“ Vanohs responsibilities and liabilities lrnvo been imposed upon him by this 

* Bill. He is made liable to pay the consolidated rates payable by the occupiois 
.of hustee land and huts—section 159 (note I80j Distress wanants will be issued 

against him in case of default He is responsible for keeping the bmtee clean 
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—is liable to pay for any additional establishment the municipal authorities 
may maintain for cleansing it—and is liable to pay heayy fines if the bustse is 
not cleansed in accordance with notice issued by the Municipality. He has 
to bear the cost of preparing standaid plans—secflfon 419 (now 400) He is 
restiamed from building huts on bustees until the standard plan is prepared 
and approved—lie cannot alter the standard plan. He is requprcd to construct 
drains, prmeB, sheets and passages, and to carry out other improvements m 
old bus lees in accoi dance with the standard plan so far as may be practicable. 

“Ho has to make or pay foi all improvements ordered by the General 
Comiuittco on the repoit of the medical officer deputed under section 425 (now 
400) He incurs heavy fines undor various sections of the Bill 

“ This being his position, it is natural that the owner would prefer to iiave 
the question finally decided by the Corporation The elected Commissioners are 
expected to realise the inconveniences of the owners and to be cognizant of 
all the incidents of bustees and busies land It is an essential elemont of the 
fair dealing out of justice that the party interested must be conscious that 
justice has been done and that any reasonable apprehension tnat he has not 
got fau justice dealt out to him should be i amoved. 

“It cannot bo urged by the Hon’ble Member m charge of the Bill that the 
Corporation, if the body is formed undor the newly revised Bill, is not suffi¬ 
ciently representative according to the Government view That being so, there 
is no reason why the Corporation should not be trusted and why they should 
not be converted into a responsible body ” 

The Hon’ble Mr Bakcr said —“The Hon’ble Babu Jatra Mohan Sen has 
said that this question is one of great importance to the owner of a bustee 
That may be, but the determination of the question whether a particular piece 
of land is bustee land, as defined in the Act, or not is a comparatively small 
question of executive detail, and it is contrary to the whole principles on which 
tne Council and the Select Committee have acted to transfer any small question 
of detail to the decision of the Corporation It is possible—in fact, it is 

{ irobable—that to determine whethei any particular piece of land is busies 
and or not it might be necessary to mako a local inquiry It might often 
happen that a local inquiry would be the best way of determining it. Now, 
Sir, how could the Coiporation, a body of 50, make a local inquiry? The 
practical effect of the amendment of the Hon’ble Member would be to give an 
appeal to the Corporation against a, decision of the General Committee, and from 
first to last the Select Committee, and I may say this Council, havo set their faces 
against conferring any appellate powers on the Corporation, for there is no 
sort of power the Corporation is less fitted to exercise than the power of appeal. 
Moreover, if the Hon’ble Member had referred to Chapter XXIII (now, XXVI), 
which deals with bustees ^ ho would have found that the Corporation has very little 
to do with mattors affecting bustees. It has the power to sanction plans 
for the improvement of bustees , but with that exception it has no power 
whatever in any [matter of detail By section 417 ( now 398), the first section 
of that Chapter, it is provided that the General Committee has*the sole power 
to determine the external limits of a bustee . For these reasons, Sir, I think it 
would be absolutely inconsistent and improper to accept the amendment, which 
I therefore oppose.” 

Tho:Hon’ble Babu Surendranath Banfrjke said —“I am very much in 
sympathy with the amendment, and I must object to the passage m the ■speech 
of tne Hon’ble Member in charge of the Bill m which he was pleased to say 
that this is a matter of Executive detail, and local inquiries might be necessary. 
If so, why not give this power to the Chairman? The Chairman, as the Head 
of tho Executive, is most fitted to carry on Executive work, and local inquiries 
the Chan-man would be the best person to conduct. If it is an Executive 
matter, and if local inquiries are to be held m connection with it, the General 
Committee will probably depute some local officer to make the inquiry? 
Corporation might do the samo thing Then, Sir, when thd Hpp’bte Mitel®® 
in charge of the Bill -was pleased to say that the Corporation waslc^ ia wfo 
exercise the powers of appeal, I must say that I at 

that remark, because if you turn ever the aectiolftfr that 

there arc sections .upon sections which confer an bppella$e au^ibnty on the 
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Corporation 1 think the Hon’ble Mr. Oldham sympathised with us in 
relieving the General Committee of the pressure of wqfk which the Bill 
imposes upon that Committee Having regard to the fact that the General 
Committee will be ovorweighted with work, and being so ovei weighted it is 
liable to make mistakes, it seems to me as a necessary safeguard that the 
ppwer of appeal ought to bo conferred upon the Coiporation I think the 
amendment ought to be acceptod A right of appeil is not a thing which 
everybody will make use of on every occasion, and the Coiporation is not 
likely to be overburdened with work It is only whon something is done 
which calls for redress, and a man feels he has a gtiovance, that he will avail 
himself of tho light of appeal to the Corporation ” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Oi.dham said — <£ The Ilon’ble Babu Sureudianath 
Banerjee has quoted me quite correctly, but I must point out to him that his 
quotation is not to tho point in the present connection I always agreed 
with the Ilon’ble Member m charge of tho Bill that tho Coipoiation was the 
last body to be entrusted with appollate poweis, and I do not see how it will 
lessen the work of the General Committee if there is to bo an appeal from the 
General Committee to tho Corporation Ho also spoke about the Corporation 
. holding local enquiries and about a General Committeo holding enqumos In 
my expeuenco as Commissionei the Corporation has novel hold a local enquiry, 
but the General Committee has frequently held a local enquu y ” 

The Hon’ble Mr Apcar said —“ I do not myself follow the idea tint the 
Corpoiation is to hold a local onquiry. An enquny will have to bo hold, and 
the matter will have to be submitted to tne Corpoiation There is no difficulty 
m a matter such as that, but, when my lion’blo fnends Mr Baku and 
Mr Oldham m chorus say that they cannot treat the Coipoiation with appellate 

S owers, may I remind both of them what Sir Henry Harrison said how much 
e valued the power that the Chairman had of uppeal to the general body ot 
Commissioners v 1 know my inends the Hon’ble Mi Oldham and tho Hon’ble 
Mi Baker may make light of what Sir Ilonry Hamsou said when it tells against 
any contention that they may bo urging, but, at any late, I know tho manner 
in which Your Honour has spoken ci the capacity and experience of Sn Ilonry 
Haruson I therefore cannot agree with my friends that, so far as tho 
Coiporation is concerned, they are not capablo oi dealing with matteis m appeal 
which come before them. The Corporation has exercised appellate powers 
in a way that has been commended by Sir Hemy Haruson, and m a mattei 
such as this I do not think it is asking too much for at least an appeal to be 
allowed to the Corporation.” 

Tho Hon’ble Mr Bot.ton said —“ I oppose this amendment for three 
reasons. Fust, the definition of bus tee is simple and clcai , socondly, a 
body of 12 competcnfmon foiming the General Committee may be trusted to 
interpret and apply that dofimtion correctly, and thndly, if you refer the 

a uestion to a larger body, there will be more chance of discoid A matter of 
ins kind should, I think, be left in the hands of the Goneral Committeo ” 


The Hon’ble Dr. Asutosh Mukhopadhyaya said —“I rogiet I am unable 
to support this amendment, but I do not agree with tho Ilon’ble Momber in 
charge of the Bill that the Corporation is the last body to be entrusted with 
the pofter of hearing appeals from the decisions of the General Committee If 
he means to lay this down as a general proposition, 1 disagree with him, but I 
agree that this ib the last instance in which such n powei of appeal should be 
given Thewoid ‘ bustee ’ and the words l lmstee lmd ’ are defined in section 3 . 
The matter seeihs to me to involve a very simple question of fact, and I am 
not preparei) to believe that a decision upon a simple question of fact by 12 
persons ib likely to be less correct than a decision of that question by a larger 
body of 50 If the decision of the question had involved a decision upon a 
question of principle I should certainly have been prepared to give an appeal 
.from the decision of the General Committee.” 


• The Hon’ble Babu Jatra Mohan Sen in reply said .—“ This amendment is 
objected to on the ground that a large body of 50 would not be able to make a 
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local mquii v, and tl.at tins could be better done by a body of 12 I fail to see 
why that should bi^so 

“If, as was suggest! J by one of the Hon’blc Members, objection is taken on 
the scoie of the inconvenience of a 1 ugo body of men deciding such a question, 
why not leave it to the Chdiiman alone v I could have well understood it if this 
matter was left entirely to the discretion of tho Chan man He is the chief Execu 
tive authonty of the Corpoi itiou , but, with due defeienco to tho opinions ex 
pressed by tho dissentient uiomboi-., I should contend that this appeal is very 
iHuesvaiy I might, howecoi, ch mge the woidmg of the amendment and put 
it thus Subject to an appeal to iho Corpoiation ’ instead of ‘ subjoct to the __ 
< ontiol of the Uoipoiation ’ I net d not add anything moie to what my fnonds, 
the Hon’ble Babu Suiondranath Baneijoo and tho Hon’ble Mr Apcar,'have 
said.” 

The Hon’blc Mr Buckley said —“ Thoie is one point in connection with 
this mattei which I think has peilups been overlooked by the Oouncil As a 
niattor oi f u t, my question of this kind would, 1 take it, come m the hist instance 
beforg the General Committee, foi undei tho provisions of section 88 (now 95) 
of tho Bill tho General Committee can, and I hope very laigely will, delegate 
certain of its powers and duties to Hub Committees There will unquestionably 
be a Buttle Sub Committee, and the business of that Bustee Sub-Committee will* 
be to deal with all details of this kind I take it that the real intention of the 
uiovei of tins aim ndment is that where any decision is gnen there should be 
some appeal lie will have, as a matter of fact, in almost all cases an appeal 
practically from tho bin tee Sub Committee to the Goneial Committee, because 
all the doings of the Bustee Sub-Committee will be subject to tho control of 
the Genual Committee As a m itioi of fact, I believe that, undei tho London 
Building Act, such a rna+tei as this would be dealt with m a fai simpler way 
In London there is a Supeiintending Aiohitcct who gives Bio pioliminary 
decision, and ounously onough his decision is final, subject only to appeal to a 
body which is Cdlled the Tnbiuul of Appeal There is no power of appeal to 
any Committee or Sub-Committee or Coiporation at all Theio is a regular 
guafi-indepondcnt body called the Tubunal of Appeal which deals with

The Hon’ble the President said —“Yea, upon amendment No. 16,* and 
whatever the conclusion may be upon that will apply to the Hon’blo Member’s 
motion No 18 ” 

The Hon’blo Mr Baker said —“ I would suggest that Nos 18 and 19f 
should bo taken together, bccauso they are alternative and it would bo conve¬ 
nient to have one discussion. Of course the amendments would be moved

The Ilon’ble Mr Apcar said —“ Since Your Honour has been graciously 
pleased to permit ine to movo tho adoption of tho amendment No 16* which 
stands m my name, I shall take advantage of tho opportunity to ask for its 
acceptance, although, with tho indications before mo, I confess I do not expect 
any measure of success 

“Ii I may be peimitted to make a porsonal explanation, the ruling that now 
has been made has taken me completely by surprise I have not seen anything 
in the mles or standing orders to lead me to think that it was possible that 
I might meet with such a ruling, and I have given my whole attention to 
certain matters, all of which now piov es to be waste of labour I would have been 
glad to have given my attention wholly to mattei s of detail in the Bill, and 
to put aside those relating to the constitution of the Corporation, if only I had 
entertained a suspicion of what m tho lesult would be the fate of tho amend¬ 
ments that have been disallowed Sir Alexander Mackenzie, m closing the 
debate on the 6th March, 1898, when the Bill was referred to the Select 
Committee, said — 

‘ Aa I said last Saturday, tho ono feature m the Bill about which Government has 
mado up its mind is tho stioDgthening of the City Executive ’ 

“ Tho proposals relating to the question mentioned by Sir Alexander Mackenzie 
aio contained m section 23 {now 13) of the Bill Tho liilmg of to-day which has 
eliminated my amendments goes fuithor, to a gieat extent, than was m the mind 
of the onginator of the Bill I suppose 1 must take it that I have misled myself, 
but I confess that I never suspoctod that there was room for any doubt upon the 
point, because in the proceedings counoctod with the Act of 1888—an Act which 
the Bill before us is intended to repeal—theieport i elating to which has been day 
after day under my observation, 1 have noticed how, when the objeot and, purpose 
of the Bill was to amalgamate tho subuibs with the admnustiation of the town, 
amendments directly opposed to this principle, and expressly statod as intended 
to oppose this principle, wero not only peimitted to be moved, but in fact were 
discussed at some length in the Council This may have been all wrong, but 
there is tho precedent bofoie us m a Bill affecting the Oorpoition. I confess 
I am very soiry to have so misled myself, particularly as the result is that 
many days of laboui have been absolutely thrown away, which might have been 
utilised in other directions 

“ In approaching tho task bofoie me, while the impression created by the 
speech that closed the discussion m the first debate that I had the honour to 
attend, is still fresh in my mind, I feel how utterly unequal I am to emulate 
that gentle-tempered address which was so eminently calculated to put 
wrath But, together with my admission of weakness and incapacity 'to 
employ soothing phrases, I would ask that allowance be made for me for the 
reason tlmt mine is not the position of a ruler of a province, who speaks in 
this Logislatuie from the dais, with tho assured support of a body of voters on 
either hand I am only a humble combatant, so to speaK, struggling 
desperately against ovei whelming odds, who has to suffer the rough ana 
tumble of the contest, and I needs must use such efforts as I find, necessary for 
my support I have no desire to call a spade a spade in the sense in which such a t

“ Before I turn to this particular section, Sir, I am led by what transpired 
on*a pn vious occasion to say that I trust my hon’ble friend in charge of the 
Bill will not jump up to interrupt me with the objection that I am attacking 
the Executive of the Municipality, and will not bo inspired by any such fanciful 
idea. I disclaim any idea of attacking the Municipal Executive If I wanted to 
* attack the Municipal Executive, 1 would not come to the Bengal Council for 
the pm pose I could do so more effectually from my placo m the Munici¬ 
pality. Mv hon’ble fuend is aware that where I have thought it necessary 
I have not hesitated to do so I repeat, my intention is to state facts in support 
of my contentions If I am inaccurate, I shall be glad to be set right But 
I cannot be stopped from making use of the reasons that I rely upon, because 
they happon to tell against the Municipal Executive. 

“Now, Sir, there have been many ideas as to why the Municipality tiare 
failed, and we have many remedies proposed to remedy their shortcomings. 
But Government seem never to hare thought of the idea that the system of 
appointing the Chairman is in fault, and that the remedy is the simple one of 
allowing the Corporation tho choice of their own Chairman. I have long 
contended that it is not fair to blame the Corporation until you shall hare given 
them the choice of electing their own Chairman, and this is the remedy I now 
submit to tho Council I go so far as to say that under tho present system the 
Government are themselves responsible for the shortcomings of the Corpora¬ 
tion, for they appoint the Chairman, they will have those ouly who will be 
under their power completely, and through their Chairman they generally can 
carry out any measure they may seriously be bent upon The Chairman can 
do anything he wishes to do by appealing to the whole body of the Coipora- 
tion. This has been proved again and again, and Sir Henry Harnson, as 
I Have before shown, relied upon this very potoer of appeal. If a Chairman 
were to prove recalcitrant, he would be removed. I would remind the Hon’ble 
Mr. Bolton how some time ago the Corporation were not permitted to have 
an official of their choice, to whom they were willing to vote tho full pay 
of the post, but a yourigor and less experienced Chairman was given to them 
I will give another instance, that occurred at a very much later period, of 
a Chairman of their choice being refused to them, ana it is a concrete mstanoe 
showing that tho Government will not permit any one who is not directly 
subordinate to them, and is not directly under their power and direction, to bo 
the Ch&inaan I my self communicated to Sir Charles Elliott, when he was 
Lieutenant-Govemoi of this Province, the name of an official who was about to 
retiye, and I represented to bun what I have been saying to-day, that it was 
not fair to the Corporation to blame them unless they were allowed the choice 
of their own Chairman. On the day before Sir Charles Elliott left us, he 
informed me that he had made over the question to his successor, who would 
deal with it, I had before been told by a highly placed official that the 
Government would never consent to any person being Chairman who was not 
in active service under them, and it is so widely known now that it is no secret 
that tins was the very reason why the gentleman to whom I lofer was not 
appointed Here was one who was highly approved by tho Euiopean non- 
official community. I had ascertained that he would be welcomed by my native 
fndnds. We were willing to fix the salary at a sum that was acceptable to 
the candidate we supported, who lnmself was willing to become our Chairman. 
He eras a man of.eneigetio habits, of a practical turn of mmd, in robusFnealth 
and approved of by all. He had won his spurs in the service, he had been 
decorated by the Queen, and he bad filled one of the highest posts m the 
Province. Nevertheless £he Government would not appoint him It could not 
bo that-they thought that he was broken m health and unfit to continue to 
wo&C in tbw country, because, after they {refused to appoint him as Chau man, 
GiOVefo&ent gave rum an appointment in this country, and I am not sure that 
Us ib'ittot Still holding it. Then why vKftdd not Six Alexander Mackenzie 
appclht'sb ^exceptionable a person to he the Chairman? What other ronton 
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cam be given bat that the Government will not appoint any person who u 
independent of them?—that thoy will not peimit any person to hold that posi¬ 
tion if he is not entirely dependent on them, and is not dnectly subject to their 
power and fiuthoiity 9 liy insisting cm appointing a Chairman in then service 
the Government can contiol and direct the adinmistiation, and this they know 
They will not trust one who has been tiamed in their seivice, but is not under 
their control I do not think that it is a far-fetched idea that the Government 
are not freo from responsibility with regaid to the shortcomings of the 
Corpoialion 


“Again, ono of the most mischievous influences under the prosent system 
has been tho frequont changes m tho office of Chan man I have taken the 
trouble to draw up a tablo showing the changes m the office since Bn Henry 
Harrison left in tho yoar 1890 1 will read it to the Council —

“ It is impossible for an administration to ho carried on with any hope of 
satisfactory results, when the bleaks m the continuity of service m the office of 
Chairman have occur led so frequently A new Chairman coming fiesh to 
duties of a novel nature has, in the nature of things, to learn the alphabet of 
his husmoss. Before he has mastei ed it, he goes on loave, and lus Id um tenena 
has to begin the process afresh. When he returns he has to acquire knowledge 
of what Efts transpired in his absence and to ro-leam what he has forgotten. 
All this while the administration has to go on with its own momentum. The 
Chairman coming now to his work is in the hands of the heads of depart¬ 
ments, instead of supervising and controlling them He is entirely ignorant 
of the hist >ry of the questions that come up for decision, and I have no hesita¬ 
tion in saying that, if it were not for the working members of the General 
Committee, who have been old and experienced members of the Corporation, 
the admimstiation could not hare been earned on. In all these circumstances 
it is not surprising to find that when a new Chairman comes he upsets tho policy 
of his predecessor The administration must suffer when it has to be earned 
on m such adieiso conditions If thero was an enquiry, it could be shown how 
often this kind of proceeding has happened I can give some instances that 
occur to uiy mind The last change in the office was when Mr Greer acted for 
Mr Bnght I have no wish to tueution names, but I cannot help myself, in 
order to avoid confusion, since tho changes have occurred with such frequency. 
The case I am about to give is one I already have mentioned, and is of a 
striking character, because it involved an expenditure of Ks 60,000. Mr. Bnght 
had rejected the scheme of the Engineer to get out pumping machinery at 
suoh a large cost without calling for tenders, and in consultation with the 
Government authouties had preferred another scheme Mr. Bright went away 
on loave, Mr. Greer came mto office, and almost immediately brought before 
the General Committee that very matter which Mr Bright had already decided. 
The Commissioners, who weie wholly ignorant of wbat had before been decided, 
wore united by Mr. Bright’s locum ttnent to adopt a proposal that the perma¬ 
nent incumbent had considered and rejected Then as to Mr. Bnght an4 his 
predecessor I will first take the question about the Loans Department.' It is 
a question which forms the subject of one of Mr Risley’s charges. Thai is cue 
of the offences m Mr Risley’s eyes which he has quoted to prove the Commis¬ 
sioners to be unfit for administering the affairs oz Calcutta, beceose ; '$dy did 
not accede to Mr. Williams’ reqfiest to transfer the Loans DspartmhA't, #hich 
is most excellently worked by the Municipality, to theBank ol BCngju. The 
Commissioners had protested that /the transfer would imjpCse nmoles* expen¬ 
diture and was uncalled for. The question had. not\:beea decided when 
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Mr Williams left us If he had not gone away on leave, there is but little 
doubt that he would have succeeded m having las way But he went on leave, 
and Mi Bright came to act for hiui. One of the brat act* of tho latter was 
to declare that it would bo inadvisable to nuke tho tiamfer I think that it 
was foituuate that Mi Bright held tins view, but whethci he was right or 
wrong, the fact remains that the policy of tho permanent incumbent was 
upset. Again, we have been blamed by Mr Risley with regard to the 
Warrant? Deportment This also forms one of the chaigos ptefeued against 
us by Mr Risley Let me explain Out dues are collected by two Collectors 
who are remunerated by tho allowance of .commission on the collections made 
by each. Noticesof demand aie issued by tho Collectors, and the Commissioners 
have thought thut if wanants to realise the dues weie allowed to be issued, 
before the expiry of the quarter, by the Collector who aie so muih mteiested 
m the collections, there would be hardship, particularly as the dobtors were 
entitled to the full quarter withm which to pay It has boon tho piactice for 
the warrants, if nocessaiy, to issue m the succeeding quartei The preceding 
Chairmen had held a dittirent view Mr Bright tamo into oflice, agiced with 
us in our objections, and intimatod to the Government Ins support ot the views 
held by the majority of the Commissioners Here, again, right or wiong, th< re 
is a most pronounced disagreement from the policy ot his predecessor, which 
also serves the useful purpose of answering Mr Risley’s charge ” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Baker said —“ I submit that the Hon’ble Member’s 
motion is that the words ‘ tho Chairman and’ bo omitted iiom section 6, and 1 
cannot see that all this has any connection with it whatsoever ” 

The Hon’ble the President said —It will no doubt work itself out. Pray 
continue ” 

The Hon’ble Mu. Apcar said —“ I have no wish at all to submit questions 
which are irrelevant. My desire is to exclude the head of tho Executive who is 
appointed by the Government from being tho Chairman of the Coiporation, and 
I am submitting illustrations m support of my contention, one ot my reasons 
being that continuity of administration is broken under the present system 
The intention of the Bection is quite clear, and 1 am combating the puipose 
embodied in it.” 

The Hon'ble Mb Bolton said —“ If tl e Ilon’ble Member wishes the Chair¬ 
man to be a mere figure-head, it does not matter whether the continuity is 
broken or not. He is not to be a working Chairman, but a figure-head as in 
Bombay.” 

The Hon’ble tqb President —“ We have had no explanation yet. Pray 
proceed, Mr Apcar ” 

• 

The Hon’ble Mr Apcab said —“ In Bombay tho Chairman holds a very 
responsible position, and is not a mere figure-head He is not an independent 
authority, and he is not the head of the Executive 

“ Then when I come to Mr Ritchie’s tenuro of offico, I come to a most 
interesting subject, and I am glad of the opportunity of dealing with it, 
because it forms one of Mr. Risley’s most serious charges in his reply in 
the debate in April, 1898 I refer to bus tec improvements Mr. Risley 
stated that the Government had directed the expenditure of the annual 
sum of one-and-a-half lakh of rupees for bus Ice improvement, and presented 
a table of Expenditure to show that sums far short of this amount had 
been spent m the years 1889 to 1896. Now Government had directed 
the expenditure of the sum named, not for bustee improvement only, but for 
both toe cleansing tod the structural improvement of busteea , and Mr Risley, 
Ig his hurry to throw blame on the Commissioners in every conceivablo 
way, only too delighted Jbo have something to say against the Comims- 
lioners, charged them with neglecting their duties and disregarding the 
•directions of the Government, in spendnig sums far short of the amount required 
tinder the letter of the Government. I have done my best to discover how 
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much has been spent m bus tee cleansing, but tlio system of accounts kept by the 
Executive has ho far precluded discovery of this But what is indisputably 
clear is that the expenditure that Mi Ridley so confidently relied upon to show 
that the CommiNSioneis had failed m then duty was for struc'uial improvement 
of busters only, and did not include busier cleansing, and what is also clear is 
that Mi liisley h.id taken no pains to verify what he so confidently relied 
upon, and that even in bustce improvement a sum largely m excess of what 
Mr. liisley stated had been used I will now place before the Council a letter 
from the Government of India, dated the 10th January, 1884, bennog the 
signatuie ‘A Mackenzie,’ the Secretary in the Home Department at the time, 
and communicated to the Corporation by the Hon’ble Member now m charge 
of the Bill on bihalf of the Local Government The direction as to the 
amount to be expended was conveyed m this letter, and 1 ask the Council’s 
special attention to the words of commendation used. In those days the 
Corporation were legarded to have done ‘much excellent work.’ Later, when 
they wete doing infinitely better woik, they were condemned m unmeasured 
language The material portions of the letter arc as follows —

# In parngiaph 5 of the Government of India letter, comment is made upon the small 
amount recently ok ponded undoi the h( ids of town and bust e improvement The Commis¬ 
sioners must be absolved fiom blame m this matter, as tho financial situation of the Corpora¬ 
tion ha« precluded me fiom recommending higher expenditure on new projects under these 
heads m the town propei It must bo borne in mind that the well-known Harrison Road, 
the construction of which marks an ora in Calcutta street improvement and abolished many 
bustees and is essentially a measure of town and busfee improvement, has been financed 
during the seven years from 1889 90 to 189j-9G I would invite attention to tho table On 
page 4* uf the Administration Report showing tho gross expenditure up to 31st March, 1895,

“ The letter I have quoted speaks for ltpelf. Fahall here* to 
pomt m a subsequent stage of our pioceedings> so that 1 shall qot aVeQtSnftt any* 
further now, except to say again that Mr Bmey dbetfftat thJKfc fit!6 GipUin that 
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the Government included lustre cleansing in the expenditure of the sum that was 
mentioned It will have been observed that Mi Ritchie departed deliberately

statesmen of t^ie highest rank have spokon ot them m tcims of well merited 
piaise, and I could not, even if I desued, whnli I do not, depiouite tin m Hut 
then tiannng and education do not tit them to take cluige of a dilhcult and 
complex business like the administration of a populai and self-governing 
institution such as tho Corpoiation of Cah itta L would ask the Hon’ble 
Member for tho Chambei if ho would go to the Civil Service for a 
man a go r of a tea garden? He would as little liko to seo tea from that

Member would m his speech upon tho item which we arc now discussing disclose 
the whole ot lus own particular scheme, but I nny have been mistaken It lie 
will explain in detail and completely all that ho wishes to impityj upon the 
Council in rog^d to these seveial motions, I tlunk the Council would pi tier that 
the whole and complete statement of tho Hon’blo Member’s scheme should be 
before it in deciding on that schemo m votes on individual items of the 
programme ” 

The Hon’blo Mr. Apoar said —“ I should bo glad to fall in with any wish 
Your ^Honour may express, but those matteis nro disliuct from what I have pot 
to say with regaid to amendments Nos 3, 4 and 10* ” 

Tho Hon’blo Mi. Raker said —“I woul l pietu that tho Ilon’blo Mornbci 
should deal With an uidments Nos 3, 4 and 10* 1 ’’ 

The Ilon’ble Mr Rolton said — “Thesi one ndmonts hang tog<'th<n. It 
is perfectly clou tlial? the Hon’blo Membci’s oh,!. t is to intiodiuo tho Uoinl iy 
system into Calcutta. Let him, therefoie, pi no Ins wholo scheme uoioie tlio

the expiessions ‘ Commissionei ’ and ‘ Municipal Commissioner’ be lespcctively 
substituted He may be tei nn d Municipal Commissionci, still he would be none 
the less qualified to be Chan man, if the Council so dctcinnne I think myself 
that the expression ‘ Cl* an man of tho Corporation ’ is an appropnate term 
under tho present Act, foi this rcasm he is a member of the Coipoiation 
with othci membors, all of whom have got Executive functions He is head 
of the Executive, it is tiue, and lie has got m practice wider poweis as head of 
tho Executive tlmu even under the present Bill is permitted him, but his 
distinctive diameter in the Coiporation, as it now exists, is that he is Chairman 
of tho Corpmation , so that when you call him Chan mm of tho Coiporation 
you define him at once Here, so far as the scheme of this Bill is eoneerned, 
he is to be tho head of the Executive as an independent co-ordinate authonty 
There is no reason why ho should be called Chauman of tho Corporation any 
more than that he should be called Piesidont of the General Oomimtteo If he 
is called Chauman of the Coipoiation it does not distinguish lus functions in 
any way The designation only would refer to that which is the least portion 
of his duties As Picsidcnt of tho Geneial Committee, he has got many more 
difficult and more important duties Why then not call him President of the 
General Committee > And, theiefore, m these circumstances, it seems to me the 
more appropnate designation would be * Municipal ( oniinissioner’ ” 

The Hon’ble Mr Bakfr said —“ It was arranged m the beginning that these 
amendments Nos 3, 4 and 10,* which are a mattei of nomenclature, should stand 
over until vvecamo to the substantive amendment on which they depended «*You 
suggested, Sir, that the flon’ble Member should disclose his whole ease, 
but, as Inndeistand lnm, he is not doing so He is simply treating those three 
amendments as if thiy w< io still puie natters of nomenclature and as if we had 
not yet come to tho substantive amendment ” 

The Hon’ble tub President said —“ Meanwhile, we aro only talking 
about designations ” 

•» 

Tho non’ble Mr Apcar said — u I wish to meet tho wishos of tho Hon’ble 
Member, and I do not mean, I may infoim him, to make any msidious attempt 
to got lound any particulai section by anticipating discussion 1 have been 
simply trying to do what 1 have thought the Hon’blo Member himself desired. 
With regaid to the term ‘ Oouncilloi ’ I say, since the mombeis of the Corpo¬ 
iation have no Executive duties, and it is a teim that is applied ip Bombay, and 
is a recognised tenn to describe mombers of municipal administrations, it 
seems to me that it would bo moro appropriate undoi this Act to call them 
Councillors, and then when I cometo the thud amendment. No 10,* to call those 
three, the Coipoiation, the General Committee, and the Chauman of the Cor¬ 
poration co-oidinate authorities, seems to me to be a contradiction in terms, for 
immediately you call one of the throe Chauman of the Coiporation, the 
co-ordinate asppet is gone I repeat, Sir, if the Legislature is desirous of

maintaining the head of the Executive as Chairman, it seems to me a more 
appropriate term that when we talk about threo eo-oidinate authorities, instead 
of calling him ‘Chairman of the Corporation,’ ho should be distinguished 
‘the Municipal Commissioner’ Tho designation 4 Commissioner ’ is given to 
officers of Government who perform Executive duties, and l am only carrying 
out this idea in proposing that the head of the Municipal Executive should be 
called Municipal Commissioner ” 

The Hon’ble Mb Baker said —“I submit thit Your Honour’s directions 
were that it would bo convenient to the Council il the Hon’ble Member stated 
his whole scheme Now it is quite plain that ho has not done so His actual 
schorno, as I u'ideistand it, is embodied m tho amendments which aro numbered 
16,* 25, 26,f 39 and 53 X I am piopaied to reply upon those if the Hon’ble 
Member will state his scheme, otherwise it does not appear to me that I have 
anything to leply to ” 

Tho Hon’ble Mu Bolton said —“That the Tlon’ble Member has a scheme 
is evident fiom bis amendments 23 and 26,t and I find in the margin of these 
amendments tliat lie quotes tho Bombay Act lie proposes to have a President 
as m Bombay, and ho also proposes that the Commissioner shall occupy 
tho same position as that officer m Bombay I assume, therefore, that he 
desires to ask the Council to mtioduce the Bombay scheme ” 

The llon’ble Mb A pc hi said —“ 1 have boon called upon to move a certain 
amendment, and I am doing so ” 

The Hon’blo Mb Biker said —“ I thmk it might bo bettor to treat the 
amendments Nos 3,4 and 10* as if they wore a question oE principle, and let the 
vote of the Council bo taken upon them If the vote of the Council isadveise to 
the Hon’ble Member on these tlneo amendments, a number of the later amend¬ 
ments must be luled out of ordci ” 

Tho TIon’blo Mb Apcar said —“I can only say that it has never occurred 
to mo to put those forward as amendments m winch any pimciple is involved, 
otherwise I bhould have been opon to the chnge that I find is still linking m 
my hon’ble fnend’s mind, and I rogiet to find that he cannot g^t nd of, that it 
was an insidious attempt to anticipate future discussion ’’ 

The Ilon’blo Bauij Surinobanapii Banertpl said —“May 1 be peimittod to 
say a word, and it is this —It amendment No lb* and tho other amendments 
which tying togethei aie put and lost ipso jado, the preliminary amendments 
will be lose ” 

The llon’ble the President said —“ Tho Ilon’blo Member (Mr Apcar) must 
surety’' seo that the whole Council is waiting with interest aud anxiety to know 
what it is thSt he wants us to do The change of names, oi tho alteiation of 
the nomenclature, of tho officials of the Municipality, is a veiy small and 
insignificant mattoi, but it is quite apparont fiom the subsequent amendments, 
which tho Hon’ble Member is going to move, that thoy aic roilly pait and parcel 
of a large and important schorno, and, until we know what tliatSdaige and 
important scheme is, it seems to mo useless to dispose of prehminaiy questions 
of this kind The idea that I had, and that I venture to think the Council had 
was that when we did come to discuss one important point of principle, as 
to whether the Chau man should or should not bo a member of tho constitution 
of the Coiporation, we should then have a dofimto statement from the 
Hon’ble Member as to what the scheme was th it he proposed to substitute foi 
that m the Bill If tho Hon’ble Member choose* again to postpone his amend¬ 
ment No 16,* as well as those which have pioceded it, until wo como to the 
question of principle* in amendment No 25,f I am perfectly prepared to agreo 
to that adjustment, but what I want to impress upon lum is that the first thing 
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to bo done is to have the whole of his particular proposal exposed and duolosed 
to us Until we have that and we know what it is that he wants of us, the 
disposal of these preliminary matteis is of no value whatsoever.” 

The Hon’ble Mr Apcar said —“I certainly do not accept tlje Hon’ble 
Babu Suiendianath Banorjeo’s ideas as correct. I again repeat that there is 
absolutely no pnnciplo involved m amendments Nos 3,4 and 10 * Surely my 
disclaimei ought to be aceeptod f have never intended that any principle 
shall bo involvi d, and even if they are passed in their entuety, the section 
as amendod will not affect my fuitlioi amendments My argument is that if 
you pass these amendments hereafter, and let the Bill stand as it does, the 
term ‘Chau man of tho (Jorpoiation’ does not descube the functions of the head 
of the Exec utive ” • 

The ILon’ble air Phpsidlnt said —“ Tho Hon’ble Member will understand 
that I and tho whole Council aio aimous to assist him Our object is not to 
dispose ot puliminary items without understanding what it is the Hon’ble 
Membei has at the back of thorn If the Hon’blo Member prefers that we 
should vote upon this as his scheme, l am quite prepared to put these particular 
items to tho votes of the Council ” 

The Hon’blo Mr Apccr said —“ I submit the burden does not lie on me 
If amendment 25t is not called on foi discussion, how can I bung it foi ward 9 
I think that amendments Nos 3, 4 and 10* can bo put now and disposed of. 
It does not in any way affect amonclmeut No 16 *” 

The Jlon'ble ihl Pkisident said —“The Hon’ble Member is a judge of his 
own case I leave it to him ” 

Tho Hon’blo Mr Arc ae said —“ I repeat that I havo no intention in any 
way of auticip itmg tho lesult of any discussion with regard to amendments 
Nos 10* and 2 r >f I repeat that my proposals do not aflect, m my view, these 
other sections It is meiely for the puiposo of providing whether the head of 
the Executive is heicaitoi to bo called ‘Chairman oi the Corporation’ or 
1 Municipal Conmussionci ’ ” 

The Ilon’ble Mr Bakir said —“I am not quito sure, Sir, what has been 
the decision Aie we to speak upon Nos 16* and 2of 9 ” 

Tho Hon’ble iul Pelsidlnt said —“No, not on amendment No. 25f ” 

Tho Hon’ble Mr Apcar said —“ I am quite prepared to postpono amend* 
ment No 16*, and take it with amendment No 25f. Amendments Nos 3, 4, 
and 10* ui e distinct ” 

The Ilon’ble Mr Bakir said —“ If tho Hon’ble Member would take 
Nos. 16* and 25f together, and let them be discussed and voted on, then 
after that decision, Nos 3, 4 and 10* might be voted on.” 

’The Hon’blc the Prksidknt said —“Ido not wish to incommode the 
Hon bio Hcmber .n any way, and it is now foi him to say whether lie would 
like the votes ot the Council taken at once on amendments Nos 3, 4 and 10*, 
or whether he would like to speak upon the principle in amendments Nos 16* 
and 2 it ’ 

The Ilon’ble Mr Apcar said —“ My view is this that the votes on amend¬ 
ments Nos 3, 4 and 10* should be taken now and disposed of.” , 

The non’blo phl pRESiDENi said —“Has tho Hoa’ble Membor anything 
further to say upon amendments Nos. 3, 4 and 10* t 

The Hon’ble Mr. Apcar said “ I have said all that I have tef say.” 
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The Hon’ble Mb. Bakeb said! —“ The new designations proposed by the 
Hon’ble Mr Apcar may bo suitable to the Bombay system, but they are dis¬ 
tinctly .not suitable to the system which.it is pioposcd iu the Bill to retain 
and develop m Calcutta.” 


The Hon’ble Babu SuitENDRANAru Banhsjee said —“ With Your Honour’s 
permission, I would like to say a few words m reply to tlio observations of the 
Hon’ble Mr Baker to the cil» ct that wo are having the Bombay system intro¬ 
duced and ingrafted upon oui system Some salient foituios of that system 
havo been incorporated in our system That being so, it seems to mo a distinct 
advantage that we should borrow the nomenclatuie of the Bombay systom 
It seems to me also that as logards item 10*, the amendment that is 
suggested there is an amendment which does not only involve a question 
of nomenclature, but it goes much further than that—it is an amendment 
which involves a question of principle My fuend the Hon’ble Mi Apcar 
will movo, if tho last amendment be lost, that for the words* ‘ a 
Chairman of the Coipoiation,’ the words ‘a Municipal Commissioner’ 
be substituted UianmaD of the Corporation’ would be used in the way 
that expression is undcistood at the present moment—tho President of the 
Corporation And theiowo join issue with the Hon’ble Member m charge 
of the Bill Uie whole of oui contention is, at the present moment 
pendiDg the decision of the Council, that tho President ot the Corporation 
should be an individual different fiom the head oi the Executive of the Cor- 
porption, and, theiefore, if you say ‘Chairman of the Coiporation’ you pledge 
yourself, you commit yourself to the principle that lho bead of the Executive 
is also to be the Piebidi nt ot the Corporation I do not think, Sir. we have 
arrived as yet at that stage m tho discussion whole you are in a position 
to accept that as a definite punciple, and I have serious objection to this 
Council accepting by anticipation a nomenclature which might bind tho Council 
to a punciple in regaid to which the voto of tho Council has not yet been 
obtained If you say that ho shall be the Chaunmn, you mean that ho is to 
he the President ot the Coipoiation We havo not yet decided as to whether ho 
shall ho Piesident of tho Coiporation That is a matter yet to be determined 
and many of us hat o got something to say with regaid to it The Hon’ble 
Mr Mackenzie has got a long 'peoch, and I want to hoar others I vote for 
my hon’ble friend’s amendment, and I lopeat it you have the Bombay system 
lot us have it mits ontnety. It is much better to have tho genuine article than 
a hybrid—something between the two is entirely lepugnant to my views ” 


Tho Hon’ble Mr Boltov said —“ Tho Hon'hle Mr. Apcar wishes our 
Chairman to be designated ‘ Commissioner’ and our Commissioners ‘ Council¬ 
lors,’ and'he protests that his pioposal is unconnected with his later amend 
ments. If so, what is tho necessity foi the chang ( ’ Why should tho name of 
Chairman of the Corpqration, which has been used toi thirty or forty years he 
now altered’ I am unable, howover, to accept the view that no special 
meaning attaches to tho present amendments, because the new designation of 
the Chanman is subsequently mtioduced in amendments which go to make 
material alterations in the constitution of the Corporation as set out m the Bill 
that is, amendments Nos 25 and 26 f We are to substitute for the Chairman 
a President, and a ‘Commissions ’ is to he mtioduced in Calcutta correspond¬ 
ing to the Executive Commissioner of Bombay As the Hon’hle Member 
however, desires lus amendments to bo treated as a mere question of nomencla- 
ture, I will rocoid my vote against them, on the giound that no reason 
whatever exists for tho pioposcd change,” 


The Hon’ble Mr Apcar saul —“ The Ilon’blo Mr Bolton has said that the 
thing has continued so long, thoreloio let it continue, hut I wish him to under. 

stand that tlnugs are to ho diffment what there bus been before is not to be 

m the future there is going to be a distinct climge in the Bill, and I siv if 
would be more appropriate to call the Chairman ‘Municipal Commissioner’ 
and, considering that we have got three co-ordinate authorities, they should he 
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separate and distinct That is my contention, and I repeat that, so far as I am 
concerned, my intention is not m any degree to anticipate the decision of 
amendments Nos lb* and 25| ” * 

The amendments Nos 3, 4, and 10* wore then severally put and lost. 

Tho Hon’blo Mr Apcar then formally moved amendment No 16, namely ’ 
that in section 6 the words “ the Chairman and ” be omitted 

Tho Hon’blo iiil, Prlsidlnt said —“ Has the Hon’ble Membor in charge 
of tho Bill got anything to say about amendments Nos. 16* and 25f ? ” 

The Hon'ble Mr Baker saul — ‘ I understood tho arrangement was that 
the Hon’ble Mr Apcai would now deal with amendments Nos 16* and 25f to¬ 
gether I shall reserve what I luvo to say until wo come to amendment 
No 23 f” 

Tho Hon’ble Mr Oldham said —“ I should like to say a few words in loply 
to the Hon’ble Mi Apcar Ho begin as well as I lcmcmbor by saying that 
ho would call a spade a spade, but I really think he has called the spado 
something like a twentj-tnous xnd hoise-power excavator I must deprecate 
the exaggeiation which has been used in lus speeth Referring to tho Chair¬ 
man, I have taken down the following passages * Tho Chauman can do 
anything m tho Corpoiation, he cm altei his piedoeossoi’s policy, each change 
is followed by a complete reversal ’ I do not believe that any member of the 
Corpoiation will sonously ondoise any of these explosions Mr. Greet was 
particularly refened to by tho Hon'blo Mr Apcar I was m the most intimate 
association with Mr Giooi during the whole time that lie conducted that 
office, and I was lepcatodly consulted by him I know theio was a little 
difficulty about the Ks 60,000 which waft referred to by Mr Apcar It was a 
pure oveisight and was the fault of Mr Greer’s office, otherwise, I can vouch 
for the fact that Ah Gicer’s constant policy was to tike the Comnussioneis 
into his comploto confidence and to wait on tho Commissioners before carrying 
out any single thing I remember that on one occasion Mr Greer visited a 
slauglitei-houeo oi gowkhana Ho was veiy much dissitisfi-d with tho stato of 
it, and he passed an emergent ordei I lemember ho was seriously taken to 
task by tho Commissioners for exceeding his authonty in oidcnng changes 
involving considerable expenditure fm which there had been no provision and 
without fust consulting his colleagues, and I vonture to say that Mr Greer 
novel made a mistake of a similai sent again Befoie he left them he had 
earned the approbation as well as the affection of the Commissioners ” 

The Honble Mr Mackenzie saul —“The Hon’blo Mr Apcar mado a 
reference to mo in his speech and referred to the management ot tea-gardons 
and tea-cups I shall not endeavoui to follow him in these matters, but m regaid 
to his amendment, I oppose the motion that the Chainuaii should not be 
a member of tho Corporation and should not preside at mootings he should 
occupy a similar position to that of the Municipal Commissionei in Bombay. 

“In my opinion tho Chairman ought to occupy tho position of a M anaging 
Director of a commercial concern, and should invariably be a member of the 
General Committee, which coiresponds to a Boaid of Directors, and he should 
always preside Any other ariaugemout would load to waste of time, to loss 
of power, and possibly to friction ” 

The Hon’ble Babu Surendranam Banerjde said —“My hon’ble friend m 
charge of the Bill began his obseivations by dopiecating the irrelevant 
remaiks whuh Mr Apcar made in connection with this Bill. I am sorry to 
havo to say that if Mr Apca^’s criticisms weie imlevant, the criticisms of my 
hon’b’e fnond m charge of the Bill are exposed to the same objection. I think, 
Sir, wo have been dufting away very oonsiderably from the position tfftich 
the amendment opens out. The whole question at issue is this whether, the 
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Chairman is to bo a member of the Corporation or not Is he to be one of the 
deliberative body known as the Corporation, or is he to stand outside the 
Corporation ? And in discussing this simple issue we are led to the othei question 
as to tho election of the Chairman, and here again, Sir, the spectre of confusion 
seems to haunt us There was considerable confusion in tlio blending up of the 
two offices the** Chairman of the Calcutta Coipoiation’and tho ‘Municipal 
Commissioner of Bombay ’ Sir, the Hon’blo Member m charge of tho Bill 
made the remark that if the Chairman of the Calcutta Coipoiation is changed 
very often, tho President of the Bombay Corporation is changed also very often 
As a inattei of fact, the two things are totally diffoient The Chairman of the 
Calcutta Corporation holds a position very different fioni that of the President 
of the Bombay Corporation The President of the Bombay Corporation may be 
a figure-head, but he is a very brilliant and distinguished hguro hoad He is pre¬ 
eminently the fiist citizen of tho first city mtlve Indian Empire. He receives 
the Viceroy when the Vicoroy lands in India, he bids adieu to the Viceroy when 
the Viceioy leaves India. He may indeed bo a figure-head I am sure the 
Hon’ble Mr Mackenzie would like to be a figure head of that description The 
President of the Bombay Corporation is a figurehead m this sense, but at the 
same time ho performs important functions Ho is the guide, the pieceptor, 
and loader of the Ooi poration, ho presides at the meetings of the Corporation, 
he regulates tho proceedings, he has a casting vote m caso of equality of votes 
To compare him with the Executive head of the Calcutta Corpoiation, my 
fnend will permit mo to say, is a comparison which will not stand the test of 
scrutiny ” 

The Ilon’blo Mr Baker said —“ That is the voiy comparison which tho 
Hon’ble Member the mover of the amendment made ” 

The Hon’blo Babe Sukkndranath Baki rjee said — “ What I wanted to say 
in this connection is this that this is the first of a scuos of amendments in 
regard to whuh my hon’ble fnend Mr Apcar and myself have given notice 
Tho object is to incorporate, so far fu we can incorporate, the Bombay system 
into the Calcutta system We have suggested that the Chairman shall not be 
the President of tho Corporation, we begin by saying that he shall not 
be a member of the Corporation. Having said that he is not to be a 
member of tho Corporation, we provide later on that the Corporation is to 
elect its own President, in other words, he is not m any way to be con¬ 
nected with the Coiporation as a member or as Presidont We have heard a 
great deal about this Bombay system. The essence of the Bombay system is 
this the completo separation of the deliberative from the exocutivo body. The 
executive body stands apait from the deliberative body, and tho deliberative 
body when it comes in contact with the exeoative body promptly brings it into 
a position of stibordin&tion. On the other hand, the essence of our system 19 
the complete assimilation, the blending up of tho two. Therefore, the object 
pf amendment 2o* on the paper is, so far as practicable, to assimilate the 
Calcutta ej stem to the Bombay system. Therefore, the first amendment, pro¬ 
ceeding on these lines, is that the ‘ Chairman shall not be a member of tho 
Corporation ’ If you accept that proposition, wo Bay that the Corporation 
shall elect its own President, and that further the Geneial Committoo shall elect 
its own President, and if we accept those amendments, wo have that complete 
separatibn of the executive and deliberative bodies which is tho ossenco ot the 
Bombay system In the Bombay Act there is a set tion which enables the 
Corporation to call for any statement regarding the alfaus ot tho Municipality 
and pass Resolutions with regard to any such statement, in other wonls, tho 
power of criticism, the power of supervision extending over the entire domain 
of municipal adnunibtiation, is given to the Corpoiation They have co¬ 
ordinate authorities, but separate and distinct from each other Have you got 
anything approaching tnat here’ And it is, because, Sir, we have not got heio 
that safeguard,.that my hon’ble friend Mr Apcai and l have thought ltoui duty 
to suggest tho acceptance of those provisions of the Bombay Act winch will 
ensure to the Corporation here that supremacy which the Bombay Corporation 
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enjoys, and which has made that Corporation the success that it is. There- 
foie, Sir, in all earnestness, with all the emphasis that 1 can command as one 
whose life has been passed m the cause of Local Self-Government, I beg Your 
Honour to consider whether it is not desirable, in the interests of that Local 
Self-Government which this Council is apparently anxious to maintain, that we 
should assimilate our system to those portions of the Bombay system which 
alone can conduce to its sound and efficient working ” 


The Hon’ble Me Baker said —“ The Hon’ble Babu Surendranath 
Banerjee has discussed the very questions of principle into which the hon’ble 
mover of the amendment refused to enter. I therefore ask permission to.reply 
to hun ” 


Tho Hon’ble the President said —“ I have particularly asked the Hon’ble 
Mr. Apcar whether tie wished a discussion upon the entne scheme to take 
place now in the discussion upon the motion which stands as No 16,* or whether 
the question of principle should be deferred until we oome to motion No. 26. t 
The Hon’ble Member said that he wished this particular item to be discussed 
as it was, and he declined to make any further statement of his scheme when 
I asked him if ho bad anything more to say Up to the present all that 
we have had from the non’ble Member, the mover of the present motion, is 
that he thinks it would be a good plan for the Municipal Commissioners to 
elect their own President Wo have heard nothing about the further develop¬ 
ment of his scheme which lias been disclosed m the very interesting and 
eloquent speech of the Hon’ble Babu Suiendranath Banerjee The plan upon 
which we have been proceeding is a plan in which I have subjected my own 
ideas, us to tho propriety of the discussion, laigely to the personal wishes of 
the flon’ble Mr. Apcar. I venture to think that we shall avoid confusion if wo 
do adopt the plan winch I originally suggested that we have now a discussion 
upon the main principle which is put before us foi oui acceptance If the 
Hon’ble Mr Apcar, after hearing the speech of h'S colleaguo, the Hon’ble 
Babu Surendranath Banerjee, is prepared now to go on with his statement in 
his own words and in his own fashion of the pnnoiple which ho proposes to 
us, then the Hon'ble Member in charge of the Bill will be able to speak pro* 

S erly I put it to tho Hon’ble Member to tike whichever course his own 
iscretion and judgment lead him to think; proper ” 


The non’ble Mb Apcar said —“ So far as I am concerned I would have had 
, do hesitation whatsoever, if the amendments had been put in the way Your 
Honour now suggests, in acceding to any discussion on those lines 1 have 
Dow very little moie to say m the matter, because I have already dealt with 
the main points. I have no wish to dwell upon points which have been already 
impressed upon the Council I of course shall have a reply I am quite willing 
that this amendment No 25f should be taken with amendment No. 16*.” 

, • 1 A 

The Hon’ble Mb Baker said —“ The Hon’ble Babn Surendranath Banerjee 
very correctly pointed out that this amendment is the first of a senes of 
amendments the effect of which is to bnng about an entne and radical ohange 
in the position and status of the Chairman. In tins amendment^ it is proposed 
to declare that the Chairman shall not be a member of the Corporation. In the 
Hon’ble Babu Surendra Nath Banerjee’s amendment of section 10 {nm 11 )§ it 
is proposed that the Corporation shall elect their own President, and in 
one of lus amendments of section 8 (now 9)|j it is further proposed that the 
General Committee shall elect their own President. So that the Chairman 
would pot be a member of either of the two bodios—the Corporation op the 
General Committee. The<avowed object with which these proposals hai&Wn 
brought forward is to introduce the Bombay system into the Calcutta C«g| 
tion. I say the avowed object, because it would be easy to show hjy 
through the B ill and the amendments m detail that that object has 
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carried out at ail/ oil only m an imperfect manner. The position of the 
Chairman, if the amendments that have been moved were earned, would be 
very different from and distinctly inferior to the position of the Municipal 
Commissioner as it is under the Bombay Act. 

“ In the first place with reference to these amendments I would point out 
that they are not compatible with the principles winch the Select Committee and 
this Council havo adopted in framing the constitution and settling the details 
of tho Bill. The Chairman is one of the three co-mdmate authorities who are 
charged with the municipal government of the town, and the Select Committee, 
in deciding what particular functions of every kind should bo assigned to the 
Chairman, have proceeded throughout on the understanding that that officer 
will continue to hold the same position that he does now as President both of 
the Corporation and of the General Committee If we are now going to 
change this, if we aie going to declare that he is not to be the President of 
the General Committoe and not to be President of the Corporation, to have no 
right to vote or to move Resolutions at meetings of those bodies, then it will be 
necessary for us to go through the Bill again, section by section, in order to see 
what changes it would be necessary to introduce to meet that altered position. 
Now, Sir, that is work which cannot possibly be done by this Council as a whole, 
it can only bo done by the Select Committee Therefore the first effect of 
adopting the Hon’ble Member’s amendment would be that this Council would 
have to adjourn, it would have to remit the Bill hack to the Select Committee, 
and there would be no possibility of disposing of it during the present Session. 
That alone is a sufficient reason I think why this amendment No lb* and all 
the following amendments should be rejected 

“But, Sir, there is fai more to be said about it than this. I am not 
disposed to deny that the Bombay system m some respects is a good 
and woikable one, and in some particulars I think it is a better system 
than the system which we have or are going to have in Calcutta. I 
refer in particular to the exclusive power of making all municipal appoint¬ 
ments which in Bombay rests with the Municipal Commissioner In Bombay 
the Municipal Commissioner has the sole and exclusive control of the 
municipal establishments of every grade and description, with tho sole 
exception of the Engineer, the Health Offioer, the Secretary and the Secretary’s 
clerks. In those respects I think the Bombay system is distinctly m advance 
of the system which we have now or the system under the Bill But, Sir, 
there are also some defects in the Bombay system, and peihaps the most 
conspicuous defect m that system is the extreme length to which it 
goes m separating the executive authority from the other two authorities# 
Exactly* the same defect ib to be found in the American Constitution, 
where neither the President of the United States nor any of his Cabinet 
Ministers have seats a or the right of speech in either House of Congress 
The framers of the* American Constitution introduced this restriction for 
precisely the same reasons for which the Hon’ble Members wish to introduce 
it here, namely, to safeguard the independence of the deliberative body, and to 
prevent the Executive from usurping an undue preponderance of powei The 
evils whioh have flowed from this unfortunate separation m America, the 
lack of motive power, the lowering of the status of Congress itself, and the 
total absence of organization or business-like methods m their proceedings have 
been clearly traced by Professor Bryce, m Ins standard work on tho American 
Commonwealth The same evils have manifested themselves on a smallei 
softie in Bombay; and similar causes will assuredly produce similar results 
in Caloutta What we should seek to do is to link these three authorities 
together, the .Chairman, the General Committoo, and the Corporation 
aim unquestionably the best way of doing so is to cause the Chairman to. 
preside at meetings both of tho General Committee and of the Corporation. If* 
we do not do so, tho initiative of the Chairman will be destroyed, or at all events 
Weakened, and schemes in which all are interested will drag, because there 
is' no one to push them. The legitimate influence of the Corporation and of 
• the General Committee over the Chairman will be weakened. They will 
correspond with him formally, there, will bo a great waste of time, and 
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responsibility will be frittered away And, Sir, there is ahother drawback to 
the system which prevails in Bombay to which the Hon’ble Baba Surondranath 
Banerjee made no allusion it is that it tends to throw very great and 
m esponsible power into the hands of the Municipal Secretary In Bombay the 
President is a non-olhuul gentleman el* cted from year to yeai He is not a 
whole time ofhet i, lie is not a salaried officer He is, to use an expression we have 
heard to-day, an oinamcntal figure-head lie conespouds moie or less to the 
position of the Mayoi of an English town. In English towns the whole of the 
work is leally done by the Town Cleik He is a highly paid and highly quali¬ 
fied expert The Town Clerk of the City of London draws a salary of £3,500 
a year, in Glasgow he gets neaily the same, m Liveipool he draws £2,0Q0 a 
year That is tho class of ofhcoi by whom the work is actually done In 
order that business may be efficiently conducted, it is essential that the Presi¬ 
dent of the body which conducts it should be thoroughly familiar with the 
details of the business to bo done, and it is hopoless to expect that a non-official 
gentleman who has his owu bu-nuss to do, whose time is vory fully occupied, 
and who probably towards tho conduct of dotails as a matter beneath his 
dignity, should over hud time oi go to the trouble to attend to them. The 
result will be that the Secretary, tho only salaried official whoso duty it is to 

} >ut the papers up befoio tho meeting on each occasion, will gradually absorb a 
aige amount of power foi which lie is not qualified cithei by salary or 
status ” 


The Hon’blo Baijc Boika.nta Nath Si n said — u With Your Honour’s 
permission I would like to make a few remarks When the Bill was originally 
introduced tlnco distmcls authorities weie intended to be created Having read 
the Bill it se« ms to me that to call tho three authorities co-ordinate authorities 
is rather a inisnomei, because they aio not independent m themselves The 
three aro linked together in such a way that one deponds upon the other to a 
certain extent, even so fai that I find that one of the soctions provides that 
the General Committee is to hear appeals against ccitam action and orders 
by the Chairman I believe there is a certain section to that effect—sec¬ 
tion 314A ( now 327) Now the question is, if tho original intention 
at the time of the intioduction oi tho Bdl was to create these three 


separate authonties, and if that has not been found piacticable or feasible or 
wise, can it be called sound legislation to have these three bodies again 
constituted m such a wav as to give nsc to further complications, would not a 
distinct object be gained if the Corporation consists of the Commissioners 
(Maly, de\cud oi the Chairman 9 Let there be a Chairman with his authorities, 
privileges and duties, and the General Conjmittee and the Corporation ..with 
its members only, they being free to elect their own Chairman I believe it 
would minimise to a certain extent the difficulties and complications which 
might be eieated, and would avoid discord and friction. It is nof my purpose 
to go over the Bombay Act, and the Hon’ble Member m charge of this Bill 
has admitted that if that Act had been accepted for Calcutta some of its 
provisions would have been found better suited and some otherwise. But 
I w ould ask Your Honour to consider the case of the other municipalities m 
Bengal It will be said that there cannot be any comparsion between mufassal 
municipalities and the Calcutta Municipality. It is quite tiue that m every 
ri spec t there cannot be any comparison between the Calcutta Municipality and 
the other mufassal municipalities, but where there is a principle found to be 
ellicidoie*, based on sound legislation, and found to bo sound in respect of 
these mut is-al municipalities, that principle, I subm t, ought also to be con- 
Bitlcied .is being a sound one in respect of tne Calcutta Municipality. 
most of the one hundred and fifty mufassal municipalities—I think in rouipl 
numbers there aie about that number—the Chairman is elected by the CqkDoI#- 
sionerstliemsehes Of course there are nominated members. The Chairmaifcjji 
appointed by Government m certain casos, but m most cafies the Commissioner* 
themselves are allowed the freedom of electing their own Chairman. HqvOf 
again, when these different authorities are created, the Chairman of l&L Hfjfe- 
missioners or the President of tho CommisHoners would be the head oljmwn- 
sultativo body The attempt of the Bill is to disintegrate and se$MWl*fr' the 
executive functions from the administrative functions If the Commissioners 
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themsolves have their own figure-head, he will no doubt help them m their 
deliberations, and no possible difficulty would arise if they be allowed the 
option of electing their own Chairman.” 

The Hon’ble Mr Apcar said —“ There have bopn observations made that 
force mo to make a reply. I must apologiso to you, Sn, for making you a 
particepa crimmia # in the waste of time here The lion ble Member in charge 
of the Bill mukes the charge that there has been nrclevant matter introduced 
which has taken up four fifths of our time I fcai, Sir, that it is to the 
President of this Council the blame must attach foi Im ing permitted so much 
„ irrelevant matter to bo discussed The Hon’blo Member in charge of the 
Bill, it seems to me, thinks that anything is irrelevant which is spoken contrary 
to his bwn ideas, and I feel bound to say that if the Hon’ble Membei had left 
the business to take its ordinary couise m this Council, there would have been 
a great deal of time saved With regard to what the Jlon’blo Member in 
charge of the Bill said m respect of tho power gnon to the Government to 
appoint any fit and propei poison to be Chaim,m as being an answer to my 
objection, he has missed the point of my contention entirely My point is 
this I say let the Corporation elect for themselves If they are not tit to 
elect their Chau man, then I think they are not lit to be entrusted with any 
powers at all I would further observe that, as I aheady have said, tho 
Government has no idea of appointing any person outside their own seivico 
Again, as legards continuity being destroyed, tho Hon’blo Member in chaige of 
the Bill has entirely missed what I wished, at all events, to explain It is this 
When we have Chairman after Chairman coming into the Corporation as 
its head who before has had no connection with a popular representative 
form of government, who docs not know the working of a municipality, ho has 
got to be guided for some time by experienced Comnu&sioncisin the General 
Committee, so that ho giadually learns his business On tho othei hand, if 
we havo a Piosidont olocted from among our own bod\, a Commissioner would 
be electod who had been seiving for some time m the Corporation, ho would 
be familiar with the business of the Corporation and acquainted with the past 
histoiy of questions that may arise Because the ponod of office is one year, 
as undei the Bombay system, it does not follow that he could servo foi one yeai 
only The same Commissioner would be eligible for re election, and oven if 
a difEeient Chauman was elected fiom tho Corporation annually, wo would have 
a more continuous policy than, from tho actual cncumstances of tho present 
method, can evei be obtained, because it would in effect be tho Corpoiation 
who would bo carrying on the business and not a stranger transplanted from 
the mufassal 

“I hope, Sir, it will not be thought that I intended to attack any person 
I was very soriy to mention any name at all I would have been very glad to 
have been able to omit names I was foiced to mention names, you will 
remember, Sirflhat I‘almost apologised for doing so I repeat again that 
I did not in any degree mean to attack any individual, but I was attacking 
tho system It* is only adding point to my argument that tho matters that 
I have referred to wero done m ignorance I never suggested that tho 
Chairman whom my hon ble filend mentioned would havo done deliberately 
what I have given as an illustration m support of my contention I have 
assumed that ho acted in ignorance, and I haie expiessly so stated in what 
I have before wntten and said on the subject, as my lion’blo fnuid must bo 
aware. * If I have been inaccurate in any statement, it is open to the Hon’ble 
Member to coiioct mo 

“Again, in the Verandah question,\heChaunian’s motion uas beaten 
What did ho do? Ho sent out a whip, brought alibis suppoitors again, and 
earned his motion Any matter that he dosues to cairy lie can cairy, if he 
chooses.” 

The Hon’ble the Prfsxdent said —“Gentlemen, we comonow to a conclu¬ 
sion on one of the most important issues thit will ho piobably pvft before us m 
•the whole course of this discussion, and I should like therefore mysolf to sum up 
ttys debate in a veiy fear words There appear to he before us in the speeches 
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that have been, delivered two wsues • one is that the Chairman of the Cor¬ 
poration should be elected by the Corporation The other is that the Chairman 
or tho Executive official of the Corporation should be entirely outside and 
independent of the coipmate body 

“ On the first question you have to remembor that a large amount of appeal 
has been made to tho Bombay pieccdent You know there that the Executive 
authority is not appointed by the Corporate body. 118 is appointed by 
Government, and not by the Municipal Commissioners, and, theictoie, in this 
matter the Bill onlv follows tnat pi credent to which appeal has been expressly 
made, but fiuthci I have to letnind the Council that the Bill directly and 
cleatly stites that the Chairman to bo appointed by the Government shall be* 
a prison whom the Government consider to be a fit and proper peison Tho 
Bill does not say that the person who is to bo appointed Chairman of the Cor¬ 
poration shall be a member of the Civil Set vice I hope heartily that it shall 

not fall to my lot in my term of office to appoint a Chanman. You could not 
havo a better man than you have at present, but if, unfoitunately, a vacancy 
should occui, vou may rely upon it that my Government will, iu discliaiging 
then very responsible duty, select the man whom they consider to bo the most 
fit and propei person, mespcctive of any service trammels 

“Now I como to the second point - , as to whether the Chairman should or 
should not be a member of the Corpoiation If anything could have moved 
me in a mattoi of that kind, it would have been the eloquent, earnest and 
almost pathetic appeal of the Hon’ble Babu Suiendranath Banerjeo, but 
my mind up >n that point is absolutely and perfectly clear The Hon’ble 
Member appealed to experience So do I, and 1 illustrate my opinion on this 
muttei by tao analogies the first is that of the District Boaids In 1882 
and 188.1, when 1 was m tho Ivoith-Western Piovmces, I was mernbci of a 
Coinnutti e that sat undei the oidors of the Lieutenant Governor to consider 
what were the best means of cany niff out that great scheme m the lural parts 
of I he country and tho first, and perhaps the most important, point that was put 
befoie us foz decision was this shall the control of the Collector m tho 
districts be fiom withm or from without 9 And overy member of that Committeo 
gave an opinion cxc< pt one, and that one was the most acute and tho most 
astute native advisei that we had at that time m the North-Western Provinces 
His name is well known to some of you—Raja Shiva Persad, of Benares, and 
when he alone was left to speak, the whole meeting turned to see what bo had 
to say He said ‘I will tell you my opinion by a paiable. Put twelve 
coolies to a rope to pull a cart, and they are all right as long as the twelve are 
pulliug together, but take ono of those coolies out and put him on tho cart with 
a long whip, and tho remaining eleven do not like it.’ Now the experience of 
control fiom within of tho Collector over his District Board is absolutely in 
favour of tho plan of having tho executive and tho corporate body together 
No ono will deny that that adjustment has, as Raja Shiva Pqjnshad predicted, 
answered to the advantage of all concerned Now I shall give you another, 
and I hope a still better instance, and that is my own. Here L stand before you, 
Piesident of this deliberative body, and at the same time I am the head of the 
Executive of this Province I can conceive nothing more inexpedient and 
more inadvisable than that my connection with this Council should be severed. 
From this Council the Lieutenant-Governor leceives constant suppoit, help, 
advice, and, indeed it may bo, check, if his measures are ill-advised I consider 
that, so far from its being an advantage to separate the executive and delibera¬ 
tive authorities as my hon’ble friends Mr Apcar and Babu Surendranath 
Banoijee have lecommended, there could be nothing moro injurious than to 
separate the one from the other Each gathers from the otner experience 
and suggestions which no other connection that I know of yields. It is for 
this reason that the members of the Government of England are associated 
with the Houses of Parliament, and it is for this reason that I am positive 
tli*'t, in tho interests of tho city and in tho interests of dsvery good work under¬ 
taken in it, its Chairman should not be severed from the Corporation.” 

The amendment No. 16* was then put and lost. *

The Hon’ble the President said —“ When does the Hon’ble Member 
wish to take it?”

The Hon’ble Mr. Baker said —“ I submit we have already discussed 
amendment No 25§ along with No 16 "f Amendment No 25§ is practically 
identical with the amendment moved by tho Hon’ble Babu Surendranath 
Banerjee on section 10 (now 11), and the vote on No 16* which we have just 
taken will havo the effect of ruling it out ” 

The Hon’ble Babu Surendranath Banebjlf said —“I have no desiro to 
renew the discussion, because I quite agree with the Hon’ble Mr Baker that 
this is really an amendment with regard to which there has been a discussion ” 

The Hon’blo Mr. Baker said —“ The President is asking whether you 
object to amendments Nos 11* and 55J disappearing aB being governed by the 
decision on Nos 16f and 25 §” * 

The Hon’blo Babu Surendranath Banerjee said —“It must be governed 
by the voting upon tho other sections. There is only one remark I wish to 
make I think it is not desirable, having regard to the fact that the Chairman 
is the bead of the Executive and that the Corporation takes cognisance of the 
decisions of the Executive on appeal, that the head of the Executive should sit 
in judgment upon appeals to which he himself is a party It seems to me to 
be a combination of functions which are inconsistent with our elementary 
notions of justice.” 

The Hon’ble thf Prfsident said —“ Does the Hon’ble Member wish to 
speak to item 55{ ?” 

The Hon’blo Babu Surendranath Banerjeh said —“No, Sir, except the 
observations I have just made.”

The Hon’blo Mr Apcar then moved amendment No. 25, namely, that 
after section 6 the following section ho added — 

“ 6AA. (I) The Corporation shall, at their first meeting in each financial year, appoint 
one of their own number to bo President until the first meeting of the Corporation in the 
next following financial yoar, unless the Councillors in the meantime retire from offioe, and 
then until the day of such retirement 

“ (2) Any Councillor who oeases to be President shall be re-eligible 
“ (S) If any casual vioanoy ooouis m the offioe of President of the Corporation, the 
Corporation shall, as soon as they oonvemenlly oan after the ooourrenoe of such vaoanoy, 
ehooso one of their number to fill suoh vacinoy, and every President so chosen shall continue 
in ofhco so long only as the person m wlio*e place he is appointed would have been entitled 
to continue if suoh vacancy had not occurred ” 

The Motion was put and lost 

The Ilon’ble Mr Apcar, by leave of the Council, then withdrew his

Hi CTION 6 

The Hon’ble Babu Surent>i*avai h Banerjm,, by leave of the Council, 
withdrew his motion (amendment No 18) that the words “ the Chairman 
and ” m lines 1 and 2 of section 6 be omitted 

Tho Hon’ble Babu Surendranatii Banlrjei- moved his amendment No 19, 
namely, that the woids “the Vice Chairman” bo inserted aftei the word 
“ Chairman” in lines 1 and 2 of section 6 He said — 

“ Our endeavour, I mean that of the popular part of this Council, has been 
to obtain, as far as possiblo, the mcoiporatxon of tho Bombay system into the 
Calcutta system In that endeavour we have had the judgment of this 
Council, and a very decisive judgment it has been, namely, the Council has 
decided by an overwhelming majonty that the amendments of which we had 
given notice, with a view to incorpoiate the Bombay system into the Calcutta 
system, shall not find a place in the Municipal Act. That being so, Sir, we 
fall back upon the Calcutta system. If we are not to havo the Bombay system, 
let us have the Calcutta system , let us not liavo something which is neithor one 
nor the other Lot us not have a system which shall be attended with all the 
inconveniences, all the difficulties, and all the complications of an unknown 
system Therefore, Su, I venture to propose that the Vice-Chairman he, as he 
has always been, a membei of the Corporation He is a yery efficient member 
of tho Corporation, and I appeal to my friends the Hon’ble Mr Oldham and tho 
Hon’ble Member in charge of the Bill m support of what I say It seems to 
me that the Vice Chairman ought to he permitted to be a member of the 
Corporation This Bill will come into law on the 1st Apul, 1900, and from that 
day the Vice-Chairman will cease to be a member of the Coiporation It is a 
distinct advantage to have an officer like the Vice-Chau man, who is generally 
an Indian officer, in the position of a Municipal Commissioner. Oftentimes 
the interposition of the Vice-Chairman m heated debates has the effect of 
strengthening tho Executive side of questions. I would refer to an item of 
business which was transacted the other day in which the views of Government 
were accepted after considerable discussion, and I may add after considerable 
hesitation, and I do not think I am guilty of the slightest exaggeration when I 
say that the views of a large number of us, among the Hindu Commissioners, 
were determined very considerably by the attitude of the Vice-Chairman, who 
was present at the meeting and explained his views. I think the Hon’ble 
Member m charge of the Bill will remember that Government in their Resolu¬ 
tion upon tho Administration of the Municipality made a recommendation to the 
effect that notices of demand should he issued within the currency of the 
quarter m respect of rate bills. We issue such notices in the fourtn quarter 
now The Government, with a view to render the collections more satisfactory, 
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suggested that, subject to certain necessary safeguards, notices of demand should 
be issued during the currency of the quarter Many of us had considerable 
doubts with regard to the advisability of that suggestion. We thought it was 
a suggestion which, if accepted, might be attended with a considerable measure 
of oppression practised upon the poor and the helpless That was a considera¬ 
tion which weighed with many ot us, and, Sir, you will admit that as representa¬ 
tives of the pedple we are bound to take that view ot the case and to give that 
new of the case the prominence it deserves We wanted to know what the Vice- 
Chairman thought and what his views were with regard to the matter, because 
we knew that he was in sympathy with the popular side of the case He was 
of opinion that, subject to the safeguards which we provided, there would be no 
oppression consequent upon the carrying out of the suggestion of the G-overn 
ment. That determined my vote, and I have no doubt it determined the votes 
of several of os. I take that as a concrete ease There may be other cases. 
It is a distinct advantage to have an Indian officer m the position of the Vice- 
Chairman as a Municipal Commissioner. He becomes, so to speak, the 
mterapter between the official head of the Corporation on the one hand and 
the Hindu Commissioners and the large body of Indian rate-payers on the other, 
From the administrative point of view the advantage of having the Vice- 
Chairman as a Commissioner cannot be over-estimated There is also another 
view of the matter to which I desire to call attention Under section 74 ( now 
81) you provide as follows — 

‘ The Chairman or, in his absence, the Vioe-Ohairman or the Deputy Chairman as the 
Chairman may direct, shall preside at every suoh meeting, and shall have a second or oaeting 
vote iu all oases of equality of votes ’ 

“ Sir, the Vice-Chairman is not a member of the Corporation, hut all of a 
sadden he is elevated to the position of being Piesident of the Corporation. 
He is not a member of the Corpoiation, but he is allowed to vote He is not a 
member of the Corpoiation, hut he is to have a double vote as President This 
is an anomaly which could not fail to occur to an experienced administrator 
like the Hon’ble Mr. Baker In order to cure this anomaly, my hon’ble fnend 
has appended an Explanation to section 75 (now 83) as follows — 

‘ For the purposes of this seotion, the President at a meeting of the Corporation shall 
he deemed to be a Commissioner ’ 

»“In curing one anomaly my fnend rushes mto another. The Vice- 
Chairman is to be the President of the meeting of the Corporation, and for 
the time bemghe into be a Commissioner. For how long—may I ask? The Vice- 
Chairman is a Commissioner for one hour and no longer. I think, Sir, all these 
complications might be removed by legislating to the effect that the Vice- 
Chairman is to be a Commissioner TheVice-Chairman is a Hindu gentleman of 
eminence, he represents the Executive of the Corporation, he has sympathies 
with the rate-payers, his influence with the Hindu Commissioners is great, he 
becomes by virtue of his position the exponent and tho interpreter of the 
official view to the Hindu Commissioners. This is a distinct advantage, and 
you ought not tp deprive the Corporation of it. Ever since 1874 you have had 
4 Hindu gentleman in the position of Vice-Chairman, and he has been a Com¬ 
missioner, and it has always been found to be advantageous Apart from 
considerations of administrative anomaly, there is this paramount considera¬ 
tion of administrative convenience, ana, taking my Btand upon that ground, 
I venture to appeal to Your Honour to accept the amendment which I have 
the honour to propose.” 

* The Hon’blo Mb Bakes said —“ I should have had very little objection to 
this amendment if the Hon’ble Member had added tho Deputy Chairman to it 
All throughout qur proceedings it has been the endeavour of the Select Com¬ 
mittee to nlace the Deputy Chairman and the Vice-Chairman on a similar 
footing, and if the Hon’hle Member had moved that both ‘ Vice-Chairman ’ 
and ‘ Deputy Chairman ’ should be members of the Corporation, I think it 
Very probable that I should have been prepared to accede to his wishes but as 
a matter of fact there is no absolute necessity that either of them should be on 
.the Corporation. We provide that the Chairman shall preside on all ordinary 
occasions. On the few occasions that he is absent, we make provision m 
section 74 JMW 8i) that the Deputy Chairman or Vice-Chairman shall fulfil hi& 
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duties temporarily That being so, there is no absolute necessity why either of 
his two lieutenants should be with him on the Municipal Board. The Hon’ble 
Babu Surcndranath Banerjeo his mentioned au instance in which the 
present Vice-Cliammn has rendered valuable si>r>ico by his advice and 
suggestions to the Coiporation, and he suggested that ho did this by virtue 
of his being Vice Chairman, but it is obvious that it would have been 
perfectly possible foi him to have given the same advice, to have made 
exactly the same statement to tlio Corporation, oven if he had not been 
a Commissioner. It is the regulai piactice in the Coiporation when any 
question comes up which affects tho Head of a Dcpaitment, such as the 
Engincoi or He iltli Officer, to invito that Head of the Dep irtment to be 
present and to state his views peisonally to tho Commissionois The Vice- 
Chairman, I piesumo, will, among othei positions, be tho Head of tlio Accounts 
Department, tlio Head of the Collection and Wanant Depaitment, of the 
Corp..ration nndu the Bill Then foie under the Bill the Vico-Chanman, even 
though not a member of the Coipoiation, would m the oidinaiy couise have 
been pi c sent, and would have been invited to explain the w holo position to 
* tlie othei Commissionois.” 


The Ilon’blo Ma Apcab said —“Sir, I should not like to give a sliont vote 
to this amenduieut From my experience, the connection of the Vice Chanman 
with the Coipoiation as a mcmboi of it has acted for nothing but good 
And, with i egard to the remark that fell from the Ilon’ble Member in charge 
of the Bill that he would be willing to accede to the amendment of my hon’ble 
fuenl Babu Suiendranath Bancijeo if ‘Deputy Chairman’ weie added, 
surely that concedes the argument, and tho Hon’ble Mcmbei cannot but mean 
that he considers the Vice-Ch inman would be a useful mernbei of the Corpora¬ 
tion, and that it would be advisable to have him as a momb‘'i of that body, 
but he will not have him separated ti om the Deputy Chairman m any way It 
is always open to my hon’ble friend Mr Baker to add an amendment to a later 
section It is not too late for him to add as an amendment that which would 
moet with his own washes, and we know that whatever ho may choose to pro¬ 
pose is bound to be passed So that, so fai as wo aro concerned in considenng 
this particular point, it scorns to me that ovoiything my hon’blo friend 
Mr liakei has said is entirely in fin our of tho admission of the Vice-Chairman 
as a meinboi of the Coipoiation And, Sir, I protest against the absurd idea 
of tho Vice-Chairman and Deputy Chairman becoming members of the 
Corporation foi half an hour or so m oidei to preside at tho meetings of the 
Corporation, as is provided in a latei portion of the Bill. It is a reflection, 
I think, on the members of the Coipoiation when those who are not members 
of tho Corporation are dragged in because it is supposed that those <wiio are 
members of the Corporation are not fit to preside m any circumstances 
whatevci ” 

The Hon’ble Babu Surlndranatii Banerjee m reply said —“ The Hon’ble 
Member m cbaige ot the Bill is anxious to place the Vice Chanman and the 
Doputy Chairman upon the same footing, but I think tho Ilon’ble Member will 
agiee that, so far as the measure of lcsponsibihty is concerned, there is a very 
gieat difference between a young ofhcei of the status of a Joint-Magistrate and 
an experienced and trained administratoi of tho status of a Vice-Chairman. 
A Doputy Chairman, I presume, will be a young officer with all tho energy and 
tho immature vigour of youth, but would he be fat to bo placed in charge of 
tho W. 11 ant Department, the Loans Department or tho collections extending 
over forty-four lakhs of rupees, which great departments are now controlled by 
the Vice Chairman? The measure of the responsibility of the Vico Chairman 
is infinitely superior to the responsibility which would bo cast upon the Deputy 
Chau man Therefore, to place tho Deputy Chanman upon the same footing 
with the Vice Chairman irrespective of the measuie of his responsibility would 
be a serious legislative ana administrative blunder. They ought not to 
be placed upon tho same footing The Deputy Chairman would probably 
some day be Chairman, m the same way ns a Joint- Magistrate becomes 

Magistrate. That is hi? training ground, end purely he ought not to be 

* ' 
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placed at the outset upon the same footing with tko Vice-Chairman? \ there¬ 
fore respectfully jom issue with that statement of my hon’ble friend in charge 
of the Bill. I find myself m the unfortunate position of not being able to agree 
with him m regard to another statement made by him He has observed that 
even if the Vice-Chairman wore not a member of the Corporation, it would 
still be open to him to give the same advice. But, Sir, there would be a differ¬ 
ence between # the advice tendered in the one case and that tendered m 
the other. As a member of the Corporation ho would come m contact with 
the Commissioners, ho would be known to the Commissioners, he would 
have personal influence with the Commissioners, the Commissioners would be 
likely to respect him, they would repose confidence m lum, and when he gave 
advjco, that advice would be accepted But when ho comes as a stranger, 
as a more official, the advice that he tenders would not be accepted with the 
same confidence as if that adv co were tendered by him as a colleague with 
whom thoy wero intimately acquairted I hope that, having regard to these 
considerations, my hon’blo friend in charge of the Bill will seo his way, and I 
hope ana tiust, Sir, you will soo your way, to accept the amendment which I 
have the honour to move ” 9 

The motion was put and lost. 

The Hon’blo tfip PRtsiDrNr ruled the following motions, standing m the 
name of the Hon’ble Babu Suiendianath Banerjee, to be out of order — 

(/) that the words “ seventy-five ” bo substituted for 11 fifty” m line 2 of 6ection 6, 

(3) if tho above amendment be lost, that the word “ sixty ” be substituted for “ fifty ” 
m line 2 of section t> 

The Hon’blo the PiiisincNi also ruled the following motion, standing in 
the name of the Hon’ble Babu Boikanta Nath Sen, to be out of order — 

that m section 6 “ so venty-fivo ” be substituted for 11 fifty”. 

The Hon’blo the Presidlnt also ruled tho following motions, standing m 
the name of the Hon’blo Raja Shashi Shakhaieswai Roy Bahadur, of Tahiipur, 
to be out of ordci —

substituted,

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(4) ^that, m line A of sub-seotion {5) of motion 7 (now 6), for tin word* “ clauses (a), (6) 
and (e)” the word* “clauses («), (6), (o), («), (/), (p), (A), («) and ( j )” be substituted. 

The Hon’ble Mb Baker said —“ Amendment Mo 31* is in order, bat N<oa. 
32 and 33f are not m order, as I think will be admitted after what has fallen 
from the President Amendments 34 ,% 36§ and 37,|| and also another one^j on 
the supplementary list filed by Raja^lianajit Sinha of Nashipfir, all cover the 
same ground, they are all in order It would be convenient if these five 
amendments, namely, 31, 34, 86, 37 and 2 in the supplementary list, and a 
supplementary one** which the Hou’ble Babu Surendraaath Banerjee wishes to 
put m now, were all considered together, and discussod at the same time. 
When amendments are taken together, it is for each Hon’ble Member to 
move bis own and to discuss them all at the same time, aud then the votes are 
taken.” 


The Hon’ble Babu Jatba Mohan Sen moved (amendment No. 81 ) that the 
following amendments be made m section 7 ( now 8), namoly — 

‘ (1) in olause (a) substitute “ three” for “iour,” 

(#) in clause ( b) substitute “ three ” for “ four,” 

(3) add “ (66) two by the Bengal National Chamber of Oommeroo, 

“ (cc) two by the Muhammadan Literary Society and the Central 
National Muhammadan Association, namely, one each, 

** (coo) two by the University of Caloutta,” 

(4) in clause (d) substitute “ eleven ” for “ fifteen,” 

(5) in sub-seotion (3) substitute “ (66), (re) and (ere) ” tor “ and (r)’ ” 


He said —“In proposing thiB amendment I voutureto submit that, thepnn- 
ciple underlying the present Bill being to give predomnicnce to the representa¬ 
tion of mercantile interests, I think it just that the Bengal National Chamber ot 
Commerce should havo a power to nominate at least two Commissioners, the 
English merchants returning eight according to my amendmert namely, three 
by the Chamber of Commerce, thieo by the Trades Association, and two by 
tne Commissioners for the Port of Calcutta. 


“It has often been complained that at Ward elections the Muhammadans 
are not properly represented I have therefore thought fit to authorise the 
two leading Muhammadan Societies to nominate two Commissioners Then, 
again, following the Bombay Act, which has been taken as the model in 
framing the present Bill, I have proposed to take two Commissioners from the 
Umveisity The University represents the intellect of the country, and it is 

J ust that it should have a voice m the nomination of Commissioners, as m 
Jombay 

“ If the English merchants are deemed not to have been properly repre¬ 
sented, the Government may supplement the number* by nomination, and 
maintain an equilibrium 

“I am aware there are other Associations, such as the British Indian Associ¬ 
ation, the Indian Association and the Zamindan Panchayat These are import- 
ant bodies, and they should certainly be represented I am confident the 
Government will exercise its power to take at least one nominee of each of 
the above bodies. 


“ It is true I have not introduced these Associations into my amendment, 
but this does not signify that they were absent from my mind 1 have left ittq 
Government to take in their nominees to restore an equilibrium, if the com¬ 
munities whom these Associations represent, are not adequately represented. 

“ As five different amendments are to be discussed together, the best thing 
would be to take the proposals referring to nomination by each body as a 
separate amendment, so that the ohance of conflict maybe minimised.”

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The Hon’ble Babu Subendranath Bankbjee moved (amendment No. 84) 
that the following be substituted for soction 7, sub-section ( la ) [now section 8, 
sub-section (2)~\ — 

‘‘The remaining Commissioners shall bo appointed as follows — 

(a) eleven by the Local Govomment, 

(b) ten by the Presidonoy Magistrates, * 

(») two by the Bengal Chamber of Commerce, and 

irf) two by tho Fellows of the University ” 

He said —“Heie again I follow the Bombay model If among 72 
Commissioners in Bombay the Government appoints 10, what should be the 
numbei that Your Honour’s Government ought to appoint among 50 Commis¬ 
sioners? It is 11, or a littlo over 11 Therefore I suggest that the number to * 
bo appointed by Government, dnectly following the Bombay model, should be 
11. Then, Sn, I eliminate the Tiades Association and the Port Trust We 
have m the Bombay Act the Chamber of Commerce returning two members, 
and they lnvo also a Port Tiust there It seems to mo—with all tho 
respect that I feel for the Hon’ble Members lepresentmg tho Port Trust, 
that to ask that body to return members, aftei huving asked the Chamber of 
Commerco and the Trades Association to do so, is really bringing coals to New¬ 
castle What is tho Port Tiust ? An echo, a reflection, of the Chamber 
of Coinmeite and the Trades Association Therefore, Sir, I think there ought 
to be no squcannslmess whatcvei in refusing to allow the Port Trust to return 
members 

“ Then I come to the Trades Association, and hero I admit that I suggest 
a recommendation which is outside of the presont law, and, Sir, I confess I am 
somewhat of a consoi vativo m these matters When a law is a good law and 
has been found to be so m practice, I do not advocate a change But, Sir, the 
Trades Association and the Chamber of Commeice lepresent one and the same 
interest Thero is absolute uniformity of aims and ideas betwoen them, and no 
more striking lllustiation of tho cordiality and the uniformity of interest between 
the two bodies is to ho found than m the hearty good-will which prevails in this 
Council Chambei between my two hon’blo fucnds who represent them. The 
other day, in lefoicnce to a particular matter, I tiled to get ovoi one of my 
hon’blelilends to my side I had neaily succeeded, as I thought m my mind; 
but a conterenco took place between them, and then I found that my labour was 
completely lost Therefoie it seems to me that, as far as the Chamber of 
Commerce and tho Trades Association are concerned, there being this complete 
umfoqnity of intei ests, tho Chamber of Commerco ought to be able to represent 
the mteiests of tho Tiades Association, or vice verm 

“If wo accept this viow, we shall then be in a position to bring 
m the other constftueneiea. The Presidency Magistiates represent tho 
majesty of law and justice, and theie aie members of the mercantile 
community ancl mcmbeis of the trades who oio Presidency Magistrates. 
Then thero arc Fellows of the University—a learned body. I think, now that 
we are recasting the law, it is necessary that we should obtain a wider and a 
more divorgent repiesentdtion, and that widei and moro diversified representa¬ 
tion would bo obtained by mtioducmg tho Piesidency Magistrates and the 
Fellows of tho University. I can well understand the reasons which induced 
the legislator of 1888 to make tho Chamber of Commeice and the Trades 
Association the two different constituencies that they now aie At that time the 

endeavour was made to persuade the European community to take part m 
municipal affan s. I he European community at tlut tinio were m a minority. 
Is not tho asp’ect of things completely changod as legards the Municipality by 
this Bill 9 Tho European community will bo in tho majonty We Hindus need 
to be piotected Special constituencies are necessary for us, and therefore I 
ask that the Univoisity, in which there u a laige clement of the Indian commu¬ 
nity, and the Presidency Magistrates, in which there is also a considerable 
, Inaian element, should be formed into constituencies for purposes of municipal 
representation. This Bill wilt give the supremacy to the European community 
lit the affairs of tho Corporation, and will leduce the Hindus to a minority. 
That being so, what are wo to do with these constituencies? They ought to be 
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adjusted to Bmt the changed circumstances, and the re-adjustment which I 
suggest would secure a wider, a more diversified and a more diffused repre¬ 
sentation, which 1 think is essential for the sound and efficient administration 
of our municipal affairs ” 

The Hon’ble Babu Boikanta Nath Skn moved (amendment No. 30) 
that the following bo substituted for section 7, sub-section (fa) [turn section 8, 
sub-section (#)J — 

“The re mainin g Commissioners shall be appointed as follows, namely — 

(a) eleven by the Local Government, 

(A) ton by the Presidency Magistrates, 

(o) two by tho Bengal Chamber of Commereo, and 
(</) two by the bellows of tho Caloutta University ” 

He said*—“I embark in the suno boat as my lion’blofucnd Babu Surendra- 
nath Banerjce, so that I can only endorse the arguments which have been 
addressed to the Council by the Ilon’ble Member I would only add this The 
Government of India, in then despatch No. 93,* have recognised two interests 
the European interest and the native interest The Government reserve to itself 
certain poweis foi nominating certain Commissioners in older to equalize that 
powei According to the Bill then* Mould he an abnormal preponderance of the 
European element These thieo interests—the Bengal Chamber of Commereo, 
tho Calcutta Trades Association and the Commissioncis of the Port of Calcutta 
-—all represent tho same interest, and inasmuch as two of them—the Calcutta 
Trades Association and the Commissioners for tho Port of Calcutta—do not find 
any place m tho Bombay model, my amendment is designed to eliminate 
them.” 

Tho Hon’ble Dr Asutosh Morhopadhyaya moved (amendment No 37) that, 
in section 7, sub-section (la) [now soction 8, Bub section (2)], tho woid “and” 
at tho end of clause (c), and the whole of clause (d), be omitted, and that the 
following be substituted — 

‘(d) one by the Senate of the University of Calcutta, and 
‘ (<) fourteen by the Local Government ’ 

Ho said —“ Sir, it was not without some hesitation that I decided to bnng 
before tho Council the proposition which I have now the honour to move for 
your acceptance Such hesitation aroso, not because I had any doubts as 
to the perfect propriety of my motion, but because 1 found that, m whatever 
way I might press tho claims of the University, I must necessarily encroach 
npon the privileges of the Government of Bengal But I must confess 
that, when I discovered that other Hon’ble Members had undertaken to 
support tho cause of tho University in the manner indicated m the motions 
which have been disallowed, I felt somewhat embarrassed I naturally feel 
gratified that so many Hon’ble Members should interest themselves in 
the matter, for the University is entitled to tho loyalty and devotion 
of all her children, but at the same time I venture to think that her 
claim, if earned to excess, might be altogether lost, and, if linked with 
othei claims not equally strong, might not bo sufficiently distinguished. 
That my fears were not altogether unfounded has, I think, been amply proved 
by the late of the motions disallowed In the first place, it seems to me that 
if tho University of Bombay, with a Senate of over 300 mombers, sends two 
representatives to a Corporation of 72, I do not think I can legitimately ask 
you to give the University of Calcutta, with a Senate of ovei 200 mepibers, 
more than one representative upon a Corporation of SO In the soconaplaoe, 
I do not think it wise to couple the claims of the Calcutta University with 
thoso of the other Associations which I should be happy to see represented Chi 
the Municipal Corporation; for I cannot affoid to forget that, whatever die 
status and the usefulness of these public or semi-public "bodies may be, their 
claims can hardly be placed as high as those of the University, which is a 
Corporation croated by Statute, which has for its Chancellor the highest ofixdJll 
m the land, and which controls the highei education of the .people,’- hot 
only of the provinces under Yohr Honour’s rule, but also of 'Asadttt,, Burma 

* This despatch u dated the 17 th Jane, 1BS9, and u printed in Paper* Mo 40 relating W the Bill 
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and Ceylon, However much, therefore, I may rejoice at any docision of the 
Counou favourable to these Associations, 1 must ask you to consider the present 
motion as distinct from those that have preceded it, 

(t Sir, I have just alluded to the system which prevails in Bombay, but it 
is neither necessary nor desirable to support my proposition solely by analogy, 
the strongest arguments in its favour are, I think, to be found within the four 
corners of the Bill now before you In the first place, if we turn for a moment 
to the provisions of section 23A (now 14), sub-section (?), clauses (vtt) and (vm), 
which doscribe the special functions of the Corporation, we find that the promo¬ 
tion of primary and technical education and the provision of free libraries are two 
of wie objects to which they may devote their attention . t It is hardly necessary 
for me to point out that, in this inclusion of educational objects within the scope 
of municipal activity, we are not by any means singular, if, for instance, we 
turn to sections 61 and b3 of the Bombay Act, section 33 of the Madras Act, 
and section 72 of the Punjab Act, we find similar provisions, for the promotion 
of educational objects, and for the construction and maintenance of free 
lib ranee, museums and art galleries If theso, then, are legitimate objects 
falling within the province of municipal government, I venture to aflirm that 
there is nothing unreasonable in my proposition that thero should bo at 
least one educational member on the Corporation Criticisms, some of 
them not very just or impartial, have been levelled at the Corpoiation 
from so many different quarters, and upon such diverse topics, that I have 
no desire to add to their number, but I regret to have to say that the 
promotion of technical education and the maintenance of a free public 
library have been two of the neglected fields of activity It has been 
one of the lasting repioaches of the capital of the Indian Empire that we 
have not here a public library either worthy of the city or sufficient to satisfy 
the needs of the educated public. It is not essential that I should take up your 
time by a detailed account of what haB been done m similar directions by the 
great Municipal Corporations of England and the Continent, but I oonfes I 
feel humiliated when I consider that the Corporations of Manchester, Burning- 
ham and Berlin have shown a wonderful enthusiasm m the establishment and 
development of the free-hbrary system, and in tbc piomotion of special and 
technical education under municipal auspices, while we have neglected to do 
even what little wo might have done with the limited means at our disposal 
I trust, Sir, that, if it be the pleasure of this Council to decide m favour of 
my proposition, the University will be in a position to send as its lopresen- 
tative on the Corpoiation a person who has devoted himself to tho study of 
the educational problems of the day, and who, by the accuracy and moderation 
of his news, may make them acceptable to the members of the Corpoiation 
“ In the second place, Sir, I desire to inntc the attention of the Council to 
the fact that the Sebate of the University numbers on its rolls tho most 
distinguished Doctors and the most competent Engineers, both native and 
European, that we have in this country. It has always seemed to me some¬ 
what anomalous that the only qualification which entitles a person to tako 
a part m tho municipal government of the city should be a puiely property 

J uahfication, and bad it not been for the decision of the Government of 
ndia, reducing the number of elected Commissioners ftom 50 to 25,1 should 
have been prepared to move that one at least of the Commissioners, returned 
by each*of the Wards, should be a qualified medical practitioner or a well- 
trained Engineer. Be that as it may, I venture to express the hope that, if 
the Senate of the University be authorized to send a representative to tho 
Corporation, it may fiom time to time send a gieat Doctoi, or an experienced 
Engineer, whose* helpful advice could otherwiso hardly be seemed 

“ In the third place, Sir, I desire to point out that the University is, 
if I may be allowed, the use of the expression, a neutral constituency 
Although I am placing this ground last, it is by no means of the least mipoit- 
anoe, and I would venture to invite your special attention to it If you 
43 iM&ine the constitution of the Senate from yeai to year, you wiU find tlmr 
what I may call the European and the native elements almost balance each 
other. In some years, perhaps, owing to death, resignation or letirement m 
the ranks of the one, the other may predominate, but, taken as a whole, each 
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balances the other, for instance, if you look to the constitution of the Syndicate, 
which is the governing body of the University, m the present year, you find that 
there are seven Euiopcans and four Indians, one of whom is a Muhammadan. 

If you take last year’s figures, you will find that there wero five Europeans 
and six Indians, of whom two were Muhammadans, but, apart from the question 
of mero numbeis, I rejoice to think that party feeling has not, as yet, to any 
appreciable extent, invaded the ranks of the Senate, and it has always been 
a sourco of giatification to me that the position which I have attained in the 
Univeisity is duo as much to the indulgence of my European as of my native 
friends I trust, theiefoie, that, if tho University has an opportunity of sending 
a member to the Coiporation, such nominee will reflect tho neutral character ol 
the body ho represents.* 

“ I have now stated, as briefly as I could, the reasons in support of my 
proposition, winch, analysed, comes to this,—the Government of Bengal has the 
powor of appointing 13 members of the Corporation, these members, I take 
it, will ic present minorities and interests other than those represented by the 
25 elected Commissioners and tho 10 Commissioners appointed by the 
lepresentatives of Trade and Commerce. Can the University fauly claim to be 
one of these minonties, and ask the Government to concede the pimlege of 
appointing one member on the Corporation ? I leave the decision confidently 
m tho hands of tho Council, m the belief that, whatevei may be the fate of 
my motion, it will have the sympathy of all who have been educated at an 
Indian University oi at any of those ancient seats of learning which are the 
gloiy of England, and shall I venture to indulge, Sir, in tho hope that it may 
have the sympathy of Your Honoui, whose name appears on the rolls of our 
University as its senior Fellow and who, if he had not chosen to adorn another 
sphere, might well have been proud of his academic distinctions.” 

The Ilon’ble Raja Shashi Shakhabeswab Roy Bahaddk of Tahirpur, 
in the absence of the Hon’blc Raja Ranajit Sinha Bahadur of Nashipur, moved, 
on behalf of the latter (amendment No 2 m tho supplementary list) that tho 
woid “ten” be substituted for the word “fifteen” m clause \<1) oi section 7 
{now section 8), and that aftoi clause (d) tho following clauses be mseited — 

‘ (e) two by the British Indian Association, 

‘ (/) one by the Bengal National Chamber of Commerce, and 
‘ (' j ) two by tho Muhammadan Literary Society and the Central National Muham* 
madan Association, respectively ’ 

The Hon’ble Me. Bakes said Does the Hon’ble Babu Surondjanath 
Banerjee wish to now put in an alternative motion 9 ” 

The Hon’ble Bajto Subendbanath Banebjee then,.with theleavo of the 
President, moved that, if his first amendment (namely, amendment No 341 of 
section 7, subsection (/) (a), [now section 8, sub-section {2 )), be lost, the 
following be added that sub section — 

‘ The remaining Commissioncis shall bo appointed as follows —- 
eleven by the Local Government, 
four by the Bengal Chambor of Commerce, 
four by the Calcutta Trades Association, 
two by Ihe Presidency Magistrates, 
two by the University of Calcutta, and 
two by the Bengal National Chamber of Gommoroe ’ 

lie said —“ I venture to submit that this amendment moves along the line 
of least resistance I keep existing things intact as far as practicable. I only 
seek to dcpnve tho Government of the right of appointing four members. T?^ie 
Government appoints 15 members under the Bill, I suggest that Your Hon&ttr 
may be pleased to appoint only 11. And here again I fall hack upon the Bombay 
model Under the Bombay model the number ought to be 11 and no rtfae. 
Then I suggest that the Port Trust should be deprived of their fram&ito.* ’The 
Port Trust need not return members when the Chamber of CommfHjfO, w3f the* 
Trades Association have the fight of returning eight members betWfs* them 
In Bombay the Pent Trust does not return a single member pi th& Corporation. 
I keep the number for the Trades Association, which is 4 j I'keeji th6 number for 
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the Chamber of Commerce, war., 4,1 get 4 from the Government and 2 from the 
Port Trust. Then 1 distribute the 6 among three different constituencies 
2 for the Presidency Magistrates, 3 for the University and 2 for the National 
Chamber of Commerce It strikes me that these proposals ought to be accepted 
by the Government. It makes the least disturbance of existing arrangement#, 
and it creates wider and more representative constituencies Sir Steuart 
fiayley, when Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal, said from his place as President 
of this Council that a time would come when the Government would find itself 
in a position to relievo itself partially of the responsibility of making nomina¬ 
tions to the large extent which Government did at that time. I think the time 
has new come, and I hope and trust that Your Honour Will see your way to 
accept this amendment.” 

The Hon’ble Mu Baker said —“ There are five amendments now before the 
Council, all dealing with the constitution of the Corporation. Two of these are 
identical They are, the first amendment moved by the Hon’ble Babu 
Surendronath Banerjee and the one moved by the Hon’ble Babu Boikanta Nath 
Sen. As these two are the most far-reaching and most sweeping, I will deal 
with them first. I am bound to say that I think the usual good sense and 
good judgment of the Hon’ble Babu Surendranath Banerjee must have 
failed him to some extent when be put forward this very extraordinary proposal 
All through the proceedings in connection with the Bill there haB never from 
first to last been any suggestion that the constitution of the Corpoiation should 
be altered Neither the Corporation, nor any of the other bodies who were 
consulted, nor any of the speakers at the various public meetings have suggest¬ 
ed that any change should be madem the bodies entitled to send representatives 
to the Municipality, and the Hon’ble Member will doubtless admit that we 
should never have heard one word of h» proposal now if it had not been for 
the changes suggested by the Government of India- For, Su, the read 
object of this amendment is. as clear as the sun at noon-day Tbo object and 
the effect of it will be to retain a preponderance of power m the hands of 
the same class who have the preponderance now The Hon’ble Member 
behaves, and probably has good ground for believing, that, for instance, if we 
allot 10 seats to the Presidency Magistrates of Calcutta, the Presidency 
Magistrates will return gentlemen of the same class as those who are returned 
at present at Ward elections. There is no sort of resemblance nor the faintest 
similarity, between the Justices of the Peace of Bombay and the Presidency 
Magistrates of Calcutta In Bombay, there are 572 Justices, of whom 135 are 
natives and 3 >7 are Europeans and Eurasians I have made some enquiries 
from Bombay as to who the Justioes are and what their funotions are. I find 
they have two functions and two only. They havo the power under the 
Criminal Procedure Code o£ attesting documents, and they have the power 
Un dpy the Municipal* Act of electing 16 membeis to the Corporation of 
Bombay. That,is all. They are appointed by Government and toe list of them 
is revriaed every year. I understand that there is great competition for the 
offioe, that the hat includes praotioally every man of light and leading, every 
mam of wealth .and position, all the anstooracy throughout the city of Bombay. 
Every European*, of good position is put on to tbo list as a matter of course, and 
there in not a single member on the Justices’ list, who is not a gentleman of high 
aoeial\ and personal status. In fact, the Justices’ list is a kind of glorified 
Uaxjbariist.. It p certainly not possible to describe the Presidency Magistrates 
of, Calcutta in terms m the least resembling these I have no intention 
ol saying anything in disparagement of our Magistrates, who axe a very 
deseiwmg body of men, but I am quite certain no one can for one instant place 
them out anything like the same footing as the Justices of Bombay. In the first 
place, thero re only 87 of them, all told. Of these, 61 are natives, and 26 arc 
ftaropoaiiS' and others*including those who ore dead and those who have left 
Qalsuttaior, are no longer residing even in India r l hen, Sir, among the 37 there 
SM,two classes >whicli Dredominate aver all others. Among the 87 you will find 
• unless ftbaft 18 who eiiner are or. have been Municipal Commissioners of Calcutta, 
and of the ‘remainder you will find a very large proportion—I cannot say how 
gruetr^rha are lawyers-of some kind or another pleaders, attorneys, and a 
sprinkling of b&msters-at-law. These two olasses taken together would 
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absolutely swamp the elections Would it not be positively grotesque to assign 
to a constituency so insignificant in numbors and composod as this is, the right 
of sending 10 ropicscntatives to the Municipal Board, a number neatly as great 
as the llon’ble Me ruber proposes to assign to Government itself, and five times 
as gieat as he proposes to assign to Trade and Commerce ? 

tl Anothor innovation which Hon’ble Members have pioposed is that two 
representatives should be elettedby the Fellows of the Calcutta University, 
and tho Ilon’ble Dr asutosh Mukhopadhyaya has touchod on the same 
point, though m a very much more moderate way It may be the case 
that the Senate of the Bombay University has some ground for sending two 
representatives to the Bombay Corporation, but, however that may be, I 
have very little doubt that the University of Calcutta is not a body which 
has a good claim to send reprt sentatives to the Municipal Board in Calcutta 
In the fiist place, the University of Calcutta is not localised in Calcutta 
at all It is an examining body If it can be said to be localised any- 
wlioic, it is localised in those puts of the province in which its affiliated 
colleges aie to be found The Ilon’ble Dr Asutosh Mukhopadhyaya 
told us that it governed or regulated education not only in Bengal, but 
in Assam, m Burma and m Ceylon. I think, Sir, that a body which repre¬ 
sents education not m these Provinces only, but over a great part of 
India, has very little claim prund facte to repiesentation on a purely 
local Corporation But there is another argument also If tho University 
stands foi ain thing, it stands for education. Now, Sir, what has the Calcutta 
Corporation to do with education 9 Since 1888 it has been allowed to spend 
its funds on primary and technical education. What has it done ? In tho Town 
propei, it Ins novel spent ono faithing from fiist to last on pumary, technical or 
any other kind ot education In tho Suburbs, the area which wasadded in 1888, it 

has spent nothing on technical education, it has spent nothing on second- 
aiy education and on primary education it has spent a sum of Its 3,000 a year, 
that being the amount of certain < ontnbutions which used to be made by the 
old Subuiban Municipality to primary schools within tnat area That is 
all In fact, the Corporation, for reasons for which I do not blame them 
in the least, leasons which I hold to bo entirely just and sound, have taken no 
pait m educational matters, and have devoted no portion of their funds to edu¬ 
cational expenditure In that case, Sir, I think the body which ropiesents 
education has no special claim to Bend members to the Corporation 

“ I now turn to the amerdment of the Hon’ble Babu Jatra Mohan Sen, 
which is on the whole a moderate amendment He proposes to reduce the 
representatives of U>e Chamber of Commerce and the Trades Association to 
3 each, he would assign 2 seats to the Bengal National Chambor of Confhierce, 
2 seats to the two Muhammadan Associations, and 2 to the University. The 
first thing that occurs to one on looking at those proposals is that the one Asso¬ 
ciation in Calcutta which would havo a pnor claim to special representation, if 
we were giving any, is left out I mean the British Indian Association The 
Hon’ble Member felt 1 think the weakness of his position m omitting that body, 
because he said that it would be for Government to appoint representatives from 
that Association and fiom certain others which he named But if we are going 
to give m the body of tho Act special representation to any additional Asso¬ 
ciation, I think there can be no question that the British Indian Association has 
the first claim Then, Su, I demur strongly to his pioposal to leduce by two 
the representatives of tiade and commerce The number which trade and 
commeice have had since 1888 is 10, and 10 will only be one-fifth of the whole 
number of the Commissioners, and considering the enormous extent to which 
trade and commerce, especially foreign commerce, have created Calcutta, I think 
that one-filtb is the smallest possible proportion that can be justly given to them. 
I cannot regard m any way the proposal to give two seats to the Bengal National 
Chamber of Commerce as within the sphere of practical politics. I have made 
some attempt to discover what the Bengal National Chamber of Commerce is. 
1 enquired among others of my friend the Hou’ble Mr Apcar. He was unable 
to tell me much, and the information he gave me was merely what l had 
obtained before As far as I can make out, it is what is ordinarily called, a 
* one man show.’ A gentleman well known and respected inCaloutta, Babu Sita 
Nath Boy, is the head and front of the Bengal National Chamber of Commerce. 
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I have been unable to ascertain the namo of any other leading firm 
which is a member of it I am informed that tho firm of which mv friend 
Babu Nairn B^hari Sircar is a member does not belong to the Bengal National 
Chambor of Commerco I am informed that tho fum of Pran Kissen Law 
& Co, to which Babu Joy Gobmd Law belongs, is not a member. All 
my informants coincide in saying that Babu Sita Nath Roy stands practically 
alone NUw, Sir, with the greatest possible respect for Babu Sita Nath Roy, 
it is quite clear that it is absolutely out of the question to assign two Beats in 
the Corporation to him and his nominees 

i* With reference to the two Muhammadan Associations which have 
been mentioned by the Ilon’ble Babu Jatra Mohan Sen and the Hon’ble 
Raja Ranajit Sinha, 1 hesitate to suggest that any special representation 
should be given to these two bodies I hare really not very much informa¬ 
tion about them, but so far as my information goes, there is reason to believe 
• that they are not wholly representative My hou’blc ft tends Punce Bakhtyar 
Shah and Maulvi Del a war Hosain will correct me if I am wrong, but I am 
told that they do not stand on a verv stable or peimanent basis I have heard 
that their mfluenco among their co-religionists m Calcutta is not always as 
great as might be wished I may be wrong m this view, but so long 
as any doubt remains, it would not be justificable to give special repre¬ 
sentation to those two Associations I sympathise on the wliolo with the 
various pioposals that have been made to cut down the number of re¬ 
presentatives to be appointed directly by Government I have a good deal of 
sympathy with the view that Government should by degrees divest itself of the 
duty of appointing representatives of minorities, and I should have been veiy 
glaa if we could have taken some step in that direction now, but it is evident 
that m making our selection oi' Associations for this purpose the most sure 
footed caution is necessary We have to consider all the Associations m exist¬ 
ence at tho time the legislation is undertaken, and to determine which 
of them has the best claim to special representation, and I am by no means 
prepared to say that the various Associations which have been named m these 
five amendments are tho only or the best Associations to which it might be 
possible to givo special representation The Qon’ble Babu Jatra Mohan Sen 
referred to the Indian Association That I think would probablv be supported 
by my hon’blo friend Babu Suren dranath Banerjee Another Association which 
I think would probably have a good claim is the Anglo Indian and Eurasian 
Association Then we have to bear m mind the fact that when we have made 
om selection, wo have no kind of guarantco as a rule that they will be 
permanent We know that the Public Health Society, which was m 
existence from 1884 onwards, for some years did a good deal of very 
useful woik, and it appoaied for some time to be likely to become permanent 
If its now deunct. What would have happened if we had in the Act of 
1888 enacted that the Public Health Society should be entitled to return 
two members to*the Calcutta Corporation? We have no guarantee either that 
any Association which may be chosen will be permanent, or that it will continue 
to represent the same interests that it did at the time when it first came into 
existence. When an Association has been in existence for a considerable number 
of years,—for several generations,—when it has acquired a definite corporate 
existence, then the time may come for Government to consider the propriety of 
mentioning it in an Act of the Legislature, and it seems to me that almost the 
only Associatio# which would have any claim under that condition is the 
British Indian Association. The other bodies that have been mentioned, I fear, 
must Btand over until they are considerably older than they are at present 
1 think therefore, Sir, that all these amendments the Council will act wisely in 
rejecting, even the very moderate one moved by the Hon’ble Dr. Asutosh 
Mukhopadhyaya.” t 

The Hon’ble Babu Surendranaih Banerjee in reply said —I must be 
.permitted to express my regret at the personal remarks which have been im¬ 
ported into this controversy by the Hon’ble Member m charge of the Bill He 
began with the remark that I was wanting m good sense in having put forward 
a certain amendment. I am not going to reply to that, but would only say 
that, assuming, whiuh I do not, that 1 failed in good sense, I soon recovered it 
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m sending notioe of a very moderate amendment My hon’ble fnend was 
pleased to say that my first amendment was an endeavour on my part to retain 
that preponderance of the Hindu element which it was the object of this Bill to 
cut down Suppose, Sir, it was so, ought I to be ashamed of it ? Ought it to 
be brought as an imputation against me? Suppose that, as a representative of 
the Hindu community from my place in this Legislative Council, I was endea¬ 
vouring to assert by all lawful means the claims of my oommumty to a pre¬ 
ponderant share in municipal representation to whioh they are entitled, u that 
a thing of which I ought to bo ashamed ? It will be a matter of legitimate 
prujp tp me that I did my leyel best w maintaining the preponderance of my 
community ui my native town ” 

The non’ble Mr Baker said —“I did not impute it to the Hon’ble 
Member as a fault I was explaining the effect of the proposal,” 

The Hon’ble Babu Surendrauath B^nerjee said —“ I am glad my hon’ble * 
friend does not regard it as a fault. I deprecated the personal remarks 
that were imported into the discussion Whon my hpn’ble fnend said that the 
Bengal National Chamber of Commerce was a ‘ one man show, ’ I am 
perfectly certain he could not have made any careful enquiry into the matte?, 

I h n ow something about the Chamber My hon’ble fnend observed that Bran 
Kissen Law & Co and Babu Naim Behan Sircar and others do not belong 
to this Association Bran Kissen Law & Co and Ker Tarruk & Co. aie 
European fume, they are members of the Bengal Chamber of Commeice. 
Babu Joy Gobmd Law, of the firm of Messrs Bran Kissen Law & Co, was 
President of the National Chamber of Commerce at one time, and he is a 
member now Men like Babus Chundee Lai Singh, Hurry Ram Qoerka, and 
Raja Sew Bus Bogla are members All the most distinguished merchants of 
Ilatkpla are members, and yon refuse to recognise them m the Bill, bnt you 
have recognised them in the representation of tho Bort Trust Tho National 
Chamber of Commerce sends a representative to the Bort Trust. Would it not 
be ap well that the National Chamber of Commerce should be permitted to 
send one or two representative? to the Corporation? Then my hou’blo friend 
tqe Member in charge of the Bill referred to the Presidency Magistrates, and 
here again I deprecate the observations which he has made He said they 
Were not men of the same high social position as the Bombay Justices* 
Were I am a Presidency Magistrate, my friend the Hon’ble Mr Apcar was 
a, Presidency Magistrate, and I think the best, the most deserving, and the 
most meritorious men the Government cqn think of are Presidency Magis¬ 
trates.”

The Hon’ble Mr Apcar said —“ I have resigned ” a 

The Hon’ble Babu Surendranat? Banerjs? SS»d —“The Government 
appoints the Presidency Magistrates, and I think my hpn’ble fnend is more 
responsible than any one else for these appointments.” 

The Hon’ble Mr Baker said —“ But I am npt proposing that they should 
send members to the Corporation.” 

The Hon’ble Babu Surendranath B^nebjee said —“ I wighgto point out that, 
the Presidency Magistrates are not men of an inferior status at all. They, are 
men of high standing; they are entrusted with very responsible functions, they 
are held in nonour and esteem by their countrymen, and even if what, yep 
said were true, the Government was responsible and nobody eke. I would in 
conclusion make this suggestion that if the Government is unab le at the 
present moment to see its w&y to legislate in favour of any particular Associa¬ 
tion sending representatives to the Corporation, will the Government, when 
the time of nomination comes, invite particular, Associations in ap> e^epudye. 
faajiion to send members to the Corporation, and then,, when Gpyernmotft finds, 
tl^ai proper and worthy men have been sent, the Government, mW Stereotype, 
that custom by future legislatipn? We might ah any Rate a.beginning 

now* the advantage of which our successes nitty map/* 
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The Hon’ble Babd JatbaMohan Sen in reply i-aid —“I wish to make only 
one observation The Hon’ble Member in charge of the Bill has stud that 
nothing haB been spent on education, primary or technical, by the Corporation 
ever since its establishment Provisions for primary and technical education hare 
been made in tlm present Bill, and they existed m the previous law, and they 
were meant, I doubt not, to be given effect to, but as a matter of fact the 
Hon’ble Member m charge of the Bill informs us that nothing has been done 
by the Corporation in that direction. 1 should contend that that is the very 
reason why the University should be represented in the Corporation. 

“ These amendments being put together, difficulty will arise as to the vote 
in inspect of each amendment. 1 should, therefore, propose that each amend¬ 
ment as to nomination by each sepaiate body be taken as a separate amend¬ 
ment, so that there may bo less chance of conflict between tho several amend¬ 
ments. So I would ask Your Honour to take each sub-division of the amend¬ 
ments separately ” 

The Hon’ble Dn Asutosh Mukhopadhyaya in reply said — u I should like 
to offer one or two observations with regard to my motion I confess I was 
surprised at the opposition by the Hon’ble Member in chaige of the Bill to my 
motion, which he characterised as a very moderate one I am not surprised 
that with his usual acuteness he has brought forward reasons which completely 
prove my case. One of the arguments which he advanced was that the 
University of Calcutta is not localised in this City If my hon’ble friend had 
been a Member of the Senate he would have boen able to state to the Council 
that more than half and a little less than two-thirds of the Members of the 
Senate aie residents of this City and its immediate neighbourhood Besides, 
the objection which he has urged applies equally to the University of Bombay 
Tho University of Bombay is founded on tho model of the University of 
Calcutta, it is as much an examining body as this University, and it is 
localised in Bombay It conducts examinations in English throughout the 
Bombay Presidency and the Province of Sindh In the next place the Hon’ble 
Member in charge of the Bill urges that the Calcutta University has control over 
education, but what has the Calcutta Municipality to do with education v> I 
refer to section 23A (now 14, to piove completely that tho Calcutta Municipality 
has or ought to have something to do with education I have not scon m the 
notice of amendments any proposed motion by tho Hon’ble Member in charge 
of the Bill that those clauses should be omitted If they are to stand 
there, I submit it is not a legitimate argument to say that the Calcutta Muni¬ 
cipality has nothing to do with education. Then it is said that tho Calcutta 
Municipality has never spent a farthing for primary or technical education. 
That is precisely my complaint I do not know whecher it is true, but, 
accepting that statement, I say that it ought not to be so, and that that state 
of things will be remedied if the Calcutta University can send a man to the 
Corporation wjio has studied the educational problems of the day Then, m, 
the last place, the Hon’ble Member suggested that many of the Associations 
he refeired to are not permanent bodies I do not know whether he intended 
to include under the term ‘Association’ tho University of Calcutta, but I 
hope that the University of Calcutta is as permanent as any other body in this 
country.” 

The Hon’ble the President said —“ 1 ho Council will lemember that there 
are three interests to be represented in the Corporation one is the body of 
rate-payers, second, trade and commerce, and the third ib the Government 
To the rate-payors have been assigned 25 representatives, to trade and com 
meroe have been assigned 10, and I agree with tho Hon’ble Member in charge of 
the Bill that from that number there can be no possible reduction. Lastly, 
there remains the Government, which has got 15 representatives. The Govern¬ 
ment, as you will all admit, has very important interests in Calcutta, and yet 
cut of these 15 representatives it has to secure not only its own interests m 
* the city, bat the interests of minorities. Now it was verr forcibly argued in 
•the course of one of these debates that the effect of the reduction of the ward 
representatives would be to leave altogether unrepresented some of tho minorities 
who meanwhile find representation there. Therefore, whatever sympathy the 
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Government may have m the claims of Associations of various kinds to find 
representation in the Corporation, the Government must be careful to see what 
the result of these changes is It has to considei and protect tho claims of 
minorities, and, until it knows what the minorities are that aie not represented, 
it can go no furthei in tho direction of assignment of seats to Associations 
The Hon’blo Mcmbei m charge of the Bill has said perfectly truly that all 
Governments are anxious to bo assisted in their responsibility in the selection 
of representation That has been the tendency and attitude of Government 
for a long time, and what we can do m that way we shall do, but on this 
amendment I must guaid myself by making no promises of any kind ”

(2) (amendment No 41) that m section 8 (now 9), clauso (b) y for the word “four” the 
word “bix” be substituted, and for the words “ clauses (a), ( b ), (c) and ( d )” 
the words “sub-section (la) ” [now sub-section (£.] bo substituted, 

(5) (amendment No 42) that m section 8 (now 9), clause (c), for tho word “four” the 
word “ two ” be substituted 

Tho Hon’blo the Prfsident also ruled the following motion, standing in 
tho name of the Hon’ble Babu Jatra Mohan Sen, to be out of order — 

(amendment No 43) that the following amendments bo mado in section 8 (now 9) 
namely — 

(2) in sub seotion (#), clause (a), substitute “ six ” for “ four 

(2) for clausos (b) and (c) substitute “and, of tho remaining six, four shall be eleoted 
by tho Commissioners appointed by the different bodies, and two by tho 
Local Government ”

Tho Annual General Administration Report ol the Chota Nagpur Division (or the 
year 1898-99 

Mr Forues, who submits tho report, was in charge of this Division 
throughout the yeai 

2 Tours and Inspections —During the latter half of November the 
Lieutenant-Governor visited, this Division, starting from Gindih He went to 
the head-quarters of each district, and held a Darbar at Ranchi, at which he 
had the pleasure of meeting all the Chiefs of tho Feudatory States Owing to 
the very great extent of the Division, it is not possible for the Commissioner 
to visit all the Tubutary States eveiy year, and so on this occasion, besides 
seeing and inspecting the two subdivisions and the head-quarters of each 
distuct, Mr. Foibes made a very useful tour through the Western States, 
visiting Gangpur, Korea, and Sirguja 

The wishes of Government as to the amount of time to be spent on touis 
were complied with by all the District Officers, save one, for whom, however, 
satisfactory reasons are given 

Why Mr Martin, the Subdivisional Officer of Gindih, was unable to 
spend more than 78 d lys on tour is not stated Except in certain instances, 
which aie fully explained, the usual inspections weie made by all the District 
Officers 

3 Weather and Crops, Prices, Public Health, Material Condition of the 
People — The chief point noticeable with regard to the weather during 1898-99 
was the oxtremely lavourablo manner m which, for agricultural purposes, the 
rainfall was distributed throughout the year Naturally, therefore, the outturn 
of all the crops was very fine, that of the winter nee, the mainstay of the people, 
being exceptionally so As a consequence of the excellent harvest, the prices of 
food-grams were very low, in some places a inaund of husked nee selling for 
a rupee The mahua crop, which is of much importance to the poorer 1 classes, 
was plenteous Tho people, therefore, have thus had the benofit of two unusually 
fruitful years m succession This, by very matenally improving the condition 
to which they had been reduced by the late famine, was no doubt one reason 
why the public health dunng the year under review was so exceptionally good, 
the death rate from all causes por mille being only 19*20 as compared with 
30 8, the average of the six yearn immediately preceding Furthermore, no 
epidemic of cholera or small-pox occurred. 

4 Emigration and Immigration. —The figures available with reference to 

emigration shew most markedly the effect of the good harvests The number 
of emigrants recruited and registered under Act 1 of 1883 sank from 26,468 
of tho preceding yeai to 9,899, while m the case of those who leave under 
the free labour system, the corresponding decrease was from 19,285 to 4,434, 
but the data concerning these figures are admittedly incomplete, and mast 
be so until the Act is revised, a subject which was much discussed dunng 
the year Practically, the only lmmigiation consisted of an influx of Sonthals 
in pargana Dhalbhum, in Smghbhum, and of coolies to the collieries, con¬ 
cerning whom statistics are not forthcoming. > 

5. Manufactures , Mines, and Commerce. —The fear that many of those 
engaged m weaving tasar cloths had been permanently ousted from the trade 
owing to the late scarcity in Manbhum would appear to be doubtful, as the 
estimated outturn was 33 per oent, greater than in 1897-98. Lao and tea are 
the chief manufactures m this Division. Regarding the former, the results 
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during the year were better, owing to a rise m price, tho value of the products 
in Manbhum having been Rs 5,60,000 as compared with Rs. 3,90,000 m 
1897-98, but the future is reported not to be very hopeful 

So far as could be gathoied from the statistics furnished to the local officers, 
which comprised 25 out of tho 26 gaidens m the Division, the total yield of 
tea was a little over 9 per cent of the quantity made in the preceding year, 
but the Lieuteitant - Go vor n or is with regret compelled to agree with the 
Conmnsaiqner that tho prospects of tea in Chota Nagpur are not bright 

One very important industry m this Division is that of < oal mining, which 
will gradually increase m lmpoitance as the districts be come opened out by 
ruilroads, since there are several very promising tiacts now unwoikable 
owing to want of easy access 

At present the mdustry is confined to the Gnidih and Gobmdpur sub¬ 
divisions, the total output in 1898 99 having been 1,‘>39,696 tons, oi 42 per 
cent m excess of last year, a quantity which, it is said, would have been much 
larger had sufficient means of tiansport been available 

The output of mica was >,886 maunds, oi vtiy little more than half 
that of the previous year, but no reason foi this is given The demand for 
this mineral is apparently good, but the methods now followed m mining for 
it are voiy primitive, and probably capable of much impiovomont 

The statistic-) relating to impoits and cxpoits, so far as they go, show 
clearly the excellinee of the ycai’s harvests Impoits d< cieased by 3* lakhs, 
owing to a lesser demand for food giains The expoits by iail, excluding coal 
and coko, arc but trivial, those two articles togethei computing 99 4 pei cont of 
tho total quantity oxported Tho wealth of this Dn iston consists m minerals, 
and then importance will gradually increase as means aie available foi 
opening out the countiy 

6 Civil Justice —The number of oiignul suits disposed of by Deputy 
Commissioneis and Suboidmato Judges was slightly mote than in the last year, 
but of tho witnesses examined, 7 5 pei cont. as compared with 6 03 of the 
preceding year wcio detained over two dajs 

Munsifs disposed of 6,713 cases, or almost iho same as m the preceding 
year Of these, only about 26 per cent, soinculnt less than m 1897, were 
contested Though tho number of witnesses examined weic lowei than in 
1897, yet as reginds detention over two days tine was a maiked nn lease, 
viz , from 7 5 to 112, foi which no reason app ai> to lu\ c been givm 

7 Crime , Ctimmal Juituc, and Police —As might hue been expected, the 
criminal statistics foi 1898 wcio largely affectid by the good crops of that 
year, though there is somo reason to feai that the thieving pi open si ties 
engendered by the late famine ha\e still to be eiudicated The total number 
of cognfsablo cases repotted and brought urnlei investigation in 1897 was 
11,944 as compared with 15,642 in tho preceding \ < u and 8,899 m 1896, the 
corresponding figures Joi non-cognisablo crime bung 1,581, 4,00 1 , and 4,719, 
respectively 

The percentage of convictions in cognisable cases as '-ompared with the 
preceding yeais fell to 61 3 fiom 64 8, a result which the Commissioner thinks 
may be due to the scarcity m 1897, when tho oflonees bi might to tnal were 
probably simplei and the proof clearer In non-cogmsible esses the peicentage 
improved from 64 2 m 1897 to 68 2, both of which .no in maikc d eontiast to 
the results oi the yeais 1895 and 1896, the great chango foi the bettei being 
due, it ns asserted, to the introduction of what is called tho “ Patna system,” by 
which more caie is exercisod before granting piocess and speedier hearing 
ensured by means of a bettor system for distributing the work. 

Although the number of witnesses examined was less than m the previous 
year, yet the percentage of detentions for moie than two days lose fiom 4 7 
to 6 5. These figures, the Commissioner consideis, indicate not dcteuoiation 
in work, but a more cjircful keeping of the icgistoi of attendance It would 
seem, however, that both causes liavo led to the result denoted, judging by 
what the Commissioner states with lofcrenco to the tendency on the part ot 
„ certain Deputy Magistrates to look upon their woik as being hunted only to a 
fixed number of hours, due notice of which will, when tho necessity occuts, be 
t&ken ux the Appointment Department. 
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Tho explanations of the two officers named by the Commissioner should 
be taken and foiwarded to Government with such remarks as the Deputy 
Commissioner com emed may think fit to make. 

The number ot cases dispnsod of by Honoiaiy Magistrates was 1,56'J, 
and the Lieuteinnt Governor obscives with pleasme tho large numbei of 
gentlemen who have voluntarily given so much of then tnno to tho adiuinis- 
tration ot puldie business 

The lysults as lcgards cum-s committed to tho Sossions compaie most 
favomib!y with those of 1897. 

Tho Lutiten mt Govemoi has lead with much pleasure tho remarks 
concerning tlu conduct of the polico, from which it would app un that, as 
compaied with 1 ist yeir, theie h ivo boon fewer punishments and more rewards, 
and considcis (hit, looking at the difficulty in tho way of regului and close 
supeivision owing to the want of good communications and the large areas 
m eliaigo of individuals, tho bdwvioui of tho foxcehns on tho whole been 
vciy Kitisfactioy 

Tinougli tho efforts of the Deputy Commissionoi, tho finanaal condition 
of tho Hill il Police Fund m Maiihlium lias bcon much lmpiovod, but m Hawaii 
bogli an udnumstiativo mistake n Milted in a short collection 

8 Land lit venue Admnmhahon —The two most noticeable featuies as 
lcguids 1 md k venue m this Division aio the small number of estates and the 
extrimdinuy lightness of the jsm -sinent, which has not, howevei, had the 
lesult ol inaikedly lmpiovnig the condition of either the Ian dim da oi tho 
peasantiy The collections vvcic not satisfutory, a result cluctly owing to the 
revenue of a tew estates not having been pud m 

9 Land C 's Catifujiks — \f pit i>nt tho annual cess d< maud is about 
seven mnllis ot the ouiront levciiuc dcmuid, and in time, as tho piosperity of 
the Division ’ncioasis, will exceed it The Lieutenant Governor is glad to see 
tint the folk fturns were veiy good, due allowance being made foi tne sums 
colic < t( d ‘i'ice the close ot the yt u and the unpunctuality ot ceit un estates 
niaingc d und< r the Lti cumbered F tutc s Art 

r i ho ii v.dintioii woik, now in progiess in the districts of Ramin and 
Pa J mini, i-> piogLessmg well, and will ensure a much needed increase to the 
funds av.uhblo toi local commuiiu itions Foi vanous leasons given by the 
Connni snmei, Iheio was a laige mcici&e in tho number of ccitihcates issued 
duiing the > i ai 

10 Jim its' and Attached Estates —The number of estates m charge at the 
close of the* >car vvero foui less tliiu m 1897-98, and but foi the persistent 
default of coitain sub lessees tho levenue and cesses due to Government would 
have been paid up m full 

Tho collet turns when compaied with the total curient demand wero 
satisfactory, being 9.5 2 pot cent, of the latter as against 88 in the preceding 
year Owing to their gonoial state of indebtedness, very httlo was spent on 
improvements m these estates, hut tho Lieutenant Governoi tiusts that the 
instructions laid down m last yeai’s Resolution on this subject will bo carefully 
followed 

11 Excise, Stamps, Income tax —As was to be expected fiom the well- 
known drinking propensities of the aboriginal races, who form so large a pro¬ 
portion of the population in this Division, tho bountiful harvests of tho year 
caused an increase m the exciso revenue This amounted to 10 per cent., and 
was almost wholly under tho head of country spirits. The decision of the Board 
not to extond to some other castes tho pnvilege of homo-brewing pachtoat, 
now enjoyed by 16 aboriginal and semi-abonginal castes, mootB with His 
Honoiu s approval 

The detection work of the Department is very disappointing, for there is 
much leason to believe that the illicit manufacture of country spirits is of 
frequent o< eurienco in tho wilder paits of tins Division. 

For diffeient causes, but chiefly from the smaller nood of petty loans owing 
to the cheapness of food, there waB a slight doorcase, amounting to a little over 
1 per cent, as compared with last year, in the revenue from stamps ^ 

Theie was a slight increase in the revenue from income tax, due wholly to, 
the care taken by the assessor m Manbhum, but the total yield from this 
source as compared with the area oi the Division is small. * 1 
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12. Railways and Communications*— grout need, as before remarked, m 
this region is better communications, and this by degrees is being provided 
The Sim-Midnapore sectiou of the Bengal-Nagpur Railway was opened during 
the year, and the Baroon-Daltonganj Railway is in piogross, but very much 
still remains to be done The increase in theioad ccss demand, which will 
lesult from the revaluation proceedings now m piogit^s m Palamau, will 
assist m remedying the defect complained of last year by the Deputy Commis¬ 
sioner The practicability of low-arched viaducts at the crossings over the 
Damudai and Baiakar riveis should bo loported on separately More progress 
might be made in planting trees on the lugli roads 

13 Education —The Lieutenant-Governoi is glad to obseive that the 
decrease in the number of public schools and pupils winch happened last year 
has now boon converted into an mciease, coming almost tntnrly undci 
the head of lowei primary Tins is what would be oxpectcd m a Division 
where the demand for secondary education, owing to the paucity of the well- 
to-do classes, is so slight, but why tho cost pci pupil foi the Division should 
have increased is not app.ncnt 

14 Dispensaries ana Jlospttah —The Lieutenant (ion einor is vciy glad to 
see that the numbei of out-patients sioadily mcreisos yeai by year, and has 
read with much plcasuio tho lcmaiks concerning the l’uiulia Lepn Asylum, the 
good work of ay Inch lie had, during his tour, an oppoitumty of seeing Recently 
orders have been issued by Government in the ease of iui xl dispensanes whicn, 
it is hoped, will check the maiked falling off m Noluntary subsei.ptions that 
steadily lessen yeai by yeoi 

13 Local Mf-Gom nmmt Institutions —The Lieutenant Gov einoi is 
satisfied that the vunous Municipalities and Road Cess (. omnnttees have done 
all that was posMole wi*h tlie funds at then disposal, and is glad to see that 
thiough the eneigies oi Mr W. 17. Thomson, Deputy M igistrate, tho affans 
of the Chaibassii Municipality have been so much impioved It has been 
decided to extend the Local Self-Government to this Division, and the necessary 
details aio now being woikcd out 

10 Utah of t*tibhe Ferlnuf —Nothing of general inteiest oecuned in tho 
districts of Ha/aubagli, Manblium, and Palamau , while m Ranchi the signs of 
unrest, which had been so apparent among the Mundas, have gicatly abated, 
though their piotensions have not been abandoned It is to be hoped tfiat the 
levision of the Cliota Nagpui Landloid and 'I'enant Act, which is now engaging 
the attention of Government, will settle justly somo vexed questions 

17 Conclusion —The Lieutenant-Goveinoi desires to thank Mr Forbes 
for his careful and successful administration of this Division and foi his excellent 
report, extracts fiom which aio published below foi general mfoimation

28 It will be seen that the lainfall in every distuct, except Palamau, 
was considerably heavui than in the preceding yeai, and that except in Palamau 
and Smghbhum it was seveial inches above the normal, the aveiage for the 
Division being 3 33 inches in excess, whilst m the above two distncts the defi¬ 
ciency was veiy slight, being less than an inch in each case But the point 
to be chiefly notice d is the geneially favourable distribution, month by month, 
for agucultuial puiposes In the majority of the distncts there was sufficient 
ram in Apul and May to enable the lands to bo ploughed in good time, while 
the monsoon iams, Itavmg commenced with a good buist about the end of the 
second wetk ot June, continued with full foice well into Octobei, with the 
lesulttliat the outturn of the btiadoi ciops, such as Indian-corn, goondh, marua, 
baroi and und, was generally above the average, varjmg from a minimum of 
100 pei coni in ITa/anbagh, JJanchi, and Palamau, to a maximum of 120 per 
cent m Smghbhum The winter nee crop fared even better, being a 
bumpci one m Palamau (123 per cent), Manbhum (125 per cent), and 
Smghbhum (120 uei ceut), nnd a lull noimal one m the other two districts. 
Of tho )uoi crops me cun urn oi tne oilseeds was up to or slightly 
over tho aveiage, excepting only m Palamau, while that of wheat varied from 
a 75 per cent outturn m Palamau to 105 per cent, in Manbhum, giving a 
divisional average of just over 90 per cent ot a full normal crop. 

29. On the whole, fiom an agricultural point of view, the past year was 
a paiticulaily good one, better even in some respects than the unusually 
favourable ycai immediately preceding Taking tho Division as a wholo, the 
autumn and spring crops were either above or neaily up to the average, while 
tho winter nee, the main stay of tho people, was an exceptionally good one. 
Tho moJtua, too, which laigely adds to the food-supply ot the poorer classes, 
was also everywhere unusually good, tho average yiold for the Division‘during 
the past ) ear having been 104 per cent against 77 and 58 per cent, respectively, 
m tho two preceding years. The yield of sugarcane was also decidedly better 
than that of eithci of tho two preceding years Tho outturn of opium alone 
was below that of the previous year, but this is giown only in portions of two 
out of tue five districts comprised in this Division. 

IV—PDBLIO HE ALIK 

30 The general health of the Division during the past year was unusually 
good Not only was the mortality from all causes much less than during the 
previous year, but the year was on the whole even healthier than l$03, the

healthiest of the six preceding years, and the Division generally enjoyed an 
almost entire immunity from epidemics of cholera and small-pox Cholera was 
entirely absent from Palamau, whilst m the districts of Hazanbagh, Ranchi, 
Manbhum, and Singhbhuui, tho reported deaths from this cause were only 60, 
25, 188, and 104, respectively, against 6,380, 8,980, 8,305, and 1,010 m the 
preceding year. In the first three districts tho cases wcro all sporadic in 
their nature. In* Singhbhum the attack was somewhat more violent, but it 
only lasted for a short time and was confined to a few villages bordering 
MianaporeJ’whencQ it is said to have been imported Tho mortality from fever 
qlnn showed a very marked falling off, especially m Ilazanbagh

V —MATEJUAIi CONDITION OF THE FEOPLE 

83. With the return of agricultural prosperity, the material condition of 
the people dunng the past yeai has everywhere very much changed for the 
bettor* 

84. Writing on tills subject, Mr. Streatfeild, the Deputy Commissioner of 
Ranchi, says — 

"Tbs material condition of the people dunng the year under report was unusually good 
By the oloee of the preceding year almost all traces of the scarcity, resulting from the failure 
of crops in 1896.97, had passed away, owing to the good rice harvest of 1897-98. The crops 
of the year under report were even better—in faot unusually good all round Judging by the 
number of marriages and the unceasing dancing and drumming of the aboriginal population, 
their prosperity was in proportion The sale of liquor was also unusually good, though, as 
• proof of the general prosperity, it u noticeable that the abhors constantly com plain ed to 
. ms that the people had so muoh noe that every one was drinking noe-beer to the neglect of 
fho liquor shops.” 
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35. Regarding Palamau, Mr. Beachcroft writes.— 

“ Not knowing Palamau Wore the famine I cannot say whether tho people have reached 
their normal condition, but everywhere I found signs of prosperity The only districts of 
whioh 1 have any acquaintance are the Bihar districts, and the people of Palamau appear to 
enjoy a greator incisure of prosperity than I ever saw in Bihar * * * • The 

crops this year have been excellent, and the goneral prosperity of the distnot is evidenced 
by the fact tint the greater part of tho loans advanood in the famine has been repaid, 
and that at tho tune of writing weddings, with the reokleBB expenditure inseparable from 
thorn, ore all tho tushion ” 

36 Fiom Ilazanbagh, Manblium, and Singhbhum tho reports are all to 
tho same offect, and go to show that, with the excellent harvests of the last two 
years, tho people have everywhere recovered from the effects of the former 
scarcity, noi is this a mere mattei of opinion. If proofs aio needed, we have 
only to look at the wonderful impro\ ement m the general health of the people 
and at the fact of maiked falling off in tho number of emigiants in search of 
work m the labour districts of Assam (oide sections IV and VI of this report) 

yi _F MIGRATION AND IMMIGRATION 

37. The number of emigrants recruited and registered under Act I of 
1882 during tho past two years in the district of Uazatibagh, Ranchi, 
Manblium, and Smghbhum is given below. There weie no emigrants registered 
under tho Act m the district of Palamau, wheie only comparatively a few 
coolies are repoitcd to have been recruited under the free labour system in 
the jurisdiction of thanas Balumath, Latehai, and Mahuadaur for tho tea 
districts of Jalpaigun and Assam —

38. As might be oxpected with the excellent harvests of the past two 
years and the inevitable reaction after tho ruBh of emigration during the previous 
penod of scarcity, there was a considerable reduction in the number of 
emigrants from all the districts. The decrease in Smghbhum was also pro¬ 
bably duo to the facilities for obtaining work on the new railway line m 
Dhalbhnin and on timber business in Porahat In Manbhum 66 coolies 
withdi cw their consent at the time of registrat ion and were repatriated a 
the cost of the agents who had brought them. ' 

39 Besides the coolies recruited and registered under Act I of 1882, 
a considerable number of emigrants leave these districts for Assam and 
Jalpaigun evory year under the tree labour system. 1 he exact number of 
such emigrants cannot he ascertained, as many of them are recruited by persons 
who pay temporary visits to the several districts for the purpose and of whose 
movements the authorities receive no information. From returns obtained 
from the local contractors permanently stationed m tho districts, it appears, 
however, that during the past year there was also a considerable reduction in 
the number of free emigrants recruited by them, the total number from the 
four districts of Bazanbagh, Ranchi, Manbhum, and Smghbhum haying, fallen 
off to 4,434 from 19,285 in the previous year. The figures for the above

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40. The figures for the district of Singhbhum include only those who 
passed through Chaibassa, as those recruited neai the railway lines and from 
Dhalbhum go direct to Purulia or to Midnapore. 

41 In Hazanbagh no emigrants were presented under Act I (B C.) of 
1882 There were, however, throe cases in which emigrants were the accusers. 
Ip one of these .cases, under section 363, Indian Penal Code, the accused was 
convicted and sentenced to one year’s ngoious luqmsonment In the second 
case, under section 417, Indian Penal Code, tho accused was sentenced to one 
month’s rigorous imprisonment In the third case, undor section 342, Indian 
Penal Code, four persons wore involved, but they wei call acquitted Besides 
• these there wore five othei cases involving six poisons under section 3, Act 1 
(B C.) of 1H89, all of whom were convicted In Ranchi 12 cases were 
instituted in which emigrants were the accusois, but only two of them 
ended in conviction, In Manbliutn there wai one case during tho year in 
which an emigrant was accused, but this case is reported to have been stiuck 
off. There were also 34 cases m this district in which emigrants were the 
accusers Of these 25 were tned during the year, one was struck off and 
eight remained pending at the close of the year In the 25 cases tried, 41 
persons wero concerned, of whom 26 weie convicted and 15 acquitted In 
Singhbhum 10 cases of malpractices m connection with tho recruiting of 
emigrants wero mstituted during the year, of winch three only ended in 
conviction 

42. Tho rest houses and dep&ts m the several di^tucts wore well mam- 
tamed during the year, and the arrangements made for the accommodation, 
food, supply of drinking-water, and sanitation of the coolies were generally 
good and suffi< lent The general health of the coolies was also good Only 
one cas ( e of cholera and three cases of small-pov occurred during the year in 
three 6f the depdts m Manbhum. The cholera case ended fatally, but the small¬ 
pox patients lecovered 

43. In tho Hazanbagh Sadar subdivision the depdts and rest-houses, 
including those for free emigrants, were inspected monthly during the recruiting 
season by the Deputy Magistrate m charge, while those m the Gmdih sub¬ 
division were regularly inspected by the Subdmsional Officer, the Police 
Inspector and tho Assistant Surgeon. In Ranchi Mr Streatfeild personally 
inspected all the depOts and rest houses. Several of the depdts in Manbhum 
were inspected on two occasions by myself, and tho Deputy Commissioner, 
Mr Maguue, inspected one of the depdts on the 28th November last in 
company with His Honour tho Lieutenant-Governor. In Smghbhum the 
Deputy Commissioner paid occasional visits to all depdts and rest-houses in his

The amendment of the Inland Emigration Act, I of 1882, came under 
discussion during the year The subject was reported on m this office 
Nos. 216T J , 35Jt, and 38J, dated 14th February, 20th and 22nd April 1899, 
respectively, and need not bo further noticed hero. 

Immigration. 

44. There was no appreciable immigration in the districts of Ranchi and 
Palamfra. In Hazanbagh 124 persons are said to have immigrated from the 
neighbouring districts. As reported in the previous year, immigration into the 
district of Manbhum was confined to the coolies attracted by the collienes m the 
Gobmdpur subdivision from Bihar and the North-Western Provinces, but no 
statistics of their numbers are available. In pargana Dhalbhum in Singhbhum 
there has been^a steady influx of Sonthals for some yoars past 

- VII—PRICKS OP POOD AND LABOUR

45. Owing to the very favouiable outturn of the crops during the succes¬ 
sive seasons, the pnoes of all food-grams ruled much lower dunng the past 

- Uian in either the two preceding years. The following statement shows the 
average prices of wheat, common rice and gram in the several districts dunng 
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the last fortnight of March 1899 as compared with the corresponding periods 
of the two preceding years —*

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46. As usual during the fiist five months of the year, viz, from Apnl to 
August, there was the usual comparative tightness in prices, though nowhere did 
the price of common rice rise higher than 10 seers per rupee, while throughout 
tho greater portion of the Division it ranged from 12 to 15 seers per rupee. 
From Septembei and October, when the early nee crop began to be harvested 
and the prospects of the winter nco were assured, prices began to fall, and by 
the end of March the average pneo of common nee in the Division was 19 seers 
3 cbitaks per mpeo against only 12g seers and seers, respectively, in the 
corresponding penods of the two previous years. The pnees of wheat and 
gram also eased in proportion, except in Sioghbhum, where owing to special 
causes there was little change in the price of gram, notwithstanding the excel¬ 
lence of its outturn. As regards this last staple, Mi Thomson writes — 


“ The Kols think they should get the last famine year’s pnees, and they frequently oarry 
home the gram they have brought from long distances rather than abate their demand By 
this means they have kept the pnoe of gram and such other grains as are not muoh used at 
an artificially high rate ” 


In outlying parts of the Division, such as tho remotest parts of the Ranchi 
district, 32 seers, or even a maund of husked nee, was obtainable for a rupee xn 
January, and even m May (of the current year) it could be had in many places 
at 24 to 26 seers per lupee Tlie mohua crop m this district has also been very 
plentiful, and Mr Streatfeild wntes that recently he found that m pargana 
Biru it could be obtained at from 5 to even 10 maunds per rupee, or for scarcely 
more thau the mere cost of carnage. 

47 Wages of labour have remained almost unchanged, except in the 
municipal towns and railway stations in Manbhum and the tract through 
which the Sim-Midnapore section of the Bengal-Nagpur Railway runs through 
the district of Singbbhum. But it is not a matter for any surpnse that the 
demand for both skilled and unskilled labour should be greater than the supply 
m those places, and this will probably be the ease for some time to oome. 


VIII -MANUFACTURES AHD MINES 


48. Tho chief industries of the Division are— 

(1) Collection of jungle products, viz., lac, catechu, sabai grass and 

tusser cocoons

49. Lac, catechu, sabaigrass and tusser cocoons abound m the jungles 

and are largely exported. Hides and horns are also collected all over the 
Division, and are exported in large numbers i 

50 Lac is produced all over the Division, but it is only in the districts 
„ , of Ranchi and Manbhum that there ase factories 

annfatiures for the manufacture of shell-lac. The industry 

slightly recovered from the depression it had undergone during the previous 
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year, and the wholesale puce is leported to have riseu by about Its 10 per 
maiind In Ranchi five fattmios were working against oily two m the 
preceding year, givinsr an outturn of .1,850 maunds in Manbhum the outturn 
is estimated at 14,000 maunds valued at Rs 5,t.0,0oo at the late of Rs 40 
p<r maund against 13,0 0 maunds valued at Rs 3,90,01 0 at lis 30 per maund 
in the previous year The Deputy Commissioner of tin district, however,

Pulamau is especially baffly off in the matter of communications and carriage 
There is no metalled rodd and scatcely a bullock cart m the district, pioc* 
ticdlly tho whole of the tiade being carried on pack-bullocks 

67 In the Koncbi distuit tho principal trade centres aro Ranchi and 


Loharduga There is also a laige weekly cattle 
KmipIu district fair and geneial bazar at Gumla, which place has 

been selected as the sito for the new subdivision lately sanctioned, by Govern¬ 
ment. 'lhe puncipil articles of export from tho Ranchi district are rice, 
oilseeds, mJiua, hides and hoi ns, and. lac. Of the extent of ^his trade no 
reliable figures a o avulabie, but from tho rough statistics sent in by the 
thana police it can salt iy be said that tin re was a veiy considerable increase 
in the trade in most of these commodities over that of the preceding year. 
To the Lohardaga and Chainpur marts alone some 15,000 pack-bullocks are 
reported to havo come for nee fur the Palamau, Hazanbagh, and Gaya 
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districts* It is to be hoped that this largo grain-producing tract will be 
opened out within the next fow^rears by the branch railway in connection 
with the Damudar Valley project, which has been lately recommended to the 
Government of India. Thoie was also a largo export of sleepers by the 
Bengal-Nagpur Railway from the zammdari estates m tbo south of the district, 
but I havo not been supplied with particulars (now being asked for). 

68. Regarding the trado of Palam&u, the Deputy (’omnnssioner reports 
P&lamau dialriet as follows — 


“ The**principal centres of trade in the district aro Daltonganj, (Jurhwa, Pathra, 

Tho tr.de cat™, of th. d»tr,ct g ha TO Soncpura, Satbaiwa, 

1 auki, Nagar, Manjniwara and H) dorr agar Ghirhwa comes 
first in point of importance, owing to the fact that it commands three different routes of 
tradtf The first is the route to the Tributaiy State of Sirguja, the eeoond is that leading 
to the district of Mirzapur, and the third is that coming from Calcutta vtd Baroon-on-Sone 
and fromShahabod rid Akbarpur Daltonganj comes next in importance, being the dietnot 
head-quarters and the distributing centres of the markets near it Through Hosstnabad and 
Hanharganj pass the trade of Gurhwa and Daltonganj, respectively, whence arises this 
importance The others are local depots distributing the trade to the numerous weekly 
markets throughout tho district 

“ The principal articles of export from the district are lae, ro^in, catechu, cocoons, hides, 
Article, of import and export oilseed*, gbee and cotton, and the articles imported chiefly 

are noe, brass utensils, piece-goods, salt, tobaoco, spices and 

kerosine oil ” 


69. The trade of the distrut is at present mobtly carnod by pack-bullocks , 
that fiom tho centres mentioned by the Deputy Commi'-sionei to the interior 
marts ontnely so There is not u metalled road m the dibtuct, but thero are 
a few unn ctalled roads leading out of the distiut, viz , fiom Daltonganj via 
Hanharganj to Gaya (101 miles), from Ghuiwa to Baroon (opposite to Dehn- 
on-tho Sone), and from Daltonganj to Ranchi (10.1 miles), which aro used foi 
cart traffic during tho diy months. It is evident that an immenso impetus 
will be given to trade in this coiner of the Division by the opening of the 
Baroon Daltonganj Railway, winch will pass only a few miles from Guihwa 
and through oi close to seveial of the other trade centres mentioned by the 
Deputy Comnussionei Tho only requisite will bo the construction of a 
sufficient numbei of good fecdci roads. The difficulty lies in the very slender 
funds available from tho road cess for the purpose, which will have to be 
supplemented by a substantial grant from the Provincial levenucs A full 
report on the subject with a sohemo of the proposed roads was submitted to 
Government with this office No 338R C., dated 8th December last 

70. Regarding tho particulars of the district trade no reliable figures 
are available. The following, however, collected from the pnncipal traders 
and other sources are given by the Deputy Commissioner for what they are

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71 A detailed discussion of the flaotaations between the (vipgaitjops 
of the two years would be unprofitable owpog to the unreliability of the above 
figures, but, so far as they can be accopted for purposes of compansdR, the 
mam differences may be explained by the recovery of tlio district from the 
effects of the pievious scaicity Thus the increase in the imports of European 
piece-goods, salt, sugar, tobuco and kerosine oil and the decrease in the 
imports of nee may be safely put down to this causo, to which the Deputy 
Commissioner also ascribes the large increase m the exports of ghee.

XIII- CRIME 

87. With the return of good seasons and favourable ciops, there was a 
laigo falling off in crime, both cognizable and nou-cogmzablc, though the total 
number of cases reported under the head cognizable was still much largoi thin 
that of 1896. Compared with 1896, tho mcieaso m cognizable cases is observed 
largely in offences against propeity, which goes to show either that a residue of 
the lower classes were still m want, oi that the tluevmg propensities acquired 
during tho precodmg scarcity could not easily be given up The total number 
of cognizable cases lepoited and brought under investigation in 1898 was 11,944 
against 15,642 m l»w7 and 8,899 m 1896, while the total number of non- 
cognizable coses leported and brought under enquiry was 3,581 against 4,00o 
in 1897 and 4,719 in 1896. Tho decrease in cognizable cumo as compared 
with 1897 is shined by all the distucts of the Division, while that m non- 
eogmzable enme h contributed by all, except Ranchi, whuh shows a very 
tnfling mcieaso of six cases. The following statement compares the number 
of cognizable and non-cogmzable cases leportod from, ana brought under 
investigation in, tho soveial distucts during the past two yoars —

90. Out of 11,944 cognizable casos dealt with <!ut mg th 1 pabt y eai, 009, oi 
about 4 2 por cent., wore declared to be mabciously iulre against •< 1 pei <eut in 
the previous yoar The percentage has remained imiU constant, except in 
Rtniphi and ralamau, where thorohas boon a minted increase Tina may 
possibly be attributable to the practice of too readily onteimg cases ns “falso” 
where, though there is obviously exaggeration, there is also a substratum of 
truth sufficient to bar any ehanco of a successful pioseeution. I haio 
elsewhere expressed my opinion that “ doubtful” should be addod to the two 
pymting descriptions (“ true ” and “false”). . 

91. (Jndof class I there were altogether 123 true cases ropoited and 
brought under mvestigation duung the past year agonist 152 in 1897 The 
decrease is shared by all tho districts, except Ranchi, w Inch shows an increase of 
ten cases. The majority of the cases under this cl.tss wue cusos of noting 
connected with land disputes Two cases of seuous riots occuued in the 
Bkanohi district, one ending in loss of life and the other m grievous hurt. In 
another case in Palamau guns were discharged 

92. Under class II there wero altogethoi 404 truo casos reported and 
investigated dunng the year against 388 m 1697 The increase of 16 
oases was the net result of increases m Ranclu and Manbhum and of 
decreases in thfc other three districts. Taking the Division as a whole, the 
mcre ftofl under this class is most marked in offences against women and m 
grievous hurt. Possibly better feeding and increased means of obtaining drink 

Jnay have had some innnence m these results At the same tune it is satis¬ 
factory to note that there was a marked decrease m the use of dangerous 
, weapons, * 
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93. Under class III the'total number of true eases reported and investi- 
gated during the past year was 2,552 against 4,846 m the previous year. 
The decrease, which is shared by all the districts, was most markedunder the two 
hoads of dacoity and burglary, the number of reported cases under the former 
having decreased from 145 in 189T to only 36 m 1898, and that under the latter 
from 4,644 to 2,423. 

94 Undor class V the number of true oases reported and investigated 
was 3,650 against 4,857 m 1897. The decrease under this class was also 
sinned by all the districts, and is chiefly noticeable under the head of theft, 
the total numbei of reported cases under which fell off from 5,057 m 1897 
to 3,593 in tho past year. 

95 Undei class VI thero was a not dcoreaso of 46 in the total number of 
true cases, tho figures for tho past year having been 2,944 against 2,990 in 1897 
Thero was gieater activity shown m tho detection of exape cases m all the 
distucts, except Palamau, and m the prosecution of public and local nuisances in 
all, oxcept Ranchi and Palamau Bad characters weie effectually dealt with in 
JIa/aribngh and Smgbhuni and offences against the Arms Act m Ranchi and 
Singhbhum. Tho prosecution of bad chaiaoters appears to have been much 
neglected m Ranchi and to some oxtent in Manbhum, while more strict enforce¬ 
ment of the Arms Act and rules seems desirable in Hazanbagb, Palamau, and 
Manbhum 

96 Compared with 1897, the past year showed a decrease of 23*4 per cent, 
in tho numbei of cognisable cases dealt with and of 30 9 pci cent mtho number 
of A foims sent up but the number of A forms was still largely in excess of 
that of 1896 Of tho 5 05'l A hums sent up during the past year, 908, or about 
29 9 per cent, were disposed of at fust hearing, 21 2 per cent after one remand, 
15 6 pei cent after two lomands, 19 9 per cent, after three to five remands, and 
8 percent after six remands, against percentages of 29 08, 26 1, 16 2, 18 5, 
and. 6 8m tho preceding year. The worst results weie shown in Ranchi, 
where only about 17 per cent of tho A forms sent up were disposed of at 
first hearing against 22 pei cent, m Hazanbagh, 45 per cent in Palamau, 
24 per cent, m Manbhum, and 17* per cent m Singhbhum The results of

There baB been a decrease in the number of institutions everywhere, 
except Kancbi, which shows a trifling increase of six cases. The number of 

E ersons tried for non-cogmsable offences has decreased very largely in Hazan- 
agh and to a small extent in Manbhum. On the other hand, the number tried 
m the remaining three districts has increased more or less The percentage of 
convictions has mcreased*in the majority of the districts, with the result that 
there has been an advance m the average divisional percentage from 64*4 m 
1897 to 68*2 in 1898, and which compares particularly favourably with the 
percentages of 44 3 and 38 7 in the two preceding years 1896 and 1895, 
respectively. I attribute this improvement m a chief measure to the introduc¬ 
tion m this Division of what is called the “Patna system” in receiving 
complaints and distributing the criminal work of the suboidmate courts. 

• •*•*** 


Roan Patrols. 

102. There was no change in the permanent staff of the road patrol 
police force employed m the Division. In Buzanbagh the force consisted of 
105 sardars ana 315 digwars, who were stationed on the main roads and jungly 
tracts for the protection of travellers and the prevention of crime. During the 
last year a temporary patrol was established between Cbatra in Hazanbagh and 
Sherghatty in the Gaya district. It is reported that this patrol proved most 
efficacious m checking crime, as since its institution not a single case of dacoity 
or highway robbery has taken place on the road m question In Itanchi the 
force consisted of 105 ghatwals, but certain reductions have been ordered since 
the olose of the year, and a reorganisation of the whole system is now under 
consideration In Palamau there were 35 ghats with 58 ghatwals. 

103. The road patrols m the three districts of Ilazanbagh, Ranchi, and 
Palana flu* are paid oat of the ghatwak cess imposed on certain zamindars and 
tenure-holders under Part III of Act V (6 (5) of 1887, their remuneration 
varying from Rs 3 to Rs 3 8 per mensem, and they are paid regularly along 
with the regular poliw force of the districts. 

04. Tho. ghatwals of Manbhum and of pargana Dhalbhum m Singh* 
bhnm are remunerated by lands which they hold on payment of small quit- 
rents to the zamindars. In Manbhum the ghatwals regularly patrol the roads 
between the different stations, but I find, from enquiries I have bad to make in 
appeals against punishments that have oome before me, that the rules on the 
subject of their attending at the police-stations and submitting special or 
periodical reports are wanting in definiteness, and I have drawn the attention 
of the Deputy Commissioner to this matter In Smghbhum one-third of the 
total number of ghatwals are employed on. beat duty, reporting results to station 
and outpost offices. The Chaibasaa, Mlidnap'ue, Bohoragora, and Dumana 
roads are regularly patrolled by them. Ohatwah posts are maintained in all 
tha districts at intervala along the roads patrolled by the ghatwals In 
Hastgibagh, Ranchi, and Palamau they are maintained out of the ghatwah or, as 
locally known, the “chgwari” cess levied In tho districts. In Manbhum thoy 

* am maintained partly at the cost of the zamindars within whose jurisdictions 
< they are established aad partly out of special grants sanctioned by Government 

• In oipgbbhum they era maintained partly by subscriptions raised among tho 
ghatwals and partly by contributions mads by the Dhalbhum Estate.

There has been a net decrease of 7,857 m the total number of deeds 
registered. The decrease is shared moie or less bv all the districts, except 
Smghbhum, and is, no doubt, rightly attributed by the Distnct Officers to the 
late excellent harvests and the consequent absence of any pressing necessity 
amongst the cultivating and land owing classes to raise money by sales, mort¬ 
gages or other bonds The results are in striking contrast in this respect with 
those of the preceding two years, when opposite conditions obtained The 
increase is attributed to the opening of a new sub-registry office at Ghatsilla, 
and to the general development of the distnct m consequence of the advent of 
tne Bcngal-Nagpur and Sim Kharagpur Railways

There was a net decrease of 30 estates in the Division resulting from a 
decrease of 32 estates under class II in Hazaribagh against increases of one 
estate each in the districts of Hazaribagh and Singhbhum under class III 

127. Tho decrease of 32 estates m Hazaribagh under class II was 
due to their amalgamation with one of the estates under class III on the 
cancellation of the leases of certain farmers of Government villages for 
default m payment of rent The increase of one estate under class III m 
Hazaribagh is duo to the addition to the roll as a now estate of railway B 
class lazfds, and that in Singhbhum to the town lands of Chaibassa, which had 
hitherto been in the possession of the municipality, having been resumed and 
formed into a separate Mas mahal. 

*128. The total current demand of revenue in the several distnets, 
including tho Chota Nagpur Tributary States, was Rs. 5,00,584 against 
Rs. 4,97,706 in the previous year, showing an increase of Rs. 2,878, due 
mainly to the addition to the rent-roll of the estates noticed above. 

129. The collections on account of current demand amounted to Rs. 
4,47,246 against Rs. 4,48,654 m 1897-98, thus showing a decrease of Rs. 1,408, 
due chiefly (l) to the non-payment of the revenue due by the Patkum Encum*. 
bered Estate in Manbhum in consequence of continued failure of the Patkum 
Ibdigo and Trading Company (now insolvent) to pay the vsara rent due by 
them to the estate, and (2) to the delay m the payment of the rent for the 
villages m the Barkagarn Government Estate in Ranchi leased to the estate of 
the late Hr. Henry Stainforth owing to the sudden departure from India of the 
surviving executor and the consequent temporary confusion m the affaus of the 
estate., Taking the districts separately, it appears that the current collections 
have been satisfactory lft Hazaribagh, Manbhum, and Singhbhum, being respec¬ 
tively 98*44,96*16, and 97 63, per cent., but indifferent in Ranchi and Palamau, 
being 84*1 and* 63* 6 per cent., respectively. The decrease in the collections in 
Ranchi is due to causes explained above, and that m Palamau to the poor 
collections in the Government khaa mahals, attributable partly, I fear, to lax 
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supervision bv the Sub-Deputy Collector in charge, but also m a great measure 
to the iiaal kist of 4 amfoe falling due only three days before the end of 
the year and before the raiyate have had tune to bring their raU crop; to 
maiket. I have recently recommended to the Board a change of date for this 
kut. 

130 The number of estates which became liable to salo during the year 
. , , , for non-payment of Government dues was § in 

Operation* Of the .aiei.w Hazanbagh and 6 in Palamau Of these, 3 m 

Hazaribogh and 4 in Ranchi weio exempted on payment of all tho arrears*due, 
and steps are being taken under the law to realise the arrears due by the rest. 
Of the 4 estates m Hazanbagh which were notified for sale m the previous 
year, 2 were exempted from sale on payment of all the arrears after issue 
of the salo notices. The lemainmg 2 were sold m duo course, bnt in 1 of 
these cases the sale was subsequently annulled by this office on appeal. 

131. The following table shows the demands, collections, remissions and

In all tho districts both the cesses were levied at the maximum ratea 
allowed by law. 

132. In Singhbhum the current collections were above 90 per cent.; in 
Hazanbagh they were above 80 per cent, but below 90, and in Ranchi, 
Palamau, and Manbhum they were above 70 per cent., but below 80. 

133. The arrear demands m Ranchi and Singhbhum were collected 
in full. In Hazanbagh and Palamau 91*9 and 99*6 per cent., respectively, of 
the arrear demands were collected, while m Manbhum the percentage of 
collections was only 66 5. 

134. In Hazanbagh, out of the total outstanding balance of Rs. 15,826, a 

sum of Rs. 9,990 has been realised since the dose of the yeitr, and the remainder 
is in course of recovery under the certificate procedure. In Rmm$$ the 
entire balance has been realised since the close of the year. In Palamau 
attachment orders have been issued for the arrears of the Ootober 1898 and 
January 1899 kids, and for those of the March 1899 kist certificates have been 
lssuod. The greater portion of the arrears in this district were, however, due 
on account of estates, tile .last kist of which fell due only three daya before the 
close of the year. ' 1 

135. In Manbhum, out of the balance of Rs. 36,271, a sum of 9,134 
represents the balance on account of arrear demand and Rs. 27,187 balance on 
account of current demand, Nearly the whole of the arrear balance is due, 
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from the Patkum Enoumbered Estate owing; to the persistent failure, elsewhere 
noticed, of the Patkum Indigo and Trading Company to pay its ijara *rent. 
Out of the balance on account of current demand, a sum of Rs. 4,000 has'twen 
collected since the close of the year; Bs. 9,500 are due from encumbered 
estates, Rs. 8,330 relate to the last kist of the year, and for the residue certi- * 
ficates have been issued. 

136. In Singhbhum the arrears of Rs. 171 represent balance on account 
of cesses under Chapter V of the Act—a chapter which the Deputy Commis¬ 
sioner reports, owing to the short-termed period of leases which prevails in the 
district and the migratory character of the petty lessees of forests and quarries, 
is most difficult to work. Certificates have, however, been issued against the 
defaulters, and a part of the arrears due from them rccoveied. 

137. In last year’s report it was mentioned that a genoral revaluation 

Revaluation Ranchi and Palamau districts had been 

6Y» ua on sanctioned by Government, and that operations m 

the former had commenced in Deoember 1897. The work was steadily 
proceeded with dunng the year of report, with the result that out of a total 
of 30,627 ascertained tenures 4,271 had been revalued at a cost of Rs. 6,546 
out of a sanctioned estimate of Rs 15,086 by the end of the year. It should 
be stated, however, that the above by no means represents the wholo of the 
work that has been done, for returns have in addition been received in 
respect of all, or nearly all, of the remaining tenures, and the Deputy Commis¬ 
sioner expects the rest of the work to be completed within the sanctioned cost. 
So far as it has gone, tho result has been a prospective increase in the assessment 
by 26*6 per cent, which may be considered satisfactory and quite a sufficient 
warrant for the adoption of the measure. The total amount sanctioned for tho 
revaluation proceedings was Rs. 15,086, of which Rs 1,699-10-7 were spent in 
1897-98 and Rs 4,846-15-11 in 1898-99. In Palamau, out of 764 estates, the 
revaluation of 419, including 1,604 sub tenures, was competed dunng the year 
at a cost of Rs. 6,813 out of a sanctioned estimate of Rs 10,636 It is 
expected that the whole work will be finished by August or September of the 
current year. So far as the proceedings have gone, the result has been to show 
the urgent necessity of the measure, the annual value of the 419 estates that 
have been disposed of having been determined at Rs. 4,77,793 m placo of 
Rs. 2,70,911, at which it had hitherto been fixed, thus raising the cess demand 
from Rs 16,583 to Rs 29,584, or by 78 4 per cent This is a matter for con¬ 
gratulation in so backward a district, where the need of improved means of 
communication has so long been felt. It is also a matter for satisfaction that 
only eight petitions of objection have so far been filed Of these, seven have 
been dispqsed of and one is pending local enquiry 

138. The total number of certificates pending from the previous year was 

„ „ . . 1,041,* and the number filed during the year was 

Pablio Demands Booorery Act 6,408! making a total of 7,449 for disposal, of which 

* inoludn two CMOS .from other 4,960 were disposed of, leaving 2,489 pending. Of 
dwtnot * the 2,489 pending cases, 849 were ponding for more 

than six months The number of institutions dunng the year of report shows 
an aggregate increase of 4,127, which is shared more or less by all tho districts. 
In Singhbhum the increase is mainly due to a large number of institutions for 
the recovery of rents due by the raiyats in the Dhalbhum Encumbered Estate. 
In all of. the other districts the increase is, in a great measure, duo to the filing 
of certificates for the recovery of advances that were made during the late 
famine under the Land Improvement and Agrioultunsts’ Loans Act. In 
Hazanbagh an additional cause was the realisation by the certificate procedure 
of penalties imposed under the Land Registration Act, in Ranchi the recovery 
of fines for failure to file returns under the revaluation proceedings, and m 
Palamau the issue of a large number of certificates for the recovery of arrears 
of rent due by the raiyrfts m the Government khaB mahals

157. Out of the total excise revenue of the year, amounting to Rs. 8,64,575, 
as much as Rs 7,03*789, or about 81 4 per cent, was contributed by country 
(.pints, Rs 79,011, or 9 1 per cent., by ganja, and Rs. 58,724, or 6*8 per cent, 
by opium. Pachwai and tan accounted between them for Rs. 20,937, or 2*4 
per cent 


158 There was, on the whole, a net increase of Rs. 80,124 in the excise 
revenue over the receipts of the previous year, of which as much as Rs. 77,087 
was under the head of Country spirits 


This was due generally to the larger pui chasing pow*er amongst customers 
owing to the excellent harvests which encouraged the sale oi licenses at higher 
rates, but it was also due, in no small degree, to tno favouiable outturn of the 
mahua , from which country liquor is manufactuied, gathered in the spring of 
tho year under review Not only was the crop fully up to tho standard in 
„ ..... most of the districts, but the demand on it as an 

it is eaten boile wi nee article of food* was much less than in the pre¬ 

ceding years of scarcity Thus the promise of ample and cheap materials 
was a further encouragement to the candidates for licenses to increase their 
bids 


159 The increase in revenue was contributed generally by all the 
districts, except Manbhum, where tbeiewas a tailing off of Rs. 13,172 under the 
heads cf Opium, Country spirits and Ganja. The falling off in this district under 
the levenue from opium was caused by tho fluctuations in purchases by the 
Native States, some or which obtained larger supplies from Ranchi than in the 
preceding year, while that under Country spirits and Ganja is explained by the 
heavy losses sustained by the vendors during the previous scarcity, and 
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especially owing to the dullness of the coal and lac trade in the year immediate¬ 
ly preceding. As a consequence, both here and to some extent m other 
districts also, the auction-bidders at first proceeded cautiously and endeavoured 
to combine to keep down the selling prices. This they succeeded for some 
time in doing, and a number of the shops were not let until the month of 
August,when pne-third of the year had already expired 

160. The outstiU system is in force throughout the division, except two 
small areas within the Gindih and Gobindpur subdivisions m tbe Hazanbagh 
and Manbhum districts, where the distillery system is maintained to meet the 
requirements of a large mining population working m the collieries There is 
only one sadai dwtillery m Gindin, which supplies liquor to 13 shops. The 
distillery shops within the Gobindpur subdivision obtain then supplies from the 
Burdwan distnet Hilly and sparsely populated as the division for the most 
part is, the outstill Bystem is the beBt suited to its requirements. 

161 As noticed in paragraph 145 of last year’s report, tho question of 
the extension of the privilege of home-brewing pachwai to a number of the 
semi abonginal tribes in the district- of Ranohi camo under discussion dunng 
the preceding year Hitherto the concession has been allowed to 15 sects of 
aborigines who are accustomed to use pachwai in their social and religious 
observances. The result has been a considerable crop of police and excise raids 
and prosecutions of persons bolongmg to other semi abongiual castes amongst 
whom it is claimed that similar social customs obtain The expediency of 
extending the privilege to a number of these other castes was therefore con¬ 
sidered, but it soon became apparent that there would be a great difficulty in 
drawing tho line, thus extended, between these people and tho rest of tho 
general population. Under the ciroumstances, the Doputy Commissioner, 
Mr Streatfeild, was of opinion that the proper remedy would be to allow free 
home-brewing Generally throughout the Ranchi district. Tho view held by 
the Board of Revenue, however, was that the arguments for tho abolition of all 
restrictions would equally apply to the whole province, whilst, on general 
principles, the circle of exceptional treatment should, with the progress of 
civilisation, be narrowed and not extended. It was, therefore, ruled that 
matters should be left as they are On this subjoct the Deputy Commissionoi 
now offers the following remarks — 

“By reoent orders the Board of Revenue have declined to amend the existing rules as to 
the privilege of home-brewing pachwai m the distrust, and consequently, while 16 aboriginal 
and semi-aboriginal oastes have the privilege of home-brewing, any person not belonging to 
these oastes brewing pachwai will oontinue to be liable to proseoution This, however, is the 
universal custom among many of the unexempted oastes, suoh as Ahirs, Telia and Kumhara 
TheSe invariably brew noe-beer on the occasion of any festival, and the houses of members 
of these castos are consequently constantly being raided upon on suoh occasions by the Police 
and Exoise staff, and their owners prosecuted. The opportunities for levying blaokmail 
offered by this state of affairs are also, of oourse, very great, and the harassment and oppres¬ 
sion oonneotod with suoh proseoutions considerable Realising this, the E\on>e Commissioner 
has of late discouraged proseoutions for brewing paohwai, whilo proposals for extending the 
privilege of free home-brewing have been under consideration These proposals having been 
rejected, such prosecutions must again be enoouraged, and I cannot but regard this as perpe¬ 
tuating senous abuses At tbe same time I am oonvmoed that thero is no practical alternative 
between going on as at present and aooeptmg my proposals to abolish all restrictions on home¬ 
brewing, Dy whatever oaste ” 

* 162 The question is no doubt a difficult one, but on the whole, if it be 
admitted, as it seems to be, that there is no media via, I think that the decision 
arrived at by the Boaid is the proper one. It is a noticoable fact that tho above- 
mentioned privilege of home brewing does not appeal to have boon fully taken 
advantage df by the Hos of Smghbhum, as out of 227 licenses granted m the 
division during tho past year for tne sale of pachwai, no fewer than 84 wero m 
force in the Smghbhum district, while out of a total revenue of Rs. 13,198 
derived from pachwai. Rs. 6,658, or over 50 per cent, was realised in that district 
Mr. Thomson, the Deputy Commissioner, thinks that more pachwai shops should 
be opened m tho Smghbhum Kolhan m order to provent the growth of a taste 
for country liquor among the Kols. The matter shall have consideration 
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163 There was a greater show o! activity in the detection of breaches 
of the excise and opium laws, 4W the number of arrests made in the division 
rose from 355 in 1897*98 to 442 in the past year, end of those arrested, 872 
wore convicted during the past against 302 in the previous year. There were, 
however, very few cases of illicit manufacture of country spirits detected 
during tho year, though this particular offence, I have reason to believe from 
the enquiries made by me dunng my cold weather tour, is of frequent occur* 
renco in tho outlying parts of the districts. The total amount of fines .imposed 
m excise and opium cases was Es. 7,127, out of which Rs. 3,881, or about 
54'4 pei cent, was realised dunng the year against Rs 5,652 imposed and 
Rs. 2,649 realised, or a percentage of 46 8, m the previous year. Asm 1897*98, 
the realisation in Ranchi was exceptionally bad, aB out of Rs. 1,037 imposed, 
only Rs 348 or about 33*5 per rent., was realised. One reason for this may, 
I think, be traced to the tendency amongst the Courts to pass inadequate 
sentences of imprisonment in default of payment of fine. It ofton does not 
seem to strike trying officers that, given a certain fine as an appropriate punish¬ 
ment, the alternative punishment awarded should as a rule at least be sufficient 
to extract it The following table gives the particulars of the persons arrested 
and convicted, the fines imposed and realised, and the amounts distributed as 
rewards in the several districts dunng the past year —

164 The following statement compares the receipts and charges on 
account of stamps in the districts of this Division dunng the past two years — 
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165. There has been a decrease of Rs 4,750 m the net revenue for the 
Division, the result of deexeasea of R*. 6,612 and Re. 3,204 in the districts of 
Hasanbagh and Singhbhum, respectively) and of increases of Rs. 210, Re. 2,548 
and Rs. 2,308 in the districts of Ranchi, Palamau, and Manbhum, respectively. 
The falling off in Hazanbagh is attributed in a great measure to a decrease in 
the number of transactions with money-lenders, owing to the late good harvests, 
and also to the f ant of several of then larger clients having come under the operation 
of the Encumbered Estates Act, and thus being no longer open to their blandish¬ 
ments. There has also been a decrease m the number of civil suits of high 
value, and also a more free use than formerly of currency notes m the. place of 
hundta for the purpose of making remittances. In Singhbhum the falling off is 
attributed chiefly to the two last-mentioned causes, especially to the absence 
during the past year of any important suits by railway contractors several of 
which kind of cases were filed during the year preceding The increase in the 
districts of Ranchi, Palamau, and Manbhum is due to the morease in the number 
of rent suits and criminal cases and to the issue of a larger number of certificate 
cases.

'Hazanbagh and Ranchi, ^which Mr Streatfeild thinks may perhaps purely be 
due to people resorting more and more to the careless ana ill-informed 
, pedtion-ynters for the drawing up of their documents The decrease in 
Manbhuyi is attributed by the Deputy Commissioner to income-tax assessors

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170. There was a falling off in the number of assessees finally assessed 
in all the districts, except Manhhum. The decreuse m Hazanbagh, Hanchi, and 
Palamau is slight, while that in Singhbhnm is due to the the fact that a number 
of railway contractors and shop-keepers left the district, owing to the comple¬ 
tion of the greater poition of tne Sim section of the BengaUNagpur Railway 
The final demand on account of tax was Rs. 1,07,843 as compared with 
Rs 1,04,5C3 in the previous year, showing an increase of Rs 3,280, which is 
the result of an met ease of Rs. 0,202 in the districts of Hazanbagh, Ranchi, 
and Manbhum, and of a decrease of Rs 2,922 m Palamau and Singhbhum 
The mcioase in Manbhum is large, being Rb 6,100, or about 18 per cent, of 
the demand of the previous year, and is said to be due to greater care on the 
part of the assessor in muking enquiries The decrease in Palamau is due m 
some measuie to lomissions m cases appealed to this oihee, while that in 
Singhbhum is attributed to the leasons already given above The gross 
collections during the year amounted to Rs 1,11,515, including arrears of 
tax and penalties, &c., as compared with Rs 1 , 11,181 in the previous year. 
Tho collec 1 ions on account of the current year’s tax alone amounted to 
Rs. 1,04,995 as compaied with Rs. 1,01,136 m the preceding year. The 
percentage of collections on all acoounts, including tax, penalties, and arroars, 
came to 95 2 against 9 i 4 m the previous year. The result is on the whole 
satisfactory Oi the outstanding balance of Rs 4,501, Rs 3,084 are reported 
to be good and under realisation, Rs. 747 doubtful, and Rs. 670 bad and 
irrecoverable. 

171. - The total charges incuned during the year amounted to*Rs. 8,997, 

representing 8 per cent, of the total collections against 8 3 per cent, in the 
previous year The net revenue of the past year thus amountea to Rs. 1,02,152 
against Rs 1,01,867 m 1897-98, showing an increase'of Rs. 285, or about 3 
per cent, on the previous year’s revenue. , 

172. Out of 4,630 persons originally assessed, 710, or about 15*3 per cent, 
filed petitions of objections against 12 9 per oent m the previous year. The 
objections were compaiatively heaviest m Manbhum, Hazaribagh and Palamau, 
in the first two of which districts the work of the assessors was probably on 
the whole the best, and in the last the worst in the division, thus exempli¬ 
fying the fact that tho hhtig of a large number of objections may equally be 
the lesult of careful, though strict, assessments as of careless ana inequitable 
ones. The number of successful objections was 228, or 32 7 per cent., the 
number of successful cases being highest in Hazanbagh and Palamau. Out 
ot 4,485 peisons finally assessed, distress warrants were issued against 202, 
propeity was distrained in 49 cases and actually sold in 16 as compared with 
267, 82, and 26, respectively, in the previous year. 

173 The average incidence of the tax m the division was Re. 1 to 
every 42 9 persons against Re. 1 to every 44*2 persons iff 1 the previous 
year. The proportion of persons assessed to every 100 villages for tnq whole 
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division was 16*8 as compared with 17 in the previous year. Ranchi 
continues as before to be considerably the most lightly assessed district in the 
division (the incidence there being only Re 1 to every 64 persons), though 
there seems no special reason for this. I have suggested to the Board the 
advisability of interchanging asssessors, m such cases, between the more heavily 
and the lighter assessed districts, and I have proposed that this should now be 
done in the case of Ranchi.

It is satisfactory to note that there has been an increase in the number of 
public schools, which rose from 3,386 to 2,489 The number of private 
schools remained unchanged. The increase m the number of public schools 
is observed chiefly under the class of “ Lower Primary Schools.” The number 
of pupils attending public schools also shows a satisfactory increase, viz., 
from 68,373 to 70,826 

200 The number of high schools was 10 with 1,907 pupils against 9 
with 1,700 pupils m tho previous year. This increase is due to the opening 
of a new school at Chirkunda m the Govmdpur subdivision m Manbhum 
The results of tho last Entrance Examination were satisfactory, as out of 70 
candidates sent up, 48, or nearly 68*5 per cent, passed against 06 per cent in 
the precoding year. The Runclu Zilla School did especially well, as all .the 
candidates sent up passed, two m the first and six m the second division, one 
of the successful candidates being an aboriginal Christian. A non-Chnatian 
Ho boy passed during the year the Entrance Examination for the fust time 
from the Chaibassa Zdla School. 

201 The number of middle English schools fell from 41 to 40 and their 
pupils from their 2,569 to 2,546. This decrease is due to the abolition of two 
schools m Ranchi in consequence of the withdrawal of Government aid owing 
to their mismanagement, while a new school was started m Smghbhum The 
number of candidates who appeared m the Middle English Scholarship 
Examination was 64, of whom 29, or 45 3 per cont, passed, against 40 7 (35 
out of 85) m the previous year Regarding the middle English education, 
Mr. Streatteild, the Deputy Commissioner of Ranchi, writes — 

“ The demand for middle education in this district is very small, and middle sohools 
as a rule, only exist when an influential looal man or family is prepared to bear a large 
proportion of the oharges I do not believe in bolstering up unsatisfactory schools that do 
not meet a real demand, hut in all oases I have made every effort to infuse vitality into 
suoh sohools before reoommending their abolition ” 

I entirely agree m these remarks, and that local funds raised for the 
bonefit of the mass should not be diverted, in tho interests of the well-to-do 
few, for the support of secondary education This remark applies especially 
to English education, which should, as a rule, be self supporting, or if it be 
decided, as a matter of policy, that extraneous help should be given, this should 
be done at the expense of the general tax-payer, fxom the Provincial revenues, 
and not be a charge on the local funds. 

202 During the year there has been a decrease m the number of middle 
vernacular schools by one, and a falling o£E m the number of students 
attending them from 2,047 to 1,879 , This decrease was owing to the abolition 
of one school m Smghbhum Of 32 schools existing during the year, 24 
were departmental and 8 were ended Of the departmental schools four are 
m Hazanbagh, seven in Ranchi, three in Palamau, three in Manbhum and 
seven in Smghbhum. Of the aided institutions, one is in Ranchi and seven 
in Manbhum At the last Middle Vernacular Scholarship Examination 123 
candidates appeared, of whom 61, or 50 per cent, were successful, against 
68 per cent (62 out of 91) in the preceding year 

203. Tne aggregate number of upper primary schools in the Division 
was the same as m the previous year, Palamau showing an increase of four 
schools, while m Hazanbagh, Ranchi, and Manbhum there was a decrease of 
one, one, and two, respectively. The decrease of two schools in Manbhum was 
due to the fact of these schools having been raised to a higher status. 
The number of candidates sent up for the last Upper Primary schola rship 
Examination was 405, of whom 182, or nearly 45 per cent., passed against 43*6 
per cent in the previous year 

204 The number of lower primary schools was 2,148 with 55,435 pupils 
against 2,053 with 53,131 pupils m the previous year. Thi» increase is the 
net result of increases of 4, 42, 76, and 19 schools m Hazanbagh, iRanohi, 
Manbhum, and Smghbhum, respectively, and a decrease qf schools in 
Palamau The deciease in Palamau was due to the withdrawaT under orders 
of the late Deputy Commissioner, Mr. Kenny, of stipends from a number of 
badly managed and otherwise inefficient schools. In the last Lower Primary 
Examination 2,705 candidates appeared, of whom 1,309, of nearly 48 per oaflt., 
were successful against 45*4 per cent, in the previous year. t 
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205, In connection with primary education, Mr Thomson, the Deputy 
Commissioner of Singhbhum, remarks •— 

“It is regrettable that so few of the pupils ever get boyond the lower primary sohools 
Thu is to a great extent due to the insufficiency of the qualifications of the teachers, many 
of whom, and especially when the aboriginal population preponderates, are quite unfit to 
teach even in lower primary sohools I have made proposals since the end of tho year for 
remedying this by establishing a training school for aboriginal teachers m the Kolhan and 
Ponhat ” • 

This proposal is, I understand, under consideration by the Educational 
authorities. 

206 Tho number of special schools has decreased from 13 to 12, while 
the number of ‘pupils attending them has increased fiom 197 to 236. In 
Singhbhum there were only two such schools against five in tho previous year, 
owing to the abolition of three training classes attached to middle schools in 
1897-98. One new school was opened in Hazaribagh In Ranchi and 
Falamau the number of those schools remained unchanged, but the number of 
pupils m the Ranchi schools rose from 186 to 153 In Manbhum a new 
Sanskrit tol at Murardi was opened 

Mr. Streatfeild, tho Dtputy Commissioner of Ranchi, gives the following 
account of the industrial school in his district — 

“ f he roll number of tho Ranchi industrial school rose from 35 to 43 During the 
year under report the school deposited into tho treasury tho sale proceeds of the articles 
manufactured to tho amount of Rs 1,766 against Rs 1,604 m the preceding year The 
amount drawn for purchase of raw materials was Rs 1 000 as m tho previous year The 
not expenditure from the Provincial revenue was Rs 1,317, cxclusivo of Rs 766, which 
was the profit of the sale-procoods against Re 1,986 of the previous year, which included 
Rs 604, the profit of that year The receipts from the interest on the assets of the Gbutia 
Fair Fund amounted to Rh 382 against Rs 443 Blacksmith work, carpentry, carnage 
building and painting as well as a little of reading, wnting, and anthmetio were taught as 
in the previous yeai All the 43 boys were aborigines—40 Chnstiaus and 3 heathens 
The proposal of introducing ati am-powor and furnishing tho school with a set of better 
ms'ruments, as recommoudcd by Mr Slatoi, Principal of the Sibpur Engineering College, is 
under consideration, His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor having, when inspecting the 
sohool in November last, expressed an opinion in favour of some extension of the scope of 
the sohool 

“ There were during the year undor reviow throe other industrial schools aided from 
the Primary Fund at Silli, Basenda, and Bundn, with 1,820 and ^3 pupils, respectively the 
first two taught hlaoksmith’s work and the last both blacksmith’s work and carpentry ” 

There is also a question undoi considelation, on a suggestion by 
Mr Slater, of establishing a technical class in tho Ranchi Zilla School in 
connection with the industrial school Reports will be submitted in duo course 
by this office on both of the above matters as soon as certain enquiries now 
being made have been completed 

MP. Thomson, the Deputy Commissioner of Singhbhum, reports that the 
teacher of tho Ghatsilla Industrial School is not well up to his work, as he has 
had no practical training, that the school has always been m a more or less 
unsatisfactoiy condition under his management A proposal has been made to 
have him replaced by a properly qualified teacher from the Sibpur Civil 
Engineering College, provided that funds can be obtained to raise the pay of 
the post from Rs 15 to Rs 25 This is one of tho many matters which would 
be solved by the extension of the Local Self-Government Act to these 
districts. 

207. During the year female schools numbered 118 with 2,940 pupils 
against .108 with 2,826 pupils m the previous jeav Of the 118 schools, 29 
were in Hazanbagh, 33 in Ranchi, 19 in Manbhum, and 23 in Singhbhum. 
Compared with the figures of the preceding yeai, tliero wcia mcieases of seven, 
two, and three schools in Ranchi, Manbhum, and Singhbhum, respectively, 
while in each of,the Hazaribagh and Palamau districts the number decreased 
by one. Altogether 11 girls appoarod at the Upper Primary and 67 at the 
Lower Primary Examination, of whom 3 and 48 respectively were successful. 
Of the three girls who passed the Upper Primary Examination, two were from 
the Ranchi Bengali and Anglican Mission Upper Primary Schools for girls, the 
former carrying away a scholarship. 

• 208. The percentage of boys of a school-going age attending schools was 

19 against 18*4 in the previous year. The percentage was highest m Ranchi, 
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viz 20 3, while it was lowest m Palaraaa, being only 13.' In Hazaribagh it 
was 14 1, m Manbhum 20 2, and in Singhbhum Id 

209. A compaiative statement is annexed below showing the total expen-

The above figmcs show an increase of Rs 25,995 in the total expenditure 
on odueation, which is mainly due to the laige increase in the number of 
schools The cost per pupil for the Division was Rs 5-4-10 against Rs 5-3 2 
in the previous yoar. It ranged from Us 42-11-2 in Smghbhum to Rs 18-3-2 m 
Manbhum foi high schools, from Rs 13-17 m Hazanbagh to Rs 811-2 m 
Palamau for middlo schools, from Rs 2-15-2 in Manbhum to Rs 1-14-5 m 
Smghbhum for primary schools, and from Rs 54 9 7 m Ranchi to Rs 5-9 7 in 
Hazanbagli for special schools. , 

210 There are no sepaiate schools for the education of Muhammadan 
boys The report from Hazanbagli district in connection with the subject of 
Muhammadan education is, however, encouraging, as 36 Muhammadan boys 
from that district passed in the several examinations, viz , one m the Middle 
Vernacular and 35 in Lower Pnmaiy Examination, of whom 4 obtained 
scholarships. In Ranchi two Muhammadan boys passed the Middle Vernacular 
Scholarship and 9 the Lower Primary Examination 

211. In Palamau a case of fraud by one of tho inspecting pandits was 
discovered during the year The Deputy Commissioner writes — 

“ The pandit took a month’s leave, whioh he overstayed by a month To hide his 
absence, however, he s< nt flotitous inspection notes of varions schools, having previously 
provided himself with blank forms, to a guru postmaster with instruotionstto again despatch 
these to the gurus ol the different schools to be entered in the inspection register Luokily 
the Deputy Inspector visited Borne of the schools which had been provided with these false 
inspection reports, and on enquiry found tho pandit had not been there Further 
oD'pmnos energetically carried out by the Deputy Inspector exposed the whole fraud The 
pandit having sent in a bill for his pay for the month rendered himself liable to a criminal 
prosecution, and eventually got three months for cheating,” ; 

The result, it may be hoped, will counteract the effect of in 

morality the pandit may be supposed to have taught his pupils.

217 The total expenditure incurred amounted to Rs 22,303 against 
Rs 34,673 in 1897, the decrease being chiefly due to tho inclusion in the 
expenditure of 1897 of tho cost incurred m the construction, of the new 
dispensary at Daltonganj If the Daltonganj figures for both yeais be omitted, 
tho total expendituio of all the other dispensaries was Rs 20,566 as compared 
with Rs 21,789 in the preceding year. For the dispensaries m municipalities 
tho relative figures an* Rs 11,553 m 1898 as compared with Rs. 11,258 m 
1897, an increase of Rs 295, for tho rural dispensaries the figures are Rs. 9,01-3 
m 1898 as against Its 10,531 in 1897, a decrease of Rs. 1,518 These latter 
aie supported entirely by voluntary subscriptions, the general falling off in 
which may be fairly correctly gauged by the abovo result The fact is that 
m this Division assistance is needed by all tho dispensaries generally, and 
especially by the rural dispensation fiorn the Road Cess funds This, however, 
cannot legally bo given, as the Local Self Government Act is not in force 
here I have alioady addrepsed Government onco on tins subject, and propose 
shortly to do so again 

218 During tho ■year an effint was made to advance tho position of the 
Fuiulia (lispcnsaiy which stands g( norally m much need of improvement, 
and a public mooting was hold by tho Deputy Commissioner of Ma nbhum 
in December last for tho purpose of raising subscriptions foi (1) increasing 
the accommodation for in-patients, and (2) tho entertainment of an 
Assistant Surgeon m place of the present Cml Hospital Assistant 

The first objoct promises to be att nned, the/amindar of Jhema having 
offered tho handsome donation of Rs 5,000 towards the puipose, and His 
Honour the Lieutonant Governor also having promised to supplement the 
voluntaiy subscriptions that may be raised by a Government grrnt Rut the 
Deputy Commissioner does not appear to be very hopeful of tho second object 
being seemed l think myself that thoie should bo no doubt about the matter 
at all m a well to do town like l’uruha, aud I am still m concspoudence with 
the Deputy Comnnssionei on tho subject 

219 Resides the dispensaries shown in the above list, there are two 
pnvato dispensaries in tho Hazanbagh district, vi/ , one at Hazanbagh, main¬ 
tained by the Dublin University Mission, and the other at Pachamba near 
Gmdih by the Scottish Mission In Ranchi there are also two pnvate 
dispcnsanes, \i/., one at Ranchi and the other at Lohaidaga, both supported 
by the German Lutlioran Mission 

220 In Ranchi there aie two asylums m connection with the German 

Lutheian Mission at Lohardaga—one for leperd and 
Leper Asy ums the other foi other incurables. Iff the asylum for 

lepers then* weie 24 patients and m that for incurables 22 during the year 
On the subject of the leper asylums the Revd. F. Hahn,’ under whoso care 
it is, writes — 

“ The inmates of the asylum are of all castes and oreeds Every body is permitted to 
respect the rules of his caste or religion, consequently there is no oommon kitchen, but eaoh 
patient received Rs 2-8 per mensem, with which he provides for himself as he thinks proper 
fthe food being procurable from modtt specially appointed, dose to the asylum, ffltwthe 
purpose) Drunkenness and other vicious habits and begging are not tolerated The Bible 
is taught m the asylum, as I find it comforts the patients and strengthens them to boar their 
hitter lot, but no one is over compelled to lwten to the instructions given or to attend prayers 
which are held daily in the chapel attached to the asylum ” 

The expenses in connection with the Leper Asylum, amounting during 
the past year to Rs 1,913, are defrayed by the Mission to Lepers in India 
and the East, having its head-quarters in Dublin and Edinburgh. The 
expenses inenrrod on account of other incurables amounted to Rs. 720, and were 
met from subscriptions collected by Mr Hahn from funds in India, Germany, 
and America ' ’ 

Regarding the management of these asylumB, the Deputy Commissioner, 
Mr. Streatfeild, writes — 

“ I have inspected these institutions recently. They are unquestionably exoellently 
managed and doing very good work.” 
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A fall acoount of the important and well-managed Leper Asylam at 
Purulia was given in paragraph 201 of last year’s report. Unfortunately, 
owing to the ill-health of Revd Mr Uffmann, m whose charge it is, the Deputy 
Commissioner has been unable to obtain particulars of its working during the 
past year. I am able to say, however, that it continues to be maintained with 
the same efficiency as ever, and that the number of applicants for admission 
continued to steadily increase This asylum, the largest of its kind, I believe, 
in India, with a total of about 500 inmates, is also maintained by the above- 
mentioned-Society (Dublin and Edinburgh Mission to Lepors in India and the 
East) at an annual cost of about quarter lakh of rupees The asylum was 
visited on the 29th November 1898 by His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor 
during his tour through Chota Nagpur. 

221 The Hazanbagh Zenana Hospital waB m charge of a qualified 

lady doctor throughout tho year, who treated 12 
L»dy DuffenniFund inpatients and 2,175 outpatients against 14 and 

2,115 m 1897. Mrs. B B F Dutt, a qualified lady doctor, was in charge of 
the Ranchi Zenana Hospital throughout the year. She treated 43 in door 
patients and 391 out-patients during the year, besides a few othei poor patients 
who were allowed her services gratis at their homos m the town The number 
of surgical operations performed in the hospital was 15, of which 12 were 
performed by the lady doctor and three by the Civil Surgeon 

The midwife attached to the institution at Daltonganj attended 16 cases 
during the year, and is said to have acquitted herself well

The total number of operations performed during the year was 128,085, 
viz, 119,302 primary and 8,783 revacanation opciations against 131,594 
and 7,722, respectively, or a total of 139,316 in the preceding jear In 
Hazanbagh, Ranchi, and Manbhum, there was a considerable decrease in the 
number of primary operations, while in Smghbum there was an increase of 
1,066 operations, due probably to increased efforts on the part of tho local 
officers to stamp out the virulent attack which had broken out in certain 
villagbs bordenng the Midnapore distnet. The low birth-rate towards the 
beginning of the year, immediately after the late famine, tho unusually large 
emigration to Assam during the preceding year, and the agitation m connec¬ 
tion with the plague, which led the people to confound vaccination operations 
with plague inoculation, have all contributed towards effecting a decrease in the 
number of primary operations Besides these facts, during tho famine year of 
1896*97 about, 2,000 children in the Gobmdpur subdivision m Manbhum, who 
had been left unprotected on account of tho famino, were operated in the 
following year (1897-98), thereby swelling the figures of that year. The 
increase in the number of revaccination operations is due to the prevalence 
of small-pox in certain parts of the districts of Palamau, Manbhum, and 
Singhbhum.. Regarding tne attitude of the people towards vaccination, the 
. Civil Medical Officer of Singhbhum reports that the aborigines of the district 
accept vaccination without any ? opposition, except m very rare instances, 
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while the imported classes, such as Marwanes, Gowalas, Muhammadans, and 
upcountry men, aie generally more or less obstructive In the large village 
of Chakradharpur vaccination has not been accepted for five years amongst 
the foreign element, and he suggests that the Compulsory Vaccination 
Act should be introduced there The proposal will be considered.

XXXII—POST OFFICF8 AND TELEGRAPH 

246 The numbei of Imperial post offices in the Manbhutn district 
increased by four, owing to the establishment of now offices at Madhutali, 
Kahkapui, Mahulia, and Haludpakui. In the other districts of the Division 
tho number remained unchanged There was no change in the mail lines of 
the Division, except in Singhbhum, where tho opening of the Sim-Midnapore 
section of the Bongal-Nagpur Railway necessitated alterations in the d&k 
arrangements, whereby the zammdan d&k line from Chaibassa to Ghatsilla was 
abolished fiom 1st November 1898 and a new lino from Ilaldipaker to Asanbom 
was opened, while the mails to Dlialbhum are now sent by rail vtd Chakra* 
dharpur and Sim, A contribution of Rs 1,200 a year has been sanctioned by 
Government for the maintenance of the zammdan d&k lines m the Kolhan 
Government Estate, and two new offices, viz , one at Katban and the other at 
Gamana, have been opened. The contnbution of Rs 1,700-10 formerly paid 
by tho Dhalbhun Estate to tho Zamindari D&k Fund of the distnet was reduced 
dunng the jear to Rs 1,000, but a proposal has since been made to raiso it 
toRs 1,360 

247 In Manbhum three new telegraph offices were opened during the 

year at Dhanbnd, Katras, and Jhema The 
e egrap number of offices in tho other distncts remain 

unchanged. Before the opening of the Sini-Mnlnapore section of the Bengal - 
Nagpui Railway line the post offices m Dhalbhum used to send telegraphic 
messages to Chaibassa for despatch This has been discontinued, and the 
messages are now sent from tho railway stations This accounts for the falling 
off m the business of the Government office at Chaibassa, as shown in the 
statement m the next paragraph

The mciease both in the number of messages received and transmitted 
from Ranchi was due partly to the increased use of telegraph by the public, 
and partly to the large number of messages received and sent during His Honour 
the Lieutenant-Governor’s visit in November 1898. The traffics in Palamau, 
allowing for the absence of telegrams m connection with the former scarcity, 
gives signs of increasing, whilst the falhng off in Singhbhum has been explained 
above In Hazanbagh there was a slight increase in thei number of messages 
transmitted, but a falling off m Manbhum, which has not been explained, but 
may also perhaps be due to fewer trade operations than dunng the preceding 
year of scarcity.

Me P C Lyon was m charge of the Department during the whole of 
the year, and Messis Nagendra Nath Banerjee and Dijenlala Roy were the 
Assistant Directors employed, under him. The roport was submitted with 
commendable punctuality 

2 Chapter II of Report—Land Records Establishment —The brief account 
given by the Director in his present report of the working of the Land Records 
Maintenance Act, 111 (B C ) of 1890, m the two districts of Muzaifarpur and 
Champaran, is not of a leassurmg nature, and supports the conclusions which he 
arrived at in the special report submitted by him on the subject in July 1898, 
that the Act has failed to attain the immediate object for which it was framed, 
and that any elaboiate scheme devised for its working, whioh does not provide 
for a periodical revision of the records on the ground, will prove unsuccessful, 
and lead to unnecessary harassment of the tenantry The 1 leutenant-Governor 
reserves the issue of final orders on the subject until the whole question is 
laid before him m a compiehensive form, 

3. The Act was in operation, as m the previous year, in the Hajipur and 
Bettiah thanas, and thero were registering offices at Hajipur, Mahnar, and 
Bettiah The total number of notices for registration of mutations filed 
during the year amounted to 3,873, of which 2,061 were voluntarily pre¬ 
sented by the parties undei section 6, and the remaining 1,812 were prepared 
by the Registrars of Mutations themselves under the provisions of Buie 5 
of the Rules mado by Government under the Act, the corresponding numbers 
of notices filed under these two heads during the year 1896*97 being 4,287 and 
l,24‘i, and those during the year 1897*98 being 4,063 and 2,109, respectively 
Tbe large decrease in the number of notices filed under section 8 indicates 
that the raiyats are no longer taking the same amount of interest in the 
voluntary registration of mutations of their holdings, and the evidence accu¬ 
mulates that a system, which depended on their prompt and faithful report of 
transfers, will not succeed . 
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4 The following tablo compares the number of mutations legistered 
during the year with those registered during tho preceding two years — 
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The increase m tho figures for the Mahnai office is reported to bo due to 
the cloaiauce of hoavy anoais duung tho year under ropoit Tho figures foi 
the Ilajipur office have considerably fallen, but the Bettnih office shows the worst 
result of all. Financially, tho throe offices worked at a not loss oi Its 1,710 
during tlv yeai as against a loss of Rs 895 duung 1897*98 and a net gam 
of Rs 507 duung 1890-97 

5. 0> issa St'ttt meat Befouls — Vs regards tho maintenance of the settle¬ 
ment recoids m the temporaltly settled estates of Oussa, a dtnft Bill, based 
on lines approved by tho Government of India, for the imposition of a patwan 
cess and the cioation of a special staff of patwans and kauungos, togethei with 
iules foi the winking of the entno scheme, has been picp uul, but the mtioduc- 
tion of the scheme has been postponed pending tlu* consideration of a spcci il 
report from tho Board on the compautivo meiits ot the patwan system and 
of a ponodie local ltJviston of tho lecords 

6. Mam/enanw of jamabamhs m Goorrnmml and Wauls' Estates —*Tho jeai'a 
record of work m the Goveimnent and Waids’ Estates is, foi tho most pait, 
one that leaves much to be desnetl The numbei of tenancies m 14 of 
the Backergunge Government Estates m which mutations wero logistorcd, 
foimed 114 per cent ot tho total numboi, ind tins piopoition was the 
highest attamod m tho piovune, but even thoio it is icpoited that no 
mutations weie lecoided m the eight other estates Tho explanation of this 
may be* sufficient, but it has not yet been offeied. Theiowus some mciease 
m the number of mutations legistered by tho Buulwan Raj, but the local 
officials unhesitatingly maintain that under piovnilmg c ustoms occupancy rights 
cannot bo transferred without then consent, an opinion which Government has 
accepted. The* Board have not noticed the Dnoitoi’s suggestion that tho 
returns of this estate as at piesent piepared arc useless and might bo disconti 
nuod. Since 4 it has boon decided that tho Managu should not he compelled 
to give effect to an alleged custom, the existence of winch he denies, it w oulil 
appear that the Director’s proposal might bte accepted, but the Board are desued 

,to consider and pass oiders ou this mattei The Manager of the Maldwai 
Estate is reported to have paid gieat attention to tho maintenance of an 
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accurate jamabandi, and hia efforts, combined mtb the reduction in the muta¬ 
tion fees, led to a notable Increase in the corrections made. Elsewhere there is 
little m the report of the Director of Land Records of a hopoful character, 
and though the Lieutennnt-Governoi is fully awaro of the difficulties which 
beset the question, he is constrained to express his disappointment at the small 
piogiess made in the Government estates, where the obstacles to be overcome 
ore least serious He approves tbo action taken by the Collector of packer- 
gunge for the nupiovemcnt of the returns on his Waids’ Estates. 

In futuie reports the Director of Land Rccoida should give particulars 
showing foi what percentage of the number of tenants were the rent-rolls 
examined in the villages concerned by the Collector or his deputies, and the 
results of such examination as regards the numbei of transfeis which had 
not been noted m the records or reported by the tahsildais It is quite certain, 
fiom the oxpeuence in other provinces, that if such examination be properly 
conducted, different villages being selected yearly without any previous notice 
being given, much may be dene to improvo the present state of things, 
and all Colli ctors should understand that this is an impoitant pait of tho duty 
of themselves and their subordinates in then winter touis As soon as the 
estate officials see that this is done, marked advance will veiy quickly follow 
in the maintenance of correct records 

7 Maintenance of boundary matJts —The boundaiy maiks which, accord¬ 
ing to tho dnection of the Board, it is incumbent on the District Colleetois to 
have inspected, aio thoso which haie been elected m connection with cadastral 
and otlioi suiveys which demaicate the boundaries of estates oi tenures 
oi of lands which have been tho subject of dispute in the couise of settlement 
piocecdings As tho Dnector of Land Itecoids corxectly points out, the 
Distiict Officer can have this work adequately done only m the case of a tow of tlie 
most important boundaiy pillars in Ins district, and anything like a complete 
inspection oi the boundary marks of a distiict wluch lias been ca-lastially 
surveyed will lequne a caiefully piopared map showing sudi maiks and a 
special staff The Lieutenant-Goveinor awaits tho scheme now under the 
consideration of the Director of Land Recoiels, and meantime is pleased 
to see that, in the majority of tne distucts, great attention is devoted to 
this important matter The attention of the Commissioner of the Uu|shahi 
Division will bo drawn to the lcmarks concerning tins mattei which tho 
Director has made about the districts of Jalpaigun and Bogra 

8 Chapter III — Utilisation of Land Record's —Tho Lioutenant-Govcmoi 
has lead with much interest the remaiks which tho Dircctoi of Land Records 
has mado on this subject, and though acknowledging that strictly speaking this 
cliaptir is leseived for a descuption of the woik of a land lecords staff, piovision 
foi which does not at present exist in these pi evinces, lie will bo glad ( if the 
Dnectoi of Land Records will m future reports continue to show, as ho has done 
in this, what use, so fai as he can judgo, has boon made for administrative 
purposes of tho recoid-of-rights of these distucts which haye been wholly dealt 
with Rules roqumng that m such distucts the identification of lands lefened 
to m deeds presented for registration shall take the foirn of a refei euce to the 
suivey maps are under consideration 

Recently the Lieutenant-Governor’s attention has been eliawn to a 
nmaikable decrease in the number oi noting cases m Muzuffaipui, due in 
pait to an intelligent use, initiated by Mr. Hare m tho Criminal Courts there, 
of the distiict record-of-nghts, and IIis Honour will cause the Distiict Magis- 
tiates who are concerned to be consulted as to the advisability of general 
mstiuctinns to Magistrates drawing their attention to the value of the record- 
of-nglits in all cases dealing with land disputes Subsequently it may be 
necessary to ascertain to what extent these instructions are being complied 
with. « 

0 Chapter IV —Scientific and National Enquiry under Imperial Control .— 
The examination of various kinds of leguminous ctops \yiuch was undertaken 
by Major Pram, i.m s , during the year 1897-98 was finished dufipg the year 
under report, but his report on the result of his investigation has no! yet been 
published The botanical examination of the varieties of betel leaf and sola 
which Dr G Watt, c i.t , Reporter on Economic Produots, ha# beep making * 
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since the years 1896-97 and 1897-98, respectively, with the help of the Agri¬ 
cultural Department, wap in progress throughout the year. His report on the 
result of his investigation into the causes of the outbreak of betel-nut plague 
in East Bengal during the years 1895-96 and 1896-97 has not yet been received 
Enquiries about juar, jute, rhea, and dal were also made during the year 

10 At the instanco of tho Government of India, enquiries were instituted 
^uring the yoab by this Government through the Agricultural Department into 
(1) tho extent of the occurrence of sugarcane disease and the remedial measures 
adopted, and (2) tho effects of tho increasing impoits of refined sugar from 
foieign countries, on tho cultivation of sugarcano and the piofits from the 
sugar industry. No definite conclusion has been arrived at as to whether tho 
disease duo to 11 ichospluei m sacchari exists in these provinces, though it has 
been ascertained that tho crop so iar is not aflfec ted to any serious extent Tho 
enquiries made on tho second point pointed to tho following conclusions — 

(1) That the importation of foreign sugars had greatly reduced the pneo 

of lefinod sugais in the Indian market 

(2) That tho Indian sugar-rofimng industry bad been much mjuied 

by this reduction m price, that a large number of refineries 
have been closed, and that the remaining ones were mostly 
working at a loss 

(8) That tho pi tee of uni efined sugais, known as gur and rah, had not on 
tne whole fallen. 

(4) That mainly on account of the demand for raw sugar the aiea 
undei sugucane cultivation and the profits derived fioin that 
cultivation have not diminished in the past few yoais 

11 Chcmvat analyses of soil uatcr, 6fc —The services of Di J. W Loathor, 
the Assistant Agncultural Chemist to the Government of India, were utilised 
duung the yeai m connection with the chemical analyses of difleient specimens 
of soils obtained fiom ceituin selected districts in East Bengal and the Orissa 
Division, as well as of soils lmpicgnatod with iJt in certain tracts of the North 
Bihai districts Enqumos woie also made legal ding the supposed injurious 
effects of ungation m the dastiicts of Darbhanga, Muzaffarpui, and Champaian, 
whero the belief is widely piovalent that certain kinds of soil, if onco irugated, 
must always be migatod Tho Lieutenant-Governor tiusts that, as funds aro 
available, efforts may be mado to throw more light on this impoitant question. 

12 Woi ling of tin, Cioil Veto mary Dipaitment —A separate Resolution, 
No. 2630, dated tlio 8th August 1899, has beon recoided by this Government on 
the annual piogiess ropoit of the Civil Veteunaiy Department, Bengal, foi 
the year,1898-99 

13 Experimentalfaims —As already remaikod m the Government Itesolu- 
ti >n recorded on the Jasl year’s annual report, the Sibpur iaim was utilised 
dunng tho year as a domonslt atn c fai m for the practical tiaimugof the students 
of tho agricultural clashes attachod to the Engineering College at that place As 
an experimental f*um, it does not appear to have achieved lesults of much 
importance In tho Buidwan and Dumraon farms almost tho same series of 
experiments which had been conducted dunng the yeai 1897-98 were repeated 
during* the year under report, with identical lesults m most cases. As m 
the previous year, the experimental cultivation of paddy, sugaicanc, maize, juar, 
and potatoes was triod at Buidwan, and of paddy, wheat, potatoes, maize, 
and bajra in the Dunuaon farm The trials with dillorent vanetios of sugar¬ 
cane and wheat m tho latter farm proved that the Ihai t vauety of sugaicane 
and tho Buxar and the Muzaffamagar (white' varieties of wheat were supenor to 
other varieties of tho same crops m regard to productiveness, and it is gratify¬ 
ing to find that the results thus arnved at have been practically endorsed by 
tho neighbouring raiyats Tho expenments conducted in the two farms with 
the Naim Tal potato Showed that the method of planting cut sets was moro 
lucrative than when whole tubers were used As usual, seeds and munures 
were distributed dunng tho year from the two fauns among the neighbouring 
cultivators and raiyats of Wards’ and Government estates. 
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14. Agricultural experiment* m Government , Wards’, and Private Estates.—The 
orders conveyed m the Resolution on the last year’s annual report, calling upon 
manageis and officeis in charge oi Wards’ and Goveiomont estates to pay 
increased attention to the mtiodiution of agricultural improvements in estates 
m their lespcctive charges bore some fruit during the year under repoit. 
American maize did well in the Tubutaiy States oi Orissa, arid potatoes were 
successfully grown in several distiuts* Many oxponments weld failures owing 
to untimely sowing oi unsuitable seed , but such must bo expected, Jtoi ramd 
piogicss m a matter ot this kind cannot reasonably be depended on The 
Li< utc nant-Go\oinor notices with much satisfaction the Dnector’s mention of 


the names of Mi llobindra Nath Tagoio (who has also shown much onterpuso 
in his silk-ieamig experiments), Mi Pal Ohaudhun, 13abu Gaun Sankar»iloi, 
and Uabu Charu Krishna Mazumdai Theie are few objects to winch zamindais 
of means and loisuio can devoto then time, with gicater pleasure to themselves, 
and gieatci piofit to their lollow-iuuntrjmcn, than expenments in the gaiden 
and the faun , and it is gieatly to be desired that the example which these 
genth men ha\e sot should be widely followed

18. Agricultural exhibitions —Altogether 12 agricultural exhibitions or 

shows were held during the year at the places noted 
on the margin compaied with 10 m the preceding 
)oar, and Government spent a sum of Rs. 1,670 
m the distribution of prizes and coiuficates 
Two of these exhibitions, namely those at Madhu¬ 
pur and Cuttack, wei e primarily designed for flower 
shows The rest, with the exception of the Alipur 
and Falakata fairs, which are held for political 
reasons, are cattle and lioise fairs, with or without 
exhibition of agricultural produces. The Sun Cattle and Agnculturil show 
held 111 January 1899 was conspicuously successful The Madhupur show is

19 Cost of agricultural experiments —The total expenditure from Govern¬ 
ment funds during the year on ogricu’tural enquiry and improvement (exclud¬ 
ing the pay of the superior establishment, the expeurlituio on silk experiments, 
the cost of the Gml Vetennaiy Department, and the cost of maintenance of 
the Sibpur farm) amounted to Rs 6,155-11 9 as against Rs 8,106-12-7 in the 
preceding year This appaient decrease is due to the transfer of tho Sibpur

1875-76 was 22,754 acros, of which 21,934 acres (or 96 per cont) wore 
assessed. Thus though the total area has increased by 284 acres, the assessable 
aica has decreased by 578 acres, foi which satisfactory explanations are given 

3 Of tho 24 villages, 3 (Algi, Baduia and Mirukhali khas), containing an 

. , area of 1,934 acres (viz., 1,808 acres assessed to rent 

rea un or assessment and 126 acres left out of assessment), wore 

excluded from leassessment, because, owing to the silting' up of tho irriga¬ 
tion khals, tho productiveness of their lands has been much diminished. 
This would point to tho necessity of making sorao temporary reduction in tho 
tents of these villages, which His Honour assumes the Boaid has already consi¬ 
dered and dealt with Measures havo been taken to improvo tho channels, and 
it is expocted that after five years, when it is proposed to resettle them, the 
restored fertility will justify an incromont in the rent While the survey and 
attestation were finished fer the ontuc estate, the settlement of revenue has been 
made in respect of 21 villages only, containing 21,104 acres, of which 19,548 
were assessed, tho rest being left unassessed. Of this area, 16,501 acres are 
cultivated, 2,591 acres are culturable, but not cultivated, and 2,012 acres consist 
of homestead and other non-cultuiable lands, oi are covered by nvera and jhils. 
Of the whole assessed area, a little over five-sixths is settled with raiyats and 
the rest with tenure-holders, while of the unassessed area, 839 acres are at the 
disposal of Government and 717 acres are included in the hoJdihgs of the raiyats. 

4 Rice is the principal crop, covering an area of about 13,000 acres, the 

_ remaining 3,501 acres of the cultivated area of the 

rops * 21 villages settled being principally occupied by 

fruit-beanng orchaids and garden crops. Experiments were made in 1897, 
in which year the nee crop was estimated at 12 annas, to test the productiveness 
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of the best rice lands and an outturn of 32 maunds 30 seers of paddy per acre 
was obtained, equal to about 22£ maunds of husked nee The average local 
pnee of common nee being Ks. 2-13-3 a maund, the gross value per acre of 
the grain merely of a three quarters crop is about Rb, 63-8, or nearly ten times 
the rent assessed.

When Government recovered possession of the estate m 1830 many claims 
to tenures wore advanced , but it was ruled that they were the creation of mere 
trespassers, and all were disallowed In 1861, however, the Board rewarded 
deserving raiyats by granting them tenures, and the numbci of tonuic-holders 
has subsequently inoreasod by partition 

It appears that tho Settlement Officer rccogm/ed as separate tenuics the 
subdivisions of the original tenuics caused by the Mahammadan law of succes¬ 
sion. His reasons for this policy, whereby the number of tenures was incieased, 
are not stated His Honour is by no means inclined to view such proceedings 
with favour, save under very exceptional circumstan< es, as it tends to increase 
the cost of management. Ho thereforo trusts that tho Board, if they have not 
already done so, will strongly impioss on Settlement Officers tho dangei involved 
in recognizing as sepaiatc tenures and holdings pm ate subdivisions of the same. 

Tho right of transfer of then occupancy-holding was formally conceded 
to tho raiyats m 1876, and it is widely oxeiei&ed The Muhammadans, who 
are prohibited from tho piaetice of usury by then local lcligious tcachois, evade 
the restriction by an ingenious exorcise of the right of transfer The borrower 
nominally sells his jot to the lender, and becomes Ins under-raiyat at a late of rent 
frequently moro than 50 per cent abovo the rent payable to Government, until 
suen time as he succeeds in repaying the loan Then, in accoidanco with a 
verbal stipulation, he is given back his nghts This is one moic illustration 
of the difficulties inherent in usury laws 

6. Before 1860 the rate fixed for the cultivatois was an all round aveiago 

one of Ro. 1-5 per bigha of the standard mcasuie, 
Bates of assessment But this was never accepted by the tenants, and 

great difficulties wero experienced in realising rents At the settlement of 
1850-60, the lands were divided into five classes accoidiug to their pioductive 
quality and assessed accordingly, and the same division was udhoied to in tho 
settlement of 1875-76, whilst the rates were enhanced At tho present settle¬ 
ment thrf number of classes has been retained, and a very extensive rodistubu- 
tion of tho lands therom has been made The final report has failed to show 
the area under each class as compared with that of tho piovious settlement, oi 
the reasons for such changes as were made. Although in paiagiaph 9 of his 
letter No. 22T j dated the 25th December 1896, the Settlement Officei, with 
reference to these villages, states that they have been generally mipioved both' 
by natural causes and by works of improvement earned on during the currency 
of the puBt settlement, at the expense of Government, involving an expenditure 
exceeding Rs 70,000, yet the results of the Settlement Officer’s classification, 
as given m the table below, would point clearly to an opposite conclusion foi 
which no reasons are assigned —

His Honour has noticed with legret that as rogards duration and 
costs these operations greatly exceeded the original estimates, whde as concerns 
tho piobable increase in the rent, it would appear that the anticipations, accord¬ 
ing to which the additional rent would proportionately for these villages have 
been about Rs 45,000, were not based on any reliable data.

various works of improvements, such as embank¬ 
ments, bunds, tanks, roads, bridges, costing an aggregate sum of Rs 94,257, 
have been executed by the Khas Tahsil Department and the District Board 
ot Backergunge, but it is doubtful if they were registered under the Bengal 
Tenancy Act, a remissness which it is hoped will not recur. His Honour

The Canal Revenue Reports for 1898*99 and the Chief Engineer’s note on the same 

The Major Irrigation Work8 m Bengal are the Orissa the 
Midnapore, the Hmh Tidal, and the Sone Canals The first 22 paragraphs of 
this Resolution will deal with these four works by themselves. The Minor 
Works in the Province are separately treated in paragraphs 23 to 31 
inclusive 

2. The capital outlay on these Major Works was Rs 39,019 during 1898- 
99 and Rs 6,42,14,318* to end of the year. Tho total length of the canals 
during the year remained the same as last year, viz , 7 18 miles Of this length, 
495£ miles were both for irrigation and navigation, 223| miles for irrigation , 
only, and 29 njiles foi navigation only. The length of distributaries was 2,616£ 
miles, or 8£ miles moie than the previous year The mcreaso took place in the 
Orissa and Sone Circlos. In Orissa the increase was 6$ miles and m Sone 
2 miles. The total arha irrigable was 1,370,366 acres. The difference compared 
with the area shown in the previous year was due to revised figures being given 
for the Orissa Canals

The total area irrigated during the year was 710,544 acres, as,compared 
with 701,253 acres id 189^-98, and an average of 630,489 acres during the 
previous five year3 The progress of irrigation on the three large irrigating 
works—the Onssa, Midnapore, and Sone Canals—-fluctuates from year to year, 
but on the whole there is steady progress Thus the average area irrigated by 
theso works during the five years ending March 1889 was about 493,000 acres - , 
in*the next five years the average was about 612,000 acres, and m the five 
years ending March 1899 it was about 666,000 acres In the year of the 
famine, 1896-97, the area irrigated was over 80.1,000 acres This was a 
bumper year, but m the two years which followed it the air a watered did 
not fall to its former level, but was over 700,000 acies m 1897-98, and over 
710,000 acres m 1898-99 This increase in the lrngaterl area shows that the 
people are lealising more and more that the use of canal water both asiuics 
thoir crop and increases its outturn 

Those advantages were very emphatically brought home to the people 
in the districts commanded by the Sono Canals in the famine year of 1896 97 
In those districts the ummgated crops failed to a very largo extent This was 
not the case in the area irrigated by the canals Tho canals saved from . 
entue, or almost entire, destruction some 300,000 acres of rice crops, which 
at the rates pi evading m the famine year wore worth at least 150 lakhs ot 
rupees to the people—a sum winch is more than half the ontire capital eo->t of 
the canals In addition to this, the rail crop, which was largely irrigated m 
that year, was woith about another 50 or 60 lakhs It may be safely said that 
the people m tho nngated tracts were wealthy They had more than an 
abundant crop for their personal use, and were able to soil then suiplus pioduce 
at high rates Theso facts have not been foigotton, and the certainty ot being 
able to mature a crop in a bad ycai and the certainty that m such a yeir *hi 
crops will carry an increased value is making the people keen to secure leases foi 
their lands, so much so that there is no doubt that, m time, it will be possible 
to materially enhance the water-rates on the Sone Canals at any rate

Tho lesults which these two tables display aio eminently satisfactory 
The niaiked decrease m the remission ot late yeais shows that the assessments 
are moie carefully made the decrease m “ irrecoverable items ” indicates more 
caro m collection, and not impiobably the absence cf fioud tho decrease in 
tho ceitificates is a striking pi oof both of impioved adimnisi ration in tho 
collections and m the satisfaction of the people with the arrangements, while 
the tact that, m the Bone and Orissa Canals, the entire demand of the year 
has been collected is a result bearing evidence, not only to all these points, 
but to tho good work done by the staff and to the good effects of the leviscd 
system which has been introduced and matured duung the last five yeais

9 The miscellaneous revenue amounted during the year to Rs 89,272, 
as compared with Rs 90,000 m the pievious yeai the average for the piovious 
hve years eudiug 1897-98 was Rs 8<3,802 

10 On the Orissa Canals the net (apital outlay during the yeai 
amounted to Rs. 67,748. This was expended mainly on the rc storatiou and 
mipiovement of tho flood bank of the Kendrapaia Canal between Mursaghai and 
Jumboo, and on the construction of pemianent outlets 

11* The receipts of the y ear aggiegated Us 4,05,492, as compired with 
Rs 5,51,924 m 1897-98, and an average of Rs 4,29,877 lor tho preceding five 
years Tho decrease iu the leaipts, when computed with those ot tho previous

jhaintenance were moderate, and the expenditure is regarded as noimal for a 
year in which no exceptional lepairs wore lequued 

15 The net result of I he year's working was a deficit on the revenue account 
of Rs 29,721 as compared with a ciedit in the previous yeai of Rs 12,005 In 
1897-flo the letums both from lirigation and navigation woie above tho normal 
A further decline in the receipts fiom navigation must be looked foi on tho 
pcimancnt opening of the lailway, which will shortly take place, aud leturns, 
mote than those of the year under leview, can hardly be hoped foi uuless it is 
ultimately fetond possible to increase the watei-iates, which it is ceitainly 
not possible to do at present. 

16. The Midnapore Canal was subjected ou the 19th and 20th Juno 
1898 to an abnormal flood, which rose at Midnapore to a foot above any which 
had been previously recorded It did considerable damage to the|canal, and foi 
a short time impeded the working of it The construction ot the Bengnl-Nagpiu 
Railway had been advantageous to the canal revenues, as it hi ought tmfhc to it, 
but tho opening of tho lino was disadvantageous, as it drew off a largo numbei 
of passengers and some goods Tho year consequently was not a good one lot 
tho canal The receipts decieased fiom Rs 2,74,037 to Rs 2,28,732, and tho 
expenditure’lose fiom Rs 2,40,232 to Ks-P 2,71,080, causing a deficit ot 
Rs 45,248, against a profit ot Rs. 33,805 iu 1897-98 The Midnapoie Canal 
has generally worlted at a small profit, showing a not revenue, dunng the last 
ten years, of an averago of about Rs 47,000 This is largely dependent 
on mo navigation revonuo, which is about half the total the opening ot 
the Bengal-Nagpur Railway, almost parallel with the canal, must inevitably 
seriously prejudice its future.

18 Tho Hljlll Tidal Canal in the year 1897-98 gavo unprece¬ 
dentedly good it suits It is, thoietoie, baldly a matter of surprise that, com- 
paiod with th it yt ai, theio was a tailing oft m 1898 99 Tho leceipts were 
less, but still not btlow the avei.igooi a senes ot years the oxpenses weie 
gieatei by some lis 10,600, but only slightly above tho avciage of tho last 
live yeais The navigation lccupts weie lis 73,759 as tompared with 
lis 90,7 >5 m the pluvious ycai, anu the woikmg oxpenses weie lie 50,029 as

19 On tho Sen© Canals lis 12,i22 was spent on works, eluofly m 
completing the s>phon on the Behcu Bianch Canil, but the net capital outlay 
was a minus hguie owing to sah s of navigation plant The total receipts from 
all bouices amounted to lis 10,71,112 against lis 12,54,790 in the pievious 
yoai,i<;,a decioaso ot lis 1,S3,37 n, duo mainly to the smallei rabi area 
migated m 1897 98 than m the famine yeai ot 1890-97, tho tctbi collections 
appealing in tho ensuing yeai to that in which tho inigatiou is effected The 
total leceipts ,vue gieatei thin in any ptovious year, with the exception of 
1897-98 Tho deciiase ih tho amount of the water-rates was Rs 2,13,228.

In 
the oaily pait of October, again, when it was most necessary for the maturity

24 The Oalcu*ta and Eastern Canals are a soues of 
navigable channels, partly natural and partly aitifu lal, connecting Calcutta 
with the Eastern Districts of Bengal They have been gieatly impioved during 
the last twenty v cars at a capital cost of some 32 lakhs of lupees. The improve¬ 
ments, while they have given large facilities to tho tiatfic, have not, in them-

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selves, proved directly remuueiative The Canals twenty years ago paid 
fiom five to sixpei cent on their capital. Now the percentage on the aveiage of 
tho last five yeais has beon reduced to a little over tlnee per cent and in 1897-98 
the net lovenuo only gave two per cont on the capital The past year was, 
in some lespects, exceptional, and an increase m the traffic and in tne returns 
is anticipated The receipts during the yeai were Rs 4',09,281, against 
Rs 4,20,20.1 in tho previous year, showing a decrease of Rs 16,922, and the 
woikmg expenses weie Rs 2,80,677, or Rs 79,272 more than those of tho 
yeai 1897-98. There was a decrease of Rs 96,194 in the net revenue of the 
year Of this, nearly sixty thousand was due to an increase m establishment 
chuige, which was partly real, but mainly due to tho fact that, in the previous 
yeai, there had been certain adjustments of accounts which had resulted m 
a somowhat aitificial enhancement of the net revenue of that yeai. There 
was a deciease m tho numbei and maundige of the boats using the channels 
and in the number of the steameis and flats Altogether tho results of the 
yeai weie unsatisfactoiy, but there is leason to think that this was to some 
extent exceptional ami mainly due to the fact that the year was an un 
favourable one for tho jute tiade, which laigely affects the canal revenue 

25. The steamers and flats using the Sundarban routo continued 
to increase The channel known as the Angena creek, is the only connection 
suitable for steameis, which exists on one portion of the route more than 
one attempt has been made, but unsuccesfullv, to find an alternative to it 
It i« therefore an important link in the connection between Calcutta and 
Assam borne nnpi ovements were effected in it during the year One alter¬ 
native loute, which has been suggested, is that known as the Bhil chunncl, 
between the Madhumati and Kumai river m tho Faudpur distuct This channel 
has smto 1894 bfen improved at a cost of some Ks 25,000, and in 1897-98, 
Rs 4,000 were expended in making a diveision in the 14th mile of tile route 
It is lather disappointing to hnu that tho facilities which have been afforded, 
by the expenditure winch has been meu*red, have not led to the general use 
of tho channel when it is open in the lainy season In 1898 and in 1899 the 
steameis did not use the channel at all, although it obviously presents great 
advantages There is reason to think that it could be greatly improved, at 
comparatively modoiate expense, if it is only kept open for a limited timo 
when the neighbouring livers are high, but it tho improvements which have 
been earned out do not attract the traffic, it seems doubtful whether further 
expenditure is justifiable The Chamber of Commerce and the Steamer 
Companies correctly represent the great advantages of this route, not only in 
itself m saving distance, but also as an alternative to the one mentioned 
above, and the mattei is receiving the attention of Government, butj so far, 
tho results which have attended the improvements actually executed are not 
encouraging. 

26 The Orissa Coast Canal is a continuation of the Hijili Tidal 
Canal Its revenue suffered in tho same way The receipts amounted to 
Rs 78,094, against Rs 8o,450 in the previous year, and the working expenses 
were Rs 82,288, as compared with Rs 61,045 lhe financial results of the 
year are far from satisfactory, the net revenue being a deficit of Rs 9,194, 
against a profit of Rs 24,405 m 1897 98 

The opening of the Bengal Nagpur Railway no doubt affected the 
revenue of this canal, and will continue to do so 

27 The Saran Canals remained closed doung tho year under renew. 

28 The Nadia Rivers oio gradually losing their position as a 
great tiade route to Calcutta In the five-yearly pound ending in March 1893 
the a\ erago weight of cargo paying toll was about 88 lakhs of maunds—m the 
quinquennial period ending in March 1898 it was only something more than 60 
lakhs of maunds, and m 1898-99 this had fallen to rather more than 40 lakhs of 
maunds As railway communication develops these "riveis must probably 
continue to decrease m importance Meanwhile, economy m expenditure has 
somewhat reducod the loss which thoxe rivers now involve. The receipts were 
Rs 89,416 as compared with Rs 89,043 in the previous year, and tbq, working 
expenses were Rs 99,422 against Rs l,08,8a9, the net revenue being a reduc¬ 
tion in the deficit from Rs. 19,816 to Rg. 10,006. But thesq results bring little 
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satisfaction when it is remembered that in the quinquennial period ending 
March 1888, the average results were an annual profit of about one lakh of 
rupees m the similar penod ending March 1893, they were about 70 thousand 
rupees and in the similar period ending March 1898, there was an average 
annual loss of about one thousand rupees only. 

29 Tho Eden Canal was worked during the year at a much smaller loss 
than usual The* receipts from the canal were Rs 28,721 against Its 35,835, 
and tho working expenses were Rs 39,380, as compaied with Rs 67,037 in the 
previous year, the result being a reduction in the deficit from Rs 31 202 ia 
1897-98 to Rs. 10,655 m 1898-99 

' Tho area irrigated during the year was 29,757 acres as compared with 
24,487. acres in the previous year, showing an increase of 5,270 acres The 
arrears of uncollectod revenue at the end of the year was Rs. 9,312, which, 
although it is less than in former years, is still an unduly laigo amount 

30. Tho Madhuban Canal irrigated during tho year 3,190 acres as 
compared with 2,000 acres in 1897-98, showing an increase of 1,190 acres 
This was duo to the great demand for water from tho middle of Octobei to the 
end of December For maintaining the canal Rs 9,5b9 weie oxponded during 
the year against Rs 6,471 m the pievious year. 

31. The Gaighatta and Buxi kbal was maintained during the year 
at a cost of Rs 395 against Rs. 681 m the previous year Rupees 4,500, 
being the amount of the annual lease, less Rs. 36 refunded, were realised from 
the lessees during the year 

32 The improvement m the collection of the canal revenue on tho throe 
large migating systems, which wore noticed m previous yoars, was earned still 
further in the yeai under roview. The facts are very striking when it is re- 
mombered how large tho arrears used to be m former yoars In the fivo years 
ending Mai ch 1889 tho uncollected balance at the end of each year averaged 
neaily 6 lakhs of rupeos, in the the next quinquennial period it was rather more 
than 3| lakhs, wlulo in the last period it was about Rs 36,000 At the end of 
tho year now under review (1898-99), the outstanding uncollected balance is 
less than Rs 6,000, while m the Onssa and Sone canals there is no outstanding 
at all the whole demand has been collected. This improvement in collections 
has been accompanied by a very marked decrease in tho number of certificates 
issued (as shown m paragraph 7 of this Resolution), which indicates that the 
people are satisfied and content to pay the demands without compulsion Fur¬ 
ther, the remissions and amounts written off as irrecoverable show, at the same 
time, a marked decrease, indicating greater accuracy and promptness on the 
part of the officers who are responsible for the assessments The Lieutenant- 
Governor acknowledges, again, the excellent work done by the Deputy Col¬ 
lectors and.especially by Maulvi Syed Mahomed Nasiruddm and Babu Madhav 
Lai m reorganizing and improving the work of the collection staff. 

33. The year 1898 99 was one of very high floods in the Cossyo, Selye, 
Subarnarekha and Damodar rivers in June 1898, and m the Sikrana or 
Boor-Gandak and Bagmati rivers in September 1898 The floods which 
occurred m the C6ssye and Sikrana rivers were extraordinary and unprece¬ 
dented, and very disastrous in then effects. The Cossyc floods did considerable 
damage to the embankments, canal works and distnbutaiies m the Midnapore 
district 

The Sikrana floods submerged a vast area of country in the Champaran 
and Muzoffarpur districts, and did considerable damage to the Champaran, 
Tirnut and Turki embankments, as also to the District Board roads and 
*(fcn dees and railway embankments. The floods destroyed many houses and 
standing crops, many cattle were lost and human lives also The damage 
done to tne embankments and canal works by tho floods of the Selye, Subarna¬ 
rekha and Damodar rivers was not serious

The figures are of little value, as any duties calculated on averages are 
misleading There was no opportunity of testing the real duty during a 
period of pressure, which is the only true test, as there was ample rain in 
October. 

Some observations on the quantity of water required dunng the period 
when the rice is being ploughed in or transplanted in July and August were 
made in the Jajpur subdivision by Babu Knsto Dhone Baneijee, Supervisor. 
These showed that in the absence of rain, or with only* slight assistance from 
rain, a duly of only 58 acres per cubic foot per second, as measured At the out¬

Details of the duty on each distributary are given in Appendix I. Until 
the outlets are adjusted so as to be suitable to the areas to Do irrigated, and 
the supply m the distributaries can, consequently, be better regulated, 
the results obtained have but little value.

Canals and from the head of tho 1st Range of the High Level Canal. It 
was necessaiy to diedge tho head of tho Taldanda Canal, as there was an 
accumulation of sand, which was reducing the dischaige and which could 
not be moved by the flow of the water.

“ It will bo seen from tlie above tablo that the area leased under khartf was slightly 
greater than that of the previous year The area under rab » is also shown in the above 
table, although the water rates for fabt will not be reahzed until 1899-1900 The total area 
under leaso was not fully irrigated during the joar This was due to an abnormal flood in 
tho Cosayo on the 19th June 1898, wlnok breached the Mam Canal and also Nos 1 and 4 
distributaries, and thus rendered irrigation impossible for about two months Fortunately

pay up their rates Notices had therefore to be served in the villages explaining that 
if remissions were sanctioned by Government, the amount realized would be refunded, but 
meanwhile the assessment due must be paid in full It was on this account that the balanoe 
at the end of the year was greater than that of the previous year 99 

“Out of Rs 1,07,554 collected, Rs 3,275 only were realised by certificate procedure

61. The navigation receipts were Rs. 1,03,681, against Rs 1,32,235 in nat.<u*io» 
the previous years, ahdwmg a decrease of Rs 28,554 The decrease wda partly 
due to the plague, partly to depression in trade, but mainly to the opening of the 
Bengal-Nagpur Railway. The passenger traffic by the steamers has decressed 
by nearly 20 per cent, in two years, but there is not any marked decrease, 
as yet. in tbepassengers earned by native boats, owing, probably, to tho fact 
that this traffio is mainly between Ulubenp and Bansbena only, while tho 
steamer passengers, who chiefly go to and from Calcutta, are mere affected by 
the railway. 
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The Superintending Engineer writes.— 

44 The tolls received from the Oaloutta Steam Navigation Company are almost (he same 
as last year This is duo to the faot that during the year the tollaga for the daily doable 
servico m the canal was rnsed from two filths to half full tolls and for special tnpB from 
half to three-fifths full tolls These rates will remain m foroo until the railway enters njto 
direct competition with the canal The oauses whioh led to the deoroasc in the private tolls 
from Rs 91,506 m 1897 98 to Rs 66,336 in the year under review, will be explained m the 
following paragraphs ” • 

44 There was a general falling off both m the export and import trade, the total quan¬ 
tities of goods exported and imported during the year being 53,960 and 43,511 tons, against 
80,2G5 and 45,234 tons, respectively, m 1897-98 The tratho m 1896-97 was the best on * 

record, but that was due to famine m other distnots which increased the export tiade, apd the 
construction of the Bengal Nagpur Railw vy gave a great impetus to the import traffifi 

“ The decrease in trade was due partly to the panic causod by the presence of plague m 
Caloutta, and also to the high flood in the uver m Juno which did considerable damage to 
the canal banks The low rates for produoo in Calcutta were also not favourable for exports 
“The portion of the canal from Midnapore to Panskura and the Naramghur Distributary 
was olosod tor silt cloaiance and repairs from the 20th Maroli to tho 20th April 1898, and 
again from 19th June to 8th July 1898 

“The traffic on tho portion of the canal from Midnapore to Buramulla was stopped by 
the flood of 19th June 1898, which bleached the oanal bauks m several places Although 
traffic on tho mam canal was restored on the 8th July, it was not till tho 21st of August 1898 
that the Maramghur Distributary oould bo re opened 

“Under ‘Exports’ dioreases aionoticeiblo principally in the oase of ‘rice’ (11,600 tons), 
'otlur food grams’ (15,000 tons), ‘suitin’ (850 tons), ‘building materials’ (3,600 tons) 
and ‘miscellaneous goods’ (1,500 t ns) There was a slight increase m ‘oil-seeds’ 

(1^0 tons) and ‘timber’ (600 tons) Under ‘Import’ the principal items whioh con¬ 
tributed to the decrease wore‘oils’ (550 tons), ‘salt’ (^50 tons), ‘building materials 
(900 tons), 4 miscellaneous goods ’ (GoO tons), and ‘ coal and coke ’ (2,600 tons), the only 
item which showed any important improvement being 6 other food-grams ' (4,800 tons) The 
liicicase in the import ol “other food-grains” was wholly m paddy brought from Caloutta to 
the Gliatal subdivision of tho Midnapoio district and tho neighbouring tiacts, where the effect 
of the extraordinary high flood m June was most disastrous Tho use in the importation of 
coal and coko, which began m 1895-96, and was very lugh in the following year, is gradually 
falling off as the railway works are approaching completion, and although it was reduoed by 
about 2,600 tons this year, it is still above tho normal by about 3 000 tons Tho total value 
of impoits and exports was lespec'ively 61 likhs of rupoes and 50 lakhs against 6b and 82 
lakhb m 1897 98 ”

The outlay during the year was Rs 55,009 more than that of the preced¬ 
ing year The increase took place in all items of the charges It was mamly 
due to tho very heavy flood of June 1898, whioh did considerable damage to 
the canal works, banks and diBtnbutanes 

56 The expenditure on head works was Rs 15,601 against Rs 5,660 m 
the previous year, showing an increase of Rs 9,941. On ordinary repairs 
Rs 9,075 were expended, and on flood-damage repairs Rs. 6,526

The quantity of silt excavated during the yeai was consideinbly more 
than in the previous year, viz, 7,19d,l00 cubic feet, against 4,870,.>08 cubic 
feet in 1897-98 Tho cost of lifting and removing was Rs 34,689, as com¬ 
pared with Rs. 29,918 in the yoar previous The rate per 1,000 cubic feet was 
Rs. 4*82 against Rs. 6 13 in 1897-98 a decrease in rate usually attends an 
increase m quantity, but the result is satisfactory.

The working expenses wore Es 50,029, as compared with Es. 39,388, in 
1897-98 On extensions and improvements, the following works were com¬ 
pleted or m progress during the years — 

Two lock-bridges—one at Etamagra and the other at Terapakia, for which 
an estimate amounting to Es 3,990 was sanctioned 

A new toll office at GewankhaU. this was sanctioned at a cost of 
Eb 1,496, but the expenditure of the year was Es 611 only. The work could 
not be completed owing to the delay in the arrival of iron-work from 
England 

A weir in front of the Gewankhali supply sluice this is to exclude the 
heavy silt-laden water from the supply channel when the sluice is working 
the expenditure on this work was Es. 1,627. 

Tne canal was maintained m an efficient condition throughout the year. 
The totaboost of maintenance, and repairs (exclusive of extensions and improve¬ 
ments, but inclusive of establishment and tools and plant and indirect charges), 
was Es 45,913, as compared with Es. 39,388 in the previous year. There 
were no special repairs done to the canal. The whole length was open 
to traffic throughput the year, with the exception of a short length (about 6,670 
feet), which was cross-bunded for silt clearance by hand labour.

63.. The length of the Canal, Ranges I and II, remains the same ns last 
year, viz., 29 miles from the junction of tho lock channel and the Hooghly 
river at Gewankhali to Kalinagar on the Eassalpur river, of which 12£ miles 
are in tho former range, including the Haldi nver crossing, and 16# miles in 
the latter. The supply channel at Gewankhali will probably have to be even¬ 
tually extended still further, as a considerable quantity of sut is carried beyond 
the supply channel mtg the canal. 

84. The rainfall registered at Cental was 55*62 indies against 61*38 
inches in die previous year.

No dredging was done in the Sadar khal, which was in a much better 
state during the year. 

The dredgers were kept at work in Ranges I and II, 846,750 o.ft. and 
57,500 c. ft. of silt, respectively, being removed at a total cost of Rs. 8,100, as 
compared with 53,400 c. ft. ana 77,500 c. ft. removed from these two ranges 
during the previous year at a cost of Rs. 5,613 The cost of maintenance 
per mile of tho year was Rs 1,617, as compared With Rs 1,385 per mile m the 
preceding year 

In Range I of the canal the only silt clearance done by hand labour was 
near Gowankhah. Out of the total length of 6,670 feet to be silt-cleared, 
about ono-third of the work was done during the year. The amount of silt 
lemoved was 111,560 c. ft, at a cost of Rs. 798, or an average rate of Rs. 7*15 
per 1,000 c. ft, against Rs. 5 pci 1,000 allowod last year Owing to great 
demand for labour in the neighbourhood, this higher rate was unavoidable. 

70 The rosults of the year are disappointing. There is an increase in ex¬ 
penses and decrease of revenue, the latter, Jhowever, is probably only duo to the 
depression m trade and is one of the fluctuations which must be expected

There was considerable improvement during the year in all items connected 
with the lefund or remission of water-iates The total amount remitted was 
Rs 5,601, against Rs 13,450, m the previous year and Its 14,517 in the 
average of the previous five yeais. The heading u includes both i emissions and 
refunds*, the remissions are, m most eases, the correction of wrong assessments 
made before the demands have been collected, the leiunds are mostly similar 
assessments which have been collected and have to be refunded in cash It is 
these last which givo the most trouble, both to the people, who pay nnpiopeily, 
and to the collecting staff which has to collect and then to lefund It is satisfic- 
tory to notice that these refunds winch weie Its 7,116 m 1897-98 weie only 
Rs. 1,118 in U98-99,wndicating that a largei piopoition of remission papets 
reached the Deputy Collector before tho rates weie collected Oi the extraoidi- 
nary remissions of Rs 701, the amount remitted by the Supoimtonding Engineer 
wasRs. 81 xnily, and tho balance, Rs. 620, wis written off as unsettled 
• balance outstanding for throe yens, which could not be vouched foi by mtuil 
Receipts pending m the hands of the collecting ofliceis. But tho most sutisi u,- 
tory feature of all is the maikod induction of the numbers of ceitihc itcs issued 
During the pievious five years the average number was 1,460, but m tho year 
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under review the entire sum has be on collected with only 376 certificates. Th’s 
fact indicates that the people aio conteuted and pay their water-rates willingly.

“ The quantity cleared by hand in the Eastern Main Canal was immediately inside the 
Head Sluices for a short extension of the berm towards them, as a bar was found to form there 
in the wider ohannel, and also just below the off take of the Patna Canal, , w the 6th mile 
The extension of the berm proved satisfactory, as the bar to a great extent disappeared In 
the Patna Canal the silt removed by hand and by dredgers was entirely in the channels just 
above and below the look the closure enabled a larger quantity to be removed by hand 
than in the previous year, which accounts for the less rate, vis, Rs 8*3 9, against Bs 3-12 ” 

The Western Mam Canal was closed from 26th March to 9tb April 1898, 
but no ult clearance by hand was carried out between the Regulator and the 
9th tmle id the Dehn Workshops subdivision during the year under review.

1898, when the river rose 11 feet m 12 hours. The highest reading was 117*90 
at midnight of the 19 th.

It is often supposed that the decreasing traffic on these livers is due to their 
detorioiation, but it is at least doubtful if this opinion is correct The* plan 
which accompanies this noto shows the Bhagirathi entrance, concerning this 
the Superintending Engineer writes.— 

“The Executive Engineer reports that “the entranoo was praotioally the same as last year, 
but with a velocity a good deal less than usual, due probably (apart from the fact oi the 
formation of a sholvmg hank m front, which caused the mam current of the Pudda to flow 
more in mid-stream, thereby roducing the indraught to the Bhagirati) to the heavy looal 
rainfall during the middle of October, which kept the Bhagirathi up, while the Ganges was 
falling rapidly, and so rendered the current at the mouth still more sluggish ” 

On the traomg which acoompamos this report is marked roughly the position of the head 
of the Bhagirathi from 1822 up to date 

Training works at the entrance were started on the 21st October, with a bed level of 
56 20 and a minimum depth of 7 feet, and eventually a channel was sooured down to 47 40 
by the 16th November, but unfortunately it began silting up outside the training works, and 
although these were extended out into the Pudda, they failed to bo of any praotioal good, as 
the velocity was too small The entranoe, though it did not actually run dry even m May 
1899, was practically olosed for through traffic from the beginning of Januaiy 1899, when 
the depth was only 18 inches 

Tlie number of shoals trained was 61, against 63 in the previous year The training 
works done m this river betwoen its entranoe and Nadia extended ovor a length of 154,772 
lineal feot, against 177,495 loot m the previous year ”

The outlay on account of original works during tho year was Rb. 8,102 
only; the expenditure was confined to the payment of the cost of land acquired 
for the distributaries constructed in 1897-98. The receipts during the year 
wqro Rs. 7,110 less than 19 the previous year. The docreaso was due to the heavy 
rainfall throughout the cultivating season which retarded the work of collec¬ 
tion and reducod the demand for canal-water for irrigation purposes. There 
was an increase of Rs. 4,456 on maintenance and repairs It was due to 
several minor works of improvement having been earned out during the year. 
The total expenditure of the year was Rs. 39,380 against Rs. 67,087, and the 
not fevenue was a deficit of Rs. 10,655 only against a deficit of Rs. 31,202 
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in the previous year. The result of the Tear’s operations wa^on the whole, 
fairly satisfactory The revenue was below the average of the previous five 
years but the expenditure also was considerably less. The canal was main* 
tamed m an efficient condition during the year. 
ha inf all* 164. The rainfall registered at Edilpur m the Burdwan district was 73*14 

inches, as compared with 62 83 in 1897-98, the tall during the khanf season 
being 48*52 inches, or 4 71 more than that of tho previous year. 

CBOP Km ai 165. Regarding crop experiments, the Superintending Engineer writes •— 

“Nineteen crop experiments were mode with paddy crops by subordinates, of whioh 
ten were made on irrigated lands and nine on unimgated lands. These experiments showed 
that the average outturn of an aore of middle olass land irrigated by oanal-water was 33 
maunds 5 seers of paddy and 37 mounds and 7 seers of straw weighed dry, while the^average 
outturn of an aore of similar land whioh did not reoeive the benefit of oanal water* was 20 
maunds 1 seer of paddy and 25 maunds 28 seers of straw 

The results of tho experiments seem unreliable, as the average yield of paddy in the 
Midnapore and Onsea canals is 17 maunds 14 seers and 24 maunds 28 seers, respectively 
Tho Exeouitve Engineer will be direoted to supervise the experiments noxt year ” 

The Chief Engineer quite agrees with the Superintending Engineer m 
thinking that these results cannot be accepted, and that the Executive Engineer 
should chock the experiments noxt year. 

166 The total area leased was 26,918 acres, as compared with 23,615 
hd acres m 1897-98, showing an increase of 3,303 acres. The increase was due 
to the execution of some new leases on the banks of the Ilsuia khal and the 
Ghca, Dhoosi, and Kana Nadis m tho Hooghly district 

lu addition to the areas leased permits were issued for 2,318 acres for 
single watering from tho Kana Damoaar beyond tho area commanded by the 
Eden Canal 

The total area irrigated during the year was 29,757 acres, consisting of 
19,938 acres ot khanf and 441 acres of rahi in the Burdwan district, and 
9,080 acres of khanf and 298 acres of rain in the Hooghly district, as compared 
with 24,487 acies m the previous year, viz, 17,557 acres of khanf and 
520 acres of rah »in the former and 6,083 acres of khanf and 327 acres of raht 
m the latter district. Out of the total area of 739 acres of raht migated durmg 
the year, 143 acres were sugaicane. 

The increase in the area under khanf migation was mainly due to the 
construction of the distributaries 

Tho decrease m rah irrigation in both the Burdwan and Hooghly districts 
was duo to the ample rainfall throughout the khartf season, especially in Sep¬ 
tember and Octobei 1898 which reduced the demand foi canal-water 

Tlicie was only one caso of surreptitious irrigation during the year. 
Thirty-six acres were irrigated without a permit in the Hooghly district. The 
area was assessed at the rate of Re.

Revised water-rate 
rules were brought into force on the 23rd of May 1899 for these canals, but 
they did not make any material change in the system of irrigation The 
reduction m the number of complaints and the small number of cases 
pending at tlje close of the year is a satisfactory feature ^The reduction in 
tonnage of rice carried over the canals was duo to the slackness m the export 
trade. -The number of passengers carried showed a decrease of 34,875 com¬ 
pared with last \ eai, and tins may be set down chiefly to the opening of the 
railway at Cuttack It is almost certain that the whole of the passenger 
traffic between Calcutta and Cuttack and vice vend will ultimately be diverted 
to»the rnilway, but how far the goods traffic will be affected remains to be 
Sion The weeds in the High Level Canal, Range J, proved a source of great 
troublo and oxpense, and were especially bad during the year under review, 
as the exigence of the steamer service prevented a closuie of the canal, and 
the growth ot the weeds received no chick When the steamer service is 
withdrawn it will become necessaiy to close the canal for a protracted period 
m the hot weather to kill the weeds 

Tho large increase in the length of the village channels constructed by some* 
the village is i hem‘elves, which amounted to over 350 miles, is a sure sign that 
cultivators thoroughly appreciate the extra facility for water distribution which 
is gained by the construction of properly designed field-channels Tho rain¬ 
fall, though m excess of last yeai, was not so favourably distributed, and the 
practical failuie of the hathia lam was the duett cause of the increased 
area asseesed for unauthorized use of water The result of tho collection is a 
matter for congratulation cent per cent has been collected, including last 
year’s arrears, and the collection staff deserve great ciedit for the energetic 
and tactful mannei m which the realization of the water-rates has been carried 
out The grout caie with which the assessment pipers were prepared and 
the ounctuality with which they were submitted to tho Collection Department 
weio, no doubt, important factors m attaining such excellent results The 
navigation receipts are the heaviost on record, but it is unlikely tint they will 
lenuun so high, as the carnage of materials for the Moghulserai-Gaj a Rail¬ 
way gave them a temporary impetus, which it would bo unreasonable to expect 
to last It is satisfactoiy to note that the means adopted for flushing tho 
deposit of silt and checking its accumulation at tho heads of the canals 
continues to act successfully Tho cost of silt cloaiance was greater than last 
year, but the excess expenditure is explained by the closure of the cauals, 
during which peuod tho opportunity was taken for doing extensivo silt 
cleat aqce by hand above and below the locks and at the bifurcations The 
systeid * of flushing the canals during the cold and hot weather months has 
proved most satisfactory in checking the growth of weeds 

The results of jvoikmg this canal are not encouraging The reduction in 
revenue is very parked, and is attributable paitly to the depression in trade 
and partly to the oponmg of the Bengal-Nagpur Railway I'ho expenditure 
on maintenance was the highest since the year 1894-95, and was entirely due 
to the large sum which had to be expended m making good tho damago done 
to the canal works by the floods of June 1898. 

As in the case of the other navigable canals in Bengal, there was a marked Hum i 
falling off in the tollage receipts, which is attributed mainly to general depies- Ul,i 
sion in ’tiade. 

There was a decrease m the number of boats which entered the Circular c mm 
and Eastern Canals The decrease was partly due to tho bad jute season, and A '" 4 * 11 
partly to alt-jjleanng operations in Tolly’s Nala, which was closed for the 
purpose The number of steamers which paid toll for using the Sundarbans 
route has increased since last year, and a further increase is anticipated. 

The net revenue from the Nadia rivers shows a slight improvement over n*du bi 
that of last year, but this is only due to apportionment of establishment chaiges, 
and, so far as can be seen at present, it is hopeless to expect any future mateual 
increase in the toll-collections.

was bettei than those of tho two piecedmg )cars Consequently the pines of 
rice and other grains decieased, and as wages manned unilteltd, tho dashes 
paid by wages weio bottoi off than bofoie r l he respectable middle chases, 
or bhadra loh, aio repoited to have slum d but slightly m the geneial pios 
penty, as they spend moro on living and aio nioie extiavugant on rmuiiago 
ceieniomes The information is liaidly consistent with othoi alley ttions that 
have been made as to tho deterioration m tho tmtunes of this hiancli of the 
‘community The Lieutemint-Govcinoi cannot question tho coriectness ot the 
Commissionei’s observations, and so lai as the Pu-uluny Division is concerned, 
he does not doubt that people so enlightened will, it and when necessity, 
combine to lotueve then affairs by greatei economy in thou uuirioges 
But, as he has befoie lematkod, the real cuic foi tho stagnation nUo 
which**tho class is falling, elsewhere at least, lus m tho puisuit ot 
other than dental occupations Theagricultuial cl iss generally has ± ired well, 
and tho ulbandt usamis ot Nadia aio lepoited to havo attained to as much 
prosperity as is possible foi them The largo niunhci of coolies employed in tho 
various nulls of tho Division readily found employment, and as then numbers 
were to some extent kept down by tho plague stare ot tho ye hi , they weie in a 
position to select tlion employoia with a degioo oi fretdom which was more 
smtod to promote then peisoual convenience thin to enhance the discipline of 
flie mills. 

The year was notablo foi the almost complete absenco of epidi nnc disease, 
and thpugh the legistiation of vital statistics is with reas m believed to be 
incomplete, yet the view of tho Commissioner appeus to be toirect that tho 
lower registeied death late represents a real decrease m tho moitality m 
comparison with provious years 

4 manufactures Trade and Commerce .—Tho jute industry appears to have 
bean fairly profitable m the last yoir, but the cotton nulls endured a pi nod of 
stagnation which has mot yet expned Tho two juipci nulls of Titaglmr and 
Kankinara still further increased thoir product The value of the silk pioduce 
decreased from 3l£ lakhs to 28 lakhs, but there is good ground foi hoping that 
the measures avow being taken to improve the reauug of silk worms will dunk 
this decline Tho report on the produce of sugar shows how seuonsly tin 
moreasmg import oi lefined sugar had affected tho factones ot Jcsm»hj 
I hdlgo will soon cOaso to bo one of the important pioducts of the Div sum 
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Tlic total number of factoiies is reported to have been 83, while the 
employ iN weu; 80,879 as compared with 80,983. Thus the absolute decrease 
was small, but the loquiremonts of the year were greater, hence there was a 
real deficiemy of labour due to a diead of plague 

Tho Lieutenant Govornoi observes with regret that the manager of the 
sugar mill at Cossipore refused to furnish to the Commissioner the usual 
inhumation about Ins factory. Several instances of this attitudo on the part of 
manufactuieis have recently been brought to tho notice of tho Lieutenant- 
Go v ornoi, who cannot but think that they must be due to some misunder¬ 
standing loadily rapablo of lomoval if only sot foith. Theso statistics are of 
the utmost impoitance to the community generally, forming the basis of the 
conmnitml legislation of tho Imperial Government, and the Lieutcnant- 
Governoi considers that, in the absence of very poweiful special reasons to the 
contiaiy, winch could be communicated confidentially to the local authority, 
the infoim ition might always he given 

5 C/vii Justice — The number of civil suits instituted rose from 113,083 to 
11G,171, of which 63,071 and 5‘>,773 respectively were lent suits The mciease 
was theiofoio almost entirely confined to that class of cases, and the Commis¬ 
sioner s explanation that it was due to the locovery of tho loans advanced in 
ihe siaicity appeals to be scaicoly corroct 

The numboi of casos disposed of lose from 118,230 to 119,987 The pro- 
poitiou of contested cases fell slightly to 17 3 pei cent 

(> Crime Criminal Justice Police —The number of cognisable easos fell 
fiom 22,714 to 20,813 , but, as tlio Commissioner points cut, the figures aie still 
gicatly in excels of those foi 1895 and 1896, and the explanations of the 
Di'tnct Magihtiates should have been duected to the persistence of tho increase 
ovei those ycais rallm than the paitial decrease Of those 663 were declared 
to be false , ptosecutions weio instituted in 78 cases, and conviction followed 
in .31 These lesults may on the whole be considered fanly good, looking to 
the well known difficulty of bunging home a chaige uudoi section 211, Indian 
Penal Code Compensation was awarded undei section 2.30, Cnmiudl Pioce- 
eluic Code, m 114 cases as compaied with 142 m the previous year The 
piopoition of esses m which mquuy into a complaint was i of used by the 
police again fell consulciably 

The number of persons sent up for trial was 15,250, of whom 10,363 were 
convicted 'Iheie woie 41 wurdeis, m 13 of which convictions were obtained, 
and the n n mbei of dacoitics similaily fell from 49 to 36, out of which 22 were 
m the 2+ Pmganas In 14 cases convictions weio obtained, 10 being in tho 
24-Paiganas Tho cases of noting decreased from 542 to 502, in 17 ot which 
theio was loss of life The number of had livelihood esses increased: from 
548 to 662, but it does not appear how many of these were tiled locally This 
should be stated m future leports 

The nuinbei of non-cognizable offences rose fiom 18,596 to 19,978, an 
increase due partly, so it is said, to the mcieased prosponty of the people 
and partly to tho fact that in the distnct of Khulna a laige numoer ot peisons 
weie prosecuted for disobeying xummonse. As it appears that of 25,9(0 persons 
summoned only 16,809 appealed bofoio the Magistrate, it would seem that much 
remains to bo none to impress on people the necessity of complying with such 
calls 

There were 203 cases tried by the Courts of Sessions, in 64 per cent, of 
winch convictions resulted There were 60 stipendiary and 42 honorary 
suboidinate courts The Honorary Magistrates empowered to sit alone are 
lepoited to have attended legularly, but such unfortunately cannot be sand with 
regrtid to tho others The Lieutenant-Governor is glad to observe from the 
detailed statement appended that tho Commissioner has already given much 
attention to this matter The Honoraiy Magistiatoa decided 8,503 cases and 
the Siipendiaiy Magistrates 22,515 The detention of witnesses more than tfro 
days inci cased, and is reported to be a serious evil in the Courts of thdr Honorary 
Magistrates Fines as punishments appear to have been imposed with. due 
reference to the means of the convicts. 

f In the police tho process of replacing Head-Constables by Sub-Inspectors 
was continued. No very decided opinions are. offered by the Ddatnoc 
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Magistrates on their conduct, but it is noted that the number of those dismissed 
appreciably increased, while the number of those punished departmentally rose 
from 246 to 669 Judicial punishments fell from 50 to 45. Resignations, it 
is observed, rose from 86 to 115 Less than 20 per cent, of the nominal stolen 
property was recovered by the police 

In chaukidan matteis progress was made in substituting paid men for 
those remunerated by service tenures, in the oiganisation of the daffadurx 
system, .and in the introduction of higher castes It is observed that the 
amount of lewards paid to chaukidars was double that of previous years 
It is stated that m the 24-Parganas an attempt is now being made to secure 
regular attendance at parades by rewarding punctual men rather than by con- 
st«yitly fining tho unpunctual. This is a plan winch will requite to bo worked 
very carefully if it is to succeed There is a ceitain minimum of duties which 
a chaukidar must do, and m that minimum the firBt duty is the weekly attend¬ 
ance at the paiade. His merits should be weighed in a liberal scale, but the 
distinction between merit and duty should be retained 

7. Land Revenue end Cems —The total demand of land revenue was 
Rs 53,41,233 and the total collections Rs 51,93,060, or 97 2 per cent The 
collections were slightly better thau last year, and the outstanding balanco at 
the end of the year was less. The collections ot the various distucts, exhibit¬ 
ed in percentages, are as follow —

The dmsional percentage of collections of tho current demand was above 
the standard, and the only districts in which it was short were Jessore and tho 
24-ParganaB, in tjio latter of which however it only lust failed to reach the 
standard. In the first district, however, the arrear collections were complete. 
It would appear that a large proportion of the arrears in Jessore are due from 
the deeply embarrassed Sndnaipur estate, under the Court of Wards The 
collections in temporarily-settled estates were poor, as regards current demands 
in Khulna, and as regards arrears m Jessore, Murshidabad, and the 24-Parganas. 
Explanation should have been given in all the above cases if any were forth¬ 
coming. In estates held direct by Government m the 24-Parganas, tho 
collections both current and arrear were bad, and in Murshidabad they were 
not good. The arreai collections m Jessore wero poor t It is understood that a 
change has been made m the method of collection in tho Government khas 
ma hals of Mursidabad and the 24-Parganas, and it is desired that the Commis¬ 
sioner will 'carefully watch the working of the now arrangements. Divisional 
averages of 86 an<j 74 per cent, for current and arrear collections in the khas 
mahals are not satisfactory m a year of admitted piospcnty The sums allotted 
for the improvement of Government estates in sanitation roads and education 
were spent save in Murshidabad, the principal work undertaken being the con¬ 
struction of the Orphanganj Market in the 24-Parganas. The nuyats of the khas 
mahals, with few exceptions, enjoyed a high degree of prosperity In the 
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permanently-settled mahals relations between landlord and tenant were for 
the most pait satisfactory In the Sundarbans, however, it is reported that the 
lessees of waste lands, who pay 4 annas a bigha to Government, have so 
delegated their proprietary rights to a chain of under-tenants, that the actual 
cultivators, who are also the actual clearers, have to pay as much as Rs 8 a 
bigha, and consequently the Board of Revenue has decided, on the recom¬ 
mendation of the Commissioner, to have a survey and settlement, with a record- 
of rights, in those lots in which the evil has led to crime. 

Of Rs 8,986 received from raiyats as landloids’ foes, only Rs 410 were 
accepted by the landlords, probably owing to their reluctance to acknowledge 
the custom of umestneted transfer. 

The cunent demand for the road and public works cesses is over 9 lakhs, 
the collections 9£ lakhs, and the anears Rs 133,000, or 14 7 per cent. The 
collections were good in Nadia, and poor m the 24-Paiganas and Jessoro. 
The poor airear collections m Murelndabad should also receive the attention of 
the Collector The appendix on the working of the Certificate Act has not 
boon analysed by the Commissioner, though it is a branch of collcctorate work 
to which great importance is attached The number of cases for disposal m 
the year increased, in the 24-Paiganas to 8,855, in Nadia to 2,559, in Jessore 
to 3,610, and in Khulna to 2,470 whilst they fell to 4,578 in Murshidabad 
In the 24-Paiganas there were 3,160 pending at the close of the year It ib 
to be feared that the defaulters of the 24-Parganas are less unsophisticated 
than those of the other districts, as they waited much longor beforo paying 
The best lesults were obtained m Murshidabad and Khulna, where the Act 
appears to have been vigorously cnforcod 

8 Wards and Trust Estates —The lelease of the Bliawampur estato m a 
good financial condition in Februaiy 1899 leduced the number of estates undei 
the Couit of Wards to two. The Syedpur estate, which supports the Mohsm 
Endowment Fund, is also managed by Government The cuirent demand of 
the wholo of the estates was Rs 0,83,609 and total collections Rs 5,99,82.4, 
while remissions amountod to Rs 3,15,050, of which neaily five sixths lelated 
to the Sudharpur estate The balance at the closo of the year stood at 9 lakhs 
as compared with the previous year’s balance of Us 12,34,000 The surplus 
on the year’s working was Rs 38,595, and debts to tho amount of Rs 66,027 
wore paid off 

The Sndliarpur estate appears to be in a bad condition, the collections 
decreased, and m consequence the Government revenue could not be paid 
It appoars, however, that since the close of the year radical measrn es have been 
taken to improve nmtteis Collections were much better in tho ‘Syedpur 
estate, and all the customary demands were easily met. Progress was also 
made in clearing off the debts of the Satkhna estate 

9 Excise, Stamps, and Income tac .—In the revenue obtained fiom excise the 
ground lost m the previous year was, owing chiefly to the good harvests, more 
than regained, and the total revenue was over 39 lakhs. The only important 
decrease was undor the head of rum and imported spirits, a great falling off 
having occurred m Calcutta, for which no confident explanation has been 
offered. It is desired that this trade may be carefully matched The greatly 
increased consumption of country spirits is attributed to the return of prosperity 
There was a lar^e increase in the consumption of salt in the protected area, due 
partly to the vigilance of tho staff, but chiefly to the prosperity of the people. A 
great decrease occurred m tho sale of stamps, slight in Murshidabad, but amount¬ 
ing to Rs 2,84,716 m Calcutta The sale of non-judicial stamps decreased in 
all districts, which may be taken to moan that fewer mortgages were executed 
owing to the return of good crops The falhng off m Calcutta is attubuted to 
the comparative dislocation of busme w s which attended the plague scare The 
numbei of prosecutions for breaches of the stamp laws fell off, but the number 
of cases in which insufficiently stamped documents Were seized greatly 
increased, und the Lieutenant-Governor is glad to see that greater oare is boing 
exercised by Judicial officers m the examination of the documents filed before 
them. The amount of income tax collected was Rs. 24,73,760—An increase of 
2*4 per cent, on the previous year. The gross demand increased by 3 per 
cent, of which almost all oocurred m Calcutta. One lakh was not dolleoted, DUt 
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in Mutsbidabad there were no arrears, and' Nadia did well. Collections were 
worsen Calcutta. 

10. Communications and Public Works. —The DiBtnct Boards maintained 
the existing roads, and also spent more money than m previous years on 
arboriculture. No new railways were made during the yoar, but the Ranaghat- 
Krishnagar light railway was completed, though it was opened after the close 
of the year. A retired embankment is being constructed at Bhagwangola in 
Murshidabad, and will be completed this year 

11 Education. —The total number of pupils on the rolls at the end of the 
year was 201,828 (or, according to the returns m the appendix, 201,209) 
as compared with 201,177 in the previous year Tho peicentage of boys of 
a school-going age who were at school waB 316 Little alteration occurred 
in their distribution between English, vernacular and classical schools The 
most notable mcieaso was m the number of pupils attending high English 
schools Thore was a small decrease in the number of girl-pupils, and the 
vernacular schools also lost ground. The Koran schools apparently decreased by 
half, and lost the same proportion of scholars, while an alteration in the system 
of classification conceals the progress of the Sanskut tols The Muhammadan 
pupils achieved a greater measuro of success m the public examinations, and 
their relative numbers did not decrease The total expenditure aggregated 
over 11 lakhs 

12 Dispensaries and Hospitals —The total number of those institutions which 
were open during the year was 69, though returns have been submitted of 66 
only The total income was lls 1,16,863, and the total number of patients 
treated was 333,673 The corresponding figures for last year wero Rs 1,43,933 
and Rs 3,48,792 There was thus a falling off m each respect, which the Com 
missioner attributes in pait to tho plague scares No notable advance appears to 
have been mado during the year. The Lieutenant-Governor would commend 
to the notico of tho Municipalities and District Boards the action of the 
Mymensmgh and other District Boards m appointing trained female medical 
officers for each subdivision, which he consideis to be an excellent policy 

13 Local Self-Government —Little that is ncwis to be said about the woikmg 
of the various Boards Judging from the attendance of members, it would seem 
that in sevoral instances less interest was taken in the proceedings than in the 

.previous year. The Lieutenant-Governor is pleased to see that the munici¬ 
palities have made vigorous efforts to collect their taxes, and achieved much 
succeBB, duo to a great extent to the careful supervision of tho Commissioner, 
which will, he knows, not be relaxed Mi. Buthland has added lutle to the 
comprehensive general lemarks on the Local Self Government bodies contained 
in hisjeport last year, and has seen no leason to modify the conclusions he 
then set forth 

14 Empbymentof Muhammadans — The number holding mmisteiial appoint¬ 
ments in the Division decreased by 4 There was an increase of 2 in the 
24-Parganas, and a decrease of 1, 2 and 3, respectively, m Jessore, Khulna, and 
Nadia. In the. two last named districts the number has been lowered to less 
than 10 per cent, and is unduly small, and the same is still more the case in the 
24«Parganas The District Officeis are requested to bear in mind the impor- * 
tance of encouraging Muhammadans, so far as regard to tho efficiency of tneir 
staff will permit. 

15. Conduct of Zemindars —Though the great majority of the zamindars of 
the Presidency Division are non-resident, and though several, by the inadequate 
remuneration which tliov give to their servant, tautly connive at the acts of 
oppression of which thelattei are frequently guilty, yet the Lieutenant-Governor 
is pleased to see the names of so many gentlemen in the list of those who, by 
their just treatment of the raiyats on their estates and their liberality in all public 
affairs, have augmented the esteem in which they weie pieviously hold. The 
Nawab Bahadur of Murshidabad has long been conspicuous in tho Pi ovmce for 
those qualities, and the Maharaja of Kasimbazar is worthily following in the 
footsteps of his predecessor The Dhankuna zamindars of Basirhat, the 
Mandals of Baruipur, Rsi Hart Charan Chaudhun of Nakipur, the Raja of 
Naldanga and others are said to have watched well over the interests of their 
tenants; and the Maharaja Bahadur of Nadia is reported to be aliboial landloid 
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Those zemindars wl o are reported to be directly, or through their agents, 
oppressive and unjust, thereby forfeit, in the eyes of Government, that title to 
consideration which they would otherwise enjoy 

The thanks of the Lieutenant Governor are due to Mr Auckland for the 
(arefulness with v> Inch he has w atched over the interests of the Division during 
the } ear, and for the complcto report which he has presented, extracts from 
which are published for general information

III —WEATHER AND CROPS 

13 The average rainfall in the Division was greater than in eithoi of tho 
two preceding years, being 63 3 inches against 61 4 inches m 1897*98 and 46 3 
inches in 1896-97 The heaviest rainfall (97 04 inches) was at Mollahat in the 
Bager^af subdivision of the district of Khulna, and the smallest (about 51 inches) 
at BarUsat and Barrackpore in tho 24 Parganas and Kushtia in Nadia It was, 
on the whole, more favourable to the crops grown than in the two preceding 
years In tho 24 Parganas the average rainfall was less than m the previous 
year, being 56 7 inches against 59*8 The rainfall was evenly distubuted 
throughout the district with the exception of the Diamond Harbour subdivision, 
where it was deficient in April and May, and also in September and Octobei, 
otherwise the i ainfull was sufficient during the ploughing and sowing seasons 
The average rainfall recorded in Nadia was almost the same as in the previous 
year, viz , about 59 inches It was seasonable and sufficient, except m August, 
when heavy showers caused tho rivers to inundate considerable areas, and 
thus damage to a certain extent the bhadoi nee m thanas Gangni aftd Tekatta 
nd the jute ciop m the Kanaghat subdivision In Murshidabad the rainfall 
was much greater than in the preceding year, being 72 5 inches against 51 1 
, There was a large flood which damaged the aus crops in the Bagri , though it 
increased the subsequent outturn of the rabi crops by fertilizing the land In 
Jessore, 65 1 inches of rain fell during the yoai against 62 S inches in 181)7*98 
The rainfall was largest in Juno, July, and August, and was generally favourable 
to the crops grown in the district The average rainfall in Khulna was a little 
less than in the previous year, being 73 3 inches against 75 It was, howovei, 
equally distributed, and was favourable to the cultivation of aus and avian 
paddy 

Under the instructions conveved m Government Orders No IT -R , dated 
the 10th Juno 1898, the outturns of the different crops are shown in percentages 
ioi the past three years, 100 being taken to lepresent a normal crop, and the 
outturn for each year being stated as a percentage of that crop The avoiage 
* outturn of aman, which is the staple food in the Division, was 101 pei cent, 
against 100 m 1897-')8 and 43 m 1896-97 The bhadoi or aus crop yielded an 
aveiage outturn of 93 per cent, or 7 per cent more than in 1897-98 and 38 
more than in 1896 97 I'he jute crop was 87 per cent, against 84 in 1897-98 
and 76 m 1896 97, and the rabi crops 90 per cent, against 84 m 1897-98 and 48 
hi 18**6 97 The other ciops grown in the Division aie of minor importance 
Indigo is grown in Nadia, Murshidabad, and Jes&ore only As compared with 
the provious year, the outturn o: aman increased m Nadia and Khulna by 2 
and 16 per cent, respectively, while in Murshidabad and Jessore it decreased 
by 3 ana 12 pci cent, respectively. In the 24-Farganas the outturn remained 
stationary ihe outturn of aus was greater in all the districts except Murshida¬ 
bad, where it fell off slightly 

IV —PUBLIC HEALTH 


14 The following statement compaies the recorded mortality in the 
districts of this Division dumig the past thiee } ears — 
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The general health of the Division was distinctly bitter than that of the 
two pi eroding yeais The totil number of deaths leeorded was 201,092 oi 25 8 
per millo ot population, against 228,058 or 29*03 pei mill© in 1897 and 269,163 
oi 34 2 pei inillo m 1890 The numbei of deaths from fever was 161,672, 
fiom cholein 3,7 18 , and from othei causes 35,061, against 172,287, 21,483, 
and 34,288, lespectivoly, m 1897 The decrease m moitahty fiom fever and 
iholeia is chiefly duo to tho absence ot any ot these diseases m «a widely 
epidemic ioim 

In the 21-Parganas the total number of deaths was 42,1 i 6 , against 46,212 
ot the preceding yeai, showing a decrease of l,07b Fevoi accounted for 
13,404 deaths, against 34,957 As usual, the Diamond Harbour subdivision 
shows tho lowest inoitality hom tovei and Baiasat the highest The autumn 
and cold weathei aie the d< adly reasons, Decombei being tho worst month of 
ill Kltoits die being made to improve the dunnage ot Barasat, which has an 
evil notonety foi fever at piesent Tho decieise in moitahty iiom cholera 
w is veiy masked, being l,bJ 6 , igamst 3,974 m 1897, oi 59 08 poi cent lowei 
than the moitahty of the previous year Tho subdivisions of Baiasat and 
Diamond Harbour sufieied most from this disease, which, howovei, nowhere 
iSsumed an epidemic form Sin'll! pox accounted foi 100 deaths against 151 
m 1807, and bowel-complaint- 1 137 against 1,28b The moitahty fiom othei 
(dusts wis 3,809, against ) 844 in the piewous yc«u The number of casts 
vauinited was 4 3,462, of vdiuh no hss than 43,008 weie successful 

The gomial lioilth ot Hie distiict of Nadia was exceptionally good, t 
tin tot il number of ch athshung 36, 104 against 42,019 m 1897 The mentality 
fiom fe\d tell fiom 31,32> in 28,059 The uioan aicas Milieu d moic than 
the mi il 3 In ie was howo\(i, a vnulent outbieak ot in dmil iovei in some 
m11 igcs in tlie Klioksa outpost m the Kushtia subdivision aftet flu suhsideme 
ot tin ll< oils, the deith-rate m at least four of them being 100 pei nnlle ot 
tin population The mouths oi Match, Apul and November contilbuted 
mist to the deatli-i itc fiom fi vin The dcciexsc in mottaht) fiom cholera 
was lcinaik ihlc, being 499, against 3,370 m 1897 The diseav was piesent 
fiom the hi srinnuig oi the y eai amt leached irs highest point, m May It 
then fell suddenly in June, and bogftM to use again m November Small-pox

17 Tho numb' l of emigrants registered in the district of tho 24 Puigui is 
cfUring the year was \ as compared with ',709 m the yeai piecedmg Ot 
those, 507 were for tno Colonies and 1,882 foi 1 be laboui distnets of Assam, 
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Cacharnnd Hvlhet as compared with 806 and 2,903 respectively in the year 
1897 98 Of tlie total numbei of persons who emigrated during the year, 
only 4 belonged to tins district and the rest to other districts Besides these, 
it is stated that 24,913 coolies, a® against 94,772 of the previous year, passed 
through the Baiasal subdivision of this district on their way to Assam, 
Cachar and Sylhet, halting for a short time at the rest houses at Naihati. 
This abnormal dec lease is attubutcd to the bettor outturn of food-grains and 
the consequent reduction in the puces thereof. 

Duimg the year theie were live rest houses, of which one was burnt down. 
The remaining houses were provided with sleeping accommodation and separate 
< ook-shedn, with an adequate number of latnnos The coolies during their stty 
in these lest-houses use the watei of the river Hooghlyfor drinking and of 
tanks and wells for culinary and other pm poses The mehtars of theNaihati 
Municipality lemove the mghtsoil a*» before There was a cooly cholera 
hospital in charge of the Civil Hospital Assistant throughout the year, who 
in addition to Ins other duties in connection with emigration treated the eooly- 
patients Theie wore only ton cases of cholera, all of which recovered, and 
two cases of small-pox, both of winch ended fatally There was no outbreak of 
choleia, small pox or fever in an epidemic form in any of these houses 

As usual up-countiy men and dhanqats come to the subdivision of Barasat 
m large numbei s for employment in mills, municipalities, or rural tracts A 
considerable number of Cubulis also go theie to sell warm clothing and hill 
fruits, at d many of these people have settled down in the vitimity of the mills, 
whete they engige in morn*)-lending During the transplantation season, 
coolies from Midnapore and Oin>s.i come to Diamond Harbour for employment, 
returning homo aftei the harvest It is reported that a number ot Bunai, 
fimi CWa Nagpui and its neighbourhood have settled down in the abads of

Ap legards the other districts, there was no emigration or immigration 
propci ly so-called As usual, dunng b ax vest time, the labourers fiom Nadia 
and Jessore left then districts for the Suodarbans and other Eastern Bengal 
districts, including Khulna, for woik, but they leturued as soon as their woik 
was over In Jcssoie some professional earth diggers camefiom Kushtia and 
Chuadanga subdnisions of the Nadia district foi work, but their numbei was 
not largo, piesumablv because they had sufficient work, on account of good 
ciops m their own neighbourhood Besides these Cabulis and other upcountry 
hawkeis came to these distucts ns usual 

1II —PRICES OF FOOD AND LABOUB 

18 Common nee is the staple food of the majority in this Division' * The 
price of this nee, m the 24-Parganat at the beginnmg of f he year, was 10 to 
13 seers per lupee, and it fell but little until the new harvest was reaped 
Towards the close ot the year the puce was from 12 to 16 seers, per rupee, 
against 13 to 1«3| »easp<r lupee of the pievious year This is due to the 
full harvest leaped dming the yeai under leport. Although thfere had been a 
fall m the price of common lice, as well as of other grams, in the district 
of Nadia, dunng the previous year, prices were still high at the beginning 
of the yeai undei repoit, when the prn e of common rice was 12 seers 13 chitaks 
and giam 16 seers per rupee In September, when a good bhadot crop was 
haivested, the price of common nee came down to over 13 seers It fell still 
lower when the a»ia« ciop was reaped m November, and the prices of wheat 
and giam also went down with that of common rice In Murskidabad the 
puce ot wheat, common rice, and giam fell considerably during the year under 
ippoit, as compared with either of the two preceding years. This is due 
chirfly to the good harvests of the year 1897-98, and partly to the good 
ciop^ of the yeai 1898-99 which had been m the 1 market for a few 
months only ot the year under report. The average pnee of common nco 
m Jf-s. 't* till to 18$ seers per rupee, from 12 seers in 1897-98 and 9£ seers 
in 18% 97 The prices of other food grains were also easier.. In Khulna 
the price of common rice was very low after the gathering of the new aman 
<iop, being 17 seers per rupee, against 13 seers 8 chitaks in 1897*98 and 
10 seeis 2j; chitaks in 1896-97 This fall in pnee resulted from the plentiful 
hai vests ot ute crops in 1897-98 and 1898-99. Salt was sold somewhat 
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cheaper in Khulna and Satkhira during the year than in the two preceding 
years At Bagerhat the price remained stationary 

The wages of labour, both superior and common, m Nadia, Murshufabad, 
and Khulna remained almost the same a 8 those of the preceding year. Ia 
the 24-Parganaa the wages of superior and common masons and of superior 
carpenters and blapksmiths fell, while in Jessore the wages of superior and 
common carpenters and of supenor blacksmiths rose. It is difficult to explain 
these fluctuations in the wages of labourers m the different districts of this 
Division. * I think Mr. Hallifax is right when he says that these wages are 
governed more by custom than by the principle of demand and supply 
ViH —MANUFACTURES AND MINES 

49. The principal articles of manufacture in this Division are cotton 
twist and yarn, gunny-bags and doth, paper, ice, shellac and lac dye, indigo, 
silk, sugar and molasses Of these, cotton twist and yam, gunny-bags and 
cloth, paper, ice, shellac and lac-dye were manufactured only m the district 
of the 24-Parganas, where there were 63 factories at work during the year. 
In 49 factories work was carried on by shifts and sets, and m 20 by midday 
stoppages, while one worked at contract (rates, as reported last year. Three 
factories, nanely, (1) Gillanders, Arbuthnot and Company’s bulk-oil depOt 
at Budge-Budge, (2) the Chitpur Hydraulic Press, and (3) the Indian Patent 
Stone works at Sealdah, were brought under the operation of the India 
Factories Act, XV of 1381, as amended by Act XI of 1891, and the rovised 
rules made thereunder Of these three mills, the bulk-oil depdt at Budge 
B\idge was registered on the 23rd March 1898, and the last two, which were 
removed fiom the list some years ago, were re-entered in April and October 
1898 respectively The total number of operatives employed in the 63 
working factories during the year under report was 80,879. against 80,983 m 
the previous year The slight decrease is attributed to the plague scare, which 
considerably affected the working of the factories in the early part of the year. 
There was no material change in the rates of wages paid to tho operatives 
employed m factones during the year under report

As in the previous yeai, the Manager of the sugar mill at Cossipore has 
declined to furnish the necessary statistics Sugar is still manufactured from 
sugarcane and date-juice by primitive native process m tho sub-divisions 
of Basirhat and Barasat m the district of tno 24-Parganas In Nadia, 
sugarcano is largely cultivated in the Kushtia subdivision and in ,pait of 
Chuadanga In the Kushtia subdivision tho sugai cane-crushing miU factory 
worked throughout the year, but information regarding this is not available. 
Jt is, however, known that the machines arc distributed to local agents, who let 
them out on hire at a rupee or so a day The principal centies of the date 
sugar industry m this district are Santipur, Chakdaha, Kishanganj, Daulat- 
ganj, Alamdanga, and Moheshganj, but no statistics are available The refined 
sugar manufactories m the district of Jessore did not work during the year 
undei report This industry has been steadily declining owing to the fall of 
market caused by the importation of foroign sugar. But it is hoped that the new 
countervailing duties imposed on bounty fed sugar imported into the country 
will facilitate the production of home made sugar The brass foundry at 
Moheshganj in the district of Nadia manufactured iron screws and other 
requisites for the indigo factories Brass and bell metal utensils are manufac¬ 
tured m Nadia and Murshidabad These articles are sold in trie local markets, 
as woll as sent to Calcutta, Rajshahi, and other places Lock3 and keys in 
mutation of Chubb’s locks and of really good quality are made at Natagore v 
m the Barasat subdivision of the 24-Parganas and at Jangipur m Murshidabad 
Cotton c loth is manufactured in several places in the Division, but the industry 
is gradually falling ofi in consequence of the weavers being unable to compete 
against European imports. The manufacture of blankets is named on m 
several places m the distrxpt of Murshidabad Those manufactured at Auranga¬ 
bad, a village m the Jangipur subdivision, are of superior quality, each pieee 
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being worth Rs. 7 to 8. The clay figures of Ghnrni, a part of the Krishnagar 
town m the district of Nadia, are very much appreciated both here and abroad; 
they possess no little artistic merit, and are generally considered to be superior 
to those produced elsewhere m India. Earthen pots of Kahganj thana, in the 
Satkhira subdivision of the district of Khulna, are noted for their black glaze, 
but then manufacture is decaying for want, of sufficient encouragement. The 
Other and minbr manufactures of this Division are tobacco, mats, cutlery, boats, 
cart-wheels, ivory works, Bhell bracelets, pottery, ploughs and other ordinary 
wood-work. There are no mines m any of the distnctB of this Division. 

IX—TRADE AND COMMERCE 

. 28. In compiling the statistics of trade m this Division the instructions 
contained m the Government circulars No 785, dated the 12th November 1898, 
and No. 1, dated the 12th January 1899, have been stuctly followed In this 
Division the traffic is earned on by rail, the Nadia rivers, and the Calcutta 
canals. The statistics of traffic carried by different means in each district have 
been shown m separate statements Four other statements also aie submitted 
showing the import and export traffic of the Division (excluding local traffic) 
and those to and from Calcutta These statements are submitted as appen¬ 
dices to this report. An amalgamated statement showing the traffic in this 
Division, excluding local traffic, is given below —

29 TherS was an increase m the import of linseed, cotton (raw), sugar 
(refined and unrefined), tobacco v manufactured', indigo, cotton piece-goods, 
European (m bales), Indian cotton piece-goods (m boxes), European cotton 
twist and yarn, and coal and coke, while there was a decrease in the import 
of all other articles. As regards exports, there was a decrease m lute (raw), 
mustard seed, tea, Indian, cotton (raw), sugar (refined and unrefined) tobacco 
(manufactured), indigo, European cotton piece goods (in bales and boxes), Balt, 
and kerosine oil, while there was an increase in all the other articles. The 
decrease in the import traffic of nee, paddy, wheat, grain and pulse, and 
other food grtpns, with a corresponding increase in export, may be attnbuted 
to the plentiful harvests of the year under report. In the two preceding 
years scarcity prevailed more or less throughout the Division, and it became 
necessary to import articles of food to meet tho wants of the people. The 
decrease in the jute traffic may be explained as being due to the fact that 
after the famine, whioh preceded the year under review, the people sowed 
With food crop a larger area of land and set apart a comparatively smaller 
area to the cultivation and growth of jute The outturn was therefore less, 
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and consequently there was a decrease in the trade. In sugar, both refined 
and unrefined, there was an increase in the import and a doorcase in the export 
during the year, owing probably to the gradual displacement of the country* 
made sugar by foreign bounty-fed sugar. The decrease in the export of 
indigo year after year shows that tho production of this valuable commodity 
iu some of the districts of this Division is steadily declining. The increase 
m the import of European cotton piece-goods may bo ascribed to the better 
condition of the people during tho year. The decrease in the import of salt 
may be partly due to tho establishment of a salt warehouse m tho district of 
Backergunge, which formeily received its supply from Khulna, but now receives 
it direct The large mciease in the coal and coke traffic was duo to the greater 
demand for these articles for steamer, railway, brick manufacturing and 
cooking purposes The fluctuations m the export and import of other articles 
do not call for any special reinai k* 

30 The Collector of the 24 Parganas roports that, besides the 24 staples 
enumerated iu the statement* piescribed by Government, there are other 
aiticlcs, some of them impoitant, m which traffic is carried on between his 
district and Calcutta along the undermentioned eleven main routes of the 
district, viz, (1) Kamardanga, (2) Behala, (3) Kowrapookur khal, (4) Kowra* 

E ookur road, (5) Gana, (6) Bon Ilooghly, (7) Moti jhil, (8) Jingerpole, (9) Matia- 
rooz ghat, (10) Matiabrooz road, and (11) Nomok Manal ghat. Ot these the 
principal articles aro (1) lime and limestone, (2) fiesh fruits, other than 
Coroanuts and betelnuts, (3) iron, (4) fiiewood, (5) bricks and tiles, 16 ) hides, and

The Collector of Murshidabad states that the nvei traffic of his district 
was confined, as a rule, to a fow months of the year during the rainy season. 
The figures given by him and incorporated m tho divisional amalgamated statfe 
ment, do not include the large import of rice, paddy and the rabt cropV/ such 
as wheat, gram, linseed and mustaid seed, which are annually carried on 
by carts 

The Collector of Jessore has again invited attention to the necessity of 
opening out Muchikhalx channel, which connects the Madhumati with the Nava* 
ganga This channel remains silted up during the dry season greatly to the 
injury of the local trade 

The Collector of Khulna reports that a good deal of import and export 
traffic of the district is earned on by country boats, but no statistics arc procur* 
able for want of registering stations Fish, betelnuts and molasses are largely 
exported from this district in addition to the articles shown in the statements. 
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A divisional summary is givon m the following table showing the export 
fiom the districts of the Presidency Division to Calcutta during the yeais 
1897-98 and 1898-89 —

• XIII —CRIME 

39. The number of eosrnizablo offences reported m this Division during 
the year was 20,833, against 22,734 in 1897, showing a decrease of 1,901 cases 
The decrease occurred in all the districts, and chiefly in burglary and theft 
cases. The Magistrates of the 24-Parganas and Khulna ascribe the decrease 
to better supervision over bad characters during the year, hut it seems to me 
that the real explanation lies m the fact that the increase in the number of cases 
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m 1897 was abnormal and due to the distress that prevailed in that year, the 
number of cases for 1895 and 1896 being 16,758 and 17,863 respectively. 
The number of cases declared false in this Division was 665, as compared with 
780 in the year preceding Of these, 113 were m the 24-Parganas, 150 m Nadia, 
98 m Murshidabad, 190 m Jessore, and 94 m Khulna, as computed with 158, 
270, 106, 153 and 93, respectively, m the previous year The Magistrate of 
Nadia reports that he has impressed upon all subordinate Magistrates the 
necessity of carefully satisfying themselves that the cases are really false before 
ordering them to be recorded as such Prosecutions were instituted in 78 cases, 
or 11 7 per cent, against 5 1 tier cent in 1897 Of these, 11 were in the 
24-Parganas, 22 m Nadia, 9 in Murshidabad, 14 in Jessore, and 22 in Khulna, 
as compared with 3, 8, 11, 6 and 12, respectively, in the year preceding The 
number of cases m which convictions were obtained was 3 in the 24-Parganas, 
8 in Nadia, 3 in Murshtdrbad, 7 m Jessoro and 10 in Khulna, against 1, 4, 2, 
3 and 4, respectively, in 1897 It is satisfactory to noto that the peicentage of 
prosecutions m false cases increased from 5 1 to 117, but still I do not think 
that full uso was made of the provisions of section 211 of the Indian Penal 
Code Compensation under section 250 of the Criminal Piocedure Code was 
given in 55 cases in the 24-Parganas, 37 in Nadia, 9 in Murshidabad, 28 in 
JesBore, and 17 in Khulna, against 48, 26, 24, 32 and 12 respectively, in the year 

S receding With the exception of Jessore there was an increase in all the other 
istricts The provisions of this section should, I think, havo been more freely 
used The Magistrate of Khulna reports that he has drawn the attention of 
all his 8uboidinate Magistrates to this matter, and be hopes that better results 
will be obtained m the current year The total number of cases m which the 
police abstained from making enquiry was 794, or 3 8 per cent, against 1,367, 
or 6 0 per cent, in 1897, showing a decrease of 573 cases Of the total number 
of cases, 151 were in the 24-Parganas, 251 m Nadia, 99 in Murshidabad, 152 
in Jessore and 141 in Khulna, against 327, 4o9, 235, 103 and 193, respectively, 
in the yeai preceding, showing a decrease in all the districts The decrease 
may be duo to a check placed on refusals to enquue in burglaiy cases. No 
ease of abuse of the power under section 157, Criminal Proceduie Code, came 
to light. The number of persons arrested duiing the }ear was 16,037, as com¬ 
pared with 16,017 m 1897 Of these, 15 250 wero s^nt up for trial, against 
14,933 and 10,368 were convicted, against 10,201 in the previous year, the 
peicentage of convictions being 67 9, against 63 6 m the year preceding. 
Taking the districts separately, the percentage was 72 8 m the 24-Parganas, 67*3 
in Nadia, 79 6 in Murshidabad, 56 6 in Jessore and 56 3 m Khulna, against 
70 6, 68 5, 82 8, 55 5 and 59 9, respectively. The total number of true cases 
of muider reported in this Division was 43, against 60 in 1897 Of these, 10 
were in the 24-Parganas, 5 in Nadia, 8 in Murshidabad, 8 in Jessoie api 12 m 
Khulna, as compared with 14, 3, 15,11 and 17, respectively The number m 
which convictions were obtained was 2 in the 24-Paiganas, 2 m Nadia, 1 in 
Muishidabad, 1 in Jessore and 7 in Khulna. The number of true cases of 
dacoity reported m this Division was 36, against 49 in 1897 Of these, V 
were in the 24-Parganas, 6 in Nadia, 4 in Murshidabad, 4 in Jeosore and nil m 
Khulna, against 15, 6, 3, 18, and 7, respectively, in the preceding year, showing 
an increase in the districts of the 24-Parganas and Murshidabad, and a con¬ 
siderable decrease in Jessore and Khulna, the number of cases in Nadia 
remained constant Out of 36 cases, convictions were obtained m 14 cases, 
against the same number m 1897 Of these, 10 were in the 24-Parganas, 1 jjp 
Nadia, 1 in Murshidabad and 2 in Jessoro The Magistrate of the 24-Ptfrganas 
lepoits that, m spite of the conviction of a large number of offenders who were 
sentenced to transportation or to loDg terms of imprisonment, the number of 
dacoities m his district has increased He observes that the noighbouihood of 
Calcutta, with its separate police administration, the large number of up- 
oountry men employed in the districts (many of them of the worst character 
and fugitives from justice in their native districts), and the facilities of oamniui 
mention by vail and river, all combine to make the offence easy to perpetrate 
and, difficult to detect. The number of cases of noting m this Division was 502, 
as compared with 542 in the year preceding, showing a decrease of 40 oases. 
Q4 the 502 oases, 92 mere w the 24-Parganas, 120 in Nadia, 40 in Murshidabad, 
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140 in Jessore and 110 in Khulna, against 111, 68, 49, 154 and 160, respec¬ 
tively, in the previous year, showing an increase in the district of Nadia and a 
decrease in all the other districts; the largest number of cases occurring in the 
district of Jessore. No explanation as to the increase in the number ot noting 
oases has been given by the Magistrate of Nadia. The decrease in the other 
distnets may ( be attributed to vigorous precautions having been taken under 
sections 107 mid 145 of the Criminal Procedure Code. Of the noting cases, 
2 in thej24«Parganas, 2 in Nadia, 7 in Jessore and 6 m Khulna ended in loss 
of life. There were no caste or religious disputes in any of the districts during 
the year The number of cases instituted during the year, under sections 106 
and 107 of the Criminal Procedure Code, was 527, against 467 in 1897, and 
the number of persons bound down was 1,917, against 1,302 in the year 

E receding, showing an increase of 555 persons The number of cases of bad 
vehhood instituted during the year was 662, as compared with 548 in 1897. 
The number of cases in which conviction followed was 471, against 387 m the 
year peceding, the percentage being 71*1, against 66 2 of the previous year. 

40. The number of non cognizable offences reported in this Division 
during the year was 19,978, as compared with 18,586 m the provious year, 
showing an increase of 1,392 doses, which occurred in all the districts except 
Jessore, but chiefly in the 24-Parganas, wbeie it is said to be due to the increased 
number of cases instituted under the municipal laws. The Magistrate of 
Nadia ascribes the increase to the improved condition ol the people, as in 
the previous year they had neither time nor the money to prosecute petty 
quarrels m the Courts The increase m Khulna is reported to be due to a 
greater number of prosecutions for disobe> ing summons and to a large increase 
in the number of proceedings, under sections 107 and 145, Cummal Procedure 
Code The other Magistrates have not submitted any explanation of the 
fluctuation The number of cases in which the police were employed to make 
enquiries was 1,139, or 5 7 per cent, as compared with 798, or 4 2 per cent, in 
the preceding year Of the 1,139 cases. 354 were m the 24 Parganas, 55 in 
Nadia, 4 in Murshidabad, 202 in Jessore and 524 in Khulna The Magistrates 
of Jessoro and Khulna report that the increase was due to a veiy large number 
of petitions to bind down persons to keep the peace and regaidmg disputes 
about immoveable property having been referred to the police tor enquiry 
Processes were issued against 25 910 persons, as compared with 20,369 m 
* the previous year, and 16,809 persons actually appeared before Magistrates, 
against 14,877 in 1 K 97. The increase may be attributed to the increase in the 
number of cases The number ot persons convicted was 8,647, or 51 4 per cent., 
as compared with 7,989, or 53*7 per cent, m the previous year.

It is very unsatisfactory to notice that there was a large decrease in the 
numboi lowarded during the year In the 24-Parganas 3 Inspectors, 10 Subi 
Inspectors, 7 hcad-constablos and 25 constables receivod rewards for good 
service in vanous cases. In Nadia, Babus Dma Nath Ghosh, Inspector, and 
Jauoki Nath Bose, Sub Inspector, were specially lewardod Rs 200 and Rs. 100^ 
icspectivcly, foi successfully working up the Malipota currency note fot'^ery 
,iso and securing tho conviction of most of the accused. They also received 
Its 32 0-6 and Rs 12-13 0, respectively, fiom tho Commissioner of Policei, 

<' dcutta, as rewards in connection with that case. In Murshidabad 6 Sub- 
Inspectors, 7 bead constables and 17 constables received special mone^ 
lewaids The Magistrate of Jessore docs not report on this head. In Khulna 
4th crado Inspector, Babu Keshab Lai Guha, was awarded a gold watch and 
chain, valued at Rs, 323, for good service rendered in a case of robbery with 
double murder.

There was a deciease id the total number of chaukidars as compaied with 
1897. The decrease ooeuned in all the districts, except Nadia and Khulna, 
but chiefly in Murshidabad In this district there were 8,441 chaukidars, of 
whom 2,670 were under Act VI (B C ) of 187 0, and the rest held chakran l a n ds 
Active steps have been and are still being taken to replace chakran chaukidars 
in the Kandi subdivision by chaukidars under the Act. The progress made in 
this direction is as rapid as can be expected or is desirable, and Government 
do not think it expedient to hurry on the changes too violently. 

46 During the year under report there was an increase in the number 
of men punished, as compared with the year precedmg, m all the districts 
except Nadia The Magistrates oi the 24-Parganas, Nadia and Khulna are 
against the imposition of unnecessary fines on these poorly paid officers 
*Mr. Allen has directed the attention of the bistuct Superintendent of Police 
to the bad effect upon the morale of the force of so many punishments for 
trivial offences It is stated that an attempt is now being made to secure 
regulai attendance at parades by rewarding punctual men rather than by 
constantly fining the unpunctual 

4f*. It is satisfactory to notioe that the number of men rewarded 
increased duung the yeai. In the 24-Parganas 72 chaukidars were paid 
money rewards, chiefly for regular attendance, and 67 weie rewarded by 
judicial officers chiefly for good services m criminal, excise and salt cases 
It is reported that more attention is now paid to this method of encouraging 
good work ambng the rural police. In Nadia 868 chaukidars were given 
Its. 2 each for regular attendance. Both the Distnct Magistrate ana the 
District Superintendent of Police attended mustei parades and encouraged 
chaukidars oy offering rewards for good work of any kind. In Jessore the 
system of good conduct stripes started by Mr Kilby, formerly Distnct 
Superintendent of Police, has been kept up, and 27 chaukidars now draw good 
conduct allowance of Be 1 each a month on tins system. The Magistrate of 
Khulna oonsiders that too much liberality was shown in granting rewards, as 
Rs. 2,661, against Bs. 1,310 and Bs. 553 in the precedmg two years were 
paid during the year under report. 

48 The*attempt to enlist men of better castes for chaukidars was main¬ 
tained in the districts of the 24-Parganas, Nadia and Jessore. In Nadia aud 
Jessore 151 and 22 men of good castes were enlisted during the year. The 
Magistrate of the 24-Parganas has forbidden tho enlistment of men of the 
lowest castes, viz, Euorut and Muchtt, as chaukidars, and is trying to improve 
the status by raising the pay to a minimum rate *bf Bs. 4 per mensem. 
None of the other district officers have made any remarks on this subjeot 
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49 Dafadars have been appointed in the district* of the 24-PaXganas, 
Murshidabad, JessOre and Khulna. The District Officer Of Nadia make* .He 
mention in his report as to whether this system is m force m has district, but 
irom a subsequent communication receivod from him, it appears that the system 
is not in force m Nadia I have desired the Magistrate to give his personal 
attention to its introduction forthwith. In the 24-Parganas the system has been 
introduced throughout the district with the exception of some sparsely inhabited 
villages in the Sundarbans Unions comprising the beats of about 10 ohaukidam 
have been formed, and a dafadar has been appointed m each union at Its 6 per 
mensem In Mursbidabad 189 dafadats have been appointed on a pay of Rs. 6 

S er mensem It is reported that nearly the whole of the district has now been 

lvided into unions with suitable collecting panchayata and with one dafadar 
literate and of good caste for each union. The dafadars are already beginning 
to make themselves useful m various wavs, and Mr Egerton hopes for much 
better results in futuie He bus asked the District Superintendent of Pohoe 
to draw up a list of duties for dafaaars, who should bo relieved of the duties of 
watch and ward. All the work of making up unions, selecting collecting 
panchayats, and appointing dafadars having been done personally by the 
District Magistrate, Mr Egerton thinks it ddsirable that according to the 
present practice the dismissal as well as appointment of aafadars should rest 
ultimately ttith the District Magistrate, at least for the present Dafadars 
ought to be made to feel that they have some status, and not to be summarily 
dismissed on the mere report ol the Police, and it is, therefoio, better for 
their dismissal to rest with the District Magistrate, who would of course as 
a general rule be guided by the recommendation of the District Superin¬ 
tendent of Police m each case. It is stated that the chaukidars and villagers 
seem to understand the system of unions, the chaukidars are certainly far 
more regularly paid than before, and the dafadars by checking birth and 
death statistics, breaches of the Arms Act, etc, are of material assistance to 
the police The Magistrate does not see why dafat/ars of high caste, who 
are m fact of the soeial position of literate and writer constables, should not 
be able to assist m the wotking of the beat system within their own union, 
as was proposed by Mr Henry, the Inspector-.G eneral of Police. The 
dafadars have been supplied with uniforms, they always attend parades, and 
they are content with their pay of Rs 6 per mensem. '1 he chief feature 
of the leform, it is stated, is that it has been intioducnd without extra- 
taxation, and on the whole taxation has been reduced. This is due to the 
judicu ub grouping of villages together From constant looal inspection the 
Magistrate is statisfied that the chaukidan tax is now more equitably imposed 
and more poor people exempted than formerly. The Magistrate haB also bad 
chaukidars exempted from taxation altogether m thanas where he found that 
they were taxed. This privilege, the Magistrate thinks, is much appreciated 
by the chaukidars, and will tend to raise their status as Government servants. 
Chaukidars ought not to be made to contribute towards their own pay, and 
it is not intended by Government that they should do bo The Magistrate 
of Khuhia observes that the status of the rural police is improving, and 
already there are some men of the better classes serving as dafadars, and 
he considers that now the service is sufficiently attractive 

50 No instance of any chaukidar having been employed on menial 
duties in any of the districts came to notice dunng the year. There has been 
a considerable improvement m the system of payment of their wages, In thb 
24-Parganas there were 64 chaukidars m arrears of pay for six months And 96 
for three months during the year, as against 70 ana 412, respectively, in .the 
preceding year. In Nadia one man was in arrear of pay for a period exceeding 
three months, when the year closed. In Jessore there were only 20 chaukidars, 
as against 447 in 1697, whose-pay was in arrear at the end of the year. The 
Magistrates of Monhidabad and Khulna have mads no remarks on this 
head.

Of 
thaw* 180 , or 04*08 per cent., ended in conviction, against 69 1 per cent in 
1807, Taking the district* separately, Nadia shows the highest percentage 
of eaovwtions, being 70*3, ana Jessore the lowest, beiug 084. As regard#, 
the other districts, the percentage W®» 071 va the 24-Parganas, 02 5 in 
Murshidabad, and 04*03 in Khulna, against 71 7, 78*0, and 60 l, respectively, 
in the previous year. Excepting Nadia, where the percentage of convictions 
was 62 8 last year, all the other districts shew a deterioration in this respect 
The total number of subordinate Stipendiary Magistrates m this Division at 
the close of the calendar year was 60, against 59 in the year preceding. 
Of these, 37 exercised first class, 17 second class, and 0 thud class powers. 
The number of benches was 42, against 40 in the previous year They were

in the district of the 24-Parganas. Of these benches, 21 exercised 2nd class 

S owers and the same number 3rd class powers There was also a decrease 
unng the year in the number of Honorary Magistrates This decrease may 
be attributed to the feat that the vacancies caused by the resignation and 
removal from the list of the names of several practising pleaders who 
became disqualified under the provisions of section 557 of the new Criminal 
Procedure Code, were not all filled up Besides the Bench Magistrates there 
were 36 Honorary Magistrates who were authorized to sit singly, viz , 19 in 
the 24-Parganas, 10 in Nadia, 11 m Murshidabad, and 5 m Jessore Of the 
Honorary magistrates authorized to sit singly, 2 exercised 1st class powers, 
*30 2nd class powers, and 4 3rd class powers As reported last year, the 
attendance of the Honorary Magistrates authorized to sit singly was generally 
satisfactory, but those not so authorized were, with a few exceptions, 
unsatisfactory m this respect The number of Honorary Magistrates who were 
warned to be more regular or who were called on to explain their megulanty, 
eame*tp 10 in the 24-Parganas, 17 in Nadia, 9 m Murshidabad, 7 m Jessore, 
and 15 in Khulna. Of the Honorary Magistrates in this Division, the follow¬ 
ing -have been specially mentioned by the several Magistrates for their good 
work. Babu Ramom Mohan Millie* Meherpore in the district of Nadia, 
Babu Radhika Charon Sen and the late Babu Mukunda Lai Barman Bahadur 
of Berhampore,* Babu Monmohan Singh of Jangipur, Babu Akbay Kumar Pam 
of Kandi, Kai Si tab Chand Nahor Bahadur, Rai Mom Lai Nahar Bahadur, 
Nawab Syad Zamulabdin Khan Bahadur and Hon'ble Raja Ranajit Singh 
Bahadur of Lalbagh, Kazi^ Serajul Hug, Babu Pran Krishna Chatteru, 
Babb Bisses war Chakravarti, and Babu Urneah Chandra Das of Khulna.

During the year the number of witnesses detained over two days shows an 
increase m the districts of the 24-Parganas, Murshidabad, and Khulna, while 
m tho other two districts it shows a decrease, the result being that the Divi¬ 
sional percentage increased from 7 7 daring 1897 to 8 6 in the year under 
report. The percentage of such detentions in stipendiary courts decreased 
from 6*8 in 1897 to 5*8, but before Honorary Magistrates it increased from 
13 2 to 21*5. The results were worst in the ease of Stipendiary Magistrates 
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at Basirhat, Baba Mahendm Nath Mukerji (87 2), Babus Dhonesh Qhander Rai 
(22 1), and Han Cliaitanya Ghosh (33 2) at Sadar, Babu Hanpada Ghosh 
(21 9) at Diamond Harbour, Captain Walker (26 6 and 2.5) at Dum-Dum and 
Barrackpore, Babu Shyama Charan Dutt (16 4) and Babu Jotmdra Nath 
Gupta (24 1), in tho district of the 24-Paiganas, Babu Ashutosh Cbatterjoo at 
Kushtia (215), \n the distnot of Nadia, Babu Jagadis Chandia Sen (29 1) 
and Mr B Allon (16 9) at Jhemda in Jessore, and Babu Saiat Chander Sen 
Gupta (31 48) at Bageihat in Khulna The figures show deterioiation m tho 
administration of criminal justice m this Divisiod, as remarked last year, 
specially in tho 24-Parganas, so far as the individual Magistiates named above 
aro concerned, but, as has been romaikcd before, the divisional percentage has 
come ‘down from 6 3 in 1897 to 5 8 in tho year under report The high 
percentage shown against Babu Maliendia Nath Mukoiji Subdivisional Officer 
of Basnliat, has not been particulaily explained by the Collector, but it seems 
probable that this was owing to the Deputy Magistrate’s having joined the 
subdivision m the last qnaitei of the year ana having had to tiy cases da noio 
left unfinished by his piodecessor. The Magistrate of Nadia does not think 
that the Magistrates weio much to blame for tho delaj s m the disposal of 
witnesses, as they were mostly cited m highly contested cases. The excellent 
results achieved by Babu Amuta Lai Muklieijec(l 6) at Baiasat, Babu Chandra 
Nath Ghosh (1*4) at Jangipur, Bibu Gati Kudina Ncogi (ml) at Magura, 
Babu Jagat Bandhu Bhattacheijeo (1 1) at Bongong, and Babu Krishna 
Doyal Pramanick ( 2) atSatkhira, where tho criminal woik was consideiable, 
show what can bo done by good management. As regards Honoraiy Magis¬ 
trates, the following instances were especially unsatisfactory, the more so as 
the total number of witnesses examined was m seveial cases very small 
24-Paiganas Sadai (46*3), Basnliat (34*4), Diamond Harbour (34 7), Barasat 
(20 6), Sealdah (28 7), Nadia Sadar (21 1), Meherpore (18 37), Kushtia (38 4), 
Kandi (27 2), and Jangipur (48 4). The Magistrate of Nadia reports that tho 
detentions before Honorary Magistrates were greatest in the Kushtia subdivi¬ 
sion, which ho attributes paitly to the failure on tho part of Maulvi Muhammad 
Abdulla, the late Subdivisional Officer, to exercise propel supervision ovei the 
working of his subordinate Magistiates and partly to his having mude over to 
them for trial cases of too complicated a naturo. Theie was, it is said, a gieat 
improvement towards the closo of tho year, when Mr Giumng was in chaige 
of the Kushtia subdivision, and it is expected that far better results will be 
noticed during the current year The other Magistrates have not explained 
the unsatisfactory state of things noticed

The number of estates under duect management was 255, against 252 in 
the preceding year There was no change in Calcutta, tho ^4-Parganas, or in 
Khulna, The number mcieased in Nadia flow 32 to 34, and m Murshidabad, 
from 72 to 74, whilo in Jessore it decreased fiom 83 to 82. The increase m 
Nadia is due to the transfer of four temporarily-settled estates to this dasBon the 
expiry of their settlements and to the transfer of two estates to class II on re¬ 
settlement • The increase m Murshidabad is due to tho cancelment of leases of 
two resumed estates under dasB It for repeated default and their transfei to 
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class III. The decrease m Jessore is asonbed to the fact that one estate, the 
property of Government, was under the orders of the Board of Revenue struck 
off the roll m consequence of its lands having merged into an estate lost by 
Government m a civil suit. The result of the year, so far as the divisional 
totals are concerned, was a decided improvement over that of the preceding 
year, tliero being an appreciable increase under all the heads In the districts 
of the 24-Paiganas, Nadia and Murshidabad, there was an increase m the 
current demand, while in the remaining districts tlieio was a decrease The 
increase is ascribed chiefly to resettlement of certain estates in the 24-Parganas, 
to utbandi settlements in Nadia, and to transfei of two estates to class III in 
Murshidabad The decrease in Calcutta is as usual due to the ledemption of 
land tax In Jessoie it was the lesult of tiansfci and letiansfer of estates from 
one class to another. In Khulna the fluctuation is too insignificant to call 
for notice. Compared with the preceding year, the percentage of current 
collections on current demand improved in all the distucts of this Division 
except Calcutta and the 2 1-Parganas. The increase was due chiefly to a better 
harvest In Muishidabad, it was due partly to the entertainment of salaned 
tahsildais and halsamiahs The decrease m Calcutta was too slight to call 
for notice In the 24-Parganas it was due to the partial failure of the crops 
in portions of the Diamond Harbour subdivision and Port Canning, and also to 
the bad system of collection of khas mahal rents by tahsildars paid by com¬ 
mission, which has since been replaced by saianed ones Except in the 
24-Paiganas and Jessore, where there was a slight fall, the arrear collections 
unproved decidedly in all the other districts, although the pi escribed standard 
of cent j>er cent was nowhere attained, the bad state of collections being 
attributed chiefly to accumulation oi heavy arreais m the beginning of the 
year due to successive failure of mops m preceding years

Compared with the preceding ) eai, there was a decrease m the remissions, 
due to dccreaso m the 24 Parganas, Nadia and Khulna, in spite of an increase 
of over Rs 1,000 m Murshidabad The nominal remissions ropresont ficti¬ 
tious demands of some estates bought m by Government for want of biddois, as 
also the an eai demand of a Government estate in the district of Khulna, sold to 
a pnvate individual The largest remissions of giacewore granted to tenants 
of some of the Government estates, m the districts of the 24 Parganas and 
Murshidabad, owing to failure of mops and scantiness of water m a jhil, a small 
portion representing a remission of giace granted to the auction purchasers of 
thatching grass in the khas mahals of the Meherpore subdivision, in the district 
of Nadia, on account of loss by file. The remissions of ugh! were granted 
on account of acquisition of lands for public purposes, and n recoverable rents 
of estates washed away by fluvial action Except in the 24-Parganas and 
Murshidabad, there has been no material change during tho year, either in 
the agency or in the mode of management of estates under direct management 
In the 24-Parganas, a regular establishment of six tahsildars and six peons 
was sanctioned by the Boftrd to replace the collecting* gumashtas on commis¬ 
sion systom employed w the Government estates in the Diamond Harbour 
subdivision. The Board’s sanction having been received at the end of Decem¬ 
ber 1808, when the collections had commenced, the old establishment was 
allowed to continue till the end of the collection season in March last, after 
which the new establishment was entertained. 1 n Murshidabad the systom of 
collection by tahsildars, paid by commission, having proved a failure, a 
salaried establishment of tahsildars and halsanuaht was entertained from the 
1st August 1898. The paid system is reported to have proved a change for 
the better.

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60 A sum of Kb. 77,363 was allotted for the management of, and miscella¬ 
neous and sanitary improvements in, the Government estates, in the district of 
the 24-Parganas, of which the sum of Ks, 46,905 was sanctioned for the Orphan* 
gan] market The allotment for miscellaneous and agncultuial lawrovements 
amounted to Rs. 84,822, of which a sum of Rs 20,963 was for the Orphanganj 
Market, and the remainder Rs 4,859 was for the other Government estates 
in the district The amount spent on miscellaneous and agricultural improve¬ 
ments was Rs. 33,465, ot which Rs 28,833 were spent m the Orphanganj 
market m the construction of now godowus, and m the repairs of existing 
buildings, sheds, &o, and the remainder (Rs. 4,632) was expended in repairing 
taheil cutchemes, embankments and sluices, and constructing culverts in 
some Government cstatos The unexpended balance was Rs 1,357, which 
could not be utilised within the year, as the works tor which the amount was 
sanctioned could not bo completed within that period The entire amount of 
Rs. 11,019, allotted for sanitary improvements, was utilized duung the yeai 
and spent in filling up certain unhealthy tanks fn the Government estate 
Panchannogram, and m raising the sites of certain other filled-up tanks and in 
constructing latrines 

In Nadia the whole of Rs 370 allotted for miscellaneous improvements 
was spept m meeting sheds and repairing cutcheiry houses in some Govern¬ 
ment estates In Murshidabad a sum of Rs 1,720 was allotted for miscella¬ 
neous and sanitary improvements, out of which Rs 470 only were spent, and 
the balanco (Rs 1,250) lapsed to Government This amount was sanctioned 
for the re-excavation of a tank and of a ditch in the Government estate, Gar 
Berhampore. Tjie tank was rendered nnnecessaiy by the placing of a hydrant 
of the Berhampore Water-Works near tho tank The early and excessive rains 
of the year under leport, which kept the ditch almost full of water throughout 
the year stood in the way of re-excavation of the other In Jeesoie the whole 
of the allotment of Rs. 1,091 made for miscellaneous and aanitaiy improve¬ 
ments was spent during the year in constructing and repairing certain 
'cutcheify houses, raising the old Collectorate compound, re-excavating a tank 
at char Chatian, and m improving the drainage of the Narail subdmoonal 
cutcheiry compound. 

In Khulna the allotment sanctioned for works of miscellaneous and agri¬ 
cultural improvements was Rs. 1,097. In addition to this a sum of Rs. 1,300 
was contributed by the khas mahal tenants of Chandkhah, Muhammadabad, etc., 
towards tbe construction of a substantial bridge over a khal m the estate. 
This amount, together with tbe whole of the Government grant, was spent 
during tbe year on miscellaneous and agricultural improvements. Besides the 
above a sum of Rs. 1,468 was spent on ro&dB in Government estates by the 
District Boards of Bus Division, of which Rs. 1,200 were spent by tbe 
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District Board of the 24-Parganas, Its. 117 by the District Board of Nadia, and 
Rs 141 by the District Board of Murshidabad, No new staples were introduced, 
and no new agricultural implements were brought into use or improvements 
made m agricultural machinery during the yeai under report In Jessoie 
an cxpei imental cultivation of sugarcane was tiled m khas malial char Barm 
m the Magura subdivision, but as the planting was done only a few days bofore 
the close of the year, the iesult is not known In the 24-Parganas Rs 3,535 were 
spent in the maintenance of 81 schools in Government estates In Nadia 9 
schools with 281 pupils weie maintained by Government in khas taahals at a 
cost of Rs 418 In Muisludabad 8 primary schools with 276 pupils were 
maintained in the Government estates at a cost of Rs 413 In Jessore no 
giant towards education m khas mahals is given by Government, none being 
necessaiy, as tho estates are generally scattered plots m villages whore schools 
and patlisalas maintained by the Distuct Board aie m existence In Khulna 
23 schools with 820 pupils weio maintained m tho Government estates at a cost 
of Rs 2,470, out of which Rs 1,140 were contubuted by Government The 
condition of the laiyats of the Government estates in this Division was generally 
good dining the yen The year’s haivest was plentiful almost everywhere 
except m eeitam estates in Mursludabad, wheio the crops weie paitly damaged 
by floods The legisters and accounts of the several Government estates m this 
Division were duly examined by the inspecting ofliccis No mitenal megulaii- 
ties or disciepancies were biought, to notico in any of the distuets of this Divi¬ 
sion (xoept in tho 24-Parganas The system of accounts of the Government 
estate Punihannogiavn m tho 21-Parganas has boon found to be defective The 
laiyats lcdgei is kept m an old and obsolete fonn This was biought to tho 
notice of the Board, who have dnecteil the re writing of the ledger in the 
Boaid’s toim No II It is now being le-wntton m this form The improve¬ 
ment of tho system of accounts is undoi consideration In Mursludabad a 
tahsildai was dismissed duinig the year for misconduct, he bomg suspected of 
taking salami in making settlements with raijats No complaints weie leceived 
against any othei tahsildai oi subordinate. Out of 1,216 ostites or shares of 
estates with land levenue amounting to Rs 2,54,052 which becamo liable 
to sale, only 86, oi 7 14 per cent, were actually sold, against 7 5 pel cent of the 
pi ci edmg y car and 8 2 per cent of the yeat 1896-97 The sale law was worked 
with h money in all the districts of this Division, and defaulting piopnetors 
were allowed oveiy facility for paying their dues and saving their estates oi 
shaies from sale The law was, however, stuctly followed m rospoct of 
lulntual defaulteis and their estates or sliaies were sold on the dates fixed for 
then sale

71. In submitting tho Repoit on the Administration of Land Revenue 
from the Commissioner in the Sundaibans for tho year 1897-98, and subsequently 
in a sepaiate lettoi, dated the 11th Octoboi 1898, I biought to tho notice of 
the Board of Ro\ enue that in the Khulna Sundarbans, the settlement-holders 
were in the habit of creating gantidan tenures with titles of Asat talukdars, 
that the latter m turn cieated JShmayat talukdars, and so forth, until thero wore 
four oi five tenures between the settlement-holder and the cultivating laiy&t, 
tho iesult being that the last intermediate tenuie-holdor exacted as much as 
Rs 4 to Rs 8 for a bigha of laud for which the settlement-holder paid four 
annas to Government. I further reported that there was no secunty of the 
tenants’ rights, and that there was risk of extortion being piactised upon the* 
cultivating raiyats under the above system, and I gave it as my opinion that the 
rvil would remain unchocked until all the Sundarbans mahals were surveyed 
and settled under the Bengal Tenancy Act The Board of Revenue were at 
hist under the impression that these middlemen exercised important functions 
towaids the reclamation of tho lands and contnbuted to the welfare of ■ the 
cultivators, and therefore they did not find anything wrong or reprehensible 
m tho system They observed that the time for Government >to reap tho 
nofits and to settle the estates would be when the present leases expired. I, 
lowever, pointed out that most of these middlemen were interlopers; that -they 
lad nothing to do with reclamation; that they came upon the scene when the 
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raiyatt had cleared the land with great labour and trouble^ and demanded My 
rate of rent they chose It was further' pointed out to tbo Board of Revenue 
that the oldest of the settlements under the Waste Lands Rales would not lapse 
earlior than the year 1919, and that tho earliest dato on which any of the leases 
other than those granted uuder the Waste Lands Rules would expire, was 
1903-4 Considering the length of time that must elapse before the term of the 
current settlements would expire, t supported the suggestion made bv Mr Ross 
that survey and settlement operations under the Bengal Tenancy Act should be 
carnedon in any case in winch it way found that subinfeudation by the intro¬ 
duction of middlemen was giving rise to disputes, looting of crops, nots, etc. 
Tne Board of Revenue have now recognised that the system is bad, and have 
accepted the suggestion that the only remedy in specific casps is recourse to tho 
provisions of Chapter X of the Bengal Tenancy Act. They have likewise 
agreed to consider any caso that may be reported to them, m which action under 
Chapter X of the Tenancy Act is desirable.

74. Road and Public Worki Cm —Tho subjoined table shows the collec¬ 
tions of road and Public Works cesses during the year — 
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75. There has been a decrease in the demand of cesses as compared with 
that of the preceding year. The decrease is shared by the districts of Jessore and 
KtmbA) while the 2l-Parganas, Nadia and Murshidabad show a slight increase. 
The. decrease mJessore is due to correction of ccitaiu mistakes made m the 
Revaluation Department. The decrease in Khulna is nominal, inasmuch os the 
demand due from estate No. 790, amounting to Rs 1,490, of which abatement 
was afterwards sanctioned, was included in the current demand of the previous 
year. The collections, both arrear and current, improved in Nad ip and Khulna, 
while in the 24-Parganaa and Jessore the current collections fell off, but those 
of arrears imprqved, and m Murshidabad the current collections improved, but 
those, of arrears fell off. The result is, pn the whole, satisfactory, 90 G per 
cent of thh total demand having been collected dttnng the year, against 891 
per cent* W the preceding yesf. General revaluation is in progress in the 
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24-Parganas. Partial revaluations took place m Nadia, Mursbidabad and 
Khulna during the year It has been proposed to make a general ievaluation 
of the latter district The proposal is now under the consideration of tho 
Board of Revenue

In addition to tho above the Chanchra road estate m Jessore, referred 
to in paragraph 54 of the previous year’s report, continued to be managed 
during the year by the Collector of the district. 

77. Tho Bhawanipur estate in tho 24-Parganas, which was the most 
important estate in the Division, was released on the 16th February 1899 The 
ward attained Ins majority in August 1898, but, at his own request, the Govern¬ 
ment of Bengal was pleased to direct the Court of Waids to rotam charge of His 
estate for a furthei period of two years In November 1898, however, the 
ward applied for the release of his estate, and accordingly it was made over to 
him on the aforesaid date, after management by the Court for a period of 
twelve years and some months Tho gross rental at the date of assumption of 
chaige was Rs 1,44,584, while at the date of release it was Rs 1,57,110, showing 
an increase of Rs. 12,726, which was chiefly due to the reclamation of Sundai- 
bans jungle lands and to settlement and re-settlement of raiyati holdings, etc 
The total demand of the estate during the penod under report was Rs 2,66,828, 
inclusive of an arrear demand of Rs 1,29,116, of which Rs 1,11,741, or 81 4 
pci cent, of the cuirent demand, and 419 per cent of the total demand, were 
realised, against 1112 per cent and 56 9 per cent, respectively, m the previous 
year The amount wntten off under pioper sanction, as bad and irrecoverable, 
was Rs 6,003, leaving a balance of Rs. 1,48,584, against Rs 1,25,453 m the 
previous year. The decrease in the percentage of collections is due to the fact 
that the estate was ldoused at tho commencement of the best collection season. 
Rupees2,147 were spent on the construction and repair of buildings and Rs. 10,049 
on excavation and re-excavation of tanks, construction and repair of village 
roads, bridges and culverts, raising and repairing embankments, and damming 
and deepening khals The total outlay (Rs 12,196) on works of improvement 
was less than that m the previous year, because the estate passed out of the 
hands of the Court at a time when such works are earned out The amount 
spent under thiB head during the entire penod of management wasRs. 1,90,916, 
of which Rs 47,529 lepresent the expenditure on construction and repairs 
of houses and the balanco on the leclamation of about 15,000 bighas of 
jungle lands, maintenance of embankments, dams and hits, excavation and 
re excavation of 22 tanks, construction and repairs of four bridges and a large 
number of village roads, deepening three khals, and introducing the cultivation 
of potato in the Sundarbans portion of the estate. The expenditure on 
schools and dispensanes during the period undoi report was Rs. 500 and Rs. 693, 
respectively, against Rs 601 and Rs 823 in the previous year. The total outlay 
undci theso heads duung the whole penod of management amounted to 
Rs 2,905 and Rs 5,0d9, respectively The estate maintained 15 schools and 
pathsalas and five dispensaries, two of which were established during the period 
of the Court’s management. The health and general condition of the raiyats 
were good during tho year under report The condition of the tenants of 
the Jamira cucle, whp suffered badly fiom tho scarcity of 1896-97, is reported 
to be improving, and it is expected that another year’B good crop will enable 
them to lecover their former position The financial results of the Courts’ 
management appear, on the whole, to bo satnifactory. After paying off liabili¬ 
ties to the extent of Rs 46,151 due at the eommen'*ement of the Courts’ 
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management and providing for the expenses of the marriage of the ward, the 
sradh of his grandmother, and of the cww wprutnn ceremonies of the son and 
daughter of the ward, amounting to Rs. 35,000 m all, Its. 1,78,694 were 
invested in Government promissory notes and lands, Rs 7,215 were paid to the 
ward on the release of the estate, and there was a cash balance or Rs. 4,121 
to the credit of the estate in the Treasury on the 31st March 1899. The ward 
enjoyed good health during the year. He oontmued his studies with his tutor, 
and is said to hare made fair progress in English Also he received a course 
of training in zamindan management At first the management of the estate 
warf not very successful, but since the appomtmont of the present manager, 
Babu Durga Das Bose, it has gradually improved. He is an experienced and 
careful officer, and managed the estate with great energy and efficiency 

f 8 The total demand of the Sndharpur estate in Jossoro was Rs 8,69,769, 
of which Rs 7,57,827 represent the arrear balances due at the commencement 
of tho year. The increase m the arrear demand is due to the fact that a large 
amount of arrears was first ascertained during the yoai from papers obtained 
from certain dismissed and absconding naibs, after taking legal steps against 
them Rupees 86,956, or 77*6 percent, of tho current demand, were realised 
during the year, against 82 8 per cent, in the previous year, and Rs 2,56,304 
were remitted, under proper sanction, leaving a balance of Rs. 5,32,626 out¬ 
standing at its close

Theie was an increase in the quantity of salt sold in both the districts. 
The Collector of tho 24 Parganas reports that the increase was mostly contri¬ 
buted by certain thanas of the Sadar and Diamond Harbour subdivisions, where 
the salt preventive staff did good woik by keeping an efficient check upon illicit 
manufactuic, and that it was also partly due to the successful vigilance kept 
over the local illicit manufactuic of salt, and partly to the improved condition 
of the people owing to a good harvest. The increase in Khulna is reported to 
be due to good harvests, and to careful vigilance on the part of the police

There was a large increase m the quantity of salt confisoated in. the 
24-Parganas, attributable to the detection of a large number of cases by the salt 
revenuo officers The vaiiation m the quantity of Balt confiscated in Khulna 
is slight. It is reported that the rewards in the cases brought up by the salt 
revenue officers will be adjusted by the Assistant Commissioner of Salt Revenue, 
and have not been paid from the district of the 24-Parganas. In Khulna Rs. 25 
were disbursed to informers, &c., as rewards, against Re. 101 paid in> the proc¬ 
eeding year. The falling off is explained by the fact that n* reward was 
granted for detection of cases of illicit manufacture of salt, as no such ease 
occurred during the year.

There was an increase in the revenue from Court fee stamps in every dis¬ 
trict except Calcutta and Murshidabad. The increase is due to the institution 
of a larger number of civil suits of high value, owing to the good harvests of the 
year. Also, in the period following the famine, people had recourse to Civil 
Courts for realization of their money • hence the mcrease in cml litigation 
The decrease in Calcutta is due to a falling off in the amount of Probate mid 
Administration duty, also to the fact that the sales were affected by the exodus 
in 1&9&-99 in consequence of the plague scare. The decline id Murshidabad 
may be attributed to the fact that in the preceding year some stamps of'high 
value were sold foV the institution of civil suits for large sums. ,Tne Bale of 
non-judicial stamps decreased in all districts. In consequence of the good 
harvests of the year under report the people had less necessity to borrow 
money on deeds, mortgages, etc. The Collector of Calcutta reports that owing 
to thefamine and plague scare, the business in Calcutta in all its branches 
suffered considerably with the result that the sales of these stainps were

XXIII —HAITjWA\S and other public 1 works 

98 Railways —In the 24-Paiganas, 109 6 miles of the Eastern Bengal 
State Railway and 32 miles of the Bengal Cential Railway wore open for tiafhc 
during the year The proposal to consliuct a light feeder railway from 
Chandipur to Taki vid Basnhut was considered, by Messrs Bairy and Company, 
and they now contemplate the construction of a bioad gauge line The align¬ 
ment is to pass from Chanclipur vtd Daskhiuhat, Changdana, Italipui, Joypur, 
Soladanga and othei vidages to Taki The Ranaghut Krishnagar light railway 
in Nadia was opened on the 4th April 1899 The Azunganj Nalhati branch of 
the East Indian Railway is the only hue open m the district of Murshidabad 
The extension of the nveiside sidings of this lino has been completed Survey 
is now being made for the constiuction of a new line named the Ranagliat- 
G-anges Katibar Railway, which is to pass thiough Nadia and Murshidabad No 
new railways were constiucted in Jessoio or Khulna As lopoited last year, a 
survey for a line from Kishangauj to Magura via Kotchandpur was made, and 
another survey was completed dunng the year ftoui Bongaou to Chandpur, 
but nothing (apart from coircspondcnce) bus since been done to carry out either 
project 

99. Embankments, drainages , sluices, tife —In the 24-I’arganas, a sum of 
118. 26,430 was spent m maintaining 21 Of miles of schedule D embankments 
against Rs 18,914 in the previous year, Theie are 71 diainage and lrngation 
sluices, of which 48 aie maintained by Government, 4 by tbe Calcutta 
Corporation, and 19 by tbe zammdais Two retned linos of embankment have 
been sanctionod dunng the year under report, viz , one at Jahanabad and the 
other at Doorbaberia Two single vented irrigation sluices, one at Ahmcdpur 
and ihe other on the Kawiatolla khal were taken m hand dunng the year. 
Nine cuts were allowed m embankments for drainage and eight for lrngation.. 
Besides these, three cuts weie made sum ptitiously. In Murshidabad the 
Bliagirathi embankment was maintained in pioper older. A sum of Rs 62,883 
was expended towards the construction ot a retired line 'of embankment at 
Bliagwangola. The work was commenced in 1897-98, and is expected to be 
completed dunng the cuirent year. In Jcs«oro some petty repairs were made 
by the Local Board of Magura to the embankment which exists along the bank 
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of the Navaganga to protect the town from flood A small embankment was 
conducted by Government inkhas mah»l Protapkati, in the district of Khulna, 
for the protection of paddy from the enoroachment of salt watei 

100. Buildings —No buildings of any impoitance were constructed during 
the ycir m the 24-Parganas, Nadia, or Murshidabad In Jessoie a pucka 
bbtlding w&s constructed by Government for tho subdmsional oflice and 
Court, at Narail at a cost of about Rs 14,000 A dispensary building was 
constructed at Mollahat in Khulna at a cost ot Rs 638 The Government 
buildings at Bcrhamporo and Jessore were repaired during the year 

101 Sanitation , water-supply and miscellaneous public improvements—The 
District Hoard of the 24-Parganas expended Its 2,784, against Rs 6,093 in the 
previous year, on watei-supply Of this sum, Rs 2,356 were spent m the 
excavation or re-excavation of tanks at Rahuta, Dattapukur, Sukrishnapur and 
Bankipur, and Rs 116 m sinking wells at Gaunpur and Deyganga A sum of 
Rs 2,779 was spent in making sanitary arrangements foi the Saugore and 
Harwa melas The District Board of Nadia expended Rs 1,728 in the constiuc- 
tion and repair of wells An expenditure of Rs 1,613 was meurred m 
Murshidabad in re-excavating three tanks and sinking nine wells In Jessore 
Rs 719 were spent in sinking or repairing wells and making othei sanitary 
improvements The District Board of Khulna spent Rs 1,699 for the excava¬ 
tion of three tanks and undertook the completion and fencing of a number of 
tanks excavated at the time of the scarcity in the Satkhira subdivision at a cost 
of Rs 4,099, but the whole work was not completed within the yoar A 
further sum of Rs 282 was spent by that body for the maintenance of the 
existing tanks. 

XXIV -COMMUNICATIONS 

102 Hoads —Provincial roads to the length of 85 £ miles were maintained 
by the Distucfc Board of the 24 Parganas at a cost of Rb 72,398, the average 
expenditure per mile being Rs 848, against Rs 751 of the preceding year. 
The condition of these roads is satisfactory The maintenance of 150 miles of 
district roads, metalled and bridged, cost the Board Rs 59,393, or Rs 395 per 
mile, against Rs 354 in the previous year These roads are generally m fair 
order A sum of Rs 13,872 was spent m maintaining 307^ miles ot unmetalled 
roads, wholly or partially bridged, the average rate being Rs 53 pei mile 
against Rs 37 in the previous year. There weie also 992]? miles ot village 
loans maintained at a cost of Rs. 13,321. The unmetalled and village roads 
are generally m passable order A sum of Rs 13,481 was spent by the 
District Boaid on original works against Rs 5,267 m 1897-98, and Rs 1,187 m 
repairing platfoims of some ferry ghats. In Nadia the Board's expenditure 
on original works was Rs 3,481, or Rs 7,608 less than in the preceding year 
Tho expenditure incurred m maintaining the different classes of district roads 
was Rs 39,962*, against Rs. 43,752, and of village roads Rs 3,816, against 
Rs 4,695 in 1897 98. The flood, which occurred during the yeai, did great 
damage to home of the metalled roads and to all unmetalled roads A sum of 
Rs 3,755 was spent by the District Board of Murshidabad on original works 
against Rs 2,605 in 1897-98 Of the l,695jg miles of roads in the district, the 
maintenance of 24 miles of metalled and bndgod roads cost the Board 
Rs 9,709, 169J miles of unmetalled but bridged loads, Rs 10,411, 350 miles 
of unmetalled roads paitially bridged and drained, Rs 12,414; and 398 miles 
of village roads, Rs 6,259 In Jessore a sum of Rs 9,434 was spent in 
repairing 42 miles of Provincial roads, including inspection and dak bunga¬ 
lows, bridges, &c , with their establishment, Rs. 34,576 on 110 miles of metalled 
district toads, Rs 14,277 on 386J miles of unmotalled district roads, and 
Rs. 8,164 on 296 miles of village roads A sum of Rs 2,765 was spent on 
original works • In Khulna there were 486^ miles of district roaas and 5b«J 
miles of village roads. Tho district roads were repaired at a cost of Rs 17,418, 
and the village roads, of Rs 12,539. A sum of Rs 15,140 was spent in 
bridging and Rs. 2,755, m constructing roads. The District Board also expoudod 
Rs. 3,575 in providing landing stages to ferry ghats. 

103. Arboriculture.—\n the 24-Parganas 100 new trees were planted along 
the different roads during the year and the existing trees wero maintained at a 
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total cost of Rs. 1,447, against Rs. 838 in the previous year. There were abp#t 
16,100 trees along Provincial and district roads A sum of Rs 7(54 was spout in 
Nadia on roadside trees, against Rs 501 in 1897-98 Among the trees pl^nt#(I, 
1,000 wero mahogany brought from the Botanical Gardens at Sibpur. in 
Murshidabad Rs 522, and in Khulna Rs 221, were spent in planting and rearing 
trees on roadsides, against Rs 145 and Rs 275, respectively, ir. the prey^ops 
year A sum of Rs 1,238 was spent in Jessore in planting 1,200 trees on read* 
sides and maintaining the existing treeB, against Rs 639 in the previous year. 

104 Communication by water —In the 24 Parganas the Circular Canals 
(10 miles in length) and Tolly’s Nala , including Kawrapukur khal (37 miles) 
wore maintained at a cost of Rs 45,611, against Rs 39,748 in 1897-98, while 
the gross revenue from tolls on these two canals was Rs 3,68,354, against 
Rs 4,08,017 in the previous year. Two thousand six-hundred and seventy-two 
steamers passed through the Sundarbans channel, agaiqst 2,497 in 1897-98, 
yielding a gross revenue of Rs 13,360 in tolls, against Rs 12,485 in the previ¬ 
ous year. The Bhangore khal, which was completed last year, is now ,in 
working order Foi a few months during the year a ferry steamer .of 
Messrs Hoare, Miller and Company plied regularly twice daily between Asim- 
ganj and Borhampore in Murshidabad, but owing to the want of sufficient 
water m the nvcr, the sorvice had to be stopped, as in the previous year, 
in October, and tho steamer now runs between Lalbagh and Aiimganj 
Another steamer of Messrs Hoare, Millor and Company plied twice a wpek 
for some months between Asimganj and, Dhuliyan A third steamer belong¬ 
ing to the same Company earned passengers and goods between Calcutta 
and Jangipur during a part of the year In Jessore and Khulna a stegffier 
usod to ply between Jlunkargatcha and Kapilmam. A launch service was 
started by Babu Satmdra Nath Rai Chowdrv, Zammdar of Satkhira, between 
Jadubpur and Satkhira, but tho project fell through, as the river Betna, by 
which the route lay, was not passable at places There were two daily steamer 
services, ono between Khulna and Bansal, and another between Calcutta and 
Morrellganj Another steamor service runs between Khulna and N y^n! 
Since the close of the year a now steamer service has been started between 
Khulna and Bansal by the Atharabanki river, the route by the Ahupur khal, 
Bagerhat and Pirojpur being given up

It appears that the Samhhunath Pandit Hospital 
in BhVwanipur, the Alipore Police Hospital, and the Alipore Reformatory 
School hospital have been excluded from tho list, while the newly opened 
dispensary at Budge-Budge and the dispensaues at Mamktala and South Dum- 
Dum, which had •been eironeously excluded from pievious lists, have been 
added to the list for the hist time No explanation has been submitted by the 
Magistiate as tb why the three fir-t-named dispcnsams have been excluded from 
the list The most important hosnituls in tins distant aic the Sagore Dutt hos¬ 
pital at Kamarliati and the North Subuiban Hospital at Cossipoie, tin number 
of in-patients treated in them being 731 and 490 respectively, and tho number 
of outpatients 13,556 and 7,745 Among the outdoor dispensaries, Chitpur 
stood, first, the number of patients treated during the year being 11,011, Nimta 
second, the number of patients being 8,682, and Chetln thud, the number being 
6,132 Most of the dispensaries show a falling off m attendance, partly owing 
to the plague scaie, which specially affected the dispensaries in tho suburbs of 
Caldhtta during the months of April, May and June, and partly owing to the 
improved healthiness of the jeai. The dispensaries at Bairn, Baiuipui and 
Taki were badly vnanaged The management of the last-named dispensary 
has been taken over by the District Board from the 1st Apul 1899. 

In all the dispensaries m the district there are arrangements for waiting 
rooms for females. The total income of the dispensaries was Rs 58,241, of 
which the municipalities contributed Rs. 17,743, the District Board Rs 2,479, 
a and Government Rs 3,952. The balance Rs 34,067, was met from private 
* subscriptions, endowments, etc. The total expenditure amounted to Rs 50,362 
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119 Tho following statement shows tho woikmg of the Lunatic Asylums 
at Bhowampui and Dullundu and the Campbell Hospital at Sealdali — 
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120 In Nadia tho most lmpoitant dispensaries aie those at Kushnagar, 
Meheipur and Kuslitea, tho mimbci ol indoor patients treated m them being 
306, 24, and 70, respectively, and outdoor patients 8,084, 4,499 and 3,915 
Among tho outdooi dispensaries Ula or Bnnagar stood fiist, the number of 
patn nts treated m it being 4,706, and Chuadanga secoud, the number of patients 
being 3,928 The total attendance m the disponsanes rose iiom 38,978 to 
42,171. The income of tho dispensanes amounted to Rs 1.3,660, of which tho 
largest portion, viz, Rs 8,535, was contributed by municipalities, Rs 1,710 
by the District Board, Rs 244 by Government, and Rs .3,171 weio mot hom 
pnvato subscriptions The total expenditure was Rs 12,682. Besides these, 
there aio seven private dispensaries, of which the Chuich Mission Society’s 
disponsary at Santuajpur afforded relief to 7,532 outdoor patients Tho 
Ranaghat Medical Mission under Mr James Monio, c n , lato of tho Bengal 
Civil Soivico, also maintains a dispensary wheio a largo number of both 
indoor and outdoor patients is treated The others are (1) the new dispensary 
opened by Mr Monio at Kaliganj, about 3 miles from Chakda, (2) the Natudft* 
dispensaiy maintained by the Paul Chaudhuiries of that place, (.3) the Nistanm 
dispensary at Mohcrpore maintained irom the assets ol the pioperty sot apait 
for the purpose by the foundei, Ni'tanm Gupta, and (4) the Munshiganj 
Gam tt Charitable Dispensary maintained by local subscriptions 

121 In Muishidabad the Ginsh Chandra Hospital at Kandi continues to 
do uselul work, the number of in-patients being 257 and out patuuts 13,059 
Tho Bcrhamporo and Murshidabad dispensaries treated 514 and 229 m patients 
and 11,189 and 13,761 out-patients The Arnakah Zanana Hospital, which had 
been maintained by public subscriptions from the beginning of the year under 
review, was closed from the 1st October 1898, as it was not considered to 
answei the purpose of a Zanana Hospital for want of suitable auangements 
Tho Berhampore Municipality having promised to cnteitam the services of a 
qualified lady doctor, the savings effected and tho lesidue of subscriptions 
collected and promised were devoted to erecting a female ward m the Berham¬ 
pore dispensary compound The total income of the dispensaries m the district 
was Rs 25,473, of which the municipalities contributed Rs 10,103, the District 
Boaid Rs 1,180, Government Rs 1,142, and tho balance, Rs. 13,048, was met 
from private subscriptions and endowments The total expenditure was 
Rs 21,968 There are three pnvate disponsanes, one at Islampur and one at 
Lalgola, maintained by the local zamindars, and one at Saidaba'd, maintained 
by the late Rai Mukunda Lai Burman Bahadur These dispensaries are well 
managed and supply a want felt by the people in the parts of the district where 
they are located The last-named dispensary has done good work, and has 
been of great benefit to the poor. 

122 In JeBsore the disponsanes at Jessore, Magura, Narail and Kotchand- 
pur afforded relief to both indoor and outdoor patients, and the rest to outdoor 
patients only. There was an increase m the number of indoor patients in thfe 
Jessore dispensary alone and decrease in all others The number of outdoor 
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patients increased at the Narail and Sndhaimur dispensaries, but decreased in 
all others The total income of all the dispensaries dunng the year was 
Rs» 9 554, of which the municipalities paid Rs 3,651, the District Board 
Rs 3,232, Government Rs^ 928, and the balance, Rs 1,743, was met from 
private subscriptions. Tho total expenditure was Rs. 9,528. There was besides 
a dispensary maintained by the Narail zamindars at Rupganj Bazar, Narail, 
under the superintendence of an Assistant Surgeon. 

123 In Khulna the dispensaries at Khulna, Bagorhat, and Satkhira 
afforded both indoor and outdoor relief and tho iCMt outdoor relief only The 
attendance of patients has increased considoiably m all tho dispensaries except 
those at Satkhira and Bagerhat The total income of the dispensaries was 
Rs 9,936, of which Rs. 2,396 were contributed by the municipalities, Rs 4,415 
by the District Board, Rs 612 by Government, and tho balance, Rs 2,512, was 
mot from other sources Almost the whole of the income was expended during 
tho year Besides the abovo, two dispensaries are maintained by pnvate 
individuals, viz., one at Nakipur maintained by Rai Hon Charan ltai Chau- 
dhury Bahadut, the zamindar of tho place, and the other at Morrellganj by 
Maharaja Durga Charan Law of Calcutta 


XXVIII —LIBRARIES 

124 As leported m previous years, tho public hbiancs in this Division 
aie neither numeious nor important In the 24-Paiganas there is no public 
library worthy of mention In Nadia there are six libraries —(1) The Kiveis 
Thompson Libiaiy at Rauaghat, which exists only in name, (n) The Ranaghat 
Students’ Libraiy, whioh is intended for students and tho local public, for whom 
a reading-room is available every afternoon, (m) the Vmapam Library at 
Hoiodham, (iv) the Issur Chunder Gupta Library at Kanchrapara , (v) the 
libraiy attached to the Santipur High School, whuh is supported by the Muni¬ 
cipality, and fvi) tho library at Meherpore, maintained by the Mallik Babus of 
the place, which is reported to contain about 700 books. The only libiary 
m Murshidabad, known as the Berliampore Public Library, is piactically a book 
•club Dunng the year under report tho building in which the public library 
at Jessore was located was sold for want of funds to maintain it and the pioceeds 
held in the Savings Bank to the credit of the library It is reported that the 
amount of local subscription is too small to maintain a librarian and a peon, and 
though attempts were made during the year to increase the number of sub¬ 
scriber^ they were unsuccessful The pleaders, who represent the leading public, 
do not caio much for this library The Government school at Jessoro has a 
small library attached to it for tho use of the teachers and pupils of that institu¬ 
tion The civil officers and other members of the European community at tho 
fcadar station have a club m which English journals aie imported from England 
Besides these, theie are two other libraries, one at Magura and the other at 
Kalia, which are maintained by local subonptions. As stated m the last ^eai’s 
report, thoio aie several small libraries at Satkhira, Supur, Magura, Khcsia and 
Bagerhat, maintained by funds locally raised A small libiary has been opened at 
Kukrul dunng the year. The Khulna Library depends on monthly subscnptious 
and donations paid by the public. The distnet and the subdivisional libianes 
are leported to be m good order

126 The year under report was the thirteenth of the operation of the 
Bengal Local Self-Government Act, III of 1885, in this Division. There was 
on change in the constitution of the 5 Distnet Boards or the 2d Union Commit¬ 
tees. The Local Boards were reconstituted towards the close of the year, the 
number of Local Boards having increased from 19 to 20, owing to the 
re-establishment of the Choadaoga Local Board The following statement 
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shows the number of meetings held by each Distil* t aud Local Boaid and the 
average attendance of members at each meeting — 
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127 The number of meetings held by all the District Boards except Khulna 
fell ofE during the year The Distinct Board of Muishidabad held only six 
meetings as against nine in the previous year. The Chairman explains that as 
there is considerable cost m travelling allowance to be incurred, meetings aie 
not called unless there is business to be transacted. The average attendance 
of members at each meeting was lower m all the districts except Nadia, where 
it Bhghtly improved The Local Boards m the districts of Nadia and Murshi- 
dabad, the Basirhat Local Board in the 24-Parganas, the Bongaon, Jhenidah, 
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Narail and Magura Local Boards m Jessore, and the Khulna and Bagerhat 
Local Boards in Khulna, held less than twelve meetings, the number of 
meetings held by the Jnngipur Local Board, viz , five being specially unsatis¬ 
factory The avorago attendance of members waB lower m the Local Boards 
of Aliporc, Kri«hnngar, Ranaghat, Berhampore, Kandi Jongipur, Jessore, 
Bongaon, JhChidah, Mugura, Khulna, Bagerhat and Satkhira

132 In 18 out of tho 40 municipalities, the average percentage of 
attendance was ovo 50, against 2i municipalities showing such a percentage in 
the year 1897-98 and 21 and 13 in the two pieceding years. The result is 
theieforc not satisfactoiy when compared with tho figures of the pieceding 
years Tho percentage was specially high in tho municipalities of (Jossipore- 
Chitpui, wheie it was 76 6, and Kushnagai, where it was 7.3 3 The lowest 
percentage was again attained by the Kushtia and lianaghat Municipalities, 
where the peicentage was 17 0 and 29 3, respectively, against 17 18 and 28 06 
of the preceding yoai f ihe following are some of tho important works of 
improvement executed by seieialof the municipalities during the year In 
< yossipore-flhitpur 5,039 feet of 2"-pipes weie laid, nine hidrants erected, four 
standpo'-ts puichased, nine platfoims constructed, and sundry stores, fittings, 
cio , supplied for the maintenance of tho watei supply system at a total cost of 
Rs 2,902 Roadside nthasi diains were constructed m diffeient parts cf the 
town to the extent of 3,407 feet at a total cost of Rs. 4,871 Ceitain fair- 
weatliei loads leceived the fust coat of metal during the year at a cost of 
•Rs 1,If 7, and p irticulai attention was paid to bush improvement and sanitation. 
In Mamcktola 2,598 feet of filtered water-pipes were laid and six additional 
hydrants piovided at a cost of Rs 2,017 , 2,017 feet of patent stone saucer 
drains were constiucted at a cost of Rs 2,166, and an ofiioe building with an 
outdooi dispcnsaiy has been started and is fast approaching completion at an 
estimated cost of Rs 12,600. In Berhampore, the water-works foi the supply 
of filtered watei to the residents were nearly completed by the end of the 
year, at a cost of about rupees two lakliB and-a-half, given by the late Maharani 
tSurnomoyi The }vator-woiks have since been completed and opened by His 
Honour tho Lieutenant-Governor on the occasion of his recent visit to 
Berhampoie. •

134 The remarks lecorded by mo in the previous year’s repoit still 
generally apply The only satisfactoiy fcatuie in the municipal administration 
duung the year is the improvement in tho mattei of collection due to special 
pressure .put by me upon the Municipal authonties Want of supervision and a 
general reluctance on tho part of the municipal executive to resort to coercive 
measures, caused by the fear of becoming unpopular, aud consequent laxity 
m the obBeivanco of tho rules, still prevail, but the constant issue by me of 
orders and circulars and tho closo watch kept by myself and tho Magistrates 
on their woiKing have produced the impiovcment indicated by the figures, 
particularly in somenmportant municipalities which are most backward in this

139 Tho number of combined post and telegraph offices m each district 
remnmeil the same as in the precetlmg year The messagos sent m Nadia, Josaore 
and Khulna and those roceived in tho 24-Parganas, Nadia and Jessore increased 
m numlxu A telegraphic lino has been constructed between Basuhat and 
Satkhira It is reported to be complete, and will be opened soon to the public 
This will reduce, in some respect, the difficulties of lapid communication with 
Satkhira, as noticed m my last repprt.

FAIRS 

143. The moat important fairs held in the 24-Parganas are the Ganga- 
sftgar mela, 9 Pir Gora Chand’s mela and Ghazi Saheb’s mela The Gangasagar 
fair, jvhich is a Hindu hathmg festival, lasted from the 12th to the 14th 
January, the number of persons who attended it being 24,500, against 40,000 
in the preceding year The decrease in the number of pilgrims is due to the 
plague scare. Sanitary and conservancy arrangements were as usual made 
by the District Board A hospital with a dispensary m charge of a Civil 
Hospital Assistant was provided. There were 93 cases of dyspepsia, diarrhoea 
And fever, which were all successfully treated, and five cases of cholera, which 
ended fatally. Pir Gora Chand’s mela was held at Harwa in the Basirhat 
subdivision and Ghazi Saheb’s mela at Bansra in the Sadar subdivision The 
number of pilgrims attending them amounted to 90,000 and 25,000 respectively. 
Sanitary arrangements were made paitly by the Distuct Board and partly by 
the owners of the lands The arrangements made m the latter fair were not satis* 
factory The principal fairs held m Nadia were the Has Jatra at Santipur, 
the Dol Jab a at Ghosepara, and the Pal mela at Kuha The Gan mela held 
at Navadwipa may also be noticed aB important The number of persons 
attending these fairs aggregated 25,000, 50,000, 15,000 and 16,000 respec¬ 
tively Sanitary and conservancy arrangements m these fairs were made 
either by the local municipalities or by the owners of lands m which the fairs 
Were held. In the Gan meia at Na\ adwipa they were made by the Navadwipa 
Lodging-house Committee. There was no outbreak of cholera or other 
epidemic disease at any of the melas except one case of cholera at the Ghosepara 
mela, which was cuied The Municipal fairs m Murshidabad are the Tulsi 
Bihar mela at Raghunathganj and the Kapileshwai mela at Saktipur, each 
lasting for nearly a month, and the numbei of persons attending daily are 
6,000 and 5,000 respectively No fair of any importance was held at Jessore 
or Khulna.

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XXXVI—CONDUCT OP ZAMINDAR8 

152 As reported last yeai, none of the principal zamindars in the district 
of the 24-Paiganas leside on their estates They manage thoir estates through 
local agents who are generally not well disposed towards their tenants The 
Collectoi, howevti, reports that the behaviour of the zamindars of lus district 
during tho yeai undei report was on the whole good, and that no case of 
oppression was brought to Ins notico during the yoar Tho puncipal resident 
zamindars of the district arc ihe Mukerjis of Gobaidanga, the Chaudhuris of 
Baruiput and tho Mandals of Bawali Tho Chaudhuris of Baiuipui evmco a 
keen interest m the welfare of their tenants. An unfortunate quarrel, which 
broke out between the biolheis of the Gobardanga family, led to the institu¬ 
tion of cuminal proceedings undei section 107 of the Criminal Piocedure Codo, 
but tho Subdivisional Ollicei of Barasat succeeded in effecting an amicable 
settlement Towaids t! ^ end of the year, however, a bad riot took plaoe 
m the Basirhat subdivision Among the non-resident zamindars, tho heirs of tho 
late Babu Prosad I)is Dutta, tho Manager of the Shovaba/ai Raj Estate, 
Maharaja Benoy Kudina Deb Bahadur, Rai Manmatha Nath Mittor Bihadur 
and Maharaja Duigi Chaian Law treated their tenants well The Dhankuna 
zannndais ot Basil hat aro lepoited to be model zamindars They maintained a 
high English school, a Sanskut to l and a dispensary entirely at their own cost 
and weic always teady to subscribe to any works of public utility In Nadia, 
excepting the M ihaiaja, theie are vory few landlords of any standing Most of 
them aio absentees oi new men of comp irativoly low caste who, it is reported, 
think moie ot squeezing all they can out of then tenants than of impioving 
their estates The utbawh system, which is prevalent in most pacts of the 
distuct, is a souice of great oppression m tho hands of such men Tho Maha¬ 
raja of Nadia is a mild landloid, generally kind and considerate towards his 
tenants Minoi acts of oppression committed by the local agents of zamindars 
are by no means laie, though it is difficult to establish the complicity of the 
zamindais in them by dnect evidence But, as the Collector repoita, theie can 
lie no doubt that they are really responsible for such acts, as they must bo per¬ 
fectly well aw aie that the pittances they dole out to their servants aie quite 
insufficient to support them, and that they aie curtain to supplement thorn by 
illegal exactions fiom the iaiyats In Murshidabad the Nawab Bihadur con¬ 
tinues to keep up lus reputation for liberality and loyalty towards Government. 
Notwithstanding the heavy expenditure incurred by him in repairing tho damage 
dono by the oaithquake of .Juno 1897 to the palace and other Nizamat buildings, 
he is always found nady to substubo to deserving objects Tho Maharaja of 
Kasunbazai, Maumlia Chandia Nandi, who got his title m the year under report, 
is repoitui to bi an intelligent landloid likely to maintain the traditions of the 
Raj by his alioady well known libeiality lie is bearing the remaining cost of 
the Beihampme water-woiks Rao Jogendra Narayan Rai of Lalgola is a rich 
and liberal zanundai who has given about Rs 10,000 for a tank and a public hall 
in Jangipur, and is about to constiuct a landing ghat in Gorabazar He keeps 
up a private dispensary Rdja Ashutosh Nath Ray, lately under the Court 
of Waids, has been made a Raja during the year The Ilon’ble Raja 
Ranajit Sing Bahadui of Nashipui is said to have rendered good service to 
Goi eminent as President of the Lalbag Bench during the early portion of the 
yeai undei report Tho other zamindars of the district who have been 
iavouiably mentioned aie (1) the late Rai Makund Lai Burman Bahadur, 
(2) Rai Sotal Chand Nahar Bahadur, (3) Rai Manilal Nahar Bahadui, (4) Babu 
Chaiu Krishna Majumdai of Manipur, (5) Rai Budh Sing Dudhuria of 
Azimganj, (G) Babu Dwarkanath Chaudhuri of Nimtila (Jangipur), (7) Munshi 
Zulai Rdliaman of Tahbpur (Kandij, (8) Chaudhuri Keramatulla of Salar, 
(9) Munshi Mohdi Hosscin of Sijgram and (10) Babu Bhagobati Chaian Ray 
of Jangipui Ali Eger ton repoits that on the whole the' attitude of the 
zammdt is of Murshidabad is loyal towaids Government and good towards their 
tenants In Jessoie tho puncipal zamindars in tho Sadar subdivision are (1) the 
members of the Chandira Raj family and (2) the Ramnagai Ghosh Chaudhuris 
No instance of oppression on thou raiyats was brought to notice during the 
year. In Nardil tho principal zamindars are non-iesidents who manago their 
affairs through local agents, and the police and the Magistracy there have to be 
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on the alert to keep these agents from oppressing the laiyats In Magura the 
principal zemindars are the Rajas of Dighapatia and Naldanga, the Narail 
Babus and Mr. Tweedio of Madhupur in Jlionida To curtail expenditure 
the Raja of Dighapatia abolished a charitable dispensary at Bunagati which 
was doing good«work The Raja of Naldanga is said to tako interest in the 
welfare of his tenants He contubutos liberally towards the maintenance of a 
charitable* disponsary and a school, and gave a sum of Rs 150 towards the 
construction of a public latrino in Maguia town in the ycai under report 
In the Jhemda subdivision the principal zamindars aro the Narail Babus and 
the Raja of Naldanga. It is reported that cases of oppiession by the agents 
of thb Narail Babus occasionally como bofore the authorities and are suitably 
dealt with From a memorial subnnttod to Government by some raiyats 
complaining against the malpiactices and other arts of oppiession of Bihari Lai 
Sarkar, the naib of the Narail Babus at Sabdalpur, it appears that the man 
has not betn removed fiom then scrvuc though it was reported last year that 
the man had been removed The Magistiate has been asked to report on 
this lntho Bongaon subdivision the principal zamindars are Babus Han 
Charan Bose, Gmja Prasanna Mukherji of Gobardanga, Kali Prasanna Ghosh 
of Calcutta, Jogendra Nath Maulik and Sir Maharaja .Talmdra Mohan Tagore, 
Bahadur, kcsi, of Calcutta, Babu Kumar Nath Ray of Krishnagur and 
Babus Radharaman and Kishori Mohan Sbaha of Palma. The relations 
between the raiyats and the landlords in the Je^soio distnct weio on the 
whole satisfactory duung the year The Magistrate speaks very highly of the 
services rendered by Mr Shnreff on the Sinduria concern and of lus acting 
manager Mr Macdonell, in assisting the Subdivisional Officer of Jhenula in 
settling and deciding disputes, the raiyats preferring to have their cases 
decided by Mr Shirreff in his /ammdari cutcberry rathei than go to tho tiouble 
and expense of coming to subdivisional liead-quaitns In Khulna almcst all 
important zamindars are absentees, having local agents to manage their affaus 
The Collectoi leports that these agents aro on the whole law abiding and none 
of them had any serious friction with the tenants Of the lesidont zamindars 
the most impoitant aio (1) Rai Han Charan Chaudlum of Nakipui in the 
Satkhira subdivision, and (2 j Srimati Kamal Kuniari Chaudhurani m tho 
Bagcihat subdivision Hie foimer maintains a chantablo^ dispensaiy, lias 
recently come foiward with a laige donation for the Khulna chantablo 
dispensary and is w r oll spoken of tho lattei is not fai our ably regaidod^ Of 
the n on-rob id flit zanundais, the Hon’blc Mr Justice Cliunder Madliab Gliose, 
who has zamindans in the Satklma subdivision, helped Ins tenants dunng the 
last scarcity and deserves mention

4 Collections, balances, and remissions *—The total demand increased by 
Rs 0,92,537 m comparison with that of 1897-98, and the total collections 
b" Rs 6,47,584 The remissions, however, exceeded those of the previous year 
by Rs 14,596, and so the total balance at the end of the year had only increased 
by Rs. 357 The percentage of arrear collections went down from. 80*86 to 
70 39, though absolutely they increased by & lakh. The total balance, arrear 
and cm rent, outstanding at the close of the year repcoMnted a percentage of 
3 77 on the total demand as compared with 3*84 in 1897-9& Of thtt, 94‘9 per 
cent was good and recoverable.

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Of the total amount of land revenue remitted during the year no less than 
Rs. 1,89,793 related to estates held direct by Government. The remissions of 
grace, amounting to Rs 1,32,264, were considerably higher than in the pre 
coding year, whon they had been granted to tlio extent of Rs. 18,580 only. 
They woio sanctioned mostly m Chittagbng (IN 1,22,316) on account of the 
serious damage done by tho cyclono and stonn wave of the 21th October 1897. 
The remissions under this class in other districts were, as usual, allowed to 
tenants oi Government estates on account of failuic of crops and of the death, 
desertion, or poverty of tho raiyats The remissions oi light amounted to 
Rs 39,511 as against Rs 1,20,452 during 1897-98, and were chiefly duo to 
^lluvion, roleaso of estates to private zamindais, and acquisilion of land foi 
public pui poses The nominal remissions io&e irom Its 10,222 to Rs 22,075, 
of which Rs. 15,095 were m Backei gunge alone. 

5 Permanently settled estate )—Out of a total demand, cui rent and an oar, 
from estates m class I of Rs 3,27,89,770, the sum of 11s 3,24,08,541 was realised. 
The percontago of the collections on tho demand, after excluding iiom the 
demand sums the lecoveiy of which was m suspense, and adding to tho collec¬ 
tions sums lealised but not credited during tho yeai, amounted to 99 21 per cent 
as against 99 11 in the preceding year and 99 21 m 1896 97 Tho cuircnt 
collections fell short of the standard of 99 per cent in 14 districts, of which 6, 
liowevei, collected moie than 98 per cent Tho distncts which collected less 
than 98 per cent of the current demand woie Jcssoic, Noakhuh, Palamau, 
Ranchi, Muzaffarpur, Manbhum, Chittagong, and Duijcclmg In Daijeehng, 
excluding a demand of Rs 474, the true balance was ml In Jcssoro Rs 13,732 
wore duo fioai tho Sndhaipur Waid’a Estate for tho last two kists of the 
year, owing to a temporary stoppage of collections duung change of manage¬ 
ment A sum of Rs 2,455 was lecovered shoitly aftci the close of the yoar 
In Noakhali a sum of Rs 11,107, out of the totil balance oi Rs 11,169, was 
due iiom Chakla Bamni, which has been pui chased on behalf oi Govern¬ 
ment but has not yet been settled. In Palamau and Ranchi tho balances 
were less than Rs 1,000 Of Rs 29,115 due in Muzaftirpui, Rs. 5,860 
were paid dui ing the year, but could not bo brought to ucdit before its close, 
audits 15,464 were on account of the last kist of tho year, toi which no 
coercive measure could bo taken within tho y<ar In Manbhum tho entne 
balance oi Rs 3,165 was duo from the Patkurn Encumbcicil Estate. In 
. Chittagong the balance of Rs. 38,698 was due to the effects of the cyclone and 
storm wavo of Octoboi 1897. 

The realisation of the arrear balances was less than 99 pci cent m 17 
distncts In four of these the collections oxeceded 98 por cont, and m six the 
arrears were trifling Out of tho total aucai balances of Rs 46,199, no less 
than .Rs 38,788 is outstanding m tho Patna Division, tho largest defaulter 
beingj as last yeai, the district, of Shahabad (Rs 27,442) It is explained 
that much of this amount is under recovery by tho Ceitifieato Proceduie, 
because, when tlm estates were offered fot sale m some instances there were no 
offers oi but very low ones This explanation is not undeistood, and a special 
report on tho subject will be called for. Balances of ovei Rs 1,000 wcie also 
due in the distncts of Noakhali, Saran, Mu/affupur, Daibhanga, Malda, and 
Manbhum m 

Collections, generally, both of the current lovonue and tho arrear balances, 
were excellent 

Tho total amount of land revenue remaining due fiom wards’ estates at the 
close of the year was Rs 56,652, a sum more than double that of last year 
The balances m Jessoie and Backergunge were due from the Sndhaiplu estate 
owing to the circumstances stated abovo In Buidwan, Rs 11,472 were 
due.fiom estates belonging to tho Bordwan Raj, and will be adjusted against 
the surplus payment made by the Raj for otliei estates. These arrears were 
detected during thg enquiry mto the Burdwan tauzi frauds Rupees 9,770, out

The peicentage of collections shows a slight impiovement in classes II (a) 
and (A), and a falling oil m class LJ (c\ the geneial insult being somewhat 
better than that of the pAvious year The Lieutenant-Governor rpgrets that 
he cannot speak of the collections in tompoiaiily settled estates in the terms 
ho has used about the permanently settled distucts For a ycai of good 
harvests the collection^were distinctly bad Had the deficits occurred in the 
newly assessed aicas in Onssa, thcio might have been some excuse, but the 
woist occur in districts where theie is piactically no explanation, oxoept the 
laxncss ol the collecting officeis. If an assessment is unfair, it ought t<j be 
revised, but so long as its fairness is not impugned, its payment *m ordinary 
seasons must be required with precisely tho same punctuality as is properly 
insist'd upon in all other business matters. In compliance with the orders issued 
by Government la^-t yoar, the Board ha\o submitted separately a report as to the 
best means of lmpiovmg collections m Government and private estates leased to 
fanners, jmd oideis have now been passed by Government, which will, it is 
hoped, eilect an improvement* 
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In the last two Resolutions, Burdwan, Dacca, Hooghly, and Faridpur wore 
referred to for failing to collect 50 per cent of the current demand in 
private estates leased to farmers The two former have dropped out of this 
year’s list, but Midnaporo lias been added 

The current collections in the districts of Bankura, Muzaffarpui, Dar- 
bhanga, and Bhagalpur m tho case of Government estates let out in farm 
also fell short of"50 per cent The standaid of 95 per cont fixed for current 
Collections,m temporarily-settled estates of all classes, was reached oi exceeded

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There was a net increase of 38,541 in the number of certificates filed 
The increase is shared by all classes, except III and IV, and is moat marked 
m class V, “Cesses,” class VII, “All other demands,” and olass II, “Arrearsof 
rent due to Government,” being 24, 144,7,415, and 6,855 respectively. The 
increase under class V, which is shaied by all Divisions except Rajshahi and 
Bhagalpur, and* the incroaso m class II, are said to bo duo largely to better 
supervision and pai tly to grcatei strictness m enforcing demands after the effects 
of the famine had passed sway. The Boaid remark that the order sanctioning 
the entertainment by Collectors of extra establishment on a sliding scale for 
the Certificate Department, which was given effect to from tho 1st April 1898, 
largely contilbuted to the increase m the number of ceitificates issued The 
increase under class VII is due to the issue of certificates for tho recovery of fines 
under the Land Registration Act, of advances under the Land Improvement and 
Agiicultuiists’ Loans Act, and of costs of partition and survey and settlement. 
Tho pioportion of certificates disposed of to the total number for disposal 
decreasea fiom 71 i pel cent in the previous year to 68 6 per cent The 
number of certificates filed for tho realisation of water-rates shows a 
steady and satisfactory decline fiom year to year The pioportion of cases 
disposed of was highest m the Orissa Division and lowest in that of Burdwan 
In the Resolutions of the two piocedmg years, the unsatisfactory state of the 
certificate woik in the Burdwan Division was noticed, and unless a veiy maiked 
change for vho bettci takes place in all the certificate ofhccs of this Division 
during the cuilent year, the lloaid are desned to submit in July next a repoit 
showing what measures they would propose to cnsuio the long-needed 
improvement During the year under review the disposals fell shot t 
of tho institutions in all the districts of this Division, although tho peicentago 
of cases ponding over six months decieased from 59 5 to 39 9, and the number 
of disposals increased in Birbhutn, Bankura, and Ilooghly Compared with 
the total numbei of cases for disposal, tho number pending over six months at 
the end of the year wero m Hooghly 21 per cent, m Burdwan nearly 23 per 
cent , and m Bankura not quite 27 per cent, figures regarding which any 
comment would be superfluous It is noted that tho corresponding figuies 
for Muzaffarpui are 13 per cent and for Saran 15 6 per cent which are uot 
satisfactory 

. 15 Compulsory measures for realisation —Of the cases m which the 

demand was realisod, 29 8 per cent weie disposed of on issue of notice, 51 3 
per cent after attachment of property, and 3 2 per cent after actual sale, the 
corresponding figures m the previous year were 29 2, 50 6, and 2 8 per cent 
In Chittagong post card notices wore issued without much effect. The 
number.of peieons imprisonod foi non-payment of public demands increased 
from 22*to 52, of whom 37 were released without payment of the debt. 

In tho Resolution on last year’s report, the Board wero asked to enquire 
and report on tho woiking of section 21 of the Public Demands Recovery Act, 
and the opinions of the vauous District Officers and of tho Board are now before 
Government The conflict of views is pronounced, but tho Lieutenant-Govern¬ 
or u disposed to agree with the Board that the section as it stands is a source 
of weakness, and should bo amendod Before, however, taking action in that 
direction, His Honour will ask for tho Board’s opinion as to what measures are 
necessary for the purpose of improving the present state of road cess collec¬ 
tions. There is manifestly something seriously wrong when, m one yeai, m 
a district' protected by natural advantages from tho vicissitudes of the Reasons, 
there are as many as 17,000 certificates in existence foi tho recovery of a cess, 
the incidence of winch has been familiar now for manv years, and His Honour 
emphatically icfuses to acknowledge Buch a state of things as due to anything 
else than deliberate dilatormess on the part of the persons from whom tho tax 
is due. It is impossible to believe that so many landlords of that district are 
unable to pay the sums due, and one perfectly legitimate mfeicnce is that the 
methods which the law now puts at the disposal of District Officers for the 
realisation of tho cess are, so far as ensuring promptness, insufficient, and 
require consideration as to the changes needed.

16. Management of Government estates. —Tho grant at the disposal of the 
Board) calculated at the rate of per cent, on the collections for the 
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management of Government estates during the year, and for miscellaneous and 
sanitary improvements in connection with them, amounted to Rs 4,94,000 the

Out of a totil allotment of Rs 2,13,267 made by tho Board under the 
last two hi ads, the amount expended was Rs 1,86,511 only, leaving a saving of 
Rs 26,7 'j 0 Tho largest savings were ip the Raj shah i Division (Rs 0,583), the 
Patna Division (Rs 5,154), the Chittagong Division (Ks 3,530), and the 
Bhagalpur Division (Rs 2,667) 

In tho two pioccdmg years the Lieutenant Govornor had occasion to notice 
the failure to make a full use of the funds availablo for mipi ovements on 
these propcitios, and m the Resolution of last yoai tho Board woie lequosttd to 
submit a special lcpoit explaining the difficulties experienced in giving effect 
to the wishes of Government in this matter In then piesent lepoit the Board 
have furnished explanations m ugard to each Division, and they recommend 
foi general adoption the proposd of the Commissioner of liajshahi that a 
piogiamme should be made of tlie agricultuial and samtaiy improvements 
nccchsaiy m each distuct duimg a senes of yeais The Lieutenant-Governor 
accepts this veiy obvious and pioper lecommendation, and desnes that a 
piogrammc of works for each distuct may be prepared oveiy five yeais under 
the duections of tho Boaid The piogiauimos toi the hve years 1900 1901 
to 1004-1905 should be drawn up .aid settled dunng the coming cold weather 
lamping season The Boaid also point out that the end of the official year 
conns just at the time when wells should be sunk and tanks dug oi io excava¬ 
ted, and tliey suggest that sums allotted should lapse aftci the 30th June, 
instead of aftei the 31st Maicli, but considerations of accounts pieveut, the 
Lieutenant-Governor is infoiiiied, the acceptance of tins suggestion The 
grant of 1 pci cent on collections made over to tho Director of Public 
Instruction for educational pui poses in connection with Government estates 
amounted to Rs 57,980, but the amount actually speut was Rs 62,023, tho 
excess expenditure being paid by tho District Boards and fior.i other sources 
The \\ per cent grant on roads and communications amounted to Ks 56,188. 
In the Resolution of last yoat, it was observed that although separate accounts 
m lespoct of this giant aie not kept, theio should be no difficulty m ascertaining 
what loads m connection with Government estates aie maintained by the 
Distuct Board and what sums were spent upon them during any particular year, 
and the Board were accoidmgly desned to furnish further details in future In 
then present report the Board have furnished detailed information to the 
extent possible, but they do nor think that the District Boards should be 
lequucu to consider tho exact situation of khas malial estates in deciding 
what loads should be made or repaned, views, m which tho Lieutenant- 
Governor concurs The special allotment for agricultuial and sanitary improve 
merits, amounting to 3 per cent on collections, yielded Rs. 1,17,473, the 
expenditure amounting to Rs. 1,26,628 The subject of introducing new 
staples and improved agiicultural machinery will be dealt with ip the Resolu¬ 
tion on the report of tho Duector of Laud Records and Agriculture, Bengal. 

17. Inspection of accounts. —The usual inspections were made of the 
registers and accounts of the Government estates, but no material irregularities 
were brought to light The revised rules of management issued by the Board 
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in thoir Circular No 8 of January 1897 appear to have worked well, and 
to have been generally observed 

18 Condition of the raiyatg —The condition of the raiyats on the Govern¬ 
ment Estates improved with the geneinlly good irops ot tlie seasons subsequent 
to the famine. Local causes injuriously affected them m Midnapore, and the 
effects of the cyplone have not entirely disappeared from Chittagong 

19 Survey and settlements —The survey and settlement work in the 
Province generally has as usual been sep irately reviewed m detail for the 
year ending 80th September 1898 m Government Resolution No 1315, dated 
28th March 1899 

In Government and temporarily-settled estates 118 original settlements, 
4,162 resettlements, and 220 summary settlements were completed during the 
year, with a not increase of revenue, amounting to Rs 4,77,67b, due chiefly to 
the Onssa settlements 

In the usual forecast of increases of revenue expected from revision 
of settlements and other causes for the six years ending 1902-1903, a total 
increase of Rs 6,55,644 was anticipated in the demand of the year under 
review The causes of this difference are explained by tho Board, the principal 
reasons being— 

(a) in place of Rs 4,42,500, the estimated increase in the revenue of the 
temporarily settled estates in Onssa, a minimum increase m 
the levenue of about Rs 3,50,000 was obtained, and 
(bj in Chittagong tho revision of the rent-rolls yielded an increase of 
Rs. 17,519 loss than the forecast,

21. PartiUons -On the passing of Act V (B C ) of 1897, which came 
uto force on 8th December 1897, revised rules and instructions were issued for 
he guidance of officers employed on the partition of estates, in supersession 
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of those issuod under the old Act VIII (U C) of 1876 Paitition work is of 
very gioat importance m the thiee Divisions oi Patna, Bhagalpur and Dacca, 
and the statistics of the cases instituted and disposed ot theie are given 
below — 
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The number ot ctn-es instituted decreased m tin* Patna Division by 92, in 
Bhagalpur Division by 21, and in the Dacca Division by 106 The dis¬ 
posals showed also a tilling oft m eu<h of the time Divisions The large 
decieaso m the Patna Division is stated to be mainly duo to settlement 
proceedings, for w hen a distnet is undergoing suivey and settlement new 
batwaia cases are not taken up till the locoid-of-lights is completed In 
Alonghjr tin decicasc m dioposals is attnbuted to the fait that in pieieding 
yeais deliveiy of possession ot scpaiate estates undei stction 12 5 of Act VIII

the paititum by the Commissioner, while dui ing tho yoai under rcpoit, deliveiy 
of possession has, m accoidance with tho Board’s Cncular Oidtr No 5 of Feb 
mary 1898, been refused until aftei recovoiy m full of paitition lees and stamp 
duty No less than la7 applications were strut k off undu section 11 of the 
Act '1 he audit of tho Mough)i Batwaia accounts ay as completed dunng the 
jeer, and fiom the scrutiny ot this and soveral other distnet Bat warn 
accounts, the Board have concluded that general protessional audit is not 
nctessaiy 

The aveiage cost pci aoie of paititions completed dunng the year varied 
from Ks 2 1 10^ m Alald* to Re 0 2-2 m Bhagalpur, and explanations 
of tho vanatious noticed m the difteient distilets have been furnished The 
lowness of tho chaigt in Blugilpui was due to the partition work being mostly 
based on settlement pnpe.s The cost of a partition, and the time occupied m 
completing it, aie veiy much in the hands of the parties, stiU, m the absence 
oi any special icason, the Lieuteuant-Oovcmor cannot but rogaid tho piotrac- 
tion of pioccedmgs ovei twelve and hftocn yeais, as m Mongliyr and Sliahabad, 
as a sign of weak admimstiatiou It is piesumed that the Boaid inform 
themselves m rcgaid to cases of this sort, and issue oidcrs to ensuxo* their 
acceleration 

22 Land Acquisition —Dunng the year the Board confiimed tho

The most important railway piojects m progiess at the end of 
the year aie the Sultanpur-Bogra-Kaliganj and the Rajban-Faudpur extensions 
of the Eastern Bengal State Railway , extensions of the Bengal-JJuars Railway

24 Advances under the Land Improvement Loans Act —Out of a total 
amount of Rs 1,88 800 applied for by the Collcctois for advances under the 
Land Improvement Loans Act, XIX of 1883, the sum ot Rs 1, lf>,722 was 
allotted for distribution, of which Rs 35,268 was actually disbursed, ns against 
Rs 3,58,510 in the pioceding year l’ho maiked decrease is due to the large 
advances made duung the famine, and to the favourable ciops of tho year 

The progress made m the realization of outstanding advances is shown

Of the balances outstanding at the close of the year, the Patna and Chota 
Nagpur Divisions are responsible for Rs 1,18,351 (or 54 5 per cent) and 
Rs 65,828, respectively. It is desired that the recovery of these advances 
should be carefully enforced, dne regard being had to the outturn of the 
season’s crops. Their non-recovery not only involves actual loss to Govern 
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merit, but also fosters tho belief m the recipients that it is not the intention to 
recover such advances, a belief that would, in future emergencies, tend to 
modify tho libeiality of Government 

26 Jiilnlions bilwten land oi d and tenant —Tho Boaid, for reasons which 
tin y state, are of tho opinion that m Bengal tho relation of landlord and 
tenant is m a state of transition fiom the patiiaichal typo to that of stnot 
legal eontiact Tins state of transition is, m tin n belief, not "satisfactory to 
ntliei party This is true of all transitions, and the end, which the Legislature 
had plainly m thou view, rmM be patiently awaited The progress towards u 
may ho slow, but it was not to be desired that it should bo rapid Unless the 
new adjustment is gradual in its effect, tho relations, which the Board descube 
a* fairly sati^factoiy, would necessarily bo strained The Goveinment could 
desue no bettor veidut than that winch tho Bond have given Evasions and 
revolts theie must b<, as the change wmks on, and indeed will be, when the 
consummation is reached It is tor the District Oihceis to keep their eyes 
open, and steadily cheek these abeirations as tli^y occur And it is a pleasure 
to the Lieutenant-Governor to understand from the Board’s minute review that 
in this gieat and diversified ptovmte tho submission to the rent law is so 
geneial, and tho donations partial and lessening 

Among the cases mentioned by far the worst, mono sense, is that of certain 
shopkeopei ten mts m Nadia, who have pun based laud as a speculation and 
have bei n cvtoitmg excessive rents by a system of annual leases Tho Lieute- 
nant-Govoinm piesumcs this t> icfer only to tho tenants,-at-will on these 
propcitie^, but ho would be glad to have furthei details and to learn what tho 
Collet toi is doing t > stop this In the Kish^nganj portion of tho district 
of Pm at a, it is lepoited that many so-called dacoities are m reality concocted 
cases ansmg out of the coeraon of recalcitrant raiyats, and the tenants 
aro said to be recalcitiunt, because there are unsettled disputes among 
co paieenary landlords It tins be the case, the obvious remedy is a definition of 
their rights, and the Lieutenant Governor understands that the Collectors pro¬ 
posals to th it end aie now before the Board He is glad of the opportunity 
of commending this measure to Collectors as an extremely efficacious pacifica¬ 
tor in case** of agi«nan dispute In a case which he has lust seen m the Police 
I)( pirtment, a propei ty m tho Kajshahi district, which had been the scene of 
serious liofcs, is reported to lie now at peace And it is from this regard that it 
lias been ananged to survey and make a record of rights for the whole' 
distuct of Batkergunge 

27 The Bengal Tenancy Ad —The Bengal Tenancy Act is generally 
reported to have worked smoothly The Bengal Tenancy Amendment Act, 
I1I(B(J) of 1898, under which a new procedure has been prescribed for 
settlements, came into force on the 2nd November 1898, and Chapter VP of the 
Government Rules undor it has been revised and republished. In January 
18°9, the Act was introduced into the Jalpaiguu district almost entirely in the 
permanently-settled parts and, with certain reservations, m the Western Duars.

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The above table clearly emphasises the fact that many of the provisions 
of the Act are very slightly utilised. For various reasons, which time alone 
will dispel, landlords stall show reluctance to take the fees paid under sections 
12 to 17 of the Act

From the 1st January 1899—the datefiom which the Bengal Tenancy Act 
was extended to the Jalgaigun district—all rent suits and fresh applications for 
execution in that district were instituted in the Civil Courts, and tne number of 
cases shown m the above statement against this distuct for 1896-99 were for only 
nine months prior to the introduction of the Act. In Balasore, the decrease was 
chiefly m rent suits and execution cases owing to the settlement of disputes of 
* rent m the present settlement. In Ranchi a large number of suits for recovery 
of rents were instituted by the Mahaiaja of Chota Nagpur, who, like other land¬ 
lords, had lefrained from adopting stringent measures in the previous years 
owing to the scarcity, and there were also increased institutions of claims for rent 
in lieu of predial services under the Chota Nagpur Commutation Act, IV (B.C ) 
of 18.97. The increase in Manbhum is due to a smaller number of institutions 
.during the preoodmg year on account of scarcity. 

( 29. Miscellaneous .—During the year 809,865 cases of all kinds were insti¬ 
tuted and 130,092 cases were pending from the previous year The cases 
disposed of numbered 791,526. The corresponding figures for the previous 
year were 765j704 and 792,691. 

30 Training of Junior Civilians tit survey settlement work —Two training 
camps were opened in North Bihar—one m Saran on 12th December 1898, 
and ,the other in Darbhanga, about a month later, the course in each lasting for 
about two months. At these two camps eleven officers weie instructed in the 
elementary principles of survey and settlement work, including traverse and 
cadastral survey, khanapuri, attestation, and the disposal of boundary and 
internal disputes, under the direct supervision of the officers of the Survey and 
Settlement Departments. Advantage was also taken of settlements going on 
in Bankura, Backergunge, Bhagalpur and Cuttack to give some rudimentary 
training to five more officers 

32. General .-*The thanks of the Lieutenant-Governor are due to the 
Board for their'careful and efficient administration of the Land Revenue Depart¬ 
ment, and for their excellent report The paragraphs relating to the several 
District and subordinate officers mentioned as deserving of special commendation 
will be communicated to the Appointment Department.

2 In the opening Chapter of the Report the Commissioners have given an 

inteicsting account of the ulnof woiks carried out and the principal reforms 
effected duimg the ton years that have passed since Act II (B 0 ) «>t 1888 came 
into foice Rote)ring to the piogramme prepared by Sir Henry Ilairison of the 
wants of the newly added snbuiban area, they show that filtered watei has been 
extended thioughout .it a cost of 18 lakhs of lupees, that a compionensive 
scheme of undci ground dramane has been prepared and sanction* d, to cost 
26 lsklis, and is now in eouise of execution, that a dh biUnnia and an mcineiator 
have be* u constructed, that sonu thing has been done to fill up insaiuiai y tanks, 
to reform tho condition of the Muhammadan bunal grounds, and to improie 
the aiiangenients toi * onservancy, that-the unhltorcd watei supply has bfeen 
extended at a cost of 8 lakhs ot mpees, and that fivo line n* w loads have been 
opened out The effect of these improvements is leflected m tlio decreased

• The iceord i& a good one, and the Lieutenant-Governoi desires to accord 
all due credit to the Commissioners under whose management it has been 
achieved At the same time it would ho an easy, if ungiaeious, task to point 
out that there is another side to the shield It has often boen remaiked that 
the Conmns'-ioners are seen at then b u st m dealing with largo projects. Had 
they devoted to the everyday woik of the town,—to the collection of their 
revenues, to tho conduct of their conservancy, and to the onfoicement *6f their 
building regulations,—the same eneigy and mteiest that they liavo brought 
to heai on more showy hut not more important matters, their administration 
would have claimed a different verdict from the voice of public opinion 

3 Meetings and attendance of Commmiontrs —Ttiere were 30 general 
meetings of the Commissioneis, 13 > meetings of Standing Committees, 65 of 
Special Committees, and 32 of Sub Committees Seventeen Coinnussioneis—12 
elected and 5 nominated—attended more than 50 meetings during the year 
The peicoutage of attendance among the elected Commissioners, the Commis¬ 
sioners nonmmtod by Government, and the commercial representatives was 52, 
42, and 41, respectively 
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4 Proceedings of Commissioners. —The _ most important subjects which 
engaged the attention of the General Meetings were the Calcutta tramway 
question, tho necessity of opening out the congested districts of Calcutta, and 
the discussion of the provisions of the Calcutta Municipal Bill. As regards the 
negotiatibns wi'b the Calcutta Tramways Company, which have been under * 
consideration qpice January 1897, it u understood that since the close of the 
jear ’a satisfactory settlement has been arrived at Arrangements have been 
made for 4ho introduction of electric traction, and it may be hoped that with 
ns employment the sorvice will be greatly improved For years past it has 
been a standing reproach to the town 

The necessity of opening out the congested aieas of Calcutta, vital as it is 
to ttie health and sanitary administration of the town, presents a problem 
beyond the unaided resources of the Corporation They have submitted to 
Government a representation on the subject, and the method of dealing with 
the question is at present under consideration with the Government of India. 

The provisions of the Calcutta Municipal Bill, on which Government had 
dosned a report by 1st July 1898, were discussed by a Special Committee m 
44 meetings, and the final instalment of their Report was forwarded to Govern* 
moot on 13th April 1899. 

5 Finance .—The total actual income ^or the year, excluding transfer 
adjustments fiom capital funds, was Rs. 48,25,660 Tins is an increase of 
Rs 75,000 on last year’s income, but falls short of the estimated receipts by no 
less than Rs 3,39,000 The deficiency is remarkable, and the reasons for it 
aro not examined m the Report in such detail as the impoitanco of tho subject 
deserves, it is asonlted to a too optimistic system ot fiuming estimates, which 
has since been discontinued, and to the generally adverse influence of the 
plague epidemic The subject falls principally under the head of collections 
The largest deficiency is of Rs 1,27,000 m the geneial late 

The total expenditure for the year was Rs 4^,01,042 The Corporation 
lias thus kept within its income for the year, though tho margin is but a 
small ono 

Tho actual expenditure was Rs 63,000 abovo that of last year, but 
Rs 2,I3,00<> below the budget grant for the euirent year Tho lurgest 
decreases from the budget grants aio under Roid Depirtment expenditure 
(Rs 68,000), hospitals and vaccination (Rs 31,000), and road cleaning 
(Rs 32,000)—all objocts upon which it is unfortunate that it should not have 
boon found possible to spend the lull amount sanctioned On the other hand, 
Rs 48i,000 in excess of the budget estimate was expended on sewer cleaning and 
relaying. 

lifter taking into account the transfer adjustments between revenue and 
capital'iunds, the four revenue funds together show' anincomo of Rs 53,73,760, 
and an expendituie of'Rs 51,11,466, the closing balauco having risen to 
Rs 6,78,962 Of these adjustments, Rs 2,08/204 repiesents tho amount 
advanced for plague*expendituie and subsequently ictouped, and Rs 12,000 
the contribution'from capital funds to tho pay of the supervising establishment 
The remaining items are paper transactions between the vauous levenue funds. 

The various statements of account given in the ltepoit aio somowhat 
confusing, and lendoi it difficult to readily understand the financial position 
of the Corporation In future a simple balance sheet should bo given showing 
clearly the opening balanco, the receipts, expendituie, and closing balunco of 
the year ' This should be divided into two parts—one dealing with Revenue 
and the othei with Capital. 

6 Lo ms —The ycai opened with a total loan liability of Rs 2,67,72,379, 
of which Rs 40,46,479 loprosents tho balance of consolidated loans from 
Government .Of the lattoi, Rs. 2,95,444 weie lcpaid in the year under 
review 

Two new loans were floated during the year one of 30 lakhs for 19 years, 
required for drainage and other projects, and a spec ml one of 4 lakhs foi 
plaguo expenditure. An additional deposit of 1 lakh on account of the 4 pei 
coat, loan of *1897*98 was made during the }eai At the close of tire year 
the total loan liability was Rs 2,09,76,934 Against this there were m tho 
hflnds of tho Corporation reserve fund accumulations amounting to Rs. 24,51,520 
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The present charges on account of interest and payments to the sinking fund 
amount to Rs 17,86,449, the limit imposed by law being Rs 21,38,061, *.««, 
10 per cent on the total annual valuation of tho town. 

7 Assessment and Collection of Revenue .—The revaluation of houses, lands, 
and bustees resulted in an increase m 4,798 cases, amounting to Rs 8,07,078, 
and a decrease in 1,678 cases, amounting to Rs 2,80,935. The net morease per 
annum was therefore Rs 5,26,143, representing an increase in the consolidated 
rate of roughly 1 lakh. The assessed valuation ot the town on 31st March 
1899 was Rs 2,13,80,610

In order to show clearly both the total results and the separate working of 
each department, it is necessary to present the figures m this rather complicated 
form, taking into account the transfer from other departments to the Warrant 
Department of portions of tho current demand. It is a defect in the accounts 
presented m the deport that they do not show m a simple form the actual 
progress of the collections For administrative purposes it is doubtless 
necessary to keep the Warrant Department separate from that of tho Collector. 
But both are really a part of the machinery for collection of taxes, which 
for financial purposes must be treated as a whole. The Lieutenant Governor 
desires that in future reports a statement similar to the above may be given, 
and also that a statement may be given showing in a similar form the combined 
figures of the Collector’s and Warrant Departments for 10 years 

The proper collection of its revenue has always been one of the principal 
difficulties of the Corporation, and is one of those which it has least efficiently 
dealt with Hopes and anticipations of amendment have been frequently 
expressed, but have so far never attained to realization, and the outstanding 
balance of arrears has steadily continued to mount up until it has reaobed its 
present enormous proportions. To this rule the year under review has proved 
no exception. The gross colloctions are considerably shore of the current 
demand, and the outstanding balance shows consequently an appreciable 
increase. It is true that the circumstances of the year furnish some excuse 
for this, and that had the work of collections not been considerably impeded 
by the exodus that followed on the outbreak of plague, it might now have 
been possible to record an improvement on the previous state *of things. 
But there can be no doubt that tho accumulation of so large a balance as that 
at present outstanding has been due to no temporary ana fortuitous causes, 
but to the inefficiency of the collecting departments and to the mistaken 
leniency of the Commissioneis themselves. An instance of their reluctance 
to allow prompt measures to bo taken for the realization of their revenue is 
furnished by their continuous refusal to allow the Service of notices of 
demand by tho Collector m any but the final quarter of'the year. The 
necessity of doing so was, for the third time, brought to the notice of the Com* 
miasioners by Government in last year’s Resolution; but it was not until after 
the close of tbe year under review that it has been found possible to persuade 
them to adopt the suggestion as a tentative measure. Had it been adopted earlier, 
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it may safely be conjectured that the arrear balance would not now stand at its 
present figure. It is once more necessary to point out that undue leniency m 
the matter of collecting taxes is a mistaken kindness to the rate-payfir. It is not 
alleged that the rates are so crushing as to encroach on the margin of subsistence 
even of the poorest classes, add m cases where they may be found to be 
excessive, oibple remedies are provided temporarily by the very liberal 
remissions at present allowed, and permanently by the peuodical reassessments. 

’ It is obvious, on the other hand, that the accumulation of such large arrears 
as are at present outstanding is likely to afford tho subordinate collecting staff 
such facilities for fiaud and extortion as must ultimately prove a far heavier 
burden on the poorer rate-payers than a prompt insistence on the realisation 
of the just demands of the Municipality. The Lieutenant-Governor looks 
forward to an improvement in this respect under the arrangements which have 
at last been made The woiking of the now reorganized \Yairant Dcpaitment 
affoids grounds, when compared with the results of previous yeais, for a 
certain amount of satisfaction Its collections are largely in excess of thoso of 
the previous or any ( other yeai, and the closing outstanding balanco is not 
gfr< atiy larger than the opening balance. In other wouls, th% department has, 
with the aid of veiy large remissions, almost succeeded in keeping pace with 
the current year’s work

For the second year m succession these figures show a decided diminution, 
while the receipts from tho tax Qn trades and piofessions have been steadily 
declining for four years running. The explanation given amounts to a con¬ 
fession of weakness on tbe pait of the collecting agency. It appears that 
the ground lost during the exodus at the opeumg of the yeai had by the last 
fortnight been completely made up, but that tho n<<e m tho number of plague 
cases at the very end of the year made people “ unwilling to part with their 
ready* money Jot the payment of taxes.”* Such unwillingness, however, is 
peculiar neither to Calcutta nor to a period of plague, and the tiuth appears 
to be that tho deparftnent is too ready to regard a difficulty not as a thing to 
be faoed, but as an excuse to be put forward for dcficiont results. 

The attention of Government was drawn by tho figures given in last 
year’s report to the extraordinary number of police court prosecutions instituted 
by this department, and to the nature of the results obtained in them 

It was remarked that these results pointed to inexcusable dilatonness 
and laxity m the management of tho department, and the Lieutenant-Governor 
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expressed his opinion that the police courts wero not an appropriate agency for 
the collection of municipal dues Tbe same facta are, however, still more pro* 
mmoat m the present yeai. The number of prosecutions disposed of under 
section 90, which in 1896 97 was 8,761 and m 1897-98 14,139, has risen 
in tbe year under review to 17,991. Of these, no Iobs than 10,037 were 
struck off oi withdrawn without payment of fees, 6,619 Were withdrawn 
on payment of the fees, and only 1,187 resulted m the infliction of a fine 
The total number of persons prosecuted was 12,686 out of 95,029 assessees, or' 
more than 50 per cent of the whole. Nothing could be less satisfactory than 
these results or the explanation given of them 

It appears to have been the regular practice of tbe License Department 
to institute prosecutions at random and in immense numbers without "first 
ascertaining even the whereabouts of the defaulters. Consequently processes 
are not served, and a large number of cases are struck off 

The Lieutenant Governor is prepared to make full allowance for the 
undoubted difficulty occasioned by the plague scare m the first quarter of the 
year, and he recognizes that some attempt nas been made to avoid concentrating 
all tho cases into I single month, the number filed m June 1899 being 10,906, 
against 14,416 in June 1898 and 10,148 m June 1897 But it is beyond 
doubt that the License Department has fallen into the habit of expecting the 
Police Courts to do its work for it, and this grave evil must be finally stopped. 
Under tho provisions of the new law lately passed by the Bengal Council the 
ordinaiy procedure for the recovery of these dues will be by notice of demand, 
followed when necesssaiybydistiamt and sale, as in the case of the consolidated 
rate The assessce may still elect to be prosecuted, if he prefers, but as in 
that caso he is required to first deposit the amount due from him, it is unlikely 
that more than a very few prosecutions will result from the exercise of this 
option The Chairman retains the power to prosecuto if he tbmkB fit, but 
it is intended that this power shall be most sparingly exercised, if at all Tho 
License Depaitment will thus bo relieved of tbe work of conducting prosecu¬ 
tions m court and of attending the service of summonses, and jvill be free to 
attenJ to its pioper work of making assessments, serving notices of demand, 
and collecting its duos. The duty of directing distraints will devolve upon the 
Warrant Department, and the attention of the Chairman is invited to the 
necessity ot making early arrangements to enable it to cope with these neW 
duties promptly and effectively 

9 Maiket , Lighting, and Printing —The collections of the Municipal Mar¬ 

ket for the year were Ks 1,28,540 against Rs 1,32,117 in the pievions year. 

At the end of April 1898, a largo number of dead rats were discovered m 
the market, which on examination weie found to be plague-stncken A,*general 
exodus of vendors took place at once, and though some returned m the following 
month, there was a second exodus in June, which prevented the market bemg 
fully tenanted ilntil the end of July Under these circumstances, the falling off 
in revenue is small. There was a great decrease of expenditure under Repairs, 
on which large sums were spent after the earthquake m 1897-98; and also m 
cartage , and consequently the net profit derived by the Corporation, including 
the charges on account of loans, was Rs. 13,665 against Rs. 16,281 in the 
previous year 

The usual amount of progress was made m improving the lighting of the 
town, the expenditure under this head being Rs. 4,20,783 against fle» 4,15,448 
m the preceding year In the Printing Department there was a largely- 
increased outturn m connection with plague work, the financial result being a 
nominal piofit of Rs 9,048 against an aveiage of Rs. 3,025 during the three 
preceding years This is, however; merely a paper transaction, aud does not 
represent actual gain, but only the saving effected by doing the Work depart* 
mentally instead of through outside presses * 

10. Litigation —Eighty-nine fresh civil suits were instituted for recovery 
of dues duung the year against 36 in the preceding year. Decrees were 
obtained in 71 of these, 4 were compromised and wiihurawn,. and 14 were 
pending at the close of the year The Warrant Department continues <tp be 
unsuccessful m executing decrees. This was commented on by Goverpment 
ast year, and the somewhat superfluous explanation is now given that great 
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difficulty was.experienced in the work. It is hoped that the energetic stepa 
which are now reported as being taken will be productive of result 

Four civil suits were instituted against the Corporation during the year 
In two of these the Corporation was successful, and two were left undecided 

Enquiries Were made as to the possibility of recovering a sum of Es 11,811 
of which the Corporation had been defrauded by the action of an employee at 
the Municipal Workshop at Entally The amount, however, was ascertained to 
be irreooVerable. 

The total number of criminal prosecutions instituted by the Corporation 
was 37,544 against 30,798 in the previous year. Of the various departments 
concerned with these prosecutions, the work of the License Department has 
already been commented on. Of the remainder, the Conservancy Department 
instituted 9,044 cases against 6,461 last year, while the Food Inspection 
Department instituted only 145 against 293 The latter fact is, as the 
Chairman remarks, one to be regretted, and the residents of Calcutta not 
unnatmally continue to complain of the immunity with which unwholesome 
and adulterated food is sold 


In spite of the fact that 37,544 oases were instituted, the amount of fines 
realized was only Es, 35,202, whereas m 1896-97 Es 43,13d were realized in 
25,778 cases The reason of this is partially explamed by tho remarks already 
made on the working of the License Department. It ib further stated in the 
report that the fines imposed by the Honorary Magistrates were inadequate and 
ineffective as to their deterrent effect. This seems to have been conspicuously 
the case in prosecutions under sections 240 to 242, tor building houses without 
submitting plans, the average fine imposed in these cases being Bs. 3-13 9. 
The Chairman adds that this remark has been made year after year in the 
Annual Eeports, and that it is a matter of concern as well as of regret that it 
has to be repeated again this year. The Commissioners have consistently 
declined to apply to Government for the appointment of a special Magistrate 
under section 422 of the Act for the trial of municipal cases Under the new 
law, this power vests in the Government, and it will be considered whether 
an early opportunity should not be taken to exercise it. 

11. Town and Buetee tmprovme nfc.-’-The total expenditure under this head 
was Es 99,626 against Es 57,340 in the previous year Of this sum, Es 77,681 
*was absorbed by town improvements, and Es 13,058 was spent on tho acquisi¬ 
tion of land foi bustee roads No mention is made of the work done m 


constructing bathing-platforms and filling up insanitary tanks dui mg the past 
year. The latter question has been noted by the Chairman in his general 
review of the work of the last 10 years as one which the Corporation have 
foumUt impossible to deal with adequately in the suburban area. 

1*2. Engineer's Department .—In the matter of water-supply there is nothing 
to reoord but the ordinary progress of the existing system. The mileage of 
pipes for filtered wpter was slightly extended and now amounts to ‘tl5 05 miles 
The average daily consumption of filtered water was 20,684,393 gallons against 
20,638,212 in the previous year, and the estimated daily consumption per head 
was 34 01 gallons in the town proper and 19 86 m the added area. 1 he gross 


cost per 1,000 gallons was 2 66 annas 

The daily supply of unfiltered water decreased from 5,461,823 to 4,778,899 
gallons, the consumption per head on a population of 436,393 being 10 95 
gallohs . 

As regards drainage, the extensive improvements in the sewage and storm 
water outfalls of the town and suburbs and the provision of a system of sewors 
for the suburbs are at present in hand under contract, and are not dealt with 
in this Eeport The work of the Engineer’s Department m this respeot was 
confined to keeping in repan and reconstructing the existing 200 miles of 
puolic sewers. Thwae hundred and twenty promises were connected with the 
publio sewors during the year, raising the total number to 30,168. 

13. Health of the Town —Unfortunately the vital statistics for the year have 
been considerably complicated by the large exodus to which reference has so 
frequently been made in this review. The calculations are based on the census 
figures of 1891, but what the actual resident population was can only be 
guessed at It is, however, stated that the year was a healthy one, and, 
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except for plaguo, it was not marked by the outbreak of any epidemic. The 
bnth into was exceptionally low, being only 13 9 poi 1,000 against a previous 
quinquennial average of 17 92 The birth rate m Calcutta is always far lower 
than m tho mufassal, owing to the small pioportmn of females ana the custom 
among women of returning to their native placo m order to givo birth to a child. 
Tho lattor tendency wis of course groatly stiengthened by the fear of plague. 

Tho death-rate was 29 8, the aveiage of the previous five years being 
31 80 and the provincial butli late for the year being 26 67 The mortality 
in the canal and subuiban area shows a remaikablc decrease from 44 7 in the 
previous yeai to 33 5 in tho current one The unhealthy condition of the canal 
area is a mattei that calls for serious attention, and the Lieutenant-Governor 
would be glad to receive a special report showing what has boon done and 
what it is proposed to do in the future to apply a remedy The figures of 
infant mortality—always lamentably high in Calcutta—present some curious 
features Among infants undci 1 yoar of ago the death-rate was 368 5 per 
mille, winch is ieiy fai below that of the five yoais’ average (437 5), though 
neatly double the provincial late for the current year (192 35) But among 
Muhammadans it stinds at the euoimous figuie of 634*5, while among 
Chi is turns it is as low as 217 7 Tho Health Officer is unable to suggest any 
diffeience m the conditions of life of these two classes which will sufficiently 
explain the extraoidmary excess of moitality among Muhalnmadans 

The moitality fiom foveis was 6,060 as compared with the average of the 
pievious decade of 8,126 The Health Officer regaids this decrease with 
satisfaction, as tondmg to allay the fears which had been felt that the high 
mortality of recent years fiom this cause has been due not to a cyclical wave 
of incicased intensity, but to detenoiation of the site of the town itself. In 
his next sentence, howevci, he qualifies the expression of satisfaction by stating 
that aftei tlie appeal an ce of plague many people legistored deaths under other 
causes which would in other years have been registeiod undoi fevers It will, 
therefore, be uocessaty to await a return to normal conditions in order to form 
a definite opinion on the subject As the result of experiments which have 
lecently been made on the theory of causation of malaiial fevers by mosquitoes, 
the Health Oflicei suggests that an endeavour should be made to exteimmato 
them in their bi ceding giounds He, however, expresses himself with caution 
as to the piobable lesults The moitality from cholera was 665 only, against 
an average of 2,181 for tho pievious nine years, and theie was an equally 
satisfactoiy absent e of small-pox, the deaths fiom this cause numbering 
only 85 

Vaccination was greatly hindered by the violent opposition to preventive 
inoculation against plague, which led to some of the vaccinators being gidbbed 
and assaulted as moculatois, and made it necessary to practically suspend 
work foi neaily three months In consequence, the number of peisons vacci¬ 
nated fell iiom 21,620 to li,‘225, of which 11,569 were primary and 1,686 
revaccmations Of opeiations in which the results were ascertained, the 
propoition of successful cases was 99 07 per cent m primary cases and 23*68 
m revaccmations 3,198 infants undei 1 year old weio vaccinated, giving a 
ratio of 33 53 per cent on the birth-rate for the yeai. A schome for the re¬ 
organization of tho Vaccination Department was drawn up by the Health 
Officer with a view to remedying the defects in the existing system, and has 
teceived sanction since the close of the year 

14 During the year the Conservancy Depaitment was transferred from 
the charge of the Health Officer to that of tho Engineer The change, however, 
was not found to work satisfactorily, and was cancelled after two months. 

In conservancy a reform has been introduced, which it is hoped may prove 
effectual Instead of the admimstiativo unit being the waid, with a host 
of petty and irresponsible subordinates to each, it is no v the block, or sub¬ 
division of a ward, m charge of a single lesponsible sarkar The Health Officer, 
while expressing an opinion that the system is thoroughly sound m principle, 
notes that its weak point is its dependence on the sarkars, who, as at present 
appointed, “have very little aptitude for their work, and appear to associate 
then interests rather with those of the coolies than with thoso of the authorities ” 
This admission is not very creditable to the supervision exercised by the 
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officers of the Health Department, and the Lieutenant-Governor hopes that the 
latter will realize that tho success or failure of this all-important branoh of 
municipal administration must depend on tho amount of energy and attention 
devoted by themselves to supervising their subordinates If proper attention 
is given by them, the new scheme can hardly fail to effect a much-needed 
improvement, nf it does not do so, it will at least bo obvious m future with 
whom the responsibility for its failure must rest Proposals were submitted by 
tho Health Officer for still further and more radical reforms in tho establishment 
These, however, did not receive the sanction of the Corporation 

Anothor important improvement has been the introduction of an afternoon, 
m addition to a morning, conservancy scrvico This is much appreciated by 
the*pubho It should be noted that tho new scheme has as yet hardly had 
time to get into working older, and that its operations have been hampered 
by scarcity of labour during the past year 

It is hoped that in tho future the greatest vigilance will be exercised m 
keeping this most important htanch of admmistiation up to a proper level of 
efficiency, and that the state of the public stieets m Calcutta will no longer 
givo roason for the severe, hut well-merited comments which have boon so 
constantly made upon it m the past 

15 During the yoai there were two outbreaks of plaguo in Calcutta, tho 
first, which was lestricted in incidence, in April, and the second, which was 
most extended and persistent, m the middle of tho cold weather of 1898-99 
By ordeis issued under the Epidemic Diseases Act of 1897, measures for the 
prevention and oxtupatnm of plague in Calcutta arc entrusted to tho Chairman 
alono, assisted by a special statf, and are not subject to the control of the 
Commissioners. The matt ei is thcicfore not dtalt with in the present Report 
and falls outside the scope of this review It would bo out of placo on the 

S resent occasion to discuss the policy which has actuated the Government m 
ealing with plague in Calcutta, tho measures which were from time to tirno 
adopted, or the success oi failure which attended thorn This will be done 
when tho history of plague in Bengal comes under review For the present 
the Lieutenant-Governor desires to avail himself of the oppoitumty of publicly 
expressing Ins acknowledgments to those whose efforts have contributed to 
kooping the epidemic within narrow bounds Amongst officials are the 
•successive Chan men, Mr Greei and Mr Bright, Majoi Evans, the Chief Plague 
Officer, and Di Hossack, one of his Assistants The character of their 
duties demanded a constant patience and kindly tempei, and this difficult but 
essential combination of qualities all foui possessed and showed. Many of the 
Municipal Commissioners gave excellent help on tho Vigilance Committees, 
whicSi (formed the lust of the plague measures m Calcutta Amongst private 
gentlemen, two were eminent—Babu Han Ram Goenka and Dr Rai Koylash 
Chandra Bose Bahadui. The former, a Municipal Commissioner and an active 
member of tho Vigilance Committee of his Waid, not merely subscribed large 
sums towards tho establishment of an admirable hospital foi his fellow-caste 
men,* but by his activity and influence conti lbuted largely to secuie the co¬ 
operation of tho public with the efforts of the authonties 1 he la^tei rendered 
invaluable service in bnnging to light the piogicss of tho disease, and by 
his sympathy and tact in winning over the ignoi int to acquiesce m tho measures 
necessary for its suppression.

1'he Annual General Administration Report of the Bhagalpur Division for the 
year 1898-99 

*, Us. O'Donnell held charge of the Division for eight months of the Veer 
and Mr] Oarstairs for the remainder of the period The report was submitted 
by Mr. Williams, the present Commissioner. In Monghyr, Mr. Marriott held 
charge for seven months after a previous tenure of the Colloctorship for two 
years. During the remaining five months of the year there were changes which 
could not be avoided. Elsewhere the change of Collectors was unimportant. 

2. The tours of the Commissioners extended over 81 days only, but 
included the inspection of all district and subdivisional head-quarters, except 
PakauT and Begusarai. The Magistrates of Monghyr and fihagalpur spent 85 
and 83 days, respectively, on tour, and, as a contrast, the Magistrates of Malda 
were out for 140 days. The Lieutenant-Governor agrees with the criticisms 
of the Commissioner on the tours in Malda and Bhagalpur, and m the latter 
district more attention might with profit have been bestowed on the inspection 
of the various wards' estates. The -Collector of Bhagalpur apparently failed 
to inspect his office and that of the Snpaul subdivision during the year. As 
bis tour was unduly short, the explanation for his omission that he had 
much woik m March is scarcely satisfactory. 

3. Weather and crepe Maternal condition of the people Public Health — 
The rainfall was considerably above the average in all districts, save the 
.Sonthal Parganas, where it was rather below the normal. The divisional 
estimate of the bhadoi crops was 93, and of winter nee 96, compared with 100 

* as the normal standard. There is, however, little doubt that the estimate ib 
too low. For instanoe, the Collector of Malda, who states that “on the 
whole the past year, from an agricultural point of view, has been a good 
one," has reported 98 and 94 as the outturn of the bhadoi and winter nee, 
respectively. The present system of notation appears to be still misnnder- 
stood/based as it is on the subjective standard that a normal crop is one which 
the cultivator has a right to expect, and not the objective one of the average 
crop of the longest sequence of years for which statistics are forthcoming. 
Hence arises the contradiction in terms in the statoment that the crops for the 
Division wore excellent and averaged 93 and 96, respectively, * were below 
tihe normal. Consequent on the good crops prices of food fell much below the 
level of the two previous years, which were, however, exceptionally high. The 
poore&rTgleases "Accordingly enjoyed a fair share of prosperity. Work was 
a hms |Uad wages tended to rise. The year was on the whole a healthy 
ple^J^/|rtiK;E»er of registered deaths falling in all districts, except Purhea. 
The olosSSaein the Sonthal Parganas was almost 50 per cent., and, thoug h due 
no doubt' m. phrt to the defects of registration, it probably corresponded with 
areal and considerable decrease in’the number of deaths. 

4. Mamtfacturee: Mm» * $?«»«'<>#.*•— The area under poppy again slightly 

decreased, though the produce was better, amounting to 2,470 maunds. Indigo 
underwent yfet another season of moderate produce and poor prices. There 
Wasia marked falling off m the Monghyr gun trade. Tho silk industry appears 
to frfgammg around: for though the ^produce of the two European factories 
fell Ju quantity from 47,000 to 37,Qj*0 and in value from Rs.'3,08,000 to 
Re. 2,73,000* yet the produce native filatures whs valued at 

Rs, 10,00,000, or one lakh more than Jest year, and the value of 'piece-goods 
made rose from Rs. 30,000 to Rs. 40,0f0 The output of mica and coal 

e 

* 
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was greatly reduced. The volume df ‘both imports and exports fell con¬ 
siderably in the year, mainly on account of the decrease in thegfhio trade, 
due to good crops. Tlie most notable ohanges were the falling in the 
oxport of jute, due to the bad prices of the previous year, which lessened the 
area of land sown with that crop, the inorease in the export of wheat arising 
fiom the improvement m the outturn, and the increased use of European 
cottons at the expense of Indian. The imports from Nepal increased 8 per 
cent, and expoits were slightly less. 

5 Civil Jus tic" —It appears from the statements appended to the report 
that during tho yoai 50, ft 19 cases were disposed of and 7,657 remained pending 
at the end The corresponding figures for last year wore 44,451 and 9,765. The 
increase in tho number of cases has not been explained The percentage 
of witnesses detained moie than two days was less than m the last year The 
number of pending cases in the Courts of District and Subordinate Judges 
increased fiom 270 to 575 

6 Ci me Criminal Justice Police .—The number of cognisable cases, which 
was 10,076 in 1896 and 27,669 m 1897, fell to 18,501, whilo that of non- 
cognisable ones inoioased Both results agreo with tho expenenoo of other 
Divisions, and may properly be ascubed to the material improvement of the 
yoar. Dacoities are icported to havo increased in Purnea from 16 to 30, m 
spite oi tho vigilance of the District Magistrate, but the genuineness of their 
character is icported to be open to question. Special measures are being taken 
to cope with this outbreak Riots of a senous character woro somewhat 
numeious m Monghyi and Bhagalpur, and the efforts of the police to detect and 
punish tho guilty partios have been unfavourably criticised Cases declared to 
bo false decreased m number but it does not appear from the report in how 
many convictions under section 211, Indian Penal Code, followed. Less use 
than in the pievious year was made of section 250, Criminal Procedure Code 

Stipendiary Magistrates disposed of 11,336 criminal cases, whilst Honor¬ 
ary Magistrates disposed of 3,795 The percentage of convictions was much 
the same m each case, but the detention of witnesses was greater pioportion- 
atelv in the Courts of the latter Tho results of appeals from the judgments 
of the Honorary Magistiates were less favourable to the convicts than in the 
previous year Their attendance was fairly regular, and, on the whole, the 
quality oi their woik appears to have improved. The number of cases in which- 
more than six remands were grantod fell from 191 to 162 The Commissioner 
blames tho Magistrates and, if he has seen the records, doubtless with justice, 
but a fiequent cause of romands is the failure to prove previous convictions, 
and if these happen to have been m a Court in some other district or province, 
the blame cannot be faiily assigned to tho trying Magistrate 

The balanco of fines outstanding remained much the same as last year, 
though the amount romitted increased by Rs 1,000, and the action of the 
Commissionei in drawing the special attention of Magistrates to this matter is 
approved by Government 

The remarks of the District Magistrates on the conduct of the .police are 
once more scarcely eulogistic, and the work in Monghyr has not shown atoV 
decided improvement. The figures showing the progress made in the substi¬ 
tution of “Act VI” ehaukidars fbr “Regulation” ones are lnujerftot} but 
much appears to have been done in Monghyr, and the attention 
sioner has been given to the improvement of their condition lw^ 3 $iive 
number of fines m some of the districts poults to gieat laxity of discipline. ‘ 

7. Land Revenue and Cesses.—The current demand increased by Rs. 15,756, 
and with Rs 66,014 outstanding from the previous year, the total demand 
aggregated Rs 34,81,975 The total collections were fts. 84,0p,873, 
leaving a balance of Rs 81,102, of which Rs. 14,679 were remitted and 
Rs 66,423 were duo at the end of the year. The most serious failure m 
class I of the estates was m Malda, and tho explanation that certificates are 
now about to be filed foi arrears which arose in 1896-97 and 1807-98 is 
scarcely satisfactory. Tho collections in olass II were poor in Bhagalpur, 
about which, it is said, a special report hoB bdefi submitted to the 
Board The collections ih olass III were very poor, both for current and 
arrears, in Monghyr, a result ascribed in part to the floods of September 1898. 
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The arrear collections m BhagsljMir J/W& only 36 per cent, of»the arrear 
demand,' afdi this, t6o, is partly eXjuatoKt by the same floods. The Malda 
collects#,' both current ana arrear, were bad, and the reason assigned is not 
satisfactory. The rovenue work done m Purnea was very good, as was that m 
the Sonthal Parganas. 

.The sale law 'was administered with great moderation, and the Monghyr 
tauzi office alone was unable to oarry out, the orders of Government that the 
sale day* for the arrears of each kist should precede the next successive lost. 
Deficiencies of staff (which has recently been increased), and not of industry, 
have been advanced as the explanation. 

. The number of certificates for disposal decreased consideiably in Monghyr 
‘and Malda, and increased in Bhagalpur and Purnea The total for the four 
districts was 16,288 as compared with 17,272 last year The number pending 
at the close of the year increased fiom 4,048 to 4,824 The work in 
Bhagalpui was not satisfactory, for out of 8,159 cases 1,020 had not been 
disposed of when tho year closed, though it is said in explanation that many of 
these were instituted at the end of the year Defaults in the payment of 
road cess were particularly numerous in Monghyr and Bhagalpur, the out* 
standing arrears lu the former district being 25 pei cent of the current demand. 
It is dear that the deterrent side of the Public Demands Act needs emphasising 
in those districts The total demand for road and public works cesses was 
Rs 10,27,618 and collections Rs 8,85,193. The balance represents 13 8 per 
cent, of the gross demand 

The amount of land revenue and cesses paid by money-order remained 
constant. Tho District Officers complain about the obscuiity and unsuita¬ 
bility of the present form—a matter which tho Commissioner, if he has not 
already so done, should, if he agrees with the Collectors, report upon separately. 
The amount of money oiders issued for the payment of rent shows some 
decrease. The progress of recovering the loans advanced as takavi appears to 
be satisfactory. As was requested in lastyear’s Resolution, a full statement is 
given of the use made of tho allotment in Government estates for improvements 
A quarter of the grant was not utilised, but the leasons advanced are sufficient. 

8. Wards ’ and Attached Estates —The administration of the wards’ estates 
in the Sonthal Parganas was very satisfactory during the year, and in the 
t Khagra estate in Pumea collections were good The condition of those m 
Bhagalpur was, however, far from desirable, and the mismanagement of 
Lagtna has been Buch as to attract the particular attention of Government, 
whijahljhas called for a special report on the mattei It is highly desirable that 
theM^Qector of Bhagalpur should devote a considerable portion of his tour to 
tbe.ifcsjppction of thb villages in the wards’ estates 

‘ % Excise Stamps ' Income-tax .—rThe excise revenue increased from 
B*i. 14,$8)000 to Rs. 15,56,000, owing to the improvement in the condition of 
the people, and the incidence per head u now 2 annas 10 pies. 

In the case of stamps the decrease in revenue of 2 3 per cent, which occurred 
in 1897.98 has been followed by a further decrease of 3*8 per cent, in the 
presd&t jfear. * The falling oft was mainly under the head of non-judioial 
steftraSjf aid it is ascribed to the reduction in the number of transfers of landed 
pro$te£$y^snd of mortgages* The Civil Courts and tho Collector alike attached 
a yftga&Jifhaller number of improperly-stamped documents than in the preceding 
yeyurjjpl the number of criminal cases instituted also foil off. 

Thb fluctuations in income-tax weira of no importance 

* 10. 1 Railways and Public Works .—Great progress was made in the railway 
extensions in Monghyr. Nothing of importance seems to have been done in 
the construction of original works by the Distuct Boards. The Deputy 
Commissioner of the Sonthal Parganas complains with much emphasis that 
while his district requires opening up, be has no monoy with which to do it— 
a i enmrk which u not understood, as it would appear from the Accountant- 
General’s report on Local Funds for 18^8-99 that the balance of the fund m 
this district at the' flfyee of the year was so heavy as to warrant the fact being 
taken into aocouot when fixing tne grant f^r the current year, 

11. Education .—The number of boys of a school-going age, according to 
the usual calculation aud exclusive of the Sonthal Parganas, was 507,802,

nnd the number actually attending Behoof was 77,208, or 15*2 per cent, ol the 
total number. The proportion was lowest in Purnea and highest in Malda. 
Last year the number of boys was 77,100. Allowing for the natural increase 
of population, it is clear that so far from the ground whtoh vtoslbstin the 
famine being recovered, deterioration is continuing. Female education is still 
more rapidly losing ground for last year 4,528 girls were attending school, and 
this year there were only 3,895. The results m the Sonthal Farganns are, 
however, lather more favourable as regards both boys and girls The number 
of Muhammadan pupils decreased both absolutely and relatively. Turning to 
the various divisions of institutions, Koran schools and the higher Persian and 
Arabic schools increased in number and had a larger attendance of pupils, 
and elomontary vernaculai schools also increased, but the publio schools, both 
English and vernacular, made no progress. From the materials at hand, it 
oannot be said that in this Division the tendency so noticeable elsewhere for 
the English schools to gam at the expense of the vernacular, is operating 
rather there appears to be a general stagnation m educational matters. 

12 Hoepitals and Dispensaries —The number of both in patients and out¬ 
patients decreased, and the income of the various institutions was muoh less than 
in the previous year Private subscriptions increased by Rs 2,000, but the 
municipalities contubuted Rs 4,000 and the District Boards Rs. 3,000 less. 
No explanation has been offered m the Commissioner’s report for this, though 
it appears from the appendix that the most econonlical municipality was 
Monghyr, which was compelled to considerably reduce its grant for female 
education also Purnea remains, as last year, undeniably conspicuous by the 
possession of four dispensaries only It is a most unhealthy district, where 
they should be very numerous, but pnvato liberality, if it flows at all, seeks other 
channels. It is understood, however, that the District Magistrate has now 
prepared a scheme for increasing the number of dispensaries, and it is to be 
hoped that his efforts will meet with success. In the Sonthal Parganas Raja 
Sites Chandia Pande provided a dispensary at Pakaur, which is likely to be 
of great utility The Lieutenant-Governor agrees with the Commissioner 
that, with the exception of the Sonthal Pargana«, the districts are deficient 
in these institutions, and that the local bodies are not doing as much to 
remove the deficiency as may be reasonably expected of them. 

13 local Self-Government Institutions —The municipalities appear fo have 
worked fairly well, save m the case of Bhagalpur, in whioh, however, th&nfefe to 
the oflorts of Mr. Ritchie, the Chairman, some improvement in collections has 
resulted Some of them are very tiny, the total expenditure of Old Malda 
being about Rs 300 a month, with which, it mast be conceded, little .fpXi be 
done. The Chairman of Colgong and the Vice-Chairmen of Mongliyr' and 
Purnea are reported to have done good work 

The District Board of Mongbyr accumulated a large surplus, partly 
through the inactivity of its late District Engineer, ana Malaa, spending 
Rs. 83,000, left off with a balance of Rs 23,000 As has beon noticed in other 
Divisions, the state of the Local Boards leaves muoh to be desired. 

14 Conduct of gamndars .—There is little to note on ibis subject. The 
mahks of Bhagalpur are reported to have behaved well* and the Maharaja 
Bahadur of Sonbarsa, Rai Gaupat Singh Bahadur and Baba Narpat Singh of 
Harawat, and Mahashay Tarak Nath Ghosh are eulogised for their btib>t^«Mice 
and public spirit. Some of the zammdars of Monghyr are repuj ffifcji pfr be 
endeavouring to raise rents in anticipation of the record-of-nghts. • > esmbwhere 
there is little that oalls for comment, though the alleged connection between 
dacoity and the collection of rents in Purnea is occupying the attention of 
Government. 

15 The Lieutenant-Governor’s thanks are due to Mr. Q’Donnell and 
Mr Carstairs for their administration of the Division during the year. Extracts 
from the report are herewith published for general information."

22 The aierage total rainfall of tho dihtnct was 54 41 inches, against 

51*74 and 41 80 in the two preceding years. The 
Mong yr rainfall was fanly distributed throughout the 

district. As a natural consequence, the outtui n of almost all the crops dunng 
the year was abundant and much beyond that of the piecedmg year. The 
ihadbi crop would have given a larger outturn had not damage been done on 
low lands by the floods of the Ganges. The poppy crop promised well m the 
beginning, but latterly it was partially damaged by hailstorms and west wind. 

23 The rainfall of this district last)ear was much above the average, 

. ' • , being 60*61 inches against 49 78 and 39 53 in the 

Bh&galpnr two preceding } ears There was a great local 

distribution of ram, it varied from 72 80 molios at Bhagalpur to 52 24 inches at 
Supaul. The September fall was abnormally heavy, being 22 27 inches, or more 
than a third of the total for the whole year Tins unequal distribution, though 
to A certain extent it affeoted the winter paddy, did much good to the rubi crops, 
whioh all round yielded an outturn above,the aveiage The total yield of the 
district of all the crops is said to be more than tho local requirements and left 
a large surplus for export. 

, 24. The rainfall of this district was 72 37 inches against 72 59 and 52 93 
• of the two preceding years The highest rainfall 

rurnc * . was 82 44 at Kislianganj and the lowest 66 34 m 

Purpea The distribution was not quite satisfactory. In April it was slightly 
deficient, in May* and June fair, m July and August the fall was excessive, 
September had an abnormal fall, but in October there was leas ram than usual, 
while fwrift November to Maroh there was little or no ram, the result boiug that 
food-crops were not so good as in 1897-98. Stocks, however, remained fiom tiie 
piecedmg year, aud the people m general felt no want. 
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Tho outturn of bhadoi paddy was not favourable owing to the rainfall, 
while the orop was on the ground, being short The winter paddy was also 
much affected owing to the unseasonable rainfall, the average outturn being 
78 per cent against 98 poi cent, in the preceding jear. A few timely 
showerB, however, favoured the growth of the rah crops Potatoes, whioh are 
extensively cultivated m this district, did not succeed this year.* The sugar¬ 
cane did well, the average outturn being 98 pei cent. Of the non-fopd-crops 
in the district, the mo-it important me jute and indigo The former was to a 
great extent replaced by bhadoi paddy, owing to the bad price fetched by jute 
m the previous year For the latter the weather was very seasonable there 
being no floods, all tho crops sown on diara lands could be gathered, and the 
result was a noixnal outturn over a much larger area than usual. 

25. The lamfall of the district of Malda was 57 07 inches against 54 17 
^ and 44 81 of tho two preceding years. The average 

1 is taken from the four rainfall-iecordmg stations 

of the district. The rainfall was seasonable as well as abundant and well 
distubuted throughout the j ear, the result being a good outturn of crops to 
the great relief of tho poor The bhadoi paddy was iully up to the average, 
being cent per cent, while the winter rice, the principal orop of the distnct, 
was Tittle below the average, 94 per cent Added to this the wheat ciop, the 
next in mipoitance as food-supply to the rice crop, has been a bumper one, 
being 112 per cent Indian-coin pioduced a full crop. Thero was a heavy 
shower of ram in October, which was beneficial to the 4 cold weather crops 
The rah pulses also yielded an average crop. The outturn of mangoes, 
an important ciop of the diBtuct, was excellent, supenor to any that had 
been seen for many yeais past The outturn of jute and indigo was fair and 
the giowth of mulberry plants as good as usual “ On the whole, n the 
Collector writes, “ the past year from an agncultuial point, of view has 
been a good one ” 


26 The aveiage rainfall of tho distnct was 57 02 inches against 54*52 

and 46 53 in the two preceding years There was 
Sonthai Parganas copious mm m the critical time of September and 

Octoboi, while at the ploughing season also a fan amount of ram foil, the result 
being that ciops generally yielded an excellent outturn, winter nee and 
Indian-corn being especially good. 

27 It may be said generally of the Division that the weather was 
favourable, the lamfall fairly distributed, and the crops excellent 


IV - PUBLIC HEALTHS , • 

28. The general health of the distnct of Monghyr during the year under 
roport showed a marked improvement over that of the preceding year* although 
that year was much healthier than the one piecedmg it The total number 
of deaths registered was 48,737 against 66,483 The decrease occurred under, 
every head There were a few cases of cholera in every thana in the distnct, 
except m the Jamalpur Municipality and thana, in which no deaths from 
that disease were recorded The months of the highest mortality from 
choleia were May and June Small-pox was also more or less prevalent through¬ 
out the distnct, except in Jamalpur, where no deaths from small-pp£ Were 
recorded As usual fever caused tup largest number of deaths, viz. 88,243, 
but this number was 18,000 less than m 1896 The death-rate m the whole 
dmtnct from all causes was 23 9 per thousand of population as compared w ith 
32 6 m the preceding year 

29 In Bhagalpur 53,283 deaths were registered against 69,932 in the 
previous year, and the death-rate per thousand was 26 2 against 29 9 Thete 
was a (leoiense under each head, except cholera. The death-rate per thousand 
from this disease rose from 1 5 in 1897 to 2 2 in 1898. TJi&re was a marked 
improvement in the health of the town of Bhagalpur, the deaths withm the 
Municipality bang only 1,652 against 2,228 m the preceding year, and the 
death-rate per mille 24 against 30 2. The aveiage death-rate of the five preced¬ 
ing yeais is leported to have been 36 5. 
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30 The health of Purnea, which, aa stated in former reports, is a 
swampy district and to a great extent under water for three months of the 
year from the floods of the Kosi and Mahanadi, did not impiove like that of 
other districts. The health of the Purnea town, howevei, was more satisfactory 
than m the previous year, but that of the Kisbanganj town was not so Malarial 
fevetf generally prevailed m the months of November, December, and January, 
and caused a larger mortality than in the othei months of the year The 
period from June to September was comparatively healthiei During tho hot 
months of March, April, and May cholera broke out in the Arana subdivision 
It began sporadically in the month of January, bocamo epidemic in March, 
and»subsided m June A Hospital Assistant wsb engaged by the District Board 
and deputed to the localities affected There was another outbreak of cholera 
in thana Qhamdaha, but it did not last long A Hospital Assistant paid by tho 
District Board was also sent there to afford medical aid The*-o outbreaks 
of cholera are attributed to the filthy habits of the people, to unwholesome 
food, and to a bad water-supply from pools and ponds. There was an outbreak 
of small-pox m Saifganj-Katihar Railway Junction and Manihan in April 
and May, and vaccinators were employed to stamp out the disease by vaccina¬ 
tion and re-vaccination An enquiry was made during the >ear by Captain 
E Harold Brown, Civil Surgeon of Purnea, regarding the peculiar type of 
fever called “KalaDukh,” which prevailed in the north-east portion of that 
district, and a detailed report was submitted by him Both the Civil Surgeon 
of Purnea and the Sanitary Commissioner for Bengal are of opinion that the 
disease is only neglected malaria The Sanitary Commissioner also doubts 
whether it is really contagious The matter has been referred to an expert 
for finding out the true cause of the disease The number of deaths regis¬ 
tered during the year in the Purnea distnot was 63,614 against 62,018, giving 
a death-rate of 32 7 against 31 8 per mille m 1897 The death-rate m the 
town of Purnea, however, was 31 against 33 4 The average death-rate of 
the last ten years m this district is repoited as 29 5 

31 The general health of tho district of Malda was decidedly better 
during the year, the registered mortality being 25,927 against 27,402 in 
the year before, giving a ratio of 31 8 per mille against 33 6 The most pre¬ 
valent disease was fever, which accounted for 23,936 deaths against 21,90.) m 
the preceding year The mortality from choleia showed a marked deerta-e, 
there being 100 deaths only against 3,129 

32 Twenty-six thousand nine hundred and one deaths .were registeicd m 
the Sonthal Parganas against 50,871 in the preceding yeai, or 15 3 against 
29 per thousand The Deputy Commissioner writes — 

" TKe degrease is moat remarkable, and u equally spread over all subdivisions of tho 
distnot While, no doubt, there is, as there always has been, defective registration, the 
difference between the years 1897 and 1898 is to he mainly accounted for by tho greater 
healthiness of* the latter ” 

The figures, I fear, disclose very bad registration Tho Deputy Com 
missiofler, however, writes— 

** We had a great immunity from oholera and very little malarious fever ” 

It must also be borne in mind that the increased death-rat o m 1897 was 
also attributed to famine. 

32. It has come to my notice since the dose of the yoar that m a villago 
in the Duibka subdivision the villagers ate the carcasses of cattle which died 
of anthrax, and suffered from a severe kind of blood poisoning, from which 
one ohxld died.

V —MATERIAL CONDITION OF THE PEOPLE

39. Having joined the Division since the dose of the year under report, 
I have no personal knowledge of the condition of the people, but take 
the following from, the reports submitted by tho Distiicl Officer* The y ear, 
however, was* one of plenty, and tho people' weio, on the whole, well off The 
drain upon their resources caused by the famine was to some extent leplenmhod 
spd their condition assumed a In lghtei aspect 
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40 In this disti lot there waa an abundant crop, sufficient not only to 

maintain the people, but also to replenish their 
Mongbyr exhausted stocks 

The price of food-grams did not, howevor, fall as low as might have been 
expected in a year of bumper ciops Mr Mainott writes — 

« There has been a marked improvement m the condition of the wealthy classes evinced 
by the fact that ornaments of gold are gonerally displacing the silver ornaments formerly 
worn by tho women, who it is said, now look down upon the latter as indicative of limited 
means and mfoiior taste The increase in the amount of marriage dowry, compulsory as 
well as optional, tells of moreasod wealth amongst this olass A^similar improvement, 
though on a smaller soale, is disoeimblo in the condition of the middle and lowerolasses 
The maionty of tho middle class, who havo not sufficienHands to depend upon for their 
livelihood, flock to seok Government and railway employment ” 

Mi Maruott obsoives — 

“The poorest olass live m dirty hovels and have hut one meal of coarse grain at night, 
living entirely upon the season’s fiuits and uncooked food during the day 

“The number of this class who depend on their manual labour for their daily support 
found sufficient employment in cultivation and in labour on the railways 

With food at low puces the lauourtng class was better off than it bad beon 
for some yoais past The Collector writes— 

“ On tho wnolo, tho material oondition of the people appears to he nsmg, for in the 
markets one may observe an increase m nrtieles of luxury both of European and native 
manufacture Shoes of European make or manufacture aio gradually taking the plow of 
tho oliosp country made shoes, whilst the use of shirts and coats appoars to be spreading 
and to ho taking the plaoe of the two pieces of cloth—one for the lower and the other for 
the upper pail of the body It is said that there is a maiked increase m the demand 
for the unices of washermen, and tins no doubt indicates that more money » being spent 
m dioss and that greater care is bestowed on it ” 

41 All tlio important food staples wore unusually cheap owing to the 

good h uvest, and, as a result, all classes of people 
uingaipur were wc ll ofi The September floods caused much 

damage to houses in paits of North Bhagalpur, but the year, geneially speaking, 
was one of matenal piospmty 

12 The sickly appealance of the people m most parts of the district is 

due to the feverishness of tho climate, and not to 
Tuinc-i want of food Landless labourers are rarely mot 

with m this distnet On the conhary, the supply of labour is not equal to the 

demand Cultivators who want then surplus lands cultivated for them usually 
lease them out to mon of the labouring classes on the adh * or crop sharing 

6} stem ^ ^ con dition of the people of this district at tho commencement of 

the yeai was far from satisfactoiy In spite of the 
good crops prices did not fall so much as was 
exDected, owing to heavy exports to the eastern districts When the bhadot 
cioDscamo on to the market, prices feU to their normal level, and from that 
time onwaid things improved The heavy laiofall in October insured'* good 
wmtei rice crop, followed by a bumper rah harvest. Trices fell, and prospects 
weie blighter than they had beon for many months past, and the agricultural 
population has almost lecovered fiom the effects of the late scarcity. The 
middle class with small fixed incomes are said to have had at first a b%d time. 
Tho Collector leports that speaking gonerally the condition of the people at 
laio-e at the close of the year was all that could be desired.

under the Colonial Emigration Act As reported m previous jcais, there are no 
depots, f^b-depots, oi rest-houses m this district There aie only two shelters 
for sardan emigiants— one at Monghyr and the othei at Lakhisarai. No 
criminal case connected with emigration occtmed during the vcai 

40 Theie are no depots for inland emigration m the district Very few 
• • laboureis are lecimttd ft r seivite in Assam In 

Bhagaipur 0 ne case a licensed recruiter was convicted for 

forcibly tiymg to lecruit a bety His license has been withdiawn Of the 
three depots in the town nndei the Colonial Emigration Act, one has recently 
been closed 

47 There is no regular emigration fiom oi limmgration into this 

distiict Under the head immigiation the Collector 
Puril<,ft mentions that lately theie has been no immigration 

of Sonthals to his district, probably because supenoi induce merits aie offered 
by the tea girdens of Assam It is lepoited that a huge number of coolies 
passed through Kutihar on their way to labour distnets in Assmi, and difficulty 
was experienced m finding piopei accommodation loi them 

48 As reported m pievions years, cmigiatiou is unknown to the peoplo of 

the district The labouring classes find plenty of 
Malda employment m the fields and m the manufactuie of 

silk both m European and native filatuies, and aie theicfme averse to leave their 
houses and to seek woilc elsewhere As regards immigration, the Collector 
states that up country labouiers come to the distrut in the cold season and 
find employment as haivestcis, tbatelieis, road coolits, and domestic servants 

There are some Sonthal colonies in the Buuudu pait of tlio distuet in

Wheat 
and giam weio cheapest in Rajmahal and Pakour, where they are mainly 
pioduccd Giam was also cheap m Godda, whore it is laigely giown, and in 
Dumka line was dcaiest in Godda and Rajmahal and cheapest in the south 
and west of the distuct 

57 An examination of the statements submitted by the District Ofiicers 

shows that m Monglijr theie hds been a slight use 
ritpao hliour m the rates of wages of supcnoi and common 

masons and of common blacksmiths In the Sonthal Paiganas also there has 
been an increase in the rates of tho daily wages of superior and common 
masons, superior and common carpenteis and of superior blacksmiths Rut 
tho minimum daily wagos of women and boys in this district fell from I anna 
6 pies to 1 anna 3 pies aud from 1 anna to 6 pies, respectively Tho maxima, 
howevci, remained tho same, viz 2 annas for women and 1 anna 6 pics for 
boys 

During the harvesting of rah crops ordinary labourers from other 
districts flock to Mongbyr, and this supply pi events any noticeable nse in’ 
wages Such nse as takes place at that time takes the fonn of an increase m 
the payment in kind. For instance, the labourer sometimes gets 1 out of 
12 bundles reaped by him instead of 1 out of 16 bundles, tho more ordinary 
rate 

The use m the ratos of wagos noticed nbovo is, Mr Cai stairs says, 
chiefly due to emigration, which has competed with local employers of labour. 
Etmgiation and local employers alike have, however, not faied as well as 
usual on account of tho abundant haivest Another cause of tho reduced labour 
supply has, m his opinion, been the stoppage of the improvident alienation of 
jote lands by raiyats, which so frequently ended by their dropping into tho 
landless c’asg. On the subject of a rise m tho rato of wages tho Deputy 
Commissioner wntes— 


“ Beforo thoro is an actual ohange of rates there is a time of pressure, when employers

it is estimated at 500 to 000 maunds of opium Tho outturn of indigo m the 
six factories winch have supplied information was 4,4 T3 maunds In 1897-98 
the outturn in the seven factories which furnished mfoimation was 
2,924 maunds Taking tho yield of the six factories for the two years of 
comparison, it is seen that there was a general increase m tho outturn, but 
poor prices pievailed duiing the year undei loport The largo fall oil in the 
price of indigo is a matter of giave concern to all those connected with indigo 
business If the price does not use, many factories will have to be closod, as 
some m this Division were worked last yeai at a loss Molasses, hides, ghee, and 
saltpetie weie laigely manufactuicd and prepared m this district and exported 
to Calcutta and othei places Ebony boxes, walkmg-stieks, biaekets and 
fancy aitidos made of straw who, as usual, manufactuicd in the Sadai sub¬ 
division List year only 443 guns and pistols of lotal manufactuie were 
expoited to Calcutta and the eastern districts against 3,013 the year before 
Tho demand still exists on account of then cheapness Of minoi manufac¬ 
tures of this distnet theie are two kinds of cheap coaise cloth which find 
favoui with tho pooiei classes only 

59 The manufacture of tassar and bafta cloths, which at one time was 

a very thriving mdustiy, is at present confined to 
llt,ipur a few families within the Municipality of Bliagal- 

pur, with whom it constitutes the solo means of subsistence I he manufactuie 

of indigo is, like other districts, not flourishing here, if it is not actually 
declining Tho numbei of factom s was 21 and the total outturn of indigo 
1,413 nnunds only, valued at Ks 1,99,289, against 1,867 maunds valued at 
Rs 2,54,575 in the piccedmg year One factoiy in the Banka subdivision 
was not w raked dunng the jour, m another theie was nominal woik, and a 
thud did msend in mfoim ition lcgardmg its woilung The season was not 
favourable foi indigo Statistics aio not available to show tho extent of tho 
manufacture of molasses and the production of ghee Nothing unusual has beon

The manufacture of cart wheels is the chief industry in 
caipeutij' Gunny-bags and mats are exported laigely from tho district The 
manufiutuio of molasses is voiy extensively earned on m tho Kishanganj sub¬ 
division Theie aro luge depots ol sugarcane-pressing mills belonging to 
Messrs? Renwi<j]k and Compuny which aie let out at a daily rate of 12 to

The slate quanies m the district of Monghyr continued to be worked 
by Messrs Ambloi and Company Tho quantity quarried dm ing tho year was 
1,770,359 cubic feet in different shapes In the district of Bliagalpur limo- 
muking fiom kanhar dug out of the toil, though not conducted on any exten¬ 
sive scale, is a paying industry m the neighbouihood of Colgong, and one of 
tho many lulls in that locality is being quarncd for ballast for the Ilajipur-

IX —TRADE AND COMMENCE

64 In compiling statistics under this head for the year under Treview 
the instructions tonvejed in tho Government Statistical Department older 
No. 787, dated the 17th November last, have been stuctly observed . From the 
returns supplied by the Railway Audit Offices tho District Officers have 
prepared ana submitted two statements showing the impoit a,nd export.trafi^c 
of then districts These are submitted as appendices to the ropoit beaiing 
Nos I to X. The Divisional statements of imports and expoits, pi epared in 
the same form as the district statements and numbered XI and XII, aro also 
appended Two moie statements (Xlli and XIV) of exports and imports with 
legard to the trade of the Division with Calcutta, prepared from th<j ninthly 
statements published m the Calcutta, Gazette, are annexed 

6' There was no change m the trade routes Almost all the important 
trade centres enjoy facilities of export and impoit by rail, river or road 

The bulk of the trade of tho Division is carried by ml, tho,river 
stcameis and country boats dealing with a comparatively sffialler amount 
of traffic

It will be seen that I he total imports by rail during the year, excluding 
“ gunny-bags ” (the figures of which have been given in numbers), amounted to 
61,90,460 rnauhds, against 65,60,308 maunds imported in 1897 98. 

67. The exports by rail were 67,46,628 maunds, against 79,20,523 maunds 
exported in the preceding year. 

Jn statement XVIA of 1897-98 the figures for gunny-bags were included, 
hence the difference. Taking the Division as a whole, its trade by rail, river 
and canal amounted during the year to 1,30,67,266 maunds, or which the 
imports were 62,53,765 ana exports 68,13,501 maunds The exports thus 
exceeded enormously the imports, the diffeicneo being 5,59,736 maunds. 
A comparison of the figures, howovor, for the paet two years shows that, as 
was to he ex*pected, there was a considerable t tiling off m the total volume 
of trade during the past year, the exports fulling off from 79,81,391 to 
68,13,501 maunds and the imports fiom 65.90,410 to 62,53,765 maundB.

The docicase in the imports of food-gnins was expected, as the stocks 
were replenished in tho preceding year, and the puce ot food grains m tho 
Division fell. The ciops m the Division weie plentiful, and them was no need 
anywhero of any large imports for local consumption 

In the beginning of 1897-98 tho imports continued in certain pirts of the 
Division, as the puces were still high. 

The dccreaso m gunny bugs, tobacco, and sugar is attnbuted to the 
enforcement of stringent Plague precautions, wInch stood in tho way of the 
local dealers freely unpoiting them fiom Calcutta and nthei places I am not 
Bure, however, hew for this reason oflectcd injuriously the trade on such 
articles, though it did to a certain extent 

The falling off in cotton (law) and piece-goods (Indian' is, as usual,

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The abnormally laige exports of rice, paddy and other food grains, which 
took place m the beginning of 1897*98, end the consequent exhaustion of the 
stocks, account for the falling off in the exports m these aitides during the year 
Under review During 1897 98 about 60,284 tnaunds of grain and pulse were 
exported from the "ionthal Paiganas alone to the North-Western Provinces 
and Ondh, against 701 maunds exported m 1898-99. The trade of this district 
with Burdwan, however, rose from 2,45,408 maunds to 2,09,1*18 maunds and 
Calcutta, including Howrah, took 2 , 07,031 maunds, against 1,74,690 maunds m 
1897 98 

The great fall m the export of jute is duo to tho fact that the cultivation 
* of* this crop was discoursed m the year underiepoit by the veiy poor prices 
of this staple which pi evaded m the preceding year 

Wheat w not much used for local consumption m this Division The bulk 
of the produce is expoited, the major portion of it going to Calcutta The 
especially good harvest of this crop increased tho export during the yeai 
under repoit. 

On the whole tho decrease in the total import and export traffic was the 
natural consequences of a better season

81 In Purnea the number of dacoities rose from 16 to 30 Tho large 
increase of this setious crime formed the subject of spoeial correspondence with 
Government. Special measures have been taken to suppress and detect these 
bficpcos, and tfie District Magistrate, Mr O’ Brim, is paying much attention to 
this matter Many of the dacoities are false, while many are tho outcome of 
zammdan disputes, and some seom got np hy the* police themselves In the 
district of Bhagalpur there were mno cases ot pi oft ssional dacoity north of the 
Ganges.

There was a not loss of 34 school®, but a net gain of 2,327 pupils 
1«J0 The number ot secondary schools remained the same, but the 
number of pmnls in them increased from 9,456 to 9,736, or by 280 High 
English schools show an incioaso of .387 pupils and middle English and middle 
vernacular schools show a decrease of 97 and 10 pupils, respectively 
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200. The number of pupils of the aboriginal races decreased from 6,452 
to 6,304, or by 148 pupils There was a deorease of 21 in Malda and 264 m 
the Sonthal Parganas, and an inoreaseof 111 mMonghyr, of 5in Bhagalpur 
and of 21 in Purnea. The Deputy Commissioner of the Sonthal Parganas thus 
writes regarding the eduoation of the aboriginal races in that district •— 

“ There were 248 schools for educating aboriginal children against 237 of the preceding 
year Of these 248 schools, 140 were stipendiary against 133 of the previous yew 
There were 6,637 aboriginal pupils against 6,901 of the preceding year, showing a dearease 
of 264 pupils This deorease is confined to Dumka and Pakour subdivisions The loss 
of pupils in the Dumka subdivision is due to frequent changes in the Sonthal inspecting 
officers in Hendue Circle, in the Pakour Oirole to the negligence of Munshi John Caand 
Ray, Sonthal Snb-Inspeotor of Pakour, whose semoes have sinoe been dispensed with Of 
the 6,634 aboriginal pupils, 5,448 against 5,717 were Sonthals, 147 against 129 Pahanas, 
24 against 34 Dnangars, 17 agunst 18 Mahulis, and 1 against 3 Hols, showing a deorease in 
the number of all aboriginal raoes except Pahanas.” 

201. Out of tbo apeoial Sonthal education grant of Rb 7,500, Rs. 7,497 
were apont during the year, and bills for Rs 1,166 remained unpaid for want 
of funds 

202. In this Division one Sonthal passed the middle English, 15 the 
middle vernacular, 48 the upper primary, and 145 the lower primary scholar¬ 
ship examination 

203 Regarding the moral training and discipline of the pupils, the 
Assistant Inspector of Schools writes - 

"Morality is, throughout the oirolo, left to the masters to inculcate in the course of the 
ordinary school instruction Of course muoh depends on the teaohers themselves and their 
tone of morality, but all the Depaty Inspectors report that this mode of moral instruction 
has proved satisfactory ” 

204 As regards physical training of the pupils, football and cricket 
conhnuo to be played m all the high schools, and m some schools, principally, 
m the Dumka and Purnea zilla schools, dull is regularly practised. In the 
middle and primary schools where they cannot afford the expense of gymnastic 
apparatus, football, and cricket gear, native games are played with interest and 
advantage. 

The annual “Toynbee Memorial Sports” are growing more and more 
attractive and popular among the hoys each year Last time they were 
held m Februaiy during the Saiaswati Puja holidays. About Rs 300 weie 
spent, mostly in prizes The invested funds for this annual meet now exceeds 
Rb 3,000

206 As in the previous yeai, there were 12 dispensaries m this dis.net, 

5 of them receive m-patients and the remaining 7 
0,18 yr treat out-door patients only. With the exception 

of the dispensaries at Kharagpur and Monghyr, all the dispensaries in the 
district are maintained by the District Board. The former is entirely 
maintained by the Darbhanga Raj and the latter by the Monghyr Municipality. 
The Distnct Board, however, pays a monthly subsenption of Rs 130 for the 
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Monghyr dispensary. Besides these, the East Indian Railway continues to 
maintain an m-patient hospital at Jamalpur for railway servants Out-door 
patients who have no concern with the railway arc also treated there, the 
Jamalpur Municipality paying the cost of the medicine 

The Revd J Macphail has a dispensary for m-patients at Bamdeh 
m tbana Cbakai He also sees out patients at Cuakai twice a week and once 
at Karangarh, for which ho receives a monthly giant of Rs 15 from the 
Distnot Board for meeting the cost of medicino, &c 

The total number of patients treated was 69,841 against 71,633 in the 
pre^iouS year The decrease in in-patients was very maiked, and was caused, 
I presume, by the healthiness of the year.

The Khagra Ward’s Estate dispensary for out-patieuts is under the 
management of the olHceis of tho Court of Wards It is maintained by the 
estate aided by a contribution of Rs <^0 per month paid by the District Board 
All other dispensaries, except this, treat both in- and out-door pationts In this 
unhealthy district certainly many more dispensanes are wanted

• The English Bazar dispensary is the only one in the district which 
receives both in-door and out-door patients All others treat out-door patients 
only. Tho Chanchal dispensary was m charge of four medical officers in turn 
during tho yeai The changes have been far too many, and a native doctor 
was in charge for three months The employment of a native doctor ib, I 
believe, contrary to the agreement made with the proprietor of the Chanchal 
estate* 

The Magistrate, Mr J. N. Gupta, observes — 


“ In my opinion "there should be one or two more dispensaries in the distriot I under¬ 
stand Nawabganj, whioh is probably the most important oentro of commerce m the district, 
with a*population^of 74,620, has not got a dispensary But the effoits of the Distnot Board 
to have a few more dispensanes should to a large extent he supported by the chanties of 
private samindars and the other people to be benefited by the institutions ”

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The total number of patients treated in the nine public dispensaries 
was 39, A13 against 31,080 in the previous year ,I«a«t year there were 667 
in-patients. 

Two new dispensaries—one at Madbupur and one at Asanbom—both 
owing their funds to pnvatn persons, are under construction. 

Besides these, there were a number of mission dispensaries, the ehief of 
which are at Benagona (Scandinavian), Bahawa, Taljhan, and Godda (Church 
Missionary Society) 

211 With the exception of the Sonthal Parganas district, there is room, 
I consider, for many more dispensaries m this Division, and the attention, of 
local bodies and of rich private individuals will be drawn to this need. 
District and Subdiviaional Officers and Chairmen of local bodies should also 
show rilore interest in them, and should pay more frequent visits to them than 
many do at present.

souiccs of Ps income being a handful of nco fiom each household and tho 
sale-proceeds of tho hides ot animals sacrificed on the occasions of religious 
festivals It maintained 31 Muhammadan orphans and gave troe education 
to 20 pool Muhammadan boys It spent lis 2,131 mainly in suppoiting 
tho oiphaus and in imparting fice loligious and moral education to the 
boys 

The Pnshurakluni Sibha, of Monghyr, which v.as started in 1893, also 
continues to do good woik It took caie of 86 animals, 32 being thoso 
remaining from last year. Of these, 32 died, tho myouty from natural causes, 
a cattlo disease known as bluMjuha having caused great havoc among them 
Tho Hablin spent 11s 921 for the suppoit ot the cattle 

The Kayestha Sabha of tho Ilmdus m Monghyr continued to maintain 
seven widows and to oduiato five Kayestha bojB at its expense The Sabha’s 
mam aun is to cuitail niurnage expenses among the Kagc^thas and to try and" 
bring about tempoiate balnts amongst people of their caste.

273 Very few remaiks of a general nature are called for in the roviow 
of a year which m this Divi ion has been almost ontiroly a fortunate one 
Plague has so far not made its appearance in it, and steps have been taken in 
cveiy district to stop its arrival if possible and to deal with cases should they 
uufoitunately occur There have boon no scares in connection with it 

274. The extiaordmaiy floods in Champaran and Muzaffarpur extended 
to tho north of the Monghyi district and left scarcely standing ground for 
human beings and cuttle Tho patience, not to say apathy, of the villagers 
duung that <alanuty was extraordinary The paucity of boats in attract 
subject to floods eviry year was very notieeable 

273 The Collector of Monghyr observes that tho villages or tracts to 
which loans to agnculturr-ts havo once been given apply each ) ear for further 
advancos The fact is, in the Colli ctor’s opinion, duo not merely nor mainly 
to the fact that the ml nest is less heavy, but that Government holds a 
mortgage oier tho lands of tho debtoi for two years No other person therefore 
will make advances to tho Government debtors. The wliolo of the money 
advanced should, Mi Marriott thinks, bo levied, if possible, when tne next 
good oiop is obtained, or at tho least some distinct advantage should accrue 
fiom eaily payment But compulsory repayment is proferable, discretion 
being left to the district authontics to spread the payment f over two or three 
crops. It is mistaken forbemance to spread repayment over two years. The 
raiyat spends what he has, and if one crop fails in two yeais, must come and ask 
foi a further loan. As far as I have seen I am inclined to think that advances 
havo been made too freely in this district; and that the matter requires 
attention. 

276. Tho Magistrate of Bhagalpur has made no remark under this head. 
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277 In Purnca Mr. O’Brien writes that the lecord of the past year is 
satisfaetoiy in most departments Seveial long dofeired settlements of 
Government estates have been hi ought within a measurable distance ot 
completion The long ponding si heme of dosing the eastern spill channel of 
the nvci Kosi is now an accomplished fact The lodemaication of the Nipal 
boundaiy has been earned out The proposal to increase the numbei of 
dispensaries mtho distnet, which is inadequate, is tiking a piaclical shape, and 
will, it is hoped, be earned into effect before long 

878 * The Collcctoi ot Malda bumniansis Ins lepoit by saying that the 
year under rcpoit was an exceptionally piospeious one, the rainfall was 
seasonable, the ciops abundant, and pncea of iood-giams Iov\ci than the average 
Thp health cf the people was also ver\ sa f isfactoiy, and the decreise m tho 
mortality fmm epidemics, specially choleia, was quite notable These remarks 
apply equally well to all the districts of the Drvision 

279 In the Sonthal Parganas the most lmpoi taut work of the year has 
been the settlement, which lm* gcneially been going on peacefully In 
connection with this tho Deputy Commissionei, Mr Garstans, hopes that a 
systematic way will be worked oat of dealing with alienations of jote lands, 
which h£ve hitlieito been dealt with somewhat casually Mi Caistaus also 
hopes foi relief to himself by the tiansfer of the tnal of Sessions cases else 
where The oiders ot the Government of India have been received.

The Annual General Administration Report of the Burdwan Division for the year 
1898-99 

Theio were repeated, though unavoidable, changes m the tenure of the 
Commissionerbhip during the year, but, on the other hand, there were no 
changes m the diBtuct charges, except m Hooghly, and m Burdwan where the 
Oollcctoi was absi nt for throo months on privilege leavo 

All the district offices and treasuries and all the subdiv lsional offices, save 
Kalna, were inspected by the Commis'>ioners It is observed, however,,that the 
inspection of Hooghly occupied only two days, though the recent history of 
that office has been such as to justify a fuller examination The tours of the 
District Officers wac sufficient That of the Collector of Midnaporo extended 
over 155 days, a penod necessitated by tho extent of his charge, but involving 
a heavy stiam on his energy, m viow of the onerous nature of his ordinary 
woik Tho usual office inspections were made, but the treasury at Burdwan 
was oxamincd once only by the Collector. The Subdivisional Officers wore out 
on tour foi a satisfactory period, save in Kalna, but it is not stated whether 
they made tho customaiy inspection of their offices — 

2 Weather ami Ci ops Prices and material condition of the people Public 
Jhalth —Except m Howrah and Hooghly, tho rainfall exceeded that of tho 
previous year, though its distribution was scarcely satisfactory in some of the 
districts Burdwan enjoyod tho best rice crop of many years, and Birbhum 
also fared extromoly well In Bankura tho main rice crop was very good, 
though tho othor crops weie somewhat below the average, and some slight 
injury was caused by floods in June The excessive ram of that month caused 
great damage m Midnapoie whcie tho crops wore, on tho whole, not so good In 
Hooghly and Howrah they were quite satisfactory The Division, as a whole, 
thus shaied in the geneial agricultural prosperity of the year, and though 
prices were low, tho cultivators were woll off, while the labourers for tho same 
reason fared veiy well The pooler bkadralok are, however, reportod to be 
making but slight efforts to emancipate themselvos from the narrow restrictions 
in the choice of occupation which custom has imposed on them 

Coincident with tho fiuitfulness of the year, tho public health improved 
veiy markedly, tho compaiativc test afforded by the registration of deaths 
pointing to a great reduction m the mortality In Midnapore alono cholera was 
prevalent, and tho ipported deaths from fover were fewer m all districts, except 
Howrah Small-pox caused a relatively large number of deaths in Midnapore 
and Burdwan, and there was a considerable falling off in the numbor of vacci¬ 
nations of the ycai 

3. Emiqt atwn —The number of registered emigrants fell from 517 to 220, 
compared with a total of 4,510 in 1895-90 and 922 m 1896-97. There'is no 
doubt that the low prico and abundance of food-grams during theyear caused a 
great reduction m the number of emigrants, both registered and free and tho 
provincial statistics obtained at Goalundo and Dhubri show that tho numbers 
of the latter fell fiom 50,000 to 23,000. But even so the Commissioner is 
probably justified m asserting that the falling off m the number of registered 
emigrants is due m great part to the dishke on the part of cooly agents to the 
lestnctions imposed on the moving of registered coolies and to their preference 
for the free emigration system. The question has, however, for some tune 
been occupying tho attention of the Government of India, with whom legisla¬ 
tion is now pending. 

4. Manufactures and Mines Trade and Commerce —For the Division the 
silk manufacture lemained about constant, the decrease in the produce of 
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Burdwm, Bnblium and Ilooghly being countorb danced by an mcioase in 
Midnapou The nmnufactuic of tavit, liownvei, appeals to be dec lying 
Tho native Cotton goods lioie, as elsewhere, an constantly losing giouml hi foie 
the ( heap impoited kinds Tbe majority of the jute nulls tailed to tuinish 
lnloimation of tluu pioduition, but it would appc u tlut the cxpoit of 
gunny-hags increased sliglitlv The eottou nulls suffered a penod of depression 
whfch has not > et c\pnea The Euiopean f ictoues toi the pi eduction ot 
paper, jpottciy and chemicals continued to floutish Fomgn competition, 
enPounged by the use in the stinchud of living is lepoitcd to have begun to 
aftoct the local pioduction ot domestic utensils hue as m the Dacca Division 
The output of coil is stited to li ive fallen hom ‘2,000,000 to 1,000,000 tons, 

• though the amount cxpoitcd mu cased by ovei 800,000 tons The statistics of 
impoits and txpoits aie notable chiefly m the items of lice (the export of 
which gieatly mcicased) and sugar, whicli was laigcly imputed owing to the 
poolm sb ot tho local ciops m the excessively lamy season 

5 Cioil Justice —The total niunbei of ca&cs disposed of tell irom 102 228 
to 98,OH, and thenumbei of witnesses examine d fiom 112,320 to 107,915 The 
piopoifcion of witnesses in the lughct (Joints, detained more than two days, was 
9 0 per cent, and m the lower Couits 17 3 The number ot cases penehng at 
the close of the year mci eased, despite the smallei numbei instituted duung 
the yoai, fiom 10,310 to 16,471 

0 Crime Polite Criminal Justice —The experieiuo of tho Buidwan 
Division, m icspect of tho ciime of tho year, was the same as that of the iest ot 
the Lowei Provinces, foi cognizable crimes fell off considerably m number, 
and complaints of non-cogm/able offences lose The District Magistiate of 
Howrah m explanation has repotted —“Just as hard times mcrei^o cogm/ablo 
or leal ciime, so good times inf lease non cognizable complaints, which aie 
mostly eithu fnvolous oi anse fiom civil disputes” Tho deaeaso wis shaicd 
m by eae h of the distucts Of the eases repotted to the polie e, 29 9 pei cent 
ended m conviction, but only 1‘2 3 pea unt of the ot hoi wise instituted 
cogiu/ible cises so toimmatod Tho latter result is not explained, but it would 
indicate that pioco^s is issued lir too fteely and without piopei examination ot 
the complaint oi consideration of the subjoc t mattei Out of tho total numbei 
of 20,505 c isos, 710 were declared to be maliciously false, and prosecutions weie 
instituted mi 3 cases, m only 28 of which was a conviction sccuied Compensa¬ 
tion under section 2o0, Cinninal Procedure Code, was awaickd in 88 cases 
These figures vary veiy little fiom those of tho previous )ear, having regaid 
to tho dependence of tho use of this section on the ldiosynuasios of the Magis¬ 
trates Tho percentage of convictions in Sessions cases rose to 79 5 pei cent 
Of tho 29,176 cases tiled diuing the yeai, 11,944 woio disposed of by non- 
stipendiary Magistrates, involving the examination of 1 3 witnesses m each case 
It follows that the majonty of these wero pi tty ca^cs, and the peicentage of 
convictions at Jahanabad, amounting to 24 1, is therefore one which calls for 
explanation Tho percentage for the whole of the divisional benches was 
75’2 % From the statements appended to tho Commissioners repoit it appeals 
*that out of a total numbei of 1,190 A cases disposed of by them, 9 58 weie tried 
by the Soiampoio General Bench Probably the groat< i portion ot those were 
“ Act V” cises , and it this is so, it seems doubti il whethoi the statements have 
been prepared on a unifoim system The attendant e of the Honorary Magis 
tiatfis cannot bo considered satisfactory so long as they absented themselves 
without * leave oi notice on more than 20 percent ot tho days fixed, and the 
Jahanabad Bench was conspicuously bad m this resput also The Stipendiary 
Magistrates appeal to havo got through their woik promptly and without the 
unnecessary detention of witnesses 

* The balance of fines outstanding remained much as m the previous year, 
excise casos being the great stumbling-block As tho convict in such cases is 
usually an agent, the Magistrate has oithoi to impose a heavy fine out of all 
proportion to tho cncumstances of the accused, or see a small one gladly paid 
by the principal.

It cannot be said that these results aro cieditable to tho certificate officers 
concerned except m Midnapore, and m Hooghly they are highly discreditable 
In the last name il district it is alleged, m explanation, thatco sharers me unwill¬ 
ing to pay, and that the result of coitificates was abortive. The first reason would 
be conclusive did the law give to co sharers any option m the mutter, ar»d the 
second is excellent to justify an alter ltion ot the methods of collection a subject 
which tie Lioutenant-Go\ernor is consideung It is desiud that the Collector 
will give his very caicful attention to the improvement of this branch oi his 
office 

The expectation that the settlement of the ghatwah lands in Bankura 
would be completed m the year was not realised.

The nver Cossye also roso to a level nearly four feet 
higher than that of any previously recorded flood Considerable damage was 
actoidingly done to tho public roads and embankments The injury caused 
to the ci ops was to a certain extent compensated for by tho deposit of silt.

also damaged tho ci op m tho Jahanabad subdivision On tho whole, however, 
the agncultural results of the yeai woie satisfactory 

26 Tho distribution of lainfall was favourable to the crops, and although 

m Ulubaria it was well below the aveiage, it was 
11 yet aiuplo for the pi eduction of bumpor crops 

There v as a sudden nse m the Damudar m tho Ulubaria subdivision in July 
last, which caused broaches m tho mmndan bunds on tho right bank, but the 
extent of Jam ige to tho paddy crop was not gre it, though jute, aus paddy and 
sugareano suffeied slightly m parts of tho Anita thana Tho Subdivisional 
Officer of Ulubaria thinks that tho fertility of tho soil has increased by the 
deposit of silt, and that the health of the flooded tiact has also improved, tho 
filth and rubbish having been washed away.

purchasing* an non night-soil cart, etc, Rs. 83 m clearing jungle, and Rs 102 
on a plague hospital The Katwa Municipality spent Rs 156 on a public 
latnnb and Rs 349 on a plaguo hospital. The Asansol Municipality spent 
Rs. 1,512 on two slaughter-houses, Rs 1,474 on latunes, and Rs 170 on 
’water-carts 

Tho District Board of Buidwan spent Rs 530 m completing tho construc¬ 
tion of three pucka and one kutcha well, which had been commenced dunng the 
previous year One new pucka and three kutcha double ring-wells were con¬ 
structed at a cost of Rs 374 by the Board during the year. The District 
Board also spent Rs 500 in cleaning three old tanks

35. Village sanitation m Birbhum has been leportod to be unsatisfactory. 

36. A great deal was done in the direction of village sanitation in the 
district of Bankura by the removal of cess pools and manuie heaps—a circum¬ 
stance which probably 7 had Borne effect in improving the healthiness of the year 
The JDistnct Board of Bankura allotted Rs. 5,000 towards the improvement of 
the water-supply of the district, and with this sum 32 wells are being excavated 
in different parts of it

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37 The Magistrate of Midnapore simply reports that the general cleanli¬ 
ness of all the towns m the distuct was attended to. A few tanks were 
o\ca\ated by private individuals m the Seiampore subdivision, as also by the 
Distuct Board m the Sadar subdivision of Ilooghly. 

38 The sanitaiy woiks of importance earned out by the Howrah Munici¬ 
pality woie tho repaiung of the sheds in the mam yard of tho Municipal office, 
the cementing of a laiscu rcservon, and tho repaiung and improving of certain 
public l.itnnei and pound-sliods A number of common oi busti latnnes were 
consliuctcd by the owneis of bustis at the instance of the Municipality * The 
Bally Municipality could not undertake any important sanitaiy w orks during 
tho year Tno District Boaid spent Rs 412 in the improvement of water- 
Bupply and Rs 323 in dealing jungle and opening out diams in tho interior. 
Tube wells were freely giantod to villagos along the Kana Nadi, the inhabitants 
depending entnoly foi then supply of water on that uvoi, which, as its name 
indicates, has silted up

Tne number of poisons vaccinated (188,340) is more than 25,000 behind 
the total foi 1897-98 The decroaso occuuod in tho districts of Baidwan, 
Bankutn, and Ilooghly, being due to the piovalonco of the plague inoculation 
btaie The Muhammadans chiefly, and among the Hindus the Upia Klietiyas 
m the Katna and m the Sadai subdiusions of Buidwan,' still entertain pio- 
judiceB against vaccination Up-countiy men are also lepoited to have put 
forwaid religious objections The dociease in Birbhum is attributed to tho 
want ol a whole-time vaccinatoi m tho Sun Municipality', and tho Duti/a Puja, 
which was cclebiated lato during the year, mteriupted vaccination m the 
mtenor. In Midnapoio the deciease is, m the opinion of the Magistiate, due 
to tho stoppage of all vaccination work during the non-season on account of 
tho plague riots Out of 20,441 poisons vaccinated in the distuct of Howrah, 
Ihtie were neaily 1,200 mill opciatives, but this is a small proportion of the 
null population, with whom, especially those fiom up countiy, vaccination is 
still unpopular, and tho Magistrate lepoits that it is difficult to combat their 
prejudices and almost impossible to obtain any assistance from' mill managers 
and otlici employers, who are highly afraid of theieby Bearing away labourers 
40 In 24 localities in the Midnapore district calves weie vaccinated m 

206 cases, all of which proved successful Out of 
lie *aiumtion 12,573 persons vaccinated and S<03 ie-vaccinated, 

tho operations succeeded m 12,468 and 744 cases, respectively The total 
expenditure incurred was Rs 201-4. 
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V -MATERIAL CONDITION OP T1IE PEOPLE 

41. The satisfactory agricultural outturn of the year has resulted m 
considerable improvement m the condition of the people throughout the 
Division, with the exception of certain tracts in Bankura and Midnapoie, which 
suffered severely from high floods 

. 42. Th» low prices which ruled during the ) ear wore very beneficial to 
the large class of public servants and otheis with nxcd incomes, as well as to 
artnsanSJ day-labourers, and petty traders, and were also useful m another way, 
namely, that they contributed to the replenishment of the storks which had 
gone down at the close of 1896 To the agricultural classes this tall in puces 
.infant a material diminution of their profits, and though the Magistrate of 
Midnapore notices that some difficulty was oxpenonced by them m discharging 
their liabilities to their landlords, their general level of prosperity appears to 
have been maintained in most places. The wages of labour continued 
unaffected, and the labouring classes are leported to have found ample woik, 
the population in the neighbourhood of the great conti es of trade and mdusiiy 
being particularly well off m tins respect As evidence of tho general 
prosperity of the year, the Magistrate of Bankura observes that there was less 
emigration to the toa-gardens, with a marked decrease both in offences agaiust 
property and m the number of bonds and mortgages registered 

43. As regards tho lower middle classes, who are finding the struggle for 
existence growing more and moie severe every year, but in whose condition 
there was during the yeai some improvement by leasou of the easier puces, tho 
remarks|made by me in the last divisional report hold good There is hardly 
any hope of a permanent amelioration in their circumstances so long as new 
openings are not provided for them in manufactures, aits or trade by the 
adoption of a sound and thorough scheme of tochmcal education. We must 
mention, however, the existence of a very strong disinclination, encouraged by 
the present educational system, on the part of the aforesaid class really to 
utilize such a scheme, which is opposed to all their traditions and tiaimng, and 
pressure in the way of hard times will have to be considerably mci eased 
before the lihadrahk will freely adopt commercial and professional puisuits 
other than law and medicine. 


VI -EMIGRATION AND IMMIGRATION 

44 As stated in the last divisional report, emigrants were registered in 
the districts of Burdwan, Bankura, and Midnapore only

40. The Magistrate of Burdwan states that this system hits almost 
entirely superseded the other. No official record is kept of the number of free 
emigrants passing through the disturt, bo that what this number actually was' 
during the year cannot be specified There were only 4 chminal cases 
connected with emigration auiing that period, against 14'm 1897-98, and only’ 
one resulted m conviction. '

tion or his Peisonal Assistant, tho Distuct Magistrate, the Deputy Magistrate" 
in charge of this Department, and the Subdivisional Officor of Itamganj The 
Assistant Superintendent ot Emigration for Ramganj and Asansol visited the 
depots at these two places on an average twice a week, tho inspection of 
sanitary arrangements and accommodation provided forming the chief object 
of the visits The sanitation, the water supply, and the food and clothing 
furnished were generally satisfactory m all the depots ( 

47 Tho Magistrate of Birbhum reports that a largo number of free 
emigrants passed through It am our Hfit to labour districts, but no reliable 
statistics me available Jt is said that 225 coolies wore accommodated in, andA 
21 j, including 8 dep< lidants, despatched from, the rest houses kept for free 
ermgiants, but the figures do not appear to be exhaustive, as they do not include ' 
the number of coohes who did not halt at lost hou«os Thero were no regular 
coolie depots in Birbhum, but four lest houses were maintained for the 
temporary residence of coolies passing thiough the district These were 
inspected from time to time, particular attention being paid to cleanliness, 
sanitation, food, and water-supply A few cases of fraudulent recruitment were 
enquirod into at tho instance of tho District Officers of Assam, and the results 
reported to them. The most impoitant of these was one in which a yonng 
man and a girl were enticed away No prosecution was instituted for want 
of evidence, but the agreement signed by the recruited coolies was cancelled 
uudei orders of the Chief Commissioner of Assam 

48 The decrease in the number of emigrants in Bankura is attri¬ 
buted to the easy puces which ruled all the year round, the losult of an 
abundant harvest The figures for rcgistoied emigration are, however, not of 
much value in view of the fiee-emigration system, which is largely prevalent* 
Duo check was exercised over tho registration of females,-and complaints 
against the reciuitmg agency were rare Free emigration, the Magistrate 
remarks, which canuot be properly controlled, is found to be open to abuses 

There were 5 rest houses in this district, both for registered and free 
emigrants These weie inspected from time to time, and all sanitary defects 
pointed out removed Only two cases connected with emigration occurred. 
Of the 6 peisons concerned, 4 were convicted. Both cases rolate to the free- 
emigration system ^ * , 

49. No explanation has been offered by the Magistrate of Midnapore of the 
falling off in the number of emigrants m that distuct, but theie is little doubt 
that the preference given to free emigration is at the bottom of this decrease. 
No cases connected with emigration occurred in Midnapore during the year.' 

50. In Hooghly there were no depots or rest-houses^ coolies, however, 
pass through the district to the Naihati Railway Station en route to Assam and 
elsewhere. No coolies were registered m that district 

51. The same remark applies to Howrah, where only two eases under 
the Act occurred In one a woman, by caste a Kola (oil-presser),- about 22 
years of age, came to a tnela or fair in Bally. She was persuaded by a man 
to come to Calcutta, where she was kept in a coolie depdt, and was registered 
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under a fictitious naihe. The woman succeeded m giving intimation of hpfl 
cbnfidbtnent to her brother, who effected her release Warrants have bpen 
issued for tHb arrest of the accused. In the other case a complaint was «■!«> 
mfcde to the Magistrate by a resident of Bally, whose son, a boy of 18, was 
registered as a coolie at Calcutta and sent to an Assam district The boy 
tftote td hiS fetfiei' of the circumstances under wlucb he was registered Thp 
UfagistrhtO has reported' the matter to the Deputy Commissioner, who has 
tbktqi steps for his repatriation

VII— PRICES OP FOOD AND LABOUR 

53; There was a fall in the prices of wheat, common nee, gram and salt 
during the year, as compared with the figures of the two piecedmg yeais, the 
average £rice of common nee for the Division during the last fortnight of the 
year having been 16 seers 10 chitaks, against 10 seeis 7 chitaks and 13 seers 
9 dutqks dunng the corresponding period of 1896-97 and 1897-98 

Fluctuations in the price of wheat and gram aie of minoi importance, as 
tljase articles are not consumed by the people at large Silt was dearer in 
Birbhum and Bankura, and cheaper in the remaining districts, the average 
price) /pr this DivisioA being 10 seers 8 chitaks, against 10 boors 5 chitaks 
in 1897 98 

54 Wages rcmainod almost stationary. Tho Magistrate of Burdwan 
legards the rise in the lates of wages of skilled labour in that district as a 
sign of prosperity. The slight increase m the wages of common masons, 
common carpenters, coolies, women, boys, superior and common blacksmiths m 
Midnapore was due to the construction of railways m that district and tho 
consequent increased demand 

VIII- MANUFACTURE AND MINES 

55. Tho principal articles of manufacture in this Division are silk and 
tosaf, jute, cotton, molasses, shell-lac, rope, iron, brass, bellmetal and hard- 
wfird, indigo, paper, pottery, bonemeal, mats, and chemicals 

56. In Burdwan the quantity produced is estimated at 43,810 yards, 

against 53,905 m 1897, the value of the outturn 
Silk and tasar being Rs 41,467, against Rs 53,288 The industry 

is datrieg on at Mankar, Meman, Ranchkoola, Jagadabad, and two other villages 
m th'e'-Sddar subdivision, and in the villages of Bagtikan, Musthali, and 
Ghor&nash in' the Katwa subdivision 

Irt Bifljhum the total outturn was 35,000 yards, against 43,000 yards in 
1897-98 The silk filatures at Gauntin, Katasar, Bhudrapur, and Kaithi continue 
to work uridor .European management In Bankuia tho manufacture of 
mulberry silk thread and cloth is carried on to some extent in the towns of 
Vishmtpur ’ and Sonamukhi, and in Birsmgha, a village 8 miles north of the 
fottner Silkworms are also reared on a limited scale in some places in the 
south and east of the district The quantity of silk cocoons locally obtained 
being small, they are largely imported from Midnapore to meet the demand for 
local manufactures. Vishnupur letams its reputation of pioducmg fine silks, 
which have secured the makers rewards and medals at diffeient Exhibitions in 
Eur6pe. The manufacture of kutni, a mixture of silk and cotton, has become 
extihCft as fhe demand for it, formerly existing in the No ith-Western Provinces, 
has' fclmotf ceasfed. 194 maunds 20 seers 2 chittaks of silk were reeled m the three 
factories at Kim tola, Gvruh, and Mohespur in the Ghatal subdivision of Midnapore, 
against 131 mauhds 34 goers m 1897 98, the value estimated being Rs 85,653, 
against RS. 53,042, tho total quantity of silk manufactured being 15,560 lbs , 
agaihst 10,548 lbs in 1897*98, Silk fabrics of various kinds, such as damasked 
silk’ scfapft, to&ppeife, handkerchiefs, tariea and dhoties, etc, manufactuied by 
the hatiVe weavers of Nimtola, Ghatal^ Radhanagar, and Khirpai, are expoited 
to .Calcutta, Bombay, Mddras, and othei places for sale 
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In thana Danpur silk dhoiiea and Erandi cloth are manufactured, and 
find a rapid sale These articles are also manufactured on a limited Beale at 
Anandapur in the Sadar subdivision of the district. The silk industry in the 
Jahanabad subdivision ofHooghly is on the decline, and the fabrics pioduced by 
haud-looms cannot compete with the cheaper goods turned out by machinery. 

Tasar is made m the Katwa subdivision from wild cocoons imported 
from tho Sonthal Parganas and Orissa. The finished product is exported to 
Calcutta and thenco to Madras, where it is in special request The plague 
scare in Calcutta duung tho year is reported to have affected the trade injuri¬ 
ously Tasar is manufactured at Kandha, Tantipara, and Birsingpurin Birbhum, 
being woven from cocoons imported from Manbhum, Smgnbhum, and the 
Sonthal Parganas The industry is, however, on the wane Tasar is also 
manufactuiod in most towns of Bankura, the chief centres of the industry 
being Bankuia, Vishnupur, and Birsingpur Tasar cocoons are reared in some 
parts of the Khatra, the Raipur, and the Bankura thanas, but the cocoons locally 
obtained being inadequate tor the demands of local manufacturers, they are 
imported in considerable quantities from the districts of the Chota Nagpur 
Division There was, however, hardly any demand for the tasar cloth from 
outside the distuct, the quantities turned out and exported being therefore 
veiy limitod Tasar fabrics are most extensively manufactured at Khirpai and 
Anandapur in the Sadar subdivision of Midnapore, and are also produced m 
the Jahanabad subdivision of Hooghly, but the industry is languishing 

57. There arc several large jute and cotton mills in the districts of 

Hooghly and Howrah, m which gunny-bags, 
Jute and cotton cotton fabrics, and cotton yarn are manufactured 

on an extensive scale. 

Cotton cloth is manufactured in all tho districts of the Division, but it **- 
gradually being ousted from tho market by cheap Manchester fabrics Many 
weavers m Burdwan are leported to hove adopted other occupations, and those 
of Bankura have been roducod to a wretched plight in consequenco Cotton 
cloths of various kinds made m the Midnapoie Central Jail, and a fine material 
of cotton cloth for mosquito curtains, manufactured at Daspur, Chandrakona, and 
some parts of the Tamluk subdivision, find a rapid sale both locally and 
elsewhere Fine cotton cloths with silk, silver and gold embroideries made at 
Nimtola in Midnapore are much liked by the people of the Bombay Presidency 

58. The manufacture of molasseB from sugarcane is carried on m all the 

districts of the Division, but that from the juice of 
Molaseea the date palm is produced mostly m the districts of

The exports weie thus enormously m advance of the imports, the difference 
being 6,29,19,235 nuund*. This large increase is chiefly contributed by an 
increase of 5,88,42,914 maunds in the export of coal over the import of the 
same article in 1898-99 A comparison of the figures for the past two 
years show's that there was an increase both in exports and imports, the 
foimer rising from 6,20,33,440 maunds to 7,08,20,125 maunds, and the latter 
from 77,59,243 maunds to 78,80,890 maunds The details are examined below. 
The Magistrates have not, except m a few instances, analysed tho figures or 
explained tho vaiiations.

81! The logistration of bnths and deaths both in municipal and rural 
atbas was carnod out by the police, the statistics for the rural areas woie 
obtained through village chaukidars, and in towns wheio tho Compulsory Regis¬ 
tration Act is in force, information was given by parties to the police dnect 
Mhcb of tho improvement in tho reporting ot vital statistics is due, the 
Magistrate of Howrah observes, to tho punctual attendance of chaukidais 
at paiade. * 

82. The Sanitary Inspectors, the importing staff of the Vaccination 
Department, the supenor Polico Officers, and the District and the Subdivisional 
Officers when on tour nio reported to havo tested, from time to time, the tiguus 
relating to births and deaths, and this system of examination is supposed to 
have greatly improved registration. 
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In Burdwan 37 persons were prosecuted for neglecting to report the 
occurrences of births and deaths, of whom one, who was a chaukiaar, was 
sontenced to imprisonment and also dismissed fiom service, 34 were fined, and 
two were merely warned 

In Bankura 45 chaukidars wero prosecuted for this offence. In Midnapore 
61 persons were prosecuted, of whom t>l were fined and the remaining 3 merely 
warned In Howrah 122 persons were prosecuted, all of whom were convicted, 
and punished, one being sentenced to impiisonment 'lhe Magistrates .of 
Birbliuin and Hooghly have furnished no infoinnition on the point

90 The total number of cognizable cases reported during the year and 
investigated by the police fell fiom 23,648 m 1397 to 20,505 m 1898, while the 
number of non-cogntzablo cases rose fiom 20,979 to 21,547 Excluding offences 
against sanitary regulations, which ha\o haidly any bearing on crime proper, 
the number of cognizable cases shows a decrease fiom 19,128 to 16,716, which is 
shared by all the districts of the Division, and which is undoubtedly due to tine 
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good harvest of the year In explanation of these fluctuations, Mr Duke 
justly observes —“Just as hard times mciease cognizable or leal crime, so 
good tunes increase non-cognizable complaints, which aro mostly either fuvolous 
or arise from civil disputes ” 

91 Of 20,505 cases instituted during the year and investigated by 
the police, 19,821 were cases reported at police-stations or taken up by

Tho,total number of deeds registered during the year was 216,970, 
against 231,482* m the piecedmg year—a falling off which is shared by 
all the distnctp of the Division, being principally due to tho good haivest of tho 
‘year undei report, which rendcied the raising of money by sales or mortgages 
less necessary. 

Tho receipts show a decrease in all tho districts of the Division except 
Hooghly and Midnaporc, so does the expenditure, except in Burdwan and 
Midnapqre, but both the increase and the decrcaso are small.

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XVII-CONDITION OE THE DIVISION AS REGARDS LAND AND LAND

was the same as in 1897-98, viz. 95 3 The percentages in Midnapore and 
Hooghly would have roached nearly the presonbed standard had tho sums of 
Rs 12,911 and Rs 6,850, received by remittance transfer leceipts from other 
districts after tho close of tho year, been credited m tho year’s account. 

131 Twenty-one petty Government estates, the management of which is 
difficult or unprofitable, owing to their scatteied natuie, weie sold dunng the

138 The settlement of ghatwali lands m Bankura continued dunng the 
year In the saikari panchaki and bepanchaki ghats the rcwntmg of 5,000 
kubulij ats and as many pattas conceding mukairan rights and gianting an 
allowance of 2 annas m the rupee was begun and completed, and nccessarv 
arrangements j:or the registration ot the documents made, but on a review by 
Governmont of the question of concession, oideis were passed on the 21st 
December 1898 sanctioning the rato of 4 annus in the rupee, and pattas and 
kabuliyats aie being altered aceoidingly Fuithei khasras have been wntttn

The Manager 
was out in camp foi 152 dajs during tho yeai, and the Assistant Manager, 
Mr. Si math Dutt, also spent a sufficient time on tour. The Manager’s office

Tho*increased revenue deuved fiom othoi articles is due paitly to the favour¬ 
able settlement of tho shops, and paitly to the mcieased consumption of 
exmapablo articles in consequence of the improved condition of the people. 

• 155* Illicit distillation of liquoi continues m all distucts, though on a 
smaller scale In Bnbhum them was a falling off m the number of persons 
brought to tyial dining the yeai as computed with 1897 98, viz , 112 against 
212 This, according to the Collector, is attributable to too many changes of 
officers and the discouragement causod to infoimois by the giant of insufficient 
rewards m excise cases.

XXIV.—COMMUNICATIONS. 

171. As remarked in previous reports, this Division is fairly well off as 
regards communication!, the only portions backward in this respect being the 
district of Bankura andthe subdivisions of Vishnupur and Jahanahad. 

The East Indian Railway connects the district head-quarters of Howrah, 
Hooghly, and Burdwan, and the subdivisional head quarters of Serampore, 
Haitigattj, and Rafiapur Hit. The Sadar station of the Birbhnm district is 
within 11 miles of Santhia, the nearest station on the loop line of the East 
jj yjfaa Railway, which runs through the district, connecting the most important 
:tr*de centres. 

, - The Midnapore district has been opened up by two new lines opened for 
ritfsefiger traffic during the year nnder report, viz., the Calcutta-Cuttack 
j&ckeii of the Bengal-Nagpur Railway between Cuttack and Kola, a station in 
&e Midndpore district, and the line from Sim to Kharagpur, also in the

The popularity of the dispensary is reported to be undmnnished 'I'ln rc is a 
separate hospital for native females in charge of a Lady Doctoi Tin income 
of the Burdwan D*spensar) shows an mcieuse undti all heads exerpt pnvite 
subscriptions, and time was also an increase in evpondituie, which was mainly 
p due to the fact that, in consequence of tho first-gr ide Assistant Burgeon, Babu 
Chandra Kumar*Gupta, having boen granted pnvilego leave foi three months, 
the second giade Assistant Surgeon, who acted foi lam, had to bo paid The 
cost of the diot cf tho in patients decreased iiom As 3-8 to As 2 8, daily 
average 

The Raniganj Dispensary is maintained by tho Municipality of Ramganj 
and ■qianagbil by a Suo-Committeo of that Municipality Tho total nuiubci 
of patiepts treated fell front 4,716 in 1897-98 to 3,193 during the yeai under 
rfeview There wus also a decrease in tho municipal giant and m the receipt 
from subscriptions during tho year, while tho expcndituio was also reduced m 
consequence ot the smaller number of patients treated and the discontinuance 
of tho grain-compensation allowance to tho raomal soi vants 

The Katwa Dispensaiy is maintained and managed by the lvatwa Muni¬ 
cipality. Ileie too there was a decroaso in tho attendance, but owing to the 
constiuction of a building for the possible mention of plague cases, the 
expenditure increased Tho Municipality gave the institution a larger grant 
than in the provious year, but beyond this the Commissioners appear to bavo 

taken, little interest m the institution.

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The dispensary, which during 1897-98 had been removed from Mankar 
to Bud-Bud, was moved again by the District Board during the year and 
established at Dobipur, as the inhabitants of Mankar failed to pay up what 
they had promised towards the maintenance of the dispensary, and because 
Bahu Nitya Gopal Smha, /amindar of Debipur, undertook to pay the same 
amount if the dispensary was established at Debipur 

The Purpastali Dispensary, winch is reported to bo much appreciated'by 
the peoplo of tho locality, was carefully looked after by the District Board. 

The Chakdighi Dispensary, supported by the local zamindar, Babu ,jLalit 
Mohan Singha, is a groat boon to the people of the neighbourhood The num- 
bei of patients treated at the institution shows a falling off, though not to the 
extent noticeable in tho case of other dispensaries in the district 

The two hospitals maintained and managed by the Burdwan Raj estate- 
one at Buidwan and the other at Kalna—continued to do good work and to 
enjoy popular favour 

191. The Sun Dispensary is a municipal institution, maintained jointly 
Birbhum by the Sun Municipality and the Distnct Board 

,T um The total numbor of patients treated dunng the 

year 1898 was 10,215 against 9,529—an increase which in a healthy year like 
tho past is lcmarkable, and which is reported to bo partly duo to the large 
number of surgical operations performed during the year 

The only other dispensaries m the distnct are the Rampur Hat Dispen¬ 
sary, the Wallei Dispensary at Bolcpur, and the Hetampur and the Kirnahar 
Dispensaries founded and supported, the former by Raja Ram Ranjan Chakro- 
varti and the latter by Babu Satis Chandra Sarkar and his brothers These 
institutions appear to have done well dunng the year 

192 Of tho six dispensaries in tho distnct, three are maintained by. the 

Municipalities of Baokura, Vishnupui, and Sona- 
mukhi with the help of contributions fiom the 
Distnct Board Tho first two also receive Government aid The three 
remaining dispensancs aie those at Raipur, Maliara, and Ajodhya, the first 
being maintained by local subscnptions supplemented by contubutions fiom 
the Distric t Board and the two others by the local zamindars 

The Ajodhya Dispensary is reported to be financially in a bad way A 
proposal was mado by the suppoiters to endow landed proporty for its mainten¬ 
ance, but it lias fallen through, and tne current chaiges had to be met from the 
small invested capital oi tho institution Tho founders having asked lor a 
reduction of thoir monthly subscriptions from Rs 40 to Rs 20, the Magistrate 
piopo&cs to ask the District Board to make up the deficit. 

At tho instance of the Magistrate of Bankura, I have lately recommended 
a relaxation, in favour of the Maliara and the Ajodhya dispensaries, of the 
Government orders requiring each dispensary to contributo Rs 38 a month 
towards tho salary of the Civil Hospital Assistant m charge, irrespective of the 
grade to which he belonged 

The hospital at Bankura alone has separate wards for the tiegtment of

The Report of the Honorary Committee for the Management of the Zoological Garden, 
Calcutta, for the year 1898*99 


The total receipts of the Garden were Rs 45,750, which sum includes an 
opening balance of Rs 7,331. The actual receipts during the year amounted 
to Rs. 38,419 as compared with Rs. 39,557 duung 1897-98 and Rs 40,643 
during 1896-97 Whilo the donations and subscriptions increased from Rs. 566 
m 1897-98 to Rs. 1,276 during the year under report, there was a noticeable 
falling off in the entrance receipts, which amounted to Rs 10,843 only as 
against Rs. 12,526 m the previous year Tho decroaso undor the latter head 
is ascribed to the outbreak ot plague m Calcutta, which deterred a largo number 
of people in tho mufassal fiom visiting the Gaiden The number of visitors 
who paid entrance monoy is shown below in comparison with the numbers 
since 1891-92 —

2 Tho total expenditure of the Garden decreased from Rs. 50,544 in 
*1897-98 to Rs 36,925 during the year under lepoit. The decrease was due 
chiefly to smallci amounts spent on “ Original construction ” and 2 * 4 * * * * * * 11 Establish¬ 
ment.” Under tho former head Rb. 3,126 only were spent as against Rs 12,907 
in the previous year, and the establishment cbaiges fell off from Rs 14,269 
to Rs. 12,973 in consequence of somo of the coolies having left tho Garden on 
account of the plague scaro and the discontinuance of the famine allowance paid 
to the* menial servants last year. The year closed with a balance of Rs. 8,825 

8. Since the close of the year tne buildings and loads of the Garden 
have been taken over by the Public Works Department, and works and repairs 
will be earned out by that Department in future from such funds as are deposited 
by the Managing Committee in advanoe As a special concession, tho usual 
charges of 24£ pel cent, made by the Public Woiks Department for establish- 
ment, tools and plant will be remitted m this case 

4 The collection of animals in tho Gaiden received an addition ot 103 
mam&als, 553 birds, and 69 reptiles during the yeai These were ohtamed as 
gifts or dn deposit, or by purchase or by exchange with foioign Zoological 

Gardena. These statistics do not however permit of any opinion being formed 
Vith regard to the actual progress which tne vanous collections of animals, &c., 

in the Garden have made during the year, and IIis Honour desires that the^ re¬ 
quisite information on this subject may m future years be supplied The Com¬ 

mittee specially thank the Raja of Gangpur m Chota Nagpur for the presen¬ 

tation of a valuable Collection of animals, including a full-grown tiger 

6. The Lieutenant-Governor is glad to learn that tho Committee have 

arranged, as an experimental measure, to throw tho Sir Jotmdro Mohan Tagore 

Library open, under proper safeguards, to students of zoology.

The Lieutenant-Governor has now much pleasure in publishing, for general 
information, a statement showing by Dmsious and Districts the gifts that were 
contributed during the year 1898 The sums contributed are stated a gains t, 
each gentleman's name, and the Lieutenant-Governor is glad to avail himself 
of this opportunity of thanking them, one and all, for their liberality and 
public spirit. 

2. The following are the chief donations which deserve special 
notice —Nawab Sir Khajeh Ahsunulla Bahadur, kcik, of Dacca, contributed 
Rs. /,00,000 for making arrangements for the prevention of plague coming 
to Dacca and for ohecking its progress m case it might appear in that town. 
He also gave Rs 8,846 foi deepening the Baigan Ban Knal and Rs 5,000 
towards the ( Indian Heroes Fund m England ’ Raja Ashutosh Nath Roy of 
Cassini Bazar gave Rs. 1,00,000 to the Building Fund of the Victoria Zenana 
Hospital A donation of Rs 1,00,000 was also made by the late Babu Mohiny 
Mohon Rai as an endowment for the relief of Hindus and Muhammadans of 
Bengal rendered destitute by incurable disease, physical infirmity or extreme 
old age. Raja Sir Sounndra Mohan Tagore, Ki, o i e , placed a house m the 
town of Calcutta at the disposal of the Plague Commission, Bengal, for use as a 
plague Hospital, and also offered another garden house at Smtee with its 
extensive compound for the same purpose, and gave Rs 1,000 in cash for 
expenses in connection with the Hopitals.

4 Trade and Commerce —The mam feature in the trade of the year has 
boon the groat docrease m the export of jute, which, owing to a short crop, 
fell from 95 to 44 lakhs of maunds, and this very considerably affected the* 
trade of the local port of Narayanganj As was to bo expected, the good local 
harvests caused a very maiked diminution in the import of food-grains, mold 
especially of rice, as comparod with last year, exports increasing to some 
extent. The gieat development in the import of coal has not been explained. 
Most of the loan officos appear to be in a flourishing condition, and the 
enterprising “ Marriage Companies” are giving no trouble, save in Mymen- 
singh The Lieutenant-Governor has read with much interest the figures'* 
giving, as rogards Baekergunge, the average number of people to each tank of 
wholesome water. Presumably, so far as the subdivisions are concerned, these 
figures had been prepared thana by thana, and, that being so, the District Board 
will, as the Commissioner observes, bo able to see where their efforts are moBt 
needed to impiove the existing wator supply 

5 Civil Justice —Tho total number of civil suits instituted in the 
year was 129,093, and the number disposed of 132,757, being a decrease 
in each instance of nearly 6 per cent as compared with the corresponding 
totals of tho preceding year The total number of rent suits was greater 
than that of 1897 a result due entirely to the increase in the district of 
Backei gunge. Tho percentage cf witnesses detained over two days was 13 6, 
which is a marked mciease for the 1^01 sc over the figures (10 6) of the preceding 
year, Mymensingh having the most unsatisfactory record. 

0 Crime —There was a deciease, especially in Baekergunge and Fandpur, 
m tho total numbei of cognisable crimes, and an increase, notably m Baekergunge 
and Dacca, in that of non cognisable cases. An explanation for each tact is 
sought in the greater prosperity of the year The number of murders increased 
from 67 to 93 There was only one gunshot murder in Backergungo, though the 
number ot other murders was highei theiethan elsewhere The number of cases 
of not slightly decreased, though it is reported that those due to the instigation 
of influential men are still unduly numerous. Special attention is being 
given to this class of cases The dacoities, too, increased, though to no 
serious extent 

The work of the cnminal couits was fighter during the year, though as 
many as 10,498 prisoners weie tried m the district of Myrnonungh. The 
Honorary Magistrates, with the exception of some Benches in Fandpur, are 
reported to have done good work, and they tried more than a quarter of the 
prisoners sent up Although the Commissioner says the attendance has, been 
bettor than in previous years, the Lieutenant-Governor notices with regret 
tho very large numbor of instances in which Honorary Magistrates’ absented 
themselves without leave or giving notice He does not believe that this 
was intentional, involving as it does so much inconvenience to the public, but 
would be glad to h< ar this explanation There has been a satisfactory decrease 
m the percentage of A form cases in which the remands weie six or more, and* 
tho notice taken of tho conduct of the Magistrates who erred m this respect 
is appioved. 

The conduct of tho police is reported to have been fairly good, though the 
Commissioner has doubts with regard to their improvement in respect pf smart¬ 
ness and efficiency. Tho departure oi Mr By land on leave, ana the illness bf 
Mr Coates, who succeeded him, necessitated changes of the District Superin¬ 
tendent of Baekergunge until a permanent arrangement could be made by 
posting the present officer to the distuct It is satisfactory to see that the 
amount (Rs 15,f>63) distributed as rewards to chaukidars, exceeds what was 
similarly spent last year, and His Honour hopes that the efforts to secure good 
dafadaiB, on which, as the Commissioner romarks, the success of the ohaukidan 
system depends, will be maintained 

7. Land Revenue and Cess —The land rovenuo collections in permanently- 
settled estates were satisfactory, so far as cunont collections are concerned 
but no explanation is offered for the failuro to completely collect the arrears 
in Dacca and Fandpur With regard to estates leased in farm to thikadars, * ft 
was necessary last year to draw pointed attention to the bad results obtained 
This year only ono of the distncis collected up to the Board’s standard. 
The Collectoi of Fandpur, the figures for which district ahow a decided

improvement as compared with those of the preceding year, reports that 
the farmers withhold payment until the last Btage of the certificate procedure. 
It is prosumod that by this is meant that they wait until action is*taken against 
then property or person. If this is so, it would save time to proceed to that 
st^ge immediately the legal period of notice has expired and probably a 
sharp lesson of this kipd would not require repetition The collections in the 
kbas mahals also were unsatisfactory, especially m Daccu and looking to 
the measure of piospenty enjoyed by the raiyats of this division, the Lieut¬ 
enant Governor cannot consider the explanations advanced, save in the case 
of Fgndpur, to be satisfactory A raiyat who is m difficulties is worthy of the 
most, careful consnlerati >n, but one who can afford to pay, but insists on 

# spiting to be made to do so, is deserving of none , and the difference may, 

* apparently, with advantage, be biought to the knowledge of some of the laiyats 
of the khas mahals m Dacca 

The zanundan dfik cess was collected satisfactorily Tho amount involved, 
about Rs 65,000, is, however, small 

The Road and Public Works c< es collections aro not so satisfactory as these 
of last year, the outstanding balance increasing from Rs l,b9,000 toRs 2,16,000 
or ovei 16 per cent of the gioss demand In Mymonwngh only 85 per cent, of 
the current demand was collected It is explained that several big zaimndars, who 
aro habitual defaulters, failed to pay the kists of January and Maich within the 
)oar Unless they are insolvent, it is desirable that the inconvenience of ihis 
practice should bo clearly brought to their personal notice Other complaints 
of a similar kind have been brought to the Lieutenant Governor’s notice, and it 
may be necessary to consider whether the present system of collection should not 
be revised. There were 110 resettlements in the yeai, resulting in an increase 
of Rs 1 -5,025 in tho revenue, while the 69 original settlements and 12 
sufhmary settlements resulted m an increase of Rs 1,744 only 

The improvement exhibited by tho previous year’s working of the Certifi¬ 
cate Act was not maintained The number of coses for disposal woie almost the 
same m each year, but 6,000 wore remaining unsatisfied at the close of the year 
undei repoit It is a matter for regiet that the certificate office of Fandpur 
was in so unsatisfactory a condition, and it is expected that the Collectoi will, 
under the guidance of the Commissioner, effect an improvement m t.Hm 
important branch of his office. 

• Of tli© 341 partition cases ponding at the close of the year, nearly the whole 
relate to the districts of Dacca and Mvmensingh The Lieutenant-Governor 
recognises that the slow progress made during the year m the former district, 
where thcie aie 62 cases pending ovei five yeais was practically due to causes 
beyond the Collector’s control, and trusts that the Commissioners anticipations 
as regards the speedy disposal of these old cases will be realised 

8. Wards' Estates —Tho collections wero good, amounting to 90 pei cent. 
After deducting remissions, the balance was just over 6 pei cent and the expen¬ 
ses of tho management came to about 15 per cent of the collections 

9 Excise , Jjft —Owing to bettor settlements and piobably also to greater 
prosperity, the* revenue derived ftom excise showed, as compared with the 
previous year, an increase of about 2 7 per cent, and, as a result chiefly of 
the excellent ci ops, the total revenue donvedfrom the sale of stamps was greater 
by 4 l pei cent than that for 1897-98. 

With regard to tho income-tax, tho balanco at the end of the year was less 
than one j5er cent of the final demand, and while, at the same time, the cost of 
collections was slightly lower than in the preceding year 

10* Roads and Communications. —As regards Myinensiugh, the Commissioner 
remarks that only by opening lines of rail can tho want of means ot commu¬ 
nication, due,to the gradual silting up of the Brahmaputra and othei smaller 
streams, be effectually removed It has been suggested by the Commissioner that 
the District Board suoald make similar efforts to those so suecesslully made in 
other districts to induce private capitalists to develop this distnct by means of 
light railways In the direction of arboriculture, the mcasiuos taken by the 
various District Boards have been very small. 

II. Education —The progress made m educational matters during the 
y§ax was considerable. The number of children at school lm leased from 229,or 
to 288,066 and the number of schools from 8,4->2 to S,572 Thus tin giouuJ 
lost in the pnvLouB yeai owing to tl.e high jmu, of food which lesulted hom 
scaicity elsewhere was reg imod The numbu ol high schools is now od uid 
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nearly all are pecuniarily piosperous and educationally successful There was 
also an increase in the numbei of Middle English Schools, and there is little 
room for doubt that in this Div sion the English education which is prescribed 
by the Calcutta University is efficiently piovided mid eagorly pursued Equally 
flourishing m its own way is the Medical School, which likewise opens file 
door to a respectable profession Hut the same measure of success has npt 
attended the institutions whu h provide vernacular education, female education, 
so fur from piogicssing, is losing ground, the piactical training afforded at the 
Survey School and the two industrial schools is falling into neglect, and the 
classical education given by the tols and muktabs and the religious teacluiig of 
the Koran schools aro sought bv a constantly diminishing number of pupils 
English education is the door to the public seivices, it at piesent affords the 
surest prospect of success in those pursuits which are considered respectable, 
and like Aaion’s rod it devouis its rivals This is a development, however, 
which is not peculiar to the Dacca Division, and the consequent adjustments 
are engaging the serious attention of Government 

12 Dispensaries —The Lieutenant Governor observes with much satis¬ 
faction that the number of these most useful and beneficial institutions has 
increased fiom 85 to 88, and that the number of patients duiing the year ex 
caeded 8 lakhs, being an increase of 9 2 per cent, over tho total of the preceding 
year. Numeious impiovemcnts have been effected duiing tho year, anu an excel¬ 
lent plan lias been adopted m Myimnsingh, whereby a tiamod female medical 
officer has been placed in each subdivision The upper classes outsido a few big 
towns have scarcoly any tacihties for obtaining medical attendance m then 
zananas, and the arrangement made in Mytnensingli ought to involve little 
exp nso to the District Hoaid, while it gives a great convenience to the people 
The amount of medical aid which is now at tho disposal of the people cannot, 
howevei, be considered sufficient, and m a Division so well off as that of Dacca, 
the system, followed with such advantage b> Mi Gnei in Tipporu, might, with 
advantage, be introduced whoreby a dispensary was furnished to every place 
which guaranteed tho building and tho cost of the yeuily supply of modicmes. 

Id Local Self Govunnunt institutions —The working oi the Distuct Boaids 
during tho year shows that they are, what tho Commissioner calls them, “ useful 
institutions, ’ but it is clear thut Local Boards, except wheie tho Chauman is 
the Subdivision^ Officei, have so far not proved a success in the Dacca Division 
The Municipalities have on the whole worked fairly well, except in the case 
of Dacca, the alnunistration of which is the matter of vciy condemnatory 
comment alike by the Conums-aonei and the Magistrate The thanks of 
Government are due to the vatious non-official Chairmen and Vice Cnairmon 
who have devoted their time and lahoui to the peifoimame of then duties 

14 Employment of Muhammadans —Although the Muhammadans lq this 
Division aie muily twice as numerous as the Hindus, the proportion of offices 
held by the fonnet is only about a quartoi of tint hi Id by the latter. This 
result is duo ch>efl> to the alu ost total absence of any nuddto class among the 
Muhammadans, nearly all of whom are cultivating laiyuts, c and, from the 
reports before him, tho Lieutenant-Goveinoi is satisfied that tho claims oi 
Muhammadans to a shaie of tho appointments uudu Government aie fuHy 
considered by the Distm t Officeis 

15 Conduct of sinniidan —The Commissioner has lenoited as deserving 
of lecogmtion the mannei m winch then estatos were managed by Nawab £ir 
Khwajah Ahoanullah Bahalui, iccib, Muhaiaja Suijya Kanta Acharjya of 
Mymensmgh, liajd Rajmidia Nuinyau Roy Chowdxy Bahadur of Bhowal,<tt.umar 
Upendra Chandia Cliaudhun of Uolokpui, Rai JogemliaKishore Itai Chaudhun, 
Bahadur, ot Ram Gopalpui, and liabu Satis Chaudia Chaudhun of Bhowanmur, 
who aro not loss liboial m public matteis than just in their relations with then 
raiyats Othei landloids are spokeu of in very diffeiont torms, as having little 
regard for the welfare of their laiyuts oi thou own leputution, while a very 
laige proportion is non-iesident. 

1 he thanks of the Lieutenant-Governor are due to Mr. Savage fpr his 
careful and excellent adminutiation of the Division.

III —WEATHEB AND CROPS 

* 15. The average rainfall of the year under report for the Division was 

83*83 against .72 0 m the previous year, and 72 11, the average of the five year* 
ending 1897-98 The distribution was favourable to the crops which were 
generally good. 

16 The outturn of the aus and aman nee was above the normal. Jute 
was'a bumper crop on the area sown, but the area was restneted on account of 
low prices obtained in the previous years, and the minor crops generally were fair. 

• * 17. The owian, or the pnucipal nee ciop, was probably the best there has 

been in the Division for many years except m Backergunge, where unpre¬ 
cedented damage, caused by an insect called the pamari, reduced the outturn 
by at least one-fourth. 

♦ IV-PUBLIC HEALTH 

18. The Division was comparatively healthier m the year under report 
than m the previous year, the death-rate per mille of population being 30*6 
againft 32*2 in 1897. The following table shows tho death rate per mille, and 
the percentage of deaths on population due to several causes, in each distnet, 
compared with the year 1897 —

25 The year has been one of good crops, fair prices and general pro- 
bpcnty throughout the Division All traces of the evils wrought by scarcity and 
eaithquakem the past have disappeared, and though plague made its appearance 
m a virulent form m thre e districts, the steps taken to prevent its spread were 
happily successful, and to tho great bulk of the population its presence itt their 
midst "was piobably unknown. 

2f> Mr lioe, Collectoi of Mymensmgh, writes of his district, and this is 
true ot the whole Division — 

u The cultivating class ib probably among the mo^t prosperous in the Efclpirb Thfc 
well-to-do ranats’ income may bo taken at between Es 200 and Rs 300 A year, and the 
majority of the raiy^ts are well to do The indigenous labouring class is practically 
non-existent. A fow of the pooror ruvats labour m the fit Ids, hut almost the whole bulk 
of the manual laboui of the district is done by immigrants from Bihar and the North- 
Western Provinces tJ 

27 Mr liankin of Dacca writes that the year under report may be 
regarded as one of prospenty, and adds that the ti aderb, artisans and* jute 
meichants fared well 

28 From Faridpur Mr Temple reports the condition of the people as 
excellent, and icmaiks that — 

“ Poverty, as it is known m Northern Europe, simply does not exist The aVeragh of 
nooesbaries and comforts is high One can hardly help contrasting the lot of even the poorest 
laiyat with h b comfortable thatched hut and little pl*>t oi garden with that of the denizen of 
a Manchester Blum or tho worker in a London dookyard on a cold day in January ” 

29 Backcrgungo, tho richest of the four districts, has alone not enjoyed 

its full share ot the general piospenty. Mr JBeatson-Bell, the Collectoi, 
writes — • 

“ Tho crop, although good, was uneven In the north the normal was oxoeeded, while in 
the south the crop was lamentably shoit in many places This was owing to the ravages of 
an insect known ntpautan In some villages agricultural loans will be given to help the 
cultivators through the sowing season they are in no sense starving I saw a deputation of 
them } esterdav, aud they scornfully refused to work on a Local Board road The middle 
classes on fixed incomes are moro comfortable than they have beon for some time, owing to 
the moderate pneo »t piovisions Tho cultivators, on the other hand, have indulged in some 
grumbling for the same leaion Noithoi side has ipivh to oomplam of at present 9

VIII -MANUFAOTUItFS AND MINES. • 

37 There are no mines in tho Division, aud the manufactures are of 
small importance Mill-made cloth is gradually driving the local weavers 
from thou looms, and tho rapidly growing ta-to for European pottery and 
enamolled iron-ware is depriving the local potters of their best customers 
Outside competition has, however, not as yet affected the shell-workers m‘Dacca, 
nor the makeiB of embroidered Kasidas, who with the reed mat-makers, cane- 
workers, soap-makers and medicine compounded still find their industries 
profitable. 
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38. The only manufacture in which steam power is used m the Division 
is thaf of mustard-oil. There are two steam oil mills, one at Dacca ahd the 
other at Jhalokati, and both are said to be pa) mg concerns 

39. In the Dacca district there wore 27 steam and 3 hand jute-presses at 
work during the yeai 


IX —TKADE AND COMMEBCE 

40. There was no change in the trade i out os or trade centres of the 
Division during the year under lepoit, except that the extension of the railway 
liner from Mymensmgh to Janmlpur was opened foi tiaffic in October last 
The extension of the Eastern Bengal State Railway, Central Section, to Fand- 
pur, though completed during the year, was not opened to traffic till after its 
dose In Mymensmgh the damage done to the roads by the earthquake of the 
12th June 1897 has been for the most part repaired by tho District Board, but ohly 
by opening lines of lailcan the want of means of rommunuation m that distnet, 
caused by the giadual silting up of the old Brahmaputra river and othei 
smaller streams, be effectually removed. 

41. The principal articles of import into this D 1 vision are, as reported m 
previous years, European piece goods, cotton twists, rice, paddy, gram and 
pulse, molasses, sugar, salt, lime, timber, corrugated iron, kerosene oil, potatoes 
and conch-shells The chief articles of export aie jute and Dacca maoe piece- 
goods, such as plain and stuped muslins, kasida, jamdani and plain dhutis and 
chadars from the district of Dacca, jute and musked seed, bides, dried Rsh and 
ghee from the district of Mymensmgh, nee, paddy, gram, pulses, jute, linseed, 
mustard seed and fishes from tho distnet oi Fandpur, and rn e, betel-nut, 
cqcoanut, timber, pulses, jute, molasses, chillies, linseed and mustard seed from 
the district of Backcrgunge. 

42 It is very difficult to amve at any correct estimate of the trade lh the 
above aiticles, as a considerable portion of the traffic is earned on by means 
of large countiy boats, which do not pass through any registering centies The 
statistics, now supplied by the Railway, the Calcutta Canal and the Nadia River 
authorities, and the statistics wo get from the customs office at Narayanganj, the 
most impoitant centre of trade in this Division, however, givoB us a general 
idea of the course of trade 

43 In the port of Narayanganj there entered during the year under 
report 262 vessels with a tonnage of 30,090 as against 352 vessels with a tonnage 
of 42,370 m tlie preceding year, and the number of vessels cleared was 269 
with a tonnHge of 30,573 as against 368 vessels with a tonnage of 43,211 in 
1897-98 The deciease is attributed to smaller export of jute to Chittagong 
during tho year under report 

*14. Of the >ess?ls that entered the port, 121 were with cargo and 141 in 
ballast. Tho 121 vessels with cargo came from Chittagong, and of the 141 ip 
ballast, 135 wcie*fiom Chittagong, 2 from Coconada, 1 from Connga, 1 from 
Masujipatam and 2 from Ncgapatara. The 269 vessels that cleared all went 
•with cargo to Chittagong

205 .The number of public institutions, which are schools of oxgamsed 
instruction, teaching the vtuious standards piesiiibed by the Education 
department, increased by 140 fiom 8,432 to 8,572, and their pupils by 8,99 i 
from 229,073 to 238,066 Of the total pupils at school, 222,843 woie boys 
and 15,223 were girls Besides the public institutions theie weie 3,188 pm ate 
institutions fsucli as tols, muktabs, Koran schools, etc , that do not teach the 
departmental standaius) with 35,956 pupils Thcic was a loss of 441 schools 
and of 1,629 pupils in this class The decline is coufined mostly to Koian 
schools, which are schools of no odueational value 
* 200 Of the boys of school-going age in the Division, 34 1 per cent, ond 
of girls 2 4 pei cent, aie actually at school. The toiresponpmg peicentages in 
the preceding year were 32 9 and 2 6 respectively 

207. The total expendituie on education increased by Rs 32,989, the 
increase in contribution from public sources bi mg Rs 9,964 only and that 
from pm ate sources Rs 23,025 The contribution fiom public sources formed 
30*2 per cunt of the total expenditure, the Government shaie being only 14 3 
per cent The percentages m the previous ) eai were 30 2 and 14 1 ies- 
pectively. Theie was an increase of Rs. 6,528 m the total Government 
expenditure, which was due mainly to a Government contribution of Rs o,()0O 
towards the cost of a boarding-houso for Muhammadans at Bansal Tlu 
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expenditure from District Funds increased by Rs 3,474, while tnat from 
municipalities remained nearly tho same as m the previous year 

208, Thoie was a remaikable increase in the number of high schools by 5 
in Backergunge, 3 in Fandpur and 3 in Dacca, a proof of tho great and rapidly 
mcieasmg demand for h gher education in Eastern Bengal Of tho 62 high 
schools now in existence, the great majority pay their own way and their 
efficiency is manifest from the fact that all excepting +hoso that weie opened 
dutmg tho year sent up pupils who successfully competed at the Entrance 
examination Out ot a total of 937 candidates sent up, 59i, or 63 5 per cent, 
weie successful, 1 j 9 m tho fiist, 294 in the second, and 142 m tho third division 
The Government schools, as usual, obtained the best results, the Dacca Col- 
legiato School taking the fust place, and the Bansal Zilla School the second, 
but some of the private institutions were not tar behind The apprehension 
that the Bansal Zilla School would deteriorate under the management of tho 
Joint-Committee has piovod to be unfounded 

209 Middle English schools increased from 192 to 202, but middle 
vernacular schools decieased from 282 to 269, as the diroct result of tho with- 
diawal of the pnvilege of appearing at the Mukhtarship examination from 
passed students of these institutions At tho Middle English Scholarship 
oxammation 91 per cent of the competing schools and 80 per cent of 
the competing candidates were successful, at the Middle Vernacular examina¬ 
tion, the percentages of coinpoting schools and candidates wero 85 and 67 
respectively 

210 Upper primal v schools increased from 909 to 943, and the lower 
piimancs fiom 6,310 to 6,3'Jl At tho upper primary examination 711 per 
(ent of the competing schools and 53 6 per cent of the competing candidates 
weie successful, the corresponding hgures for the lower pumary examination 
were 57 5 and 35 5 

211 The number of gills’ schools decreased by 112 from 1,042 to 900 
and their pupils by 1,609 fiom 13,198 to 11,589. There were more than half 
as many girls in boys’ schools as in guls’ schools, and this raised the total 
number of female childicn under instruction to 17,767 The Eden Female 
School at Dacca is the only Government institution for girls, it had 130 girls 
on its rolls (of whom 105 were Hindus, 20 Brahmos, 4 Chustians and 1 
Muhammadan), and cost Rs 6,800 to Government It passed 2 girls at the 
upper primary examination and 2 at the lower prnnaiy examination, but 
sent m no candidates for any higher examination. 

212 Eleven girls passed the middle vemaculai examination, 10 from 
Backoigunge and 1 from Mymensingh, 28 girls passed the uppoi primary 
and 245 girls the lower primary examination. 

213. There wero 80 special schools in tho Division, the training school, 

the survey school, the Government medical school and Homoeopathic school, 
all in the town of Dacca, two industrial schools, one at Mymensingh and the 
other at Barisal, and 74 tols transferred for the first time from thp class 
“private” to “public” schools * « 

214. The Medical School is a very useful and popular institution, but 
neither of the industrial schools answers expectations, and the Dacca Survey 
School, though passed pupils readily find employ ment, has lost in popularity so 
much that its roll number now (144) is less than half what it was two years 

ago 

215 The Madrassa at Dacca had 553 pupils against 491 m the previous 
year It cost Rs. 17,395, of which the Mohsm Fund contributed Rs 13,674. 

216 The number of Muhammadans under instruction increased by 3,781 
from 133,657 to 137,438 The Muhammadans constitute 65 3 per cent, of 
the total population, but the percentage of Muhammadans at school to total 
school population is 50 2 against 50 l of the previous year. At the lower 
primary examination, the Muhammadans were fairly successful, 1,180 pupils, 
or 28*8 per cent of the total successful candidates, being of that religion, 
but at higher examinations they wore less successful, the percentages being 
at the upper pumary examination 19 2, at the middle examination 12 2, ana 
at the Entrance examination only 4*4.

tho* Mitford Hospital for the tieatm >nt of women of the respectable classes 
• 2lH In Nasnabad (Mymtnsingh) the “Mackenzie” Eye Waid was 
completed, and at Fandpnr the new dispensary building was completed. 

219 In outlying dispensaries numerous improvements^ have been 
effected, and the institutions a>e on the whole well managed and useful but 
in some instances tho want of effective control over thoso maintained at the 
cost ol the Distuct, 1 oards and Municipalities is appaient, and to leinedy this 
steps have been taken to place these dispomanes, wherever it has been found 
practicable to do so, under local Comn ittefs, who will, it is hoped, be aDlo ta 
supplement tho fixed allowance for maintenance granted by District Boards 
m Municipalities by local subscriptions, and enhance both the efficiency and 
usefulness of the mtitutions 

220 it is especially SMtisfactory to note that attention has been paid to 
improvement of facilities for female patients I have mentioned above the 
now waid for respectable females at the Mitford Hospital In Backergun"o 
sepai ate rooms foi the examination and treatment of female patients have been 
added to 14 dispensatics and in Mymensingh anangements were made so that 
at each subdmsnnal liead-quarteis there was either a Lady Doctor or a trained 
midwife thioughout tho yeai

41 1 have found the Sub-Committef s of very gieat assistance, and the Board had m almost 
every instance shown good sense by accepting their recommendations when endorsed by me 
In matters of general mtorost 1 have founl, foi Ihe most part, the opinions of the non-ofhcial 
members worth hearing The Vico Chairman, Babu Chandra Kanta Laluri has again Mono 
much very useful work during tho yeai The Local Boards, with the oxc» ption of Netrakona, 
are practically useless, those at Iiishorganj and Tangail being paniculaily apathotio Ihoy 
piaoticallv have only to soo that the money paid ior repaus of small roads is spent properly 
and to oollect ferry and pound rents Both these the} entirely fail to do when any ditfioidtie* 
anse The order of the Accountant-General refusing to pass travelling allowance bills of 
non-offioial members when employod on inspection duty has naturally resulted in no inspec¬ 
tion work being done The Local Board 18 really simply the sub-overseer The Netrakona 
Local Board is, however, a striking exception The work of tho Chairman, Babu Dwaraka* 
Nath Laluri, has been extremely useful ” 

233 Mr K C De, Officiating Magistiate of Fandpur, cntnely agrees 
with the lemarks left by his piedeccssor, Mr Temple, which run as follows — 

“ The Distnot Board has worked satisfactorily during the year, and members are 
occasionally useful m giving local mformat on, but the real work is done bv the District 
Engineer, Vice-Chairman and Chairman Local Boards are, m my opinion, of no ubo and 
should be abolished Members take little or no interest in the small amount of work ,they 
have to do, and I must confers that I do not wonder at this Such works as fall to the lot of 
Looal Boards oould be more efficiently and far more economically managed from head¬ 
quarters, and I find that the interost of the remote mufassal are not neglooCod m the Dietni& 
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Board’s mootings If thought desirable, tho numbei of the District Board’s members might 
be increased When the Subdivision^ Officer is Chairman, so far as my experience goes, 
Local Boards do a certain amount of good work • * * ” 

234 Mr, Beatson Bell, Officiating Magistiate of Backeigunge, wutes — 

* “The District Board worked in a smo businesslike mannei throughout the year 

Tho «ice Chairman, Rai Dwaika Nath Dutt, Bahadur, and his locum tenuis , Babu Hajaui 
Kanta Das, both rendered gieat service to the public at conwdei able personal sacrifice to 
themselves 99 

235 On the whole, the Diatnct Boards arc useful institutions, but tho 
utility- of Local Boards, unless presided ovei by the Subdivisional Officers, is 
practically limited to supplying sinecure posts for incompetent clerks and 
providing a medium for payment of money supposed to be spent on village roads. 

236 For tho most pait non-official Chanmen and Vice Chan men have 
ncithei the time noi the inclination to inspect Local Boards’ works ai a 
distance from head quarters, and, with raie exceptions, such works aro earned out 
in a slovonlv and costly mannei With the Subdiv l&ional Officer as Chairman, 
Local Boards can be of practical use if the members lestuct themselves to advice 
and lqjive tho executive part of tho work to the Clmuman who, m the course of 
his annual tour has to visit evciy place of mipoitanco in his subdivision, and is, 
indeed, the only poison who is in a position to see that any work, which is 
undertaken, is properly executed

welfare of the toVn Many parts are still m a filthy condition Sweepoers and oarts are in¬ 
sufficient The roads arejbad Tho management of tho water-works is a disgrace, and tho 
Commissioners refuse to listen to advioe regarding them 99 

240. On the working of the municipalities m Mymensingh, Mr, F. Roe,

“The municipalities of this district have, on the whole, worked fairly well The funds 
at Weir disposal are so small that muoh cannot be expected of them • * • **

44 The municipalities worked well on the whole, the exception is Nalohiti where internal 
quarrels prevail Mattery became so bad that I had once to have recourse to the extreme 
provision of section 63 in order to save the mumoipal doctor from a summary and illegal 
dismissal at the hands of a factions majority who suspected that, the dootor was on good 
terms with tho minority ” 

243. I have little to add to what the Magistrates have placed on record. 
In all the municipalities, and m particular m Dacca, Narayanganj, and Bansal, 
the Chairmen and Vice-Chairmen have worked heartily for the improvement 
of their towns, and, with the one glaring exception of Dacca, have m general 
received the well deserved support of their brother Commissioners. As to 
Dacca, I fully endoise all the Magistrate has said Opp« sition to all reforms 
is appaiently the watchword of the elected members, and if their aim be to 
prove that Dacca is not ripe for the elective system, they may congratulate them¬ 
selves on their success.

262 The Kartik-Barum fair was, as usual, held on the south bank of 
the Dhaleswan nver close to the head-quarters of the Munshiganj subdivision, 
and lasted for two months and 15 days from 12th December 1898 Necessary 
arrangemenis were made by the Local Board under the supervision of the 
Subdmsional Officer of Munshiganj The number of people who visited the 
fair was estimated at 107,325 as against 110,680 m the previous year The f 
value of goods brought for sale and of goods actually sold were respectively 
Rs 12,17,725 and Rs 7,3 j, 415, as compared with Its. 11,40,700 and Rs. 7,75,600 
in the preceding year There was no epidemic of any kind. 

268. The Nang ilbund fair of Dacca did not fall during tho year under 
report. c 

264. The Jhulan mSla was held within the Kishorganj Municipality, 
and lasted for two n onths. The daily average attendance was 250. The 
Jamalpur mela was held within the Jamalpur Municipality It commenced 
a little earlier than usual tins year, viz , on 15th of January 1899, and dosed 
on 18th April 1899 Fite thousand five hundred and fifty head of cattle were 
offeied for sale in the year under review against 4,573 in the previous year. 
Rupees 3,121 was realised as fees at the rate of 9 anhas per head of cattle. 
About 4,000 people assembled in the mela. The proprietors of the milas made 
satisfactory sanitary arrangements. 

265. The Fandpur mSla lasted for one and-a-half months. -The average 

daily number of people who visited the mela was estimated at 500. Sanitary 
arrangements were made.

• 2 The work of the Committee extended over four weeks, tho first 
meeting being held on Monday, the 9th October, and tho last on Saturday, 4th of 
November Thoio were thus in all 19 meetings of the full Committee, besides 
numerous Special Sub-Committee meetings, to determine technical matters of 
law and engineering procedure The work of outdoor inspections was arduous, 
covering upwards of foui hours daily, and I desire to commend the zeal and 
energy of the members m these and other matters to the notice of Government 
The names of Messrs Holland, Wild, and Cary have been specially mentioned 
in the final leport. I dosiro here to mention also Mi Gardiner, whoso labours 
as •Secretary to the Committco havo been arduous and indefatigable. 

3. I am glad to be able to say that the conclusions in the report are those 
of a unanimous Committee. The proceedings of the last meeting show that 
the question of municipal control, when the proposed new Act will come into 
forco, was duly consideicd _

I' Isolated m 1* fragments vations on the disposition of the foliation planes 

Boulders which have boen isolated and transported from their original position 
by movement of the soil-cap piesont the foliation planes of the gneiss at 
various angles, whilst exposures of the massive rock will conform approximately 
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to the general foliation of the area in which they occnr. The reliance to be 
placed on boulders must be limited naturally Dy the frictional stability of the 
eaitli m which they are embeddod. 

The common form of earth on the slopes of Darjeeling reposes at an angle 

of 41° when damp, and for short vertical interval; 

Angle of repoie of the m> cap ma y |j e found standing at higher inclinations when 

held together by roots, but earth slopes of 41* must bo regarded as decidedly 
unsafe) and liable to slide on the access of water. Observations on the 
numerous slips which followed the unpiecodented heavy lam of September 
24th and 25th show that such slopes geneially fall to an angle of 38° or 39° 

5. The landslips which recently occuned in such great numbers m> 

Daiieeling were entirely confined to the soil-cap— 

Nat arc of the andalip* tho class known to the Swiss Geologists as Schutt- 

stutze As usual they probably commenced as soil cap creeps (j Schuttrutschungcn ), 
but the heavy ram which immediate ly preceded the slips was so veiy excessive 
and sudden that the whole senes of phenomena from the piehnunaiy creep to 
tho final catastrophe followed one another too rapidly to permit diagnosis of 
tho usual premonitory warnings which precede all landshps In many instances 
tho slips can be braced to a prelimuuiy fall of earth on to a high level road, 
thcieby blocking a dram and turning a largo stream of water down the unpro 
he tod hill-face. In these instances, however, the slips m the lower part of the 
lull partake of the nature of a very rapid scoui, reaching tho foot as a nver of 
mud and boulders. 

Although it is true that tho cause of the slips recently examined can be 

immediately traced to the heavy ram of September 
oftaSST f ° r a “ deTelopment 24th-25th (tnfia section fi), it must not bo for- 
o mu sips gotten—and tins is a lesson of peimanent value to 

all lull stations—that the necessary facilities have been m the couise of gradual 
development for many years Tho soil-cap is the direct product of tho 
atmospheric decomposition of the rocks, and through tlio action of percolating 
meteoric waters is in process of continual growth at the superficial expense ot 
the Hter The removal of soil from tho suifaco by the mechanical action of 
i unmiig water, and tne simultaneous addition of decomposition products below 
tho sub-soil by the chemical activity of percolating water are not concurrently 
compensatory in elopes covered with vegetation thero is a balance in favour of 
the lat+er process which is periodically restored by slips from the surface 
The formation of a soil-cap does not m itself contribute to an mcreaso m the 
surface slope, but its removal from tho foot of a slopo by streams, which thero 
.icquno a greater erosive activity through increased velocity and volume, 
increases the average slope of the hillside Such active undermining o'f the 
foot of a hdl may bo seen m a marked degree at the junction of two jhoras , as, 
foi instance, below the spur separating the two first blanches of the Kdg jhora, 
or where a r ver like tne Rungnu cuts a line parallel to the lower contours of 
the lull. The increase in the angle of a slope by the undermming action of a 
river is supplemented by the slow process of creep which proceeds step-fashion r 
in every inclined soil-cap with the regular succession of wet and dry seasons 
The expansion which follows the saturation of a» soil-cap during each monsoon 
naturally takes place in the direction of least rosistanco, which is down the hill¬ 
side The desiccation which follows in the succeeding dry season morely 
makes a pause in this movement—not a return to original conditions Such a 
ntchet and paul kind of creep downwards and outwards proceeds until the 
renditions of stability are exceeded, and a landslip occurs to restore equihonum. 

't is delusive, therefore, to suppose that because a slope has apparently with¬ 
stood the action of twenty monsoons, the absence of accidont is an index to its 
stability and an insurance against danger in the twenty-first wet season. On 
the contrary, in a steep earth slope unprotected by artificial means, every 
nions ton bnngs it nearer to the inevitable landslip, and the more perfect 
appicuation of this fact by the authorities in our hill stations will help to guard 
against the constant, but ratal, tendency there always appears to be to roposo 
t onfiilonce in a slope which has not by chanoe been the scene of an accident 
for a generation. Tho limits of stability having been established for slopes ii 
different materials under various degrees of saturation, tbo rules so determined 
should not be superseded by the necessarily limited experience of any local 
authonty.

by earth movements Maiked settlement, foi instance, on slopes with an 
average inclination of 32° has been noticed between the two branches of the 
K hgjhota, whoie the subsideme has resulted in the production of sonous 
cracks behind and above Manoi Lodge and thiough Blossom Giovo, and again 
on the eastern side of the ridge, where the W N -W —E. 8 -E fault which 
determined the position of the Kag jhora lias cut through tho lull In 
each,* of these cases tho ciushed condition of the rock has peinntted the 
free percolation of wator, which, issuing as spungs at lowci levels, has 
b*oen enabled, through the loose textuie of tho iiaitured rocks, to carry 
away large quantities of material m suspension, instead of acting in the 
usual and much slower fashion by chemical solution In these cases, besides 
tho occurrence of free slips at lower levels, where the foot of the slope has 
been und pi mined, the highei levols of tho slopes have undoigonc serious 
subsidenco with the production of numeious ramifying fissures tluongh the 
surface Such cases of local subsidence by lemoval of material from the 
deep portions of the soil aie necessanly rare iu Daijeelmg The rocks are 
veiy uniform in composition, and includo no specially soluble fonnations 
whoso removal would icsult in destructive local subsidence Practically, there¬ 
fore, tho only landslips wluch we havo to deal with m this affected area

Up to the 24th the monsoon rainfall had been some 
17 inches m excess of the aveiagc, and although theie had been a partial 
cessation duung tho previous week, theie was no break in the rains sufficient 
to permit of any appreciable drying of the soil before tho unprecedented fall 
of the 24th and 25th During tho 24 horns ending at 8 o’clock on the 
morning of tho 24th, 5 30 inches fell, followed by 19 40 inches before 4 a.m. 
of the following day Of the latter amount 14*32 inches fell between 4pm 
on the 24th and 4 am on the 2oth, making an average of over an inch an 
. hour for a stretch of 12 hours * The previous metem ©logical leports for 
Daijeelmg show no parallel for this excessive piccipitation, and falling os it 
did upon slopes already saturated by an unusually heavy monsoon, may be 
with little doubt regatded as the immediate cause of tho great damage dono in 
tho district The heavy rain was an accompaniment of a sevore cyclone 
which*was first noticed by the Meteorological Department on the 21st as 
developing to the south-east of False Point m the Bay of Bengal, and from 
there moved gradually northwaids until, on the morning of tho 24th, the 
centie oft the depression was near Rampui Boalia, giving nse to a heavy 
rainfall all over the province 

. Residents*!© the station have called attention to tho unusual severity 

of the previous winter, but the minimum tempera- 
isSm'* °* tk ° w,nter ° £ tures recorded at St Paul’s School on the 

Jellapahar ridge and by Father deCampigneulles at 
St. Joseph’s College, North Point, show that tho low temperatures were not 
sufficiently below freezing point or continuously maintained to seriously affect 
the soil-cap by frost, and so prepare the slopes for the reception and farther 
destructive action of ram. The mean air tempeiature for the day never fell 
below 32° on the Jellapahar ndge, whilst tho minima were generally less than 
8 op 4 degrees below freezing point. With or without a fall of snow, these 
temperatures are sufficiently mild to preclude any chance of freezing beyond 
the merest superficial skin of soil. 

7. All enquiries wluch have been made as to the occurrence of earth- 
Ko evidence of earthquake! quakes on the night of the 24th-25th have led to

Bare followed, and resulted from, the heavy landslips, there is no evidence to

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show that an earthquake was the actual oause. The negative results recorded 
by Mr. John Milne in tho Seismological Laboratory at Shido on the Isle of 
Wight, and by the Meteorological Reporter in the Alipore Observatory, show 
thut no eaithquako of considerable magnitude could have occurred on the 24th 
or 25th, and as this is in agreement with the local evidence, the possibility of 
an earthquake bang the causo of tho numerous blips can bo safely left out of 
further consideration 

Both the positive and the negative evidence thus point to the heavy rain on 
the night of the 24th and 25th as the causo of the damage done in Darjeeling, 
and as the most oxcessivo fall occuned as the final stage of a severe cyclone, 
and at the end of the rainy season, when the ground was alieady saturated, it 
is sufficient also to account for the approximately simultaneous occurrence of 
the large liumbei of landslips in and near the station. 

It is just possible that the great earthquake of 1897 sufficiently weakened 
certain portions of tho soil-cap to pcimit slips m places winch otherwise might 
liave su<i essfally resisted the action of this stoiin But the effects of the ram 
so completely overwhelmed the other contnbutoiy causes that tho storm may 
be looked upon as practically the only cause of tho disaster „

Damigc o ui mgi serious The buildings which were entirely dcs- 

tioyed were Roadside Villa and No 2 Mall Villas, situated in closo proximity 
to one another on the eastern slope, also a dormitory in the Diocesan School, 
slightly fuithci north on the same slope, and a small house at the entrance to 
the Convent occupied by Native Cluistians A limited number of othoi build¬ 
ings have been so soveiely shaken or damaged that theie is no couiso open but 
to dismantle them. Amongst these aie the Gymnasium of the Diocesan School, 
Baldoyle, and Nos 1 and 2 Blossom Grove, while the sites of Bachelor’s Cot, 
Point Clear No 2, Nos 4 and 5 Mall Villas, and Lebong View have been 
remit led msecuio, and it is inadvisable to maintain the buildings on them 

The list of houses at which out-houses havo been destroyed or seriously 
damaged is a long ono, and points to the necessity of far groater care bemg 
exercised in tho futuro in selecting sites for such buildings Damaged out¬ 
buildings are found at Southfield, Ada Villa, Auckland Houso, Edelweiss, 
Nos 1, 4, and 5 Mall Villas, Pekoe Tip, Baldoyle, Nnvana, Ida Villa, Prospect 
House, Rook’s Nest, Nora Villas, the Parsonage, Newstead, Ashontully, 
Rockingham, Holly Wood, Eden Falls, Cheviemont, and Woodville. 

The following buildings or sites have been affected to a serious extent and 
will need very heavy expenditure to rcndei them secure Anadia, Holly Lodge, 
Cluneavon, Terpsithoa, Ridge Cottage, Vailima, Oakdene, Edolweiss, Ida Villa, 
and Manor Lodge 

In addition to these tho undernoted sites or buildings have suffered in a 
less degree, but need somewhat extonsive protective works to render them 
secuie Southfield, Ada Villa Bairack, Alma Cottage, No. 3 Mall Villas, Pekoe 
Tip, Baldoyle, Fox How, Prospect House, Rook’s Nest, tho Parsonage, No 2 
The Ridge, The Yews and The Laurels, Kilfane Lodge, Nowstead, Woodlands, 
Mary Lodge, Glen Eden Nos. 1 and 2, Rothiemay and Ashontully. 

Minor work in revetting and other protective measures is required to the

The above list of places visited is a fairly exhaustive one and covers more 
than three weeks of caieful inspection, 'i hero are a few outlying premises which 
have not been visited, as they did not appear of sufficient importance and as 
requests to visit them have not been received. * ' 

9. The mam roads throughout the station have, without exception, been 
i« seriously injured. The heaviest damage has occur- 

* red on tne Auckland Road, the Calcutta Road, the 

Jellapahar Road, the Birch Hill Road, the Runjit Road, and the Tonga Road* 
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The Hill Cart Road and Lebong Road haVe also suffered extensive damage. 
These are principally outside station limits, and their repair being dealt "With 
by the Public Works Department, details need not be given here. 

( On all of the roads mentioned above bridges have been earned away and 
drains scoured out, while the road surface has cither slipped away entirely, or 
is blocked by* aibris over long distances. The Calcutta Road particulaily, 
traversing as it does the eastern and most unstable slope of tne hill, has 
suffered to such an oxtent that its restoration to its former state appears at 
present to be impracticable (see Proceedings of the 17th Meeting) 

Communication has alieady been to a largo extent restored on the other

There is at present little or no protective work m any of these streams, 
and m consequence of the high inclination of then beds, heavy scour with 
slips from tho sides has occurred m all of them The subsidiary lines of 
drainage follow generally the road alignments and have suffered damage corre¬ 
sponding to that already mentioned under the head of Roads above 

Reconstruction, piotection, and m some cases realignment to drainage 
channels generally are matters needing very enily att< ntion The manner m 
winch such work should be earned out is fully dealt with in paragraph 13 of 
this Report and m Appendix No 2 

11. Loss of life and property in native bustis has occurred on both tho 
. , eastern and western slopes of tho hill The most 

amage o is extensive damage was done at the sito of the 

Toong oong Busti on tho east slope, and practically tho whole of this locality 
is considered to be unsafe for future occupation At Singaman on the west 
seveial huts were destroyed The site is considered as one not altogether 
desirable Tho huts built m re-entrant angles and thoso at the north end neai 
•the position of the lecent slips are considered as unsafe 

Prodhan’s Busti below tho Outcheny stands on slope of very steep inclina¬ 
tion, and though little actual damage occuired at this spot, the site must be 
looked on as an insecure position for buildings of any class, including huts

* auw * 0 * mR8 ° can be traced to tho remarkablo storm of tho 24th 

and 25th of September There aie, however, various contributory causes 
whose proper disoummation will serve to guard against a repetition of such 
accidents m future 

* Among the most noticeable of these are— 

( a) Defective site dramaoe —The possibility of water entering the soil-cap 
through gardens and site platforms has oeen most impelfcctly guarded against. 
Of examples in which defoonve removal of lam water has been an almost 
certain contributing cause of slips, Augusta Villa, Jessamine Villa, and Terpsi- 
thea may be cited. 

(5) 'Excessive lead of road drains —In many instances it has been noticed 
that the blocking of a dram by a small fall of earth fiom an overhanging 
saturated slopp has led to further damage on the hillsides below Ordinarily 
this cannot be foreseen, but in certain cases the damage done would have been 
largely mitigated if the dram m fault had Served a smaller catchment area and 
had been provided with more frequent outlets into natural channels. 

The most striking 'example Of a drain tvhich needs tho treatment' indicated 
above la the Jellapahar Road 1 ‘drain, thb intciruption of which by the slip at 
Terpathea caused heavy Slips light down to the Cart R6ad bellow. 

•(c) Ithfietfkci or baffly ctiftlitructeictVe'tfbtments —Althofigh 'steep slot >es have 
been frequently revetted/' many insthtud^ hdVo been observed in which the 
revebhonts are badly fohndfed, of insufficient thickness, and of poor construction, 
and in oonsequence quite incapable of maintaining th.4 fel&petf they have been 
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Kemcrlml measures 


built to retain Revetments of this nature were observed at Rook’s Nest, 
Nowstead, above Kalu Singh’s house, and round the site of Baldoyle. 

(d) Neglect to reduce or protect steep slopes —There is a marked tendoncy to 
repose confidence in slopes of high inclination on account of general lgnorancp 
concerning the safe angle at which a saturated eaitli bank will stand Failures 
due to such nogloct have taken place at Nora Villas, Prospect House, the 
Club, &c 

(e) Undo cutting steep slopes for the formation of paths , roads and ont-hohses — 
The caicless cutting of paths and out-house sites is a fiuitful source of dunger 
Cases in which slips havo bcm aggravated by such piactices are numoibus 
The following aio examples The path fiom Vale Pleasant to Roadside Villa, 
the appuuth mad to Fox How, the/ig7 ig to Arcadia, and many others, and 
of out-houvs, Southfield, the Club, Oakdene, &c 

13 To minimise the chain os of futuio damage of a similar nature to that 

whnh has recently occurud, the Committee recom- 
nu lids that the following measures bo taken — 

(a) Diatnage —As all slips aie the lmiuediato lesult of the action of water 
in the soil-cap, complete and efficient diaiuage should be the first among 
protective mcaxuies to bo considered 

The existing system of sloping all roads inwaids and providing a stone- 
lined guttei on the inner side should be maintained, but the had of the drains 
so formed should be shortened as much as possible by taking advantage of 
every opportunity of training them into natural water cliannols by paved 
drains, ttie natural channels being pioperly piepared, as noted below, for the 
reception of sucli diaius. 

The catchment aiea of every section of overy drain should bo indicated 
on a map specially kept for the purposo, and the size of each dram should be 
regulated by the maximum discharge from the aiea ainved at 

I b) Hites —All building sites should be sloped inwards towaids the house, 
winch should be suirounaod by a diam of conciete oi lime masonry of 
adequate sizo, giaded to discharge into the neaiest natuial channel The 
necessity for controlling channels common to two or more sites is referrod to 
in Appendix No 4 

Eveiy house should be provided with a wide masomy platform to leceive 
the discharge fioin its eaves, or with gutters and down pipes discharging into 
the drains surrounding the premises 

Dunns on house sites situated at the foot of Hteep earth slopes may advan¬ 
tageously be covered with movi able planks to intercept the small falls of earth 
which often fesult from the preliminary showers of a heavy downpour. 

(c) Ticatmcnt of ravines and spnnqs — The mam jhotas or natural drainage 
channels of ravines should be levetted at intervals by stiong cross-walls 
arranged to reduce as far as possible the slope of the bod. These walls should 
be curved in plan and should have their crests slightly concave, so as^to induce 
the stroam to preserve a definite channel. 

The flanks of such walls both up and down stream should bd well guarded' 
by properly constructed guide-walls built into the rock or firmest soil that m^y 
exist on either side Where the height of such walls is great, water-cushions 
at the too should in most cases bo provided All main jhoras should be provided 
with side walls and strongly pavod flooring, they should Jbe designed to carry 
the maximum volume of water that they are likely to receive in flood time (for 
type drawing see Appendix No. 6 ) 

Where springs occur it is advisable to open them out as far ob possible 
towards their sourco and to put m a covered dry Btone drain with a cemented 
floor. This drum should be trained into the nearest natural water channels 

(d) Treatment of slopes —All slopes above and below house sites should be 
reduced to an inclination not exceeding 87° Where the natural slope exceeds 
this anglo, its foot should be raised by building a revetment wall. In slopes 
not exceeding or reduced to 87°, the vertical intervals between the toes of revet¬ 
ments should be limited to not more than. 50 feet. The defective nature of 
many of the revetments built in previous years has been forcibly brought ( to 
the notice of the Committee during its inspection. More stringent regulations 
controlling the building of these important protective works are highly desir¬ 
able. With this end m view, the detailed instructions contained in Appendix 
No. 3 have been drawn up. 
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Slopes should be turfed and planted. The planting of trees assist mate¬ 
rially in increasing the stability of earth slopes on account of their net-work 
of roots and the way m which they absorb water from a saturated soil-cap 
The cryptomena appears to be specially suitable for this purpose It grows 
quickly and has a binding root system Other species wluch might be intro¬ 
duced as occasion offers are buk, magnolia, kawla, kapaiht, champ , peph , katua, 
arkanla , &c New slips of loose soil should be sown broadcast with cryptomena 
or utis or both (the seeds of these species are now npcmng) 

Jhoras might bo planted between revetments on their banks with willow 
or tbtui cuttings spaced one or two feet apart Glass slopes might with 
advantage bo studded with rhododendron or other flowenng shrubB The sites 
of recent slips should be revetted to reduce slopes where necessary, dressed to 
a regular slope, and where possible turfed and planted 

14 Closely allied to remedial measures are prohibitions of practices 

Prohibitions which are injurious, or proved souices of danger. 

(a) Prominent among these is unauthorised qunnymg Quarries, unless 
specially licemed, should be absolutely prohibited within the town area Under 
no circumstances should stones be removed from jhora beds except where it is 
tljo intention to immediately replace such stones by protective work, or in 
cases where they are a menace to any structure below The sanction of duly 
constituted authonty should be preliminary to any such removal. Similarly, 
where stones are occupying dangerous positions on lull slopes, the approval 
of the authonties to their removal should be obtained 

( b) The dangerous practico of cutting paths, and especially zigzags, should 
be strictly regulated 

(c) On sites situated above slopes exceeding an angle of 37° from the 
horizontal, gardens and tei races for cultivation should not be permitted on that 
part of the site in front, that is outside the 37° line, while they might be 
allowed on such portions of the site lying behind, that is below this lino (see 
Appendix No 2) 

(<l ) The construction of all works, drains, revetments or buildings of any 
description should not be allowed by private individuals without the permission 
of the Civil Officer m writing, and such works should be carried out under the 
supervision of the Government Engineer 

15 It has been recognised by this Committee that the Municipality 

under present conditions lacks the authority, the 
«™ ge ? cy fo f carr J in K ° nt th® establishment, and the funds to carry out the 

measures needful to secure the safety of the 

station* 

Reference to the PiOoecdmgs of the Special Sub-Committee (Appendix 
No 4) will show the inadequacy of the existing municipal law and bye-laws 
under the*Bengal,Municipal Act of 1884. Further legislation is considered 
neeessaiy, and the above-quoted proceedings indicate the lines on which it is 
jnopos&d that ft new Act be funned to meet the special eucnmstances at 
Daijeeling 

It is furthoi pioposed that Government be moved to take over at onco the 
entire chargo of all public roads, budges, drains, and water-courses at present 
vostcS in or undei the control of the Municipality, and to provide the funds 
neeessaiy *to repan public damages and construct such public protective works 
as may be required for the safety of the hill 

Th*o new Act cannot probably come into force for several months It will 
theiefore, for tho piosent at any late, be impossible to apply its provisions to 
private buildings and premises. To enable the Municipality to carry out 
protective works at once m connection with private premises as efficiently 
and promptly as i<f possible with its present powers, it is recommended that 
the Engineer who may be appointed by Government to take ovci Public Works, 
t-hould be appointed rv-ojfficio as a member the Municipal Committee to advice 
in all* technical matters rcgaidtng the safety of the hill, and to keep them in 
touch with public works under construction. The Deputy Conservator of 
F4tests might also be similarly appointed as an advising membor of the 
Committee

The huge amount of piopeily needing piotoction, the interest of Goviin- 
ment in the maintenance of Daijeeiing, and the uigent mecssity of restoung 
public confide nto m the station, point to the expenditure of such a huge sum as 
that mentioned above as a probably economical investment

expenditure on piotective woiks, as mentioned in the detailed proceedings It 
is inadvisable to allow any moie to be excavated The gentler slopes on the 
western face of the hill have already accommodated the greater pait of the 
town, and sites still lcmammg available are few A suggestion lias been made 
that additional area might bo obtained by cutting clown the summit of Obseiva- 
toiy Hill to the level of the Ada Villa flat To this pioposal the majouty of 
the Committee is strongly opposed, both on account of the' associations that are 
connected with tluB lull, awl of the limited arc'n, acres, that would be obtained 
if the suggestion were carried out r l hough we aro not piepared to admit that 
the necessity of finding new building site's is an uigent one, we aro strongly of 
opinion that sites for quauymg are an immediate necessity We have indicated 
one at St Paul’s School, and otlicis may be found at Bncli Hill Park or its 
vicinity 

21 In thus reviewing the damage done to the station and the precau¬

1 —QdJ \RRY1NG ANT) REMOVING 0* felONKS FROM JflORAS AND UlLLSIDES 

It has been fiom timo to time pomtod out that quariying by unauthorised persons is a 
iruitlul souico oi heavy damage on tho hillsides Coriobpondenoe which took place between 
the Public Woiks Department and the Municipality m L898-9(> exists m tne Executive 
Engineers Othro, hut the practice s^ill oontmues We are of opinion that quarrying on 
hillsides should be absolutely prohibited, exoept in specially licensed quumes, and under no 
cnctunstauoi s whatever should a stone be removed Irom a jhora bed, oxeept where it is the 
intention to immediately replace it by artificial protective works, or to clear tho mouth of a 
culvert oi diain Tho removal uf stone irom hillsides, j huras, or slips should only be allowed 
with the approval of due authority 

With regaid to the former case, the necessity for restrictive measures appears to be 
obv ous, in the lattor tho need of such measures appears to he less clearly understood The 
deepening ot a stieam channel by its own water is attended by an mu case of tho slopes of the 
suits, and every stone which exists m the jhora is a natural means of retarding this action 
Its renyivol, theiefore, by artificial means assists m the process ot destructive erosion The 
existing stones not only prevent tho deepening of tho M, but act naturally m the same 
way as artificial weirs in reduoing the velocity and destructive action of the stream Remo¬ 
val of stones must consequently necessitate a resort to aiUfwial means foi preventing the 
jhoia hom4urthei dgepenmg its ohannel and undermining tho adjacent hilludos It does 
not seem to be fully appreciated that the removal of stints irom jhora* brings about destiac¬ 
tive action m a Rouble sense —First, it is in itself an act of erosion, and secondly, by 
•permitting an increased velocity m the stream, increases its denuding and tr ms nor ting 
po\ser Any rules iramod in this rospeot should bo ngully enforced as regards botn largo 
boulders and small stoneB The neglect of these pnncipk s in the past has undoubtedly led 
to a large amount of the damage which has recently boon inspt ctod by the Committee 

Another point m direct connection with tins matlei ^ the priotioo ot making pookots 
ln the hillside at the upper end of a oulvett Where tluse pockets are required, we would 
draw attention to the necessity of protecting their sides by w filing Unless this is done, 
ofery tune the pockets ore cleared out theie is a tendency to induce turther slips into them 
The.o lestnotions will naturally lead to mcroi^ed dilnoultios m obtaining building 
stone, and the selection of suitable sites foi quarries should tlieudoro be a matter for caieful 
and earl> enquiry by tho authorities We suggest as one stub siti tho summit of the rid go 
above the source of tho K&g jhoi a, immediately to the south ot St Paul’s Sohool and over 
the playground The ftomoval of stone troiu this lot ility would also be attended with 
beneficial results in assisting the treatment of the Ka gj'iont

In goneral all jhot aa should be reveltod at mtcrv Us by strong cross walls, so arranged 
as/to re luoe, as far as possible, the slope < of existing beds Thoso walls should be curved 
m flan, with their crests slightly oonoave to induce me discharge to keop a defiuite ohanuol 
The flanks of such walls, both up and down stream, should do well guarded by propuly 
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constructed guide walls built into the rock or firm soil on either snlo These weir walls should 
have a considerable batter on the face, with courses laid at right-angles to the batter In ao 
important wall it may be <h sirablo to introduce bands ot masonry laid m oement-mortar for 
the purpose of strengthening the structuio Where the height of suoh walls is considerable 
a water-onshion should m most oases be constructed f 

All jhoras should bo lined with side walls and strongly pa\ed flooring, the channel^ 
being designed large enough to carry the maximum \olume of watei that has been known 
to flow down them up to date There me man y jhoras % however, which it would be expensive 
to treat m this fashion, fiom these the stones alroady existing m their beds should not bo 
disturded or removed without due authorih 

All subsidiary jhoras or drums m the neighbourhood should be trained into the mam 
channel by the shortest advisable route in pavtd dr uns, timber shoots or natural channels, as 
may be necessary m eadi particular instant o * 

We append typo drawings as examphs ef piotcctive woiks, but they may of course be 
modified in special cases (see Appendix No (?) 

Ill—TREATMENT OF FXIsriMfr ROADMDF DKUNh AND OUTI ETN 

The existing system of treating road drainage in and around the town is to slopo the 
road inwards towards a definite channel constructed on the inner side Considering the 
nature of the formation and *be circumstance that the jhoras are near or on the missive 
rock, and taking into aocount the fact tint the sysli m is now well established, there appears 
to be no snffioient reason for altering the existing method of draining the roads As many 
of the drains in Darjeeling carry sullnge water, the system of restricting the water to well 
defined ohannels should not be exchanged i«u its Irregular distnbntion on to the hillsides 

The Committee has noticed that there is a tendency to unduly meioaso the lead oJt drains 
and an imperfect attempt to utilise evuy possible natural channel of dischaige This 
practice increases the risk of breaches and kj ills m the dram, a<* well as of scour in the jhora 
into whioh the disohargo ultimately t ikes plaoe They recommend that in future full use 
should he made of evory natural line of di unage, and that all road drains should bo turned 
into them as frequently as posable, their beds being protected where necossary by paving * 
Whore there is a probability of a dram being bloc kod by slips from above it is advisable 
that a moveable plank oovermg be laid o\er the drain to keep the chaunei clear when such 
slips ooour 

Attention is drawn to the inadvisability of building houses across natural drainage lines, 
many instances of neglect in the obseivanoe of this important rule having been recently 
noticed In such oases there is not only danger to the site built upon, but to other adjacent 
sites unless special means are adopted to compensate for such interference with natural 
drainage lines. 

The Sub-Committee notices that at present tlore is no means of ascertaining from 
existing maps the catchment area of any drain or jhot a, and it i ©commends that the catchment 
area of every outfall should bo clearly indicated on a laige-scale map epeoially kept for tho 
purpose 


IV —Drain a of of house sites 

• 

The necessity of following an efficient system of draining house sites appears to 
have been seldom observed m Darjeeling, and the Sub-Committee recommends that the 
following rules be followed — 

On sites situated above slopes exceeding an rngle of 37° from the horizontal, gardens 
and terraoes for cultivation should be absolutely prohibited on that part of the platfoim 
in front (that is, outside) the 37° line, whitatthey might be permitted on that position of* 
• Deposited. the site lying behind (that is, below) this line For 

instance in the diagram* attaohed, gardens and terraces 
would be prohibited on a site stretching from A to B, whilst on a ate stretching from A to D, 
gardens might be permitted only between C and D « 

All building sites should be sloped inwards towards the house, wbioh, should bo 
surrounded by a concrete or lime masonry dram of adequate size, graded to disobarge through 
well constructed stone drams into the neaiost natural ehannel, m which provision should do 
mado for their reception * 

Every house should be provided either with a wide masonry platfoim around its base to 
reoeive tho discharge from its eaves, or with gutters and down-pipes of sufficient size t dis¬ 
charging into the drams surrounding the premises Every gutter should bo'not less than 6 
moheB, semi-oiroular or square seotion, and be laid to a slope of abpufc 1 inch to 10 feet 
These should be supplied With down-pipes of at least 3 inches m diameter, plaood at intervals 
not exoeeding 30 feet 

As in the oose of roads, drams on house sites situated at tho foot of steep earth slopes 
might with advantage bo oovered with moveable planks to intercept the small earth falls often 
resulting from the preliminary showers of a heavy downpour 

Special precautions should bo taken for the treatment of springs Where these ooour^t 
it is advisible to open them out as far as possible towards the origin of the Bpfmg, and to |>ut 
m a oovered dry-stone dram, oement*paved and trained mto the nearest natural channel 
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V — Sitb op the Diocesan School 

The Sub-Committee, acoordmg to directions, have made a detailed examination of this 
site for the purpose of considering the possibility of its partial or complete utilisation on 
completion of ordinary protective works The actual damage done to the buildings on tine 
site during the reoent storm has been detailed in the Committee’s Proceedings (Appendix 
No 1, Meeting No 3) 

(at) Cornmepcing at the south-east end of the site, the old building, Yale Pleasant, must 
be condemned entnely as a site for safe residence The reasons for this conclusion are—(1) 
the exceedingly Bteep and high slope at the baok, whioh, lhaugh containing much rock, is a 
oonstanf danger, and cannot be out back without interference with the roads above, (2) the 
steeper and higher slope in fiont, which is now revetted from the Birch IIill Roail below 
Marked settlement has occurred on this face of tho buildiug The site as it now oxists is 
cramped in the extieme, and if a suifioiont retaining wall, with the necessary clearance 
Between it and tho house, were provided at the back, tho space leit for building, already 
small, would be reduced by somo 10 to 12 feet This apart from the fact that the fiont edge 
of the site is in dnngei, would render the useless for any building of importance We consider 
that for residential puipuses, the site is and must remain dangerous, and should ouly 
be used for cook houses or godowns which are not occupied by night 

(, b) The building containing the studio and chap< 1 is altogether too close to the hillside 
to be considered safe It is evide ntly liable to be wrecked m the same manner as the build¬ 
ing winch stood next to it and was recently destroyed bf the rtcont landslip This, with 
tho tftvo buildings tu tho north-west of it, may be cons domi together Thoy wero all m oon- 
tiot with the hillside at the buck, from which the slope libus at on angle of 41°, an inclination 
which ib considered imeato The width of tho terrace a ulable for building purposes is some 
48 feet It is possible to reduce tho slope bphind by thieo revetments placed respectively at 
the toe, under the Mull, and at an intermediate position on tho slope Deducting from the 
width of the site the base width of the toe wall, clearance between this and the buildings, with 
passage way m front, only about 25 fept would remain lor t be width of auj new buildings 
to be erected Tho sue of such new buildings on this end ot the site would, thoreloro, bo 
considerably less th m half that of the former ones, whilst the expoudituio in protecting tho 
site would be exco si\ o 

(c) The ocninl block stands somewhat further from tho hillside, but the slope at the 
baok is equally dtngi rous, being at an ang 1 © of 41° up to tho Mall road The width of 
the building is 47 ieet If tho slope behind is reduca d to the safe angle of 37° by walling, 
as suggested abo\e, tho width avulublo tor building will bo limited to 32 feet only Tho 
present building would theiefore have to be dismantled and rebuilt to oonsideiably smaller 
dimensions 

(cl) The site of the building to the north end is shll more dangerous than the rest 
The slopos at the 1 ack rise to an angle of 47° whilst the house lias been bu it over a distinct 
drainage line, slips on winch have destroyed tho north ond of the building Pioteetivo woiks 
J would do still heavier, and on account of its situation, the site is altogether unsuitable for 
building pui poses 

(e) From the above consideration, namely, the entire condemnation of tho portions of 
the site at both ends, and the i8duotion m width of the hifo aiea for buildings m the centre, 
we are of opinion that the site is unsuitable for tne purposes for wh oh it has been utilised in 
tho past 


VI.— TnrATMLNT of ihe Kag Jiioka vm) Hospital Jiioua 

The rOoks visible in the Kag jhota are all highly crushed, tho stream having eroded its 
ohainnel a’ong an apparent fault-line For this reason tho nature of any foundation to be 
# obtained is likely to va^y with every few feet It is, there foie, pr ictically impossible to frame 
any detailed scheme at present, and any suolTsoheme must bo developed pari pans i with the 
progress of protcotive woiks The general lines on which this j/tota should be proteeted 
nave been indicated m im earlier section of this note (section II) 

Jlefore the reoent landslips three budges existed over the K igjhorn, all of winch are on 
important lines of communication which must be maintained It has been proposed 1 that 
hirge span bridges might be thrown aoioss the jhoi a to acc unmodate each of these roads The 
pnnoipal of these is the Hill Cart road carrying the ParjoiLug-IIimalayan Railway, and 
its re-construction being in tho hands of the Public Works Dopaitmcnt, is now under official 
consideration It may be noted that the bridge at this site was not dostioyed by Boour but 
by two slips from the sidos of the hills ovor the abutments, and tho risk of such Blips would 
in nt> way be immunised by adopting a large span bridge 

Further, to render tho construction of suoh a bridge foasible, there should be solid rook 
foundations on tho sidA of tho jhota These do not appeal to exist, and for the reasons stated 
above, it is un’ikely that such suitable foundations will be found Another objection to tho 
construction of a large span bridge across the fhoia at the sire forming a chord to the align¬ 
ment of the railway, is the dimoulty of modifying the existing curves to form suitable 
approaches at either end of the straight bridge 

note appended (p the Proceedings of tho 10th Mooting m Appendix No. 1 
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It has been found that a bridge of about 10 feet span is sufficient to carry the maximum 
discharge of the /kora, and for such a structure suitable rook foundations exist Tbe more 
uniform distribution of pressures, which is possible m the ea^o of a small bridge and its 
approach walls, partially meet, instead of accentuating, the dangers of an irregular and 
uncertain rock foundation 

Whatever span of bridge is adopted at this point, there will always be a tendenoy from 
the nature of the sito to slips on either sido and consequent loss of the bridge Suoh losp 
would bo far more serious m the oaso of a tong-span bridge than m that of a short one 

For the reasons above stited, we are of opinion that there is nothing to reoommend the 
larger spans suggested As regards tho Tonga road above, the budge is considerably 
damaged, but there is no reason why it should not be re-constructed on lines similar to those 
of the old bridge 1 

For tho U pper and Lower Auckland road oauseways with dry stone walls to maintain 
tho road should be provided On account of the specially broken nature of the rook in this . 
?ho>a the restrictions that we have advooated in paragiaph 1 above against the removal of 
loose stono are of special importance A quariy from whioh stone might be procured for 
work m the jho) a has been suggested at St Paul’s 

With reference to the Hospital )ho*a the general principles already mdicatod must ho 
followed m any works that are carried out We note that tho treatment of this jhora was 
considered by a Special Committee convened m 1888, whoso report is da f td 9th February 
1891, and it was then lecommended that works similar to those that we have pioposed should 
be commenced at the junction of seveial minor jhorus bolow Loclinagar at a point marked B 
on the map accompanying that report 

• 

YII — Propose ro cut down a>d slope Observatory Hill 

Tho initial reason given for this proposal was tJie safeguarding of certain houses, 
particulaily the Diocesan School, Stopaside, and the Mall Villa group As tho sites of these 
buildings aro considered on other grounds to be unsuitable for dwelling houses, tho principal 
object ot tho proposal no longer ou&ts A subsidiary reason is the use of tho hill as a 
source of building stone Agamst this there are strong sentimental objections fiom both 
European and Native points of view The lull is one of the most prominent and well- 
known features of Darjeeling, and has been a place ol native workship since Darjeeling 
has been known The removal of tho hill-top would not m oui opinion bo i ompensated lor 
by the small v due of the building stone to bo proourod The cost is not a matter tuat nood 
enter into the consul'ration of the question If the top is removed to 70 feet below the 
summit, the nrt cost alter disposal of tho stone will piobably not exceed Us 0,000 , reducing 
it by an additional 00 feet would increase the cost to about Its 20,000, by cutting to the 
first-named level a plateau of 2i acres would be obtamod, and 50 feet lower J acres would 
bo added 

If new quarries must be found, wo advise that they should bo loea l od in Biroh Hill 
Farki the ridge of which offers opportunities for levelling sites for building by tho removal 
of stone, and bo mg the only unocoupied spur, appears to be the natuial d'reotion for the 
inevitable expansion of the station 

VAT—Though cutsnle the scope of this reference, the Sub-Committee examined in 
detail the sites of Edelweiss and the houso bolow 

Edfi WEISS. 

Immediately below the house the terrace is supported by a fairly good revetment 
Below this wall is an unrevettad approach road which has slipped, and bolow this again is 
the Biroh Hul soad, which is rovetted, though the revetment has been to some extent jbroken 
by the slip abov o 

Tho elopes on this face are 40° It is neoessary to put m a revetment intermediate 
between tho two mentionod, and to carry this all round from the j/iot a to the Diooesan 
School site 

The slope from tho Biroh IIill road down to the stream below the building is abou« 40° 
on to a point 100 feet below The expense of treating this slope would olearly bo verv 
high Without suoh treatment the face of the spur is bound to suffer from slips year by year, 
and the house oannot be called a secure one in the rams 1 

Biarnfy Castle 

The overhanging slope behind should be thoroughly cleared, and the eart’ioap taken off 
to determine the nature of the soiL If after this examination revetting is found neoessary 
a wall must be put m ‘ 


Lebong View 

The slope from the front of the house into the jhora below is distinctly dangerous 
Protective work m this jhora would be very costly, and it is improbable that suoh wont wall 
be oamed out The site of the building is in our opinion an wseoure one «

Met on tho 21st idem to considor the nature and form which ordinary revetment and 
retaining walls should take as protective works at sites which have been recommended by the 
Committee as being suitable for building purposes 

The Sub-Committee m this connection has taken into consideration the simpler cases 
of revetment and retaining walls being constructed for retaining ordinary earth at its 
natmal slope, and it had not regarded the exceptional cases in which walls are surcharged 
by tho weight of artificial structures, whioh latter instances must neoessanly be spooially 
flealt with* 

The Sub-Committee assumes that the object of its being deputed to deal with this 
matter is to fix upon general type sections of wails to guide the Municipality in sanctioning 
immediate and urgont restoration works and so enabling house owners to put such work 
m hand—m anticipation of Government taking action on tho final recommendation of the 
Committee 

The Sub-Committco advises the following general specifications for ordinary revetment 
and retaining walls, whioh is to be adhered to — 

Foundations —To bo taken out to required sections and to go down into the original 
firm Bub-soil or on to the bed-rock, and the bod hue should be at right-angles to the face 
batter 

Rubole stoni-work —All stones, both in the length and width, should be arranged to 
bro&k joint as muok as possible in these walls One through stone or a lmo of bonding stones 
should be inserted within 5 foot intervals m each oonrso They should be so arranged as 
not to fall perpendicularly over those m the course below These bonding stones, if they do 
not go right through the wall, should overlap eaoh other at least one-third of the length 
No stone should be of greater hoight than its breadth or length, and they should be laid 
on their natural bods 


All dry rubble revetment and retaining walls, exoept where otherwise specified, should 
be built with a face batter of 1 in 4 with perpendicular backs and with the oourses carefully 
laid at right angles to the face batter 

Aft revetment and retaining walls should be built up solid to the required seotions, with 
stonos as specified, and recourse to the use of unnecessary spawls and chips for filling m 
the back ot tho wall should be oarelully guarded against 

Weeping Hah? should be provided for at four feet horizontal and four feet vortical 
intervals in all walls commencing with the first course above ground 

The Sub-Committee recommends tho following general practical rule for calculating 
the thickness of ordinary dry stone retaining walls — 


The width at top to be ono-fifth of the vertioal height The face to bo battered out 
at 1 •m 4 For mstanoe, in a wall 15 feet high, the top width would be -V- = 3 feet, and 
, • the total horizontal breadth at bottom will be 3 + V = 6

• In * oases of simple surcharged walls, the height to be taken in calculating the widths is 
to bo assumed as being one-ana-a half times the vertical height Thus, m the wall above 
named, if it be surohorged, the height should be taken as being 15 + 74 = 224 feet, and 
• its dimensions should be ~ = 44 feet (say) at top and

margin.* 


In the oase of Bimple surcharged walls, the angle of slope of soil above should not exceed 
37° toy a vertioal distanoe of not over 30 feet above the top of the wall, but the conditions for 
building undTer slopes having a greater vertioal height than 50 feet above site will be oon- 
sylered whon further necessary data have been gathered

1 Mr Earlo was elected Chairman of the Sub Committee 

2 The Sub Committoe proceedi d to discuss the order m which thoy should take up 
the subjects on which they were leqiured to report It was decided that they should first 
of all deal with tho question as to whether tho existing Municipal law and bye laws afforded 
sufficient power to the Municipal Commissioners to enable them to deal adequately with the 
present state of tilings in Darjeeling, then consider whethoi the Municipality had the 
necessary staff and means to oarry out all tho woik that it was considered advisable should 
be undertaken, and finally, mane their recommendations as to the authority that should be 
empowered to oarry out their proposds 

3 Bull hug > («) Mouses not bang huts —(1) Ample powers are requited as regards sites 
of buildings Such powers are reqimed not only in lespect of sites for future huildings, but 
of sites of housos alieady m existence, and of sites of houses destioyed or abandoned Power 
is required to absolutely prohibit building on a proposed site, and to absolutely prohibit the 
re-ereotion, ro-building, any alteration or repair of, or addition to a building on a site already 
used without compensation being claimable by owmrB Sections237 to 242 of tho Municipal 
Act do not give these powors For instance, sections 237, clause 2, provides for compensation 
being given in consequence of a prohibition to re-erect Heotion 240 of the Municipal Act 
does not apply to section 237, and yet rule 1 of tho Building llules sanctioned by the 
Lieutenant Governor under Notification No 508JM, dated tho 30th November 1897, 
purports to givo the Municipal Commissioners powers to give or withhold permission in 
regard to tho a’teiation of or addition to a building This seems ulhn v re s ltulo No 2 of 
the said Itules purpoits to oover the questions of sites but section 211(1) of the Municipal 
Act, under which tl ey wore published, dearly does not authorise any sudi rule, and the rule 
itself is, therefore, appaioutly ultra vms A byo-law issued under section 35CA might 
possibly cover the case of nao sites which involved excavation, but would not covoi the oase of 
old siUs nor that of a Mte not invoking excavation 

(2) Gutters and down-pipes are, m the c ase of housos in the hills, of the first impor¬ 
tance as affecting the stability of the adjoining slopes, and yet the Municipal Act contains 
no prowsion as regirds these, and obviously, theiofore, no rules could bo framed to moot this 
want The expression “diams” in section 241 (/>) of the Act could scai ocly be held to 
oover house gutters and down pipes 

(3) It is eminently nooessary to have power to regulate the entire system of drainage 

around private houses, to compel owners to comply with directions given, or, if necessary, 
to excou 4 o tho woik and to apportion the oost between the owners, unhiding Government, 
affected It is fuither necessary to have similar powers m regaid to the maintenance and 
improvement of such works For instance, the drains round a givon existing house may be 
perfectly efficient, but discliargo in the wrong direction or into tho wiong jhoia Seotion 224 
of the Municipal Act does not confer those powers, while section 241(1) only rofeis to drains 
in houses to bo ereett d or ro-crected, and not to existing houses Tho Lardslips Committee 
have already noticed slips at Teipsithea and Woodbine Villa, where there were efficient 
drams, but where the said drams discharged, in their opinion, in tho wrong direction The 
want of these necessary powers have led to, and may again lead to, the most serious damage 
to hillsides and propel ties theieon 4 

(4) Section 242 gives power to the Municipal Commissioners to prohibit an owner from 
letting an unstable house for occupation, but does not give power to piombit the owner 
himself or any other person or persons permitted by him to reside in the house from occupy¬ 
ing lus house, if unstable This section, moreover, only refers to an unstable house, but does 
not oover the ease of a house whioh is perfeotly stable, but is not at all safe owmg to the 
likelihood of landships from above or below on aooount of the nature or oondition of the 
hillside This is very important and makes it impossible at present to prevent owners from 
oocupymg or letting for occupation the most dangerous houses m the station 

(6) hermits’ houses included tn the teim “ houses 99 as per section 6 of the Municipal Act — 
It has hocn particularly noticeable in the present landslips that servants’ houses are poorly 
built and unsatisfactorily placed, and this notwithstanding that the term “ house,” as defined 
m the Municipal Act, would appear to oover suoh houses The consequenoe has been that 
there has boon considerable loss of life amongst servants All the remarks tnade in para¬ 
graph (a) above apply m the case of suoh houses. .

4 Drama and natural water rhannil* — (a) We aie here discnssmg the drainage of land 
as distinguished from that of houses refeired to under paragiapli 3 (a) (3; above In order to 
•reouie the safety of tl e hillsides, it is absolutely necessary that hanks whioh require to bo 
drained shoujd 1 e thoroughly and efficiently claimed in accmdance with a prison bed syetem 
of diamnge either by artificial drains, <r the im prominent of the natural wa^cr-channcls 
It seems doubtlul if seotion 37B of the Municipal Act and the ensuing sections would cover 
a system of surface drainage, but, a^snm ng that this \ieie tho case, it would scarcely bo 
possible to devise a genenl scheme so as to be certain of bringing one of the public drains 
wijlun 100 ftet of all land requmng dramoge, a condition requited before the piovisions of 
sections 227 and 228 could bo enforced It may be mentioned that the Committee have 

• reoently notued a case in which a single inefficient private dram, \z the dram between 
Woodbine Villa and Jessamine Villa, has caused the collapse of a whole hillside 

(ft) In the case of suoh schemes of dtamage it would be nooessary to have power to 
compel own* rs to comply with dnactions givt n, or, if nccessaiy, to execute tho work and to 
apjortion the expense between the parties, including Government, affected It would forth r 
be ne essary to have similar powers m lcspcct of the maintenance and improve m nt of such 
works 

(<) In the caso of road drainage where it is eoiwden d necessary to diveit the same 
thitmgh puvate property, the entire woik should be cirm-d out at ti e expense of Co\eminent, 
the laud required for ihe puipose being acquired undor the I and Acquisition Act 

• 5 Moadx — ('/) Power should bo given authorising the closure of an exist ng puvate 
road, if considered a dangor to the hillside, unless such private road cnn-dilu^es the only 
approach to a house and no alternative road oau be made No such power exists under tho 
Act Under seotion 850A a bye-law could be passed prohibiting only the making of a road 
where tlio omirrence oi a landslip was considered possible oi probable m the event of such 
a road ben g constituted Ihe Committee not ced that a load, which had existed for several 
years above two Mill Villa*, was a contributory ciuso of the most disastrous landslips 
1 1 Darictbug 

(6) It has oomo *o the notioo of the Committee that difficulties occur when slips fall 
from puvate land on to publio roads It is the duty of the publio authorities to clear the 
dibfi'i and repair the roads As a rule the publio authorities go to the expense, qften heavy, 
of taking away the eaitb and mud, whilo the owner of the property removes the stone and 
timber The st no and timber are of Borne vilue, but since it is the duty of tho 
public authouties to clear tho roads, we do not think that they should claim the 
stone and t.mbe™, but think that tho owner might ho allowed to keep the same if ho 
removes them Since, however, it is important that the road should be ileared qu.okly, 
it should be expressly docl red that the controlling authority should cloar tho slip at once, 
separating the stone and timber from the soil, and that, unless the owner romo/e tho said 
stone and timber so separated within 72 houiB after the clearance of tho dip, tho publio 
authontics could take the same, and the owner would lose any light to qiiostion then title 
thereto It should, fuither, be made clear that private paities should be allowed to remove 
the stone and timber while the contioiling authority wan clearing the blip If, however, m 
the process of eleai ng the same, the breaking up or blasting of stone or the cultiug up of 
timber weio found neces ary, tho said work should be executed by the controlling authority 
at the expense ot ihe p irtus claiming the same * 

6 BruUj* s —I’owor is required to enable the authorities to control the construction of 
bridges or culverts on private roads, to order the coubtruction of bridges and culverts on such 
roads, and to direH the alteration or »e-oonstruotion of existing bridges and culverts on suoh 
roads at the expense of the owners of tho land on which they exist or are to he constructed 
• or ie-construoied or altered It is aUo necessary to have power to, li neeessaiy, exeoute such 
work, and to apportion the expend between tne parties, including Government, affected 
thereby It is further necessary to have similar powers in respect of the maintenance and 
improvement of such works 

• 7 Ri letUnq. — (a) It is absolutely neoessary to have power to compel private owners to 

» revet their banks and private roads thereon without reference to the fact of there being 
buildings on the said banks or oi there being any intention to build, provided that their 

• omission to do so would endanger tho safety of the hillside It is also necessary to have 
power to, if neoesary, execute such work, and to apportion the expense between the parties, 
including Government, affected thereby It is fuither nooessary to‘have similar powers in 
respect of the maintenance and improvement of such woiks No such power is conferred 
by the Munioipal Act, nor could any bye-law to this effect be framed under seotion 350A 
The want of a single revetment on a bank may endanger the safety of the whole hillside 

(A) It is necessary to be able to oompel owners to revet the banks behind and in front of 
both new and existing buildings (t e , houses, servants’ houses and hut*) It is also necessary 
to have power to, if necessary, execute such work, and to apportion the expense between the 
parties, including Government, affected thereby It is further neoessary to have similar 
powers m respeot of tho maintenance and improvement of such woiks The last part of 
t bye law No 2 issued with Mum ipal Department No 1704M — D , da<ed the 23rd March 
*1898, would seem entirely ulha tire* 

• Rules framed under tlus recommendation should contain the following condition “ Provided that no provision herein 
contained shall afleot any oxuting arrangements connected with the 11 ill Cart road " 
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(c) It is doubtful whether the first part of the aforesaid bye-law in rogard to retaimng- 
walls in the oase of new buildings would fall within the meaning of regulating the making of 
excavations or the loraoval of the soil 

(d) In the case of revetments required to proteot pubbo roads from slips from above oar 
below, it is necessary to have power to make the same within private property, and to 
apportion the cost between tho parties, including Government, who may bo Effected thereby 
It is further necessary to have similar powor m respeot of the maintenance and improvement 
of such woiks 

(e) It is considered desirable to record a note to the effect that rules should be drawn 
up specifying that revetments must always bo to sections approved by the controlling 
authority 

8 The lemoial of atom fiom Jnlfsidts, jhoras , and sltps —Power is required to prohibit 
the removal of Btone from hillsides, jhmm % and slips, save with due authonty The 
Committee h is expressed a very strong opinion that numerous Blips have been oausod by the 
removal of stone m the manner indicated Seotion 350A of the Municipal Aot does not 
confer this power, the term “quarrying” implying the outticg of stone and not the mere 
removal of looso stone 

9 Querying outside Municipal limits and the regulation of natural waUr-channeh 
outside such limits — (a) Quarrying within Municipal limits is subjeot to regulation under 
seotion 350A of the Aot, but it may bo necessary to prohibit quarrying outeide municipal

10 (a) Turfing, (b) Planting and cutting of tiees and shrubs, and (c) Ten aces or 
ctrculat hoks fo% the reception of plants —(a) Power is required m order to compel private 
owners to turf their banks at a slope to be prescribed where this is considered necessary for 
the safety of tho lull For instance, it might not be considered necessary, in a given ease, 
to compel an owner to go to the expense of revetting his land, but it might be considered 
sufficient to direct him to turf tho same, or it might be considered sufficient to direct him 
to turf it at a given slope with a small toe-wall only Turfing banks at a suitable slope 
with or without a small toe-wall, according to oircumstancos, has boon found officaoious 
It is also necessary to have power to, if necessary, execute suoh work, and to apportion the 
expense between the parties, including Government, affected thereby It is further neoessaiy 
to base similar powors in respeot of tho maintenance and improvement of such works 

(b) Though section 3 50A of the Municipal Act partially co\ ers the regulation of the 
cutting or destroying of trees oi shrubs, it does not contoi any power as regards planting of 
the same It is desirable to havo power not only to prohibit the planting of cortam kinds 
of trees, but compel the planting of specified kinds of trees It is also necessary to have 
power to, if ncoessary, execute such works, and to apportion the expense between the parties, 
including Government, affeoted thereby It is further necessary to have similar powers m 
respect of the mamtenanoo and improvement of suoh works It has been noticed that 
certain trees with shallow roots appear to be a source of danger, which oontam other 
(oryptomenas and willows m particular) appear to have a protective influenoe 

(c) Section 350A could hardly be held to cover the prohibition of making terraces or 
circular holes for the roceptiou of plants Biich as are common m the town of Darjeeling, but 
certainly would not authonso tho abolition of existmg works ot the nature whore suoh 
abolition was considered necessary The Committee oonsider that, ra some places, such 
works have contributed to landslips Bye-law No 1 (b) published with Municipal 
Department No 1704M , dated the 23rd March 1898, would, if this suggestion bo adopted, 
requiio modification 

(d) Power is, moreover, needed to regulate, and, if considered neoeesary, prohibit 
gardening whothor on the flat or on tho slope 

11 Stiayxng of cattle m bonks —Cattle are frequently allowed by their owners to graze 
on tho hillsides Owners will likewise frequently allow the cattle of others to gra#e on their 
banks The oattle by grazing make runs which tend to turn into uncontrolled drainage 
channels It is considered necessary to have power to absolutely prohibit this where considered 
necessary, and there is no provision in the Municipal or any other Aot to oover suoh* a case 
The Cattle Trespass Act is merely permissive, m that it gives owners power to send to the 
pound cattle which trespass on their lands With regard to the above recommendation,„the 
term “cattle” shotfd be understood to molude also all the animals except elephants and

14 It was noted that full powers to make all necessary inspections of private property 
for tho purposes of the proposed Aot should be provided 

13 in the above paragraphs we have dismissed the absence of powers vested in the 
Municipal Commissioners to deal with the subjects alluded to, and we consider that, in view 
of what we have said, legislation is absolutely necessary We proceed to oonsider our 
recommendation as regards the authority which m future should be vested with the powe$$ 
which we have indicated We do not oonsider that the Municipality have an adequate stiff 
to exeroise the conti ol neoessary to the safety of the town It can only afford an Engineer 
of but a few years’ standing on a comparatively low salary Moreover, the Engineer, be he 
ever so competent, is subject to no professional control—a matter on wmoh we oannot lay too 
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much stress Further, the work whioh we anticipate will he neoessary m order to, as far as 
possible, remedy the damage caused by the reoent landslips, and to minimise the danger of 
similar oocurrenoes in the future will, we oonsider, be entirely beyond the notoriously limited 
i^souroes of the Municipality Lastly, we believe that the publio at largo will not feel 
assured unless a very radical change is made We, therefore, do not hesitate to recommend 
that Government take over the entire charge of all publio roads, bridges and drams at 
present vested m or under the control of the Municipality, also the control of buildings, 
public and private, as also the control of the matters referred to m paragraphs 7, 8, 9, 
10 and 11 above m respect of revetting, the removal of stono, quarrying, turfing, planting, 
and cutting of troes and shrubs, terraces or oiroular holes for the reooption of plants, and 
cattle-grazing 

• 14 Having disoussed with Mr F G Wigley, Assistant Secretary to the Legislative 

Depaitment, as to whether this Sub-Committee should proceed to draft a Bill, it was decided 
that Messrs Upton and Earlo should draft olauses embodying the suggestions made in this 
report with a view to the preparation of a Bill, and that the Sub-Committee as a whole 
should then draft proposed rules thereunder It was decided that it was useless to ask the 
Mumoipal Commissioners to pass resolutions under sections 30 and 221 of the Municipal Act 
requesting Government to relieve them of their duties as regards all roads, bridges, drains 
and buildings, as these sections do not contemplate any wholesale action, but it was resolved 
that it would facilitate legislation if they passed a resolution approving of the proposed Bill 
It was considered desirable that the proposed Bill should ooutain provisions constituting the 
Local Government as the controlling authority, and specifying distinctly the officers of 
Government who would be responsible for carrying out the measures proposed by the Bill 
It was thought that the Engineer or Engineers to be appointed for the purpose, the Deputy 
Commissions of Darjeeling, and the Deputy Conservator of Forests, Darjeeling, would figure 
as the principal agonts of Government It was considered desirable that there should be a 
section dealing with the question of finance, as also a very explicit section giving the Local 
Government power to frame rules under the Act It was further considered that the 
Executive Controlling Authority should consist of a Board composed of the Deputy Commis¬ 
sioner of Darjeeling and of suoh Engineer or Engineers as may be appomted by Government 
in this behalf, and that their decision as to the necessity or mt of protective works on private 
laud should, where such oost is estimated at more than Rs 1,000, be subjeot to appeal to suoh 
Engineer ot higher standing than an Executive Engineer as the Government may from timo 
to time appoint m this behalf, and that thedeoision of the Board on questions of apportionment 
of cost ot works should be subject to appeal to the Commissioner of the Division aided by two 
Assessois to be selected for each case or batch of oase* by the Deputy Commissioner from a 
list of persons to act in this behalf to be prepared annually by the latter offioer, the Commis¬ 
sioner's oidcrs to bo final, the Assessors to be consulted by him, and their opinions to bo 
recorded in wilting, but not to have the power to vote 

15 In conclusion, the Sub Committee have ascertained that no speoial Aot was passed 
for Naim Tal, and that all measures undertaken there were eifeoted under bye-laws passed 
under Aot 15 of 1873 The Sub-Committee have oarefully perused the said Act and bye¬ 
laws, and find, for reasons given m the preceding paragraphs, that no suoh effective regula¬ 
tions could legally be enacted under the Bengal Mumoipal Act
